ON  USING  CATALOGUES 

On  different  occasions  the  sug:gestion  has  been  offered 
to  retailers  in  these  columns,  that  it  is  most  advisable  to 
have  some  systematic  filing  system  for  catalogues,  price 
lists,  etc.,  of  publishers,  manufacturers  and  wholesalers,  so 
that  a  hand  may  readily  be  placed  on  any  one  of  them 
for  reference.  But  it  is  not  sufficient  to  simply  file  away 
these  trade  helps,  to  be  dug  out  simply  to  clear  up  some 
point  that  may  be  in  doubt  or  merely  to  get  information 
recpiired  for  some  prospective  customer  for  goods  not  in 
stock.  True  tiiis  is  putting  the  catalogues  to  mighty  good 
use,  but  they  can  be  made  far  more  productive  as  busi- 
ness producers  if  the  dealer  will  make  it  a  point  to  study 
these  catalogues  in  search  of  ideas  and  information  which 
he  did  not  have  before.  Perhaps  the  best  way  to  empha- 
size tills  is  to  cite  the  experience  of  one  dealer  who  thus 
took  uj)  a  catalogue  of  art  mat<'rials.  He  came  to  a  page 
dealing  with  "Temperine."  This  was  "a  new  one  on 
him,"  so  he  was  particularly  interested  in  reading  about 
it  and  was  surprised  to  learn  that  this  white  medium 
known  as  "temperine,"  w'hen  mixed  with  water  colors, 
produces  opaque  color.  As  a  matter  of  fact  Tem])era  color 
has  been  used  for  centuries,  first  by  the  old  masters  in 
their  fresco  ])ainting  and  later  by  modern  masters  in  many 
forms  of  decorative  work.  It  is  very  likely,  in  spite  of 
that  fact,  that  there  are  hundreds  of  other  stationers  who 
know  little  or  nothing  about  it.  Yet  it  is  an  item  that 
should  be  in  every  stationer's  stock  along  with  other 
articles  of  merchandise  which  intending  purchasers  would 
naturally  look  for  either  at  an  art  dealer's  or  a  stationery- 
store.  Is  there  any  good  reason  why  tlie  average  stationer 
should  not  l)e  a  dealer  in  art  supplies?  Practically  every 
dealer  in  stationery  does  sell  art  supplies  to  a  greater  or 
lesser  degree.  Then  why  shouldn't  the  stock  of  artists' 
supplies  be  reasonably  complete  in  all  these  stores?  Study 
the  catalogues  of  the  makers  and  wholesalers  of  art  mate- 
rials and  many  other  ideas  of  a  similar  nature  will  suggest 
themselves. 

This  illustration  will  suffice  to  score  the  point  as  to  the 
advisability  on  the  retailer's  part  of  becoming  familiar 
with  the  contents  of  all  catalogues  which  reach  liim  having 
to  do  with  the  book  and  stationery  business  or  lines  asso- 
ciated with  it.

WHAT  OF  1916? 

THERE  is  a  great  deal  in  getting  a  right  start. 
Any  man  who  has  ever  run  any  .^ort  of  a  race 
knows  that.  The  sprinter  and  the  racer  after  l)U.<i- 
ness  are  in  the  same  cla.*s  in  that  particular.  What 
chance  is  the  dealer  going  to  have  in  tlic  Jaiiuai-y 
race  for  business  if  he  spends  half  the  month  in  rest- 
ing after  his  great  accomplishments  in  heating  the 
previous  year's  record  in  the  holiday  season?  Look 
forward,  not  backward  !  The  retailers'  jol)  right  now 
is  to  do  his  utmo.^t  to  get  the  greatest  po.ssihle  vohune 
of  business  this  month.  This  leads  us  up  to  what  we 
really  want  to  talk  about — staple  lines.  January 
should  be  as  good  as  the  average  month  in  the 
"bread  and  butter  lines"  and  with  most  merchants  in 
the  book  and  stationery  busine.ss  in  Canada.  January. 
1916,  .should  be  better  than  any  previous  January 
because,  the  merchant  who  has  in  the  past  done  as 
much  business  as  he  might  easily  have  done,  is  a 
rarity.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  there  is  not 
enough  .s]>ecialization  in  selling  staples,  whether 
books  or  items  in  the  various  other  merchandise  in- 
cluded ill  the  stock  of  the  tj^ical  bookstore  in  Can- 
ada. 

For  the  purposes  of  illustrating  the  point,  let  us 
take  as  an  example  one  of  the  creditable  new  l)ooks 
advertised  in  this  i.ssue  of  Bookseller  &  St.vtioner. 
The  practice  on  the  part  of  too  many  booksellers  in 
the  towns  and  smaller  cities,  is  to  have  one  cn|)y  of 
a  book,  just  in  case  a  call  should  come  for  it.  Now, 
is  that  the  way  to  make  a  business  pay?  Instead  of 
adopting  that  course,  the  bookseller,  after  fully  con- 
vincing himself  as  to  the  merits  of  the  book  in  ques- 
tion, should  })ring  these  merits  to  the  attention  of 
people  in  bis  community   whom   he  looks  upon   as 


possible  purchasers.  He  should  be  able  to  size  up 
the  situation  at  least  to  the  e.xtent  of  assuming  that 
twenty-five,  a  hundred,  or  more,  copies  of  a  certain 
book  shoubl  be  sold  by  him.  Then  his  duty  is  clear 
— sell  them  !  This  method  of  merchandising  applied 
all  through  his  l)usiness  will  mean  big  increases  in 
the  sales  of  the  most  meritorious  items  and  not  the 
least  beneficial  circumstance  will  be  that  this  policy 
will  automatically  leave  the  unprofitable  goods  out  of 
consideration,  to  the  great  profit  of  the  merchant,  for 
many  a  retailer  is  now  spending  much  time  merely 
handling  goods  that  do  not  really  net  him  a  living 
profit. 

This  i-  stock-taking  time.  Let  the  dealer  take 
stock  of  his  merchandising  methods  as  well  as  his 
merchandise  and  the  chances  are  that  some  of  those 
methods  will  be  "written  off"  and  others  .substituted 
that  will  assure  a  more  profitable  l)usiness,  month  by 
month,  this  year  and  that  a  much  moi"o  i)rofitable 
condition  of  the  husine.ss  will  he  revealed  when  in- 
ventorv  time  comes  around  .igain  in  January,  1917.

Agi-atifying  fact  that  one  gleans  from  perusing 
"liest  sellei'"'  statistics  is  that  books  hy  Canadian 
authors  are  heading  the  lists  in  Canada,  .\mong  the 
most  popular  works  of  fiction  at  the  picscnt  moment 
arc  Sir  Gilbert  Parker's  '"The  ^loneymaster,"  Arthur 
Stringer's  "The  Prairie  Wife,"  and  L,  M.  Mont- 
gomery's "Anne  of  the  Island.'"  Stephen  I^eacock's 
'■.\b)onbeams  of  the  Larger  Lunacy,"  are  .selling  very 
hiiskly  as,  of  course,  all  Leacock  books  do ;  and  Agnes 
C.  Laut's  "Canadian  Commonwealth,"  is  .selling  as 
well  as  any  non-fiction  work  with  the  exception  of 
Palmer's  "My  Year  of  the  Great  War,"  which  prom- 
ises to  establish  a  record.  The  same  holds  good  with 
reference  to  the  LTnited  States  market,  all  the  books 
named  having  met  with  a  .splendid  .success  there. 
These  two  conclusions  can  be  drawn:  that  Canada 
has  a  coterie  of  authors  who  are  creating  books  that 
are  big  in  every  .sense  of  the  word ;  and  that  a  prophet 
can  now  gain  a  share  of  credit  in  his  own  country. 

*  *  * 

Those  who  had  the  great  pleasure  of  ever  hearing 
Charles  Dickens  read  any  of  his  works  will  heartily 
concur  in  the  statement  that,  had  the  great  Victorian 
novelist  elected  to  go  on  the  stage  instead  of  choosing 
literary  pursuits,  he  would  have  made  fully  as  good 
an  actor  as  novelist.  In  the  last  number  of  the 
('ornhill  Magazine  Thomas  Plowman  tells  mo.st  in- 
terestingly of  an  occa.sion  when  he  had  the  pleasure 
of  hearing  Dickens  read.  It  was  at  Oxford,  the  occa- 
sion having  been  specially  arranged  .so  that  the 
Prince  of  Wales  (King  Edward  VII.),  who  was  at- 
tending the  University  at  the  time,  would  have  this 
oj^portunity  of  hearing  the  great  novelLst.  Mr.  Plow- 
man says:  "I  was  only  a  small  boy  at  the  time  but 
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the  remembrance  of  that  night  will  remain  with  me 
as  long  as  memory  lasts.  The  reading  consisted  of 
'The  Christmas  Carol'  and  'The  Trial'  from  'Pick- 
wick.' I  can  still  see  in  my  mind's  ©ye,  the  great 
novelist,  with  an  ivory  paper  knife  in  his  hand — the 
one  accessory  he  allowed  himself — seated  at  a  little 
desk  unfolding  that  exquisite  story,  wondrous  in  its 
humor  and  pathos,  as  we  listened  spellbound.  At 
one  moment  I  was  in  tears,  at  another  convulsed 
with  laughter.  1  can  never  forget  how  wondrously 
he  brought  out  every  little  point  and  every  detail;  it 
seemed  such  a  revelation  of  the  author's  mind  and 
his  dramatic  powci-.  He  had  histrionic  as  well  as- 
literary  genius  and  would  have  l)een  a  great  actor 
had  he  elected  to  devote  himself  to  the  stage  instead 
of  literature.  He  had  his  audience  in  the  hollow  of 
his  hand  from  start  to  finish  and  he  had  disapp'^'red 
from  the  platform  before  we  were  i^ufficiently  recov- 
ered to  give  way  to  our  ])ent-up  enthusiasm  and  call 
him  back  to  receive  it.  'The  Trial'  from  Pickwick 
formed  the  second  part  of  the  programme,  and.  en- 
joyable as  it  was  to  listen  to  the  rendering  of  so  de- 
lightful a  piece  of  unbridled  comedy  from  the  lii)s  of 
the  author  himself  my  mind  was  too  full  of  'The 
Christmas  Carol'  to  find  room  for  much  else.  Tt  is 
almost  unnecessary  to  say  that  the  Prince  conveyed 
to  Dickens  in  gracious  terms  the  great  enjoyment  he 
had  derived  from  his  efforts.  T  afterwards  heard 
Dickens  read  the  story  of  Little  Domhey  and  Mrs. 
Gamp  and  appreciated  them  to  the  full  but  it  is  the 
'Carol'  that  stands  out  in  my  mind  as  the  masterpiece 
of  elocutionary  feeling." 

*  *  * 

New  York  is  the  Mecca  of  the  writing  fraternity, 
this  extending  to  Canadians  as  well  as  American.s. 
The  happy,  or  unhappy  mortal,  who  feels  the  im- 
pulse to  write  and  to  find  recognition  and  remunera- 
tion for  what  he  writes,  has  a  longing  to  try  his  for- 
tune in  what  O'Henvy  has  called  "little  old  Bagdad 
on  the  subway."  Tliere  it  is  that  the  great  oppor- 
tunities lie,  equally  for  fame  and  failure.  Many 
Canadians  have  rcspouf^ed  to  the  hu'e.  Some  liave 
come  back  wiser,  perhaps  sadder.  Others,  like  Arthur 
Stringer,  Arthur  MacFarlane  and  Han^ey  O'Higgins, 
who,  as  all  will  remember,  went  to  Gotham  together, 
have  made  a  marked  success.  The  numl)er  who  have 
hammered  at  the  portals  of  literature  and  art  on  the 
top  doorstep  which  is  labelled  New  York,  is  larger 
than  one  would  suppose.  There  have  been  lapses  of 
time  in  the  earlier  careers  of  many  Canadians  now 
engaged  in  the  hardware  bu.siness  or  law  or  real  estate, 
sensible,  steady,  dollars-and-cents  people, — lapses 
which  are  not  easily  accounted  for.  Track  them 
down  and  the  trail  will  lead  to  New  York — music, 
painting  or  letters,  anyone  of  the  three,  having  been 
the  magnet. 

To  such  as  these,  the  changes  that  have  come  over 
New  York  of  recent  years  is  a  matter  of  deep  con- 


cern. The  old  New  York  is  no  more.  Nearly  every 
district  has  changed  in  character.  Lower  Fifth  Ave., 
once  the  centre  of  the  book  publishing  world  is  now 

degraded  to  commerce and  conunerce  of  a  sort. 

The  old  haunts  are  vanishing  or  taking  on  a  new 
tone.  The  bohemian  restaurant  of  another  day  is 
now  an  eating  house  for  store  clerks.  P)Ut  there  is 
one  oasis  of  stal)ility — a  street  or  two  grouped  around 
Washington  Square,  where  artists  and  some  writer 
folk  still  hold  the  fort  against  the  aggressiveness  of 
business  and  poverty.  Tt  is  right  in  O'llenry  land — 
and  there  is  many  a  Canadian  who  will  feel  it  a 
personal  lo.ss  if  the  Hood  of  change  ever  sweeps  over 
this  (juaint  old  corner  of  liohemia. 

The  opening  of  a  national  theatre  at  Ottawa — 
the  gift  of  the  Government — is  a  red  letter  event.  It 
may  mean  thai  the  impulse  toward  a  national  drama 
— .'■•till  little  else  but  an  impulse — will  receive  an  im- 
petu.<.  Canada  abounds  in  dramatic  color.  There  is 
the  material  here  for  a  drama  as  di.slinct  as  Ih.^en's. 
So  far  we  have  lacked  the  dramatists  or  at  any  rate 
the  New  York  producers  have  failed  to  respond  to 
the  efforts  of  our  nuite,  inglorious  Shakespeares. 
Perhaps  the  new  theatre,  where  Canadian  plays  by 
Canadian  playwrights  are  to  be  produced  by  Can- 
adian players — that  la.«t  somehow  or  other  has  an 
ominous  sound:   it   whispers  'amateurs' — will   help 

things  along. 

*         *         * 

Seriously  though,  there  is  no  reason  why  Canada 
should  not  develop  a  national  drnn-.-  Tf  Stephen 
Leacock  should  turn  from  letters  to  the  stage  as 
Barrie  did — then  let  Shaw  look  to  his  laurels  (if  the 
critics  have  left  him  any)  I  Look  over  the  list  of 
authors  that  Canada  now  l)oa>ts  sufficiently  masterful 
and  versatile  to  justify  the  assertion  that  they  could 
write  plays  if  they  would  turn  to  the  task — Parker, 
Stringer,  Connor,  Service,  MacFarlane,  Duncan, 
O'Higgins,  Sullivan.  And  then,  of  course,  there  is 
the  chance,  the  vast  unlimited  cbance,  of  unknown 
dramatists  being  fished  to  the  surface  by  the  liberal 
lenglh  line  of  the  National  Theatre. 


ON  HOI 'SEHOLD  SCIENCE 

THE  annual  period  when  people  get  away  from 
what  may  he  styled  "legitimate"  book  buying, 
is  over  for  another  year.  There  is  a  vast  difference 
in  buying  books  as  gifts  for  others  and  volumes  for 
one's  own  library  or  to  serve  some  particular 
interest  in  life.  In  the  weeks  just  before  Christmas 
there  are  vastly  more  books  sold  than  at  any  other 
time  of  the  year  but  they  include  a  comparatively 
small  percentage  of  publications  in  serious  questions 
having  to  do  with  the  every  day  pursuits  of  life.  For 
instance  consider  the  question  of  "Household 
Science.'     There  undoubtedlv  were  some  titles  com- 
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ing  under  this  classification,  represented  in  ''Books 
for  Christmas,"  but  all  of  them  that  figured  in  the 
great  annual  book  presentation  carnival,  would  in- 
clude but  a  meagTe  representation  of  the  l)ooks  in 
print  coming  under  this  heading.  For  that  reason, 
books  on  this  aTul  otiier  subjects  similarh'  passed  over 
in  the  Christmas  book  trade,  may  be  expected  to  get 
some  attention  in  Jaiuiarv  when  life  gets  liack  to  a 
workaday  basis. 

Let  us  consider,  briefly,  then,  some  of  the  new 
books  on  "household  science"  that  liavo  recently  been 
put  out  by  the  publishers: 

"The  School  in  the  Home,"  is  a  credita])le  Imok. 
by  A.  A.  Berle,  of  which  a  revised  edition  has  just 
been  pubHshed.  It  comprises  a  series  of  talks  with 
parents  and  teachers  on  intensive  child  training. 
"Short  Talks  with  Young  Mothers,"  by  Charles  G. 
Kerley,  also  a  revised  edition,  has  to  do  with  the 
management  of  infants  and  young  children.  "The 
Baby's  Rights  from  Birth  to  the  Third  Year,"  lists 
s(Hne  of  the  best  books  for  mothers  and  nur.ses.  "The 
Science  of  Home  Making,"  is  a  text  book  in  home 
economics  by  Emma  E.  Pirie.

WHV  EXEMPT  CIVIL  SERVANTS? 

THE  following  was  clipped  from  the  question 
and  answer  colunui  of  a  Canadian  new.spaper: 
"There   is  no  garnisheeing  of  wages  of  em- 
ployees of  the   Dominion   Oovernment   railways, 
l)ut  the  ^linister  of  Railways  will  not  tolerate  the 
non-i)ayment  of  debts  by  employees,  and  on  any 
•such  complaint  l)eing  made  to  him  the  employee  is 
warned  and  informed  that  he  nuist  either  pay  uj) 
or  resign.     It  .sometimes  happens,  of  course,  that 
a  bill  may  be  disj)uted,  and  the  dei)artment  does 
not  undertake  to  .-settle  disputes,  but  where  there  is 
no  dispute  or  where  judgment  has  been  given  no 
employee  of  a  (Jovernment  railway  is  permitted  to 
evade  his  obligations  by  rea.son  of  the  fact  that 
the  (Jarnishee  Act  does  not  apply  to  (lovernment 
employees." 
While  it  is  very  encouraging  to  know  that  the 
Mini.-^ter  (vf  Railways  will  not  countenance  employees 
in  his  department  shirking  their  just  debts,  never- 
theless, it  is  difficTilt  to  understand  why  Government 
civil  .servants  cannot   be  held   responsible  for  their 
debts  the  same  as  other  human  beings  in  Canada. 
This  is  a   bit  of  class   legislation   which   .'^hould  be 
worked  off  the  Statute  l)ooks.     Are  Government  civil 
servants  so  constituted  that  they  should  have  a  differ- 
ent co<le  of  morals  from  other  people?  Is  it  right  and 
proper  that  they  can  contract  a  debt  and  not  have 
their  wages  sul)ject  to  garnishee  as  other  people? 

This  is  a  change  for  which  retail  associations  all 
over  the  country  should  keep  pounding  away  until  a 
reformation  is  affected.  The  principle  of  the  thing 
is  entirely  wrong  and  there  should  be  no  place  in  a 
free  countrv  like  Canada  for  sucli  legislation. 
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STOPPINd  THE  PEDDLER 

IT  will  be  interesting  to  the  trade  to  know  that  the 
county  of  York.  Ontario,  is  putting  through  leg- 
islation to  compel  peddlers  to  i)ay  a  $300  annual 
license.  Already  the  second  reading  of  the  by-law 
has  been  pa.^sed  and  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  until 
every  i)eddlcr  in  York  County  will  have  to  pay  $?>00 
a  year  to  peddle  his  wares  in  competition  with  local 
trade. 

It  is  believed  this  will  put  an  end  to  the  small 
army  of  peddler.-  who  frequent  the  roadis  of  York. 
Naturally  peddlers  connng  into  a  county  can  sell 
goods  cheai)er  than  the  retail  trade  becau.^e  they  have 
little  or  no  taxes  to  pay  and  very  few  of  the  overliead 
o])erating  ex])enscs  which  are  included  in  the  list  of 
every  retailer.  Such  ex])enses  too,  go  to  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  connnunity  in  which  the  retailer  is  lo- 
cated. At  the  .<ame  time  the  peddler  does  not  give 
the  service  of  the  merchant  who  is,  ready  and  willing 
at  all  times  to  supply  his  customers  with  all  their  re- 
quirements.

Miller's  five  and  ten  cent  store  at  Fort  Fi-ances,  Ont., 
was  destroyed  by  tire  on  Dee.  30. 

Campbellford,  Ont.,  Dec.  16. — J.  A.  Burke  lias  pur- 
chased Lee's  book  and  stationery  business.  To  supple- 
ment this  line  tliey  have  taken  the  agency  for  the  Ignited 
Cigar  Stores  Ltd. 

New  items  added  to  Canadian  made  stationery,  are  flex- 
ible desk  blotting'  i)ads  stoutly  made  of  felt  with  leather 
corners,  these  being  made  by  the  Copp,  Clark  Company 
in  the  two  sizes  which  ha\e  become  standardized  in  the 
trade. 

Price  Advances. — Owing-  to  advances  in  the  price  of 
steel  and  wire,  certain  United  States  manufacturers  have 
announced  an  advance  of  five  per  cent,  in  prices  taking' 
effect  January  1,  applying  to  different  articles  made  of 
steel  and  wire  as  sold  in  stationery  stores. 

Charlottetown,  P.E.I.,  Dec.  20.— In  October,  The  .VLiri- 
time  Stationers,  Ltd.,  purchased  the  stationery  business  of 
G.  E.  Ritchie  of  that  city.  The  lease  of  the  Ritchie  store 
was  sold  to  a  new  firm  ojiening-  in  the  jewelery  line  and  the 
Ritchie  business  has  been  merged  with  that  of  the  Mari- 
time stationers. 

Moose  Jaw,  Sask.,  Dec.  3. — There  is  a  prospect  of  an 
Iowa  firm  maiiufactui-ing  fountain  pens,  establishing  a 
Canadian  brancii  in  Moose  Jaw.  Tlie  company  is  reported 
to  have  decided  upon  establisliing  a  brancJi  factory  in 
Western  Canada  and  Moose  Jaw  is  lu^t  on  the  trail  of  this 
industry. 

Vernon,  B.C.,  Dec.  29. — A  window  display  contest  was 
held  in  the  holiday  trade  season.  The  Good  Stationery 
Co.,  had  a  notable  entry,  showing  an  interesting  miniature 
city  of  Vernon.  It  is  hoped  that  additional  particulars 
will  come  for  publication  in  the  February  issue  together 
with  results  of  tiie  judge's  decision. 

Moose  Jaw,  Sask.,  December  10.  Secretary  McMillan  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  is  in  touch  with  an  Iowa  company 
manufacturing  fountain  pens  who  are  considering  the  ad- 
visability of  establisliing  a  branch  factory  somewhere  in 
Western  Canada.  Mr.  McMillan  announced  that  this  firm 
controlled  the  Canadian  patent  of  a  new  type  of  fountain 
pen. 

Vancouver,  B.C.,  Dec.  16. — At  the  conference  of  cabinet 
ministers  in  Victoria  to-day  the  question  of  the  standard- 
ization of  scliool  books  was  under  discussion,  when  the  fol- 
lowing were  appointed  on  the  committee  for  the  western 
provinces  named:  British  Columbia,  Dr.  Robertson;  Al- 
berta, Mr.  John  Ross,  chief  inspector  for  the  province; 
Saskatchewan,  D.  P.  McColI,  superintendent  of  education; 
and  Manitoba,  Dr.  Fletcher,  minister  of  education.

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The  Toy  and  Doll-Making  Industry  in  Canada 

Relief  and  Patriotic  Organizations  in  Different  Canadian  Cities  Have  Had  Great  Success 
in  Affording  Employment  to  Needy  JMen  and  Women — Over  Seventy  Toy  Mak- 
ing Concerns  Represented  l)y  the  Lines  Sold  by  One  Toronto  Jobbing 
House — Good  Prospects  for  Establishment  of  Toy  Industry 
On  Permanent  Basis  in  Canada 


TOY  makiiL'i'  assunu'd  mure  extensive  jjroportions 
than  ever  in  Toronto  in  the  autumn  and  Christmas 
season  of  the  year  that  has  just  closed.  Amonjr  the 
organizations  that  were  esjiecially  active  was  tlie  Toronto 
Women's  Patriotic  League,  which  had  a  small  doll  factory 
in  operation  at  its  iieachiuarters  on  Sherhourne  street, 
employini;-  at  times  as  high  as  sixty  jjirls  and  women. 
Thus  a  large  numhe'r  were  given  temporary  relief  wlio 
would  otlierwi.se  ha\'e  had  no  employment.  Similar  relief 
.was  afforded  by  the  Memorial  Institute  on  Riclimond 
street  where  the  Hew  Avvdry  Brown  faced  the  problem  of 
providing  em|)loyment  for  some  hundreds  of  a]i])licants 
by  setting  tliem  to  work  making  toys.  Notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  neitlier  Mr.  Brown  nor  any  of  tliese  men 
had  had  any  previous  experience  in  toy  making,  some 
thousands  of  well-made  toys  were  turned  out.  Over  four- 
teen thousand  of  one  particular  toy  were  made  at  this  toy 
factory  during  the  year  The  output  found  a  ready  market 
with  the  jobbers  and  tlius  the  toys  found  tlieir  way  to 
stores  in  all  i)arts  of  tlie  country.  A  significant  cii'cuni- 
stance  which  goes  to  sliovv  tlie  possibilities  of  this  industry 
is  the  fact  that,  with  tiie  exception  of  just  two  pieces,  all 
the  machinery  for  shaping,  cutting  and  modeling  wooden 
parts,  was  designed  and  made  on  the  premises. 

Many  of  the  men  who  have  found  employment  at  the 
Memorial  Institute  toy  works,  subscfjuently  enlisted  and 
to  replace  these  workers  wounded  soldier's  l)ack  from  the 
front  were  taken  on  as  well  as  other  crip])led  and  dis- 
abled  men. 

Similar  work  lias  been  carried  on  by  organizations  in 
other  cities  of  ( 'anada  l)esides  which  there  are  many  con- 
cerns, large  and  small,  which  have  gone  into  the  manufac- 
ture of  toys  on  a  strictly  commercial  basis.  One  large  job- 
bing firm  in  Toronto  sold  toys  and  dolls  durin?  the  year 
which  came  from  over  seventy  different  Canadian  toy-mak- 
ing establishments.  This,  of  course,  included  many  firms 
whose  chief  business  was  some  other  line  of  manufacture 
but  whose  plants  lent  themselves  readily  to  making  toys 
of  some  particular  type. 

It  is  only  natural  to  expect  that  all  tiiis  effort  will 
eventually  lead  to  the  establishment  of  a  goodly  number 
of  permanent  toy  factories  in  the  dilferent  Canadian 
cities  thus  building  up  a  distinct  new  industry  that  will 
give  employment  to  thousands  of  Canadian  artisans.  This 
situation  is  duplicated  in  other  lands.  Great  Britain, 
France  and  tlie  Ignited  States  have  gone  most  extensively 
into  toy  and  doll  making  to  replace  these  products  form- 
erly imjjorted  from  Cermany.  Japan  too  has  vastly  ex- 
tended its  toy  making  industry  in  competing  for  the  toy 
business  in  all  parts  of  the  world.

The  Canadian  War  Doll 

The  following  article  on  "The  Canadian  War  Doll" 
appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Medicine  Hat  "Times" 
and  is  worthy  of  reproduction  in  other  newspapers.  This 
course  might  well  be  suggested  by  toy  dealers  in  the  differ- 
ent towns: 

Among  the   other  changes     wrought     by  the   war   in 


Canada  is  the  introduction  of  Canadian-made  dollies.  They 
are  not  at  the  present  time  quite  so  prepossessing  in 
appearance  as  their  imported  predecessors,  but  they  com- 
bineall  the  sturdy  (|ualities  that  have  made  the  Canadian 
men  and  women  of  to-day.  Accustomed  as  the  children 
and  the  parents  of  the  present  are  to  the  latest  word  in 
P'rench  and  German  dolls,  the  Canadian  product  appears 
very  crude  and  is  being  accepted  rather  reluctantly.  This 
is  a  pity,  because  the  funny  little  dolls  bearing  about  their 
necks  a  tag  with  the  legend  on  it  "Made  in  Canada,"  are 
fine  examples  of  patriotism  and  of  a  sincere  desiire  to  en- 
able the  ciiildren  of  Canada  to  have  their  dolls  in  sj)ite  of 
the  terrible  war  that  is  dejiriving  the  children  of  Euroy)e 
of  the  very  necessities  of  life,  to  say  notiiing  whatover  of 
its  luxuries 

The  Canadian-made  dolls  are  not  yet  being  produced 
in  sufficiently  large  (juantities  to  allow  of  unlimited  sup- 
plies for  any  one  place  Everyone  who  can,  should,  how- 
ever, buy  a  Canadian-made  doll,  and  every  child  should 
know  that  the  funny  little  dolls  with  their  bright,  selfish 
faces  and  cotton  bodies  stand  for  patriotism  and  loyalty  to 
the  Empire  generally  and  to  Canada  particularly.  During 
the  civil  war  in  the  United  States,  the  Southern  children 
were  given  old-fashioned  "rag"  dolls,  or  dolls  made  from 
corn  cobs,  many  of  which  still  are  cherished  as  precious 
souvenirs  by  the  families  of  tiiese  children.  By  extending 
a  practical  hand  of  welcome  to  the  Canadian  doll,  even  if  it 
is  not  very  lovely,  an  infant  industry  will  be  encouraged; 
the  dolls  themselves  will  be  prettier  next  year  if  made  to 
feel  at  home  now,  and  the  possession  of  a  war  doll  in  the 
family  will  furnish  a  fireside  story  for  generations  yet  un- 
born. Altogether,  it  is  really  worth  while  to  own  one.

A  Unique  New  Game 

New  York,  Dec.  lOtli. 

The  representative  of  a  New  York  toy  house  tells  the 
following  interesting  story  of  the  inception  of  a  thoroughly 
original  new  game: 

"A  certain  lithograph  concern  conceived  the  idea  of 
getting  up  a  game  of  advertising  the  various  popularly 
known  commodities  such  as  Gold  Medal  Flour,  Heinz' 
Pickles,  Korn  Krisps,  Etc.  The  first  step,  of  course,  was 
to  interest  advertisers  of  these  commodities  in  the  idea. 
Twenty-four  representatives  of  these  various  concerns  be- 
came interested  and  entered  into  a  contract  to  pay  forty-, 
four  hundred  dollars  each  oti  the  conditions  that  tlie  game 
must  have  a  distribution  amounting  to  Five  Hundred 
Thousand.  To  do  this  the  game  itself  must  be  not  only 
attractive  but  sold  at  a  })rice  that  would  at  once  prove 
attractive  to  the  purchaser.  The  game  itself  is  a  folding 
board  10  x  14  inches,  in  8  colors,  with  28  beautifully  litlio- 
graphed  playing  figures.  This  board  when  folded  conies  in 
a  highly  colored  paper  box  11^,4  ^  14V2  inches.  These 
,500,000  games  cost  the  lithogTa piling  company  12  cents 
each  or  .$00,000.  They  sold  the  output  for  4  cents  each  or 
.$20,000.  On  the  games  they  lost  .$40,000.  On  the  adver- 
tisers they  cleared  up  over  $00,000.  And  this  is  the  story- 
Does  it  not  sound  good.  This  new  game  retails  at  ten 
cents  in  the  United  States. 
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Disabled   Soldiers  Making 
Toys 

How  Erench  Toy  Indu^^try,  Which  Had  Been  Lost  to 

the  (iermans,  is  Being  Revived — Exhibition 

in  New  York  to  Develop  Market 

in  America 

IN  the  olden  days,  France  used  to  be  as  noted  foi'  doU- 
niakins>'  as  Germany  has  l)een  in  later  years.  Now 
there  is  every  indication  that  the  French  doll  industry 
is  to  be  revived,  not  only  to  supply  home  demand,  l)ut  for 
export  as  well  and  this  applies  to  toys  in  general,  not 
only  dolls.  Just  in  the  last  month  or  so  prior  to  Clii'ist- 
mas,  an  e.xhibition  of  l<Vench  toys,  made  by  disabled 
French  soldiers,  was  held  at  the  Knickeri)ocker  Club,  New 
York,  the  exhibition  being  presided  over  by  Mme.  Charles 
le  Verrier,  wife  of  the  head  of  the  College  Chaptal,  the 
great  Lyeee,  of  boys'  school,  of  Paris,  which  is  now.  like 
all  other  similar  institutions,  a  military  hospital. 

One  of  the  great  ])ro})lems  resulting  from  the  war  is 
the  maintenance  of  disabled  soldiers,  during  the  course  of 
the  war  and  after  it  is  over.  They  cannot  be  consigned 
wholesale  to  institutions  Mme.  Verrier  pointed  out  in  her 
appeal  in  New  York,  and  she  proceeded  to  explain  the 
plan  to  train  these  men  in  the  manufacture  of  toys.  The 
exhibition  in  New  York  was,  of  coui'se,  to  i)romote  a  mar- 
ket for  these  French  toys  in  America.  Speaking  of  this 
revived  French  industry,  she  said  : 

"We  naturally  thought  of  toys.  Years  ago  the  dolls  ol' 
France  had  a  great  reputation,  but  we  allowed  Germany  to 
leain  from  us  how  to  make  them,  and  then  apply  her 
genius  for  organization  to  take  our  mai'ket  away  from  us. 
But  we  are  going  to  win  it  })ack.  The  e<lucation  of  the 
men  has  already  i)rogressed  wonderfully.  While  they  are 
still  helpless  on  their  backs  in  the  hospitals,  they  are  given 
wood  and  too's  and  models,  and  they  dab  at  the  i)it  of 
wood,  happy  in  their  hopes  for  the  future.  I  have  brought 
some  of  these  tentative  efforts  with  me,  not  that  their 
crudity  is  interesting  or  at  tractive,  but  to  compare  with 
their  later  work  as  examples  of  the  rapidity  of  their  pro- 
gress. They  learn  very  quickly  indeed,  and  their  delight 
in  their  own  achievements  is  touching. 

"More  difficult  than  the  teaching  of  the  men  is  tlie 
finding  of  a  market  for  their  work.  Of  course,  we  turn  for 
this  to  you.  To  whom  should  we  look?  The  war  is  still  in 
progress,  and  even  when  it  is  at  last  over  there  will  be  no 
money  in  Eurojie  for  luxuries  like  toys  and  dolls."

TORONTO  FIRMS  LOSE  BY  FIRE 

In  the  early  morning  hours  of  Dec.  11th,  fire  gutted  the 
building  occupied  by  H.  P.  R'itclvie  &  Co.,  the  Pugh  Spe- 
cialty Co.,  and  Young  Bros.,  Limited.  Coming  just  in 
the  midst  of  the  holiday  rush  of  business,  this  was  a 
serious  blow  to  the  business  of  these  concerns.  Mr.  Pugh 
was  called  up  between  2  and  3  a.m.  and  advised  by  the 
police  that  the  building  had  been  gutted  by  the  flames. 
He  spent  a  strenuous  morning  and  by  9.30  o'clock  had 
taken  a  flat  at  28  Temperance  Street  and  by  dint  of  tele- 
graphing and  picking  up  goods  from  other  houses  was 
able  to  fill  immediate  orders.  Young  Bros,  acted  with 
similar  despatch,  getting  temporary  quarters  at  121 
Church  Street  from  where  they  were  soon  turning  out 
goods,  filling  orders  in  hand  for  Christmas  trade. 

These  firms  expect  to  be  back  in  the  repaired  Clifford 
Street  building  the  middle  of  January.

There  is  now  on  the  market  a  child's  set,  comprising 
knife,  fork  and  spoon,  packed  in  a  lined  box,  the  knife 
having  a  solid  handle,  the  set  retailing  in  Canada  at 
fifteen  cents. 

Almost  every  stationer  sells  such  items  as  hair  brushes, 
tooth  brushes,  clothes  brushes,  nail  brushes,  whisks,  as  well 
as  brushes  for  use  in  art  classes  in  the  schools  and  l)y 
artists.  Why  should  the  line  not  be  extended  to  include 
a  complete  assortment  of  brushes  of  all  types,  selling  at 
jirices  uj)  to  25c  each.  This  would  prove  a  profitable 
l)ranch  of  the  5c  to  25c  department. 

A  line  that  will  sell  readily  in  either  15c  or  25c  qual- 
ities, or  both,  comprises  cushion  tops  with  art  designs, 
working  in  the  names  of  the  different  provinces  and  also 
cities.    This  is  a  good  local  stunt  for  a  dealer  in  any  town. 

The  dejDartment  should  include  goodly  selections  of 
such  jewelery  items  as  brooches,  bracelets,  bead  necklaces, 
cuff  pins,  collar  pins,  collar  buttons,  ear  rings,  fobs,  hat 
pins,  link  button.s,  lockets,  scarf  pins  and  the  various  other 
items  that  are  to  be  had  from  jewelery  houses  in  assort- 
ments at  $10  to  $25. 

Dealers  should  not  lose  sight  of  the  big  business  that  is 
to  be  done  in  the  sale  of  artificial  flowers.  This  is  a  line 
which  is  sold  with  distinct  success  in  the  5-10rl5-cent 
stores. 

The  sale  of  15-cent  records  for  gramophones  continues 
to  expand.  There  is  now  on  the  nuirket  a  talking  machine 
to  be  had  for  $3.75  f.o.b.  New  York  and  the  makers  claim 
that  this  remarkable  little  machine  has  a  tone  quality  that 
makes  it  an  ideal  one  for  demonstrating  the  15c  records. 

Another  line  that  will  find  a  ready  sale  in  the  5  to  25- 
cent  department  is  one  comprising  various  hardware  spe- 
cialties. As  has  been  said  on  several  occasions  before  each 
individual  merchant  will  best  be  able  to  judge  as  to 
whether  suggestions  made  here  should  be  adopted  or  not. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  Bookseller  and  Stationer 
circulates  among  the  stationery  merchants  throughout  the 
land,  in  the  large  cities  and  in  the  villages.  Local  condi- 
tions differ  and  in  the  case  of  one  town  of  say  two  thous- 
and peo])le  the  stationer  might  see  a  good  opening  for 
getting  a  share  of  a  certain  trade,  whereas  the  .'onditions 
in  another  town  of  the  same  size  might  be  so  different  as 
to  make  a  similar  course  inadvisable.  It  is  significant, 
liowever,  that  when  one  of  the  syndicate  5-10-15-cent  stores 
go  into  a  town,  they  do  not  depart  from  the  policy  as  to 
stock-in-trade  characteristic  of  their  stores  in  other 
towns. 

St.  Valentine's  Day  can  be  made  a  real  red  letter  day 
in  this  department  of  the  store.-  Every  merchant  will 
doubtless,  ere  this,  have  purchased  valentines  in  readiness 
for  February  14th,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  there 
are  other  novelties  that  can  be  sold  readily  on  that  occa- 
sion, as  for  instance  paper  table  napkins  with  Valentine 
designs  and  fancy  crepe  paper  of  a  similar  nature.  These 
latter  may  be  readily  sold  to  other  merchants  for  their  St. 
Valentine's  Day  window  displays. 

A  good  buy  for  this  department  is  a  sloping  display 
cabinet  containing  an  assortment  of  six  dozen  ivory- 
handled  manicure  pieces  to  sell  at  15c  each. 

Many  a  would-be  purchaser  of  a  basket  of  one  sort  or 
another  is  puzzled  as  to  where  to  go  to  buy  it.  Why  not 
feature  baskets  of  the  different  types  that  can  be  sold  up  to 
25c  each.  The  larger  and  more  expensive  desk  and  waste 
paper  baskets  would  naturally  be  included  with  the  other 
office  supplies  in  the  particular  section  of  the  store  de- 
voted to  those  goods.

TWELFTH  OF  A  SERIES 


ONK   show    card   suggestion   sliowu   in   this  article  is 
|)articnlarly    suitable    for   any    of    the   after    stock- 
taking sales  which  are  common  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year. 

A  description  telling  how  the  card  is  made,  is  given 
in  the  underline  below  the  card. 

The  accompanying  chart  and  description,  explains  the 
style  of  lettering  used  in  preparing  the  show  card  sug- 
gestion. Tiie  new  feature  in  this  lesson  is  the  heavy 
brush  width  spurs.  They  require  a  great  deal  more  care 
than  did  the  spur  making  in  the  brush  stroke  Roman 
lettering. 

THE  CHART 

THE  chart  shows  an  alphabet  and  numerals  of  bold- 
faced Egyptian.  This  sort  of  type  is  exceptionally 
adapted  for  use  on  sale  cards  where  a  quick-reading  type 
is  desired.  This  class  of  letter  is  somewhat  the  same  as 
that  illustrated  in  lesson  No.  5,  with  the  exception  that  it 
has  the  heavy  brush  width  spurs.  These  letters  and  num- 
erals are  entirely  of  brush  stroke  formation,  which  means 
that  each  line  was  made  with  one  stroke  of  the  brush. 
The  size  of  the  brush  to  use  is  determined  by  the  size  of 
card  employed  and  the  size  of  letter  required.  For  in- 
stance, if  you  desire  about  a  two-  or  three-inch  letter 
on  a  half-sheet  card,  a  No.  8  red  sable  will  be  required. 
On  smaller  work  use  a  No.  6  brush. 

As  in  previous  work,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  keep 
the  brush  flat  and  chisel  pointed.  All  the  ends  of  the  hair 
must  be  even. 

A  is  a  six-stroke  letter.  This  letter  should  be  evenly 
balanced  on  both  sides  of  the  dotted  line  shown  to  repre- 
sent the  centre. 

B. — A  continuation  of  the  two  strokes,  2  and  4,  form 
B's  spurs.  Note  that  the  upper  loop  is  smaller  tlian  the 
lower. 

C. — is  a  three-stroke  letter  and  needs  a  great  deal  of 
practice.  Care  must  be  taken  to  get  the  spur  at  the 
right  angle. 

D.^The  spurs  on  the  "D"  are  made  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  explained  on  the  "B". 

E. — This  letter  is  of  straight  line  formation.  The  main 
thing  is  not  to  allow  the  spur  (stroke  5)  to  extend  to  the 
right  quite  as  far  as  that  of  stroke  6. 

F. — is  similar  to  E,  with  the  exception  of  the  lower  line. 

G. — Stroke  3  of  G,  as  you  will  notice,  does  not  extend 
out  as  far  as  stroke  4.  This  letter  takes  a  great  deal  of 
faithful  practice  to  get  it  balanced  properly. 

H. — The  cross-bar  of  this  letter  is  nearer  the  top  than 
the  bottom  of  the  letter.  Little  points  like  this  make 
hand  work  look  different  from  type. 

I. — Care  must  be  taken  to  have  all  upright  letters  at 
right  angles  with  the  guide  lines. 


J- — The  curved  part  and  lower  spur  of  this  letter  are 
strokes  with  which  you  must  take  particular  care.  This 
part  of  the  letter  is  difficult  for  the  beginner  to  make 
gracefully  and  needs  much  practice. 

K. — Note,  stroke  5  of  the  K  does  not  project  out  to 
the  right  of  the  letter  as  far  as  stroke  7.  Stroke  2  of  this 
letter  should  join  stroke  1  a  little  above  the  centre. 

L.— Note  the  angle  of  stroke  4  on  this  letter. 


The  above  "after-stock-taking  sale"  card  has  been  pre- 
pared on  the  poster  plan.  The  heavy  band  is  of  light  green. 
Tlte  lettering  is  black  with  a  white  outlining,  and  dark 
green  shading.  The  edging  on  the  band,  and  the  outer 
border  line  are  of  the  same  shade  of  green  as  the  shading. 
The  color  used  on  the  inner  border  is  of  light  green.  The 
style  of  lettering  used  in  prepariyig  this  card  is  described 
in  the  accompanying  article. 

M. — Is  anot!:er  Ictlcr  of  which  one  side  must  balance 
\^^  the  otiicr  side.  Tlie  hiwer  ends  of  strokes  .3  and  4  mu<t 
he  an  equal  distance  between  strokes  7  and  8. 

N. — This  letter  is  composed  of  6  separate  strokes.  The 
one  that  beginners  find  most  difficult  is  stioKe  3.  The 
point  in  making  this  stroke  is  to  start  the  upper  side  of 
the  brush  at  the  upper  right-hand  corner  of  stroke  1  and 
finish  with  the  lower  side  of  the  brush  touching  the  lower 
guide  line  where  stroke  4  will  finish. 

0. — The  0  is  the  same  as  in  previous  alphabets.  You 
cannot  give  this  letter  too  much  practice. 

P. — This  letter  differs  from  B  because  stroke  3  joins 
stroke  1  midway  between  the  two  guide  lines. 

Q. — This  letter  is  the  same  as  the  0  with  the  tail 
added. 

R. — This  letter  is  of  similar  formation  to  the  P  with 
the  two  strokes  added.  Stroke  7  projects  more  to  the 
right  than  does  the  curved  stroke  above  it. 

S.— Much  practice  is  needed  in  order  to  get  this  letter 
balanced  up  gracefully. 

T. — Strokes  3  and  4  of  this  letter  must  be  at  the  same 
angle  and  are  an  equa'  distance  from  stroke  2. 

U. — Strokes  1  and  2  of  this  letter  do  not  come  to  the 
lower  guide  line.    They  join  stroke  3  a  little  above  it. 
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V  and  W  are  of  similar  formation  and  need  a  lot  of 
practice.  You  will  have  some  trouble  in  balancing  this 
letter  up  as  in  the  case  of  the  M. 

X. — Strokes  1  and  2  of  X  cross  each  other  a  little 
above  the  centre., 

Y. — Strokes  1  and  2  meet  stroke  3  nearer  the  upper 
guide  line  than  the  lower. 

Z. — Take  care  to  get  strokes  4  and  5  of  Z  the  proper 
angles. 

I  will  not  enter  into  a  detailed  description  of  tlie  lower 
case  alphabet.  The  strokes  are  all  numbered  and  the  ar- 
rows show  you  the  direction  in  which  to  make  the  strokes. 
If  you  watch  carefully  you  should  experience  very  little 
difficulty. 

Of  course  you  must  remember  the  new  thing  this 
month  is  the  heavy  brush  width  spurs.  They  require  a 
great  deal  more  care  than  did  the  spur  making  in  the 
brush  stroke  Roman  lettering. 

After  Stock-Taking  Sale. 

A  great  many  retail  firms  conduct  January,  or  after 
stock-taking  sales  each  year.  This  is  particularly  notice- 
able in  the  dry  goods  trade.  Many  men's  wear  firms  con- 
duct sales  during  January  and  February.  In  large  and 
small  stoi-es  alike  sales  are  carried  on  in  an  effort  to 
stimulate  business. 

Keep  Sale  Name  Prominent 

These  sales  are  run  under  various  names,  but  the  most 
popular  are:  "January  Sale,"  "MiJ-Winter  Sale," 
■"Annual  Clearing  Sale,"  "January  Sale  of  White 
Goods,"  etc.  The  main  thing  which  should  be  emphasized 
is  to  keep  the  name  of  the  sale  continuously  before  the 
public.  It  should  be  worked  in  on  all  price  cards,  both 
large  or  small.  It  also  should  be  used  on  show-cards  and 
paper  posters  throughout  the  store  and  in  tiie  windows. 

It  can  be  put  on  in  dozens  of  different  layouts  or  de- 
signs, either  by  printers'  type,  plates  made  from  hand  work, 
or  the  actual  hand  itself.  If  a  great  quantity  is  wanted, 
it  is  advisable  to  have  them  printed,  but  when  the  stoi-e 
is    small   and   the   quantity   of   cards    used   does   not   run 


up  into  the  hundreds,  they  can  be  written  by  band. 
Many  designs  that  are  of  an  exclusive  nature  can  be  made 
up  easily  and  quickly. 

Many  stores  have  a  striking  design  made  up  and  use  it 
year  after  year  and  the  public  becomes  so  familiar  with 
this  that  as  the  season  of  the  year  approaches  they  look 
for  these  tickets. 

Different  From  Any  Other  Cards 

The  coloring  of  these  cards  is  a  thing  which  must 
receive  careful  attention.  Care  should  be  taken  to  have 
them  entirely  different  to  any  other  cards  used  at  other 
seasons  of  the  year.  A  bright,  striking  card  is  necessary, 
but  the  colors  used  must  harmonize  with  one  another  and 
also  with  the  surroundings. 

Color  Combinations 

Here  are  a  few  suggestions  for  the  price  ticket  color 
combinations: 

White  card  with  green  headline  and  price. 
White  card  with  red  headline  and  price. 
Green  card  with  black  headline  and  price. 
Blue  card  with  black  headline  and  price. 
Yellow  card  with  black  headline  and  price. 

Never  use  red  color  on  blue  cardboard  or  blue  ink  on 
red  cardboard,  or  yellow  color  on  green  card,  or  green 
color  on  yellow  card.  Red  color  on  pink  card  is  also  not 
permissible. 

Posters  or  Big  General  Cards 

Posters  or  large  show-cards  are  a  necessity  in  con- 
nection with  a  big  sale.  These  sliould  be  used  to  stick 
on  windows  and  to  put  in  prominent  places  throughout 
the  store.  If  posters  are  desired,  make  them  on  good 
tough  strips  of  paper.  They  should  be  made  as  attractive 
as  possible,  as  these  are  the  means  by  which  you  announce 
to  the  public  that  something  out  of  the  ordinary  is  going 
on  inside.  Half-sheet  cards  displayed  throughout  the 
store  in  prominent  places  announcing  the  sale  also  keef> 
the  customers'  interest  up.  These  can  be  made  with  the 
same  design  as  that  which  is  used  on  the  posters.

44  tN  a  g'ladc  of  the  I'ort'st,  yet  not  so  far  hut  tliat  one 
miulit  hear  the  chime  of  bells  stealinir  across  the 
valley  from  the  gresit  minster  of  Mortain  on  a  still 
evening,  dwelt  Beltane  the  smith. 

"Alone  he  lived  in  the  shadow  of  great  trees,  liappy 
when  the  pipint;-  of  birds  was  in  his  ears,  and  enjoying  to 
listen  to  the  plasli  ami  murmur  of  the  brook  tliat  ran 
merrily  beside  his  hut,  oft  pausing-  'twist  ^strokes  of  his 
ponderous  hammer  to  catch  its  never-failing  music. 

"A  mighty  man  was  Beltane  the  smith,  despite  liis 
youth,  already  great  of  stature  and  comely  of  feature. 
Much  knew  he  of  woodcraft,  of  the  growtli  of  herb  and 
tree  and  llower,  of  beast  and  bird  and  how  to  tell  each  by 
its  cry  or  song  or  Might;  he  knew  the  ways  of  tlie  fish  in 
the  streams,  and  could  tell  the  course  of  the  stars  in  the 
heavens;  versed  was  he  likewise  in  the  ancient  wisdom  and 
philosophies,  both  Latin  and  Greek,  having  learned  all 
these  tilings  from  him  whom  men  called  Ambrose  the 
Hermit.  But  of  men  and  cities  he  knew  little,  and  of  the 
ways  of  women  less  than  notliing,  for  of  these  matters 
Ambi'ose  spoke  not." 

These  are  the  introductory  passages  of  the  first  chapter 
of  Jeffrey  Farnol's  new  novel  of  mediaeval  times  in  Eng- 
land telling  of  how  Beltane  lived  within  the  greenwood. 

Beltane's  knowledge  of  the  outside  world  came  from 
his  reading  of  liistory  and  when  "busied  at  his  anvil, 
hearkening  to  wondrous  tales  of  travel  and  strange  adven- 
ture told  by  wandering  knight  and  man-at-arms,  the  while, 
with  skilful  hand,  he  mended  broken  mail  or  dinted  casque, 
and  thereafter,  upon  the  mossy  sward,  would  make  a  trial 
of  their  strengtl;  and  valor,  whereby  he  botii  took  and 
gave  right  lusty  knocks." 

Comes  a  meeting  of  more  than  ordinary  interest  when  a 
stranger  surprises  Beltane  brush  in  hand,  one  fair  after- 
noon. This  stranger,  long  and  lean  and  grim  of  aspect, 
with  a  moutli  wry-twiste<l  by  an  ancient  sword-cut,  yet 
possessing  a  jovial  eye,  twits  young  Beltane  for  sitting 
there,  wasting  time  with  a  foolish  brush  stuck  in  his  fist, 
while  the  world  was  amiss.  By  further  taunts  he  lures 
Beltane  into  a  bout  with  the  swords  which  he  discloses 
by  laying  aside  his  cloak. 

The  stranger  makes  sport  of  Beltane,  scoring  at  will, 
finally,  by  a  cunning  stroke,  beating  the  great  sword  from 
Beltane's  grip,  leaving  the  latter  standing  amazed  and 
humbled. 

This  stranger  turns  out  to  be  Sir  Benedict,  of  Bourne, 
famed  throughout  the  land  for  his  swordmanship.  Sir 
Benedict  proves  to  be  a  friend  of  Beltane.  Sir  Benedict 
remains  to  teach  all  his  strokes  to  Beltane. 

Two  principal  characters  who  come  early  into  the  tale 
are  the  Lady  Helen  of  Mortain  and  the  Duke  of  Pentava- 
lon — Black  Ivo. 

Black   Ivo,   coming  through   the   greenwood   with   his 
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retinue,  comes  iii)on  Beltane  standing  in  the  shade  of  a 
tree. 

"Aha,"  said  he,  "what  insolent,  long-legged  rogue  art 
thou,  to  stand  gaping  at  thy  betters?" 

"No  rogue  messire,  but  an  honest  man,  I  pray  God, 
whom  folk  call  Beltane  the  smith." 

"Ho!  Gefroi ! "  he  calls,  "come  you  and  break  me  the 
back  of  this  'honest'  rogue." 

This  brings  forth  a  great  bronzed  fellow  with  eyes 
quick  and  bright  and  teeth  agleam  through  the  hair  of  his 
beard. 

A  mighty  wrestling  contest  ensues  and  to  the  surprise 
of  all  the  onlookers  and  most  of  all  to  the  iiusky  Gefroi, 
Beltane  proves  victor. 

Black  Ivo  rides  off  with  parting  smites  of  his  whip  for 
the  prostrate  Gefroi,  bidding  his  followers  let  him  lie  and 
flings  a  purse  to  Beltane.  Beltane  befriends  the  fallen 
champion,  pressing  upon  him  the  money  as  Gefroi  rue- 
fully departs  bemoaning  his  lost  position. 

Spreads  fame  far  and  wide  for  Beltane  for  the  manner 
in  which  he  humbled  the  duke's  burly  wrestler,  and  many 
come  to  match  their  prowess  with  him  all  going  down  to 
defeat.  The  Lady  Helen,  hearing  his  praises  sung,  needs 
must  see  liim  so  she  rides  forth  on  her  white  palfrey,  com- 
ing upon  Beltane  as  he  stood  at  his  forge  fashioning  an 
axe-head.  Screened  by  the  thick-budded  foliage  the  Lady 
Helen  watches  him  and  presently  he  steps  forth  into  the 
glade  and  with  his  back  to  the  bole  of  a  tree  breaks  forth 
into  a  song  which,  sleepless,  he  had  composed.  To  Helen 
his  rich  tones  surpassed  the  music  of  the  brook  and  the 
songs  of  the  birds  of  which  he  sang.  The  smith's  song  was 
suddenly  hushed  when  the  lady  rode  forth  from  her  cover 
and  conversation  ensues  that  is  destined  to  change  the 
whole  course  of  Beltane's  life.  She  chides  him  for  being, 
as  she  had  heard,  a  scorner  of  women  and  to  him  addresses 
this  prophecy;  "I  tell  thee  that  ere  much  time  has  passed 
thou  Shalt  know  love— aye,  in  such  fashion  as  few  men 
know — wherefore  I  say — beware.  Beltane!" 

Despite  his  entreaties  and  demands  the  duchess  does 
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not  reveal  her  identity  but  as  she  rides  away  calls  back  to 
him  the  one  name,  "Helen." 

Beltane  is  smitten.  The  varied  music  of  the  green- 
wood is  changed.  The  song  of  the  brook  and  the  whisper- 
ing of  the  wind  in  tlie  trees  is  now  of  "Helen"  and  Helen 
is  in  his  thougiits  continually.  They  meet  again  and  with 
Helen  yet  incognito  to  Beltane,  he  wins  her  love.  Then 
she  tells  him  tliat  she  is  the  Duchess  Helen  of  Mortain. 
This  has  a  strange  effect  on  Beltane.  Telling  her  again 
that  he  loves  her  greatly,  lie  bids  her  return  to  lier  kniglitly 
lovers,  "Wed  this  duke  who  seeks  thee — do  aught  you 
■will,"  he  says,  "but  go,  leave  me  to  my  hammers  and 
these  green  solitudes." 

She  is  to  him  as  Helen  of  Troy  of  whom  Ambrose  tlie 
Hermit  had  told  him.  "Alas!  that  one  so  fair  should  be 
a  thing  so  evil !" 

Beltane  proceeds  "to  his  lonely  hut.  Takes  his  cloak 
and  great  sword  which  had  come  to  him  from  Sir  Benedict. 
Then  he  seizes  his  mightiest  liammer  and  with  it  beats 
down  the  roof  of  the  hut  and  hammers  in  its  walls,  hea\e,si 
hammer  and  anvil  into  the  pool  and  with  sword  and  cloak 
plunges  deeper  into  the  forest,  proceeding  to  the  hermitage 
of  Ambrose,  from  wliom  Beltane  learns  tiiat  he  is  the  son 
of  Ambrose  the  Hermit,  who  is  the  Duke  of  Pentavalon. 
The  father  tells  Beltane  that  he  must  take  liis  rightful 
place  and  stop  the  outrages  being  perpetrated  by  the 
usurper,  Black  Ivo,  who  had  made  himself  Duke. 

Following  tiie  last  meeting  of  Beltane  and  Helen,  peace 
of  mind  is  absent  also  from  her  and  bidding  her  stern  old 
attendant  Godric  follow  her,  they  iiurry  forth  and,  mount- 
ing in  haste,  ride  to  the  forest  where  they  behold  the  ruin 
of  Beltane's  hut  at  wliicli  Helen  stands  aghast,  "gazing 
wild-eyed  and  witli  lier  heart  numb  in  her  bosom." 

A  wondrous  tale  of  love  and  .stirring  adventure  is  un- 
folded as  the  book  proceeds,  most  varied  in  its  graphic 
descriptions  of  mediaeval  times.

Col.  Ciirrie'^  l-^ook  Ready  Soon — A  New  Tale  of  the 
United  Empire  Loyalists. 

A  TALE  OF  THE  LOYALISTS 

W.  S.  Herrington,  K.(\,  has  written  a  tale  of  the  United 
P^mpire  Loyalists  under  the  title  of  "Pioneer  Life  Amons 
the  Loyalists  of  Ujiper  Canada,"  which  constitutes  a  valu- 
able monographic  contribution  to  Canadian  history. 

It  would  be  futile  to  attempt  to  summarize  a  skctcli 
wliich  is  itself  a  compact  summary  of  the  multitudinous 
details  of  the  life  and  interests  of  tlie  stalwart  men  and 
heroic  women  who  voluntarily  went  into  an  unbroken  and 
heavily  forested  wilderness  to  hew  out  Immes  and  clear 
farms  f(U'  themselves.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that 
those  people,  who  knowingly  and  deliberately  made  their 
choice  in  1783  to  remain  in  the  P'ritisli  Kmpire.  iuul  in  most 
cases  to  give  up  comfi)rtal)le  homes  in  the  revolting-  col- 
onies, and  to  face  a  pioneer  life  entirely  different  from 
what  they  had  been  accustomed   to. 

It  is  not  surprising:  thai  they  have  left  tlieii-  mark,  deep 
and  abiding,  on  all  subseciuent  Canadian  history.  In  less 
than  a  single  generation  there  took  place  the  war  of  1812- 
15,  during  which  Cana<lii  was  several  times  and  in  several 
places  invaded  by  valiant  American  soldiers,  determined 
to  obtain  permanent  possession  of  this  country.  Season 
after  season  for  three  years  the  widespread  .struggle  went 
on,  without  the  gain  or  loss  of  a  single  square  foot  of  ter- 
ritory, each  nation  by  the  Treaty  of  Giu'nt  agrreeing  to  give 
back  all  it  had  accjuired  of  the  enemy's  domain,  and  receiv- 
ing in  exchange  all  it  had  lost  of  its  own. 

One  of  the  by-products  of  Mr.  Herrington 's  sketch,  to 
the  thoughtful  reader,  is  a  clearer  comprehension  of  how 
it  came  about  that  so  small  and  scattered  a  population  as 
that  of  Upper  Canada  was  able  to  put  up  so  effective  a 
resistance  to  a  much  more  numerous  and  wealthy  hostile 
population.  Besides  being  the  "lion's  whelps,"  they  were 
backwoods  pioneers. 

THE  CANADIAN  TONIC 

A.  J.  Dawson,  author  of  "Jan:  A  Dog  and  a  Ro- 
mance," looks  upon  Canada  as  a  valuable  training  school 
for  British  valor.  "For  young  and  healthy  men,"  he  says, 
"there  is  perhaps  no  other  country  which  has  more  to 
give  than  Canada  in  the  shape  of  discipline;  of  that 
kind  of  mental,  moral,  and  physical  tonic  which  makes 
for  swift,  sure  character  development,  and  the  stiffening 
and  bracing  of  the  human  fibres.  In  English  life  there 
has  been  of  late  years  a  rather  serious  scarcity  of  this 
tonic  influence.  Canada  is  very  rich  in  her  supply  of  it : 
but  the  tonic  is  too  potent  for  the  use  of  weaklings." 

BEATRICE  REDPATH'S  VERSE 

Of  "Drawn  Shutters,"  a  volume  of  verse  by  Beatrice 
Redpalh  of  Montreal,  a  writer  in  The  University  Monthly 
says :

GRACE  M.  WHITE'S  NEW  NOVEL 

"Rose  o'  Paradise"  is  the  name  of  the  latest  story  by 
the  author  of  "Tess  of  the  Stonn  Country"  and  it  intro- 
duces for  the  first  time  in  fiction,  the  short-wood  gather- 
ers of  central  New  York.  It  has  just  been  put  out  by 
the  Copp,  Clark  Co.  The  story  is  a  clean  and  inspira- 
tional one,  with  the  same  dramatic  thrills  which  marked 
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her  "'Tess."  "Jennie  Grandoken,  the  little  wild  "Rose 
o'  Paradise,"  is  a  lovable  heroine,  one  of  the  sort  that 
radiate  hai)i)iness. 

Grace  Miller  White,  who  wrote  tiie  book,  has  lived 
among  the  (piaint  sijuatter  folk.  She  was  horn  in  that 
particular  jiart  of  York  State  in  which  are  laid  the  scenes 
of  her  fine,  new  tale  and  the  writer's  enthusiasm  revealed 
as  one  progresses  through  the  story  evidences  that  she 
loves  to  tell  about  them. 

MORE  RUSSIAN  NOVELS 

And  still  more  Russian  novels  come  in  English  trans- 
lations. The  new  batch  includes:  "A  Hero  of  Our  Time," 
from  the  Russian  of  M.  Y.  Kropotkin ;  "The  Little  Angel 
and  other  stories,"  by  the  Russian  of  Andreyev,  and 
"Chclkash  and  Other  Stories,"  being  seventeen  repre- 
sentative tales  by  the  Russian  novelist,  W.  M.  Garshin. 

WAR  BOOK  BY  A  CANADIAN 

Col.  Currie's  book  which  was  to  have  appeared  two 
months  ago  has  been  delayed  by  reason  of  his  time  being 
fully  taken  up  by  recruiting  work.  He  has  been  across 
Canada  to  the  Pacific  Coast  engaged  in  this  work  but 
at  last  found  time  to  write  the  final  chapters  of  the  book 
which  will  be  brought  out  February  1st.  This  essentially 
Canadian  war  book  is  awaited  with  interest  and  should 
prove  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  literature  of  the  war. 

Another  book  that  will  enrich  Canadians  to  he  publish- 
ed in  March  is  "The  Life  and  Letters  of  Sir  Charles 
Tnpper.  "It  will  comprise  two  volumes. 

New  novels  are  to  come  soon  from  Frank  L.  Packard, 
the  Montreal  novelist  and  James  Oliver  Curvvood,  whose 
tales  of  the  North  Country  have  ]iroved  so  popular. 


From  Sidgewick  and  Jackson,  Publishers  of  London, 
comes  a  little  book  of  war  poems,  some  of  which  have 
appeared  in  the  Spectator  and  the  Pall  Mall  Gazette,  the 
title  is  "The  Volunteer  and  Other  Poem.s. "  by  H.  Asquith. 
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What  Are  the  Greatest   Books  in  the 
English  Language  ? 

Well-Kiiown  Canadian  Antliors  Write  Interestingly  on  This  Snbject 


WHAT  are  tlic  greatest  novels  in  the  English  langn- 
ag-e?  This  question,  hoary  with  age,  has  been  de- 
bated and  re-debated  by  book  lovers  and  Avill 
continue  to  be  the  inspiration  for  controversy  as  long  as 
the  taste  for  good  reading  continues. 

On  a  (juestion  of  this  kind  it  is  always  interesting  to 
get  the  views  of  persons  who  have  themselves  added  to  the 
store  of  great  literature.  Accordingly  the  'Booklover'  took 
it  upon  itself  to  secure  the  views  of  the  best  known  Cana- 
dian authors  as  to  what  are  the  best  novels  in  the  literature 
of  the  English  tongue.  As  it  was  necessary  to  fix  certain 
limits,  the  number  of  'Best  Novels'  was  fixed  at  six.  The 
replies  received  to  date  are  appended  and  it  is  hoped  to  be 
able  to  produce  more  in  the  next  issue. 

The  request  sent  to  these  writers  of  distinction  was  per- 
haps a  little  vague  in  one  respect — in  limiting  the  selection 
to  books  written  in  the  English  tongue.  It  will  be  noted 
that  several  of  the  replies  list  books  by  foreign  authors. 

Arthur  Stringer 

To  begin  with,  1  "m  afraid  there's  a  great  deal  of  hum- 
bug about  all  our  six-best-books  lists.  This  weak  wonn 
known  as  man,  when  confronted  l)y  any  such  excoriating 
demand  for  self-revelation,  betrays  tliat  not  unnatural 
tendency  for  attitudinizing  which  overtakes  even  tlie 
bucolic  bridegroom  when  tlie  village  photographer  attempts 
to  perpetuate  in  sepia  tlie  momentary  beatitudes  of  a 
lioneymoon.  For  if  you  know  what  a.  man  reads,  you 
pretty  well  know  wliat  tliat  man  is.  So,  like  tlie  ramrod 
youth  in  higli-waters  stonily  poised  in  the  midst  of  the 
village  photographer's  painted  Alpine  back-drop,  we're 
ttrribly  apt  to  lean  against  the  iron  knee  of  Greatness, 
and  announce  that  we  love  only  those  books  which  have 
been  openly  loved  by  the  Great  Minds  of  the  past.  In 
other  words,  we're  afraid  to  tell  the  truth.  And  in  be- 
coming guarded  we  become  conventional,  and  in  becoming 
conventional  we  become  either  stagily  uncouth  or  start- 
lingly  self-defective. 

I'd  love  to  be  able  to  say  that  I'm  fond  of  Fielding, 
for  instance,  knowing  as  I  do  that  Gibbon  and  Macaulay 
and  Thackeray  and  Lord  Byron  have  all  joined  in  praise  of 
that  great  English  novelist.  But  as  I  don 't  care  for  Field- 
ing, and  as  I  can't  read  Scott,  and  as  I  have  never  read 
Defoe,  I'm  afraid  I  can't  call  on  these  Great  Ones  to 
bolster  up  my  wilting  mediocrity  of  taste.  Yet,  since  the 
first  function  of  the  novel  is  to  yield  entertainment,  and 
since  those  novels  must  be  regarded  as  the  greatest  which 
have  brought  into  our  lives  the  greatest  delight,  I'm  going 
to  try  and  be  honest  about  this  thing  and  confess  to  the 
six  books  out  of  which  I've  been  able  to  get  the  most  fun, 
since,  after  all,  our  most  pompous  aesthetic  criticism  must 
eventually  be  reduced  to  some  hedonistic  basis.  By  which 
I  mean  that  nothing,  in  the  final  issue,  is  so  solemn  as  fun! 

The  first  novel  on  my  list,  because,  I  suppose,  it  was 
the  first  novel  I  had  the  good  fortune,  the  miraculous  good 
fortune  to  read,  must  most  unhesitatingly  be  "The  Count 
of  Monte  Cristo."  This  delectable  volume  I  read  'incum- 
municado,'  up  in  a  hay-mow,  at  aboiit  the  age  of  ten,  when 
I  should  have  been  at  Sunday  School,  when,  in  fact,  I  was 
supposed  to  be  at  Sunday  School.  But  instead  of  going 
there  and  being  taught  sundry  truths  about  the  Kingdom 
of  Heaven,  I  was  wandering  rapt-eyed  into  the  very  heart 


of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  propped  up  against  a  pigeon- 
box  and  secure  in  the  knowledge  that  the  mow-door  was 
double-locked  on  the  inside.  And  I'd  give  an  arm  for  any 
book  that  would  bring  me  one-half  the  thrills,  to-day,  that 
the  "Count  of  Monte  Cristo"  brought  me  in  that  bed  of 
timothy  at  the  age  of  ten! 

The  second  book  on  my  list  must  positively  be  "Huckle- 
berry Finn."  It  was  read  at  an  age  when  novels  were 
still  accepted  and  prescribed  as  the  work  of  the  Evil  One 
himself.  This  innocent  volume,  accordingly,  was  perused 
surreptitiously,  and  in  a  cave.  And  a  cave  has  always 
seemed  to  me  the  fit  and  proper  place  for  the  reading  of 
such  a  book.  If  you  don 't  believe  me,  try  it !  Only  remem- 
ber, you  must  not  be  over  fourteen  years  of  age.  and  your 
parents  must  regard  the  reading  of  Mark  Twain  as  a  true 
apprenticfsliip  to  youthful  ruin !  For  this  rea.son  it  has 
always  seemed  to  me  odd  that  Andrew  Lang  should  have 
called  "Huckleberrj'  Finn"  the  greatest  piece  of  creative 
literature  since  Homer's  "Iliad,"  for  Andrew,  after  all, 
didn't  have  the  joy  of  first  meeting  "Huck"  in  either  a 
cave  or  a  hay-mow.  He  was  too  tragically  old  when  the 
friendship  began,  for  any  such  luck  as  that. 

My  third  best  book,  I  confess,  is  "David  Copperfield." 
I  used  to  cry  over  that  novel,  and  it 's  a  good  twenty  years 
since  any  work  of  fiction  has  ever  made  me  do  that.  If  I 
can  no  longer  read  Dickens  with  the  delight  of  adolescence 
when  the  thrills  and  the  tears  were  so  much  nearer  the 
surface,  don't  altogether  blame  me.  Blame  Father  Time. 
He  takes  our  golden  age  away  from  us,  as  you  yourself 
must  surely  admit  in  remembering  the  day  when  you  could 
eat  eighteen  Northern  Spies  without  a  pang  of  regi'et. 

Fourth  on  this  list  of  what  seems  to  me  the  world's 
greatest  novels  must  be  "Vanity  Fair."  And  it  has  the 
further  advantage  of  standing  the  dnst  and  wear  of  time, 
which  is  surely  the  acid  test  of  all  classics.  For  through 
all  my  days  "Vanity  Fair."  like  a  stately  park  of  sunlight 
and  shadow,  has  stood  close  at  my  elbow,  to  be  re-entered 
and  re-visited,  again  and  still  again,  proving  both  a  refuge 
and  a  refreshment.  Its  walks  and  parterres  may  be  stiff 
with  the  fonnality  of  an  earlier  century,  but  across  them 
still  blow  the  eternal  winds  of  reality. 

And  speaking  of  reality  brings  me  to  my  fifth  book, 
which  must  surely  be  Hardy's  "Tess."  This,  frankly,  I 
consider  the  greatest  piece  of  fiction  written  by  any  man 
or  woman  still  breathing  the  breath  of  life.  What  holds 
me  most  about  this  book,  I  think,  is  its  honesty,  its  un- 
compromising and  unsentimentalized  interpretation  of  life, 
its  mellow  and  golden  gloom,  which  is  really  more  uplifting 
than  the  pinks  and  blues  of  all  chromo-romance,  its  sturdy 
pessimism,  so  poignantly  conscious  of  the  Virgilian  touch 
of  tears  in  things,  which  is  so  much  more  inspiriting  than 
the  labored  optimism  of  our  feebler  'sursum-corda'  minds. 
"Tess,"  I  hope,  will  be  remembered  when  Antigone  is 
forgotten.  At  least  she  deserves  to  be.  And  if  some 
strange  cataclysm  should  obliterate  all  our  modem  civiliza- 
tion, if  some  triumphant  Hun  horde  arrogating  "kultur" 
to  its  baser  uses,  should  bum  our  last  library  and  our  last 
printed  page,  and  some  excavator  in  centuries  to  come 
should  exhume  one  miraculously  preserved  copy  of  "Tess," 
I  don't  think  Great  Britain  should  be  altogether  ashamed 
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of  lier  aceoraiilisliment,  any  more  tlian  Greece   could   be 
ashamed  of  her  armless  Venus  exliumed  from  Milos. 

This  brings  me  to  the  last  and  greatest  work  of  creative 
genius  on  my  list.  It  is  a  work  written  by  a  man  v,h(im 
that  king  of  ambidextrous  Smart-Alecks  yclept  Shaw  has 
designated  as  a  pigmy  in  intellect  and  a  Philistine  in  style. 
It  is  an  old-fashioned  piece  of  work  put  together  by  a 
sadly  old-fashioned  writer,  but  let  me  whisper,  '  sul)  rosa,' 
that  the  smartness  of  to-day  shows  a  tendency  to  ))Fcome 
tlie  tavvdrincss  of  to-morrow,  since  I  have  lived  long-  eii- 
ougii  to  see  a  Broadway  audience  bored  stiff  by  a  staae- 
revival  of  a  ten-year-old  Shaw  triuirii)h  with  its  Edwardian 
fli])pancies  (luite  unedged  by  our  CJeorgian  sobrieties!  On 
the  other  hand,  however,  there  are  things  written  whicli 
seem  not  for  tlieir  day  alone,  but  for  all  time.  And  the 
work  I  am  about  to  mention  is  one  of  these,  for  I  ventu''t^ 
to  refer  to  Shakespeare's  "Hamlet."  But  "Hamlet," 
you  may  argue,  is  not  a  novel.  It  is  a  drama  in  form,  it  is 
true,  yet  at  the  same  time,  if  y(W  stop  to  think  about  it, 
"Hamlet"  is  a  cracking  melodramatic  work  of  fiction, 
trigged  out  with  all  tlie  attributes  and  embellislnnents  of 
fiction  itself.  And  "Hamlet"  is  eternally  appealing  be- 
cause it  is  eternally  mystifying.  It  is  so  profound,  so 
bewilderingly  complex,  so  humanly  self-contradictory,  that 
tiie  lead-line  of  no  one  critic  has  yet  fatiiomed  its  depths. 
It  is  a  trysting-ground  on  which  generation  after  genera- 
tion must  try  its  steel.  It  brings  you  only  what  you  take 
to  it.  If  you  look  merely  for  action  and  intrigue,  it  gives 
you  what  you  came  for.  If  you  ask  romance  and  mystery 
from  it,  you  promptly  discover  tiieui  there.  If  you  delve 
for  the  finer  ores  of  humanity,  for  the  fairer  metal  of 
philosopiiy,  for  the  gold  of  ultimate  beauty  and  wisdom, 
you  find,  in  it,  every  hour  of  your  labor  rewarded.  And 
the  man  who  has  not  read  "Hamlet"  for  the  second  time 
is  not  yet  an  educated'  man,  and  the  man  who  has  not  read 
it  for  the  tenth  time  is  an  impostor  when  he  calls  himself 
a  scholar !

.\s  a  matter  of  fact,  no  person  judges  literature,  in  the 
large  sense  of  the  word,  off  his  own  bat.  No  person  can 
say,  of  his  own  knowledge,  that  any  six  novels  are  the  best 
in  the  English  language,  for  the  simple  reason  that  it 
would  be  a  physical  impossibility  for  one  man  to  read  all 
the  novels  that  ha\'e  been  published  in  English.  We  must 
depend  on  a  process  of  elimination  which  has  been  going 
on  through  the  years,  and  which,  1  have  the  temerity  to 
say,  does  not  appear  to  be  founded  on  any  definable  law 
of  literary  excellence.  It  is  well  known  that  some  works 
which  are  now  accorded  a  foremost  place  in  our  literature 
received  no  recognition  until  long  after  publication,  and 
then  only,  aj^parently,  by  accident  or  fluke.  Who  shall 
say  tJiat  for  one  gem  so  unearthed  a  dozen  have  not  re- 
mained imdiscovered  in  the  dark,  unfatliomed  recesses  of 
the  book  trade?  In  the  light  of  common  knowledge,  who 
dare  deny  that  some  of  the  masterpieces  of  our  language 
died  unhonored  in  their  first  editions,  or,  more  pathetic 
still,  before  they  had  ever  seen  the  light  of  print? 

With  these  provisos,  and  these  numerous  avenues  of 
retreat  in  case  of  opposition  by  superior  opinions,  I  ven- 
ture to  mention  six  novels,  with  no  claim  that  they  are  the 
greatest  in  our  langua£;-e,  but  with  the  assurance  that  they 
are  worth  reading,  which  is  all  any  novel  may  hope  to  be: 
1.  Cloister  and  the  Hearth,  Reade;  2.  Oliver  Twist,  Dick- 
ens; 3.  Ivanhoe,  Scott;  4.  Loma  Doone,  Blackmore;  5.

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Readers'  Guide  to  the  Magazines 

Best  Stories  of  the  Month — Features  That  Are  Good  and  Some  That  Aren't 


TllK  crop  of  short  stories  in  tlie  January  niauazines 
was  a  poor  one.  Most  of  the  magazines,  in  fact, 
f-arried  stories  that  were  decidedly  weak,  common- 
I)lace,  even  tawdry.  It  was  a  pleasant  relief  to  pick  up 
Century  and  find  in  that  staid,  time-honored  publication, 
three  short  stories  that  were  well  worth  reading-,  one  a 
preeminently  fine  thing-.  "A  Ticket  to  Carolina,"  by 
Frederick  Stuart  Greene,  was  und()iil)tedly  the  strongest 
story  that  has  appeared  in  a  long  wliile — tense,  well-bal- 
anced, executed  with  a  vivid  sinii)licity  that  had  more 
than  a  hint  of  Stevensonian  flavor.  And  to  the  mind  of 
the  magazine  reader,  inured  to  editorial  Ixiosts  and  brag- 
g-adocio  title  notes  designed  to  compel  the  eye  to  high- 
price  features  and  sandbag-  the  judgment,  this  story  had 
an  added  attraction.  It  was  buiied  in  the  centre  of  the 
contents,  with  no  editorial  references  whatever,  no  cover 
mention  even;  and  so  the  reader  had  the  joy  of  discovery, 
of  finding-  it  for  himself,  like  a  pearl  in  an  oyster.  One 
often  wonders  why  magazine  editors  so  universally  over- 
look the  importance  of  letting  the  reader  browse  through 
his  magazine  for  himself.  Why  is  it  necessary  to  tag  and 
hall-mark  everything?  And  the  other  two  short  stories 
in  Century  were  reasonably  good  too;  "Jane  Proposes." 
by  Ruth  Comfort  Mitchell,  a  briuht  yarn  on  the  tears- 
always-close-to-the-surface  subject  of  illesitimacy.  and 
"The  Sixth  Canvasser,"  by  Inez  Hayes  Gillmore.  a  piece 
of  good  writing  done  arouml  an  oriuinal  idea  but  marred 
by  some  inexplicable  detail.

The  war  has  had  a  l»ad  effect  on  the  English  monthly 
magazines.  It  is  in  fact  a  ti-ibute  to  the  resourcefulness 
of  the  publishers  and  the  stability  of  conditions  in  the 
old  country  that  they  have  continued  to  exist  when  similar 
publications  in  France  and  Gei-many  went  out  of  publica- 
tion almost  as  soon  as  war  was  declared.  The  Windsor 
Maga'/.ine  has  made  heroic  efforts,  turninu-  out  large  and 
well  illustrated  issues.  Its  articles  iiave  dealt  almost  ex- 
clusively with  the  war.  but  it  cannot  be  said  they  have 
been  particularly  strong.  The  Strand  has  shown  a  marked 
preference  for  staue  articles,  and  stories  of  the  war.  but 
here  again  the  old  Strand  quality  seems  lacking.

Scribner's  Magazine  is  startinu-  an  extremely  interest- 
ing series  of  reminiscences  by  E.  II.  Southern.  It  is  get- 
ting quite  common  for  actors,  operatic  stars  and  theatri- 
cal jirodueers  to  lay  clear  before  the  public  the  most 
trivial  details  of  their  whole  lives  in  the  form  of  autobio- 
graphical sketches  in  the  magazines;  and  the  idea  is  be- 
coming overworked  to  the  satiation  point.  Mr.  Southern, 
however,  will  probably  escape  the  indifferent  reception 
whicli  is  generally  accorded  the  late  comers  in  a  craze 
such  as  this,  as  the  matter  he  is  presenting  is  extremely 
readable  and  interesting. 


The  Metropolitan  Magazine  continues  to  feature 
articles  of  a  semi-editorial  nature  by  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
in  which  he  upbraids  the  Administration  and  clamors 
loudly  for  preparedness  and  a  stiffer  foreign  policy. 
Needless  to  state.  E.x-President  Roosevelt's  articles  are 
highly  palatable  to  Canadian  readers.  The  Metropolitan 
in  the  January  issue,  features  Boardman  Robinson,  an 
artist  who  has  done  considerable  work  for  that  magazine. 


having-  gone  to  the  front  with  a  si)ecial  writer  to  report 
the  war  in  jiictures.  Robinson's  pictures  have  come  in 
for  considerable  criticism,  and  the  Metro))olitan  makes  an 
explanation  of  his  technique.  It  is  not  surprising  that 
this  explanation  was  found  necessary.  Robinson's  draw- 
ings were  certainly  fearful  and  wonderful.

Everybody's  magazine  is  out  in  a  new  dress.  Calling 
itself  the  only  general  magazine  in  the  standard  size  left 
on  the  market  since  its  competitors  went  in  for  specializa- 
tion— some  going  almost  exclusively  to  fiction,  others  into 
the  flat  shape,  etc. — Everybody's  has  apparently  decided 
to  stamp  the  imprint  of  its  individuality  more  firmly  still 
on  the  jniblic  mind.  It  now  apjiears  with  its  ty[)e  matter 
set  solidly  across  the  page,  and  with  its  illustrations  for 
the  most  part  straying  into  the  margins.  In  fact,  it 
closely  approximates  the  standard  book  make-up.  Cer- 
tainly the  new  style  has  its  jioints,  l)ut  unless  one  is  pre- 
pared to  concede  that  changes  are  necessary,  whether  for 
the  better  or  not,  one  is  inclined  to  think  that  Every^ 
body's    in    its    old    familiar    guise    was    a    better    looking 

mauazine.

.\nd  speaking  ol'  Everybody's,  there  is  a  long  screed 
in  the  January  number  on  Carneg-ie — a  most  "tremen- 
jous"  long  tirade,  designed  to  oust  the  steel  king  and 
library  Santa  Claus  from  the  position  he  is  sujiposed  to 
hold  in  the  eyes  of  the  world  as  Representative  of 
America.  It  may  he  good  stuff.  Note  the  word  "may." 
The  writer  freely  confesses  that,  after  reading  four  or 
five  pages,  he  gave  it  up  in  despair,  after  ascertaining 
that  there  were  about  twenty  more  pages  of  it.  Every- 
body's has  been  promising  to  shake  the  mauazine  world 
up.  Rut  it  can't  be  done  with  sleeping  potions

When  an  author  gets  to  the  point  where  lie  is  known 
to  every  magazine  reader  in  America  as  a  BIG  writer,  it  is 
almost  certain  that  the  Cosmopolitan  will  come  along  and 
tie  him  up  under  a  contract  to  give  all  his  work  to  that 
commercially  aggressive  publication.  Recently,  they  got 
Samuel  Merwin  on  some  sucli  basis  as  this.  After  Mer- 
win  had  adorned  the  pages  of  McClures  with  his  "Miss 
Austen"  stories,  and  his  very  excellent  "The  Honey 
Bee."  he  was  given  such  a  wide  recoanition  that  it  was 
inevitable  the  Cosmopolitan  would  gobble  liim  up.  which 
it  did  in  company  with  that  other  clever  graduate  of  Mc- 
Clure's  and  Everybody's.  Owen  Johnson.  Merwin  is  now 
running  in  Cosmopolitan  a  series  of  stories,  which  have 
a  continuity  of  interest  runninu-  tihrou^-h — sufficient  to 
make  a  serial  out  of  them,  which  he  calls  "The  Truf- 
flers."  But  it  isn't  Merwin  at  his  l)est — at  least,  not  yet. 
The  stories  may  work  up  to  an  interestina-  pitch  in  time — 
doubtless  they  will  or .  the  Cosmopolitan  would  not  be 
handling  them — but  one  must  confess  that  so  far  Peter 
Erickson  Mann,  the  playwright  hero,  is  after  the  order 
of  what  Stevenson  calls  a  "solmen  ass,"  and  Sue  Wilde 
has  not  yet  managed  to  ■\\Tap  herself  around  one's 
heart  in  the  way  every  heroine  should.

And  again,  talking  of  the  Cosmopolitan,  there  is  a 
tendency  to  speak  of  it  in  terms  of  scorn,  or  aversion. 
People    of   a    distinctly    literary    turn    combine    with    the 
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religiously  inclined  to  see  in  this  enormously  popular 
magazine,  an  instrument  of  literary  perversion  on  the 
one  hand,  and  of  evil  on  the  other.  But  one  suspects 
that  most  of  them  read  it  on  the  quiet.  There  is  this  to 
be  said  for  the  Cosmopolitan,  that  it  has  sized  up  the 
magazine  public,  and  is  turning  out  top-notch  stuff  of  the 
grade  that  most  magazine  readers  like.  There  is  plenty 
of  grip  in  its  stories,  and  from  the  standpoint  of  illustra- 
tions it  stands  well.  Yes,  let  us  be  frank.  The  Cosmo- 
politan is  not  a  great  literary  organ,  it  offends  against 
good  taste,  it  runs  a  craze  to  the  limit  even  when  the 
craze  is  for  "sex  slush,"  it  has  no  respect  for  conven- 
tionality and  morals — l)ut,  in  the  popular  parlance,  it  is 

"some"'  magazine.

Short  stories  have  been  brought  to  a  high  point  of 
perfection  in  American  magazines  in  one  respect  at  least, 
construction.  Critics  assert  that  the  short  story  as  it  is 
now  found  in  the  magazines  is  too  perfect  in  construction ; 
and  there  is  something  in  that,  beynnd  a  doubt.  Discur- 
siveness is  no  longer  permitted.  The  writer  must  stick  to 
his  tlieme  to  so  complete  an  extent  that  nothing  is  per- 
mitted to  creep  in  that  does  not  serve  to  round  out  the 
action  and  lead  up  to  the  denouement  or  to  lielp  directly 
in  the  delineation  of  the  characters.  Tn  other  words,  non- 
essentials are  absolutely  barred.  This  makes  for  perfec- 
tion of  construction  as  against  the  delightfully  ramblin<r 
and  freer  style  that  prevailed  with  writers  of  an  earlier 

school.

Somewhere  in  poetry,  and  best  in  poetry  because  there 
most  concentrated  and  most  penetrative,  lies  cn'stallized 
experience  at  hand  for  all  who  need  it,  says  Professor 
Henry  Canby,  in  the  January  "Harper's."  Tt  is  not  dif- 
ficult to  find,  although  no  one  can  find  it  for  you.  Tt  is 
not  necessarily  exalted,  romantic,  passionate;  it  may  be 
comfortable,  homely,  gentle,  or  hearty,  vigorous,  and 
cheerful;  it  may  be  anything  but  commonplace,  for  no 
true  emotion  is  ever  commonplace.  T  have  known  men  of 
one  poet;  and  yet  that  poet  gave  them  the  satisfaction 
they  required.  T  know  others  whose  occasional  dip  into 
poetry  leads  to  no  ranture  of  beauty,  no  tlirobbing  vision 
into  flernity;  and  yet  without  poetry  they  would  be  less 
alive,  their  minds  would  be  less  young.  As  children,  most 
of  us  would  have  flushed  before  the  beauty  of  a  sunrise 
on  a  tropic  ocean,  felt  dimly  if  profoundly — and  forgot- 
ten. The  poet — like  the  painter — has  caught,  has  inter- 
preted, has  preserved  the  experience,  so  that  like  music, 
it  may  be  renewed.  And  he  can  perform  that  miracle  for 
greater  things  than  sunrises.  This,  perhaps,  is  the  best  of 
all  reasons  why  every  one  except  the  emotionally  senile 
should  sometimes  read  poetry.

In  an  article  entitled  "The  Hopes  of  the  Hyphenated," 
George  Creel,  in  the  January  "Century."  asserts  that 
the  persistent  refusal  of  the  "melting-pot"  to  melt,  as 
exhibited  in  the  "hyohenated"  question  of  the  moment, 
is  largely  the  fault  of  the  United  States  Government  and 
people.  He  points  out  tlie  vital  necessity  of  a  Bureau  of 
Distribution,  without  which  the  arriving  immisrrant  is 
totally  unable  to  discover  where  he  is  most  needed  and 
ought  to  20,  and  becomes  the  victim  of  abnormal  condi- 
tions which  he  in  turn  perpetuates. 

"The  attitude  of  the  average  native-born  American 
is  one  of  superiority,  contempt,  and  even  hostility,  makins 
it  difficult  indeed  for  the  immisrant  to  free  himself  from 
isolation  or  to  gain  direct  contact  with  American  life.  In 
the  textile  towns  of  New  EnsTand.  the  factory  districts 
of  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  and  the  various  mining  com- 
munities, the  immierants  are  forced  into  colonies,  and 
barred  from  participation  in  native  affairs  by  a  very  de- 


finite wall  of  dislike  and  contempt.  Even  the  churches 
make  small  effort  to  break  down  tliis  barrier  behind  whicl; 
the  alien  crouches,  gazing  sullenly  at  the  land  that  has 

failed  him  in  its  promise  of  freedom  and  fraternity."

Against 

MANY  strange  romances  have  been  written  about 
the  West,  both  American  and  Canadian.  But  the 
strangest  thing  about  them  is  the  fact  that  prac- 
tically all  of  them  have  been  written  by  men  whose 
"Lares  et  Penates,"'  not  to  mention  their  typewriters, 
have  remained  in  the  East. 

There  is  a  reason  for  this.  It  permits  the  artist  to  l)e 
true  to  his  art.  It  allows  the  romancer,  as  a  rule,  to 
follow  his  star  without  stubbing  his  toe  on  those  dis- 
quieting actualities  which  leave  your  own  country  so 
much  more  commonplace  than  the  jungled  fastnesses  of 
Senegambia!  And  constructive  imagination  is  so  much 
truer  than  fact.  That  truth  cannot  be  better  exemplified 
than  by  Hough's  anecdote  about  Edward  Kemeys,  the 
American  sculptor,  who  went  to  Euroi)e  and  there  ciianced 
on  a  German  artist  hard  at  work  painting  a  pict\ire  of 
our  American  buffalo.  Kemeys  promptly  oljjected  to  th(> 
tail  which  the  Teutonic  artist,  who  had  never  visited 
America  and  had  never  seen  a  buffalo,  was  adjusting  to 
this  North  American  bison  on  canvas.  It  was,  in  fact, 
as  ample  and  elongated  as  the  caudal  ai)penda'ie  of  any 
Holstein-Friesian.  But  on  that  tail  the  CJerman  m  (pies- 
tion  refused  to  compromise.  "Der  buffalo  vass  so  big  yet, 
he  must  have  der  tail  big!  Mein  G-ott.  dat  vass  proportion! 
Der  buffalo  iss  big:  likewise  der  tail!  Oddervise.  he  vass 
absurd ! ' ' 

Somewlhat  the  same  attitude,  I'm  afraid,  has  been  as- 
sumed towards  our  West.  That  romance  which  is  known 
as  "Western"  first  acquired  its  stamp  in  the  days  of  Bret 
Harte  and  the  Forty-Niners.  And  as  nothing  is  more 
imitative  than  fiction,  the  stamp  has  stuck.  Yet  popular 
romance  and  the  magazine  story,  and  its  step-daughter  the 
movinu-picture  drama,  are  to-day  about  as  just  to  the 
West  as  the  stage  Iris:hman  of  twenty  years  auo  was  just 
to  Ireland.  From  the  "movies,"  of  course,  we  must  nt^t 
expect  too  much,  for  one's  mind  at  the  "movies"  ratlier 
puts  on  its  slippers  of  inconsequentiality  and  toasts  its 
toes  before  the  embers  of  illusion.  But  just  why  sucli  a 
great  proportion  of  our  written  stories  of  western  life 
should  evolve  into  dyed-in-the-wool  melodrama  seems  more 
than  the  psychologist  can  answer.  As  a  Canadian  natnral- 
Iv  proud  of  his  country  I  have  not  infrequently  fnller.  to 
wondering  what  it  is  about  the  foot-hill  countrv.  for  in- 
Uance,  that  seems  to  convince  every  ninety-eight  aulhor? 
out  of  a  hundred  that  life  in  that  particular  domain  Isolds 
no  problems  and  embraces  no  vicissitudes  which  can't  be- 
promptly  and  completely  settled  by  a  six-shooter.  It 's 
at  least  an  enigma  worth  thinking  over.  Life  in  the 
West,  as  we  see  it  mirrored  in  these  popular  romances, 
still  has  the  charm  of  that  suggestively  Prussianized 
medisevalism  where  Might  is  always  Pisht.  It  seems  to 
be  mostly  a  matter  of  geography.  Yet  it  still  rather 
puzzles  the  inquiring  mind  why  this  fiction  of  ours,  once 
it  has  crossed  the  One-Hundred  and  Tenth  degree  of  longi- 
tude, should  so  habitually  forget  that  man  has  a  soul. 
should  so  airly  overlook  that  our  Dominion  has  its  duly 
established  machinery  of  justice,  and  should  so  confidently 
divide  the  human  race  into  either  the  blackest  of  villains 
or  the  purest-zhearted  of  heroes.  For  men,  as  we  know' 
them,  aren't  altogether  made  that  way.  Hamlet,  emigrat- 
ing from  Elsinore  to  Alberta,  would   become  a  whiskev- 


runner  intriguing  against  the  chief  factor's  daughter  be- 
fore you  could  so  much  as  say  Jack  Robinson.  And 
Marcus  Aurelius,  once  a  hundred  miles  West  of  Winnipeg, 
would  be  wearing  a  black  mask  and  going  tlirough  the 
n:ail-poucl'es  on  the  Transcontinental  Limited. 

The  West  has  accepted  this,  it  may  be  argued.  But 
it  has  accepted  it  only  because  it  has  been  too  busy  grow- 
inii'  wheat  and  building  fences  and  making  roads  to  take 
time  off  to  lun  down  its  defamers.  just  as  it  has  l)een  too 
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l)usy  making  farms  and  cities  to  make  its  own  fiction-'vrit- 
eis.  But  some  day,  I  venture  to  assei't,  there  is  going  to 
be  a  revolt  out  in  that  country,  a  revolt  against  the 
foundry-literature  gun-toter.  against  the  scowling  Breed 
and  his  six-shooters,  against  the  boreal  Supermen  who 
claw  each  others  eye-sockets  along  the  banks  of  the 
Yukon.  It  may  not  be  as  spirited  a  revolt  as  that  which 
the  Celtic  Societies  inaugurated  against  the  monkey-faced 
Irishman  of  vaudeville  when  they  egged  tlie  Russell 
Brothers  off  the  stage  of  America.  But  some  day  a  few 
millions  home-makers  in  our  Canadian  West  are  going  to 
get  tired  of  being  sensationalized.  They  are  going  to 
point  out  that  their  country  is  not  altogether  made  up  of 
gun-men  and  claim-jumpers  and  vengeful  Indians  and 
cattle-rustlers  and  brand-lifters  and  mounted  cut-throats 
and  powder-burning  halfbreeds  and  reptilious-minded 
traj)pers  and  coy  school-teachers  being  wooed  by  square- 
jawed  stage-drivers  in  Stetsons  and  leatherette  panties. 
AVhen  our  Westerners  have  a  craving  for  gun-shooting, 
in  fact,  they  have  to  descend  on  New  York  and  dig'  out  a 
gangfight  somewhere  down  on  the  East  Side.  At  home, 
it  seems  to  me,  they  are  too  busy  breaking  sod  and  build- 
ing shacks  and  subdividing  prairie  town-sites  to  bother 
s\)  -i-.l  the  perpetuation  of  life-feuds  and  the  abduction  of 
vounu'  ladies  on  property-room  ]iintoes. 
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As  I  have  already  hinted,  there  is  a  reason  for  all 
this  powder-burning-  in  our  foundry-made  type  of  maga- 
zine romance.  The  first  is  that  the  thing  is  a  habit,  an 
iniquitous  hang-over  from  the  frontier  days  of  the  Forty- 
Niner.  The  other,  1  think,  dwells  in  the  fact  that  the 
territory  in  question  lies  so  adequately  remote  from  tlie 
people  who  feed  on  this  fiction,  the  same  as  they  feed 
i>n  Russian  caviar  from  the  ports  of  Lake  I'.ric.  tliat  tliey 
care  little  whether  it  is  true  or  not.  As  Tacitus  tells  us. 
what  is  seen  at  a  distance  is  most  respjcted.  The  far-off 
field  always  allows  for  "plenty  big-  Ju-Ju,"  as  they  say  in 
Senegambia.  Oi-,  in  other  words,  the  farther  away  from 
the  state  the  louder  the  cry  of  "California  pears!"  By 
this  I  mean  that  the  mere  adventurer  of  tiie  ink-pot,  must 
seek  a  stage  where  the  strings  that  work  his  worn  old  pup- 
pets of  romance  can  not  be  too  plainly  seen.  And  if  dis- 
tant fields  look  green,  they  are  more  than  emerald  to  tlic 
moli(  n-picture  director. 

Popular  fiction,  being  the  stork  that  carries  the  babe 
of  illusion  in  his  bill,  must  always  wade.  I  suppose,  along 
the  shallows.  But  the  real  romance  of  our  West.  I  venture 
to  assert,  is  not  in  its  sad  old  rubber-stamp  types  of 
twenty  years  ago,  the  worn  old  types  of  tiie  gun-man  and 
the  flannel-shirted  sheriff  and  the  tin-horn  gambler  given 
over  to  red-eye  and  revenge.  Tliat  may  remain  living 
grist  for  the  metropolitan  "modes'",  but  outside  of  tiiose 
nurseries  of  naive  antiquities  they  are  as  dead  as  the 
bullrushes  tliat  hid  the  baby  Moses.  The  true  romance 
of  our  West  of  to-day  lies  in  its  spectacular  epic  of  sud- 
denly turning  half  a  continent  of  wildei-ness  into  a  gardiii 
of  hope  and  plenty,  of  making  an  empty  prairie  the 
granary  of  the  Empire,  of  blasting  wealth  and  warmth 
out  of  our  sullen  Rockies.  And  it  seems  to  me  there's  a 
heap  of  latent  drama  in  our  latter-day  North-West  slogan, 
material  as  it  sounds,  of  "A  Billion  Bushels  Or  Bust!" 
The  foundry-hand  fictioneer.  however,  cannot  yet  quite 
realize  it.  That,  alas,  would  mean  the  making-  of  new 
moulds.  And  tlie  old  forms  are  much  easier  to  handle. 
A  billion  bushel  yield  of  November-One  Hard  may  be  a 
fine  economic  ideal,  but  it's  not  as  easy  to  visualize  as  the 
rounding  up  of  a  horse-thief.  There's  a  difference,  how- 
ever, and  it's  the  difference  between  a  Syna-e  and  the 
Russell  Brothers,  the  difference  between  Booker  Washinir- 
ton  and  "Uncle  Tom." 

Before  the  romancer  of  western  life  can  realize  that 
difference,  of  course,  he  will  have  to  be  on  the  ground. 
And  since  the  fiction-field  of  the  West  seems  to  be  a 
sort  of  monumental  absentee-landlordism,  with  the  pot- 
boiling  Easterner  doing  most  of  the  romancing,  it  is  only 
natural  that  his  output,  to  put  it  mildly,  is  remarkable 
for  wliat  might  be  termed  a  monumental  evasion  of  the 
complex.  He  seems  to  have  been  too  busy  in  the  inky 
stampede  for  thrills  to  think  of  giving  our  Westerner  a 
soul.  But  our  Westerner,  in  the  meantime,  is  getting 
rather  tired  of  powdersmoke.  and  he  is  goinor  to  get  a 
soul  under  his  flannel-shirt,  or  make  somebodv  swin?  for 
it.

"Look  through  my  newspaper  and  you  will  find  many 
enticing-  bids  for  your  spare  time  and  your  spare  change," 
says  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  editorially.  "The 
theatre  with  paid  advertisements  and  columns  of  gossip 
and  pictures  printed  as  news,  is  always  inviting  you 
and,  broadly  speaking,  always  getting  you.  In  open 
weather  there  is  an  ever-standing  and  ever-eloquent  in- 
vitation to  the  baseball  park.  You  are  constantly  made 
aware  that  there  is  much  pleasure  in  machines  which 
reproduce  the  human  voice  and  instrumental  music.  The 
enjoyments  of  moving  pictures  are  daily  represented  to 


you.  Words  and  pictures  continually  suggest  the  fun  you 
can  have  witii  an  automobile.  Railroads  and  hotels  are 
always  talking-  to  you  through  the  printed  page  of  the 
allurements  of  travel. 

Amid  this  powerful  chorus  of  iuvitatidiis  the  most 
dependable  and  enjoyable  recreation  known  to  man — ae- 
(juaintance  witli  permanent  literature — makes  only  an  oc- 
casional thin  chirp.  Once  a  week,  perhaps,  there  will  be  a 
few  advertisements  of  books,  mainly  new  novels,  and  a 
couple  of  columns  of  comment  tiiereon.  That  drama, 
sport.s,  travel,  music,  and  much  else,  are  contained  in  the 
pasteboard  covers  of  certain  old  books  is  not  mentionetl. 

Mr.  Carnegie  invested  a  hundred  million  dollars  or  so 
in  libraries.  The  investment  of  one-twentieth  of  that  sum 
in  the  best  means  that  could  be  devised  for  getting  people 
into  that  part  of  the  libraries  containing  standard  litera- 
ture would  go  a  long  way  toward  doubling  tlie  .social  value 
of  the  donation."

Literature  of  the  War 

Neir  Bodkfi  Continue  to  i'oiiic  Dcalinf/  With  the  (,'on- 
fticf  and  Questionft  Arising  Out  of  It. 

A  war  book  wliich  has  been  attracting  a  great  deal 
of  favorable  attention  is  Ian  Macoim's  "War  Pictures 
Beliind  the  Lines."  the  second  edition  of  which  has  been 
brought  out  by  tlie  Englisli  publisiiers. 

A  vivid  and  impressive  narrative  of  what  German 
frightfulness  means  to  the  civilian  population  is  the  book 
entitled  "The  Irish  Nuns  at  Ypres:  An  Episode  of  the 
war,"  edited  by  R.  Barry  O'Brien.  The  book  has  an  in- 
troduction by  John  Redmond. 

The  speech  of  the  Right  Hon.  H.  H.  Asquith,  delivered 
in  the  British  House  of  Commons  on  November  2,  has 
been  published  by  authority  in  booklet  form  at  one  penny. 
"In  Khaki  for  the  King."  comes  from  W.  &  R.  Cham- 
bers, Ltd..  Edinburgii.  Tliis  is  a  tale  of  the  Great  War 
by  Escott  Lynn,  with  si.x  illustrations  by  Norman  Ault. 
It  is  a  tlirilling.  interesting  story,  with  some  valuable  war 
information. 

"Germany  in  Defeat,"  a  new  book  by  Count  Charles 
(le  Souza  and  Major  Haldane  MacFall,  sets  forth  the  view 
that  strategically  Germany  was  defeated  last  autumn  and 
discusses  the  factors  detei-mining  the  length  of  the  con- 
llict. 

Alexander  Powell  the  noted  war  correspondent  has  a 
new  book  entitled  "Vive  la  France,"  recounting  his  ex- 
periences in  his  second  visit  to  the  front. 

An  im{K)rtant  new  book  dealing  with  tlie  historic  re- 
treat from  Mons  is  Douglas  Sladen's  "The  Undying 
Story." 

Frederick  Palmer,  author  of  "My  Year  of  the  Great 
War,"  will  give  an  illustrated  lecture  at  Massey  Hall, 
Toronto,  on  Wednesday,  January  26th.  Tiie  moving  pic- 
tures to  be  shown  were  loaned  to  Mr.  Palmer  by  the 
British  and  French  Governments.  This  is  one  of  a  series 
of  lectures  which  he  will  give  in  Canadian  cities  and  they 
will  naturally  have  the  effect  of  gainin"  furtlier  attention 
for  his  book  of  the  war. 

Sir  Evelyn  Wood's  book  "Our  Fighting  Forces" 
which  was  to  have  been  published  in  tiie  Autumn,  will  be 
brougiht  out  this  month. 

Another  book  that  will  command  wide  attention  and 
create  a  great  deal  of  discussion  is  "The  Secret  Memories 
of  Frau  Krupp,  to  appear  this  month. 

"The  Kangaroo  Marines,"  to  be  published  this  month, 
will  deal  witli  the  Australian  contingent  at  the  Dar- 
danelles.

British  Columbia  Librarians 

Annuiil  Meeting  of  the  Provincial  A.ssociation — New 

Act  Wanted,   Modeled    Upon    That  in   Force  in 

Ontario  Affecting  Public  Libraries — To  Discuss 

National  Library  for  Canada  at  Next  Meeting 

AT  the  fourth  annual  meetinu  of  the  British  Columbia 
Lihrary  Association  held  at  the  new  Provincial  Lib- 
rary, at  V^ietoria,  on  Dec.  14tli,  some  discussion  took 
place  witii  reference  to  the  existing'  Public  Libraries  Act, 
which  was  now  out  of  date.  A  new  bill,  based  on  model 
measures  now  in  force  in  Ontario  and  the  United  States  has 
been  prepared  by  a  committee  of  the  association,  and  it  is 
hoped  tliat  the  Provincial  Government  will  see  its  way  to 
adopt  the  new  bill  in  its  entirety  and  so  pave  tlie  way  for 
a  great  advance  in  library  work  and  enterprise  through- 
out the  Province.  To  this  end  a  small  committee  consist- 
ing of  E.  0.  S.  Sciioletield,  Provincial  Librarian  and  Archi- 
vist, D.  L.  MacLaurin,  of  Victoria,  and  Judge  Howay,  were 
appointed  to  take  up  tiie  matter  with  tlie  Government. 

Arising-  from  a  letter  to  the  president  from  Lawrence  J. 
Burpee,  of  the  Litei-national  Joint  Commission,  Ottawa, 
the  question  of  a  national  lit)rary  tor  Canada  was  intro- 
duced, but  the  hour  being  late  a  full  discussion  of  tlie  sub- 
ject, whicli  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  was  postponed 
until  the  ne.xt  meeting  of  the  association. 

Office  bearers  as  follow  s  were  appointed  for  the  ensuing 
year:  Honorary  jjresident,  Hon.  \V.  J.  Bowser.  K.C.,  LIj.D.  ; 
president,  E.  ().  S.  Scholefield ;  vice-president.  John  T.  Col- 
lins, Salt  Spring  Island;  secretary,  Jolin  Hosie,  Provincial 
Library;  tieasurer,  Miss  Mary  Stewart,  ^'ictorii^  Pul)lic 
Library;  councillors.  His  Honor  Judge  Howay,  New  West- 
minster; Herbert  Skinner,  Nanaimo;  Miss  Burnett,  Miss 
Russell  and  Miss  Wolfenden,  Provincial  Library;  Mrs. 
Hutchison.  Pros])ect  Lake;  Herbert  Killain,  Provincial 
Library;  I).  L.  MacLaurin,  jirincipal  of  the  Normal  School, 
Victoria,  and  K.  G.  C.  Wood,  of  the  University  of  British 
Columl)ia. 

The  treasurer  submitted  a  statement  of  the  tinances  of 
the  association,  showing  a  balance  in  hand  of  -$9.25.  The 
chief  item  of  expense  during  the  year  had  been  the  enter- 
tainment of  a  party  of  eig*hty-one  American  librarians, 
who   visited   the   city  and   its   environs  on   June   14.      The 


party  spent  an  interesting  hour  in  the  new  Provincial 
Library,  where  the  visitors  were  agreeably  astonished  to 
find  such  a  magnificent  collection  of  books,  maps,  charts, 
etc.,  and  the  size,  arrangement  and  general  equipment  and 
furnishing  of  the  library  aroused  their  interest  and  ad- 
miration. The  whole  party  was  taken  for  a  drive  round 
the  city. 

With  regard  to  the  aims  and  objects  of  the  association, 
it  was  felt  that  a  more  aggressive  programme  to  advance 
the  cause  of  the  public  libraries  movement  in  the  Province 
should  be  inaugurated  at  once,  and  a  publicity  committee 
consisting  of  Miss  Burnett,  Miss  Clay  and  Mr.  Forsytli 
was  appointed  with  powers.

ADVOCATE  TRAVELING  LIBRARIES 

Rev.  D.  M.  Solandt,  Hev.  Dr.  A.  H.  Baird,  Rev.  Dr.  David 
Christie,  and  Geo.  H.  (iit  ig,  were  tlie  members  of  a  depu- 
tation which  waited  upon  the  Manitoba  cabinet  on  Thurs- 
day, Dec.  30,  to  urge  on  the  government  adoption  of  the 
priufiple  embodied  in  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Mani- 
toba Union  of  Municipalities  in  reg-ard  to  the  establish- 
ment of  traveling  libraries.-  None  of  the  members  had 
anything  to  say  about  tlie  result  of  the  conference. 

"The  man  who  needs  the  library  most  is  the  one  who 
draws  a  book  witli  as  mucli  reluctance  as  he  draws  ^ 
revolver."  This  was  one  of  the  pointed  remarks  of  Dr. 
Slosson,  editor  of  the  New  York  Independent,  at  the  an- 
nual meting  of  the  New  York  Library  Association  and  it 
brought  forth  this  comment  in  The  Dial:  "The  man  who 
most  readily  draws  liis  revolver  is  the  very  one  who  most 
needs  the  civilizing  influence  of  the  library."  Another  of 
Dr.  Slosson 's  epi^ams  was  ' '  The  least  valuable  volumes 
in  the  library  are  those  with  the  finest  bindings;  the  most 
valuable  are  those  with  no  bindings  at  all." 


W.  L.  George,  the  English  author,  tells  in  "The 
Stranger's  Wedding."  of  man  who,  disgusted  with  the 
shams  of  settlement  work,  marries  beneath  his  class.  The 
young  people  find  that  love  is  not  all  that  is  necessary  to 
hapjjiness  and  with  much  psychological  subtlety,  the 
:;ulhor  tells  of  llieir  reversion  to  tlieir  respective  spheres.

Strenuous  Efforts  Put  Forth  to  Save  the 

Post  Card  Trade 

Deputation  Representing  the  Wholesale  Postcard  Dealers'  Association  and  the  Retail 
Trade  Visits  Ottawa — Impressive  Arguments  Put  Forth  —  Finance  Minister  and 
Deputy  Postmaster-General  in  Receptive  Mood — All  Objections  to  Removal 
of  Stamp  Tax  Effectually  Met  by  Members  of  the  Deputation  — 
Some  Significant  Facts  and  Figures. 


SINCE  the  appearance  of  the  last  issue  of  BOOK- 
SELLER and  STATIONER  the  Wholesale  Postcard 
Aissociation  of  Canada  has  been  very  active  in  the 
campaign  looking  toward  the  removal  of  the  one 
cent  war  tax  on  picture  postcards  and  members  of  the 
Association  are  optimistic  regarding  the  prospects  of  a 
successful  conclusion  to  the  fight  they  are  putting  up  to 
get  the  Government  to  realize  the  wisdom  of  the  course 
of  action  which  the  Association  and  the  retailers  are  ad- 
\  ocating. 

On  Monday,  January  17th,  a  deputation  waited  upon 
Sir  Thomas  White,  the  Minister  of  Finance  at  his  oflice  in 
the  Parliament  Buildings  at  Ottawa  and  also  the  Deputy 
Postmaster  General,  Dr.  Coulter,  these  interviews  being  of 
a  most  satisfactory  nature  in  point  of  tlie  careful  atten- 
tion given  by  both  these  gentlemen  to  what  the  deputation 
placed  before  them. 

Those  who  comprised  tlie  deputation  were  President 
•  T.  J.  Pugh,  of  the  Wholesale  Postcard  Association;  Wil- 
liam Bnnks,  tiie  secretary;  W.  A.  Rumsey,  A.  K.  Mac- 
Doiigall,  D.  A.  Lynn,  J.  H.  Dyas,  H.  Bamforth,  and  F.  I. 
Weaver,  editor  of  BOOKSELLER   and  STATIONER. 

The  visitors  were  introduced  by  Sir  George  Foster,  who 
reihained  during  the  interview  with  Sir  Thomas,  showing 
keen  interest  and  ready  comprehension  of  the  case  as  put 
forth  by  the  members  of  the  wholesale  postcard  trade. 

The  readers  of  this  paper  are  already  familiar  with  the 
arguments  in  favor  of  the  abolition  of  the  war  stamp  tax 
as  the  question  has  repeatedly  been  discussed  in  these 
columns.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  arguments  of  the 
W^holesale  Postcard  Association  were  most  ably  presented 
by  the  men  comprising  tlie  deputation. 

50,000,000  Postcards  Mailed  Annually 

Some  significant  facts  and  figures  were  presented  which 
plainly  surprised  both  Sir  George  and  Sir  Thomas.  For 
instance  a  conservatively  estimated  statement  was  pro- 
duced going  to  show  that  before  the  imposition  of  the 
stamp  tax,  the  number  of  picture  postcards  mailed  in 
Canada  was  not  less  than  fifty  millions  a  year  and  reports 
from  more  than  a  thousand  dealers  were  placed  in  the 
Minister's  hands  together  with  an  analysis  of  these  re- 
ports indicating  a  falling  off  in  picture  postcard  sales  to  as 
high  an  extent  as  90  per  cent,  in  some  instances,  the  aver- 
age being  a  fraction  over  (il  per  cent.,  thus  plainly  indi- 
cating that  the  revenue  of  the  Postoffice  Department  was 
suffering  an  actual  loss  instead  of  the  increase  that  had 
been  anticipated  when  the  tax  was  imposed. 

Sir  Thomas  was  inclined  to  argue  that  a  great  measure 
of  loss  in  postcard  sales  was  attributable  to  the  general 
business  depression  in  the  past  year  and  such  circum- 
sitances  asi  the  considerably  lessened  tourist  traffic  in  1915. 
Perhaps  the  most  effective  of  the  several  replies  which 
tliis  view  elicited  was  the  example  afforded  by  both  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  in  which  countries  the  sales 
of  picture  postcards  had  materially  increased  in  1915,  this 
being  accounted  for  to  a  very  marked  degree  by  the  gTcat 
demand  for  patriotic  subjectsi  and  postcards  embodying 
war  interest.     It  was  made  plain  that  this  circumstance 


would  have  been  evidenced  in  the  postcard  trade  in  Can- 
ada as  well  but  for  the  stamp  tax  and  that  these  sales 
would  have  exceeded  many  times  over,  the  loss  occasioned 
by  the  reduced  number  of  tourists  who  visited  Canada  last 
summer.  Another  good  point  scored  was  that  the  total 
sale  of  view  cards  did  not  on  the  average  exceed  25  per 
cent,  of  the  total  sales  of  postcards  coming  under  the 
general  heading  of  picture  postcards. 

Effect  on  Three  Cent  Letters 

The  greatest  concern  as  expres.sed  by  Sir  Thomas  was 
the  effect  which  the  permission  of  on€f  cent  postcards 
would  have  on  three  cent  letters.  He  feared  tiiat  there 
would  be  a  danger  of  business  men  resorting  to  the  use  of 
postcards  in  place  of  letters.  The  reply  to  this,  of  course, 
was  that  no  reduction  of  the  two  cent  rate  as  applying  to 
government  postcanls  was  reiiuested,  nor  did  it  seem  ad- 
visable. As  to  the  danger  of  picture  postcards  being  put 
to  commercial  uses  by  business  houses,  such  action  was  un- 
thinkable and  at  any  rate  the  cost  of  the  postcards  them- 
selves and  the  one  cent  postage  would  make  them  more  ex- 
l^ensive  than  government  postcards  at  two  cents,  while 
there  would  be  only  one-third  the  space  available  for  cor- 
respondence as  in  the  case  of  the  government  card,  because 
the  petition  as  jiresented  was  to  have  the  one  cent  ix)stage 
rate  allowed  on  pictui-e  postcards  permitting  correspond- 
ence only  on  the  one-half  .space  provided  for  that  purpose 
on  the  face  of  the  card. 

After  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  situation  with 
Sir  Thomas,  the  latter  suggested  that  the  deputation  meet 
tiie  Deputy  Postmaster  General  and  himself  arranged  with 
Dr.  Coulter  as  to  the  time  of  the  interview. 

The  Second  Interview 

At  first  the  Deputy  Po.stniaster  General  was  disposed 
to  consider  with  disfavor  any  suggestion  that  the  stamp 
tax  should  be  removed  from  picture  postcards  generally 
and  he  seemed  to  think  that  the  greatest  concession  that 
seemed  at  all  likely  to  be  made  would  be  the  extension  of 
the  permission  to  include  five  word  messages,  as  allowed 
in  the  case  of  Ciiristmas  and  New  Year  greeting  cards,  to 
include  all  varieties  of  picture  postcards.  The  replies  to 
this  suggestion,  expressed  in  no  uncertain  tone,  were  to 
the  effect  that  such  action  would  by  no  means  suffice  in 
order  to  save  the  postcard  trade  in  Canada. 

Loss  in  Revenue  Admitted 

One  of  the  most  significant  of  Dr.  Coulter's  remarks 
was  his  admission  that  the  one  cent  tax  on  picture  post- 
cards had  failed  to  produce  an  increased  revenue  and  he 
was  thoroughly  alive  to  the  great  revenue  that  had  accrued 
to  the  department  by  reason  of  the  sales  of  stamps  for 
mailing  picture  postcards  in  the  years  before  the  war  tax 
was  imposed.  Like  Sir  Thomas  his  fear  was  the  effect  of  a 
one  cent  rate  on  postcards  upon  the  three  cent.  letter  rate 
and  again  it  became  necessary  for  the  members  of  the 
deputation  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  they  were  not  advo- 
cating a  reduction  of  the  two-cent  rate  as  applying  to 
government  postcards  and  that  it  would  be  entirely  out  of 
the  question  to  suppose  that  the  one  cent  rate  on  picture 
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postcards    could    possibly    interfere    witli    the    three    cent 
letters. 

A  Vital  Issue 

It  was  fortunate  that  Mr.  Bamforth  was  in  Toronto  at 
the  time  the  deputation  went  trt  Ottawa  and  that  he  he- 
came  a  member  of  it,  because  he  brought  out  one  point 
that  materially  helped  along  the  case  of  the  postcard  trade 
in  their  attitude  as  to  effect  of  allowing  written  messages 
on  half  of  the  face  of  the  card.  Going  back  to  the  early 
<lays  of  the  picture  postcard  trade,  he  pointed  out  that 
while  picture  postcards  did  not  originate  in  England,  it 
was  that  country  that  first  allowed  the  use  of  the  face  of 
the  card  for  correspondence  and  that  it  was  not  until  that 
concession  had  been  made,  that  the  postcard  habit  assumed 
enormous  proportions.  Thus  it  was  made  plain  tliat  it 
was  really  the  permission  to  write  messages  on  the  space 
provided  especially  for  that  purpose  on  picture  postcards 
tiiat  accounted  for  the  growth  in  their  use  to  millions  upon 
millions  annually,  and  tliat  to  continue  to  apply  an  extra 
one  cent  tax  because  of  such  written  messages,  would  with- 
out doubt  continue  to  diminish  the  use  of  picture  post- 
cards and  tend  to  practically  kill  the  postcard  habit. 
Stress  was  laid  on  this  latter  point  it  being  pointed  out 
tliat  it  would  be  most  unwise  to  wait  until  the  use  of 
picture  postcards  was  further  reduced  because,  once  the 
habit  died  out,  it  would  be  most  difficult  to  revive,  even 
with  the  resumption  of  the  one  cent  rate.  It  was  most 
evident  that  this  aspect  of  the  case  strongly  impressed  the 
Deputy  Postuia.ster  General.  Indeed  he  expressed  in  elo- 
(juent  terms  appreciation  of  the  great  revenue  that  the 
Postoffice  Department  had  in  the  past  obtained  by  reason 
of  the  mailing  of  picture  postcards  and  was  most  anxious 
that  this  great  source  of  revenue  should  continue  unim- 
paired in  the  future. 

After  a  full  discussion  of  the  various  phases  of  the 
whole  question,  Dr.  Coulter  suggested  that  full  statements 
and  representations  be  set  forth  on  paper  and  forwarded 
to  the  Department  for  the  consideration  of  the  Postraasiter- 
General  and  the  Finance  Minister  so  that  case  might  be 
considered  on  its  merits  so  as  to  lead  to  the  proper  decision 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  as  to  whether  the  petition 
of  the  deputation  should  be  granted  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Full  Statements  Prepared 

Further  meetings  of  the  Wholesale  Postcard  Associa- 
tion were  he'.d  in  Toronto  on  the  19th  and  22nd  insts., 
when  the  various  postcard  houses  handed  in  detailed  state- 
ments and  further  arguments  which  together  with  the 
most  complete  data  have  been  forwarded  by  Secretary 
Banks,  to  the  Finance  Minister,  to  tlie  Postoffice  Depart- 
ment and  to  Sir  George  Foster  as  well. 

Following  is  the  case  presented  by  the  editor  of  BOOK- 
SELLER and  STATIONER  as  representing  the  retail 
dealers : 

PETITION   TO   THE   DOMINION   GOVERNMENT   BY 

"BOOKSELLER  AND  STATIONER"  ON  BEHALF 

OF    MERCHANTS    THROUGHOUT    CANADA 

WHO  COMBINE  POSTCARDS  WITH  THE 

BOOK  TRADE. 

There  is  no  Association  of  retail  booksellers  and  sta- 
tioners in  Canada  and  consequently  mucii  of  the  work  that 
such  an  Association  would  do,  devolves  upon  BOOK- 
SELLER and  STATIONER,  their  trade  paper.  There 
wou-d  be  no  plea  or  protest  from  the  picture  postcard 
dealers  if  the  one  cent  war  tax  had  any  chance  of  accom- 
plishing what  the  government  had  in  view  when  the  tax 
was  imposed.  What  is  more,  if  the  sacrifice  in  business 
on  their  part  were  to  work  out  to  the  benefit  of  tlie  govern- 
ment they  could  be  depended   upon  to   support   the  tax.

The  booksellers  ol  Canada  to  a  very  large  proportion  are 
the  postcard  dealers  and  the  booksellers  are  doing  their 
bit  in  various  ways  along  with  Canadians  gejierally  in  up- 
holding war  measures. 

The  retail  trade  as  a  whole  are  taking  no  unreasonable 
or  selfish  position  in  petitioning  for  the  removal  of  the 
tax  on  picture  postcards,  because  the  evidence  based  on 
actual  experiences  as  set  forth  in  reports  from  more  than 
1,000  of  these  dealers,  shows  that  the  sales  have  dropped 
to  the  extent  of  between  sixty  and  seventy  per  cent. 
The  answer  is  plain;  the  tax,  in  its  commercial  sense,  is  a 
failure,  actually  decreasing  rather  than  increasing  the 
revenue.  The  plea  of  these  retailers  therefore  is  that  the 
government  adopt  the  same  course  that  would  at  once 
commend  itself  to  any  business  concern,  large  or  small, — 
the  removal  of  this  one  cent  tax  on  picture  postcards  thus 
increasing  the  revenue  and  promoting  better  business  not 
only  among  the  retailers  but  the  .jobbers  and  manufac- 
turers who  supply  the  postcards. 

Following  are  a  few  typical  representations  that  have 
been  made  to  BOOKSELLER  and  STATIONER  by  the 
retailers : 

REMICK'S,  Toronto — Music,  Postcards  and  Novelties. 

One  side  of  tliis  store  accommodates  the  sheet  music 
stock  while  the  other  side  is  devoted  to  postcards,  th<! 
tables  and'  show  cases  showing  other  novelties,  pictures, 
etc.  Before  stamp  tax  took  effect  this  vVas  an  evenly 
balanced  business.  Manager  told  BOOKSELLER  and 
STATIONER  that  posifcard  bu.siness  has  fallen  off  so  seri- 
ously that,  based  on  expenses  of  maintaining  the  business, 
postcard  side  is  now  a  loser,  being  held  up  by  the  music 
side.  In  the  recent  Christmas  season,  although  good  busi- 
ness was  done,  the  drop,  in  comparison  with  the  trade  in 
postcards  during  the  holiday  season  in  previous  years,  was 
just  as  great  and  this  applied'  with  equal  force  to  the 
tourist  trade  in  tlie  summer  and  also  to  the  two  weeks  of 
the  Toronto  Exhibition. 

McKENNA'S  BOOKSTORE,  Toronto. 

This  is  another  of  the  most  prominent  stores  in  the 
city  selling  picture  postcards.  Tax  has  demoralized  the 
trade  in  postcards  and  even  in  Christmas  season  less  than 
half  the  sales  of  previous  years  were  made.  In  the  regular 
trade  throughout  the  year  the  loss  in  postcards  trade  was 
even  greater.  Before^  tax  was  put  on  and  more  particu- 
larly in  the  summer  season,  it  had  been  a  common  thing 
for  postcard  sales  to  run  $40  to  $50  a  day.  This  average 
of  course  could  not  be  maintained  throughout  the  year  but 
served  to  show  that  the  business  in  postcards  had  previ- 
ously loomed  very  large  in  this  store  and  was  now  dwind- 
ling away  with  the  exception  of  spurts  such  as  the  greater 
demand  at  Christmas  time. 

J.  C.  JAIMET  &  CO.,  Berlin,  Ont. 

"During  the  year  191.3  and  1914  the  sale  of  picture 
|)ostcards  amounted  to  about  10  per  cent,  of  our  total  busi- 
ness. Profits  of  the  postcard  end  of  the  business  used  to 
pay  our  rent.  During  1915  and  especially  since  the  one 
cent  War  Tax  applied  to  the  sending  of  postcards  our 
Postcard  business  has  dropped  over  one-half  of  the  busi- 
ness, comparing  same  with  191.3-14. 

We  notice  same  especially  during  the  Xmas  and  New 
Year  sale  of  postcards,  not  buying  more  than  one-half  of 
what  we  did  other  years,  we  had  a  lot  left  over.  During 
tlie  Xmas  holiday  of  1913-14  we  could  not  get  enough 
postcards  and  were  continually  repeating  in  orders. 

We  also  notice  it  in  the  sale  of  stampsi  we  don't  sell 
nearly  as  many  st£«mps  now,  as  we  did  before  the  war  tax 
was  applied. 
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A  NEWSDEALERS'  ASSOCIATION 

IN  England,  the  news  agents  have  a  trade  association 
and  at  a  recent  meeting  a  resolution  was  pas.sed 
protesting  against  the  increased  street  trading  in 
newspapers  by  boys. 

In  Toronto  and  in  Montreal,  new.'^dealer.-;  have 
made  .similar  protests  from  time  to  time  and  the  evil 
is  true  of  other  cities  as  well. 

There  was  a  movement  in  Montreal  a  year  or  two 
ago  looking  toward  the  local  organization  of  all  news- 
dealers. There  is  room  for  such  an  organization  and 
booksellers  and  slalioners  would  doubtless  actively 
.support  it.  All  newsdealers  are  not  booksellers,  but 
nearly  all  booksellers  are  new.sdealers. 

Such  an  organization  would  doubtless  have  the 
.sui)port  of  the  news  companies  too,  because  it  would 
enable  the  latter  to  deal  with  newsdealers  as  a  body 
and  thus  set  them.-elves  right  in  some  matters  which, 
Booksell1':r  and  Stationer  is  given  to  understand, 
have  given  rise  to  protests  on  the  part  of  newsdealers, 
imt  which  were  clearly  ba.sed  on  misunderstandings. 
On  the  other  hand,  representations  of  experiences 
have  been  made,  which  seemed  to  leave  no  doubt  as 
to  cause  for  complaint.  Such  differences,  however, 
are  matters  for  adjustment  between  the  parties 
directly  concerned,  but  if  a  trade  organization  existed, 
they  could  be  handled  through  such  a  medium  and 
the  very  existence  of  such  a  body  would  promote  and 
preserve  smooth  relationships  between  distributing 
houses  and  dealers.

CONSIDERATION  DUE  THE  TRAVELER 

THE  attitude  of  the  merchant  toward  the  travel- 
ing salesman  should  be  based  on  business  prin- 
ciples.   The  merchant  should  accord  to  the  represen- 


tative of  the  manufacturer  and  jobber  the  .same 
con.^ideration  and  attention  that  be  in  turn  expects 
from  his  cuslomers. 

This  is  not  always  found  to  be  the  ca.se.  A  con- 
temporary cites  the  following  incident  to  show  what 
the  traveling  man  has  sometimes  to  contend  with. 
The  senior  partner  of  a  big  importing  house,  being 
not  altogether  .satisfied  with  the  returns  of  a  junior 
traveling  representative,  called  the  young  man  into 
his  room  and  asked  him  to  give  a  demonstration  of 
how  he  tried  to  sell  merchandise.  The  traveler  did 
so  in  a  manner,  respectful,  dignified  and  convincing, 
but  the  proprietor  thought  that  he  could  improve 
upon  it,  so  he  told  the  sale.«man  to  set  at  his  roll-top 
de.sk  and  play  the  part  of  a  retailer,  while  he  went 
outside  to  act  the  drummer.  The  chief,  outside  the 
room,  knocked  at  the  office  door.  No  answer.  He 
knocked  again  and  louder.  Still  no  answer.  So  he 
opened  the  door  and  walked  in,  to  find  his  erstwhile 
salesman  with  his  feet  on  the  roll-top  de.*k  and  a  pipe 
in  his  mouth.  "Oet  out  o'  here!"  he  .'^houted  to  the 
supposed  salesman.     "Rut  you  don't  know  what  I 

."    "I  don't  want  to  know!     T  don't  care  what 

you've  got,  or  who  you  are!"  blared  the  man  at  the 
desk.  "You're  the  sixteenth  salesman  who's  called 
here  to-day,  and  that's  enough  for  me.    Git!" 

This  anecdote  may  be  tinctured  with  a  certain 
degree  of  exaggeration,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true 
that  the  traveling  man  frequently  has  to  face  indif- 
ference and  even  di.«courta«y.  It  is  in  the  interests  of 
the  retailer  to  at  least  give  the  traveler  a  hearing.  He 
may  have  something  worth  while  to  sell  and,  in  any 
case,  is  a  fellow  salesman  and  as  much  deserving  of 
friendlv   consideration.

LOOK  BEFORE  YOi!  SIGN! 

MERCIIAXTS  should  be  careful  to  read  with 
most  scrupulous  care  every  document  submitted 
for  signature.  It  is  made  very  ea<y  for  a  man  to  sign 
the  dotted  line,  at  time.«.  The  man  who  wants  the 
signature,  obligingly  smooths  out  the  document, 
proffers  his  fountain  pen,  the  while  indicating  with 
bis  index  finger,  the  exact  location  of  the  si)Ot  where 
the  signature  is  to  go. 


STOP  !      Read  that  document  before  you  sign 

it. 

The  story  is  told  of  a  man  holding  a  position  of 
responsibility  who  had  the  bad  habit  of  heedlessly 
putting  his  signature  to  anything  that  came  along. 
One  day  a  paper  was  placed  on  his  desk  and.  as 
usual,  he  signed  it  without  reading.  That  night  the 
boys  congregated  around  his  office  with  a  big  rope, 
and  when  he  inquired  what  they  wanted,  they  pre- 
sented a  document  signed  by  himself  agreeing  to 
peacefully  allow  the  boys  to  hang  him  on  the  main 
street  at  sundown.  It  was  a  good  joke  and  probably 
helped  to  cure  him. 
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Advertising  Turned  Poor  Outlook  into 
Exceptionally  Good  Year's  Business 

Interesting  Experience  of  a  Leading  Ottawa  Bookseller  and  Stationer — A.  H.  Jarvis  is 
a  Strong  Advocate  of  Trade  Organization  as  a  Means  of  Promoting  the 
Welfare  of  Retailers  and  Protecting  Their  Interests. 


AMONG  the  callers  at  the  office  of  BOOKSELLER 
AND  STATIONER  in  January,  was  A.  H.  Jarvis,  of 
"The  Bookstore,"  Ottawa.  Mr.  Jarvis'  conversa- 
tion was  marked  most  distinctly  by  the  general  tone  of 
optimism  which  pervades  the  trade  at  present.  He  had 
just  closed  a  successful  year  and  as  to  the  Christmas 
trade,  he  characterized  it  as  the  best  in  the  history  of 
tlie  business  which  he  has  been  conducting  in  Ottawa  for 
twenty-nine  years. 

Relative  to  the  interesting  news  that  the  past  year  had 
been  so  successful  with  him,  and  having  in  mind  the 
many  woeful  accounts  of  poor  business  that  have  been  all 
too  numerous  in  the  year  tliat  has  passed,  BOOKSELLER 
AND  STATIONER  took  pains  to  question  Mr.  Jarvis  as 
to  just  why  he  was  able  to  record  1915  as  being  among 
the  really  successful  years  in  his  merchandising  cancer. 
In  reply  to  this  he  said  that  at  the  beginning  of  1915. 
just  at  the  time  when  the  business  outlook  could  by  no 
means  be  described  in  roseate  hues,  ho  had  decided  to 
redouble  his  efforts  and  tiius  keep  his  business  up  to  the 
mark.  His  first  step  in  this  direction  was  to  do  more 
advertising  and  the  effective  use  of  printers'  ink  soon 
manifested  itself  in  increased  business  in  the  lines  adver- 
tised and  well  displayed  in  the  windows  and  inside  the 
store. 

It  may  be  said  here  in  passing,  that  one  benelit  of 
advertising  that  should  never  be  overlookea  is  that  pub- 
licity for  certain  lines  and  the  extra  attention  which  these 
lines  consequently  get  on  the  part  of  th*^  merchant  and 
his  assistants,  promotes  specialization  an  1  specialization 
means  increased  efTieiency,  which  naturally  enhance?: 
profits  and  by  the  same  token,  prevents  undue  attention 
to  unprofitable  lines.  The  wise  dealer  would  not  think  of 
selecting  items  showing  little  or  no  profit  as  the  ones  to 
be  advertised,  that  is  as  a  general  rule,  although  some 
merchants  do  make  a  practice  of  delil)eratcly  sacrificing 
profit  in  atlvertising  certain  itetns,  so  that  tiiey  may  prove 
I 'aits  to  drrw  trade. 

It  wi'.l  be  remembered  that  in  the  past  Mr.  Jarvis  was 
active  in  the  organization  of  bookseller.?  and  stationers 
that  formerly  existed  in  Canada.  He  lioped  that  the  day 
was  not  far  distant  when  the  Canadian  trade  would  again 
be  organized  and  expressed  the  conviction  tliat  it  would 
prove  most  beneficial  just  at  this  time  of  price  raising 
and  rumors  of  further  increases  determined  upon  and 
arranged  without  the  retailers  having  any  voice  in  such 
action.  He  believed  that,  with  an  organization,  changes 
when  made,  would  be  on  a  basis  that  would  work  out 
more  advantageous'v  for  tlie  retailers.  Mr.  Jarvis  con- 
sidered tliat  the  advance  in  the  price  of  shilling  books, 
i-egarding  which  something  is  said  elsewhere  in  this  issue, 
was  too  great  and  he  took  occasion  also  to  urge  .some 
action  that  would  bring  about  more  satisfactory  discounts 
to  the  trade  in  school  text  books  and  supplementary 
readers. 

As  Mr.  Jarvis'   interesting  visit   ended,   he   expressed 
the  hope  that  BOOKSELLER  AND  STATIONER  would 
keep   on   agitating  for   the   reorganization    of    tlie    Book- 
sellers and  Stationers'  Association   and   promised  his  ac- 
tive support  toward  that  end. 


Book  Prices  Advanced 

ONE  penny  to  tbe  shilling  advance  in  list  prices  of 
books  published  in  "Britain.  A  new  scale  of  book 
prices  has  been  pmt  in-to  effect  in  England  which 
works  ont  on  the  average  to  an  increase  of  one  penny 
to  the  shillinET  of  the  published  price  of  a  book.  A  simi-- 
iar  increase  in  the  cost  of  hooks  of  British  pnhlishers 
sold  to  the  Canadian  trade  lias  naturally  resulted.  This 
action  has  been  made  necessary  owing  ito  advanced  cost 
of  materials,  especially  paper  and  also  the  increased  cost 
of  labour. 

This  action  has  been  anticipated  and  readers  will  re- 
call the  articles  appearing  in  recent  issues  of  "Book- 
seller and  Stationer"  indicatinu'  early  increases  in  book 
costs. 

An  English  View 

In  connection  with  the  rumors  of  general  advance  in 
book  prices  and  the  actual  step  already  taken  as  regards 
the  sale  of  English  shilling  books  in  Canada,  the  following 
letter  appears  in  the  English  Publishers'  Circular: 

Dear  Sir, — There  is  a  rumor  in  book-selling  circles 
that  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  production  in  conse- 
quence of  the  war,  publishers  are  contemplating  raising 
the  price  of  these  series  to  9d.  net  and  Is.  3d.  net.  I  hope 
it  is  true  and  hundreds  of  my  brother  booksellers  must  be 
saying  ditto,  for  some  such  action  is  imperative,  if  we  are 
to  live  in  these  trying  times  and  pay  20s.  in  the  pound. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  have  heard  whispers  that  trade 
prices  are  to  be  stiffened,  but  that  the  onus  of  getting  an 
increased  price  from  the  public  is  to  be  thrown  upon  the 
bookseller.  This,  in  my  humble  opinion,  is  grossly  unfair, 
and  cannot  possibly  work,  as  without  the  co-operation  and 
support  of  the  publisher  it  is  impossible  to  get  9d.  for  a 
7d.  book,  or  Is.  3d.  for  a  Is.  book. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  if  publishers  will  only 
show  a  little  common-seu.se  business  acumen  and  enter- 
prise, they  can,  with  the  assistance  of  the  bookseller,  wea- 
ther this  storm  of  increased  prices  and  expenses  and  come 
out  at  the  finish  evens  all,  if  not  with  a  little  bit  to.  the 
good.  If  the  9d.  net  and  Is.  3d.  net  idea  was  carried  out 
all  that  the  publishers  would  need  to  do,  apart  from  ad- 
vertising, is  to  print  a  fresh  supply  of  colored  wrappers 
bearing  the  new  prices  (a  small  expense  comparatively), 
put  them  on  to  the  existing  stock  that  is  on  their  slielves, 
and  supply  wrappers  only  on  application  to  the  book- 
sellers, with  which  to  redress  their  stock. 

When  once  the  new  published  prices  were  firmly  estab- 
lished, there  would  be  little  dilliculty  in  getting  rid  of  the 
stock  that  remains  over,  for  which  no  wrappers  were 
available. 

Thanking  you  in  advance  for  publishing  this  letter,  in 
which  I  have  feebly  tried  to  indicate  the  lines  upon  which 
[  should  like  to  see  this  question  settled. — Faithfully

New  Ideas  in  Christmas 
Greeting  Cards 

Effective    Combinations    of    Canadian    Views    and 

Emblems   with    Flags   and    Subjects    of 

Direct  War  Interest 

A  vitally  interesting  January  event  each  year  with  the 
Canadian  branch  of  Birn  Bros.,  is  the  arrival  of  the  new- 
samples  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  books  comprising  the 
greater  part  of  the  line  arrived  toward  the  end  of  the 
month.  Perhaps  the  outstanding  feature,  considering  the 
whole  range,  is  the  striking  manner  whicli  essentials  of 
both  warlike  and  peaceful  pursuits  have  been  harmonized 
in  sentiments  and  symbols  in  the  production  of  Christmas 
cards,  folders  and  calendars. 

This  is  especially  true  of  the  well  known  ''Dominion 
series,"  in  whicli  Canadian  scenery  and  types  are  linked 
up  with  the  Canadian  flag,  coats  of  arms,  the  maple  leaf 
and  beaver,  going  on  from  these  patriotic  touches  to  the 
introduction  of  Imperialistic  ideas  and  vieVs  of  Canadian 
troops  at  the  front,  while  war  scenes  are  introduced  in 
the  way  of  decorations  setting  off  most  effectively,  the 
principal  characteristics  of  the  repective  designs. 

One  especially  striking  card  in  this  series  shows  the 
Royal  Standard  together  with  a  string  of  flags  inr-luding 
those  of  Canada,  Australia,  India,  New  Zealand  and  South 
Africa  with  the  bold  motto  "  'Tis  but  one  (lag  when  the 
Motherland  calls." 

A  decided  novelty  is  a  folder  with  a  flag  of  heavy  silk 
attached  by  one  edge  to  the  front  page  of  the  folder.  The 
exceptional  weight  of  the  silk  is  sufficient  to  keep  the  flag 
lying  flat  to  the  surface. 

A  lattice  window,  with  a  sepia  landscape  showing 
through   the  opening,  is  another  distinct  novelty. 

Others  are  silhouette  reproductions  of  Canadian  gun- 
ners in  action.  A  new  set  of  postcards  has  designs  of  the 
Canadian  ensign  occupying  the  greater  portion  of  the 
space  with  various  Canadian  views  introduced  in  oval 
panels. 

In  the  Heraldic  series,  the  various  coats-of-arms  are 
I)leasingly  worked  in  with  Canadian  scenes,  the  maple  leaf, 
Canadian  soldiers  and  flags. 

The  Imperial  series  cards  that  combine  patriotic  sub- 
jects with   the  introduction   of  imprints  of  any  town   or 


city,  affords  localization  that  consideraljly  enhances  their 
appeal. 

The  Slip-in  series  presents  new  ideas  and  designs  that 
fittingly  work  in  with  local  views  wliether  postcards  or 
snap-shots. 

Initial  wafer  seals  are  shown  in  a  cabinist,  the  d(!sign 
of  these  seals  being  a  life  buoy. 

Enclosure  cards  and  Christmas  tags  are  this  year  put 
up  in  little  red  boxes  to  retail  at  twenty-flve  cents  a  box. 

The  same  advance  is  evidenced  in  the  new  Christmas 
letters  and  the  calendars  in  different  series. 

It  is  noticeable  that  this  year's  collection  of  celluloid 
cards  is  very  large.  Heretofore  they  have  not  been  ex- 
tensively made  in  England.  In  postcards  the  latest  de- 
velopment is  an  extensive  series  of  glossy  surface  cards, 
plain  and  colored,  being  a  good  imitation  of  the  gelatine 
process  cards.

NAVAL  PICTURE  POSTCARDS 

The  Duke  of  Newcastle  recently  wrote  to  the  "Times" 
on  the  subject  of  naval  postcard's,  and  his  letter  was 
followed  by  one  from  Sir  Adolf  Tuck,  who  said  that  the 
former's  remark  on  the  paucity  of  naval  pictures  and 
postcards  as  compared  with  the  great  variety  published 
on  the  military  side  is  not  without  justification.  The  rea- 
son for  this  a]iparent  pictorial  neglecl  of  the  Navy  is  not 
far  to  seek. 

In  the  first  insitance  the  magnifictent  work  of  the  Navy 
affords  little  for  the  artist  to  work  upon.  The  Admiralty 
order,  too,  of  some  six  weeks  back,  said  Mr.  Tuck,  which 
prohibits  the  circulation  of  reliable  pictorial  representa- 
tions of  his  Majesty's  ships  likely  to  assist  enemy  agentsj, 
has  necessitated  the  recall  of  a  considerable  number  of 
such  designs,  the  Admiralty,  in  the  case  of  my  company 
alone,  having  selected  no  less  than  121  out  of  the  202 
different  naval  postcards  and  pictures,  on  which  we  had 
invited  their  judgment,  for  withdrawal   from   circulation. 

"STOP  THE  WAR"  POSTCARDS 

Lord  Meath  is  calling  the  attention  of  the  Government 
to  the  propaganda  of  the  peace  pai'ty,  says  "Wants  and 
Sa'.es"  of  England.  He  has  asked  in  the  House  of  Lords 
whether  the  Government  are  aware  that  "Stop  the  War" 
postcards  are  l)eing  anonymously  sent  through  the  post, 
and  whether  the  circulation  of  such  literature  will  be 
stopped  andi  ofl'enders,  if  discovered,  prosecuted?  Lord 
Meath,  of  course,  is  the  founder  of  the  Empire  movement. 
Although  this  movcnient  has  been  a  success,  we  shall  prob- 
;il)ly  think  a  great  deal  more  about  it  after  the  war. 

ALL-BRITISH  CARDS 

Relative  to  the  (kn-clopments  in  Christmas  greeting- 
publications  the  "Manchester  Guardian"  is  the  authority 
for  the  statement  that  instead  of  the  old  private  Christ- 
mas gTeeting  card  there  has  now  come  in  a  great  variety 
of  what  is  called  'auto-stationery' — sheets  of  note-paper 
with  a  picture  or  a  sentiment  to  be  autographed  by  the 
sender.  "It  cannot  be  said,"  adds  that  paper,  "that  this 
year's  cards  are  any  improvement  in  the  way  of  art,  but 
the  people  who  bother  about  art  in  Christmas  cards  or 
anything  else  are  in  an  uncomfortable  minority.  This  is 
the  first  all-British  Christmas  card  season,  for  the  old 
;t>ck  of  German-printed  cards  was  long  since  used  up." 

PUBLISHER'S  TRAGIC  DEATH 

('.  W.  Faulkne)-,  head  of  the  art  publishing  house  of 
that  name,  well  known  to  the  Canadian  trade,  was  killed 
in  an  accident  on  the  railway  at  Hatch  End  Station, 
London,  on  Nov.  18th.     Deceased  was  in  his  60th  year.

Mr.  Bolton  has  made  many  friends  in  the  book  trade 
in  Canada  who  will  join  in  expressing  the  earnest  ho])e 
that  he  may  be  so  fortunate  as  to  successfully  come 
through  the  campaigns  to  come  in  figliting  for  tlie  Empire. 

OVER  FORTY  FROM  BRIGGS' 

The  printing  and  lidok-niaking  trades  are  doing  tlioir 
share  in  furnishing  fjuotas  in  the  Canadian  regiments. 
The  enlistments  have  been  so  lieavy  from  some  establish- 
ments that  the  heads  are  finding  it  just  a  little  difficult  to 
keep  up  to  their  promises  in  the  matter  of  completing 
their  work.  Several  lists  of  these  have  been  given  in 
these  columns  previously.  Th.is  is  notable  in  the  Methodist 
Book  and  Publishing  House.  Toronto,  where  oxer  forty 
men  have  already  enlisted. 

How  to  win  the  Victuria  Cross  was  the  sjreatest  anx- 
iety of  Gunner  Thomas  H.  Sinnott.  of  the  Canadian  Field 
Artillery,  when  he  enlisted  in  Toronto  last  September, 
aged  only  18  years.  His  keenness  to  make  progress  was 
perhaps  the  reason  why  he  was  sent  to  France  only  a 
couple  of  weeks  after  landing  in  England  in  October.  On 
December  21  he  was  shot  in  the  right  leg,  and  he  is  still 
suffering  from  shock.  He  is  the  eldest  son  of  T.  S.  Sin- 
nott, formerly  of  Toronto,  now  manager  of  the  Winnii)eg 
branch  of  the  Imperial  News  Co. 

James  F.  Walker,  formerly  of  the  Ihown  Bros.'  staff, 
is  a  member  of  the  84th  Battery,  C.E.F.,  his  company  be- 
ing at  present  quartered  at  Oshawa.  He  retains  his  keen 
interest  in  the  stationery  ])usiness  and  is  getting  Book- 
seller and  Stationer  regularly. 

KILLED  IN  ACTION 

The  sad  intelligence  reaches  "Bookseller  and  Sta- 
tioner" through  the  Brown  Bros.,  that  that  firm's  former 
employee  James  Yatcfe,  Avho  was  a  Bombadier  in  the  9th 
Field  Battery,  of  Toronto,  was  killed  in  action  on  Deeem 
her  5th.  He  went  to  the  front  with  the  First  Contingent. 
His  enlistment  was  sent  to  Ottawa  tlie  morning  after  the 
news  came  of  the  declaration  of  w'ar.

McLeod    Takes    Over    the    Business,      Mr. 

Allen  Establishe.s  New  Publishing  House 

One  of  the  biggest  changes  of  recent  years  iu  the 
Canadian  book  trade  came  early  this  year  with  the  dis- 
solution of  the  partnership  that  has  existed  under  the 
name  of  McLeod  and  Allen  for  the  past  fifteen  years. 

Mr.  Allen  steps  out  and  Mr.  McLeod  continues  the 
business  with  the  same  agencies  under  the  name  of 
George  J.  McLeod. 

George  J.  McLeod  has  had  a  liighly  successful  career 
ever  since  he  came  to  Canada  eighteen  years  ago,  from 
New  York.  When  the  firm  took  the  form  of  McLeod  & 
Allen,  small  quarters  were  occupied  over  the  store  of 
Michie  &  Co.,  the  King  Street  grocers.  Then  larger 
])remises  were  taken  at  37  Melinda  street,  where  con- 
tinued growth  was  evidenced  for  nine  years.  Then  for 
four  years  still  more  spacious  cjuarters  were  occupied 
at  42  Adelaide  street  west,  until  two  y/jars  ago,  since 
which  iime  the  i)resent  ground  floor  fiat  at  266-268  King 
street  has  accommodated  the  business. 

The  business  has  been  made  a  particularly  strong  one 
m  point  of  copyright  fiction  together  witli  agencies  for 
such  firms  as  The  Bobbs  Merrill  Co.,  Grossett  &  Dunlap. 
The  A.  L.  Burt  Co.,  Hurst  &  Co.  and  P.  F.  Volland  &  Co. 

It  is  not  inapproiijriate  to  refer  heie  to  the  leader  in 
fiction  which  Mi-.  McLeod  is  about  to  introduce— Harry 
Kitchell  Webster's  new  nu)vel  "The  Real  Adventure," 
into  the  exploitation  of  which  .Mr.  McLeod  is  putting  his 
<  haracteristic  energy. 

Thomas  Allen  began  in  the  hook  business  as  a  boy 
with  t!ie  Methodist  Book  Room  in  Toronto  putting  in 
iv.elve  years  with  that  concern  up  to  tlie  time  he  entered 
into  i)ai-tners!iiii  with  Mr.  McLeod.  He  is  one  of  the  best 
kno\™  and  has  been  one  of  the  particularly  successful 
i)ook  salesmen  on  the  road,  intiiiuitely  known  to  the  trade 
througliont   the  Dominion. 

Thomas  Allen  has  established  a  new  business,  begin- 
ning with  the  Canadian  sellinu  agencies  for  Rand,  Mc- 
Nally  &  Co..  and  M.  A.  Donohue  &  Co.,  of  Chicago  and 
J.  M.  Dent  &  Sons,  of  London  and  Toronto,  besides 
which  he  will  imblish  fiction.  His  fiist  novel  will  be 
"Just  David,"  the  new  story  by  the  author  of  the  Polly- 
anna  books,  an  iuinounceiiient  of  more  than  ordiiiarx' 
interest. 

It  IS  Mr.  Allen's  intention  to  pay  special  .nttention  to 
jiublishing  works  of  Canadian  writers. 

J.  G.  Oliver,  formerly  with  the  Musson  Book  Com- 
pany, and  Melville  J.  McLean,  with  Dent's  last  venr. 
have  associated  themselves  with  Mr.  .Mien.  Mr.  Oliver 
will  travel  east,  Mr.  McLean  west,  while,  Mr.  Allen  will

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RED  TAPE  AND  RED  INK

Some  Price  Advances 

Increased  Coi^  of  Typewriter  Ribbons  and  Carbon 
Paper  and  Other  Items  of  Stationery 

JOBBERS  have  been  advised  by  manufacturers  that  an 
advance  is  likely  in  the  price  of  carbon  papers.  And 
that  the  advance  will  amount  to  about  $2,00  a  ream, 
which  will  ajiproximate  in  the  neighborhood  of  30e  per 
box  of  .500  sheets.  It  is  also  expected  that  typewriter 
ribbons  will  advance  in  the  same  proportion,  due  to  diffi- 
culty in  getting  indigo  dyes.  This  will  he  the  first  ad- 
vance that  has  taken  place  since  the  war,  and  it  is  prob- 
ably due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  bigger  demand  now 
for  carbon  paper  and  typewriter  ribbons  owing  to  im- 
)iroved  industrial  conditions,  or  perhaps  it  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  stocks  on  hand  have  been  sufficient  to  keep  the 
price  down  since  war  was  declared. 

Advances  in  stationery  lines  seem  to  be  general.  Pins 
have  gone  up  100%  during  the  past  three  months,  al- 
though some  local  jobbers  have  not  yet  advancd  their 
prices  that  much.  Paper  fasteners  have  also  advanced 
durino:  the  last  few  weeks,  that  is,  by  the  manufacturers, 
who  have  written  jobbers  stating  that  after  a  certain 
date  it  will  he  necessary  to  charge  higher  figures.  Coloi'- 
ed  pencils  also  went  up  50%  during  the  past  week.  As 
res'ards  the  ordinary  lead  pencil,  some  manufacturers 
announce  that  they  will  not  be  making  cheap  pencils  for 
the  time  being,  as  they  are  so  busy  making  better  qual- 
ities, and  cannot  cope  with  the  demand.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected, however,  that  there  will  be  any  advance  in  prices 
excetpt  in  the  case  of  indelible,  which  can  hardly  be 
bought  .  As  a  result  it  is  not  likely  that  there  will  be 
many  more  cheap  pencils  on  the  market  until  the  war  is 
over. 

Typewriter  paper  is  up  2c  per  lb.  this  advance  having 
taken  place  within  the  last  month.  This  amounts  to 
about  40c  per  ream  or  10c  a  box.  It  is  understood  that 
an  advance  is  possible  in  erasers,  although  these  are  still 
selling  at  reasonable  prices.  Though  these  advances  are 
considerable,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  much  kickins- 
yet  from  the  consumer,  who  takes  the  advances  complac- 
ently as  a  natural  sequence  of  the  war.

The  Advertising  of  Wallpaper 

Dignity  and  Forcefulness  Are  Essentials — By  Publicity  Seeds  Can  be  Sown  That  Will 

Bring  a  Rich  Harvest. 


WRITING  in  the  "American  Wall-paper  News/" 
V.  S.  Philip  has  the  following  to  say  dealing  with 
tiie  subject  of  advertising  wall-paper: 

The  strongest  advertising  points  of  the  wall-paper  and 
decorating  business  are  too  frequently  overlooked  by  the 
wall-paper  dealer  in  writing  his  advertisements  for  the 
local  newspapers.  This  is  probably  often  caused  by  his 
failure  to  appreciate  tiiem  himself.  The  small  amount  of 
advertising  done  by  many  wall-paper  dealers  and  the 
character  of  the  advertisements  surely  seem  to  indicate 
that  they  do  not  think  their  business  especially  dignified 
and  are  satisfied  to  take  what  orders  come  to  them. 

If  there  is  any  business  on  earth  that  is  entitled  to  a 
position  of  dignity  and  to  the  consideration  of  the  public, 
it  is  the  wall-paper  business,  for  it  does  so  mueii  for 
people  by  making  their  homes  attractive.  Surely  the  wall- 
paper dealer  or  decorator  need  not  apologize  for  his  busi- 
ness or  be  satisfied  with  a  mere  pittance  for  his  services. 
He  should  put  his  business  before  the  public  on  a  profes- 
sional basis,  clearly  and  convincingly.  Ideas  are  a  tre- 
mendous asset  and  to  allow  a  few  of  them  to  find  their 
way  into  newspaper  advertisements,  is  to  sow  seeds  that 
will  bring  a  rich  harvest. 

It  is  a  recognized  fact  tiiat  people  are  affected  favor- 
ably or  otherwise  by  their  surroundings — yet  th.is  fact 
and  its  relation  to  the  wall-paper  business  is  seldom 
brought  out  in  the  advortisemeiits  of  the  decorator  or 
dealer. 

A  decorator  or  wall-paper  salesman,  if  he  is  competeni, 
gives  valuable  advice  to  the  customer  selecting  wall- 
papers, g'uiding  her  in  the  choice  of  a  paper  or  set  of 
papers  that  will  express  her  individuality,  at  the  same 
time  keeping  in  mind  the  effects  which  the  lighting  and 
furnishings  of  the  room  will  have  upon  the  appearance  of 
the  wall-paper — but  we  seldom  see,  in  newspaper  adver- 


tisements, any  effort  to  impress  the  public  with  the  value 
of  such  services  or  with  the  fact  that  the  dealer  or  decor- 
ator renders  them. 

That  the  cost  of  good  decoration  is  a  small  percentage 
of  the  total  cost  of  a  new  building  and  that  there  is  special 
satisfaction  in  having  the  home  complete  and  perfect  as 
to  wall-treatment  during  the  first  years,  are  facts  seldom, 
if  ever,  presented  in  newspaper  advertisements.  Appar- 
ently the  advertiser  is  usually  content  to  allow  the  builder 
of  a  new  home  to  continue  in  the  belief  that  the  cheapest 
possible  covering  for  the  walls  will  ans^ve^  for  a  couple  of 
years  until  the  house  settles.  The  owner  of  a  new  house 
is  naturally  in  a  mood  to  put  off  proper  wall-treatment, 
for  decorating  is  the  last  work  to  be  done  and  every 
contractor  on  the  job  from  the  laying  pf  the  foundation 
upward,  has  probably  been  paid  for  extras.  Nevertheless 
even  he  is  open  to  the  influence  of  a  well-written  advertise- 
ment. 

W^all-paper  is  the  background  for  all  the  furnishings. 
It  has  the  power  to  enhance  their  effectiveness  or  to  mar 
it  serion.sly — yet  one  does  not  see  this  idea  dwelt  on  to 
any  great  extent  in  the  advertising  of  wallpaper. 

Wallpaper  is  a  very  important  factor  in  home-making, 
the  sentiment  which  attaches  to  the  home  largely  attaches 
to  this  material  and  to  its  use.  It  is  as  important  to  the 
beauty  of  the  interior  as  the  plumage  is  to  the  beauty  of  a 
bird. 

Most  customers  for  wallpaper  are  women  and  the 
man  who  retails  wallpaper  should  naturally  take  this  into 
consideration  and  endeavor  to  so  construct  his  advertise- 
ments as  to  appeal  to  women. 

A  wallpaper  advertisement  shouldi  have  dignity  and 
forcefulness,  should  be  written  in  a  free,  conversational 
style,  and  each  advertisement  should  emphasize  some  one 
of  the  many  strong  talking  points  of  the  business. 


Some  Essentials  of  Success 

Wallpaper  Dealer   Should   be   Well   Posted   on   the  Subject  of  Home  Decorating, 


MERCHANTS  selling  wall-paper  should  ever  seek 
to  impress  upon  people's  minds  that  the  proper 
decoration  of  the  walls,  is  the  basis  of  home  beau- 
tifying. Who  has  not  had  the  experience  of  seeing  homes 
which,  notwithstanding  the  good  furniture  and  floor  cover- 
ings, are  ruined  by  reason  of  most  inappropriate  wall- 
papers? Dealers  themselves  should  study  this  question 
so  as  to  qualify  as  authorities  in  whom  people  will  rest 
confidence  in  such .  considerations.  Wall-paper  dealers 
should  in  fact  be  able  to  give  good  advice  on  home  decorat- 
ing in  general  and  when  the  dealer  is  one  who  eotnbines 
the  wall-paper  business  with  the  book  trade,  he  is  in  a 
position  to  get  extra  business  by  bringing  to  the  attention 
of  customers,  the  many  excellent  books  in  print  which  deal 
with  home  decorations  in  its  various  phases. 

A  good  advertising  idea  is  to  advise  people  that  sug- 
gestions as  to  color  schemes,  in  order  to  assure  perfect 


harmony,  will  be  submitted  for  one  room  or  for  an  entire 
house. 

This  is  a  big  question  and  in  the  case  of  a  merchant 
who  has  a  business  of  several  distinctly  different  depart- 
ments in  his  store,  such  as  is  the  case  with  so  many 
merchants  in  Canada  who  combine  in  one  store,  the  book, 
stationery,  fancy  goods  and  wall-paper  trades,  it  would 
seem  most  advisable  that  a  practical  man,  well  able  to 
cope  with  all  incidentals  entailed  in  what  has  been  said  in 
the  foregoing,  -should  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  wall- 
paper department. 

Too  often,  this  branch  of  the  business  has  but  scant 
attention  and  it  is  no  wonder  that  in  many  cases  business 
slips  away,  going  to  painters  and  decorators  or  to  dry 
goods  houses  having  housefurnishing  departments  where 
wall-paper  is  given  the  attention  it  deserves.

ROUND  WRITING  PEN-LETTERING 

THIS  being  the  first  lesson  of  this  series  in  pen- 
lettering,  it  is  advisable,  for  all  who  are  following 
the  course  or  who  wish  to  begin  it,  to  get  busy  inT- 
raediately  as  this  is  an  entirely  new  phase  of  the  work.  It 
IS  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of  modern  card- 
writing.  It  is  not  necessary  to  know  anything  about  brush 
work  in  order  to  learn  pen  lettering  but  the  person  who 
lias  gone  through  tiie  brush-stroke  Roman  lettering  should 
learn  the  pen  work  more  quickly  tlian  one  who  has  not. 
This  is  because  the  manipulation  of  the  pen  and  the  chisel- 
pointed  brush  for  this  class  of  letter,  is  similar  and  the 
letter  formation  is  imbedded  in  the  writer's  mind.  How- 
ever, be  you  beginner  or  one  who  lias  been  practising  these 
lessons  since  their  commencement,  let  us  demonstrate  how 
((uickly  you  can  master  this  form  of  work. 

The  pen  lettering  can  be  used  on  cards  in  any  class  of 
store — grocery,  hardware,  dry  goods  or  stationery— all  can 
use  small  price  tickets  or  neatly  lettered  show  cards  and 
it  is  this  class  of  work  for  which  the  pen  is  mostly  used. 

The  round  writing  pens  were  first  invented  and  made 
for  tlie  system  of  round  writing,  but  their  use  for  show 
cards  purposes  did  not  come  into  effect  generally  until  a 
few  years  ago.  Now  they  are  being  used  so  extensively  that 
it  is  absolutely  impossible  for  a  cardwriter  to  come  to  a 
high  state  of  efficiency  witiiout  their  use.  The  fact  is  that 
these  pens  have  been  a  boon  to  the  cardwriter.  Bj'  their 
use  we  have  a  better  formed  and  neater  letter  made  in 
much  less  time  than  can  be  executed  with  the  brush.  This 
sums  up  in  a  few  words  their  main  points. 

Pens  in  Various  Sizes 

These  pens  are  to  be  liad  in  eleven  different  sizes — one 
to  six  including  half  sizes — but  the  ones  mostly  used  for 
cardwriting  are  one,  one  and  a  half,  two,  two  and  a  half 
and  three.  Unless  you  are  called  upon  to  make  some  ex- 
ceedingly small  cards  such  as  are  frequently  used  in 
jewelry  stores  it  is  not  necessary  to  get  the  smaller  sizes. 
These  pens  are  all  blunt  pointed.  No.  1  being  the  broadest 
and  No.  6  the  narrowest.  They  are  made  from  very  thin 
steel  and  are  tempered  ready  for  use.  Do  not,  as  has  been 
recommended  by  some  card  writers,  burn  with  a  match. 
This  often  weakens  them,  the  points  spread  which  renders 
the  nib  useless.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  use  an  ink 
retainer  on  these  pens;  if  not  the  ink  will  feed  down  all  at 
once  and  cause  a  blot.  The  ink  retainer  is  a  small  brass 
arrangement  which  slips  over  tlie  pen.  These  can  be  got- 
ten from  the  same  place  where  the  pens  are  sold. 

T!ie  ink  for  pen  work  is  entirely  different  from  that 
used  for  brush  work.  Use  a  heavy  black  carbon  ink,  not 
necessarily  waterproof.  "You  might  think  this  expensive 
but  a  small  bottle  if  kept  corked  while  not  in  use  will 
mal.e  a  good  many  hundred  cards. 


The  Chart  Described 

The  principle  .;f  the  manipulnjon  of  tlie  pea  is  very 
similar  to  that  of  the  chisel-pointed  brush;  the  difference 
being  that  the  brush  is  flexible  while  the  pen  is  rigid.  Tlie 
heavy  strokes  are  made  with  the  broad  side  of'tlio  pen 
and  the  thin  strokes  are  made  with  the  narrow  side.  Take 
for  instance,  the  making  of  the  first  letter  "A."  By  turn- 
ing the  pen  sideways  with  the  handle  pointing  toward  the 
right,  starting  at  the  top  and  drawing  the  pen  downwards, 
you  make  tlie  narrow  line.  To  make  stroke  two  you  keep 
the  pen  in  almost  the  same  position  but  draw  it  down  with 
its  full  width.  Stroke  three  is  made  with  the  narrow  side 
of  the  pen.  The  second  "A"  shows  the  curved  cross  bar. 
This  is  made  by  holding  the  pen  rigid  in  the  hand  and 
drawing  a  wavy  line.     (See  practice  exercises). 

The  "B"  is  composed  of  three  strokes.  The  pen  must 
be  held  at  the  same  angle  for  all  three.  No.  1  is  drawn 
down  with  the  full  width  of  the  pen.  Keep  the  pen  at  tli« 
same  position  and  start  at  the  top  of  stroke  one  to  make 
the  loop  (stroke  two).  If  the  pen  is  held  tightly  and  not 
allowed  to  roll  you  will  have  no  trouble  in  making  the 
wide  and  narrow  parts  of  either  strokes  two  or  three. 
Note  that  the  end  of  stroke  two  meets  stroke  one  nearer 
the  top  than  the  bottom. 

The  "C"  is  made  entirely  of  two  strokes.  These  must 
be  practised  to  be  made  quickly  in  order  to  get  them  free 
and  easy. 

The  "D"  is  another  two  stroke  letter.  It  is  made 
similar  to  the  "B"  with  the  exception  that  it  has  one  large 
loop  instead  of  the  two  smaller  ones  The  pen  must  be 
held  as  shown  in  Fig.  I.  This  position  holds  good  in  prac- 
tically all  curved  line  strokes  in  this  lesson. 

"E"  is  a  four-stroke  letter.  Stroke  one  is  made  with 
the  full  width  of  the  pen  while  two  and  four  are  made 
with  the  narrow  side.  The  centre  stroke  three  is  made  by 
making  a  small  narrow  line  and  to  get  the  spur,  draw  the 
pen  downwards  and  turn  handle  to  the  left.  This  takes 
much  practice  and  should  be  made  many  times.  Stroke 
three  on  the  second  "E"  is  made  similar  to  that  of  stroke 
three  of  the  second  "A." 

The  "F"  is  the  same  formation  as  the  first  "E"  with- 
out stroke  four. 

The  "G"  is  made  up  entirely  of  three  strokes.  Make 
sure  to  get  the  finish  of  stroke  one  curved  upwards  from 
the  lower  guide  line.  The  "H"  is  a  three  stroke  letter. 
Strokes  one  and  two  must  be  made  equal  distance  apart 
and  must  also  be  kept  at  right  angles  with  the  guide  lines. 
Care  must  be  also  taken  to  get  the  "I"  at  right  angles 
with  the  guide  lines.  The  straight  part  of  stroke  one  of 
"J"  does  not  touch  the  lower  guide  line  but  curves  to  the 
left  to  meet  stroke  two.  The  letter  rests  on  the  lower 
cuide  line  where  the  two  strokes  join. 

"K"   is   formed    with   three  distinct   strokes.     Stroke 
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two  joins  stroke  one  above  the  centre.  Stroke  three  pro- 
jects further  to  the  right  than  does  No.  2.  Note  the  angle 
at  which  stroke  three  joins  stroke  two. 

The  "L"  is  composed  of  one  thick  and  one  thin  stroke. 

The  "M"  is  one  of  the  most  difiScult  letters  to  make 
with  the  pen ;  stroke  one  being  a  narrow  one  must  be  made 
with  the  narrow  side  of  the  pen  therefore  in  order  to  get 
this  the  pen  handle  must  be  pointing  directly  to  the  right 
and  parallel  with  the  guide  lines.  Stroke  two  is  made  with 
the  broad  side  of  the  pen.  The  finish  of  this  stroke  is  the 
most  difficult  part.  This  is  accomplished  by  turning  the 
handle  of  the  pen  more  to  the  right  so  as  to  get  the  side 
of  the  nib  to  touch  the  lower  guide  line  and  not  overlap 
when  stroke  three  is  to  finish.  The  latter  is  made  with 
the  side  and  stroke  four  with  the  full  width  of  the  pen. 
Strokes  two  and  three  should  touch  the  lower  guide  line 
midway  between  the  strokes  one  and  four. 

"N"  is  another  letter  that  needs  much  practice.  Make 
the  two  outside  strokes  first,  then  join  them  up  with  stroke 
threCi  The  end  of  the  latter  stroke  must  be  manipulated 
the  same  as  the  end  of  stroke  two  of  "M. " 

The  "0"  is  composed  of  two  strokes.  Hold  the  pen 
tightly  for  this  letter  and  join  the  strokes  at  the  top  and 
bottom. 


The  "P"  is  a  repetition  of  the  "B"  without  the  lower 
stroke  and  except  that  stroke  two  joins  stroke  one  in  the 
centre  instead  of  nearer  the  top. 

The  "Q"  is  the  same  as  the  letter  "0"  with  stroke 
three  added.  This  latter  is  made  with  one  sweep  of  the 
pen.    Much  practice  is  required  to  make  this  successfully. 

The  "R"  is  the  same  as  the  "P"  with  stroke  three 
added.    Note  where  stroke  three  joins  stroke  two. 

The  "S"  is  a  three  stroke  letter.  The  top  part  of  this 
letter  is  smaller  than  the  bottom.  This  letter  needs  much 
practice  before  it  can  be  formed  well  enough  for  use  on 
the  show  card. 

The  main  thing  to  watch  about  the  "T"  is  to  see  that 
stroke  two  meets  stroke  one  squarely  in  the  centre. 

Practise  this  letter  often.  Stroke  one  and  two  must 
not  come  to  the  lower  guide  line  but  stop  about  one-eighth 
of  an  inch  above  it  so  as  to  allow  stroke  three  room 
enough  to  curve  upwards  and  still  rest  upon  the  lower 
guide  line. 

Stroke  one  of  the  "V"  is  similar  to  stroke  two  of  the 
letter  "M. "  In  fact  strokes  two  and  three  of  "M"  form 
a  "V."    Pay  attention  to  the  join. 

The  "W"  like  the  "M"  is  very  difficult  to  master.

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Budget  of  Book  News  from  Montreal 

Something  About  the  Books  Which  Are  Having  the  Best  Run  —  Fiction  Coming  Back 

Into  Its  Own.

THE  violent  reversal  of  accepted  modes  of  thinking, 
the  substitution  of  one  extreme  for  the  other,  in- 
augurated by  the  war,  has  finally  dwindled  down 
into  a  clearer  and  saner  preception  in  the  public  mind 
of  the  issues  involved.  At  first  it  was  a  right-about-face 
in  all  lines  of  endeavor  and  thought.  From  utter  unpre- 
paredness  the  nation  leaped  to  the  frenzied  activity  of 
confused  effort;  from  the  reading  of  neurasthenic  novels 
to  the  study  of  the  wars  of  the  past  and  the  sequence  of 
events  that  led  up  to  this  one. 

But  that  could  not  last  forever.  It  was  too  good  to  be 
true,  also  not  normal.  Hence,  not  desirable.  Gradually, 
imperceptibly,  albeit  a  trifle  shamefacedly  the  reading 
public  is  back  to  the  sweeter  of  its  old  loves.  It  is  taking 
its  mental  pleasure,  vicariously,  not  viciously  as  before,  a 
sort  of  an  experiment  in  cleaner,  sweeter  thinking.  The 
pendulum  of  public  taste,  once  swung  to  the  topmost  point 
of  one  balance,  crashed  back  to  the  other,  gyrated  swiftly 
to  and  fro  and  finally  settled  down  into  a  half-way  house 
between  tliat  opens  a  door  on  either  side  to  the  pleasures 
of  pure  literature  on  the  one  hand  and  light  reading  on 
the  other. 

History  and  travel  is  still  sold  in  excess  of  the  ante- 
bellum days,  but  not  almost  exclusively  as  in  the  early 
months  of  the  war.  Fiction  has  come  back  into  its  well- 
earned  own,  but  not  to  the  extent  of  over-indulgence  in 
studies  of  social  pondering  that  was  so  noticeable  eighteen 
months  ago. 

The  mediocre  writers  that  held  the  boards  then  have 
dwindled  sadly — for  them — in  popularity;  the  good  writers 
of  wholesome  fiction  hold  the  boards,  even  to  the  exclusion 
of  the  class  that  runs  them  a  close  second,  the  writers  of 
serious  fiction. 

Honesty  of  effort  has  displaced  that  swashbuckler  of 
literature,  the  pot-boiler.  Clean  and  wholesome  thinking, 
if  a  trifle  sad,  has  superseded  the  products  of  diseased 
imaginations.  Poetry  is  becoming  more  worthy  and  more 
worthily  appreciated. 

Leacock's  books  are  in  great  demand:  "Moonbeams 
From  the  Larger  Lunacy"  remains  one  of  the  six  best 
sellers,  probably  in  the  second  or  third  place.  The  public 
eagerly  devours  anything  that  is  wholesomely  amusing, 
turning  to  it  in  relief  from  the  grim  actuality  of  the 
thing  at  their  door. 

Farnol  is  more  popular  than  ever.  "Beltane  the 
Smith"  is  his  first  book  in  three  years  and  is  a  vivid  illus- 
tration of  concentrated  effort  that  refuses  to  be  spurred 
to  mere  money-making.  His  critics  say  his  themes  are 
old  and  his  whole  flavor  too  entirely  Robinesque.  His 
friends  reply  that  the  best  themes  are  always  old  because 
they  have  stood  the  test  of  time  but  that  the  swinging 
vitality  of  his  wonderful  pen  pictures  are  always  new.  It 
is  that  very  flavor  of  musty  ale,  of  yew  and  oak  of  Lincoln 
green  and  Sherwood  forest  that  finds  him  most  friends. 

Ijocke's  "Jaffrey"  is  having  a  good  if  a  lesser  sale 
than  the  two  previously  mentioned. 

Masefield  and  Tatsworthy  are  growing  in  demand,  par- 
ticularly the  latter.  Masefield  falls  more  nearly  into 
Noyes'  class  in  demand  for  his  books.  The  latter 's  offer- 
ings are  quickly  absorbed  as  rapidly  as  they  appear  by 


pretty  much  the  same  section  of  the  reading  public  every 
time.  The  dealers  feel  safe  in  stocking  heavily  with  any 
new  work  of  the  first-named  authors  on  its  appearance 
and  less  heavily  with  the  others. 

Ethel  Dell's  books  in  the  fifty-cent  edition  are  in  groat 
demand,  and  in  some  bookstores  are  in  a  class  by  them- 
selves as  far  as  sales  go.  Her  last  story,  "The  Keeper  of 
the  Door,"  has  exceeded  all  expectations  in  local  demand. 

A  direct  result  of  the  war's  effect  on  the  sale  of  liter- 
ature is  the  increasing  demand  for  the  cheap  editions, 
particularly  of  the  six  and  seven-penny  editions  of  stand- 
ard works.  In  some  quarters  it  is  estimated  that  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  of  this  trade  run  into  the  classics  and  tlie 
bulk  of  the  remainder  into  the  well-known  books  of  the 
Victorian  era  and  English  translations  of  Dumas,  Balzac, 
Hugo,  etc.,  which  as  a  commentary  on  his  times  offers 
some  solace  to  the  booklover. 

A  notable  event  in  the  book  world  is  the  return  of  tlie 
Christmas  number  of  "L 'Illustration,"  with  its  beautiful 
reproductions  of  oils.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this 
feature  disappeared  last  Christmas. 

To  revert  from  the  sublime  to  the  ridiculous,  a  new 
catch  for  a  cover  is  the  arresting  plirase  "This  novel  has 
never  appeared  serially."  The  serial  stories  maintain  a 
steady  demand  that  is  certain  if  not  stupendous.  Tho' 
the  sale  is  partially  destroyed  the  magic  of  the  word  of 
mouth  recommendation  of  an  enlarged  circle  of  readers 
serves  to  create  and  maintain  a  steady  clientele  for  any 
really  worthy  magazine  serial. 

A  good  illustration  of  this  occurs  in  the  case  of  Ian 
Hay's  "First  Hundred  Thousand,"  which  first  appeared 
in  Blackwood 's.  This  book  gives  every  indication  of  find- 
ing a  real  place  in  the  literature  of  the  war.  It  is  prob- 
ably one  of  the  best  worksi  of  fiction  the  war  has  produced 
in  the  English-speaking  world.  The  calls  for  it  are  num- 
erous and  the  editions  exhausted  as  rapidly  as  they  have 
been  run  off  the  presses.  "A  Hill  Top  on  the  Maine"  is 
equally  deserving  of  mention  as  one  of  the  best  sellers. 
"Between  the  Lines,"  by  Boyd  Cable,  seizes  the  idea  of 
enlarging  upon  the  brief  official  communiques  and  explain- 
ing what  really  lays  behind  the  stereotyped  "On  our 
Western  front  nothing  of  any  importance  has  occurred. 
All  remains  quiet." 

Possibly  owing  to  the  recent  visit  of  Lady  Gregory  and 
Padrick  Cullom,  interest  in  Irish  literature  has  been 
greatly  heightened.  Another  book,  the  sale  of  which  may 
have  been  due  to  local  influences  is  "Drawn  Shuttera,"  by 
Beatrice  Redpath,  a  Montreal  writer. 

It  is  considered  that  amongst  new  books,  Lord  Redes- 
dale's  Memoirs  would  have  taken  a  high  place  if  orders 
could  have  been  received  before  Christmas.  As  it  is,  the 
sale  of  this  book  is  very  good  as  is  also  that  of  John  Hay's 
interesting  memoirs.  "Eat  and  Grow  Thin,"  by  Vance 
Thompson,  has  had  a  very  good  run. 

The  book  sales  are  still  running  on,  as  it  is  found  that 
the  various  dry  goods  after-Christmas  sales  place  the 
bookman  in  the  position  of  appealing  to  a  penniless  public 
unless  he  is  willing  to  extend  his  sale  on  over  into 
February.

THE  SIX  WORST  BOOKS 


SINCE  there  have  been  so  many  lists  of  the  Six  Best 
Books,  why  not,  for  a  salutary  change,  a  list  of  one's 
Six  Worst  Books? 

Yet  such  a  list,  while  it  has  its  advantages,  also  has  its 
difficulties.  For  most  bad  books  sink  promptly  into  their 
sea  of  oblivion,  and  remain  seldom  worth  diving  for  and 
never  worth  dredging  for.  They  are  carried  down  by 
their  own  ineptitude,  like  a  shotted  corpse  dropped  from 
a  vessel's  side.  Life  is  too  short  even  to  remember  them. 
Like  the  lower  organisms  they  are,  having  multiplied  with 
obscene  prodigality,  they  in  turn  succumb  with  compen- 
sating rapidity. 

But  there  are  books  which  are  bad  in  a  much  less  neu- 
tral way  than  this.  The  passively  evil  book,  it  is  true,  is 
seldom  commemorated,  for  the  simple  enough  reason,  I 
suppose,  thftt  it  never  sufficiently  awakens  either  our  scorn 
or  our  resentment.  But  a  truly  Worst  Book  must  in  some 
way  possess  the  distinction  of  active  and  actual  vicious- 
ness.  It  must  be  so  bad,  so  patently  or  so  insidiously 
bad,  that  it  is  worthy  of  a  bell-buoy  of  warning  where  it 
menaces  tlic  channels  of  sanity  or  merits  ftp  flpsh-lii^iit  oi 
scorn  where  it  threatens  the  sea-lanes  of  health. 

Bad  workmanship  alone  could  never  hope  for  a  blue 
ribbon  on  such  a  list.  The  writer  who  stands  obviously 
inept  must  remain,  to  resort  to  the  old  phrase,  beneath 
contempt.  Nor  can  we  include  in  our  list  the  studied 
diabolism  of  a  Byron,  or  the  Olympian  transgressions  of 
a  Goethe,  or  the  suave  and  mellow  Neronics  of  an  Anatole 
France.  These  come  to  us  embalmed  in  their  own  crystal- 
line fluids,  like  embryos  in  a  doctor's  alcohol-jars,  as  in- 
capable of  corruption  as  they  are  immune  to  morbid  sub- 
versions. And  the  whole  thing  seems  to  resolve  itself  into 
a  matter  of  intent.  True  corruption  can  be  claimed,  ap- 
parently, only  by  the  artist  who  composes  his  soul  by 
sanctioning  its  decomposition.  It  is  not  where  you  go,  in 
the  galleries  of  evil,  so  much  as  the  way  you  go.  The 
Louvre  can  show  more  nudity  than  Anthony  Comstock 
found  in  all  the  barber-shop  pornography  of  America. 

Now,  I  can't  claim  that  my  list  of  the  Six  Worst  Books 
is  by  any  means  a  final  one.  I  am  not  voluntarily  and 
customarily  saprophagous.  Nor  will  it  seem  to  all  who 
read  these  lines  that  my  list  is  a  representative  one.  I 
do  not  pose  as  a  policeman  of  the  literary  world.  Nor  is 
library  slumming  my  favorite  pastime.  More  active  read- 
ers than  I  may  know  of  books  much  worse  than  the  six 
which  I  have  singled  out  as  being,  to  me,  either  speciously 
or  unmistakably  bad.  I  may  have  missed,  in  a  somewhat 
busy  life,  the  very  cream  of  the  flock.  Then,  too,  I  may  be 
a  poor  judge  of  bad  books,  for  even  good  books,  I  notice, 
sometimes  fail  to  attract  me.  What  is  one  man's  meat 
may  be  another  man's  poison.  And,  still  again,  there  are 
so  many  promisingly  bad  books  which  adroitly,  yet  calami- 
tously miss  the  distinction  of  plenary  depravity.  They 
suddenly  disqualify  their  own  c.laimslto  misery,  like  street 
beggars  with  a  hidden  pocketful  of  silver.  They  confound 
both  our  estimate  and  our  end  by  a  disappointing  trick  of 
showing  a  gleam  of  worthiness  stranded  like  a  frost-fish 
in  the  mud-flats  of  their  mediocrity. 

How  easy,  indeed,  it  would  be  to  sing  off  a  list  of  these 


mere  second-raters  in  evil,  without  even  going  back  to 
ante-bellum  days!  The  magazines  are  full  of  them. 
Binderies  spawn  them  by  the  million.  And  someone  must 
like  them.  So  why  should  I  make  enemies  by  sleuthing 
through  the  pages  of  Harold  Bell  Wright  or  antagonize 
acquaintances  by  protesting  that  I  consider  "Me"  some- 
what of  a  disgrace  to  the  Century  Magazine,  and  "The 
Salamander."  an  aiTront  to  Air.erican  metropolitan  life, 
and  "The  Blue  Flower,"  a  honeyed  transmutation  of  the 
inordinate  phallus  once  characteristic  of  only  Pompeian 
frescoes  and  Egyptian  monuments?  Why  should  I  linger 
amid  the  assiduously  subsidized  lingerie  of  Chamber.?,  who 
has  been  shrewd  enough  to  capitalize  vicarious  Sybari- 
tism, and,  liaving  done  so,  is  witli  a  perfectly  straight  face 
able  to  write:  "Tiie  luncheon  was  a  very  informal  one: 
there  were  only  three  footmen"?  Why,  indeed,  tarry  in 
the  boudoirs  of  rosewater  when  the  time  to  visit  the  ab- 
attoirs of  abomination  is  so  limited? 

So,  to  cut  tl'is  prei^mljle  short.  I  iiiiisl  ( r  me  to  the  first 
book  on  my  list.  It  is  by  George  Bernard  Shaw,  and  its 
title  is  "The  Doctor's  Dilemma."  Like  so  much  of  Shaw, 
it  is  a  clever  book.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  diabolically  clever 
book.  The  veneer  of  sop'aistication  which  surrounds  its 
essentially  vicious  core,  I  miglit  add,  is  startingly  like  the 
blind-pigger's  Holy  Testament  which  is  made  the  recep- 
tacle for  half-a-pint  of  inoonsliine  wliiskey.  It  is  packed, 
not  with  human  beings,  but  with  marionettes  so  trickily 
managed  that  at  first  sight  they  may  even  seem  alive.  And 
it  is  the  purpose  of  these  marionettes  to  prove  that  science 
is  absurd,  that  surgeons  are  fools,  and  that  practitioners 
are  fakers.  Now  Moliere,  for  instance,  did  not  altogether 
love  doctors.  But  he  happened  to  love  mankind.  So  our 
Frenchman,  even  in  his  medical  scenes,  remained  real. 
But  Shaw  and  reality  have  nothing  in  common.  In  this 
book,  even  as  in  "Mrs.  Warren's  Profession,"  he  displays 
that  monstrous  egotism  which  forever  prompts  him  to 
seek  notoriety,  if  not  by  means  of  obvious  paradox,  then 
by  means  of  actual  misrepresentation.  The  world,  to  wit, 
owes  nothing  to  medicine.  All  doctors,  besides  being 
frauds,  are  braggarts  and  bullies,  with  the  engaging  habit 
of  talking,  when  confronting  their  patients,  like  police- 
magistrates  with  a  headache  after  too  much  Scotch  and 
Schopenhauer.  According  to  Shaw,  of  course,  vaccination 
(with  the  whole  attenuated  virus  system  of  prophylactics) 
is  "an  African  hoodoo,"  on  a  par  with  the  "rite  of  child- 
sacrifice."  Marriage,  being  essentially  immoral,  should  be 
abolished.  And  Truth,  remaining  upright,  is  common- 
place. So  give  the  world  goose-flesh  by  standing  Truth 
on  its  head.  Make  the  ladies  shudder  and  scream  by  up- 
setting the  furniture  in  the  house  of  worldly  convention. 
Break  the  chinaware  and  make  faces^  at  the  company. 
Empty  the  coal  scuttle  of  dustily  uneo-ordinated  ideas  and 
do  literary  acrobatics  on  the  hearth-rug! 

But  sad  is  the  liour  in  the  life  of  our  indulued  'enfant 
terrible'  when  the  company  is  elsewhere  engaged.  And 
Shaw,  the  Peter  Pan  of  the  Fabians,  has  looked  up  to  find 
that  company  suddenly  absorbed  in  a  much  sterner  war 
than  any  he  could  make  with  the  fire-tongs  of  his  fluent 
inexactitudes.    A  great  struggle  brought  a  great  crisis  to 
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his  Empire.  And  that  Empire  suddenly  found  small  use 
for  word-fiddlers.  That  infantine  if  not  always  innocent 
parade  of  naughtiness  was  no  longer  an  amusement.  It 
merged  from  a  diversion  into  a  symptom,  and  from  a 
symptom  into  a  menace.  The  bearded  Peter  Pan  of 
Chelsea  has  had  many  things  to  say  about  this  war.  They 
were  invariably  foolish  things,  smart  and  unhelpful 
things.  They  proved  that  the  life-long  trick  of  trying  to 
he  startling  has  a  tendency  to  leave  one  without  either 
sincerity  or  vision.  And  to  be  without  one  actually  con- 
structive idea  when  your  world  austerely  demands  recon- 
struction, must  indeed  be  a  saddening  discovery  for  an 
agile  iconclast  steeped  in  a  restless  passion  for  attention. 
That  is  one  reason  why  I  have  no  more  space  for  Shaw. 

The  transition  from  my  first  Worst  Book  to  my  second 
in  a  transition  from  evils  of  the  mind  to  offences  of  the 
body.  Wound  Shaw,  for  all  his  lurid  perversity  of  attire, 
and  he  fairly  bleeds  with  conventionality.  But  cut  light 
or  deep  through  the  skin  of  George  Moore  and  under  a 
thin  shell  "of  perfumed  graces  you  disclose  putrescence. 
And  it  is  a  putrescence  of  which  Mr.  Moore  is  proud.  That 
is  why  I  have  chosen  his  "Memoirs  of  My  Dead  Life"  as 
my  second  Worst  Book.  "Humanity  is  a  Pig-sty."  avers 
Moore.  "I  am  ashamed  of  nothing  I  have  done,  especial- 
ly my  sins.  My  thouglits  run  upon  women"- — but,  it  will 
be  promptly  discovered,  only  upon  unfaithful  women,  to 
whom,  according  to  Mr.  Moore,  Art  owes  everything.  For 
"nvmpholei)sy."  this  same  Ciallicizcd  aesthete  assures  iis. 
"is  a  beautiful  disease." 

Beautiful  oi'  not,  this  psychastlicnic  celt  seems  tn  iunc 
caught  it  at  his  mumps-and-measles  era  and  to  have 
nursed  it  in  his  blithely  libidinous  bones  right  down  to  the 
arm-chair  and  arterio-sclerosis  age.  But  the  main  trouble 
with  George  Moore  is  not  his  dirty-mindedness.  Rabelais 
can  beat  him  at  that.  Degas  can  be  more  winningly  revolt- 
ing; a  dozen  French  decadents  can  be  more  alluringly 
carnalistic.  The  great  trouble  w  itli  George  Moore  is  that 
lie  is  a  bounder.  He  is  a  rotter  cursed  with  the  gift  of  fine 
writing.  Instead  of  startling  you  into  admiration  by  liis 
creed  of  frankness  in  connection  with  his  early  anmroiis 
adventures  in  Paris,  he  tires  you  with  his  studiously 
elaborated  phthisical  waitresses,  his  libidinous  models,  his 
autumnal  studio — courtesans  and  grisettes  and  cocottes. 
his  "spent  loves,"  as  he  entitles  them,  off  whom  he  is  now- 
willing  and  ready  to  collect  a  sort  of  cadet  tribute  of  the 
second  dimension,  fattening  on  those  proceeds  by  the 
promulgation  of  a  system  of  pink-slavery — if  I  may  coin 
the  phrase— which  seems  to  leave  the  older-fashioned 
white-.slavery  of  The  Mann  Act  anaemic  in  comparison. 
Nor  can  his  vicious  tittle-tattle  of  Paris  ateliers  be  alto- 
gether extenuated  as  the  intimacies  of  implacable  self- 
revelation.  For  instead  of  standing-  a  second  Rousseau 
l;e  seems  more  like  a  malicious  old  woman  pre-occupied 
with  the  retailing  of  back-stairs  gossip.  Of  courtesy  and 
kindliness,  yoii  will  find  no  trace.  Yet  even  what  I  have 
ventured  to  call  his  dirty-mindedness,  his  impeccably  pol- 
ished salaciousness,  might  be  forgivingly  interpreted  as  a 
natural  and  honest  revolt  against  Puritan  and  Victorian 
smugness,  were  it  not  for  the  man's  disheartening  egotism, 
an  egotism  so  vast  that  it  can  regard  itself  as  a  sort  of 
septic  tank,  whereby  artistic  uncleanness,  once  seeped 
through  a  personality  so  engaging,  is  transformed  into  the 
most  crystal  of  currents.  His  blithe  "peccato  di  carne 
non  e peccato"  note  from  the  yr, imhty-Nineties  is  as  false 
and  empty  as  the  Sphinxes  and  blue-china  ballads  of  the 
Oscar  Wilde  era.  Its  first  and  great  fault  is  its  unhealthi- 
ness.  "Youth,"  wrote  one  of  his  petticoated  apostles  not 
long  ago,  "is  excuse  enough  for  a  thousand  nights  of  sin?" 
Mr.  Moore  may  agree  with  that,  but  I  can  only  add  what 
an  eminent  hospital-doctor  has  said:  "It  would  do  that 


lady  good  to  attend  our  out-patient  department  and  sec, 
not  one  youth  after  a  thousand  nights,  but  a  thousand 
youths  after  one  night !  " 

To  turn  from  George  Moore  to  Theodore  Dreiser's  "The 
Genius,"  my  third  Worst  Book,  is  like  passing  from  a 
rose-tinted  boudoir  where  a  Celtic  Camille  sips  Baudelaire 
with  one  hand  and  absinthe  with  the  other,  to  a  wooden- 
fronted  roadhouse  on  a  Long  Island  auto-route  and  the 
local  constabulary's  black-list.  For  Mr.  Dreiser,  like  Mr. 
Moore,  is  a  victim  of  the  sex  obsession.  But  instead  of 
giving  you  regurgitations  of  Gautier  and  absinthe,  lie 
gives  you  good,  old  American-made  fusel-oil  whiskey, 
something  with  a  kick,  something  tangy  of  the  soil,  and 
especially  the  backyard  soil.  There  are  seven  hundred  and 
thirty-six  closely  printed  pages  of  "The  Genius."  And  it 
is  all  about  the  liaisons  of  one  Thomas  Jefferson  Witla, 
the  hero  with  the  fixed  habit  of  promptly  pawing  his 
women  acquaintances  who  as  promptly  and  invariably 
melt  into  moral  jellyfish  at  his  first  ursine  advance.  About 
this  super-man  of  Sex  cluster  a  group  of  characters  ac- 
cepted and  treated  as  essentially  animals  propelled  only  by 
the  instincts  of  reproduction  and  self-gratification.  To 
these  various  concupiscent  adventures  a  fictitious  air  of 
impersonal  solemnity  is  given  by  an  artfully  sustained 
pose  of  'naturalism.'  Dreiser's  pages,  mark  you,  are  not 
over-smeared  with  the  glamorous  and  decadent  serpents  of 
sin  which  leave  "Memoirs  of  My  Dead  Life"  so  beguil- 
ingly  scentedi  with  musk.  Instead  of  the  debilitating  per- 
fumes of  Watteau-silks  and  Pompadour-satins  it  is  the 
homelier  odor  of  the  overlooked  laundry  basket  on  its  way 
to  the  tub.  Yet  the  whole  thing  is  an  aphcodiciae,  a  cap- 
sule of  cantharides  between  book  covers.  It  is  a  colossally 
elongated  excoriation  of  the  fig-leaf,  a  ponderously 
evolved  condemnation  of  reticence.  While  posing  as 
photographic  in  its  fidelity  to  detail,  it  is  the  "realism" 
which  venally  concentrates  its  attention  on  the  soul's 
underworld  of  passion,  the  "naturali.sm"  which  prefers 
to  view  life  only  through  leper-squint  of  the  licentious. 

Of  the  Dreiser  stylo  and  the  Dreiser  psycliolouy,  little 
need  be  said.  The  style  is  that  of  a  high-school  boy  turned 
journalist  overnight.  And  when  your  first  end  and  aim  in 
life  is  to  animalize  your  characters,  to  exhibit  them  only 
in  their  sex  reactions,  there  is  scant  need  for  psychology, 
true  or  false,  no  matter  how  longingly  and  lingeringly  you 
may  dwell  on  the  Cyrenian  details  of  each  erotic  adven- 
ture. Why  it  was  all  ^vritten.  Heaven  only  knows!  What 
it  teaches,  or  what  it  elucidates,  or  what  it  exposes,  beyond 
that  febrile  predisposition  for  the  salacious  and  that  mor- 
bid enterprise  in  exploiting  lasciviousness  already  be- 
trayed in  "Sister  Carrie"  and  "Jenny  Gerhart,"  I  leave 
to  more  patient  readers  than  myself.  I  prefer  outdoors, 
which  is  clean,  to  disorderly  roadhouses  arbored  in  pink 
cotton,  roses  and  \erdured  with  paper  grape-vines.  And 
I  find  still  further  fimetarious  product  to  he  plowed  under. 
The  eternal  indictment  against  yellow  journalism  is  not 
liecause  of  its  divorce  from  facts.  But  journalism- be- 
comes "yellow"  when  it  selects  and  marshals  those  facts 
subservient  to  its  ulterior  purpose  of  defeating  truth  and 
producing  sensation.  The  same  holds  true  of  melodrama. 
Its  great  drawback  is  not  that  its  effects  are  too  impres- 
sive, but  that  the  causes  producing  these  effects  are  not 
sufficiently  substantial.  And  the  same  is  also  true  of 
"rag-time,"  which  fatigues  attention  by  its  too  fre- 
quently recurring  explosions  of  sound.  And  still  again 
the  same  is  true  of  "yellow"  literature.  When  a  mind 
essentially  superficial  grapples  with  a  problem  essentially 
complex,  you  may  get  a  snap  judgment  on  racial  issues 
that  makes  startling  melodrama  but  seldom,  alas,  either 
soothes  or  controls  human  destiny.  That  is  why  I  am 
compelled   to   include   Thomas   Dixon's    "The  Leopard's 
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Spots"  irnny  list  of  Six  Worst  Boofes.  I  have  neither  th'e; 
space  nor  the  wish  to  give  a  detailed  analysis  of  Dixon's 
methods.  You  can  sit  through  a.  second  performance  of 
^'The  Birth  of  a, Nation"  (done  over  from  Dixon's  "The 
Clansman")  and  discover  them  for  yourself.  In  doing 
so,  however,  you  may  also  discover  that  the  Klu-Klux 
Clan  was  the  one  beneficent  'accoucheur'  of  the  United 
States,  that  the  way  to  solve  problems  of  passion  and  race 
is  to  fan  the  first  and  pan  the  second,  and  that  the  melo- 
dramatist's  trick  of  rushing  in  where  the  angels  of  art- 
istry themselves  fear  to  tread  is  the  secret  of  American 
"punch"  in  twentieth-century  literature. 

In  coming  to  my  fifth  Worst  Book,  which  is  George  S. 
Vierick's  "Confessions  of  a  Barbarian,"  I  am  prompted 
to  explain  that  your  modern  German  is  a  good  deal  like  a 
puff-ball.  In  his  expenditure  of  organized  energy  he  is 
magnificent.  But  when  your  Teuton  turns  aesthete,  he 
usually  goes  bad.  He  goes  bad  mushily,  like  the  'Lycoper- 
don  giganteum'  he  is,  and  in  a  manner  offensive  to  the 
nostrils.  Vieriek,  even  as  a  decadent,  has  been  merely  a 
derivative  versifier  with  a  penchant  for  self-advertising 
that  could  put  a  P.  T.  Barnum  to  the  blush.  Now  Shaw, 
as  we  very  well  know,  has  been  no  mean  ballyhoo  beside 
liis  own  tent  door.  That  tent,  whether  you  admired  his 
array  of  acrobats  and  monstrosities  or  not,  was  never  an 
empty  one.  But  in  tlie  little  saw-dust  ring  of  Vierick's 
soul  you  find  only  a  little  Vieriek  in  spangles  giving  an 
imitation  of  George  Moore's  imitation  of  Montmartre 
Byronism.  It  is  suggestive  of  a  Coney  Island  capper  fran- 
tically dispensing  the  lilies  of  laneour  passed  on  from  the 
liand  of  an  Oscar  Wilde.  Yet  justice  compels  one  to  admit 
that  this  hyphenated  American  has  the  facility  of  the  bi- 
linguist  and  the  nervous  alertness  of  the  Surf-Avenue 
puller-in  never  sure  of  his  crowd.  "My  temperament  is 
more  dynamic  than  aesthetic,"  he  has  modestly  confes- 
sed. "If  I  were  not  Vieriek  I  would  gladly  be  Edison.  I 
sometimes  suspect  that  1  would  rather  have  reared  the 
Metropolitan  Building  than  written  my  poem,  'Queen 
Lilith.'  The  spirit  of  America  has  eaten  into  my  heart." 
Arwi  his  further  confession  that  Wall  Street  is  more  inter- 
esting to  him  than  Parnassus  may  be  accepted  as  a  liter- 
ary foreshadowing  of  later  circuitous  emoluments  as  the 
editor  of  "The  Fatherland,"  that  most  imaginative  of 
pro-German  weeklies.  So  our  poet  of  serpents  and  Lilith 
and  perfumes  retires  pensively  into  the  sanctuary  of  gen- 
erously subsidized  vituperation  against  the  British 
Empire.  For,  as  he  again  modestly  confesses,  "I  realize 
that  I  am  too  far  ahead  of  the  pageant  of  American  life 
to  go  one  step  further.  I  have  reached  an  'Ultima  Thule. ' 
Seated  by  the  roadside,  I  shall  wait  for  America  to  catch 
up,  dividing  my  time,  perchance,  between  love  and  the 
ticker."  But  America's  ultimate  triumph  in  overtaking 
this  advanced  spirit,  I  venture  to  add,  would  bo  that 
strictly  modified  triumph  of  the  farm-collie  which  lins  met 
and  vanquished  the  musky  pole-cat. 

And  the  mention  of  this  thuriferous  animal  Ijrings  me 
to  my  sixth  and  last  book,  which  is  Elinor  Glyn's  "Three 
Weeks,"  though  I  find  a  strong  rival — and  I  use  the 
adjective  advisedly — to  it  in  "The  Tree  of  Knowledge," 
an  even  more  muskily  emancipated  but  less  artfully  con- 
cocted example  of  this  new-fangled  servant-"irl  tvpe  of 
fiction,  which,  of  course,  must  be  full  of  Art  and  'Igh  Life, 
and  must  circle  as  familiarly  around  Debussy  and 
D'Annunzio  as  its  ancestor  of  the  Victorian  era  pirouetted 
about  Dooks  and  parthenic  offspring.  But  "Three  Weeks" 
misses  the  double-star  of  BaedeJcer  because  of  its  own 
regularly  recurring  ^^ow  of  asterisks,  which  invariably  in- 
terpose when  honor  seems  ajjout  to  give  up  the  ghost,  the 
same  as  a  screen  is  put  about  the  bed  of  a  patient  dying 
in  a  hospital-ward.    I'd  like  to  talk  about  "Three  Weeks" 


for  three  pages:  ::ifd'tike;to";tell-.^''.":  rvT.'!; 'Bat.  you  see, 
Elinor's  B^er-timely  .asterisks  will  have  .to  save  thetiay, 
for  my  space  is  used  up,  and,  besides,  I  have  a  feeling  tljat 
I'd  like  to  go  out  and  be  well  fumigated! 


TAX  FOREIGN  MAGAZINES 

"  Economic  Adxcrti.sing, '"  a  Toronto  publication  has 
this  to  say  editorially  in  its  last  issue: 

"The  lawmakers  at  Ottawa,  in  looking  about  for  ways 
and  means  for  additional  revenue  through  War  Tax,  would 
do  well  to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  plan  of  placing 
a  war  tax  on  foreign  magazines  or  publications  distributed 
in  Canada. 

Such  a  tax  would  of  course  affect  American  publica- 
tions principally.  Carloads  upon  carloads  of  American 
magazines  are  brought  into  Canada  every  month.  The 
Dominion  Government  receives  practically  no  revenue 
from  these  imports.  Yet  they  are  in  direct  competition 
with  the  several  excellent  Canadian  publications,  each  one 
of  which  creates  a  certain  amount  of  revenue  for  the 
Dominion. 

The  millions  of  copies  of  American  magazines  and 
weeklies  distributed  in  Canada  every  month  are  the  back- 
bone of  the  competition  between  American  made  goods  as 
against  those  bearing  the  Made-in-Canada  stamp.  The 
success  achieved  by  Canadian  manufacturers  in  making 
w  ar  goods — an  entirely  new  line  for  them — clearly  demon- 
strates the  ability  of  Canada  to  make  every  line  of  mer- 
chandise required  by  our  growing  population,  once  the  in- 
terest of  our  home  industries  is  aroused. 

The  proposed  war  tax  on  the  selling  mediums  used  by 
American  manufacturers  in  the  Canadian  field,  undoubted- 
ly would  go  a  lonu'  way  toward  eiu'oiira'jing  the  interest 
of  our  home  manufacturers.  We  urge  the  passage  of  a 
wai;  tax  on  Foreign  publications. ' '

"My  Friend  Phil,"  is  announced  as  a  wonderfully 
sweet  and  attractive  record  of  the  doings  of  Little  Phil  a 
lad  who  is  destined  to  take  a  place  with  Peter  Pan  ami 
David  Copperfield,  as  a  lovable  child.  The  autlior  is 
Isabel  Peacocke,  an  English  woman. 


With  the  view  of  having  a  New  Testament  that  will  be 
suitable  for  sale  with  juvenile  books  rather  than  with  the 
regular  Bible  stock,  an  edition  has  been  brought  out  called 
The  Illuminated  New  Testament,  with  explanatory  notes. 
There  are  many  colored  illustrations  and  the  binding  and 
style  are  in  keeping  with  other  juvenile  gift  books.  .

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SOME  TORONTO  LIBRABY  STATISTICS. 

Here  are  some  striking  statistics  from  the  report  of 
the  Chief  Librarian,  Dr.  Locke,  to  the  members  of  the 
Toronto  Public  Library  Board: 

The  use  of  books  in  the  Public  Library,  1915,  is  a 
million  and  a  quarter:  reference  library,  209,594,  home 
reading,  adults  642,901;  municipal  reference  library 
7,492,  home  reading  children  249,260.  Reference  work 
with  children  146,536.  Increase  over  1914  is  two  hundred 
thousand.  Books  added  to  the  library,  31,946 — a  hundred 
for  each  working  day. 

Need  of  o-reater  accommodation  was  emphasized  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Library  Board  of  Management 
at  the  Reference  Library  on  Jan.  25th.  Both  W.  J.  Lee, 
chairman  of  the  board,  and  the  chief  librarian,  made 
recommendations  to  this  effect. 

Dr .  Locke  proposed  that  the  present  Reference 
Library  building  be  extended  north  on  St.  George  street, 
the  upper  story  to  be  constructed  as  a  modern  historical 
art  gallery,  and  the  lower  to  be  divided  into  a  children's 
room,  a  circulating:  library  and  reading  rooms. 

The  construction  of  tlie  tliree  branch  libraries,  at 
High  Park,  Wychwood  and  tlie  Beaches  is  well  undei- 
way.  and  will  be  completed  early  in  the  spring. 

During  the  past  year  books  were  supplied  to  soldiei's 
in  barracks  and  camps,  tlie  Exhibition  grounds,  and  tlio 
internment  camp  in  Northern  Ontario  at  Kapuskasing. 


HAMILTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

Hamilton,  Jan.  28th. — Reports  presented  at  tlie  an- 
nual meetiu'z  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  tlie  Hamil- 
ton Piililic  Library  sliowed  the  total  number  of  books 
added  durin-  1915  to  be  4,706  of  which  3,056  were  for 
adults  and  801  for  juveniles.  At  the  branch  library  6.38 
adults'  books  were  added  and  the  juvenile  files  were  au<r- 
mented  by  211  books.  The  two  libraries  now  contain  54,406 
volumes.  Tlie  cliairman,  Senator  John  Milne,  stated  that 
the  library  of  275  volumes  installed  in  the  armories  for 
the  benefit  of  tlie  soldiers  was  well  patronized  and  great- 
ly apnreciated  by  the  men. 

The  report  of  Librarian,  Adam  Hunter  made  special 
mention  of  the  manner  in  which  the  juvenile  classes 
were  attended  and  of  the  good  results  which  were  accru- 
ing. Miss  Carrie  Banting,  who  is  in  charge  of  this  de- 
partment, reported  that  the  year  just  closed  was  replete 
with  encouragement  and  promise.  The  department  has 
outgrown  its  limits  in  space  and  the  librarians  are  look- 
ing forward  to  being  able  to  relieve  the  congestion  short- 
ly. The  cirfulation  in  the  mnin  library  was  258.082.  and 
in  the  juvenile  department  60,462.  At  the  branch  library 
on  Barton  street,  34,512  books  were  in  circulation  amonc 
adults  and  9,995  among  juveniles. 


MONTREAL  CIVIC  LIBRARIAN 

Montreal,  Jan.  20th — Hector  Garneau,  a  son  of  the 
late  Alfred  Garneau,  official  translator  at  Ottawa,  and  a 
grandson  of  Mr.  F.  X.  Garneau,  the  Canadian  historian 
has  been  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Control  for  the  position 
of  civic  librarian.  The  new  librarian  is  an  advocate  by 
profession  but  for  some  years  past  has  devoted  himself 
entirely  to  literary  work.  He  will  enter  upon  the  duty  of 
choosing  books  and  other  material  for  the  new  library 
which  will  be  ready  for  the  public  some  time  next  year. 

When  the  question  of  the  appointment  came  before  the 
Board,  Controller  Cote  proposed  that  Mr.  Casimir  Hebert 
and  Dr.  W.  H.  Atherton  be  appointed  assistants,  but  as  the 
library  is  not  yet  completed  it  was  decided  to  hold  over 
any  other  appointment  until  the  end  is  in  sight.

KINGSTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Reports  presented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Public 
Library  of  Kingston,  Ontario,  showed  a  total  of  30,650 
books  issued  during  1915 — 25,919  adult  and  4,731  juvenile. 
The  number  of  magazines  issued  was  10,265;  the  number 
of  subscribers  was  960;  juvenile  cards,  115;  free  tickets, 
40;  number  of  books  in  the  library,  8,004;  number  of  books 
added  during  the  past  year,  1,014. 

It  was  stated  by  tlie  librarian,  Mrs.  Kennedy,  that  the 
books  pertaining  to  the  war  wliich  had  been  added  to  the 
library  were  very  much  appreciated.  All  o'd  magazines 
were  sent  to  the  camp  at  Barriefield  and  later  to  the  vari- 
ous soldiers'  clubs  about  the  city.

BERLIN'S  ENLARGED  LIBRARY 

In  Berlin,  Ontario,  a  new  wing  of  the  Carnegie  Library 
has  recently  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $13,000,  besides 
which  about  $6,000  was  expended  in  improving  the  old 
building. 

The  re-opening,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  took 
place  on  the  evening  of  January  26th,  with  the  Active 
Minister  of  Education,  Hon.  G.  Howard  Ferguson  officiat- 
ing. He  congratulated  the  city  of  Berlin  upon  possessing 
so  fine  a  library,  describing  it  as  one  of  the  largest  and 
best  equipped  in  the  smaller  cities  of  Canada.  There  were 
addresses  by  W.  R.  Nursey,  Inspector  of  Public  Libraries 
for  Ontario ;  Mayor  Ilett  and  C.  H.  Mills,  M.P.P. 


MORE  FROM  OPPENHEIM 

Still  another  new  novel  by  E.  Phillips  Oppenheim,  that 
most  prolific  of  fictioneers,  is  to  come  in  April.  Its  title 
will  be  "An  Amiable  Charlatan."  Despite  his  multi- 
tudinous stories,  Oppenheim  is  never  stuck  for  plot  or 
leading  his  hero  through  original  situations.  This  time, 
according  to  advance  information,  he  tells  the  story  of  an 
inordinately  wea'thy  American  who  visits  England  with 
his  daughter,  but  instead  of  acting  as  a  tourist  should,  he 
needs  must  feed  his  appetite  for  sensations,  having  been 
an  inveterate  reader  of  detective  stories,  and  finds  amuse- 
ment in  going  about  disguised  and  under  an  assumed  name, 
consorting  with  criminals  and  getting  himself  watched  by 
Scotland  yard.  This  is  only  a  hint  of  the  man's  extremely 
adventurous  course,  making  up  a  book  that  will  be  as 
readable  and  full  of  action  as  the  Oppenheim  thrillers 
that  have  gone  before.

Best  Stories  of  the  Month — Features  That  Are  Good  and  Some  That  Aren't. 


WW.  JACOBS  is  back!  This  is  good  news  for  the 
myriads  of  magazine  readers  who  have  chuckled 
with  Bob  Pretty  and  followed  with  delight  the 
adventures  of  Ginger  Dick,  Peter  Russet  and  Ole  Sam. 
Jacobs  is  perhaps  the  most  original  humorist  of  the  day 
and  his  sailors,  at  sea  and  ashore,  exemplify  his  absolute 
genius  for  complicated  situations  and  dialectic  invective, 
There  are  more  laughs  to  the  square  inch  in  "At  Sunwich 
Port"  iind  "A  Master  of  Craft"  than  in  any  other  mod- 
ern book  of  humor  we  wot  of.  Furthermore,  Jacobs  has 
chosen  the  American  magazine  field  as  the  scene  for  his 
"come  back"  and  is  starting  a  new  serial  "The  Casta- 
v/ays"  in  "Hearst's."  It  is,  of  course,  illustrated  by  Will 
Owen.  A  Jacobs  story,  witliout  Owen  illustrations  would 
be  like  Dickens  without  Leecli  and  Cruikshank,  George 
Ade  without  McCutclieon  or  Harry  Leon  Wilson  without 
F.  R.  Gruffer. 


The  American  edition  of  the  Strand  has  been  discon- 
tinued for  a  very  unusual  reason.  It  is  now  illegal  to 
export  certain  metals  from  England  and,  as  the  Strand 
sent  page  plates  over  to  New  York  to  be  printed  there, 
the  proliibition  included  them  in  its  scope.  It  may  be  that 
the  publishers  did  not  struggle  very  hard  against  this 
■drastic  interpretation  of  a  war-time  measure;  for  the 
American  edition  was  not  a  thriving  infant.  Nor  will 
there  be  any  particular  wail  from  the  magazine  readers 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  The  Strand — well,  it  used  to 
be  a  miu'h  better  mauazine  than  it   is  now. 


You  often  hear  of  people  getting  less  for  a  thing  than 
they  had  expected,  or  fondly  hoped  for,  but  seldom  of 
anyone  getting  more.  And  yet  it  sometimes  occurs;  once, 
even  in  regard  to  a  magazine  feature.  The  story  goes 
that  when  Nicoiay  had  completed  his  life  of  Lincoln,  he 
sent  it  to  the  Century  and  followed  afterwards  in  person, 
with  a  friend  and  adviser,  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the 
editor.  The  latter  had  decided  that  he  wanted  the  history 
and  offered  Nicoiay  $25,000  for  it.  Now  the  historian  was 
not  versed  in  magazine  matters,  and  he  had  expected  to  be 
offered  sometliing  very  considerably  less;  and  was  niore- 
ov(>r  prepared  to  accept  that  sometliing.  When  he  heard 
the  editor's  offer,  a  curious  expression  went  over  his  face 
■ — astonishment,  incredulity,  sudden  delight,  all  mingled 
together.  He  murmured  something  about  consulting  his 
friend  and  hastily  withdrew  into  the  hall  witii  his  adviser. 
The  object  of  the  retreat,  was  to  gain  an  opportunity  to 
regain  his  composure  but  the  editor  interpreted  it  other- 
wise and,  when  the  paii'  returned,  reopened  the  negotia- 
tions by  raising  the  offer  to  $50,000.    Nicoiay  accepted.

benefit.  Grizzlies  either  kill  cubs  or  make  them  keep  at  a 
distance  by  gentle  cuffmgs — little  taps  on  the  head  with  no 
more  force  behind  them  than  the  strokes  of  a  steel  riveter.

The  other  out- 
standing feature  of  the  March  issue  of  MacLean's  is  a 
story  by  Alan  Sullivan  "The  Unburied  Hatchet,"  which 
tells  of  a  recruiting  meeting  on  the  Indian  reserve  at 
Ohsweken.  It  is  perhaps  tlie  finest  contribution  to  dis- 
tinctly Canadian  literature  that  the  war  has  produced.

It  is  superlatively  good. 


A  serial  story  "The  Thirteenth  Commandment"  by 
Rupert  Hughes  is  running  in  the  Red  Book.  It  started  out 
and  ran  along  for  several  instalments  in  quite  a  steady 
and  sober  way,  not  at  all  like  the  two  by  the  same  spec- 
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tacular  writer  which  preceded  it.  "\Xhai  will  people  say" 
and  "EraptyPoekets.,'"  Then  something-  happened.  Jt 
began  to  get  decidedly  spotty.  Knowing  that  magazine 
serials  are  sometimeg  written  from  month  to  month  and- 
that  when  there  is  any  sign  of  the  flagging  of  public 
interest  the  author  finds  it  necessary  to  do  something,  one 
is  inclined  to  put  two  and  two  together.  Hughes  is  a 
clever  writer,  a  most  exceptionally  clever  writer  in  fact. 
It  is  a  pity  to  see  him  pandering  to  the  alleged  taste  of 
the  public  for  the  light  and  lurid. 


Everybody's  Magazine  pays  penance  this  month  to  the 
principle  of  haste  which  has  crept  into  the  American 
magazine  field.  Last  year  they  ran  a  serial  by  Owen 
Johnson  who  gained  fame  with  his  "Stover  of  Yale"  and 
then  perpetrated  "The  Salamander."  It  was  called 
■'Making  Money,"  it  dealt  with  high  life  in  N'ew  York 
and  it  was  illustrated  by  James  Montgomery  Flagg. 
Nothing  was  needed,  therefore,  to  make  it  a  huge  success. 
And  it  proved  to  be  a  not  half  bad  story,  though  it  flat- 
tened out  somewhat  in  places.  It  seems  that  Johnson 
wrote  it  from  month  to  month  and  did  it  in  such  a  hurry 
that  the  editor  of  Everybody's  liad  to  rewrite  parts  of  it. 
Whenever  revision  was  necessary,  the  editor  sent  proofs 
to  the  author  who  accepted  the  changes  without  protest. 
Then  one  day  the  last  two  instalments  came  in  together 
and  a  note  was  with  them  to  the  efi'ect  that  Mr.  Johnson 
was  sailing  the  next  day  for  Europe.  "The  finish  of  the 
story,"  says  the  editor,  "looked  as  thougli  it  had  been 
written  by  Mr.  Johnson  on  his  steamer  trunk!  Accord- 
ingly it  was  rewritten  entirely.  Mr.  Johnson,  of  course, 
didn't  get  a  proof  and  when  he  saw  the  new  ending  that 
had  been  written  for  his  story  he  didn't  like  it  at  all;  in 
fact,  he  was  so  incensed  he  demanded  that  Everybody's 
publish  the  ending  as  he  wrote  it  in  justice  to  his  literary 
reputation.  Everybody's  did  so,  gave  a  full  explanation 
and  republished  the  ending  as  they  had  rewritten  it.  And 
the  funny  part  of  it  is  that  the  revised  ending,  while  not 
a  literary  gem  of  purest  ray  serene  was  much  superior  to 
the  wooden  finish  that  Mr.  Johnson  had  seen  fit  to  append 
to  the  story  himself.  The  explanation,  therefore,  does  not 
add  anything  to  the  literary  reputation  of  Owen  Johnson; 
and,  remembering  "The  Salamander,"  one  is  inclined  to 
smile.  I

Then  it  cleared  up  everytliing  that  David  had 
never  understood.  It  changed  him,  too,  from  a  boy  to  a 
man,  crystallized  his  boyisli  inclinations,  and  showed  him 
a  plain  road  ahead  to  tiie  life  he  wanted  to  lead.  The 
books  of  Richard  Pryee  which  have  been  published  in 
America  are  "Christopher,"  "Jezebel,"  "The  Burden  of 
a  Woman,"  "Time  and  the  Woman,"  and  "Elementarv 
Jane." 

JUSTICE 

Man,  woman,  law,  crime  and  society  are  portrayed  as 
they  exist  by  Corra  Harris  in  her  remarkable  book 
"Justice,"  published  by  the  McClelland,  Goodchild  & 
Stewart,  in  which  siie  lays  bare  the  elemental  things  in 
human  nature,  tearing  away  the  mask  that  has  shielded 
maiTiage,  breaking  tlirougli  the  pomp  of  the  law  court,  so 
tliat  judges  who  read  the  book  will  hardly  be  able  to 
otherwise  than  ackiiDwledge  their  fallibility.  The  book 
reveals  in  their  true  lights  the  unreason,  the  inequalitj- 
and  onesexodness  nf  human  justice.

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CO-CITIZENS 

A  faded,  insignificant  little  old  woman,  who  happens 
to  be  the  widow  of  a  man  of  immense  wealth,  conceives  a 
big  idea.  She  leaves  her  whole  estate  to  the  female 
suffrage  cause,  the  terms  being  so  cleverly  arranged  that 
a  brisk  campaign  follows  on  the  probating  of  the  will. 
It  so  happens  that  the  estate  controls  the  local  bank  and 
holds  mortgages  on  practically  every  business  and  farm 
in  the  country.  With  this  Big  Stick  to  twirl  over  the 
heads  of  the  men  of  the  community,  the  executors  of  the 
estate  force  a  referendum  on  the  suffrage  question  and 
win.  Such,  in  brief,  is  the  story  of  "Co-Citizens,"  by 
Corra  Harris,  recently  published  by  McClelland,  Good- 
child  &  Stewart. 

The  grip  of  this  original  idea  holds  the  attention  of 
the  reader  from  start  to  finish.  Corra  Harris  tells  it  with 
all  her  deftness  and  skill  but  slie  has  not  developed  the 
theme  as  fully  as  it  might  have  been  done;  and  the  ending, 
where  the  leading  campaigner  falls  into  the  arms  of  her 
lover  and  acknowledges  that  all  she  wants  to  do  after  all 
is  to  love  him  and  darn  his  socks,  leaves  the  reader  a  little 
in  doubt  as  to  the  real  purpose  behind  the  story.  The 
chief  merit  of  "Co-Citizens,"  excepting  the  idea  which 
in  itself  makes  the  book  an  outstanding  one,  is  the 
masterly  character  sketching  throughout.  Judge  Regis, 
Selah  Adams  and  Mrs.  Walton  are  drawn  with  convincing 
realism.  Prim,  the  political  boss,  is  not  presented  with 
the  same  skill  but  perhaps  in  no  otlier  respect  does  any 
lack  of  strength  creep  in.

MILDEW  MANSE 

Mildew  Manse  was  a  delapidated  Bleak  House  in- 
habited by  a  family  of  benevolent  Skimpoles.  A  ramb- 
ling, old  place,  full  of  crooked  corridors  and  dark  stair- 
ways, it  liad  been  built  by  degrees,  each  addition  mean- 
ing the  putting  on  of  a  fresh  mortgage.  Hazliard  was  the 
name  of  the  family  and,  as  one  member  had  been  christ- 
ened Haphiram,  it  was  reasonably  obvious  that  the  neigh- 
bors in  time  would  come  to  call  them  tlie  "Haphazhards," 
a  name  which  stuck  through  its  appropriateness  and 
which  was  clicerfully  accepted.  They  were  a  happy-go- 
lucky  lot,  living  in  the  present,  looking  forward  not  at 
all  to  the  day  when  the  overload  of  mortgages  would  take 
Mildew  Manse  away  from  them,  calling  each  room  in  their 
straggling  home  according  to  the  temperature  usually  to 
be  found  there  as  for  instance,  "California"  for  the  liv- 
ing room  and  "Winnipeg"  for  one  of  the  bedrooms,  shar- 
ing their  troubles  and  pleasures  with  delightful  unse'-fish- 
ness  and,  in  fact,  living  a  perfectly  happy  life.  Of  course, 
the  mortgage  was  foreclosed  finally,  upon  which  the 
Haphazards  moved  Mildew  Manse  off  the  old  site  and  out 
to  a  new  suburb,  living  in  it  while  en  route!  The  home 
life  of  the  Haphazards  is  the  real  story  although  the 
(•entral  figure  is  Joan  Lynn,  a  young  lady  of  spirit  who 
liad  come  to  the  city  to  retrieve  the  fortunes  of  her  family 
•And  who  had  hit  upon  the  idea  of  opening  a  suggestion 
l)ureau  in  a  popular  restaurant.  Joan  becomes  a  roomer 
at  Mildew  Manse  and  the  story  is  told  through  the  medium 
of  the  letters  she  writes  her  father  who  has  gone  to  the 
Alaskan  gold  fields  with  a  sand-dredger.  Her  own  love 
story  unfolds  as  the  story  proceeds  but  after  all  is  said 
and  done  it  is  the  queer,  reckless,  lovable  Haphazards  who 
hold  the  centre  of  the  stage  and  it  is  the  picture  of  this 
eccentric  household  that  remains  in  the  mind  of  the  reader 
after  the  hook  has  been  laid  down.  "Mildew  Manse,"  by 
Belle  K.  Maniates  (published  by  McClelland,  Goodchild 
&  Stewart),  is  told  in  bright,  readable  style  and  will 
beyond  a  question  enhance  the  reputation  of  the  writer  of 
"Amarilly  of  Clothes-Line  Alley."  in 
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THE  STRANGERS'  WEDDING 

Among  the  earliest  of  the  1916  novels  is  "The 
Strangers'  Wedding,"  by  W.  L.  George.  It  tells  the  story 
of  a  young  man  of  the  upper  classes  who,  through  his  own 
truly  philanthropic  inspiration,  becomes  identified  with 
settlement  work,  only  to  become  disillusionized  as  to  use- 
fulness of  the  work  being  done  and  the  worthiness  of  those 
who  controlled  it.  In  fact  he  becomes  so  disgusted  with 
his  own  class  that  he  marries  the  pretty  and  really  charm- 
ing daughter  of  a  washerwoman  and  with  that  step  begins 
the  story  proper.  It  evolves  that  these  two  people,  though 
both  most  likable  young  persons,  are  as  far  apart  as  the 
north  and  south  poles,  misunderstandings  inexorably 
ensue  and  the  author  with  admirable  subtlety  indicates  the 
reversion  to  type  and  withal  the  novel  concludes  happily. 
It  is  rich  in  humor,  in  keeping  with  the  sub-title  of  the 
book:  "The  Comedy  of  the  Romantic." 

It  will  be  recalled  that  in  one  of  last  year's  issues  of 
this  paper  a  brief  sketch  of  Mr.  Georsje  was  given  together 
with  his  own  analysis  of  his  novel  "The  Second  Bloom- 
ing." This  we  now  .supplement  with  the  following  ac- 
count of  his  beginning  as  a  writer  as  written  by  himself 
in  "T.  P. 's  Weekly"  some  years  ago: 

The  world,  he  says,  as  represented  by.  his  family,  did 
all  it  could  to  make  of  him  something  but  not  a  writer. 
He  was  put  to  engineering,  but  turned  out  "the  engineer- 
ing failure  of  the  century";  then  to  the  law,  but  the  law 
bored  him.  When  the  time  came  for  him  to  join  the 
French  Army  tlie  world  even  asked  whether  he  would  like 
to  be  a  soldier.  "But  no!"  he  says.  "Though  half  a 
Frenchman,  I  remerabei-ed  the  English  half,  and  to  Eng- 
land I  would  go — even  though  in  these  days  I  pronounced 
'bridle'  like  'briddlc'  and  Marjoribanks  as  slie  is  wrote." 
So  he  went  to  England,  but  did  not  at  once  become  an 
English  writer;  he  was  a  Frenchman  and  a  London  cor- 
respondent— unpaid — for  two  French  papers.  Later  he 
took  to  English  journalism,  and  in  1905  conceived  the 
bright  idea  of  writing  on  Garden  Cities,  an  article  which 
became  a  book.  But  he  soon  found  out  that  he  was  a 
novelist  and  not  a  writer  of  "serious  books,"  and  since 
the  publication  of  his  fir.st  novel  he  has  won  gradual 
recognition. 


WOOD  AND  STONE 

Among  the  interesting  books,  copies  of  which  have 
come  for  review  from  the  Copp,  Clark  Company  this 
month,  is  a  remarkable  novel  by  James  Cowper  Powys, 
entit'.ed  "Wood  and  Stone,"  which  is  a  volume  of  722 
pages  comprising  several  romances  besides  essays  dealing 
with  the  problem  of  getting  to  the  bottom  of  the  age-old 
struggle  between  the  well-constituted  and  the  ill-consti- 
tuted so  etfeftually  brought  to  the  fore  by  the  writings  of 
Nietzsche.  The  book  is  dedicated  "with  devoted  admira- 
tion to  the  fiTeatest  poet  and  novelist  of  our  age,  Thomas 
Hardy."  The  author  states  that  Hardy  cannot  be  imi- 
tated, but  it  is  a  fact  that  in  perusing  Mr.  Cowper  Powys 's 
pages  the  reader  is  frequently  reminded  of  the  Hardy  style. 
Also,  the  country  is  the  Hardy  country  and  the  same  may 
be  said  for  the  people.  The  latter  are  numerous  and  their 
secret  passions  and  ideas  are  freely  discussed.  The  general 
reader  will  find  "Wood  and  Stone"  decidedly  interesting. 


WAR  AND  LOVE 

"If  There  Must  Be  Battles"  is  the  title  of  a  little  book 
by  Miss  Dorothea  Chester  Paradise  which  presents  a 
series  of  letters  from  an  American  girl  to  a  Canadian 
soldier.  They  form  a  gradually  developing  love  story, 
tensified  and  played  upon  by  the  emotions  of  ten  months 
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of  -war.  The  varying  experiences  of  a  soldier's  career 
from  his  training  on  Salisbury  Plain  to  his  capture  by  the 
Germans  in  France  are  reflected  through  their  effect  on 
his  boyhood's  friend.  There  are  travel-sketches  and 
pictures  of  New  England  life  to  enliven  the  long  cam- 
paign. The  author  has  made  use  of  actual  events  for  the 
foundation  of  the  story.

SIX  STAR  RANCH 

A  most  unusual  circumstance  in  connection  with  the 
book  "Six  Star  Ranch"  by  Eleanor  H.  Porter  published 
this  month  is  the  fact  that  this  book  was  first  issued  in  the 
same  year  that  "Pollyanna"  appeared,  but  was  then  pub- 
lished under  the  pseudonym  "Eleanor  Stuart,"  because 
it  was  contrary  to  the  policy  of  the  publishers  to  issue  two 
books  in  one  j'ear  as  coming  from  the  same  author. 

Now  "Six  Star  Ranch"  appears  uniform  with  the  other 
"Pollyanna"  volumes  and  with  spirited  drawings  by 
Frank  Murch  together  with  a  portrait  of  the  heroine  re- 
produced in  colors  by  P.  Farriiiiiton  Ehvell. 


WHY  PRINCESSES  ARE  DULL 

According  to  the  Infanta  Eulalia  of  Spain  it  is  not 
remarkable  that  princesses  are  usually  dull.  In  her  book 
"Court  Life  from  Within,"  she  says  it  is  a  wonder  that 
they  are  not  all  idiots  because  the  plague  of  court  life  is 
ennui.  She,  however,  is  brilliant  enough  in  her  chatty 
sketches  and  reminiscences  of  court  life  touching  the 
lives  of  monarchs  and  their  families.  There  are  bright 
descriptions  and  impressions  of  America  based  upon  a 
short  visit  she  made  to  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 


STEVENSON  REVIVAL 

A  revival  in  interst  in  tlie  writings  of  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson  is  evidenced  by  new  editions  of  many  of  his 
books  which  have  recently  been  brought  out  as  well  as 
volumes  dealing  with  Stevenson  and  his  works.  Anotlier 
evidence  of  this  is  the  new  stage  presentation  of  "Treas- 
ure Is'and,"  drawing  large  houses.  In  this  connection  it 
is  interesting  to  refer  to  such  now  books  as  "On  the 
Trail  of  Stevenson,"  by  Clayton  Hamilton  and  "Robert 
Louis  Stevenson,"  by  Amy  Cruse,  being  a  volume  in  the 
"Heroes  of  All  Time"  series,  written  especially  for  cliil- 
dren.  Stevenson's  inclusion  in  this  series  seems  remark- 
able, the  heroes  of  the  other  volumes  being  such  person- 
ages as  Alexander  the  Great,  Jeanne  D'Arc  and  Sir 
"Walter  Raleigh. 

Clayton  Hamilton  makes  the  interesting  statement  that 
Stevenson  was  not  beloved  by  children.  He  states,  on  the 
authority  of  Mr.  Edmund  Gosse: 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  Louis  belonged  to  the  consider- 
able and  not  unworthy  class  of  men  who  always  feel  un- 
comfortable in  the  presence  of  children  who  are  very 
young.  He  didn't  know  what  to  do  with  them.  He  could 
write  immortal  poems  in  reminiscence  of  his  own  child- 
liood;  but  he  couldn't  make  a  baby  smile.  Small  children 
didn't  like  him,  because  he  seemed  queer." 


NEW  LIFE  OF  ROOSEVELT 

Hon.  Charles  S.  Washburn  has  written  a  new  biog- 
raphy of  Theodore  Roosevelt.  Mr.  Washburn  was  a 
class-mate  of  Col.  Roosevelt  at  Harvard,  and  has  for 
some  years  been  a  representative  from  Massachusetts  in 
the  United  States  Congress.  Though  often  differing  in 
polities  with  Rn^^t^e'-olt,  be  l^as  always  remained  a  close 
and  candid  friend.  The  book  is  written  with  a  zest  that 
recalls  the  stvle  of  the  Ex-President  himself. 


JEWELLED  BOOKS 

The  works  produced  in  the  Middle  Ages  were  of  re- 
markable beauty,  says  an  authority  writing  on  jewelled 
books  in  a  contemporary.  Religious  manuscripts  were 
enriched  with  illuminations  themselves,  while  their  covers 
were  of  silver,  gold,  or  enamel,  encrusted  with  gems. 
These  books  were  generally  bestowed  as  splendid  gifts  by 
bishops  and  princes  on  monastic  houses  and  churches 
where  they  were  laid  on  the  altar  or  chained  to  a  desk. 

The  Dukes  of  Burgundy  were  renowned  for  their 
libraries.  Their  "Boccaccio"  of  Charles  the  Bold  was 
bound  in  red  velvet  set  with  five  large  rubies.  Another 
Burgundian  book  was  velvet  bound  and  set  with  fifty-eight 
pearls  of  great  size. 

The  library  of  Philip  the  Good  of  Burgundy  surpassed 
all  other  book  collections  of  the  time.  It  contained  nearly 
10,000  volumes,  all  richly  illuminated  on  vel'-um,  with 
bindings  of  damask,  satin,  and  velvet,  encrusted  with 
jewels,  with  clasps  of  gold  and  gems. 


MARRIAGE  AS  A  REAL  ADVENTURE 

"The  Real  Adventure,"  by  Harry  Kitchell  Webster, 
author  of  "Calumet  K,"  is  announced  for  early  publica- 
tion. The  adventure  with  wliich  it  deals  is  Marriage. 
Two  young  people  of  a  bounding  vitality,  great  strength 
of  character  and  keen  intelligence  fall  deeply  in  love  with 
each  other  and  marry  after  a  whirlwind  courtship.  From 
this  point  develops  the  dramatic,  engrossing  story  of  con- 
flicting interests  and  ideas  handled  freshly,  wisely  and 
clcanlv.

He  has  gotten  together  a  "City  Committee" 
of  cultured  folk  who  pass  upon  a  selection  of  the  new 
books  as  they  come  out.  Tlio  books  approved  by  this 
committee— all  well-known  Buffalonians — are  placed  on  a 
special  table  prominently  placed  in  the  store.  The  idea  is 
worth  imitation.

Many.  TmportaBtN^w  Books  Plave  Recently  Been: 
Brought  Out 

Broke  to  every   kncwu   mischance,  lifted   over  all 

By  the  light  sane  joy   of   life,   the   l)uckler  of  the  Gaul, 

Furious  In  luxury,  merciless  in  toil. 

Terrible  with   strength   that  draws   from  her  tireless  soil, 

Strictest  judge  of  her  own  worth,  gentlest  of  man's  mind,

France  beloved   of  every  soul   that  loves   its  fellow-kind ! 

KIPLING'S  impressions  of  the  battlefront  in  France 
are  contained  in  a  thin  volume  that  makes  but  a 
little  more  than  an  hour's  reading:.  One  closes  it, 
however,  with  a  clearer  cut  conception  than  was  possible 
before  of  the  long:  battlefront  that  stretches  from  Swit- 
zerland to  the  sea.  Kipling's  knack  of  vivid  plirasing  is 
much  in  evidence,  presenting:  the  many  phases  of  the 
struggle  in  a  series  of  striking  vignettes. 

Perhaps  the  most  lasting  impression  tliat  he  leaves  is 
his  deep  abhorrence  of  everytliing  ])ertaining  to  tlu' 
''Boche,"  as  he  almost  invariably  calls  the  German,  bor- 
rowing the  word  that  is  ever  on  the  soldiers'  lips.  Some- 
times he  expresses  this  tlirougli  the  medium  of  the  soldiers 
with  whom  he  talked.  There  was,  for  instance,  tlie  French 
officer  wiu)  said  :  "This  is  the  frontier  of  civilization.  They 
have  all  civilization  against  them — those  brutes  yonder. 
It's  not  the  local  victories  of  the  old  wars  that  we're 
after.  It's  the  barbarian^ — all  the  barbarian."  Or  again 
it  crops  out  in  describing  a  SToup  of  German  prisoners. 
"They  were  the  breed  wliieli.  at  the  word  of  command,  had 
stolen  out  to  drown  women  and  children ;  had  raped 
women  in  the  streets  at  the  word  of  command;  and, 
always  at  the  word  of  command,  had  sprayed  petrol,  or 
squirted  flame;  or  voided  their  excrements  on  the  property 
and  persons  of  their  captives  .  .  .  yet  they  were  made 
in  the  likeness  of  humanity!"  And  again:  "To  be  sure, 
there  has  never  been  like  provocation  for  never  since  the 
Aesir  went  about  to  bind  the  Fenris  Wolf  has  all  the 
world  united  to  bind  the  Beast." 

Equally  unmistakable  is  his  admiration  of  the  Frencli 
and  all  their  works.  "The  Frencli,"  he  says,  "carry  an 
edge  to  their  fighting,  a  precision  and  a  dreafnl  know- 
ledge, coupled  with  an  insensibility  to  shock,  unlike  any- 
thing one  has  imagined  of  mankind."  He  found  France 
absolutely  given  over  to  the  war.  All  France  works  out- 
wards to  the  Front "It  is  a  people  possessed 

of  tlie  precedent  and  tradition  of  war  for  existence,  ac- 
customed to  hard  living  and  hard  labor,  sanely  economical 
by  temperament,  logical  by  training,  and  illumined  and 
transfigured  by  their  resolve  and  endurance."  The 
French,  he  reasons,  have  set  their  faces  toward  the  gaol 
ahead  and  the  concluding  words  of  the  book  have  a  con- 
vincing, even  a  prophetic  ring:  "The  war  will  go  on  till 
the  enemy  is  finished.  Tlie  French  do  not  know  when 
that  hour  will  come;  they  seldom,  speak  of  it;  they  do  not 
amuse  themselves  with  dreams  of  triumphs  or  terras. 
Their  business  is  war  and  they  do  their  business. ' ' 

As  said  before,  the  chief  interest  of  the  book  is  in  the 
vivid  and  yet  simple  descriptions  of  the  front  that  the 
great  poet  traversed.  It  is  not  KipUng  at  his  best  but 
it  is  well  worth  reading  for  the  lasting  pictures  that  it 
leaves  in  the  mind's  eye. 

WITH  THE  FIGHTING  FRENCH 

"Tlic  Spirit  of  France"  is  the  title  of  Owen  Johnson's 
new  book  dealing  with  his  experience  with  the  French  in 
the  war  zone.  It  is  a  vivid  and  intensely  dramatic  ac- 
count of  this  popular  novelist's  experiences  and  impres- 
sions in  Paris,  at  Rheims  and  Arras,  and  in  visits  to  the

BR.  SAROLEA'S  NEW  BOOKS 

Dr.  Sarolea,  has  written  a  new  book  entitled  "Tlie 
Curse  of  the  HohenzoUern,"  to  appear  shortly,  showing 
how  tlie  military  spirit  grew  in  Prussia  and  how  all  the 
German  people  gradually  became  subjected  to  it.  The 
same  author  has  written  a  booklet  dealing  with  the  mur- 
der of  Nurse  Cavell  and  a  new  book  which  shows  that  the 
Russian  people,  if  not  tlie  Government,  actually  stand  for 
democracy  and  freedom.  The  title  of  this  book  is  "Eur- 
ope's Debt  to  Russia." 

HALL  CAINE  AND  THE  WAR 

Ilall  Caine,  in  his  remarkable  book  "The  Drama  of 
Three  Hundred  and  Sixty-Five  Days,"  presents  great 
actors, — King  Edward,  the  Kaiser,  the  Crown  Prince; — 
tlic  prime  causes;  the  force  of  evil  against  good,  tyranny 
against  freedom; — the  underlying  currents, — tlie  spiritual 
aspects  of  sacrifice,  labor,  death ; — the  cataclysmic  hap- 
penings,— the  ultimatum,  the  assassination,  life  in  the 
trenches,  the  soul  bankruptcy  of  the  man  who  sank  the 
r.usitania; — woman's  part; — America's  part; — all  at  first 
hand,  all  fresh  and  blinding  in  its  intensity.  This  is  one 
of  the  group  of  war  books  which  the  publishers,  McClel- 
land, Goodchild  &  Stewart,  of  Toronto,  have  been  so  suc- 
cessful. 

FREDERICK  PALMER'S  VISIT 

Frederick  Palmer,  the  war  correspondent,  whose  "My 
Year  of  the  Great  War"  has  been  the  book  sensation  of 
the  war,  having  nothing  short  of  a  phenomenal  run  in 
Canada,  the  demand  still  running  high,  has  been  lecturing 
in  Toronto  and  other  Canadian  cities  in  the  latter  part  of 
January. 

The  first  of  these  lectures  was  held  in  Massey  Hall, 
Toronto,  and  that  spacious  auditorium  was  filled  to  capa- 
city. 

The  chairman.  Col.  Kingsmill,  paid  a  glowing  tribute 
to  McClelland,  Goodchild  &  Stewart,  the  Canarlian'  pub- 
lishers of  Mr.  Palmer's  book,  who  were  responsible  for  Mr. 
Palmer's  visit.  Col.  Kingsmill  referred  to  the  "most  un- 
businesslike proposal"  of  Mr.  McClelland  in  offering  to 
give  all  the  proceeds  to  the  123rd  Overseas  Battalion  for 
camp  kitchens,  hospitals,  etc.,  and  it  was  announced  that 
the  amount  thus  raised  was  nearly  $2,000. 

The  introductory  portion  of  Mr.  Palmer's  lecture  dealt 
with  "Life  at  the  British  Front"  this  being  followed  by 
moving  pictures  of  the  French  Front;  views  of  the  British 
Army  in  France;  talks  on  the  Battle  of  Loos  and  a  visit 
to  the  British  fleet,  the  programme  winding  up  with  motion 
pictures  of  artillery  at  work  and  views  of  the  British 
fleet. 

Mr.  Palmer  had  quite  a  strenuous  day  in  Toronto,  what 
with  luncheon  and  dinner  at  the  National  and  Toronto 
Clubs,  respectively,  a  reception  in  the  Mayor's  office,  fol- 
lowed by  visits  to  different  civic  departments,  the  Parlia- 
ment Buildings  and  a  most  interesting  visit  to  the. miliiary 
camp  at  the  Exhibition  grounds.      ,'.•1  ,-.  i,,;j:;   l-V,-\\  <■_:

WAR  VERSE  BY  A  CANADIAN 

Judging  from  the  plethora  of  verse  manuscripts  bearing 
on  war  themes  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  pub- 
lishers during  the  last  year  or  so  one  would  he  tempted 
to  believe  that  every  second  Canadian  left  at  home  was 
writing  poems  on  the  war.  Of  course  a  great  deal  of  this 
material  is  scarcely  worth  of  consideration.  Here  and 
tJiere,  however,  a  really  worthy  manuscript  is  discovered. 
One  of  the  latter,  a  very  dainty  little  volume  in  khaki 
cloth  stamped  in  white  foil,  has  been  published  under  the 
title  "Songs  of  Heroic  Days."  Dr.  Thomas  O'Haaan,  the 
author,  has  made  considerable  of  a  reputation  tiirough  his 
former  books  and  iiis  essays.  A  feature  of  the  new  book 
will  b^  the  reproduction  of  a  letter  received  by  the  author 
fronj  the  King  of  Belgium  in  recognition  of  a  well-turned 
set  of  verses  ascribed  to  King  Albert. 

WAR  PROBLEMS  DISCUSSED 

"  Munsterberg.  and  Militarism  Cliecked,"'  a  soniewhai 
pbilwsophie  discussion  of  several  of  the  problems  of  the 
war,  issued  in  December,  lias  already  exliausted  its  lirst 
•edition.  The  book  has  been  well  received  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces  where  its  author,  Rev.  Chas.  W.  Squires,  D.D., 
is  well-known  as  a  Methodist  Pastor  and  the  fact  tliat  a 
volume  which  treats  its  subject  in  such  a  directly-serious 
way  would  have  been  taken  up  so  quickly  by  the  people  in 
the  East  is  somewhat  of  a  surprise.  At  present  a  United 
States  edition  is  being  considered. 

SIR  MAX  AITKEN'S  BOOK 

London,  January  25. — "Canada  in  Flanders,"'  is  the 
title  of  a  work  publis-hed  this  week  by  Hodder  &  Stough- 
ton,  the  author  of  which  is  Sir  Max  Aitken.  The  Right 
Hon.  Andrew  Bonar  Law,  Secretary  for  the  Colonies,  sub- 
scribes the  preface,  in  which  he  remarks: 

"The  present  work  seems  to  me  to  be  a  model  of  lucid, 
picturesque  and  sympathetic  narrative.  We  have  the 
right  to  feel  very  proud  of  the  part  being  played  in  the 
terrible  tragedy  of  this  war  by  the  great  overseas  domin- 
ions of  the  British  Crown.  We  have  no  power  to  compel 
any  one  of  them  to  contribute  a  single  penny  or  send  a 
single  man,  but  they  have  given  of  their  best;  not  to  help 
us — though  I  think  they  would  have  done  that  also — but 
to  defend  the  Empire,  which  is  theirs  as  much  as  ours. 

"The  relations  after  this  war  between  these  great 
Dominions  and  the  Mother  Country  will  never  be  the  same 
again,  the  pressure  by  our  enemies  welding  us  together, 
the  British  Empire  becoming  in  reality  as  well  as  in  name 
a  united  nation." 

BOOKS  OF  WAR  INTEREST 

For  the  Allies  in  the  present  war  no  campaign  has  met 
with-  such  distinct  success  as.  that  which  marked  that 
conducted  by  General  Botha  in  South  Africa.  This  lends 
particular  interest  to  a  book  entitled  "With  Botha  in  the 
Field,"  written  by  Moore  Ritchie,  one  of  Gen.  Botha's' 
body  guard.  He  describes  the  rebellion  in  British  South 
Africa  and  the  campaign  in  German  South  West  Africa. 
The  book  has  numerous  illustrations  from  photographs.

A  particularly  attractive,  interesting  new  war  book 
is  that  by  Thomas  Wilkinson,  entitled  "Tlie  Dardanelles," 
being  color  sketches  from  Gallipoli.  There  are  thirty  full 
page  plates  in  color,  in  addition  to  a  number  of  black  and 
white  illustrations.  This  book  is  welcome  for  its  artistic 
merit  as  well  as  for  its  value  as  a  contribution  to  history. 

"In  a  French  Military  Hospital,"  is  the  title  of  a 
book  by  Dorothy  Cator.  Another  new  book  of  war  inter- 
est is  Sir  Martin  Conway's  "The  Crowd  in  Peace  and 
War"  being  an  attempt  to  deal  in  popular  language  with 


the  relations  of  the  individual  to  the  crowd  and  of  crowds 

to  one  another.

The  N.  C.  O.'s  Handy  Book,  F.  K.  Grafton  &  Sons, 
Montreal,  twenty-five  cents,  is  a  new  military  text  book 
of  a  new  order  that  has  been  compiled  by  the  officers  of 
the  McGill  Contingent,  Canadian  Officers'  Training  Corps. 
The  information  is  of  a  very  practical  nature  free  from 
all  technicality  of  detail  so  that  it  should  prove  of  value 
not  only  to  the  old  soldier  for  reference  but  to  the  new- 
recruit  or  the  civilian  for  instruction  purposes.  It  covers, 
the  life,  duties,  etc.,  of  all  ranks  in  barrack  and  camp. 

TO  HELP  RECRUITING 

Frank  Yeigh,  the  well-kiuiwii  writer  and  lecturer,  has 
jcsigiied  as  Registrar  of  Lands,  Forest  and  Mines,  after 
many  yeare  in  the  civil  service,  first  as  private  secretary 
to  the  late  Hon.  A.  S.  Hardy  and  other  premiers,  Mr. 
YeJgh  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Oritarib  Civil 
Service  Association,  and  took  active  interest  in  the  service. 
For  a  time  Mr.  Yeisjh  will  engage  in  lecture  work,  takin'.;- 
care  of  the  demands  for  .his  illustrated  travel  lectures  on 
Canada  and  the  war.  Tne-^e  illustrated  traA-el  lectures  will 
be  given  for  patriotic  and  recruiting  purposes. 

HISTORICAL  ESSAYS 

Another  book  which  seems  to  be  arousing  some  atten- 
tion in  the  Eastern  Provinces  is  W.  Frank  Hatheway's 
"Why  France  Lost  Canada,"  a  series  of  aesthetic  and 
historical  essays,  illustrated  largely  wuth  views  of  Mari- 
time scenery.  The  author  is  one  of  Halifax's  litterateurs, 
who  writes  because  lie  likes  to  and  not  from  any  mercen- 
ary motive. 

A  HYMN  BOOK  FOR  SOLDIERS 

Much  blessed  is  the  soldier — in  some  ways — these  days. 
If  a  Canadian  private  attempts  to  carry  away  all  the  gifts 
made  to  him  and  for  him  he  seems  likely  to  need  a  dunnage 
bag  as  big  as  himself.  The  newest  preparation  for  the 
Canadian  Tommy  is  a  Hymn  and  Song  Book,  which  is 
being  brought  out  for  J.  E.  Jones  by  the  Methodist  Book 
and  Publishing  House.  Mr.  Jones  is  without  doubt  one  of 
the  best  authorities  on  hymns  and  hjTnnology  in  Canada. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  he  was  Secretary  and  general 
Laetotiim  of  the  Committee  which  produced  the  Book  of 
Praise  of  the  Anglican  Cliurch  some  few  years  ago.  And 
possibly  no  one  in  this  country  is  more  fitted  to  compile 
such  a  book.  The  song  book  will  bo  jilaced  on  the  market 
at  a  nominal  price. 

BOOKS  FOR  CHILDREN 

Word  is  already  beginning  to  come  as  to  new  juvenile 
books  for  next  Christmas  season  and  one  house  tells  of 
the  preparation  of  "The  Real  Mother  Goose,"  which  is  to 
have  over  three  hundred  verses  and  nearly  two  hundred 
pictures.  Elizabeth  Gordon  has  again  collaborated  with 
Penny  Ross  the  artist  in  the  production  of  a  book  for 
children  the  title  of  which  is  to  be  "I  Wonder  Why?"

The  two  strokes  of  the  "X"  should  cross  slightly  above 
half  way  between  the  guide  lines.  This  means  that  the 
lower  part  of  the  letter  is  a  little  larger  than  the  upper 
section. 

The  "Z"  requires  special  attention.  It  is  not  used  as 
often  as  other  letters  and  for  that  reason  needs  much 
practice.  It  is  just  as  necessary  to  form  it  correctly  as 
any  other  letter,  when  it  is  required.

Editoral  Chronicle  and  Comment 


EXTENDING  THE  BOOKSTANDS 

THE  extension  of  bookstands  or  bookstalls,  in 
_  towns  too  small  to  support  full-fledged  bookshops 
is  being  actively  advocated  in  the  United  States  and 
by  reason  of  the  existence  of  publishers'  and  book- 
sellers' a.'-\sociation?,  will  probably  be  carried  forward 
successfully.  The  idea  is  to  develop  not  only  book- 
stands but  one-man  or  one-woman  shops  whose  pro- 
prietors are  alike  familiar  with  stock  and  customers 
and  will  consequently  be  able  to  bring  them  together. 
As  the  "Publishers'  Weekly"  points  out: 
"The  untouched  field  in  the  small  towns  of  the 
country  is  wide,  and  would  prove  exceedingly  fruit- 
ful. The  little  tea-room  with  a  book  alcove,  the  arts 
and  crafts  shop  with  a  book  annex,  the  one-room 
book.«hop,  and  the  store-corner  bookshop,  all  these 
are  pos?ihilities  in  the  towns  at  present  too  small  to 
support  any  sort  of  a  regular  bookstore.  .  .  .  Even- 
tually, many  of  these  little  bookstalls  would  develop 
into  full-fledged  bookstores,  so  that  the  importance 
of  a  movement  of  the  sort  properly  launched  and 
successfully  administered  can  hardly  be  over-esti- 
mated. .  .  .  Unless  the  plan  of  campaign  were 
carefully  organized  and  worked  out  in  the  fullest 
detail  the  percentage  of  failures  would  almost  surely 
run  impossibly  high.  But  careful  analysis  of  the 
difficulties  in  advance,  and  carefully  prepared  and 
clearly  formulated  solutions  of  them  would  undoub- 
tedly save  many  an  embryo  bookstall  from  ship- 
wreck. There  must,  in  other  words,  be  a  standardized 
plan.  ...  In  this  way,  and  in  no  other,  can  en- 
trance into  bookselling  be  made  possible,  even  in 
small  towns,  with  any  hope  of  ultimate  or  continued 
success." 

As  conditions  in  Canada  are  similar  to  those  in 
the  United  States  the  question  is  equally  important 
to  this  country  and  we  think  the  idea  is  good  enough 
to  warrant  the  enthusiastic  .support  of  all  members  of 
the  book  trade. 


PRICES  STILL  SOARING 

ADVA^iCES  in  prices  may  be  looked  for  in  most 
stationery  lines  because  of  the  frequent  and 
abrupt  changes  in  the  price  of  raw  materials.  Con- 
sequently, wholesale  stationers  are  being  obliged  to 
withdraw  prices. 

This  applies  with  special  force  to  all  articles  made 
of  paper  and  to  goods  in  which  dertain  chemical 
compounds  are  ingredients. 

Some  sundries  have  disappeared  and  others  are 
likely  to  go  off  the  market  entirely,  as  for  instance 
articles  made  of  brass,  the  price  of  which  has  soared 
and  will  doubtless  go  still  higher. 

Retail  stationers  will  fully  appreciate  the  situa- 
tion and  should  co-operate  with  the  manufacturers 
and  wholesalers  in  facing  the  present  unusual  con- 
ditions. 

Last  month  mention  was  made  of  the  advance  in 
prices  of  books  in  England,  mention  being  made 
that  general  advances  would  be  made  approximating 
a  penny  to  the  shilling  on  the  list  prices  of  books. 
Since  that  time  further  advances  in  paper  have  fol- 
lowed and  it  is  difficult  to  state  w'ith  any  degree  of 
certainty  what  book  prices  will  be  maintained  this 
year.  Some  books  will  go  higher  than  the  advance 
indicated  a  month  ago.  It  would  seem  advisable  for 
the  dealers  to  buy  necessary  requirements  of  certain 
lines  of  both  book  and  stationery  lines  without  delay, 
because  there  seems  little  hope  that  present  prices 
can  be  maintained  and  any  changes  in  prices  will  cer- 
tainly be  advances.

PER  TIN  EN  T  A  D  VER  TISING  LOGIC 

MR.  SCHUMAN,  one  of  the  best-known  advertis- 
ing men  in  the  United  States,  recently  made 
some  rather  startling  statements  in  The  American 
Business  and  Standard  Advertising,  a  Chicago  pub- 
lication.    We  quote  from  his  article  the  following: 

"Does  it  surprise  you  when  I  say  that  there  is 
more  real  money  invested  in  monthly  trade  journals 
in  the  United  States  than  there  is  in  all  the  popular 
and  literary  monthly  magazines? 

"And  do  you  follow  me  when  I  declare  that  the 
per  capita  buying  power  for  things  that  only  men 
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with  money  can  buy,  both  for  their  homes  and  their 
bnsinei-ses  is  ten  times  as  great  among  trade  journal 
subscribers  as  it  is  among  subscribers  of  any  of  the 
popular  weeklies  or  monthlies? 

"In  other  words  that  the  trade  journal,  using  the 
term  in  its  l)road  sense,  is  read  mainly  by  that  5  per 
cent,  of  the  country's  population, who  employ  or  in 
some  other  way  direct  or  control  most  of  the  other 
05  per  cent? 

"And  just  one  more  thought  to  give  the  trade 
journal  a  standing  in  court:  It  is  estimated  that 
more  than  one  hundred  millions  of  dollars  are  in- 
vested in  the  business  of  publishing  trade  journals 
in  the  United  States  alone.'"' 

Mr.  Schuman  proceed-'  to  handle  without  gloves 
those  advertising  agencies  who  affect  disdain  for  trade 
papers,  lie  sums  up  the  attitude  of  such  advertising 
agencies  by  saying  that  they  object  to  trade  papers 
because  it  takes  more  real  skill  to  write  a  $50  trade 
paper  advertisement  than  it  does  for  a  $5,000  page 
for  general  publicity. 

MA  ETERimCK  THE  SEER 

Til  1'>RE  are  those  who  claim  to  enjoy  Maeterlinck 
and  even  those  who  claim  to  understand  him. 
And  on  the  other  hand  there  are  those — honest, 
straightforward  souls^ — -who  acknowled'i;e  in  a  half- 
shamefaced  way  that  Maeterlinck  is  beyond  them ; 
in  fact  that  the  writings  of  Confucius  in  the  original 
would  be  almost  as  intelligible  as  some  of  Maeter- 
linck's translated.  However,  the  fact  remains  that, 
despite  the  awe  and  dread,  he  inspires,  Maeterlinck  is 
a  wonderful  man  and  writer.  This  by  way  of  intro- 
duction to  a  word  on  his  fairly  well-known  theory  of 
transposition  of  epochs.  He  declares  that  the  past, 
present  and  future  are  one;  that  the  future  exists  in 
the  pre.'^ent;  and  that,  in  some  circumstances,  it  is 
possible  to  realize  past  and  future  fully  as  easily  as 
the  present.  In  other  words  a  person  with  the  proper 
psychic  equipment  could  tell  exactly  what  each  stage 
of  life  would  bring  forth.  The  groom  standing  at 
the  altar  could  visualize  the  time  when  his  grand- 
children would  toddle  up  to  him  or — if  he  were  a 
New  Yorker — the  less  distant  day  when  his  helpmeet 
would  board  the  train  for  Reno.  Maeterlinck  prob- 
ably holds  an  implicit  belief  in  this  rather  terrifying 
theory,  for  he  is  too  great  to  descend  to  mountebank 
advocacy  of  a  crank  idea  for  publicity  alone.  Let 
him  then  attempt  to  apply  it.  He  could  render  a 
great  service  by  casting  forward  into  the  black  void 
of  the  future  and  learning  what  time-to-be  holds  in 
regard  to  the  various  forms  of  literature.  Will  the 
novel  hold  its  sway  or  wnll  some  new  form  be  found? 
Will  Cubism  and  Futurism  creep  into  literature  as 
they  have  into  art?  Will  Shakespeare  and  Scott  and 
Dickens,  and  Tolstoy  and,  yes,  Maeterlinck  be  for- 
gotten in  the  lustre  of  the  great  men  still  to  be  born? 
Will  the  lendencv  to  realism  be  further  developed  or 


will  men  relax  back  into  idealism?     These  are  all 
interesting  points.     Let  Maeterlinck  speak.

RISING  CANADIAN  WRITERS 

SE\'ERAL  Canadians  are  coming  to  the  front  in 
the  American  illustrating  field.  Arthur  William 
Brown  is  perhaps  the  most  notable  success.  His  work 
appears  regularly  in  Saturday  Evening  Post,  Mc- 
Clure's,  Metropolitan  and  other  leading  magazines.  A 
drawing  by  Arthur  William  Brown  can  be  recognized 
at  a  glance  without  any  reference  to  the  signature  in 
the  corner;  for  all  of  his  work  is  distinctly  character- 
istic. His  figures  are  strong  and  life-like  and  his  back- 
grounds masterpieces  of  detail.  Norman  Price  is  also 
coming  to  the  fore  although  some  of  his  be.-t  work 
has  been  done  for  advertising  campaigns.  Charles 
McClelland  is  chiefly  known  for  his  cover  de.signs 
which  are  exceptionally  good. 


POST-WAR  IMMIGRATION    . 

AT  New  York,  recently  Lord  Shaughnessy  made 
a  brief  statement  regarding  Canada's  post-war 
immigration  policy,  which  is  interesting  in  that  be- 
ing, as  he  was,  talking  to  comparative  strangers,  he 
took  a  slightly  different  angle  than  in  his  interviews 
at  home.  He  expressed  the  view  that  after  the  war 
Canada  would  put  into  operation  the  biggest  national 
land  settlement  scheme  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
In  this  connection  he  pointed  out  that  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  has  refused  to  sell  farm  lands  to  any- 
body but  actual  settlers,  and  said  that  he  expected 
this  policy  to  be  carried  out  in  a  national  way,  with 
Dominion  and  Provincial  Governments  co-operating 
to  put  settlers  on  the  land  rather  than  to  let  large 
areas  pass  into  the  hands  of  speculators. 
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Toronto  Book,  Fancy  Goods  and  Toy  Fair 

Various  Wholesale  Concerns  Adopt  Same  Six  Week's  Period  for  Spring  Exhibitions — 

Centralized  Organization  May  Evolve 


BEGINNING  at  the  middle  of  this  month  an  im- 
mense book,  toy  and  fancy  goods  fair  will  be  held 
in  Toronto.  There  is  no  central  organization  and 
perhaps  it  is  ooin^'  a  little  too  far  to  speak  cf  the  various 
exhibitions  of  holiday  lines,  each  independent  of  the 
other,  as  forming  one  fair  which  can  be  spoken  of  in  the 
singular  sense.  Nevertheless  it  amounts  to  that  and  the 
fact  that  unity  of  effort  is  being  manifested  to  a 
greater  dcjrce  each  successive  year,  ~  indicates  that  a 
joint  and  centralized  organization  wi'.l  evolve. 

Tl'is  year  several  different  book  and  stationery,  fancy 
goods  and  toy  wholesale  concerns  have  arranged  their 
dates  so  thnt  t!'eir  spring-  exliibitions  will  fall  in  the  same 
six  weeks  period  running  to  the  end  of  April. 

More  firms  are  adopting  this  idea  year  by  year  and 
this  year  it  is  confidently  expected  that  a  greater  number 
of  retailers  than  ever  (before  will  make  buying  trips  to 
Toronto  to  place  import  orders  for  next  season's  holiday 
trading. 

Another  element  that  promises  greater  things  for  this 
year's  bi-siness  at  these  exhibitions  is  the  optimistic 
spirit  which  dominates  the  trade  this  year  as  compared 
with  the  pessimism  of  the  past  two  years. 

As  the  weeks  of  1916  roll  by,  this  fee'.ing  of  confidence 
in  what  the  present  year  is  to  brins:  forth  is  intensified 
rather  than  discounted  and  every  indication  is  that  the 
year  is  aninu-  to  be  a  good  one  in  the  book,  stationery  and 
associated  trades  throughout  Canada. 

Government  Takes  a  Hand 

Readers  of  "Bookseller  and  Stationer''  will  be  inter- 
ested to  learn  that  Sir  George  Foster,  Minister  of  Trade 
and  Commerce,  has  an-anged  a  conference  of  manufactur- 
ers and  prospective  manufacturers  of  toys  to  take  place 
in  Toronto  on  March  28,  to  discuss  preliminaries  for  the 
holding  of  an  exhibition  of  Canadian  toy  products.  In  a 
letter  to  the  publishers  of  "Bookseller  and  Stationer," 
Sir  George  Foster  expresses  satisfaction  with  tiie  keen 
interest  that  these  manufacturers  have  shown  in  this 
proposal  and  the  large  number  of  responses  he  has  had, 
all  of  which  gives  good  promise  of  a  toy  exhibition  as  a 
permanent  fixture. 

Subsequently  other  fields  of  manufacture  will  be  simi- 
larly dealt  with.  This  toy  exhibition  will  be  only  the  ini- 
tial .'tep  toward  a  permanent  representation  of  industrial 
product  which  find  vogue  in  other  countries  and  which 
might  profitably  be  manufactured  in  Canada.  The  gen- 
eral programme  will  be  carried  forward  by  a  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Practical,  Commercial  Export  Intelligence. 


News  of  the  Trade 


■Brantford,  Feb.  22.— Edward  Stedman,  Sr.,  father 
of  the  young  men  who  constitute  the  firm  of  Stedman 
Bros.,  met  instant  death  while  operating  the  elevator. 
He  had  been  ill,  and  while  bringing  the  elevator  up  from 
the  basement  to  the  ground  tloor,  he  fell  in  a  spell  of  dizzi- 
ness, his  head  being  caught  between  the  elevator  and  the

His  word  was  a'ways  as  good  as  his  bond,  and  he  always 
manifested  an  honesty  of  mind  and  integrity  of  purpose 
w'icli  \Von  for  him  universal  esteem.  He  is  survived  by 
Mrs.  Stedman  and  five  children.  Miss  Lily,  Miss  B-^atriee, 
Samuel  Stediran,  Edward  Stedman  and  George  Stedman, 
all  of  this  city.

Charles  H.  Bush,  George  A.  Ireland,  Charles  Males,  John 
Mochrie,  Richard  Philp,  George  Sweeting,  in  addition  to 
the  following  former  employees:  Reginald  Baillie,  Wil- 
liam Graham,  William  McDiarmid  and  W.  R.  Turnbull. 
Alex.  McFarlane,  another  former  employee,  was  killed 
in  action. 

A  Trade  Barometer.— A  collection  of  extracts  of  letters 
from  the  retail  trade  received  during  1916  and  dealing 
with  the  recent  holiday  trade  has  been  issued  by  W.  J. 
Gage  &  Co.  in  book  form  under  the  name  of  "A  Trade 
Barometer."  Almost  invariably  these  letters  had  an  opti- 
mistic tone  with  reports  showing  1915  ahead  of  1914  and 
expressing  good  expectations  for  1916.  Many  of  the 
dealers  in  speaking  of  the  reason  for  better  business 
dwelt  on  the  bumper  crops  of  1915  and  the  healthy  pro- 
portions of  savings  accounts. 


Selling  Methods  of  an  Owen  Sound  Bookstore 

Interview  With  A.  E.  Ireland,  Who  Telis  of  Ideas  Successfully  Worked  in  Increased 

Book  and  Stationery  Sales. 


IF  a  man  or  woman  comes  into  your  store  and  asks 
you    whether   you    have    such    and    such    a   book    in 
stock,  and  you  sell  the  book  at  $1.25  or  $1.35,  possibly 
you  are  satisfied  that  you  are  selling  books. 

But  if  tlie  same  man  or  same  woman  who  was  not 
already  primed  on  the  book  question,  came  in  and  asked 
you  what  such  and  such  a  book  was  like,  or  whether  he 
would  enjoy  reading  it,  you  might  or  might  not  sell  that 
book. 

If  you  had  read  that  book,  and  had  formed  an  opinion 
on  it,  and  at  the  same  time  you  had  read  the  customer 
as  well,  and  formed  a  definite  opinion  of  him,  the  chances 
are  that  you  would  sell  that  book.  If  you  had  not  tended 
to  both  of  these  necessary  points  in  connection  with  the 
selling  of  books,  it  is  not  so  likely  that  the  sale  would 
have  i;one  through. 

Bookseller  and  Stationer  is  prompted  to  treat  the  sub- 
ject in  this  way,  from  a  visit  of  a  member  of  the  staff, 
to  the  store  of  W.  K.  Ireland  of  Owen  Sound.  Mr. 
Ireland's  store  would  give  most  of  us  two  main  impres- 
sions on  visiting  it  for  the  first  time,  one  of  books  and 
one  of  magazines.  From  the  window  standpoint  you 
would  say  magazines  and  books,  from  the  interior  you 
would  rather  reverse  the  order.  There  are  many  other 
good  selling  points  about  the  Ireland  store  in  addition 
to  these,  and  those  we  will  mention  later,  but  these  two 
are  the  outstanding  ones. 

In  a  talk  with  Mr.  A.  E.  Ireland,  a  son  of  the  pro- 
prietor, who  is  carrying  out  his  fathers 's  policy  in  connec- 
tion with  the  store,  some  information  was  given  as  to 
the  methods  of  handling  business  in  this  store,  which 
shows  an  unusually  large  sale  of  books. 

"We  adopt  the  system  of  relays  here,  in  reading  all 
the  books  that  come  in,  as  far  as  we  can,"  said  Mr. 
Ireland.  Not  only  do  we  try  to  get  a  definite  idea  of  the 
book  itse'.f,  hut  we  make  ourselves  familar  with  the 
names  of  other  books,  even  if  we  have  none  of  them  in 
stock,  and  have  never  handled  them  before." 

"That  book  you  told  me  about  is  pretty  good",  said 
a  man  n  s'ort  time  ago.  "Have  you  anything  else  he 
has  written?" 

"The  book  he  referred  to  was  of  Thurston's.  'John' 
(■hillieote,  M.P.  I  mentioned  the  "Masquerader"  to 
him,  givina-  some  idea  of  the  contents.  It  so  happened 
that  I  knew  this  without  having  to  look  it  up,  but  if  I 
had  not.  I  would  have  made  it  a  point  to  do  so,  as  soon 
as  I  had  sold  him  the  first  book  so  as  to  be  ready  for  his 
return. 

"I  try  to  keep  track  to  a  considerable  extent,  of  the 
books  T  s?l!,  and  to  become  familar  with  the  fancies  of 
individual  buyers,  in  order  that  when  they  come  in  again, 
even  if  they  do  not  mention  a  certain  hook  to  me,  I 
know  what  they  bought,  and  show  them  something  like 
it.  In  the  ease  in  question  I  sold  another  Thurston  book 
on  the  strength  of  recommending  the  first.'  Sometimes 
I  have  =!o]d  several  of  the  same  author  in  succession  to 
the  c'lstomer". 

"T''o  position  of  the  bookseller  is  somethinir  the 
i^ame  as  is  presented  in  the  public  libraries  by  the  librar- 
ians. Thoy  are  asked  by  men  and  women,  and  young 
men  and  'jirls,  to  sell  them  sometMn'Z'  that  they  think 
they  wntilrl  like.  This  involves  of  eonrs".  some  analysis 
of  our  customers,  and  also  a  wide  knowledo'C  of  the  books 
we  have  in  stock,  those  that  are  on  the  market.  We  sell 


ii  large  number  of  books  just  by  looking  after  them  in 
this  way.  It  takes  some  time  of  course  to  read  tlie  books, 
but  it  is  worth  all  the  trouble  and  time  we  devote  to  it." 

Mr.  Ireland  has  the  usual  variety  in  prices  in  his 
store.  He  has  a  special  table  with  a  raised  stand  on  it 
for  new  books  at  $1.25  and  so  on,  and  he  has  another 
table  for  50c  books,  another  for  35c  and  anotiier  f jr  25c 
ones.  On  each  table  or  stand  he  has  a  card — for  in- 
stance, on  the  50c  lines  he  has  a  card- — "Any  book  in 
tliis  display  50c".  In  the  25c  line  he  has  the  card — 
"Best  bright  and  breezy  books,  special  line  25c". 

There  are  special  bocks  that  can  be  bought  up  in  lots 
whic.i  will  give  an  excellent  profit,  if  the  bookseller 
keeps  his  eyes  open.  The  Ireland  store  bought  up  quite 
a  number  of  books  before  Christmas  and  they  took  out 
the  best  of  the  titles  and  authors  and  added  them  to  their 
regular  50  cent  line.  A  large  number  were  sold,  with 
those  tiiat  were  left  they  made  a  special  table  after  the 
first  of  January  and  put  them  in  to  clear  at  25  cents. 
The  jcsponse  was  immediate.  They  had  people  coming 
iu  asking  for  the  "25  cent  books"  they  were  selling. 
This  v-:ir'  done  without  any  special  advertising.  Mr. 
Ireland  did  not  mention  the  price,  but  we  were  ^iven  to 
iindcrstund  that  the  lower  price  did  not  net  the  firm  any 
loss. 

Just  one  more  point  on  books,  a  local  illustration, 
showing  the  energetic  manner  in  which  books  are  handled 
by  this  firm.  There  is  a  minister  of  Owen  Sound,  Rev. 
Dr.  Thurlow  Fraser,  who  brought  out  a  book  called  "The 
Call  of  the  East".  This  book  was  of  general  interest,  as 
well  as  local,  and  dealt  with  Dr.  Eraser's  pers  )nal  ex- 
periences in  Formosa.  On  the  day  on  which  the  hook 
ivas  issued  the  store  opened  up  with  a  window  contain- 
ing nothing  else  but  this  book,  with  suitable  cards  call- 
ing attention  to  it,  the  author,  the  price  and  also  an 
advertisement  was  placed  in  a  local  paper  coming  oat 
twice  a  v/eek.  The  firm  got  Dr.  Fraser  to  come  in  and 
autograph  30  or  40  of  these  books,  at  the  back  of  the 
store,  and  this  addition  was  found  successful  in  selling 
several  of  the  most  prominent  people  of  the  town.  Alto- 
gether several  hundred  books  were  sold. 

But  the  sale  did  not  drop  here.  A  short  time  ago 
Dr.  Fraser  volunteered  for  the  front  as  Chaplain  and 
the  firm  thought  this  was  a  good  time  to  push  the  sale 
of  the  book  a^ain.  Another  window  was  put  in  and  a 
photo<iTaph  of  Dr.  Fraser  was  used  in  the  window  and  a 
neat  card  with  the  wording  "The  author,  Dr.  Thurlow 
Fraser,  now  with  the  50th  Battallion  C.E.F."  The  result 
(vas  a  further  increase  in  sales. 

We  were  going  to  close  the  book  story  at  this  point 
but  another  one  should  not  be  overlooked.  This  is  in 
line  with  another  special  method  of  pushing  sales  that  the 
firm  adopted.  A  special  table  is  used  for  military  books, 
particularly  those  dealing  with  instruction  of  otficers  and 
men,  as  a  battalion  is  quartered  at  Owen  Sound.  This 
is  entirely  apart  of  course  from  general  books  on  tho 
war,  which  the  firm  pushes  in  its  own  way;  these  in- 
structive, books  are  of  interest  to  soldiers  alone.  They 
are  placed  on  a  table  facing  the  entrance  to  t'^e  store 
and  just  below  them  is  set  out  an  attractive  display  of 
khaki  linen  paper.  Several  signs  are  used  in  connection 
with  this  disnlay  and  the  two  together  attract  a  good 
deal  of  attention. 
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In  connection  with  this  it  might  be  mentioned  that 
as  soon  as  it  was  announced  that  khaki  writing  paper 
was  on  sale,  the  firm  wired  to  Toronto  for  a  supply  and 
had  it  on  hand  within  a  few  hours.  They  at  once  be- 
gan introducing  it  to  customers  who  came  in,  showing 
them  it  and  they  found  a  ready  sale  at  once.  They 
itrought  new  customers  and  in  the  next  two  or  three 
weeks  a  large  amount  of  business  was  done.  It  should 
be  mentioned  at  the  same  time  that  a.s  soon  as  ^they 
received  the  goods  they  displayed  them,  giving  up  an 
f-ntire  window  to  khaki  paper. 

Another  point  along  the  same  line,  following  up  local 
opportunities,  is  the  sale  of  sets  of  military  maple  leafs, 
pins,  etc.,  as  it  was  found  the  local  men  had  not  been 
supplied.  A  "Tipperary  pup"  is  used  to  give  "atmos- 
chere. ' ' 

As  far  as  magazines  are  concerned  the  firm  make  it 
c'  settled  policy  of  giving  one  window  up  to  the  display 
of  each  month's  magazine  as  they  come  in.  The  window 
is  arranged  in  a  sloping  manner,  so  the  books  will  show 
off  better  than  when  they  are  put  on  the  floor,  and  some 
are  shown  specially  with  a  cord  strung  across  the  win- 
dow. The  firm  are  the  agents  for  the  Curtis  Publishing 
Co.,  and  they  often  make  a  window  of  the  Ladies  Home 
.Journal  and  Saturday  Evening  Post  and  sometimes  both 
together.  Usually,  however,  the  window  is  given  up  to 
the  display  of  as  many  of  the  monthly  magazines  as 
possible.  Mr.  Ireland  stated  that  whenever  for  special 
reasons  another  display  is  put  in  this  window  that  the 
sale  of  these  magazines  falls  off.  so  that  he  regards  this 
as  a  proof  of  the  necessity  of  specializing  in  this  way 
■with  a  window  of  magazines  as  a  most  helpful  way  of 
iMiilding  up  and  keeping  up  a  steady  sale. 

The  ma'^azines  are  also  shown  in  a  table  in  the  store. 

The  firm  have  opened  a  new  and  unusual  line,  choco- 
lates, which  are  displayed  in  a  glass  case  inside  the  door. 
The  goods  include  boxes,  nut  milk  bars,  etc.,  and  the 
Kales  so  far  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  firm  have  a  convenient  arransement  for  prevent- 
ing the  store  from  being  littered  up:  a  small  "receiving'' 
room  at  the  rear  connected  with  the  back  vard. 


ART  PAPETERIES 

''D'Art  Moderne"  is  the  name  given  a  new  series  of 
papeteries  and  correspondence  card  cabinets  which  have 
been  introduced  by  George  Ridout  &  Co.,  of  Toronto.  The 
paper  in  the  papeterie  is  linen  finish  and  a  feature  of  the 
envelope  is  its  artistic  lininu'  addin'v  distinction  to  this 
papeterie  which  applies  also  to  the  cabinet  wherein  corres- 
pondence cards  replace  notepaper.     These  come  with  lin- 


ling  extra  decoration  designed  to  make  a  stronu-  appeal  by 
reason  of  its  very  novelty  combined  w'ith  the  pleasing 
effect  it  produces. 

The  new  Des  Arts  Christmas  card  line  runs  largely  to 
die  stamped  and  plate  printed  numbers.     There  are  many

ings  of  ivory  white,  purple  and  gold  effect  and  Fleur  de  lis 
design. 

Stil!  more  unitjue  and  novel  are  the  "Papier  Mouse- 
line,"  papeteries,  with  an  original  cut  of  envelope  permit- 
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hand-colored  num'iers,  also  in  combination  with  the  die 
stamped  lines.  Some  new  pebbled  effects  are  shown  on 
heavy  ribbed  stock.  This  new  treatment  must  be  seen  to 
be  fully  appreciated,  as  things  so  delicate  and  refined 
cannot  be  adequately  described. 

FABRIC  PAPERS  PASSING 

In  the  new  lines  of  correspondence  papers  this  season 
there  is  a  tendency  to  revert  to  papers  other  than  those 
which  have  the  fabric  finish  and  recognizing  the  trade 
demand  for  such  papers  of  kid  finish,  and  cliamois  finish 
are  in  evidence,  papers  with  a  soft  receptive  surface  taking 
the  pen  perfectly.  One  prominent  paper  manufacturing 
concern  offers  a  new  line  designed  to  especially  appeal  to 
dealers  catering  to  men.  It  is  made  up  of  an  assortment 
of  papeteries  containing  high-class  papers  in  both  Satin 
and  Antique  finishes.  The  paper  has  a  fine  laid  effect 
which  gives  it  a  particu'arly  attractive  appearance  and 
the  decoration  on  the  iboxes  has  been  arranged  with  a 
view  to  appeal  to  the  masculine  taste. 

GREETING  CARD  NOVELTIES 

Some  of  the  leading  manufacturers  of  correspondence 
papers  have  gone  extensively  into  the  making  of  greeting 
card  blanks — net  the  old  familiar — blanks  that  have  been 
known  to  the  trade  for  these  many  years  but  new  concep- 
tions, cards  embodying  the  latest  finishes  and  decorations 
which  characterize  the  new  correspondence  papers  brought 
out  this  year.  These  greeting  cards  will  be  suitable  for 
different  uses,  they  are  in  themselves  so  rich  in  appearance 
that  they  can  be  relied  on  to  prove  popular  for  use  without 
any  further  work  being  added  by  the  engraver  or  printer, 
but  others  will  naturally  prefer  to  have  engraved,  em- 
bossed or  printed  greetings,  with  perhaps  a  space  left 
blank  for  their  autographs.  •• 

Many  of  these  cards  are  supplied  with  envelopes  having 
the  new  and  fashionable  linings  in  delicate  colorings  or 
the  popular  black  and  white  stripes. 

The  retailers  will  do  well  to  pay  careful  attention  to 
the  coming  of  these  new  cards  and  to  weigh  well  their 
.selling  possibilities. 

It  is,  of  course,  the  Christmas  trade  that  always  looms 
the  largest  in  considering  greeting  cards  of  whatever  type 
or  quality  but  other  seasons  should  not  be  overlooked. 
Easter  offers  possibilities  to  resourceful  dealers  who  should 
not  lose  sight  of  this  or  any  other  season  when  placing 
their  orders  for  these  new  cards.

Educational  Features  Boom  All-Year  Toys 

Whole  Aspect  of  Department  Changing  in  Favor  of  Steady  Buying  Throughout  the  Year 

— Special  Lines  to  Liven  Business  in  Summer  —  Permanent  Department 

Helps  in  Christmas  Rush — Experiences  of  Several  Managers. 


BOOK  anil  stationtrv  stores  in  Canada  arc  almost  in- 
variably toy  nnd  novelty  stores  except  in  the  bis:- 
frest  cities. 

In  such  cities  as  Montreal,  Toronto,  Hamilton,  Win- 
nipeg and  other  of  the  larjjer  centres  the  department 
stores  feature  toys  very  strong-ly  and  it  is  sigrnificant  that 
these  stores  are  now  conducting-  year-round  toy  stores. 

Amontj  the  department  stores  converted  to  the  idea 
of  year-round  toy  department  are  Stanley  Mills  &  Co., 
Hamilt(m,  Ont. ;  Smallman  &  Ingram,  London,  Ont.,  and 
Almy's,  of  Montreal.  The  manager  of  the  latter  concern 
said  that  they  had  come  to  this  decision  because  they  had 
in  the  past  been  asked  constantly  for  toys  throug'lvout  the 
year. 

In  such  stores  and  in  most  of  the  stores  of  booksellers 
and  stationers  it  has  usually  been  the  practice  after 
Christmas  to  not  only  diminish  the  toy  section  until  it  is  a 
tiny  fraction  of  its  former  size,  but  to  push  it  away  into 
some  corner  and  behind  some  department  with  which  it  is 
entirely  out  of  sjTnpathy, — that  is,  when  "the  remains" 
are  not  relegated  to  the  stock  room  for  ten  or  eleven 
months,  as  is  the  practice  followed  out  by  many  dealers. 

Everybody  realizes  that  the  toy  department  of  the 
summer  is  vastly  different  to  that  of  winter.  The  latter 
consists  of  toys  more  or  less^  for  indoor  amusement,  while 
those  for  summer  run  in  the  direction  of  sand  toys,  wheel- 
barrows, garden  sets,  such  as  rakes,  spades,  small  automo- 
biles, bicycles,  tricycles,  roller  skates.  Lines  such  as  dolls 
and  doll  carriages  and  houses  are  good  for  girls  all  the 
year  round. 

A  Successful  Hamilton  Department 

The  illustration  appearing  above  shows  one  of  the  most 
successful  toy  departments  in  Canada.  It  is  kept  going, 
and  busy,  every  day  of  the  year.  The  photograph  shown 
was  taken  the  middle  of  November,  the  day  of  the  annual 


inspection  of  departments  and  the  Christmas  Opening 
throughout  the  store.  For  this  it  had  been  en'arsed  by 
one  circle  and  a  further  increase  in  space  was  planned  for 
the  last  four  weeks  before  Christmas,  the  house  furnish- 
ings department  giving  way  in  its  favor. 

Here  is  an  impressive  showing  of  toys,  and  an  inspec- 
tion will  indicate  a  systematic  division  infinitely  superior 
to  the  old-time  management  in  many  stores  that  was  more 
in  the  nature  of  a  jumble. 

A  Ten-Section  Affair 

There  arc  practically  ten  sections  of  the  modern  toy 
department.  One  of  the  most  important  at  the  present 
time,  of  course,  is  that  of  war  toys,  soldiers,  cannons,  forts, 
battleships,  etc.  Another,  sharing  a  wonderful  popularity 
of  late  is  devoted  to  construction  building,  the  making  of 
all  kinds  of  works  that  encourage  the  mechanical  instinct 
in  children,  bridges,  houses,  cranes,  etc.,  of  which  the 
"Meccano"  and  "Erector"  steel  toys  and  several  wooden 
ones  are  wel'-known  examples.  Another  section  is  given 
up  to  "educational"  or  "kindergarten"  toys,  also  a  late 
development.  Then  there  are  the  usual  run  of  games,  books 
with  colored  illustrations;  dolls,  and  a  closely  related  sec- 
tion— a  third  development, — dolls'  furniture;  the  old  fav- 
orites, stuffed  animals,  mechanical  toys,  sleds,  toboggans, 
carriages,  wagons,  etc. 

One  of  the  factors  favoring  this,  he  has  found,  is  the 
"vogue,"  if  so  it  may  be  called,  of  educational  features, 
the  outgrowth  of  kindergarten  training.  Every  buyer  of 
toys  is  familiar  w-th  the  introduction  of  a  num'^er  of 
"kindergarten"  lines,  in  the  way  of  drawing,  painting, 
etc.,  and  for  these  a  steady  sale  may  be  looked  for. 

Then  there  are  the  construction  toys,  which  are  appeal- 
ing to  that  side  of  a  boys'  nature  that  made  them  "wild" 
over  the  mechanical  and  friction  toys  for  years.  The  Mills 
toy  department  played  up  this  feature  very  prominently  by 
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demonstrating  during  the  holiday  season  just  closed.  In 
Mr.  Mills'  view  there  is  "nothing-  like  it"  for  building-  up 
sales.  A  long  table  -was  reserved  for  this  purpose  and 
various  models  of  a  -well-kno-wn  steel  constructor  toy 
were  set  up  to  illustrate  just  what  could  be  done  by  the 
young-  boy.  This  end  of  the  table  or  counter  was  the 
centre  of  interest  for  the  weeks  preceding  Christmas.  The 
rest  of  the  "demonstration  counter"  was  devoted  to  show- 
ing up  the  mechanical  toys:  the  new  "hopping"  animals, 
sand  toys,  pile  drivers,  engines,  etc.  One  or  two  clerks 
were  employed  the  whole  time  sliowing  liow  the  different 
toys  "worked"  and  the  response  was  very  gratifying. 


YEAR-ROUND  TOY  SELLING 

"Toys  and  Novelties"  takes  up  the  question  of  year- 
round  toy  selling  so  advocated  by  "Bookseller  and  Sta- 
tioner" and  lias  this  to  say  on  the  subject  in  its  current 
issue:  More  than  ever  before,  this  year  the  manufac- 
turers have  attempted  to  produce  year- 'round  sellers,  and 
the  idea  is  rapidly  growing  and  spreading  among  the  pub- 
lic. Not  only  is  it  possible  to  do  a  neat  toy  business 
throughout  the  entire  year,  liut  in  the  long  run  it  means 
more  proft  to  the  dealer  and  better  toys  for  tlio  public, 
for  it  enables  the  manufacturers  to  cut  down  tlie  very 
great  expense  due  to  an  id'e  factory  two-tliirds  of  the 
year.  If  for  no  other  reason,  therefore,  it  is  up  to  tlie 
dealer  to  make  as  strong  an  effort  as  possible  to  maintain 
a  healthy  year- 'round  sale  of  toys,  and  in  this  he  will  be 
willingly  hacked  by  the  entire  toy  trade. 

The  tremendous  success  of  our  modern  construction 
toys,  both  m'Jtal  and  wood,  and  the  rapid  spread  of  the 
educational  toy  idea,  have  helped  considerably  to  foster  a 
continuous  sale  of  toys,  and  the  dealer  who  does  a  little 
pushing  through  occasional  circulars,  window  displays, 
advertisinjr,  etc.,  will  find  his  efforts  well  rewarded.  It  is 
a  good  thing  for  dealer  and  manufacturer  alike,  and  it  will 
materially  assist  the  toy  industry  in  estab'ishing  the  firm 
footing  wliich  it  is  striving  so  hard  to  attain. 


NEW  YORK  TOY  FAIR 

The  annual  wholesale  toy  fair  is  now  open  at  the 
Hotel  Breslin,  New  York,  where  representatives  of  about 
thirty  prominent  manufacturing  concerns  are  showing 
their  offerings  to  the  jobbers  and  tlie  retailers.  Notable 
among  the  san^ples  shown  are  mechanical  and  education- 
al toys,  particularly  building  sets  of  one  kind  or  an- 
other. The  vogue  for  these  playthings  is  expected  to  be 
bigger  than  ever  this  year,  as  is  business  on  all  kinds  of 
domestic  toys  and  dolls.  American  toy  manufacturers 
have  a  gre.it  opportunity  this  year,  it  is  said,  as  the 
dearth  of  foreign  toys,  particularly  German  ones,  will  be 
more  marked  even  than  in  the  recent  holiday  trade  and 
retailers'  stocks  are  generally  low.  Higher  prices  will 
feature  many  kinds  of  toys  this  year,  it  is  said,  the  vari- 
ous raw  materials,  ranging  from  steel  to  glycerine,  having 
advanced   quite  sharply.

LOW-PRICED  PHONOGRAPHS 

Five-dollar  phonouraphs  bid  fair  to  become  good 
staples  for  the  bookseller  and  stationers  whose  stores  al- 
most invariably  throughout  Canada,  include  in  their 
stocks  such  associated  lines  as  novelties,  toys,  sheet 
music  and  musical  merchandise.  There  need  be  no  fear 
that  these  clieaper  machines  will  affect  the  sale  of  the 
more  expensive  and  more  desirable  instruments.  For 
parallel  cases  consider  kodaks  or  fountain  pens.  Is  it 
not  the  case   more  frequently   than   otherwise,  that   the 


purchaser  of  a  dollar  box  camera  later  on  becomes  the 
owner  of  a  better  camera  or  kodak  and  so  with  fountain 
pens.  There  is  a  great  sale  for  dollar  fountain  pens,  and 
some  of  thera  give  the  purchasers  extraordinary  value 
and  service,  but  sooner  or  later  they  want  a  better  foun- 
tain pen,  perchance  a  safety,  a  self-filler,  or  one  with  a 
\ery  large  gold  nib. 

Thus,  you  see  the  low-priced  articles  very  often  prove 
to  be  forerunners  of  sales  of  goods  of  a  higher  grade. 
This  leads  us  back  to  where  we  began — the  five-dollar 
plionograplis,  and  we  say  again,  it  is  likely  to  become  a 
trade  fixture.  Consequently  it  will  be  good  business  on 
the  part  of  enterprisng  retailers  to  stock  them  and 
strongly  push  their  sales. 

ON  PRICE  MARKING 

Dozens  of  sales  are  lost  every  day  by  not  havinu- 
prices  plainly  marked  on  the  goods.  Many  persons,  es- 
pecially men.  dislike  to  look  at  an  article,  ask  questions 
about  it,  and  then  walk  off  without  buying.  The  prico 
does  not  necessarily  need  to  be  a  bargain;  that  is  not 
what  they  are  locking  for.  In  fact,  most  men  don't  know 
a  bargain  when  they  see  it.  They  want  to  know  if  the 
price  is  within  their  means  before  examining  further.  It 
IS  a  common  thinu'  to  see  men  walk  along  the  street  and 
alance  in  the  windows  until  they  see  one  with  whatever 
they  need  or  fancy  with  prices  on,  and  stop. 

Perbans  no  other  season  of  the  year  offers  so  good 
opportunity  for  the  sale  of  merchandise  of  all  descrip- 
tion as  the  Sprins-.  This  time  of  year,  witli  its  invigorat- 
ing atmosphere,  seems  to  put  new  life  into  business,  as 
well  as  into  people,  with  the  result  that  sales  in  every 
line  are  stim-ilated,  and,  if  the  dealer  is  properly  pre- 
pared, satisfactoin-  results  fail  to  come  about. 


Jewelry  and  Hand  Bags 

Novelties   For   Ea.«tei"   an<l    Early   Summer — Fewer 
Fittings  in'  the  New  Rags 

ONE  of  the  most  attractive  departments  in  the  fancy 
goods  section  is  that  devoted  to  jewelry.  This  is 
always  an  important  Easter  line,  and  manufacturers 
are  now  preparing  novelties  for  Easter  and  for  t!ie  early 
summer  trade.  The  outlook  is  decidedly  brighter  and  a 
good  season  is  expected.  The  period  of  strict  economy  is 
over  and  buyers  are  looking  for  a  good  season  on  novelties. 
Fashion  too  is  propitious  as  styles  promise  to  be  more 
feminine  and  frivolous  and  ihis  is  bound  to  create  a  sale 
for  novelty  articles. 

Fewer  fittings  are  used  in  the  new  bags  and  this  is 
paving  the  way  for  a  development  in  the  selling  of  vanity 
cases.  A  new  case  is  so  designed  that  it  fulfills  all  pur- 
poses and  yet  is  not  in  the  way.  It  comes  in  the  form  of 
a  2-inch  silver-finished  box  made  the  right  size  to  hold  a 
special  cake  of  concentrated  face  powder.  There  is  a 
powder  puff  inside  and  the  highly  polished  inner  lid  forms 
a  mirror.  The  cover  of  the  lid  is  daintily  enameled  in  a; 
set  pattern  or  in  a  pretty  floral  design.  Tbe  box  is  at- 
tached to  a  chain  which  ends  with  a  ring  and  the  article 
is  carried  on  the  finger,  leaving  the  hand  free. 

In  mesh  bags  the  gate  top  leads  with  the  flexible,  fine 
mesh  fulled  on  to  the  lid,  and  the  finest  meshes  are  found 
to  be  the  best  sellers.  The  bag  is  pointed  and  at  each 
corner  is  placed  a  drop  ornament.  Sometimes  there  is  a 
tassel  attached  with  the  chain  handle  on  each  side. 

Pendants  and  necklets  are  a  big  line,  and  the  new 
pendants  come  in  filagree  effect  set  with  very  small  bril- 
liants and  colored  stones. 
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The  Advertising  Value  of  the  Shop  Window 


GEORGE  Batten,  a  prominent  advertising  agency 
man,  on  one  occasion  at  a  Sphinx  Club  dinner  in 
New  York  said:  "Possibly  the  best  advertising 
agents  we  have  to-day  are  the  window-dressers  in  our 
stores.  A  gentleman  said  to  me  the  other  day,  it  actually 
made  him  hungry  to  go  by  a  certain  grocery  store." 

This  little  sentence  or  two  from  Batten's  address  is 
worth  a  great  deal  to  the  merchant  who  will  stop  to  think 
just  what  they  mean  to  him,  says  "The  Merchant's 
Record."  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  show  window  is 
one  of  the  best  advertising  mediums  available  to  retailers, 
and  there  is  also  no  douht  but  that  the  show  window  will 
make  people  want  to  buy  the  goods  displayed,  provided  the 
proper  sort  of  di.splay  is  placed  on  exhibition.  When  yon 
stop  to  think  of  the  power  of  the  front  windows,  somo  of 
3'ou  at  least  will  find  it  worth  while  to  stop  right  here,  lay 
down  the  paper  and  go  out  front  and  have  a  goo  1,  long 
look  at  your  show  windows. 

When  you  get  out  front,  just  ask  yourself  these  ques- 
tions : 

Is  my  store  front  as  a  whole,  indicative  of  a  prosperous 
ap-to-date,  well  kept  store? 

Is  my  sign  fresh  and  clean,  and  does  it  do  me  credit? 

Is  the  window-glass  clean,  bright  and  transparent,  or 
18  it  so  cloudy  with  dirt,  dust  and  rain-spots  as  to  offend 
the  eye? 

Is  my  window-display  made  up  of  tastefully  arranged, 
crowd-compelling  bargains,  plainly  priced,  or  is  grime 
over  everything  so  that  anybody  can  see  the  window  has 
not  been  changed  for  weeks? 

Would  I  be  induced  to  buy  goods  here,  if  this  store 
belonged  to  somebody  else? 

By  the  time  you  get  through  asking  these  questions  you 
will  have  received  a  liberal  education  in  the  value,  or 
lack  pf  value  of  your  show  windows.  There  is  nothing 
like  having  a  critical  mind  toward  your  own  business.  It 
keeps  you  out  of  a  rut  and  makes  you  bubble  over  with 
enthusiasm  for  doing  bigger,  better,  more  successful  things 
every  month  in  the  year. 


A  Novel  Idea 

A  writer  in  the  "American  Stationer,"  in  a  recent 
issue  put  forth  some  good  suggestions  as  "trade  getters." 
For  instance,  he  says,  that  to  keep  a  reliable  clock  in  one 
corner  of  a  shop  window  and  to  keep  it  set  accurately  is  to 
get  folks  into  the  habit  of  looking  into  that  window.  We 
all  want  to  know  the  time  a  hundred  times  a  day.  We 
will  glance  at  a  clock  even  when  we  don  't  really  care  what 
time  it  is.  Children  and  others  who  do  not  carry  watches 
learn  to  know  where  there  is  a  conveniently  placed  clock, 
also  do  people  on  the  streets  in  cold  weather,  too  well 
wrapped  up  to  get  at  their  own  timepiece.  But  the  mere 
placing  of  the  clock  there  is  only  a  part  of  the  plan.  Have 
it  attached  to  a  slate  of  suitable  size  to  be  used  as  bulletin 
board.  The  slate  may  merely  be  hung  below  the  clock  or 
the  clock  may  be  mounted  at  the  top  of  the  slate.  In  any 
event  associate  thom  so  they  will  be  seen  simultaneously. 
On  this  slate  may  be  chalked  clearly  each  day,  or  as  often 
as  desired,  announcement  regarding  the  store  and  its  new 
goods. 

To  Recover  Lost  Sales 

The  same  writer,  refen-ing  to  the  t'l-efjucnt  eases  even 
in  well-regulated  stores  when  customers  call  for  goods  that 
are  out  of  .stock  submits  that  a  good  way  to  offset  some  of 
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this  loss  of  business  and  some  of  the  detrimental  opinion 
arising  from  this  condition,  is  to  make  a  practice  of  send- 
ing a  note  to  the  customer  you  disappointed,  if  the  goods 
come  in  within  a  reasonable  time,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  they  are  now  in  stock.  Such  a  note  might  read 
about  as  follows: 

"Dear   Sir: — The  other  day  you  called   at   our  store 

for  Unfortunately  we  were  out 

of  it  at  that  time.  We  have,  however,  received  a  fresh 
supply  since  and  are  glad  to  quote  you  the  following 
prices  on  the  goods 

"We  will  be  g!ad  to  have  you  call  or  telephone  if  we 
can  serve  you  in  this  connection. 

' '  Yours  very  truly, 

Where  the  customer's  name  is  not  known,  it  will  be 
an  easy  matter  to  suggest  that  if  he  or  she  will  leave 
name  and  address,  you  will  be  glad  to  send  notice  when 
the  goods  come  in,  and  this  without  incurring  any  obli- 
gation. 

Such  notes  may  be  written  individually,  or  a  form 
may  be  printed  like  the  above  to  be  fi  led  in  with  the 
customer's  name  and  with  the  items  of  stock  and  their 
prices. 

As  to  Charity  Bazaars 

From  that  he  passes  on  to  the  consideration  of  events 
which  are  familiar  in  smaller  cities  and  towns,  especially — 
the  charity  bazaar.  Merchants  frequently  object  to  these 
on  the  score  of  interference  with  regular  business.  To 
make  these  bazaars  "business  getters"  the  question  is  put 
up  to  the  retail  merchant : 

"AVhy  not  go  to  the  management  and  offer  them  an 
assortment  of  your  goods  to  retail  at  from  ten  to  twenty- 
five  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  giving  them  perhaps  twenty 
per  cent,  discount  on  what  they  sell,  thus  providing  them 
with  a  chance  to  make  a  little  more  money  for  themselves, 
a  little  for  you,  and  at  the  same  time  securing  their  good 
will?  Any  opportunity  to  gain  the  good  will  of  the 
women  of  your  town  without  expense  is  certainly  worthy 
of  consideration."

When  the  Syndicate  Enters  Your  Town 


What  To  Do  and  How  To  Do  It 


IN  considering  the  5c  to  25c  business  which  has  been  the 
subject  of  a  series  of  articles  in  "Bookseller  and 
Stationer"  during:  the  past  year,  a  significant  article 
is  reproduced  herewith  from  "The  5  and  10c  Magazine." 
It  applies,  of  course,  to  the  position  of  the  independent 
five  and  ten  cent  store  in  the  United  States  threatened  by 
Syndicate  opposition  but  is  none  the  less  of  value  to  Cana- 
dian booksellers  and  stationers,  many  of  whom  are  affected 
by  the  Woolworth  stores.  It  will  be  easy  to  adjust  the 
advice  contained  in  this  artic'e  to  suit  the  book  and  sta- 
tionery business  in  any  Canadian  town : — 

"I  just  heard  that  Woolworth  has  taken  a  store  room 
in  the  Park  Building." 

When  tliat  piece  of  news  is  brought  home  to  the  small 
merchant  in  tlie  small  town  it  invariably  results  in  a  chill 
climbing  up  his  backbone. 

This  is  liable  to  happen  to  any  one  of  our  mercliant 
readers  who  lor  years  has  been  free  from  tliis  syndicate 
competition. 

Now,  while  we  do  not  wish  it  understood  that  we 
advocate  anticipating  or  looking  for  trouble  before  it 
really  appears,  yet  "an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a 
pound  of  cure"  in  overcoming  this  mucli  discussed  diffi- 
culty in  this  respective  field.  Therefore,  let  us  get  down 
to  facts  and  tell  our  real  names.  What  plans  have  you 
made,  Mr.  Merchant,  in  case  a  syndicate  stores  comes  to 
your  town?  What  are  you  going  to  do  when  you  hear 
the  news,  get  a  chill  and  die  of  heart  failure?  Or  are  you 
going  to  prepare  by  dressing  warmer  and  thus  warding 
off  the  cliill  when  the  time  arrives?  Let  us  assist  you  in 
this  direction.  Let  us  tell  you  how  to  dress  and  prepare 
yourself  to  ward  off  this  chill  by  relating  to  you  the  actual 
experience  of  two  merciiants,  both  of  whom  were  forced 
to  face  this  very  situation. 

One  merchant  was  located  in  a  prosperous  town  of 
9,500  people.  His  five  and  ten  cent  store  had  the  ad- 
vantage of  being  the  only  store  in  this  respective  town, 
and,  incidentally,  building  up  a  business  amounting  to 
approximately  $30,000  a  year,  when  one  day  a  syndicate 
store  hit  the  town.  The  chill  hit  the  merchant  and,  after 
many  talks  with  the  "fami'y  cabinet,"  he  decided  at  once 
to  close  out  and  go  into  another  town  and  start  all  over 
again.  Tliis  merchant  is  there  now — fighting  all  over 
again,  growing  with  the  town,  and  prospering  as  he  did 
before,  but  what  is  he  going  to  do  when  the  syndicate 
finally  discovers  this  town,  too,  is  big  enough  to  enter — 
move  again? 

Do  not  for  one  second  get  the  impression  that  this 
merchant  lacked  the  nerve.  He  is  proving  this  by  sticking 
to  his  business  and  beginning  the  fight  all  over  asain  that 
he  is  now  waging  in  his  present  location.  We  only  hope 
that  he  will  decide  to  stay  where  he  is  even  if  the  syndi- 
cate does  conclude  to  enter  his  town. 

There  was  another  merchant  w'lo  oppne;l  a  store  in  an- 
other town,  consisting  of  9,300  people,  whose  annual  busi- 
ness amounted  to  about  $25,000.  This  field,  too,  was  free 
of  competition,  and  he  ran  a  strictlj'  five  and  ten  cent 
store.  The  syndicate  leased  a  store  in  his  town  right  next 
door  to  his.  Commotion,  excitement,  and  family  confer- 
ences resulted,  but  he  stuck.  He  had  been  known  in  that 
town  for  over  five  years.  He  laid  out  a  plan  of  action, 
the  first  of  which  was  to  go  to  his  bank  and  arrange  for  a 
loan  of  if  2,500  to  be  had  if  he  wanted  it.    He  next  looked 


around  and  investigated  an  eastern  buying  organization, 
and  went  to  New  York,  talked  matters  over  with  the 
people  in  charge,  and  returned  home.  He  put  in  mer- 
chandise to  sell  at  25,  50c  and  .$1.00.  He  ran  a  5  and  10c 
store  with  a  fixed  price  idea  up  to  $1.00. 

He  waited  for  the  ".ion  to  devour  him."  He  did  not 
let  his  competitor  worry  him  one  bit,  but  simply  kept  a 
strong  line  of  mercliandise  the  same  as  the  big  fellow  was 
showing,  and  he  worked  to  meet  the  syndicate  manager, 
at  every  turn,  giving  just  as  good  specials  as  he  did,  and 
in  fact  forced  the  fight. 

The  people  of  tlie  town  knew  and  felt  that  lie  was  one 
of  tiiem;  he  never  abused  their  confidence,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  first  year  (and  the  syndicate  had  been  his  competi- 
tor for  five  months)  his  sales  amounted  to  $32,365,  while 
ills  expenses  comparatively  remained  about  the  same.  His 
line  of  5  and  10c  goods  was  larger  than  it  had  ever  been 
before,  and  his  profits  were  greater.  Oh,  <fes,  he  never 
asked  the  bank  for  the  $2,500— he  didn't  need  it. 

If  the  merchant  has  been  treating  his  customers  right 
when  he  does  not  have  competition,  has  been  giving  them 
good  honest  values,  he  should  not  fear  competition  in  a 
town  of  eight  thousand  or  over  if  he  is  wiling  to  raise 
his  limit  of  prices  to  go  to  50c  or  even  $1.00.  This  gives 
liim  a  field  of  his  own. 

The  big  fellow  can't  follow  him  to  it,  and  we  want 
every  one  of  our  mercliant  readers  to  think  this  out  for 
liimself ;  to  write  us  for  advice,  and  to  consider  carefully 
which  merchant  was  right — he  who  ran  away  and  fought 
some  other  day,  or  he  who  stayed  and  fought  right  away. 


ADVANCE  IN  INK  PRICES 

In  acknowledging  receipt  of  the  new  price  list  issued 
by  the  Carter's  Ink  Co.,  of  Montreal,  it  is  worthy  of  note 
to  refer  to  the  reasons  f('r  advances  in  prices  of  inks  and 
adhesives  shown  in  this  list.  The  Carter  people  point  out 
that  the  constantly  increasing  difficulty  of  securing  raw 
materials,  and  the  exorbitant  prices  charged  for  prac- 
tically everything,  made  it  only  a  question  as  to  when  a 
general   advance   should  be  made. 

While  colors  are  most  frequently  spoken  of,  other 
materials  all  the  way  from  nut-galls  and  gum  arable  to 
antiseptics  and  perfumes  are  almost  equally  affected, 
either  because  in  extraordinary  demand  by  war  munition 
factories  or  because  the  normal  lines  of  production,  ship- 
ping and  distribution  have  been  disorganized  by  the  war. 

It  is  only  fair,  of  course,  under  the  circumstances,  that 
a  reasonable  distribution  of  the  increased  burden  should 
be  made  through  a  corresponding  advance  of  retail  prices, 
and  Bookseller  and  Stationer  is  informed  that  the  Mont- 
real stationers  have  already  taken  such  a  step.  The  whole 
situation  is  a  fresh  reminder  of  the  tremendous  amount  of 
work  which  even  a  5c  bottle  of  ink  will  do.  As  compared 
with  almost  any  other  article  of  the  stationer's  stock,  it 
gives  big  value  for  the  money  at  any  price. 

A  new  feature  of  the  Carter  price  list  which  will  be 
specially  useful  at  this  time  is  the  column  left  blank  so 
that  the  retail  price  may  be  written  in  against  each  item 
and  its  list  price  as  desired.  This  feature  has  already 
proved  useful  both  to  buyers  and  salesmen,  but  particu- 
larly to  the  latter. 
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LESSON  NO.  14. 
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MKRCHANTS  in  every  line  of  business  are  using 
more  show  cards  now  than  at  any  previous  time. 
The  value  of  self-advertising  goods  is  being 
realized.  Appropriate  cards  and  price  tickets  make  mer- 
chandise self-selling.  They  save  the  clerks'  time  and  the 
customer  can  see  at  a  glance  that  certain  articles  are 
selling  at  such  and  such  prices. 

The  old  idea  of  using  cards  only  on  goods  being  cleared 
out  at  bargain  prices  is  rapid. y  being  discarded  and 
tickets  now  appear  wherever  they  will  draw  attention  to 
the  mercliandise.  Suggestion  is  half  the  art  of  selling. 
Display  cards  and 
price  tickets  al- 
ways at triU't,  and 
in  attracting  sug- 
gest. The  store 
with  an  adefpiate 
number  of  tickets 
always  lias  tiie 
appeanince  o  f 
liveliness. 

A  |>  p  ropriatc- 
ness  and  neatness 
go  hand  in  hand 
or,  in  other  words, 
they  are  the  es- 
sential point  to 
remember  when 
making  cards. 
Whether  tlie  card 
is  smail  or  large 
the  same  care 
should  be  exer- 
cised and  uni- 
formity should 
mark  every  let- 
ter. Wlien  these 
few  rules  are 
kept  in  mind  the 
card  will  doubtless  be  executed  with  an  appreciable 
amount  of  attractiveness. 

Tiie  accompanying  samples  of  show  cards  were  not 
written  altogether  with  the  idea  of  the  merchant  copying 
them,  but  simply  to  show  the  number  of  letters  of  certain 
sizes  fit  certain  sized  cardboards.  For  instance  the  "V" 
shaped  card  would  not  do  for  a  motor  car  salesman  to 
use  with  the  following  words:  "Only  $400  for  this  beau- 
tiful automobile."  The  word  automobile  would  come  at 
the  bottom  or  smallest  end  of  the  card.  The  samples  are 
simply  for  suggestions,  showing  the  various  styles  of 
letters  and  the  way  in  which  they  are  formed. 

In  most  cases  it  is  well  to  use  the  same  kind  of  letter- 
ing for  all  card.9  and  tickets  in  the  store.     This  is  by  no 
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means  an  infallible  rule  but  will  prove  helpful  to  the  nov- 
ice card  wrter.  lie  will  learn  the  strokes  of  one  style  of 
letter  (piicker  than  he  will  the  strokes  used  in  more  than 
one  style.  l?esides  this  it  will  give  the  appearance  of 
uniformity. 

Round  Pen  Writing 

The  round  pen  is,  as  explained  in  a  former  issue,  much 
easier  to  handle  than  a  brush  for  making  small  Utters. 
With  the  ]jen  you  can  obtain  either  a  hair  line  or  a  very 
heavy  stroke.     This  is  impossible  with   the   brush.     The

The  Cards  in  De- 
tail 
Card  No.  1  is  4 
inciics  by  5  inches 
and  has  a  white 
background.  The 
lettering  is  shaded  with  pale  green.  The  floral  decoration 
in  the  corner  is  appropriate  for  the  coming  Spring  trade. 
The  flowers  were  drawn  with  a  stub  pen.  The  artistic 
effect  of  card  coiiM  be  enhanced  by  coloring  the  petals 
either  pale  pink  or  blue,  using  transparent  colors. 

The  "V"  shaped  card.  No.  2,  is  one  which  may  be  used 
in  nearly  any  .«tore  and  is  especially  useful  when  the  card 
is  required  to  be  stuck  into  the  goods  on  display.  The 
size  of  this  card  is  4  inches  long  by  2^4  inches  wide  at 
the  top. 

Caid  No.  3  is  perhaps  a  more  suitable  style  for  most 
stores  than  style  No.  2.  This  card  is  2V2  inches  by  5V^ 
inches.     When  the  letters  are  shaded  with  pale  grey  or

pale  green  the  plainness  is  eliminated.  The  heavy  ruling 
around  tlie  card  is  done  with  the  same  size  pen  as  used 
for  the  lettering. 

Card  Mo.  4.  This  card  is  similar  in  shape  to  card  No. 
2.  The  lettering  in  this  case  was  done  wilh  a  No.  2  steel 
nib  and  the  border  was  done  with  a  stub  nib. 

Card  No.  5,  wliicb  is  4  inches  stjuare,  is  made  on  white 
cardboard.  In  making  this  card,  lirst  lind  tlie  e.xact  centre 
and  tlien  with  the  aid  of  a  compass  draw  the  circle.  Ne.Kt 
proceed  to  sketch  the  flowers  with  a  pencil.  After  this 
ink  in  the  flower.  Use  black  waterproof  ink  for  this 
purpose.  This  will  be  best  done  with  the  aid  of  a  stub 
pen.  Then  finish  the  circle  with  tlie  broken  line  for  the 
flowers.  Color  the  outer  background  with  a  heavy  opaque 
pale  green  color.  This  must  be  applied  with  a  brush. 
Note  that  a  narrow  margin  is  left  between  the  black  ink 
work  and  the  pale  green  background.  Color  the  petal  of 
the  flowers  with  a  delicate  shade  of  pink.  The  interior  of 
the  circle  inny  be  used  for  any  lettering  or  numerals  the 
merchant  may  desire. 

The  letters  on  Card  No.  G  were  made  with  a  No.  2 
nib  and  the  figures  with  a  No.  1  nib.  The  ruling  was 
executed  wilh  a  No.  6  brush.  This  is  a  4  inch  square  card 
turned  cornerwise. 

Card  No.  7  is  a  popular  style  amongst  all  classes  of 
merchants.  It  is  a  square  card  and  like  No.  G  it  is  turned 
cornerwise.  The  figures  were  done  with  a  No.  1  nib  and 
the  border  was  drawn  with  a  fine  pointed  pen. 

Designs  after  the  style  of  Card  No.  8  are  first  sketched 
on  thin  paper  and  after  being  perfected  are  transferred 
on  to  tlie  cardboard  by  means  of  carbon  paper.  The  out- 
line siiould  be  made  with  black  ink  using  a  fairly  fine  pen. 
When  this  is  dry  fill  in  with  a  transparent  ink  using  a 
color  suitable  to  the  display.  If  the  words  "Made  in 
Canada"  are  to  be  used,  a  red  ribbon  will  be  quite  appro- 
priate. This  card  is  3V2  inches  by  5V2  inches,  a  size  which 
cuts  economically  into  the  full  size  sheet  cardboard. 

Card  No.  10.  The  diamond  shaped  card  is  always 
attractive  and  can  be  used  for  many  lines  of  goods.     The 
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A. — Round  writing  pen.  B. — Pen  with 
ink  retainer  drawn  over  it  ready  for  use. 
C. — Pen  in  water  to  keep  clean. 


heavy  border  on  this  card  was  drawn  with  the  same  nib 
used  for  the  figures.  The  fine  inner  line  was  made  with 
a  stub  pen. 

The  border  on  Card  No.  10  was  drawn  with  a  stub  pen 
and  filled  in  with  red  ink.  The  main  point  in  making  this 
border  is  to  get  the  effect  desired  by  the  overlapping 
corners.  The  lettering  on  the  card  was  done  with  a  No. 
21/2  nib. 

No.  11.  This  is  a  card,  which  may  be  used  in  large 
numbers  by  the  merchant  in  almost  any  line  of  business, 
is  easy  one  to  make.  It  is  simply  a  square  card  with  the 
circle  first  drawn  by  aid  of  a  compass  and  then  blacked  in. 
The  figures  are  done  with  a  nib.  One  advantage  about 
these  cards  is  that  they  can  be  made  in  spare  time.    They 


always  come  in  useful.     The  size  of  the  sample  is  1% 
inches  square. 

Cards  after  the  style  of  No.  12  are  considered  very 
attractive.  They  may  be  used  in  many  instances  where 
new  goods  appear  for  tlie  first  time  or  where  slight  altera- 
tions have  been  made.  They  sliow  that  the  merchant  is 
keeping  abreast  with  the  times. 

Card  No.  13  shows  a  unicpie  design  worked  on  a  pen 
lettered  card.  This  is  drawn  after  the  same  method  as 
card  No.  5.  The  background  may  be  colored  to  suit  any 
display. 

The  last  card  in  the  sample  list  is  an  attractive  shape, 
papular  amongst  seme  classes  of  businesses  and  of 
late  has  been  used  in  nearly  every  line  of  trade,  its  size  is 
'4  inches  by  I'/o  inches.  The  letterint;'  ami  figures  were  ex- 
ecuted with  a  No.  2  pen.  The  outline  or  border  is  usually 
done  with  a  pen,  thuugli  the  sample  was  done  by  means 
of  a  brush. 

New  Style  of  Letters 

Chart  No.  13  shows  a  different  style  of  round  writing 
pen-lettering  to  that  illustrated  in  the  last  lesson.  This  is 
a  much  quicker  leiter  to  make  and  is  termed  "unfinished." 
The  name  is  perhaps  very  suitable  as  there  are  no  spurs 
or  finishing  strokes.  This  letter  may  not  be 'quite  so  read- 
able as  the  former  style,  but  it  serves  as  a  good  variety. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  enter  into  detailed  description 
of  the  formation  of  this  alphabet.  Follow  the  directions 
of  the  arrows  and  work  the  pen  from  left  to  right  and 
from  top  to  bottom  and  there  will  be  little  diiliculty  in 
mastering  the  style. 

Keep  the  Pen  Clean 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  about  the  proper  care  of 
pens.  If  the  pen  is  to  give  satisfaction  it  must  be  kept 
clean.  It  must  be  washed  with  the  same  care  that  thi- 
brush  requires.  If  the  ink  is  allowed  to  remain  on  the 
pen  it  will  dry  and  corrode,  and  in  that  condition  it 
won'd  not  allow  the  ink  to  Adw  properly  when  next  tim? 
it  is  in  use. 

Figue  IC  shows  a  good  method  for  keeping  the  pen 
in  working  order.  Keep  an  ordinary  tumbler  with  just 
enough  •water  to  cover  the  lower  part  of  the  pen  nib. 
This  will  prevent  the  ink  in  the  retainer  from  dryiiiJ- 
out.  Change  the  water  in  the  glass  often.  If  the  pen  nib 
=^;i;onld  become  dry  or  corroded,  remove  the  retainer  and 
u-ash  thoroughly.  A  light  solution  of  lye  and  water  will 
be  found  excellent  for  this  purpose. 

"A"  shows  the  round  writing  pen  and  "B"  shows 
Lhe  pen  with  the  ink  retainer  drawn  over  it  readv  for 
use.  There  are  eleven  sizes  in  this  style  of  pen.  No.  1, 
1V>,  2  and  2^2  will  he  found  the  most  useful  sizes,  and 
will  prove  a  good  assortment. 


Leather  Dolls 

The  old-fashioned  leather  doll  that  wears,  and  wears 
and  wears,  is  again  in  evidence.  They  are  made  in  the 
cutest  forms  that  catch  the  eye  and  the  fancy  of  the 
old  as  well  as  young.  They  are  hand-colored,  water- 
proof, and  the  coloring-  will  not  come  off.  They  have  a 
wonderful  constitution  and  will  stand  any  amount  of  hard 
usage  without  a  murmur — their  disposition  is  perfect.

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Wall  Paper  Styles  That  Are  in  General  Favor 

strong  Preference  for  Paneling  and  Strapping — Browns  and  Tans  Are  Always  Safe 

Colors — Greys  Tone  Down  Bright  Eooms 


SPRING  is  always  the  big  season  of  renovation  in  the 
home — the  first  few  days  of  hri.i>ht  sunshine  show  up 
the  bare  spots  and  the  shabby  places,  and  turn  the 
thoughts  of  the  careful  housewife  towards  plans  for  their 
renewal.  Therefore,  the  spring  season  is  the  one  of  big 
felling  in  the  Wallpaper  department.  There  is  always  the 
clement  of  style  to  consult,  for  no  matter  whether  the 
customer's  taste  leans  to  the  practical  or  to  the  artistic, 
what  is  the  style  in  wallpapers  is  always  an  influence.  It 
iS  the  business  of  the  salesman  to  advise  so  discreetly 
that  tl'.pse  elements  are  reconciled  with  the  practical. 
For  after  all  in  decorating;  the  walls  of  the  majority  of 
homes  suitability  comes  first. 

Browns  or  Greens 

For  the  average  room  we  can't  go  very  far  astray  in 
using  brown  or  green  for  our  ground  color.  Natures  uses 
these  colors  profusely  in  a  thous^ind  different  tones,  and 
she  never  makes  a  discordant  color  scheme.  Neither  do 
her  pictures  ever  become  monotonous.  With  nothing 
much  but  the  brown  of  the  eart'i  and  the  green  of  the 
fees  and  the  blue  of  the  sky  her  studies  are  always  new. 
An  individual  brush  or  two  of  yellow  or  purple  or  rose 
across  the  sky  at  sunrise  or  sunset,  a  mat  of  yellow 
buttercups  down  by  the  creek  in  the  spring  before  the 
vellovv  tint  of  the  young  shoots  has  quite  left  the  fields 
and  woods,  the  quiet  brightening  of  purple  asters  and 
goldenrod  where  the  sun  s'.ants  throtiirh  tl^e  brown  woods, 
the  unexpefted  kindling  of  scarlet  haws  and  crimson 
velvet  sumachs  in  tlie  corners  of  dying  pastures,  these 
piquant  to'iches  asainst  a  qniet  background  give  us  a  cue 
for  the  best  decorative  schemes. 

Take  a  living-room  or  dining-room  where  no  precau- 
tion is  necessary  to  meet  certain  requirements  of  lighting, 
that  is,  where  the  windows  are  not  placed  so  that  the  sun 
pours  in  L'laring'y.  nor  only  on  the  north  side  so  that  the 
room  is  always  dull.  These  cases  need  special  treatment. 
For  an  ordinary,  well-'.ighted  room,  however,  a  plain, 
warm  brown  paper  with  a  lisht  fawn  or  cream  ceilin?, 
and  a  'frieze  of  yellow  marigolds,  or  autumn  foliage  or 
fruit,  gives  a  natural  and  well-standin?  decoration.  A 
cut-out  border  or  conventional  desig-n  with  paneling  or  a 
trimmer  above  the  baseboard  and  down  the  corners  of  the 
room  may  be  used  in  colors  of  yellow  and  brown  with 
purple,  or  even  a  rich  design  in  red  and  2'old  could  be 
used  over  the  same  brown  ground.  A  lisrht  fawn  paper 
could  he  treated  in  the  same  way  with  a  border  of  brown 
and  gold  or  taking  in  purple  or  autuinn  tints.  A  bronze 
green  can  also  be  used  well  with  a  frieze  or  border  of 
autumn  foliaee  or  fruit  or  with  a  trimming  involving 
pale  yellow  in  the  design. 

Toning  Down  With  Grey 

Grey  papers  are  usually  reserved  to  tone  down  the 
/ery  bridit  room.  Experiences  proves,  however,  that  by 
hrightenins'  up  with  certain  colors  like  gold  and  old  blue. 
a  soft-toned,  grey  paper  may  make  not  only  a  most 
restful  but  also  a  very  striking  decoration.  Where  grey 
IS  to  be  used  for  a  very  bright  room,  the  most  sombre 
shades  can  be  used,  and  fortunately  these  do  not  fade  as 
quickly  as  the  others. 

What  About  Wallpaper  Sales? 

What  are  going  to  do  about  wallpaper  this  year.  Mr. 
Dealer?     Do  vou  know  that   in   some  towns  and  smaller 


cities   special   stores   featuring    wall   pai)er   are   springing 
up. 

You,  who  have  some  out-of-lhe-way  turner  of  your 
book  and  stationery  store  or  an  upstairs,  small,  and 
perchance  dreary  room,  in  which  an  occasional  custcuner 
comes  to  look  over  a  sample  hook  that  too  frequently 
fails  to  induce  her  to  purchase,  why  do  you  not  wake 
up  to  the  possibilities  of  this  branch  of  your  business. 
The  very  tone  of  the  foregoing  indicates  that  it  is  not 
intended  for  those  dealers  who  do  pay  adequate  atten- 
tion to  the  wallpaper  department.  Chappie  of  Gait,  the 
Trebilcocks  of  Peterborough,  and  Nelles  of  Guelph,  are 
book  and  stationery  stores  who  are  successful  with  wall- 
paper and  will  bear  out  the  writer  in  saying  that  wall- 
paper can  be  made  one  of  the  most  productive  depart- 
ments of  the  business. 

There  is  a  wide  scope  for  developing  business. 
Hundreds  of  people  in  every  medium  sized  town  will  be 
buying  wallpaper  in  April  and  May  and  the  same  of 
couri5C  applies  to  tlie  people  in  the  countryside  about 
those  towns. 

Tlie  bookseller  and  stationer  who  is  in  the  wallpaper 
husiness  in  only  a  half-hearted  manner  should  get  out  of 
the  ruL  and  open  his  eyes  to  the  really  remarkab  c  oppor- 
Ijnities  for  increasing  the  profits  of  his  business  if  he 
uill  only  apply  the  same  enterprise  and  inte'Ii'ience  that 
lie  dirrcts  toward  the  selling  of  certain  other  lines  in  his 
ttore.  And  listen;  some  of  those  lines  net  a  very  much 
siiialler  margin  of  profit  than  is  yielded  by  wallnaper  and 
Are  not  nearly  so  staple. 

'•Wallpaper"  should  be  spelled  with  capital  letter.- 
in  the  bookseller  and  stationer's  advertising  matter.  Put 
it  on  a  par  with  "Books"  and  "Stationery."  Make  your 
established  widely  known  as  a  "Wallpaper  Store" — a 
place  where  the  newest  ideas,  wide  selections  and  favor- 
able prices  are  offered. 

Wallpapers  have  for  years  been  associated  with  books 
and  stationery  stores  and  constitute  a  department  so 
important  and  so  capable  of  development  that  it  is  hard 
to  understand  why  it  should  be  neglected  by  one  of  these 
merchants. 

That  wallpaper  does  not  get  a  fair  chance  in  every 
.store  is  only  too  evident  by  what  is  to  be  seen  in  certain 
book  and  stationery  stores. 

In  later  issues  of  "Bookseller  and  Stationer,"  some 
of  these  "horrible  examples."  will  be  dealt  with  in 
greater  detail,  without  mentioning  names  of  course!  On 
the  other  hand,  articles  will  also  be  given  devoted  to  the 
experiences  and  methods  of  some  booksellers  and  station- 
ers who  have  had  special  success  in  building  up  their 
wallpaper  departments.  In  the  case  of  the  latter  names 
will  naturally  he  given,  including  not  only  proprietoi*s 
but  also  some  live-wire  salesmen  who  have  thrown  them- 
felves  whole-heartedly  into  the  work  of  making  the  wall- 
paper business  of  their  employers  his'hly  successful. 

In  these  articles,  advertising  and  display  ideas,  stock- 
keeping  and  methods  of  selling  will  be  set  forth,  and 
other  dealers  will  do  well  to  watch  for  these  articles, 
leadin?  them  carefully  for  the  lessons  that  they  will  he 
able  to  learn  affording  intrinsic  ideas  that  they  may 
adopt  in  their  own  stores. 

Meanwhile    they   should    extend    every    effort    toward 
sharing  in   the  big  business  in   wallpaper  that  is  goinir 
to  be  done  in  the  next  few  months.

FRENCH  CANADIANS  AND  THE  WAR 

A  fine  example  of  what  is  being  done  to  educate  the 
people  of  French  descent  in  Canada  as  to  the  causes  of 
the  war  has  made  its  appearance  in  pamphlet  form,  from 
the  pen  of  the  veteran  Quebec  journalist,  Ulric  Barthe 
("Devant  le  grand  jury  des  nations,"  par  un  aneien 
journaliste,  Quebec,  publie  par  I'auteur.  15  cents).  A 
writer  in  the  New  York  Times  says  of  this  work:  "It  is  a 
keen  and  logical  analysis  in  the  light  of  the  various  White 
Papers,  the  Red  Books,  the  Yellow  Book,  and  the  Orange 
Book  of  the  diplomacy  which  forced  the  areat  war  on 
Europe — the  Austro-Hungarian  i-ejection  of  Serbia's  reply 
to  the  ultimatum  of  July  23,  1914,  Germany's  insistence 
that  the  matter  was  a  question  between  Austria  and  Ser- 
bia alone,  Russia's  determination  to  defend  Serbia  if  at- 
tacked or  to  submit  the  matter  to  arbitration,  and  the 
efforts  of  England  and  France  to  demonstrate  to  Germany 
that  the  Austro-Serbian  quarrel  was  not  a  local  matter, 
since  Russia  was  concerned,  liut  one  for  adjustment  by 
the  Chancelleries  of  the  Powers.  All  the  "papers"  and 
"books"  concerned  are  given  in  condensed  form,  with  an 
admirable  system  of  cross  references  which  at  once  makes 
accessible  to  the  reader  all  the  material  dealing  with  a 
given  point  in  the  great  debate.  An  illuminating  feature 
of  the  introduction  is  the  "deadly  parallel"  between  the 
facts  in  the  case  and  their  proof,  as  shown  by  diplomatic 


documents,  confirming  beyond  any  doubt  that  Germany 
had  prepared  for  war,  desired  war,  and  had  used  the 
Austro-Serbian  question  to  make  war  inevitable." 


MISS  PICKTHALL'S  NOVEL 

"Little  Hearts,"  by  Miss  Pickthall,  has  the  qualities 
which  might  have  been  expected  from  a  poet.  It  is  a 
romantic  story  of  love  and  a  highwayman  who  was  sup- 
]  osed  to  be  a  soldier.  The  style  in  which  it  is  written 
i'^  delicately  beautiful,  like  an  old  song;  and  the  story 
is  a  pretty  love  story,  with  that  sadness  which  may  bo 
permitted  to  a  first  novel.  Along  with  her  really  remark- 
able gifts  as  a  poet,  Miss  Pickthall  has  always  shown 
herself  to  be  a  conscientious  student  of  prose  writing. 
Some  of  her  short  stories  have  been  most  successful  in 
the  qualities  of  imauination. 


"Hunting  the  World's  Biggest  Game,"  is  the  title  of 
a  story  in  which  Arthur  Heming  tells  of  a  trip  made  to 
the  whaling  fields  off  the  north  coast  of  British  Columbia. 
It  appears  in  MacLcan's  Magazine  with  five  illustrations 
in  oil  which  Mr.  Hcminir  made  to  show  the  story  of  the 
capture  of  a  blue  whale.  Arthur  Heming,  who  won  a 
well-merited  reputation  for  his  illustrations  of  animal 
stories  by  Rudyard  Kipling',  Jack  London  and  Fraspr,  is 
r>erhaps  the  best  interpreter  of  the  wild  life  of  Canada.

"I  Conquered"  by  Harold  Titus,  comes  from  Rami 
McNally  Co.  Danny  Lenox  and  John  Barleycorn  had 
been  pals  for  years  in  fact  they  had  become  quite  in- 
separable, till  his  father  having  given  up  all  hope  of 
redemption  and  with  patience  exhausted,  bid  said  Danny 
to  .shift  for  himself.

book. 
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FOURTEEN  MONTHS  AT  THE  FRONT 

Probably  the  most  graphic  account  of  the  great  war 
that  has  yet  been  written  comes  from  the  pen  of  a  twenty- 
two  year  old  Boston  boy,  William  J.  Robinson,  who  has 
just  returned  from  France  where  as  dragoon  guardsman, 
despatch  rider  and  motor  car  driver  he  served  fourteen 
months  under  the  British  flag,  and  visited  every  foot  of  the 
line  the  British  are  holding  in  France  and  Belgium. 

He  modestly  tells  of  his  remarkable  experiences  from 
the  time  when  he  joined  the  British  Army  on  October  2, 
1914,  until  dischai'ged  on  account  of  illness.  During  that 
period  he  carried  thousands  of  despatches  along  the  Allies' 
front,  exposed  to  German  siiell  fire,  on  a  motorcycle  or  on 
horseback;  he  drove  motor  cars  for  many  prominent  Eng- 
lish officers,  captured  three  spies  single-handed,  partici- 
pated in  both  battles  of  Ypres,  Hill  60,  Neuve  Chapelle, 
St.  Julien,  Potijge,  Hooge  and  Loos. 

Young  Robinson  had  narrow  escapes  from  shrapnel 
and  shell  fire  but  was  never  seriously  wounded.  He  depicts 
the  horrors  of  trench  life,  the  excitement  of  battle  and  its 
gruesome  aftermatli.  He  tells  of  the  capture  of  a  four- 
teen-year-old Belgian  boy  who  was  paid  six  francs  ($1.20) 
each  for  every  British  officer  he  killed.  He  relates  how- 
he  drove  motor  cars  through  bursting  shells  and  crumbling 
walls  of  the  city  of  Ypres,  with  the  streets  choked  with 
dead  and  dying.  Out  of  tliirty-one  motorcycle  despatch 
riders  he  was  one  of  four  survivors.  Ho  praises  tlie  brave 
Canadians  who  were  shot  to  pieces  driving  the  Germans 
before  them  during  the  second  battle  for  Calais. 

In  simple,  straightforward  style,  based  on  his  own 
})ersonal  experiences,  Billy  Robinson  portrays  the  horrors 
of  war,  but  his  dramatic  narrative  is  illumined  with  bits 
of  humor.  As  a  result  of  the  newspaper  publication  of 
some  of  his  exploits  this  young  man  was  invited  to  write 
on  various  phases  of  the  war  for  the  Atlantic  Monthly. 
The  title  of  the  book  is  "My  Fourteen  Months  at  the 
Front. ' ' 

POWELL'S  NEW  BOOK 

"Vive  La  France,"  by  Alexander  Powell,  the  noted 
war  correspondent,  author  of  "Fighting  in  Flanders,"  is 
described  by  its  publishers  as  the  first  authentic  account 
to  be  published  in  America  describing  from  the  point  of 
an  eye-witness,  tlie  great  drive  of  the  Allies  in  October. 
Among  the  other  fights  described'  are  the  battle  of  Sois- 
sons,  the  fighting  on  the  Aisne,  the  invasion  of  Alsace, 
the  battle  of  Neuve  Chapelle,  also  the  underground  cities, 
the  poison  gas,  etc. 

Among  the  notable  new  war  books  is  Robei't  Herrick's 
"The  World  Decision." 

William  Roscoe  Thayer,  noted  as  the  author  of  "The 
Life  and  Letters  of  John  Hay,"  has  written  a  book  en- 
titled "Germany 'vs.  Civilization,"  which  is  a  burning 
attack  on  Germany  because  of  the  atrocious  war  for  which 
Germany  is  responsible. 

Wythe  Williams,  correspondent  in  France  for  the  New 
York  Times  is  the  author  of  "Passed  by  the  Censor," 
which  has  introductions  by  Myron  T.  Herrick,  America's 
Ambassador  to  France  and  ex-Premier  Clemeneeau,  of 
France.  The  American  and  Canadian  editions  have  a 
map  showing  the  German  lines  from  Switzerland  to  the 
sea. 


"By  motor  to  the  Firing  Line,"  is  a  new  war  book  out 
this  month,  the  author  being  Walter  Hale. 

"Antwerp  to  Gallipoli,"  by  Arthur  Ruhl,  is  a  new  war 
book,  the  author  being  an  American  newspaper  corres- 
pondent. 

AN  INCENTIVE  FOR  ENLISTING 

An  announcement  of  interest  from  London  is  the  early 
I)ublication  of  an  English  translation  of  that  notable  l>ook, 
"Hindenburg's  March  into  London,"  which  is  selling  in 
Germany  in  millions,  and  is  arousing  immense  enthusiasm. 
The  English  translation  should  be  read  by  everyone,  for  it 
lays  bare,  as  no  other  German  book  has  done,  the  real  mind 
of  the  German  people.  There  is  no  mistaking  the  grim 
relish  of  the  author  in  describing  the  thoroughness  with 
which  Britain  is  made  to  feel  the  worst  horrors  of  war. 
"Repeat  the  lesson  of  Louvain"  is  the  order  of  the  Ger- 
man Commander.  "In  this  connection,"  says  the  English 
"Bookseller,"  "it  should  always  be  remembered  that  the 
book  is  far  and  away  the  most  popular  of  the  season  in 
Germany.  No  better  incentive  for  enlisting  has  appeared, 
and  if,  as  it  most  assuredly  will  do,  it  steels  the  nation  to 
even  greater  determination  and  sacrifice,  no  one  will  have 
done  Germany  a  greater  disservice  than  the  author  of 
"Hindenburg's  March  into  London." 

ON  THE  AGONY  OF  WAR 

"A  Frencli  W^oman's  Notes  on  the  War,"  by  Claire  de 
Platz,  comes  from  Constable's  of  London.  This  book 
dwells  on  the  calamitous  bewildenuent  and  the  depth  and 
intensity  of  present  emotions  which  will  communicate  to 
future  generations  the  tragic  sense  and  meaning  of  the 
conflict,  for  the  people  alive  to-day  experiencing  every 
moment  of  war's  agony,  can  fully  fathom  its  depths. 
"Those  generations  who  come  later,"  the  author  submits, 
"will  alone  be  able  to  elucidate,  examine,  and  to  appreci- 
ate, those  events  which  now  so  dominate  us  that  they 
confuse  our  judgment  and  altar  the  very  quality  of  our 
vision. ' ' 

THOUSANDS  OF  WAR  BOOKS 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  number  of  books  on  the  war 
published  the  last  year  and  a  half,  an  exhibition  of  such 
books  was  recently  held  in  London.  After  carefully  sift- 
ing the  chaff  from  the  wlieat  two  thousand  volumes  by 
English,  French  and  American  authors  were  listed.  And 
according  to  the  Library  Association  of  Great  Britain 
German  presses  have  turned  out  6,500  volumes  on  the  war 
during  the  same  period. 

THE  WAR  AND  THE  CHRISTIAN 

A  book  of  religious  import  which  contributes  much 
that  is  of  value  on  the  attitude  of  the  Christian  to  military 
preparedness  is  John  Walker  Powell's  "What  is  a  Christ- 
ian?"" One  of  Dr.  Powell's  chapters  deals  with  the 
Christian  and  the  war.  His  discussion  of  this  problem  is 
along  three  lines:  First,  Can  a  Christian  consistently 
engage  in  war  even  in  obedience  to  his  country's  demand?; 
Second,  Can  war  be  defended  in  any  respect  as  a  means  of 
settling  international  disputes  without  coming  into  direct 
conflict  with  the  spirit  and  teaching  of  Jesus?;  and  Third. 
Can  war  be  abolished?     On   each   of  these   subjects  Dr. 
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J 'o well    lia»  much    to   say   that   is   pertinent   and   of   very 
•roneral  interest. 

The  reading-  ol  a  book  entitled  "lieinrich  Treitzke," 
recently  issued  in  an  English  translation  from  the  German 
of  Torben  de  Bille,  will  contribute  not  a  little  to  an  under- 
standinfi:  of  the  German  mind. 

IAN  HAY'S  GREAT  BOOK 

Regarding  "The  First  Hundred  Tliousand"  the  pub- 
lishers of  the  Canadian  edition,  William  Briggs,  say:  "Not 
since  "David  Harum"  have  we  had  such  large  orders 
sent  in  to  us  prior  to  giving  the  trade  notice  of  its  pub- 
lication.

A  TORONTONIAN'S  WAR  BOOK 

From  Hriggs  comes  a  copy  of  "Private  Warwick"'  by 
H.  M.  Wodson,  a  Toronto  news^iaper  man.  This  is  a  little 
volume  published  in  a  25e  edition,  but  it  is  big  with  human 
interest,  far  more  interesting  and  meritorious  than  many 
volumes  much  more  pretentious  and  elaborately  bound. 
This  is  a  book  of  the  variety  that  spreads  interest  by  word 
of  mouth  recommendations  from  one  reader  to  another  and 
it  will  not  be  surprising  to  learn  that  the  demand  for  it 
will  ultimately  bring  forth  a  more  expensive  edition,  cloth 
Iwftnd. 

LOVE  AND  WAR  INTEREST 

Ethel  M.  Dell  will  be  represented  in  March  publications 
with  "The  Bars  of  Iron,"  which  is  described  by  the  pub- 
lishers as  being  undoubtedly,  her  best  since  "Tlie  Way 
of  An  Eagle,"  It  has  a  two-fold  interest.  The  hero  is 
not  accepted  by  his  sweetheart  until  he  proves  his  worth 
by  enlisting  and  going  to  the  front,  which  he  does,  and 
returns  safely  later.  Tt  touches  suPficientry  on  tlie  war  to 
give  added  interest  of  n  most  timely  nature. 

WAR'S  EFFECT  ON  FRENCH  PEOPLE 

From  Constable's,  tlic  I^oiidon  publishers,  comes  a  co()y 
of  their  recent  publication  "A  Frencliwoman's  Notes  on 
the  War,"  which  is  a  })ook  of  nearly  .300  pages,  the  prin- 
cipal theme  of  which  is  tlie  effect  of  the  war  upon  the 
people  of  France.  Mademoiselle  Claire  de  Pratz  is  the 
authoress.  She  describes  from  personal  observation  the 
disturbance  brought  into  the  lives  of  the  village  folk  of 
Brittany  by  the  order  of  mobilization,  and  how  wonder- 
fully the  spirit  of  the  people  rose  equal  to  the  necessity 
for  sacrifice.  Then  the  change  in  the  life  of  Paris  when 
she  returned  to  that  city,  the  seriousness  and  mutual  ser- 
vice in  the  ])lace  of  gaiety  and  ease,  and  union  in  one 
high  and  patriotic  purjiosc  in  the  place  of  clashing  dis- 
coi-ds  of  party. 

GEORGE  CALDERON  MISSING 

A  promising  young  writer  reported  "missing"  in  the 
.  Dardanelles  campaign  was  George  Calderon,  the  English 
poet  and  Slavonic  scholar.  One  of  his  notable  literary 
contributions  was  a  translation  of  the  "Reminiscences 
of  Tolstoy,"  by  Count  llya  Tolstoy.  He  held  a  commis- 
sion in  the  Oxford  and  Bucks  Light  Infantry,  was  wound- 
ed in  the  first  battle  of  Ypres  and  went  to  the  Dardan- 
elles last  May. 

DEATH  OF  COL.  MACPHERSON 

Col.  J.  Pennington  Macpherson  died  at  Ottawa  on  Feb. 
9th. 

Col.  Macpherson,  who  was  a  nephew  of  the  late  Sir 
John  Macdcmald,  was  bom  in  Kingston,  May  29,  18.39,  and 


was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1861,  practicing  at  Cobourg 
and  Ottawa.  He  was  the  author  of  a  "Life  of  Sir  John 
A.  Macdonald." 

AUTHORS  AT  THE  FRONT 

A  decidly  unique  patriotic  vohuiie  is  "Tlie  Times 
Wed  Cross  Story  Book".  It  contains  eighteen  short 
stories,  all  of  them  by  authors  who  are  now  serving 
at  the  front  in  his  Majesty's  forces  and  in  the  lisl 
Mre  the  names  of  several  writers  whose  fame  is  world- 
wide. That  writer  of  breezy  romance  Sir  Arthur  T.  Quil- 
ler-Coueh,  now  serving  with  the  Duke  of  Cornwall's 
Light  Infantry,  contributes  "The  Fight  for  the  Garden," 
and  another  equally  well-known  romancer,  A.  E.  W.  Mas- 
on, of  the  Manchester  Regiment,  is  represented  by 
"Dimoussi  and  the  Pistol."  Barry  Pain  has  been  writ- 
ing entertaining  fiction  for  so  long  that  it  will  surprise 
many  persons  who  read  his  clever  "Playthings  and  Paro- 
dies." more  than  a  dozen  years  ago  to  learn  that  he  is 
now  in  the  Royal  Naval  Air  Service.  Two  of  the  brilliant 
modern  realists,  who  have  contributed  to  the  book  are 
Compton  Mackenzie,  now  in  the  Royal  Navy,  and  W.  B. 
Maxwell,  with  the  Royal  Fusiliers.  Two  well-known 
Canadians  have  given  stories  for  tlie  little  volume.  Theo- 
dore Goodridge  Roberts,  who  crossed  the  Atlantic  with 
the  Canadian  expeditionary  force,  has  written  a  tale  of 
the  Indians,  "The  Veil  of  Flying  Water,"  and  last  in 
order,  though  not  least  in  quality,  in  the  book,  is  "The 
Face  in  the  Hop  Vines,"  by  Charles  G.  D.  Roberts,  who 
is  with  the  Kind's  Liverpool  Regiment.  Oliver  Onions, 
who  works  with  the  Army  Service  Corps  is  another  wide- 
ly known  name.  The  less  famous  contributors  are:  A.  A. 
Milne.  Royal  Warwick  Regiment;  Ian  Hay.  Argyll  and 
Sutherland  Highlanders;  Martin  Swayne.  Royal  Army 
Medical  Corps;  Albert  Kinross,  Army  Ser-Naval  Air 
Service;  R.  Austin  Freeman,  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps; 
Warwick  Deepin?,  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps;  Albert 
Kinros.  Army  Service  Corps;  Desmond  'Coke.  Poyal  North 
Lnncashire  Recriment.  and  Ralph  Stock,  Artists'  Corps. 
The  money  raised  by  this  book  of  short  stories  will  go 
to  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

BOOKS  OF  WAR  INTEREST 

A  presentation  of  one  of  the  most  important  questions 
of  civilization,  based  on  a  careful  study  of  the  prevalence 
of  war  in  Europe  since  1450  is  Frederick  Wood's  Adams 
and  Alexander  Boltzly's  book  "Is  War  Diminishing?" 

Walter  Wood  is  the  editor  of  "Soldiers'  Stories  of 
the  War,"  with  twenty  full-page  illustrations,  which 
present  stories  of  the  present  war  as  told  by  British  sol- 
diers. A  number  of  them  touch  on  the  truth  of  the  atro- 
city charges,  and,  taken  altogether,  they  form,  in  their 
narrator's  own  words,  a  record  of  tlie  first  part  of  this 
ureat  struggle. 

"A  Surgeon  in  Khaki"  is  the  name  of  a  meritorious 
book  by  Dr.  Martin,  a  New  Zealander,  who  joined  the 
Royal  Army  Medical  corps  and  has  been  at  the  front  in 
Flanders.  In  this  volume  he  gives  his  own  experience 
and  impressions. 

A  most  interesting  magazine  and  also  a  valuable  dis- 
seminator of  information,  principally  dealing  with  the 
Great  War,  is  "Current  History."  The  magazine's  own 
editorials  are  short,  pithy  and  sensible,  and  they  are  pro- 
Ally,  although  they  are  not  blind  to  the  mistakes  that 
have  been  committed.  Cartoons  from  the  warring  coun- 
ti-ies  add  a  zest  to  the  solid  fare.

Speaking  of  covers.  Every  magazine  reader  is  familiar 
with  the  ordinary  girl  cover — the  hectic-flushed  flapper, 
the  almond-eyed  sorceress,  or  the  simple,  simpering  beauty; 
likewise  all  are  familiar  with  the  gorgeous-liinted  Max 
Parrish  cover  and  the  disjointed,  rarebit-dream  Vanity 
'r^'air  cover.  But  .  .  .  Now  conies  a  new  type.  It's  a 
girl  out  of  the  Arabian  Nights  who  has  l)een  robbed  of 
most  of  her  clothes  in  the  course  of  an  aerial  flight  through 
green-black  air.  Sucli  clothes  as  she  still  keeps  about  her 
would  make  Benjamin's  cloak  look  like  the  garb  of  a  sad, 
sober  curate.  It  appears  on  the  Metropolitan  too.  The 
Metropolitan,  ala.s,  was  once  a  fairly  staid,  stay-in-at- 
nights  sort  of  magazine  with  plenty  of  good  reading.  Is  it 
aiming  to  out-vanity  Vanity  Fair? 


Scriber's  as  usual  lias  a  couple  of  every  excellent 
stories.  "Kerfol"  by  Edith  Wharton,  is  a  weird,  gripping 
story  told  with  all  the  writer's  genius  and  a  most  remark- 
able degree  of  repression.  It  does  not  attempt  to  em- 
Ijroider  a  theme  sufTicient  in  itself  to  thrill  one  to  the  very 
morrow  of  one's  bones  with  a  Poesque  setting.  "The 
Silent  Infare,"  by  Armistead  C.  Gordon,  is  a  dialect  story 
with  a  quaint  southern-darky  humor.  The  Red  Book  is 
starting  a  new  series  of  Mississippi  River  yarns  by  Opie 
R^ad  and  the  first  "Black  Hawk"  is  interesting  if  only 
for  the  writer's  success  in  spreading  the  glamor  of  that 
romantic  period  of  the  river  steamer  over  a  tolerably 
hackneyed  train  of  incident.  Everybody's  offers  an  ex- 
ceptionally appealing  story  in  "Our  Square"- — the  narra- 
tive of  a  rich  profligate  who  spends  a  period  of  probation 
in  the  cab  of  a  road  roller  and  a  society  girl  who  goes  to 
the  near-slums  to  model  clay  figures.  "The  Bride  to-be" 
by  Booth  Tarkington  in  the  Metropolitan  is  worth  reading. 
It  is  the  last  of  a  scries  and  about  t!ie  only  one  of  the  lot 
to  which  this  mild  word  of  praise  can  be  attached.

.\r.d  then  on  the  other  !;au(l.  OeDr^j  Randolph  CIi'?<tor 
lias  a  story  "The  Wild  Man  of  Borneo,"  in  Hearst's.  He 
lias  written  some  fiction  in  his  time  that  was,  to  speak 
alliteratively.  piffling,  puerile  and — er,  punk;  but  this — 
(his — well,  this  is  worse  than  that.  Don't  read  it.  And, 
lingering  among  the  don'ts,  one  feels  in  duty  bound  to 
mention  "A  Birdie  in  the  House,"  by  Fannie  Hurst  in  the 
Metropolitan.  It  is  an  Abe-and-Mawruss  imitation,  than 
which  there  is  nothing  worse.  Absolutely  nothing.  Also 
one  feels  impelled  to  suggest  that  anyone  reading  "Man- 
dolin Lin,"  by  Phyllis  Wyatt  Brown  in  Everybody's 
might  better  employ  the  time  studying  Cubist  art.  There 
are  plenty  of  others,  of  course,  but  space,  does  not  permit 
of  detailed  expatiation  on  the  lamentable  fact  that  short 
story  writers  will  give  us  clothing  salesmen  and  stDcl: 
speculators  and  divorcees  when  we  have  an  unsatisfied 
longing  for  sailor  men,  pirates,  miners  and  explorers.

Are  all  the  magazines  coming  to  the  large  size?  Ameri- 
can, Metropolitan,  MacLean's,  Mcf'lure's.  Hearst's  I'avo 
all  changed  over.  And  now  must  be  added  Cosmopolitan 
and  Good  Housekeeping;  which  are  to  make  the  change 
this  summer.  Many  magazine  readers  profess  a  strong 
preference  for  the  standard  size  but  the  undoubted  success 
of  the  publications  which  have  gone  over  to  the  new  form 
seems  to  point  to  the  fact  that  the  large  magazine  is  win- 
ning favor.  There  are  many  points  in  favor  of  the  large 
sheet.

With  one  serial  nicely  under  way  in  the  Pictorial  Review 
and  another  "One  Hundred  Per  Cent.,"  just  starting  in 
Everybody's  and  a  few  short  stories — say,  four  or  five  a 
month — scattered  around  promiscuously,  this  compara- 
tively new  writer  bids  fair  to  monopolize  the  magazine 
field.

An  interesting  development  is  taking  place  in  the 
American.

That  birds  are  not  such  good  weather-prophets  as  they 
are  generally  believed  to  be  is  one  of  the  assertions  of 
Frank  M.  Chapman,  the  well-known  ornithologist,  in  the 
March  instalment  of  the  series  of  article  on  "Birds  as 
Travelers,"  which  he  is  running  in  St.  Nicholas.  Birds 
make  as  serious  miscalculations  as  the  rest  of  us,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Chapman.  "Sometimes,"  he  says,  "encour- 
aged by  an  unusually  mild  period,  birds  come  so  far  ahead 
of  their  usual  time  that  they  are  trapped  by  the  sudden 
return  of  cold  weather.  Then,  if  they  do  not  retreat,  they 
may  suffer  for  lack  of  food.  I  have  seen  geese  on  the 
coast  of  Texas  migrating  northward  in  large  nunAers 
urged  onward  by  a  warm  wave.  The  next  day,  to  my 
surprise,  they  all  came  flying  back.  But  the  day  follow- 
ing that,  a  severe  "norther"  suddenly  arrived.  The  gees« 
had  evidently  encountered  this  storm  and  were  driyen 
back  by  it." 


A  MAGAZINE  INDEX 

"The  Athenaeum,"  of  England,  is  now  being  issued 
monthly  instead  of  weekly.  One  of  the  new  departurps 
of  the  publishers  of  this  periodical  is  the  issuance  of  a 
Subject  Index  of  Periodicals. 

The  new  index  is  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the 
Council  of  the  Library  Association,  and  the  volume  for 
1915  will  comprise  not  less  than  10,000  entries  selected 
from  over  350  English,  American,  and  Continental  publi- 
cations issued  between  January  and  December,  1915.  The 
Index  is  based»  upon  the  alphabetical  subject  headings  of 
the  Library  of  Congress  now  under  revision,  modified  to 
suit  English  practice  and  considerably  extended.  The 
Annual  Volume  for  1915  is  to  be  preceded  by  the  publi- 
cation of  a  series  of  Class  Lists  dealing  with  twelve  sep- 
arate subjects,  which  are  to  be  issued  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble between  November  1st,  1915,  and  February,  1916.  The 
third  issue  of  the  series  deals  with  articles  on  "The  Euro- 
pean War;  its  Economic,  Political  and  Military  History."

His  intention  while  in  Canada  is  to 
call  on  Canadian  manufacturers  interested  in  the 
question  of  a  British  market  for  their  products;  and 
on  Canadian  manufacturers'  agents  representing  or 
willing  to  represent  British  manufacturers. 

Mr.  Dodd  has  been  in  the  service  of  the  Mac- 
Lean  Publishing  Co.  for  thirteen  years,  four  years 
of  which  were  spent  in  Canada.  For  the  past  nine 
years  he  has  been  in  charge  of  the  London  office  of  The  MacLean  Publishing  Co. 

Mr  Dodd  is  an  Englishman  by  birth,  and  knows  his  own  country  as  he  knows  his 
own  countenance.  His  acquaintance  with  British  exporting  houses  is  a  very  wide  and 
intimate  one;  likewise  his  acquaintance  with  what  Britain  can  use  of  Canadian  produc- 
tion.

Editorial   Chronicle  and  Comment 


FOR  A  (iHEATEH  EXlliniriON 

i\\\  Toy  Conferenc-e  lield  in  Tcinuito  on  .March 
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28,  with  the  exhibition  which  is  still  being  car- 
ried on,  sugge-ts  augnienled  nianufactnring  po.-^s^i- 
bilities,  not  only  tor  toys,  but  many  other  products 
which  were  imported  from  enemy  countries  previous 
to  the  outbreak  of  war.  Already  arrangements  are 
being  made  for  an  exhibition  of  hardware  jjroducts. 
Why  not  an  exhibition  of  the  associated  lines  going 
to  make  w])  the  stock  in  trade  of  the  average  Cana- 
dian book  and  stationery  store? 

l-'or  (hat  iiiaticr  wliy  not  one  maminotli  trades 
exhibition.  comi)iising  all  classes  of  merchandise,  on 
the  plan  of  the  big  British  Industries  Fair,  inaugur- 
ated a  year  ago  by  the  British  Board  of  Trade.  Such 
an  exhibition  could  be  advantageously  promoted  l)y 
the  Associated  Hoaids  of  Tiudfe  of  Canada  and  if  Sir 
George  Foster  will  have  the  Department  of  Trades 
and  Connneice  lend  the  same  enthusiastic  endeavor 
in  this  movement  as  in  the  case  of  the  Toy  Confer- 
ence and  Exhibition,  it  will  go  far  toward  making  a 
general  trades  fair  similarly  successful. 

The  very  ease  with  which  the  toy  fair  was  exolved 
is  sufhcient  to  convince  us  that  a  like  response  would 
be  manifested  in  the  case  of  other  branches  of  com- 
mercial enterprise. 

Coming  back  to  statioiiciy  again,  using.tbal  wdi'd 
'"stationery'"  in  its  broad  term,  there  are  many  lines 
nn(  now  nuide  in  Canada  which  could  be  protitably 
manufactured  in  this  country  and  proper  encourage- 
ment at  the  hands  of  a  paternal  government,  to- 
gether with  patriotic  co-oj)eration  l)y  the  tradesmen 
and  the  consumers  of  Canada  would  make  this  de- 
sired I'esult  a  reality  instead  c)f  only  an  optimistic, 
commercial  dream. 


CANADIAN  AND  BRITISFI  BOOKS 

ON  another  jiage  in  this  issue  will  be  found  an 
article  on  the  question  of  British  Books  in 
Canada,  .setting  forth  a  series  of  questions  put  to  the 
Canadian  retail  book  trade  by  Henry  Button,  avIio 
has  taken  this  action  on  the  assumption  that  if  Eng- 
lish books  are  to  survive  in  Canada,  it  must  be  done 
by  means  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  Canadian 
booksellers.  ^Ir.  Button,  in  his  letter  to  the  trade, 
dwells  on  the  increa.sing  costs  of  manufacture  arising 
out  of  war  condition^;  as  well  as  the  enormouslv  in- 


crea-cd  ocean  freight  rales  and  other  attendant  cir- 
cumstances ad\-ancing  laid  down  costs  of  English 
books. 

.Mr.  Button's  action  has  a  larger  mi-ainng  than  the 
direct  inlluence  bearing  on  "Everyman's  Library" 
and  the  other  publications  of  the  concern  with  which 
he  is  ideiuified.  Therefore,  the  (piestions  he  \m[>  up 
to  the  Canadian  trade  affect  all  Briti.-h  {Md)li.-hing 
bouses  and  all  British  books.  Especially  interesting 
is  the  question,  whether,  in  view  of  fin-ther  advances 
which  seem  certain,  it  would  not  be  preferable  to  sidj- 
stitute  Canadian  currency  for  -terling  in  the  prices 
printed  on  the  jackets. 

'Iliis  will  })robal)ly  raise  objection>  in  .some  (juart-

come this  change  and  be  cheerfully  willing  to  bear 
the  .slightly  advanced  cost  of  this  Canadian  pricing 
and  this  action  coidd  be  depended  upon  to  strengthen 
the  position  of  British  books  in  Canada. 

The  patriotic  appeal  in  Mr.  Button's  letter  to  the 
trade  is  a  feature  that  will  doubtless  strike  a  respon- 
sive chord.  The  columns  of  Bookseller  and 
Stationer  are  open  for  a  general  discussion  of  this 
big  question.

THE  New  York  Time's'  Shakesi)eare  supplement 
that  is  in  process  of  production  now,  represents 
a  real  achievement  in  the  literature  of  the  day.  com- 
bining as  it  does.  sym])athetic  and  analytical  criti- 
cisms of  the  poet's  work  from  the  ])ens  of  the  most 
gifted  students,  actors  and  men  of  letters  of  oiu-  time. 
It  is  not  so  much  that  anything  new  is  added  to 
the  existent  Shakesperean  literature,  but  that  new 
light  is  shed  on  old  views  of  a  subject  which  is  now 
rejuvenated  and  lit  up  by  the  .scintillating  brilliancy 
of  another  generation  of  great  minds,  .stimulated  by 
the  gi'eat  war  to  a  new  insight  a  deeper  ap[)reciation 
of  an  art  that  has  for  us  to-day  a  meaning  unsus- 
|)ected  two  years  ago.  Tt  is  as  though  a  diamond 
which  we  had  long  admired  as  it  lay  in  the  warm 
.sun  of  friendly  pid)lic  opinion,  reflecting  its  vari- 
gated  brilliancy  from  a  score  of  points,  had  been 
tiu'ned  over,  exposing  to  the  gaze  a  new  set  of  hither- 
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l()  unsuspected  facts  as  well  as  giving  light  from  a 
new  angle  on  the  old  famihar  ones. 

Amongst  them  all,  no  more  astonishing  compari- 
son has  been  made  than  that  of  Benjamin  De  Cas- 
seres,  wherein  he  compares  the  poet  to  Thomas  Hardy 
as  co-equal  in  a  quahty  of  mind.  He  says:  "There 
is  only  one  man  that  I  know  of  whose  subtlety  of 
mind  has  so  clearly  apprehended  the  interdependence 
of  all  things  as  Shakespeare's— and  that  is  Thomas 
Hardy.  Shakespeare  and  Hardy  posse.ss  in  almost 
equal  degree  the  sense  of  subtle  stupendities  and  stu- 
pendous subtleties.  There  are  no  great  laws;  there 
are  infinitesimal  links  that  chance  fastens  together, 
l)ut  may  break  at  any  moment.  The  great  ti-agedy  of 
Othello  is  built  up  on  the  airiest  trifles,  nothings, 
ripples  on  the  surface  of  the  Moor's  consciousne.>^s. 
Shakespeare  knew  that  the  almost  nothing  is  the 
nebulae  of  human  a.s  well  as  sidereal  cataclysms. 
•'The  earth  should  be  renamed  Shake.spoare." 


LIT KUATllRE  AFTER  THE  WAR 

IN  sunnuing  up  llic  present  dearth  of  ureat  liter- 
ature of  this  our  war  period,  the  New  York  Times 
reviewer  hazards  the  interesting  conclusion  that  it  is 
the  very  wealth  of  material  at  hand  to-day  that  be- 
wilders and  lessens  the  activities  of  the  writing  tem- 
perament. And  to  support  that  conclusion  the  opin- 
ion of  George  Haven  Putnam  is  quoted  in  the  follow- 
ing words:  "I  judge  from  my  personal  corre-iioiul- 
ence.  and  from  the  reports  from  our  London  house, 
that  the  authors,  or  at  least  many  of  the  authors,  are 
finding  it  difficult  to  utilize  their  imagination  and 
their  vitality  for  the  production  of  books  and  par- 
ticularly of  what  is  called  lighter  literatme,  when 
their  thoughts  are  ahsorbed  in  the  problems  of  the 
war  and  in  the  i)orils  and  api)reheusions  that  each 
week  brings.  There  has  certainly  been  a  material 
decline  in  the  number  of  important  works  of  fiction 
iuid  in  the  entire  production  of  fiction  during  the 
la.st  eighteen  months." 

The  conclusion  is  obvious  and  as  interesting  as  it 
is  obvious:  that  with  the  cessation  of  a  war,  the  great- 
est of  all  time,  we  may  expect  to  see  in  our  genera- 
tion a  literature,  sprung  from  the  very  bone  and 
marrow  of  a  ])eople  that  may  also  perhaps  lie  the 
greatest  of  all  time. 

The  thoutiht  throws  oi)en  to  us  a  field  of  specula- 
tion as  glorious  in  its  opportunities  as  it  is  limitless 
in  its  pos.sibilities.

T(jy  IXDf'STRY  A  PROMISING  ONE 

ONE  of  the  results  of  the  conference  and  exhibi- 
tion of  toys  by  Canadian  manufacturers 
referred  to  elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  to  demon- 
.strate  the  excellent  promise  which  the  industry  has. 
(ireat  interest  has  been  taken  by  large  numbers  of 
peo])le  in  the  display  which  has  been  organized  under 
tlie  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  and  which 
is  being  held  in  Toronto.  Canadians  are  confident 
that  the  manufacture  of  many  lines  of  toys  can  be 
carried  on  in  Canada  just  as  well  as  in  Germany. 
Fi-om  the  (juality  and  variety  of  toys  exhibited,  there 
can  l)e  no  doubt  al)out  this.  In  almo.st  every  case 
where  Canadians  have  turned  their  attention  to  the 
manufacture  of  toys  they  have  been  able  to  turn  out 
an  article  equally  as  good  and  in  many  case.<  superior 
to  the  foreign-made  product.  There  is  some  sub- 
.stance  about  the  Canadian-made  toys.  ( ierman  goods 
.seem  like  flimsy,  shoddy  articles  in  comparison. 

Excellent  progress  has  been  nuide  in  the  toy- 
making  art  in  the  short  period  of  time  that  it  has 
I  een  given  attention.  In  the  making  of  dolls  the 
foreign  manufacturer  has  had  many  years  of  experi- 
ence. After  only  six  months  on  the  work,  Canadian 
manufacturers  are  turning  out  goods  that  will  bring 
delight  to  the  hearts  of  the  doll  users. 

it  is  characteristic  of  the  Canadian-made  goods 
that  they  appear  durable.  It  is  stated  the  prices  on 
most  lines  will  be  equally  as  low  as  those  formerly 
charged  for  (lermtui  toy.-:.  'Yhe  exhibition  has  been 
a  revelation  to  many.  Credit  is  due  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  for  hel))ing  to  focus  atten- 
tion on  an  infant  industry  by  the  organization  of 
such  an  exhibition.  Canadian  manufacturers  should 
not  be  content  until  they  are  able  completely  to  sup- 
ply the  local  market.  If  the  quality  of  their  goods 
is  maintained,  they  should  in  time  be  able  to  reach 
into  the  export  market. 

Sir  George  E.  Foster,  Minister  of  Trade  and 
Commerce,  as-^ured  the  toy  makers  of  Canadn  that 
they  could  feel  confident  that  all  reasonable  protec- 
tion would  be  granted  by  the  Government  to  this  new 
industry.  The  makers  have  interpreted  this  as 
meaning  that  a  tariff  .-"ufliciently  high  will  be  im- 
]"»osed  on  foreign-made  goods  to  keep  them  out  of  the 
Canadian  market.  This  a.ssurance  is  timely  and  will 
give  the  manufacturers  confidence  to  press  forward  in 
the  development  of  the  industry. 

While  this  assurance  has  been  given  toy  manu- 
facturers should  see  to  it  that  the  tariff  wall  is  not 
made  a  barrier  to  hinder  the  development  of  the 
industry  or  to  secure  higher  priced  than  will  repre- 
sent a  fair  profit  to  the  manufacturer.*.  Once  this 
indu.stry  is  properly  under  w-ay  in  Canada  there  is  a 
field  sufliciently  large  in  the  present  and  future  to 
warrant  the  manufacturers  having  a  conscience  in 
the  matter  of  prices  and  in  giving  the  best  article 
po,s«ible  for  the  money. 
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Canada's  First  Toy  Conference 

Exhibit  of  Toys  Under  Auspices  of  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  Shows  Great 
Possibilities  for  Canadian  Manufacturers — Sir  George  Foster  Present  at 
Opening — Makes  Important  Announcement 


A  START  has  been  made  in  the  direction  of  linking 
together  the  various  interests,  connected  with  the 
toy  industry  in  Canada  for  tlie  purpose  of  develop- 
ing it  to  take  advantage  of  the  immense  field  thrown  open 
as  a  result  of  the  war.  A  strong  organization  of  manufac- 
turers and  buyers  was  effected  at  the  opening  session  in  the 
Royal  Bank  Bldg..  Toronto,  and  the  foundations  were  laid 
for  a  growth  that  is  expected  within  the  next  year  or  two 
to  reach  enormous  proportions.  In  other  words,  Canada 
in  this  industry  is  preparing  to  appropriate  to  herself  the 
commerce  that  lay  mainly  before  in  the  hands  of  Ger- 
many and  to  this  end  some  of  the  industrial  methods  will 
be  employed  that  gave  to  Germany  her  undisputed  su- 
premacy in  so  many  directions  previous  to  the  war. 

More  important  than  the  organization  of  this  one 
industry,  however,  was  the  announcement  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce,  tlie  Hon.  Sir  George 
Foster,  who  presided  at  the  conference,  that  the  toy 
makers  might  be  assured  of  all  reasonable  protection  that 
could  be  granted  by  the  Government  in  order  to  prevent 
the  business  from  passing  again  into  the  hands  of  Ger- 
many. This  statement  was  a  general  one,  and  may  be 
taken  to  apply  to  all  other  lines  of  industry,  and  to  in- 
clude in  its  scope  not  only  the  Government  of  Canada,  but 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Entente.  This  statement  should 
set  at  rest  the  serious  misgivings  that  have  heretofore 
checked  the  development  of  industries  not  only  in  Canada, 
but  in  Great  Britain  and  all  other  parts  of  the  Empire. 

Annual  Toy  Fair  in  Canada 

At  the  Toy  Fair  not  only  was  there  a  combined  com- 
mittee of  manufacturers  and  buyers  appointed,  and 
organized,  but  it  was  decided  to  hold  an  annual  toy  fair, 
which  the  buyers  from  all  over  Canada,  and  it  was  hoped, 
the  United  States  and  Europe,  would  in  time  attend.     An 


attempt  will  be  made  to  have  the  basis  of  manufacture 
brought  down  to  a  more  definite  ground  through  having 
orders  placed  as  far  in  advance  of  the  season  of  delivery 
as  has  been  done  in  the  past  in  connection  with  the  big 
fair  at  Leipsic.  The  manufacturers  were  impressed  by  Sir 
George  and  by  the  buyers  who  spoke  with  the  absolute 
necessity  of  delivering  goods  in  time,  and  also  with  the 
strong  feeling  there  was  against  the  turning  out  of  any- 
thing in  the  form  of  a  "monstrosity."'  Representatives  of 
two  of  the  largest  department  stores  in  Canada  pointed 
out  to  the  manfacturers  certain  definite  lines  in  which 
their  products  now  were  quite  up  to  the  mark  required  and 
in  other  cases  where  some  improvement  is  needed,  and  a 
few  others  where  various  conditions  macfe  it  probably  im- 
possible for  them  to  compete  successfully  with  outside 
countries.  In  this  way  the  wide  experience  of  the  buyers 
will  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  manufacturers 
through  the  conferences  of  the  special  committee  that  was 
appointed. 

The  exhibits  and  attendance  at  this  opening  fair  were 
alike  a  surprise  to  all  concerned.  The  exhibits,  which  will 
be  described  n\ore  in  detail  later,  showed  a  surprising 
variety  of  toys  and  also  a  very  commendable  quality.  The 
attendance  itself  was  very  close  to  the  200  mark  and 
represented  a  large  number  of  buyers  from  the  principal 
cities  of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  while  several  score  of  manu- 
facturers were  represented.  The  first  week  of  the  fair  is 
being  devoted  to  trade  and  the  second  week  it  will  be 
thrown  open  to  the  public. 

Work  by  Soldiers  and  in  Schools 

Some  important  developments  may  be  expected  in 
regard  to  the  area  of  manufacture.  It  is  intended  to  have 
a  certain  amount  of  the  work  done  in  the  homes,  possibly 
in  the  schools,  and  also  to  bring  in  the  services  of  as  large

aroused  in  Canadian  toys  for 
Canadian  children,  and  this 
interest,  if  developed,  would 
[)iove  of  great  advantage  to 
tliem  in  disposing  of  their 
goods. 

P.  H.  O'Neil  brought  bis 
■Jl  years'  experience  in  con- 
nection with  the  toy  depart- 
ment of  the  T.  Eaton  Co.  into 
iiis  address.     He  opened   by 
expressing  the  wish  that  the 
tariff  could  be  made  so  hig!i 
against    German    goods    that 
none  could  he  got  into  Can- 
ada after  the  war,   a  senti- 
ment wliich  brought  enthusi- 
astic  applause.       He   hoped 
that   this   was  the  first  of  a 
long  series  of   toy   fairs   by   which  toy  buyers   would  be 
brougiit  to  Canada  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  that 
it   would   mean   that   toys  previously   bought   in   (iermany 
would  be  purchased  in  Canada. 

Dolls  the  Most  Popular  of  Toys 

Dolls  arc  the  greatest  in  demand  of  all  toys,  he  said. 
The  doll  industry  in  Canada  had  been  a  decided  success 
and  all  the  parts  are  now  being  made  here.  Some  of  the 
lieads  are  made  of  a  secret  composition,  some  of  wood 
pulp,  and  a  third  of  celluloid.  Celluloid  dolls  have  not 
yet  been  made  in  Canada,  but  other  celluloid  products 
were  being  brought  out  in  West  Toronto,  and  he  believed 
that  they  could  make  dolls  there  of  celluloid  that  would 
put  those  bought  formerly  in  Nuremburg  "clean  under  in 
price.'"     (;\pplause.) 


No  China  or  Bisque  Heads 

"I  don't  think  we  can  manage  china  and  bisque  dolls' 
heads.    These  must  be  imported.    It  is  a  matter  of  a  par- 


a  proportion  as  possible  of  the  returned  soldiers.  Already 
steps  to  this  end  iiave  been  taken  in  connection  with  the 
Handicrafts  Council  of  Quebec,  which  was  represented  by 
its  president  and  secretary  at  the  conference. 

Tn  his  opening  address  Sir  George  Foster  expressed  his 
pleasure  at  the  cordial  resjwnse  which  was  made  to  the 
efforts  of  his  department. 

"Canada  possesses  every  essential  for  the  production 
of  toys,  not  only  for  her  own  use,  but  for  export  as  well. 
This  matter  sliould  be  taken  into  calculation  in  connection 
with   the  work  of  organization." 

Does  Not  Believe  in  Monstrosities 

He  urged  the  toy  makers  to  think  not  only  of  the  fin- 
ancial benefit  to  themselves,  but  of  the  human  side;  they 
should  endeavor  that  the  child  life  in  Canada  should  not 
be  barren  and  unprofitable,  but  should  be  full  of  delight. 

"I  do  not  believe  in  toy  monstrosities,"  he  said,  and 
was  cheered.       "Let   us  keep  monstrosities  and    aimless 
things  out  of  the  toy  business."     Toys  might  be  made  one 
of  the  finest  fields  in  the  education 
of  the  children  of  Canada.    The  best 
kind    of    amusemeoit    for    old    and 
young    as     well     does     not     simply 
amuse,  but  invokes  something  which 
is    higher    than     amusement.       The 
idea  of  killing  time  he  would  like  to 
see  "banished  to  the  lower  Hades.'" 

"No  man  has  any  business  to  kill 
time  in  this  country.  Canadian  toys 
should  not  only  amuse,  but  educate 
and  instruct  and  have  in  them  also 
something  of  a  national  flavor." 

"The  making  of  toys  is  an  in- 
dustry that  might  be  extended  from 
the  factories  to  the  homes  and  the 
schools,  as  is  done  in  parts  of  Ger- 
many and  Austria,"  he  said.  Work 
could  even  be  done  during  the  long 
Winter  in  the  farm  houses,  but  care 
must  be  taken  in  all  these  directions 
to  avoid  the  growth  of  sweat  shops. 
There  was  also  great  work  to  be  done 
in  connection  with  providing  em-

ticular  kind  of  sand  that  is  required.  There  are  only  two 
countries  that  manufafture  these — Germany  and  France. 
England  can,  but  does  not.  Her  manufacturers  were 
afraid  that  after  the  war  the  business  would  revert  to 
Germany  again. 

"We  must  continue  to  import  these  bisque  and  china 
heads,  hut  all  the  bodies  should  be  made  in  Canada." 

Mr.  O'Neill  believed  Canadian  manufacturers  could 
obtain  the  home  market  and  also  export  goods.  Toy 
furniture  and  building  blocks  were  being  skilfully  made 
in  Canada,  and  rocking  horses  with  steel  frames  and  papier 
mache  bodies.  He  complimented  the  makers  on  the  suc- 
cess of  this  line. 

So  far  as  mechanical  toys  are  concerned  the  dies  for 
making  these  are  costly.  Some  are  being  turned  out  by 
Canadian  manufacturers,  but  the  only  nation  that  could 
do  so  successfully  he  thought  were  the  Japanese,  where 
10c  of  labor  represents  practically  $1  in  Canada.  The 
Japanese  prices  on  these  goods,  however,  were  going  to 
advance  25  per  cent. 

Methods  for  Manufacturers 

First. — German  toys  were  never  brought  out  in  quan- 
tities until  orders  for  these  were  taken  in  advance.  The 
Leipsic  Toy  Fair  was  held  on  the  first  of  March,  and  orders 
were  received  here  before  the  goods  were  turned  out.  This 
should  be  the  system  in  Canada.  This  would  greatly 
minimize  the  risk  of  the  manufacturer  and  it  would  be 
easier  to  interest  capital  with  a  sale  assured  before  the 
goods  were  manufactured. 

Second. — Manufacturers  should  ascertain  exactly  the 
cost  of  production  and  allow  a  reasonable  profit.  Two 
mistakes  were  frequently  made  by  toy  makers — one  that 

the  prices  were  too  low,  and  the  second  that  the  prices     ■  the  various  speakers, 
were  too  high.    The  evil  effects  of  both  were  obvious.  "No  man  but  the  finance  minister  can   tell  what  the 

Third.  —  The  manufacturer 
should  deliver  his  toys  on  time. 
"Nothing  kills  business  more 
quickly  than  the  failure  to  deliver 
on  time.  If  you  deliver  on  time 
you  get  your  money  and  possibly  a 
repeat  order.  It  is  far  better  to 
be  a  week  too  soon,  than  one  day 
too  late." 

Dealing  with  work  by  children, 
Mr.  O'Neill  thought  that  although 
the  movement  in  Germany  lately 
had  been  more  towards  factories, 
that  children  could  work  one  or 
two  hours  a  day.  The  toy  industry 
could  be  carried  on  to  a  certain 
extent  in  the  country  during  the 
winter.

large    experience    was    also    very 
practical  in  his  suggestions. 

The  toy  makers  of  Canada,  he 
said,  should  strive  for  perfection 
in  form. 

"My  experience  is  that  a  mon- 
strosity is  not  a  seller. "  "A  thing 
of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever,"  was 
never  more  true  than  in  connection 
with  toy.s. 

Plush  and  Felt  Animals 

"A  large  field  lies  before  the

paid  both  to  the  style  and   to  the 

stuffing,      ^lere   size   is   not    valued   by    the    child    in    the 

stuffed  toy." 

Musical  toys,  could,  he  said,  be  gotten  out  in  Canada. 
A  very  interesting  statement  was  made  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Canadian  Handicrafts  Guild  of  Montreal,  Mr. 
l)(jble.  It  was  in  Quebec,  he  said,  that  the  first  attempt 
to  plug  up  the  hole  against  Germany  was  made,  and  he 
hoped  it  would  be  so  well  plugged  up  that  no  more  Ger- 
man toys  would  come  into  this  country. 

Some  \-ery  interesting  statements  were  made  by  Mr. 
Doble  as  to  the  ready  response  made  by  the  public  to  the 
toys  that  were  turned  out  by  the  Guild,  and  also  to  the 
surprising  ingenuity  shown  by  the  children  of  Quebec  in 
devising  new  toys.  A  competition  had  been  held  last 
September,  and  a  second  one  is  being  arranged  for  May. 
All  of  those  shown  by  the  Guild  were  handmade  toys,  and 
arrangements  were  being  made  for  lecturers  to  go  around 
to  the  different  centres  instructing  the  people  on  methods 
of  toy  making. 

Mr.  Dohle  also  recommended  the  making  of  toys  by 
returned  soldiers. 

"Perliaps  this  movement  marks  the  passing  of  out- 
rageously expensive  toys  in  Canada,"  he  declared.  "We 
are  teaching  our  people  to  live  on  a  more  moderate  scale, 
and  should  accustom  our  chidren  to  get  rid  of  extrava- 
gant ideas  in  toys  such  as  they  have  had  of  late."  He 
concluded  by  inviting  the  toy  people  down  to  Montreal 
after  they  liad  been  set  up  in  Toronto,  "especially  after  it 
goes  dry. "     (Laughter.) 

Just  as  the  conference  closed  a  short  statement  was 
made  by  Sir  George,  summing  up  the  points  dealt  with  by

lie  delivers  his  budget  speech." 

Promised  Tariff  Against  German  Goods 

"But,  you  may  depend  on  it,  that  the  British  Empire 
has  had  its  eyes  opened  with  reference  to  a  war  campaign 
that  has  been  going  on  for  many  years  under  the  guise  of  a 
peaceful  movement."  The  Germans  were  getting  the 
domination  wherever  it  was  possible  with  a  view  of  being 
masters  in  the  end.  The  British  Empire  had  not  under- 
stood this  movement,  but  it  did  now. 

"You  may  depend  upon  it  that  so  far  as  reasonable, 
anything  necessary  will  be  done  to  guard  against 
an  unreasonable  invasion  of  our  economic  system,  and  our 
productive  interests  will  be  looked  after  and  guaranteed  by 
the  Government."  He  did  not  think  that  any  attempt 
to  veto  action  taken  by  the  Imperial  Government  would  be 
made  in  Canada. 

He  assured  the  toy  men  that  the  industry  would  be 
aided  by  the  Government  "to  every  reasonable  extent," 
and  he  felt  they  did  not  want  it  supported  to  an  "un- 
reasonable extent." 

Tlie  convention  was  addressed  also  l)y  T.  B.  Kidner, 
secretary  of  the  Military  Hospital  Commission,  to  describe 
the  work  which  is  being  done  for  1,300  soldiers  already  in 
convalescent  homes  in  Canada.  Efforts  were  being  made 
to  provide  some  vocational  training  for  these  men. 

4     Showing  Toys  at  Fall  Fairs 

An  effort  will  be  made  to  have  certain  space  set  aside 
at  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition  in  Toronto  each  year 


for  the  showing  of  Canadian  toys  and  also  at  a  number 
of  other  of  the  larger  faii-s.  In  this  way  it  was  felt  that 
the  people  of  tiie  country  would  have  an  idea  of  just  what 
is  being  done  and  that  this  would  help  to  popularize  the 
products  of  Canadian  industry. 

Some  New  Lines 

Some  new  ideas  were  exhibited  perhaps  for  the  first 
time.  They  show  in  a  measure  the  practical  bent  of  the 
Canadian  mind,  and  give  evidence  of  the  desire  to  see  that 
tlie  children  are  learned,  to  be  builders  in  their  playtime. 
One  of  this  class  of  toys  is  being  exhibited  by  a  Toronto 
firm  in  their  manual  construction  building  sets.  From 
these  small  l)uilding  slats  it  is  .somewhat  surprising  to  see 
tlie  number  of  houses,  elevators  bridges,  forts  and  towers 
wiiich  it  is  possible  to  erect.  Another  is  a  new  mechanical 
wood  toy  which  will  be  put  up  in  small  tin  boxes  in  a 
take-down  form,  hut  which  is  capable  of  being  put  to- 
gether in  many  different  varieties  of  toys.  For  instance, 
there  are  the  merry-go-rounds,  the  squirrel  cages,  the 
happy-go-rounds,  the  windmills,  the  turbines,  wrecking 
v-ars,  drawbridges — all  of  which  can  be  made  from  the  one 
set.    They  are  made  to  be  sold  at  a  reasonable  price.

There  were 
horns,  tops,  harnessed  horses,  enamelware 
sets,  yachts,  engines,  cows,  mules,  lious, 
sheep,  rocking  horses  and  dolls.  There  was 
a  general  cheapness  about  the  look  of  these 
toys.  They  had  the  appearance  of  being 
thrown  together  simply  to  get  the  money. 
Apparently  there  was  no  attempt  made  at 
durability.  They  looked  like  shoddy  articles 
of  an  insubstantial  nature.

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Some  Problems  for  Canada 

What  Other  Countries  Are  Doino;  in  the  Fight  to 

Capture  the  Toy  Trade  That  Was 

Germany's 

In  Canada,  counting'  concerns  large  and  small,  there 
are  now  well  on  toward  a  hundred  firms  making  toys. 
These,  of  course,  include  many  factories  that  have  com- 
menced the  manufacture  of  toys  as  a  sideline.  Natur- 
ally, there  are  as  yet  very  few  factories  exclusively  de- 
voted to  the  manufacture  of  toys  in  this  country.  In 
addition  to  the  toy  making  tliat  has  gone  forward  essen- 
tially on  the  commercial  basis,  there  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  effort  on  the  part  of  patriotic  and  philanthropic 
societies  and  institutions,  as  a  result  of  which  large 
quantities  of  toys  were  made  by  women  in  their  homes 
and  by  men,  boys  and  girls  who  were  out  of  other  em- 
ployment. Dolls  are,  of  course,  included'  in  this  general 
term  of  'toys.'  The  idea  of  the  patriotic  organizations 
is  that  toy  making  will  lead  to  the  profitable  employ- 
ment of  disabled  soldiers  and  a  good  start  has  already 
been  made  in  that  direction. 

Crippled  soldiers  were  set  to  work  making  toys  many 
months  ago  in  England,  becoming  self-supporting,  despite 
the  severe  ways  in  which  so  many  of  them  had  been 
handicapped  by  wounds  received  in  Flanders. 

In  the  United  States  philantliropy  and  charity  liave 
done  much  toward  the  alleviation  of  men  rendered  almost 
helpless  by  various  forms  of  misfortune,  toy-making 
being  the  relief  afforded  there  as  well. 

There  is  room  for  enormous  increases  in  toy-making 
in  Canada  before  the  volume  of  toys  and  dolls  formerly 
imported  into  this  country  from  Germany  is  reached  and 
for  that  reason  there  need  be  no  fear  on  the  part  of 
people  who  could  appropriate  capital  for  this  purpose, 
that  the  increasing  sale  of  toys  made  in  the  homes  will 
spell  failure  for  such  a  commercial  undertaking.  If 
Canadian  capital  is  not  so  invested,  eventuallj'  it  will 
be  found  that  United  States  concerns  will  not  be  slow 
in  bidding  for  the  Canadian  toy  market,  even  to  the  ex- 
tent of  manufacturing  in  Canada  when  circumstance 
make  this  latter  course  advisable. 

Dolls  Hard  to  Replace 

Perhaps  the  hardest  blow  of  all  in  the  disappearance 
of  toys  that  formerly  flooded  the  Canadian  market  was 
the  loss  to  the  kiddies  of  the  popular  and  creditably  pro- 
duced dolls  which  came  from  Germany.  As  yet  the  efforts 
of  English,  French,  United  States  and  Canadian  manufac- 
turers of  dolls  have  not  succeeded  in  producing  dolls  of 
equal  merit,  but  this  will  be  developed  and  despite  the  fond 
hopes  of  the  Germans  tliat  all  will  be  well  Avith  their 
export  trade  again,  when  the  war  is  ended,  it  is  a  cer- 
tainty that  they  will  never  again  enjoy  anything  nearly 
approaching  the  toy  trade  they  formerly  did  witli  the 
allied  countries  and  America,  not  only  because  of  the 
strong  sentiment  against  German  products  that  has  been 
caused  by  the  war  and  which  will  continue  long  after 
peace  is  declared,  but  because  of  the  systematic  and  pain- 
staking efforts  of  the  manufacturers  in  these  different 
countries  to  satisfactorily  replace  the  German  goods.  An 
earnest  of  the  success  that  is  bound  to  come  is  afforded 
by  the  creditable  range  of  prodlicts  that  have  already 
materialized  and  it  is  a  significant  fact  that  some  of  the 
articles  are  improvements  on  their  German  forerunners, 
both  as  respects  quality  and  price. 
Switzerland  Too 

In  Switzerland  the  toy  industry  has  recently  been  de- 
veloped to  a  considerable  extent.     Various  organizations 


in  different  parts  of  the  country  liave  joined  hands  with 
a  view  of  increasing  its  efficiency  and  of  encouraging  and 
facilitating  the  exportation  of  its  products.  Important 
orders  have  already  been  filled  for  France  and  England. 
Some  firms  alone  have  produced  hundreds  of  new  models 
in  wood  and  in  pasteboard,  and  more  are  being  added 
daily.  The  industry  is  stated  to  be  now  in  a  position  to 
take  care  of  a  large  foreign  demand  and  to  supply  many 
of  the  needs  of  the  Ignited  States. 

Japan  Makes  Strong  Bid 

Nor  must  the  bid  of  Japan  be  overlooked.  Japan  has 
been  bending  Herculean  efforts  in  the  production  of  toys 
to  supplant  Germany  in  the  different  markets  of  the 
world  and  it  is  to  that  country  that  we  shall  probably 
have  to  look  for  the  production  of  such  articles  as 
"Noah's  Ark."  Canadian  manufacturers  will  hardly 
venture  to  supply  such  articles  as  these  at  the  almost 
ridiculously  low  prices  at  which  the  German  makers  could 
lay  them  down  in  Canada.  But  Japan  will  probably  be 
able  to  meet  this  emergency. 

Where  England  Leads 

In  a  good  class  of  wooden  toys  and  tool  sets  certain 
British  manufacturers,  particularly  in  Sheffield,  are  su- 
preme and  have  had  the  best  of  the  market  in  these. 
There  are  certain  lines  of  games  in  which  tliey  have  a 
good  standing  also,  and  recent  letters  from  agents  there 
indicate  that  they  have  extended  the  range  of  their 
manufactures  so  as  to  embrace  many  of  the  lines  previ- 
ously supplied  from  German  factories. 

Last  year  many  big  concerns  were  established  in 
Great  Britain  for  toy  making  and  turned  out  millions 
of  toys.  So  far  did  England  engage  in  toy  making  ex- 
tensive sliipments  were  exported  to  America.  Tin  sol- 
diers of  Kitchener's  army,  tin  men  of  Admiral  Jellicoe's 
fleet,  tin  soldiers  of  the  French  armj' — the  "Joffres." 
they  are  called — were  greatly  in  demand  for  export. 
Mechanical  Toys 

Mechanical  toys  liave  been  tlie  joy  of  the  nursery  for 
the  past  ten  years,  but  it  was  a  cause  for  many  tears 
that  a  scarcely  day-old  train  or  walking-duck  might 
suffer  utter  collapse  and  ruin  by  coming  under  tlie  foot 
of  its  over-eager  small  engineer.  This  was  a  character- 
istic of  all  German-made  mechanical  toys.  They  were 
not  durable.  Made  of  light  metal  they  soon  got  twisted 
and  bent  out  of  shape.  The  present  need  has  called 
attention  to  the  American-made  article,  which  already 
enjoyed  a  certain  vognie  among  tliose  who  felt  they  could 
afford  the  higher  price.  The  United  States  mechanical 
toy  manufacturers  use  iron  and  the  heavier  metals,  which 
require  no  gentle  handling  or  regardful  engineering. 
There  is  not,  rather  unfortunately,  the  same  range  of 
prices  as  was  to  be  found  in  the  mechanical  trains,  for 
instance,  brought  from  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic, 
which  ran  from  35  cents  upward.  Canada  has  here  a 
suggestion  for  a  new  trade  which  should  find  a  local 
market  at  least  for  its  output. 

Wheeled  goods  are  made  between  the  two  countries — 
the  United  States  and  Canada — and  have  been  for  such 
a  long  time  that  the  market  has  had  no  competition  to 
speak  of  from  outside.  But  if  this  is  so  then  Canada 
should  be  working  more  industriously  than  ever  to  cap- 
ture a  business  in  things  of  this  kind — wagons,  wheel- 
barrows, etc..  for  children — outside  of  the  Dominion. 
The  Constructional  Toys 

Meantime  the  hobby  of  the  small  as  well  as  the  bigger 
boy  of  to-day  is  constructional  toys,  such  as  the 
"Erector,"  "Meccano,"  "Model  Builder"  and  others 
comprising  metal  pieces,  besides  many  which  are  made  of 
wood. 
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How  We   Do  It  In  Texas 

Former  Canadian  Now  With  a  Galveston  Bookstore 
Tells  of  Selling  Methods  in  Force  There.

WHEN  the  T.  H.  &  B.  train  pulled  out  of  the  old 
union  depot  at  Toronto  on  November  the  21st  last, 
with  the  writer  of  these  lines  in  the  day  coach  and 
a  copy  of  Neystrom's  "Retail  Selling  and  Store  Manage- 
ment" in  his  grip,  there  happened  something  wlii.-h  comes 
to  most  all  of  us  some  time  or  other  in  life — readjustment. 

Six  years  in  one  house  makes  one  lo-ok  at  everything  as 
through  the  eyes  of  that  house.  New  surroundings,  new 
conditions,  are  the  creators  of  new  ideas. 

it  was  not  a  new  experience  tliis  breaking  of  old  ties. 
But  it  had  a  new  meaning.  I  left  a  country  of  winter  snow 
for  one  of  sunny  skies  and  warm  breezes.  A  country  of 
throbbing  militarism  due  to  the  great  world  war,  for  one 
whose  attitude,  though  neutral,  is  more  pronouncedly  pro- 
ally  than  one  imagines  at  home.  But  enough  of  personal 
things.    The  question  is  "How  do  we  do  things  in  Texas'?" 

To  begin  with  we  have  our  problems — they  are  as  multi- 
tudinous here  as  in  Canada.  There  is  the  problem  (.f 
getting  rid  of  the  most  mercliandise  for  tlie  least  expendi- 
ture and  with  the  greatest  returns  in  investment.  Four 
years  and  more  in  retail  selling  in  Toronto  and  Chicago 
gave  me  an  insight  into  problems  that  confront  all  of  us 
who  have  to  buy  from  the  other  fellow — sometimes  what 
we  do  not  want — to  sell  to  the  public  what  it  wants,  or 
thinks  it  wants,  and  once  in  a  while  when  you  can  get  it 
over — wiiich  is  not  often — what  it  doesn't  want.  Tlie 
retailer  is  very  apt  to  look  upon  the  wholesaler  as  some- 
thing of  a  nuisance — very  often  he  can  make  himself  so — 
and  the  wholesaler  in  turn,  once  in  a  while  is  forced  to 
deem  the  retailer  something  of  a  conundrum  too. 

Just  by  way  of  explanation  :  every  publisher  who  issues 
a  worth-wiiile  book — tliere  are  some  you  know  that  are 
not  worth  while — expects  the  retailer  who  runs  a  good- 
sized  store  to  buy  twenty-five  copies,  right  off.  Now  once 
in  a  while  as  in  the  case  of  "Felix  O'Day, "  or  "The 
Turmoil,"  that  is  a  safe  buy.  Often  enough  though,  the 
retailer  finds  himself  confronted  with  something  equally 
good,  but  which  he  cannot  sell.  The  author  is  not  so  well 
known,  the  title  spoils  it,  or  some  one  cause  sells  ten 
copies  or  perhaps  five,  and  the  publisher  witli  an  eye  to 
large  first  editions  is  very  much  disappointed.  We  hear  a 
great  deal  about  "on  sale"  propositions.  They  are  vo 
good  except  in  rare  cases.  "On  sale"  propositions  are  in 
bad  taste.  They  imply  a  sort  of  sneaking  unreliability, 
either  on  the  part  of  the  book,  the  dealer  or  tlie  whole- 
saler. But  while  T  don't  like  "on  sale"  business,  I  do 
hate  to  be  told  when  I  buy  ten  books  that  T  ought  to  have 
bought  fifty.  I  detest  the  implication  that  Mr.  Salesman 
makes  against  my  business  sagacity,  by  suggesting  that 
he  knows  more  about  my  business  than  I  do. 

Salesmen  have  their  troubles.  That,  of  course,  is  ap- 
parent. They  are  out  to  sell  goods.  The  house  is  ham- 
mering away  at  them  to  push  this  or  go  strong  on  that, 
and  every  buyer  has  to  face  the  machine  gun  battery  of 
both  house  and  man.  The  man  is  not  primarily  to  blame, 
but  the  house  is.  Tt  is  poor  business  for  the  wholesaler 
to  overload  me.  and  it  is  poor  philosophy  for  the  salesman 
to  suppose  he  can  do  that  sort  of  thing  twice.  We  are  all 
human  and  therefore  we  all  may  make  a  mistake  once  in 
awhile.  When  I  look  at  our  stock  I  have  to  say  with  some 
regret  "Someone  had  blundered.''  But  unlike  Tennyson's 
immortal  "Six  Hundred"  we  must  "reason  why,"  and 
that  is  where  your  business  is  going  to  stand  or  fall.  Tt 
will  be  perhaps  on  these  blunders  of  the  past,  part  yours, 
part  somebody  else's,  that  your  future  success  will  be  built. 


Everyone  must  have  a  fair  chance  and  a  square  deal,  and 
there  are  publishing  houses,  and  stationery  manufacturers 
who  are  conducting  their  businesses  along  these  lines. 
There  are  lots  of  them — lots  of  all  kinds,  too  many  I 
sometimes  think,  but  if  all  were  as  far-seeing  as  some  of 
the  stronger,  older  established  houses  are,  tliere  would  be 
no  complaint. 

How  do  we  buy?  We  buy  in  small  lots  and  often, 
price  cuts  for  quantities  except  for  staples  are  of  no  at- 
traction to  us,  that  is  where  you  ought  to  line  up  Mr. 
Retailer.  It  is  better  to  buy  .3  copies  of  a  not  too  popular 
I'odk  from  your  jobber  than  to  buy  25  or  50  copies  from 
the  publisher  who  gets  angry  with  you  if  you  don't.  If  on 
the  other  hand  a  really  big  book  or  a  very  saleable  line  of 
[)apeteries  or  correspondence  cards  are  offered  at  a  good 
reduction  in  quantities,  well  you  know  who  the  fool  is,  if 
advantage  is  not  taken  of  the  opportimity  offered.  There- 
is  always  room  for  business  horse  sense. 

How  do  we  sell?  That  is  a  problem  isn't  it?  If  the 
line  is  a  particularly  attractive  one  we  display  it.  It  sells 
itself.  If  it  is  something  that  isn't  over  popular,  we  en- 
deavor to  talk  our  customer  up  to  the  popular  point,  and 
then  leave  it  to  them.  But  there  are  lots  of  waj'S  to  do 
business,  and  more  business  loo.  Advertising  costs  money 
and  therefore  we  do  not  do  much  of  it.  We  do  a  little,  but 
to  be  quite  candid  about  it,  it  doesn't  pull.  What  does 
pull,  is  the  advertising  of  the  manufacturer  and  the  pub- 
lisher in  the  magazines  and  periodicals.  We  make  use  of 
these  magazines  too,  in  a  very  quiet  but  effective  way,  by 
inserting  postcards  of  new  books  in  them.  Last  month  we 
had  several  advance  orders  before  publication,  for  a  com- 
paratively unpromising  book,  just  through  this  medium. 
We  also  find  that  a  circular  sent  out  with  statements  is  a 
means  towards  adding  to  our  sales  though  not  as  much  us 
we  should  like. 

The  telephone  is  a  good  medium  in  a  city  or  town  not 
too  large.  How  do  we  do  that?  listen.  We  get  one  of  our 
clerks,  preferably  a  lady,  to  call  up  a  list  of  our  customers 
on  the  phone.  This  list  will  vary  according  to  the  article 
to  be  sold.  It  is  not  well  to  advertise  in  this  way  more 
than  once  a  month  or  the  novelty  wears  off.  We  are  going 
to  feature  the  new  Harold  Bell  Wright  book  that  way.  We 
tried  it  on  a  magazine  subscription  for  ladies,  last  month, 
and  in  a  city  of  40,000  people  we  secured  over  900  sub- 
scriptions. Not  bad  was  it?  Of  course  it  was  lots  of 
work.    Did  you  ever  get  any  real  business  without  that? 

Our  very  best  advertising  medium,  the  one  that  pulls 
best  and  hardly  ever  fails,  is  the  show  windows.  We  get 
more  returns,  percentage  returns,  on  our  window  display 
than  from  any  other  source  by  which  we  try  to  reach  the 
public.  Only  last  week  we  featured  cook  books,  diction- 
aries, and  useful  books  for  carpenters,  mechanics,  etc.,  in 
one  of  our  windows,  and  our  sales  on  cook  books  alone 
were  trebled,  while  dictionaries,  which  are  always  good 
sellers  with  us,  made  a  wonderful  spurt.  We  have  had  the 
same  experience  with  kodaks,  writing  tablets,  draughting 
materials,  fifty  cent  novels,  and  in  other  lines.    It  pays. 

And  now  after  all  this,  what  is  there  of  suggestion  in 
these  lines  for  you  Mr.  Retailer?  Simply  this.  If  we  are 
going  to  get  business  we  must  get  after  it.  It  will 
not  come  to  us  of  its  own  volition,  save  in  rare  and  ex- 
treme cases.  The  problem  that  we  must  solve  is  what  to 
buy,  when  to  buy,  how  many  to  buy,  and  in  some  cases 
where  to  buy  it,  and  following  that  is  the  prohlem.  How 
to  sell  it,  when  to  sell,  and  what  to  do  with  it  if  you 
can't  sell  it.  The  latter  is  a  hard  problem,  price  reduction 
doesn't  always  solve  it.  nine  times  out  of  ten  the  only 
thing  to  do  is  to  write  against  it  "dead  loss,"  and  throw 
the  stuff  out  in  the  lane  or  give  it  to  the  charity  society. 
Yon  can't  give  the  public  poor  goods  even  at  a  reduction 
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witliout  incriminating  yourself.  It's  bad  business  to  do 
that.  The  only  way  to  make  a  business  pay  is  to  make  it 
honest.  The  only  way  that  you  can  make  it  honest  with 
profit  is  to  buy  at  all  times  with  unprejudiced  judgment, 
conservatively  when  you  are  not  sure,  and  liberally  when 
you  are  sure.  Yes,  you'll  make  mistakes,  and  so  will  the 
other  fellow,  but  in  the  long  run  you  '11  make  good  and 
you  will  go  to  business  with  the  fine  spirit  of  relisli  that 
is  so  dear  to  all  who  love  our  work  as  we  do  our  own 
souls.  As  "Grape  Nuts'"  would  put  it  "There's  a 
reason. ' '

DEATH  OF  EDWIN  MOORE 

Edwin  Moore,  head  of  tlie  Moore  Push  Pin  Co.,  of 
Philadelphia,  died  on  March  16,  the  result  of  being  strick- 
en with  a  severe  attack  of  the  grippe  on  February  9, 
developing  heart  trouble,  to  which  he  succumbed. 

Mr.  Moore,  by  his  kindly  Christian  qualities  and  ex- 
emplary life,   Iiad   won   tlie   liigliest   regard  of  all  of  his 

employees  and  associates.  No 
matter  how  depressed  with 
L-ares  and  worries  of  his  own 
l)usiuess,  he  always  had  time 
to  encourage  tlie  other  fel- 
low. 

Mr.  Moore's  success  in 
life  lias  been  due  entirely  to 
his  own  energies  and  deter- 
mination to  succeed.  He 
entered  Princeton,  not  know- 
ing whether  he  would  have 
money  enough  to  graduate, 
l)ut  by  his  perseverance  and 
determination,  finally  worked 
The  LMte  Kdwiu  M.ioie  j^ig  ^^y  through  and  gradu- 
ated with  honors  and  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer.  He 
then  entered  into  the  photogTaphic  business  in  Newark, 
N.J.,  and  while  in  tiie  photographic  business  conceived  the 
idea  of  the  glass  Push-Pin  which  he  constantly  wanted  to 
use  to  hang  up  films  to  dry. 

He  started  in  1900  to  manufacture  Push-Pins  for  tlie 
trade  with  a  total  capital  of  $112.60  in  a  room  not  more 
than  10  X  12  feet.  He  would  make  Push-Pins  one  day  and 
go  out  and  sell  tiiem  the  next  day  in  order  to  get  money 
to  buy  material  to  continue  manufacturing.  His  first 
orders  were  very  small,  amounting  to  only  two  or  three 
dollars  and  by  persistent  work  he  finally  brought  the 
Push-Pins  to  the  notice  of  the  Eastman  Kodak  Co.,  who 
gave  him  an  order  for  $1,0'00  worth.  This  was  the  first 
big  step  in  encouraging  Mr.  Moore  to  make  for  Moore 
Push-Pins,  a  world  market. 

Mr.  Moore  was  a  strong  believer  in  judicious  adver- 
tising in  both  trade  papers  and  national  magazines,  and 
by  using  the  mediums  of  the  highest  possible  character, 
has  been  able  to  realize  his  ambition  of  seeing  Moore 
Push-Pins  on  sale  in  every  civilized  country. 

The  business  succeeded  so  well  that  three  years  ago 
the  Company,  of  which  Mr.  Moore  was  the  head,  pur- 
chased their  own  factory  at  Wayne  Junction,  Philadel- 
phia, where  more  than  eighty  persons  are  employed  manu- 
facturing the  various  articles  marketed  by  the  firm. 

The  principles  laid  down  by  Mr.  Moore  have  been 
found  so  sound  and  satisfactory  that  the  business  of  the 
Moore  Push-Pin  Co.  will  be  carried  on  on  the  same  lines 
as  in  the  past. 


In  the  5c  to  25c  Department 

Increasing  Interest  in  the  Possibilities  of  Developing 
This  Branch  of  the  Business 

THAT  areater  interest  is  continually  l)eing  displayed 
by  booksellers  and  stationers  in  Canada  in  the  pos- 
sibilities of  a  department  devoted  to  various  items 
of  merchandise  to  sell  at  five  to  twentv-five  cents  each,  is 
evidenced  by  the  numerous  enquiries  that  i-eaeh  the  editor 
each  month  for  information  as  to  different  sus'arestions 
made  and  g-oods  mentioned  in  BOOKSELLER  AND 
STATIONER  dealing  with  this  branch  of  the  business. 
Last  month,  for  instance,  there  were  enquiries  for  a  great 
variety  of  items,  most  of  them  heing  in  reference  to  low- 
priced  talkins"  machines  suitable  for  use  in  selling  the  little 
fifteen-cent  phonograph  records  which  have  become  so 
popular,  many  thousands  being  sold  in  tlie  syndicate  5-10- 
15c  stores.  Information  was  given  through  BOOKSELLER 
AND  STATIONER'S  Service  Department  to  subscribers 
regarding  such  goods  as  artificial  fiowers,  baskets  to  retail 
at  five  to  twenty-five  cents  each;  various  household  brush- 
es for  sale  at  similar  prices;  manicure  pieces  in  assort- 
ments of  six  dozen  in  display  case  for  selling  at  15c  each, 
as  well  as  new  toys  and  novelties. 

While  the  advertising  pages  frequently  present  infor- 
mation about  new  propositions  in  the  way  of  merchandise 
suitable  for  the  five  to  twenty-five  cent  department,  it 
sometimes  happens  that  news  is  presented  in  a  general  way 
referring  to  interesting  items,  without  reference  being 
made  to  the  manufacturers  or  the  jobbers  who  distribute 
them  and  such  items  do  not  always  happen  to  be  adver- 
tised in  the  same  issue.  Subscribers  should  not  hesitate, 
in  that  event,  to  communicate  with  the  Service  Depart- 
ment which  is  ever  ready  to  assist  the  retailers  in  the  way 
of  putting  them  in  touch  with  good  selling  lines  tiiat  will 
help  to  make  their  business  more  profitable. 

Some  New  Lines 

The  attention  of  the  trade  is  directed  to  the  possibili- 
ties of  specialties  made  of  ''Nieolene,"  including  such 
items  as  match  holders,  whisk  holders,  ash  trays,  ther- 
mometers, brush  and  ti-ay  sets,  cuspidors,  photo  holders 
and  many  popular  selling  items  coming  under  the  head 
of  five  to  twenty-five  cent  goods.  Window  and  counter 
displays  of  these  will  drum  up  good  business. 

Attention  is  directed  also  to  the  possibilities  of  such 
novelties  as  imitation  leather  pennants,  cushion  tops, 
pouclie.s,  card  cases,  desk  and  counter  mats,  coin  cases  and 
bill-folds.  There  are  always  some  people  who  want  "a 
lot  for  their  money."  Unquestionably  they  would  be  bet- 
ter off  buying  goods  made  of  real  leather  but  the  dealer 
does  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  real  and  per- 
sistent demand  for  cheaper  goods  nor  should  they  forget 
that  their  sale  yields  a  good  margin  of  profit.  If  the  imita- 
tion leather  goods  are  stocked,  there  is  the  additional 
advantage  of  giving  the  customer  the  choice  of  buying 
these  or  getting  better  value  by  purchasing  genuine  lea- 
ther goods. 

A  good  line  of  merchandise  that  will  enable  merchants 
to  create  new  business,  comprises  cartons  made  of  card- 
board for  various  household  uses,  such  as  clothing,  laun- 
dry, lunch,  confectionery  and  for  the  use  of  merchants 
for  the  accommodation  of  sundry  items  of  merchandise, 
hats,  flowers,  cakes,  etc.  There  are  many  small  boxes 
coming  in  the  five  to  twenty-five  cent  class  of  goods,  but 
of  course  the  very  large  sizes  are  more  expensive.

Invariably  the  story  is  tiie  same — "big  busi- 
ness," with  the  danger  of  not  being  able  to  fill  all  wants 
(he  only  drawback. 

B()(  kselier  and  Stationer  was  greatly  impressed  by  a 
visit  to  the  fine  import  display  of  the  Copp  Clark  Co., 
which  is  most  comprehensive  in  its  scope.  In  holiday 
hooks,  particularly  the  fine  editions  in  color,  tiiere  is  a 
distinct  improvement  over  the  new  offerings  of  a  year 
aao  and  the  whole  exhibition  of  books  is  marvelous  for 
its  scope  and  variety  of  offerings,  running  the  whole 
gamut  of  the  classifications  of  books  sold  in  the  book- 
s  ops. 

The  showing  of  stationery  and  other  lines  is  also  most 
( omprehensive.  In  tlie  holiday  papeteries  some  most 
meritorious  artistic  conceptions  are  shown,  and  it  was 
iuteresting  to  learn  that  some  of  the  particularly  attrac- 
tive boxes  were  of  Canadian  manufacture  and  design. 

Games  of  Canadian  manufacture  were  prominently 
s'.iown,  made  in  this  firm's  own  factory.  This  line  has 
been  considerably  extended  as  has  the  showing  of  toy 
lines  among  which  was  noticed  the  interesting  Meccano 
display,  a  number  of  intricate  models  having  been  con- 
structed for  this  display. 

In  the  department  of  art  publications  this  exhibition 
is  especially  strong  with  most  extensive  lines  of  Christ- 
mas and  other  greetin-  cnrds,  calendars,  while  the  sheet 
picture  showing  is  most  extensive,  embracing  numerous 
most  cn'ja'jinc'  subjects. 
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MENZIES'   SPRING  SHOW 

At  the  warehouse  of  Menzies  &  Co.,  a  feature  of  the 
spring  show  is  the  elaborate  showing  of  the  Erector  con- 
structional toy  line.  Some  stupendous  models  are  on  ex- 
liibition  showing  the  wonderful  possibilities  of  this  metal 
■  Hiilder,  for  which  Menzies  &  Co.,  iiave  been  appointed 
distributors  for  Canada.  In  passing  it  may  suitably  be 
mentioned  here,  that  the  wide  demand  and  outstanding 
popularity  of  constructional  toys  makes  one  wonder 
whether  many  of  the  types  of  toys  formerly  on  the 
market,  of  German  manufacture,  will  ever  again  regain 
1  he  strong  hold  they  previously  had  in  this  country,  even 
if  successfully  substituted  by  goods  of  British,  United 
States,  or  home  manufacture. 

The  art  publications  of  Savory  &  Co.,  of  Bristol,  Eng- 
land, are  prominent  in  the  showing  of  goods  at  the

In  the  range  of  greeting  cards,  subjects- essentially 
Canadian  in  sentiment  are  most  conspicuous,  combining 
with  that  desirable  element  superior  artistic  merit.

STANDARDIZED    SCHOOL   BOOKS 

Victoria'^  March  27. — Representatives  of  Manitoba. 
Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  governments  are  meeting 
British  Columbia  representatives  here  this  week  in  an 
ei?ort  to  devise  some  scheme  for  the  standardization  of 
all  text  books  in  the  public  schools  of  the  four  provinces 
which  will  not  only  obviate  the  necessity  of  extra  expense 
on  the  part  of  parents  moving  from  one  province  to  an- 
other, but  will  produce  text  books  at  greatly  reduced 
prices. 

Among  other  matters  to  be  considered  is  the  stand- 
ardization of  teachers'  certificates  so  that  teachers  hold- 
ing certificates  in  one  province  will  be  enabled  to  teach 
in  any  of  the  other  provinces  mentioned. 


BRITISH  MARKET  FOR  QUILLS 

Goose,  turkey  and  duck  (juills  have  always  been  used 
in  England  for  commercial  purposes,  and  the  supply  was 
obtained  chiefly  from  continental  Europe;  but  now  that 
imports  have  ceased  from  tiiat  source  the  United  States 
should  be  in  a  position  to  furnish  much  of  this  trade. 
Present  supplies  in  Great  Britain  are,  according  to  an 
authoritative  source,  inadequate  for  the  need  of  the  manu- 
laeturers  and  there  is  a  steady  demand  for  quills  of  good 
([uality.  For  large  goose  and  large  turkey  quills  prices 
up  to  $12  and  $15  per  hundredweight  are  paid;  for  snuill 
goose  quills,  $6  to  $7.50. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  quills  for  transit  should  lie  tied 
in  bundles,  weighing  about  8  ounces  with  the  barrels  all 
pointing  in  the  same  direction  and  in  lots  of  not  less  than 
."()  pounds. —  (United  States  Commerce  Reports). 
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THE  CASH  DISCOUNT  QUESTION 

The  Dennison  Company  have  adopted  the  plan  of 
issuing  invoices  with  2  per  cent,  discount,  all  bills  due  in 
thirty  days.  Statements  will  therefore  be  net  and  not 
subject  to  a  cash  discount.  "Bookseller  and'  Stationer" 
records  this  piece  of  news  because  of  the  interest  it  will 
have  for  the  trade  generally.  It  may  possibly  open  a 
discussion  on  this  subject  of  cash  discounts  and  the  pub- 
licity the  question  would  thus  receive  could  not  fail  to 
prove  beneficial  to  the  trade  generally.  The  attitude  of 
the  Dennison  Company  in  adopting  this  course  after  full 
deliberation,  is  that  it  puts  all  dealers  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing, the  small  man  who  needs  his  thirt\'  days  in  whicli  to 
pay,  getting  his  2  per  cent,  discount  the  same  as  the  large 
manufacturer  who  has  been  in  the  habit  of  paying  in  ten 
days. 


Business  Good  in  the  West 

Keniarkable   Improvement   in   Trade    Reported   by 

Returning  Travelers — Problem  Will  be 

to  Fill  Orders 

E.  J.  Bojd,  manager  of  Cassell  &  Co.,  back  from  his 
annual  spring  trip  to  the  coast,  when  seen  by  Book- 
seller and  Stationer,  expressed  himself  in  the  most  op- 
timistic terms  as  to  present  conditions  in  the  West.  This 
was  true  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  in  high 
degree,  but  British  Columbia  has  not  come  back  so  fast 
commercially,  although  there,  too,  business  shows  won- 
derful improvement. 

The  trip  was  as  successful  in  point  of  orders  as  in 
tlie  best  of  the  boom  years.  The  factors  which  account 
for  this  good  business  which  appears  to  be  general,  are  the 
return  of  healthy  commercial  conditions  and  the  fact 
that  stocks  had  almost  invariably  become  greatly  de- 
pleted. 

The  difficulty  to  be  contended  with  now  will  be  to  get 
sufficient  goods  from  England  to  fill  the  orders.  Nor  is 
that  circumstance  confined  to  English  products.  One 
prominent  United  States  manufacturing  concern  selling 
largely  in  Canada  has  been  obliged  to  cut  down  to  one- 
half,  the  orders  placed  by  some  of  the  larger  Canadian 
houses. 

This  is  something  new  in  the  experience  of  most  of 
Canada's  booksellers  and  stationers.  The  pendulum  has 
swung  to  the  other  side  as  compared  with  1914  and  1915 
w'hen  the  hard  thing  to  do  was  to  get  the  orders,  for 
now  the  orders  are  pouring  in  in  far  greater  measure  than 
the  producers  can  possibly  handle.  It  seems  that  there 
must  always  be  some  sort  of  fly  in  the  ointment ! 
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About  Retail  Advertising 

Important  Thing  is  That  Salesmen  Should  Know  Stock  Thoroughly  and  be  Kept  Posted 

as  to  Advertising  Placed. 


Dealing'  with  the  subject  of  retail  advertising,  it  is 
not  a  rare  case  to  hear  of  instances  where  certain  lines 
are  advertised  at  special  prices  and  a  customer  going  to 
the  store  is  asked  to  pay  the  regular  price,  getting  the 
reduction  only  upon  drawing  the  attention  of  the  clerk 
!o  the  advertisement,  whereupon  the  latter  makes  en- 
quiries and  finds  that  what  the  customer  has  said  is 
correct. 

This  sort  of  thing  cannot  fail  to  have  a  had  effect. 
In  fact  it  rather  nullifies  the  good  advertising  that  was 
^o  effective  as  to  bring  the  customer  to  the  store. 

Salespeople  should  know  the  stock  and  should  also  be 
kept  posted  as  to  what  special  offers  arc  being  made  in 
Hie  newspaper  advertisements.  A  writer  who  conducts 
"The  Stationers'  Round  Ttable"  in  Walden's  Stationer, 
has  this  to  say  along  tlie  lines  of  the  foregoing: 

"You  probably  believe  that  your  salespeople  know 
your  stock  thoroughly;  but  do  they? 

"You  know  it,  of  course;  and  you  are  familiar  with 
foiling  as  well  as  buying  prices;  but  do  the  people  who 
wait  on  your  trade  ever  stumble  when  asked  a  price,  and 
have  to  make  an   enquiry  of  .someone  else  in  the  store? 

"The  writer  was  in  a  stationery  establishment  the 
other  day  when  a  lawyer  came  in  and  asked  for  a  leather 
case,  such  as  is  regularly  used  to  carry  lesal  papers. 

"The  girl  who  had  gone  forward  to  enquire  into  his 
wants  looked  blank,  and  said  she  believed  nothing  of  the 
kind  was  in  stock. 

"  'I'm  sure  you  have  them.'  said  the  lawyer.  'Every 
stationery  house  in  the  country  carries  that  sort  of 
goods.' 

"The  girl  went  back  to  the  lnana^eI•  and  was  directed 
to  the  leather  goods  section,  in  wliich  the  items  wanted 
were  displayed. 

"'She  showed  the  cases,  and  the  lawyer  finally  picked 
out  one  that  he  liked. 

"I  thought  I  noticed  an  advertisement  to  the  effect 
tl.at  you  are  having  a  sale  on  this  line?"  ho  said.  'Ts  that 
correct?' 


Again  the  girl  looked  blank,  and  had  to  enquire.  She 
vvas  informed  tliat  a  special  discount  was  in  effect,  and 
quoted  this  to  the  customer,  who  paid  his  money  and  took 
tiie   case. 

"Evidently  tlie  effect  on  him  could  not  liave  been 
good.  He  was  impressed  with  the  fact  that  this  clerk, 
wlietlier  representative  of  the  store  or  not,  was  not 
familiar  witli  the  goods  and  the  prices.  Perhaps  she  was 
a  new  girl;  but  even  at  that  she  should  have  been  posted 
on  'store  news'  such  as  sales  and  other  features  which 
were  likolv  to  affect  the  trend  of  events  constantlv." 


1^  UNIQUE  PLAN 

It  is  announced  tiiat  a  new  feature  in  bookselling  is 
about  to  be  established  by  Doubleday,  Page  &  Co.,  in  the 
new  Lord  &  Taylor  book  store  of  New  York.  This  book 
store  will  be  conducted  as  near  as  possible  like  a  large 
public  library,  and  prospective  purchasers  of  books  may 
find  at  the  information  desk  a  great  deal  about  any  book 
or  magazine  they  wish  to  purchase  and  just  where  it  can 
be  located.  Besid:es  this  there  will  be  comfortable  seats 
and  reading  tables  where  books  may  be  examined. 

In  addition  to  this  interesting  feature  there  is  to  be  a 
little  tlieatre,  seating  about  three  hundred  people,  wherein 
unique  entertainments  will  be  given.  These  will  take  the 
form  of  an  author's  day,  and  at  each  entertainment  a 
certain  author  and  his  work  will  be  discussed  and  scenes 
from  liis  life  will  be  shown  upon  a  screen. 
«         *         «

a  most  complete  and  practical  manner. 


Writing  Tablets  and  Fountain  Pens 

How  Good  Service  in  Selling  the  Former  May  Often  Lead  to  the  Sale  of  a  Fountain  Pen 


IN  selling  talk  to  mechants  by  one  of  the  wholesale 
stationery  houses,  it  is  pointed  out  that  in  the  case 
of  selling  a  writing  tablet,  after  selecting  a  good  one 
that  the  salesman  thinks  will  best  meet  the  customers 
requirements,  the  cover  should  ho  bent  back  to  show  how 
ie  excels  an  ordinary  tablet  of  the  "tight-back"  vari- 
ety.    The  sellins'  talk  goes  on  to  say: 

"Also  point  out  how  neatly  the  binding  is  attached 
at  the  liinge  in  comparison  with  others.  Explain  how 
the  blotter  is  used  by  simply  closing  down  the  cover. 
Explain,  too.  how  a  single  sheet  may  be  stripped  from  the 
top  of  the  pad  without  breaking  the  edge,  which  is  owins: 
partly  to  tl'o  rolling  back  of  the  cover,  and  in  part  to 
the  fact  tliat  a  piece  of  strong  muislin  is  first  glued  to 
the  ends  before  tl'o  paddlincr  gum  is  applied. 

Show  the  usefulness  of  the  ruled  sheet,  which,  on  be- 
ing placed  underneath  the  paper  to  be  written  upon, 
serves   as   a   guide   to   keep   the  handwriting   in    perfect 
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alignment.  Finally,  if  necessary,  hand  your  customer  a 
fountain  pen  and  ask  him  to  test  the  paper  by  writing 
upon  it. 

The  foregoing  may  seem  a  lot  of  trouble  to  go  to  for 
the  sale  of  a  Writing  Tablet,  but  it  is  such  interest  that 
"wins"   customers  and  make  sales." 

To  the  foreg'oing,  "Bookseller  &  Stationer"  would 
add.  that  the  handina'  of  the  fountain  pen  to  the  cus- 
tomer, affords  a  very  good  opportunity  for  developing 
■1  sale  of  a  fountain  pen.  For  instance,  before  handins: 
the  customei-  the  pen  for  the  trial  writing-  surface  of 
the  paper,  the  salesman  should  enquire  as  to  the  par- 
ticular variety  of  pen  nib  the  customer  prefers.  If  the 
latter  is  not  already  the  possessor  of  a  satisfactory 
fountain  pen,  it  will  frequently  be  found  that  the  more 
jirofitable  sale  of  a  ^ood  fountain  pen  will  arise  out  of 
giving  proper  satisfaction  to  a  customei'  in  the  sale  of  a 
15c  or  2.5c   writing  tablet. 


Some  Thoughts  on  Window  Trimming 

With  Suggestions  Intended  to  Point  the  Way  to  Enhanced  Sales. 


MANY  times  has  Bookseller  and  Stationer  laid  em- 
phasis on   the  importance  of  the  show   window- 
as  an  advertising  medium  and  many  times  will 
this  suhjeet  continue  to  be  harped  upon. 

There  are  many  aspects  of  the  subject  and  many 
diverse  opinions  expressed  by  experts  and  near-experts 
as  to  the  relative  value  of  different  methods  and  plans  to 
be  pursued  in  order  to  get  the  best  results  from  window 
displays,  but  just  as  tlie  public  speaker  cannot  always 
reach  the  highest  plane  of  oratory,  so  the  window  dis- 
plays will  vary  in  tlieir  approach  to  perfection.  But 
there  is  no  excuse  for  a  poor  window  display  and  no 
showing  of  goods  is  barren  of  probable  results  that  em- 


dow — one  that  will  serve  as  an  index  to  what  is  to  be 
found  in  the  stock  inside  the  shop. 

The  writer  as  a  retail  bookseller  and  stationer  has 
experienced  the  benefits  that  results  from  window  dis- 
jilays  of  both  these  types  and  consequently  does  not  hold 
with  either  extremist  in  tlieir  respective  contentions. 

The  trutli  is  that  good  business-pulling  window  dis- 
plays of  either  type  can  be  effected,  and  it  is  not  so  im- 
])ortant  that  a  display  should  be  flawless  in  its  artistry — 
a  veritable  sympliony  in  its  merchandise — nor  that  it 
should  comprehensively  indicate  to  the  man  outside  look- 
ing in  just  wliat  .constitutes  the  stock  inside  the  store  as 
that  it  should  create  a  desire  tlirouuh  the  eye  and  by  ap-

braces  goods  tliat  a  goodly  proportion  of  people  may 
reasonably  be  expected  to  need  or  desire. 

One  expert  will  expatiate  at  length  on  the  theory  that 
the  only  good  window  display  is  the  unit  window,  the 
display  that  sticks — delivers  a  distinct  message,  so  to 
speak,  regarding  one  particular  item  or  series  of  items 
belonging  to  one  particular  class  of  goods.  He  will  tell 
you  that  just  as  a  man  can  talk  intelligently  about  only 
one  subject  at  a  time,  so  a  window  that  is  a  heterogen- 
eous display  of  goods,  fails  to  "put  across"  its  message. 

All  tliat  sounds  very  well  and  there  is  much  to  say 
in  favor  of  these  one-idea  window  displays.  They  are 
in  fact  good  windows  when  psychological  in  their  nature. 
That  is  to  say,  there  should  be  some  special  reason  for 
the  selection  of  tlie  particular  item  or  items  constituting 
such  a  unit-display. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  those  who  express  equ- 
ally strong  convictions  to  the  effect  that  the  ideal  win- 
dow display  for  a  business  so  varied  as  that  of  the  book 
and  stationery  merchant  in  Canada,  is  a  composite  win- 


l)eal  to  the  intelligence  of  that  looker-in,  to  possess  one 
or  more  of  the  items  shown  in  the  window  to  the  extent 
of  inducing  him  to  make  the  purchase. 

If  a  man  does  stop  and  look  but  passes  on  and  does 
not  enter  and  buy  immediately  it  does  not  follow  that 
the  display  was  a  failure  in  its  effect  upon  him. 

Suppose  the  particular  item  that  got  his  attention  was 
a  pencil  sharpener  of  the  popular  selling  new  variety  ob- 
tainable at  .$1.25  or  $1.50  retail.  He  may  have  concluded 
that  his  good  old  pen-knife  was  good  enough  for  him 
and  then  at  the  office  that  afternoon,  using  a  pencil  and 
observing  that  it  need  sharpening  he  takes  out  the  said 
pen  knife  and  proceeds,  in  the  time-honored  method,  to 
sharpen  the  pencil,  perchance  breaking  the  lead  a  couple 
of  times  and  incidentally  soiling  his  finders  in  the  same 
Old  way.  That  automatic  sharpener  looms  up  in  his 
mind's  eye,  and  then  he  pictures  it  hard  by,  attached  to 
the  edge  of  his  desk  where  he  could  easily  insert  the 
pencil,  give  the  handle  a  few  revolutions  and  have  a 
jn-operly  sharpened  pencil  in  a  jiff}',  and  enjoy  doing  it! 
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Isn't  that  true?  Who  doesn't  enjoy  sharpening-  a  lead 
pencil  with  the  perfect  working  new  automatic  sharpen- 
ers. Sometimes  the  regret  is  keenly  felt  that  there 
aren't  more  pencils  to  pull  out  of  the  vest  pocket  to  be 
sharpened.  So  Mr.  Bookkeeper  turns  in  his  chair  and 
calls  Billy,  the  ollice  boy.  and  despatches  him  forthwith 
to  Blank's  Bookstore,  to  get  one  of  those  pencil  sharp- 
eners, the  particular  one  that  attracted  his  attention. 

Results  will  sometimes  be  longer  delayed.  The  fav- 
orable impression  created  may  not  culminate  in  the 
actual  purchase  for  days,  weeks  or  even  months  later,  but 
the  important  thing  is  that  the  sale  was  created  by  the 
window  display. 

Careful  study  sliould  be  made  to  select  goods  most 
likely  to  create  desire  of  possession  in  the  minds  of  the 
people  wlio  stop  to  look  at  the  display  and  to  display  them 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  ensure  getting  the  necessary  at- 
tention  before  that   desire  can   be  created. 

There  is  no  reason  why  every  window  display  should 
not  be  productive  of  good  business,  but  as  has  been  said 
before,  some  will  naturally  be  more  ]>roductive  than 
others. 

It  is  all  important  that  the  very  best  tlious'ht  should 
be  devoted  to  this  important  element  of  merchandising. 
Given  such  consideration,  tlie  window  displays  will  speak 
for  tliemselvcs  in  tlie  pleasant  sound  of  sales  v\\n<x  up  on 
the  cash  register. 

A  Good  Example  From  Winnipeg 

The  illustration  of  the  window  display  in  tlie  Winnipeg 
store  of  Rnsseli  Lang  &  Co..  has  suggestive  value  for  other 
stationers  in  several  particulars.  For  all  of  tliem  it  is  a 
good  example  of  attractive  arrangement  and  the  Made-in- 
Winnipeg  feature  could  be  variously  adapted  according  to 
locality  as  for  instance  "Made-in-Canada"'  or  a  particular 
province  or  city. 

Russell  Lang  &  Co.,  are  among  the  most  progressive 
retail  booksellers  and  stationers  in  Canada  and  Bookseller 
and  Stationer  hopes  to  have  an  extended  account  of  their 
store  and  methods  employed  in  it,  for  an  early  issue. 


What  is  the  Atmosphere  of 
Your  Store  ? 

THE  familiar  old  term  "spic  and  span,"  is  very  ex- 
pressive. Let  it  apply  to  your  book  and  stationery 
store.  There  is  a  wonderful  difference  between 
stores.  Fortunately  the  margin  between  good  and  bad 
in  bookstores  is  not  so  wide  as  in  the  case  of  grocery 
stores  for  instance.  The  latter  illustration  will  quickly 
come  home  to  everyone.  You  know  liow  mucli  satisfaction 
you  get  with  the  goods  you  buy  at  a  grocery  store  that  is 
ke[)t  scrupulously  clean,  as  against  tlie  mussy,  messy 
variety  of  store  with  a  stale  smell  that  tends  to  take  t!ie 
edge  off  even  the  keenest  of  appetites.  This  illustration  of 
course  comes  closer  home  to  a  person  than  is  possible 
with  such  merchandise  as  books  and  stationery,  but 
cleanliness  and  tidiness  are  most  important.  Take  for 
instance  the  case  of  a  salesman  selling  correspondence 
paper  to  a  lady  of  quality  coming  to  tlie  store  for  the 
first  time,  tlie  jn-ohability  of  her  couiing  back  again 
would  not  be  heightened  by  the  sight  of  a  coating  of  dust 
on  the  box  brought  down  from  tlie  shelf. 

These  t'hings  are  worthy  of  careful  thought.  Having  in 
mind  the  association  of  personality  and  packages  it  is 
interesting  to  record  the  following  sentiments  expressed 
by  a  writer  in  a  United  States  periodical: 

The  way  a  store  wraps  its  goods  may  have  an  appre- 
ciable influence  on  the  opinion  formed  by  the  customer  of 
the  store,  its  stock  and  its  methods. 

In  the  case  of  stationery,  the  box  and  the  other  wrap- 
pings furnish  the  atmosphere,  so  to  speak,  for  the  goods. 
The  stationer  who  uses  good  material  shows  respect  for 
his  stock,  and  the  customer,  without  necessarily  realizing 
it,  develops  a  similar  sentiment.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
store  where  goods  are  wrapped  up  like  a  loaf  of  bread  or 
a  pound  of  beeksteak  creates  tlie  im])ression  that  its 
wares  don't  deserve  any  better  treatment  than  they  get, 
and  the  result  is  to  scare  away  trade  of  the  better  sort — 
the  kind  that  evervbodv  is  after. 


British  Books  in  Canada 

Difficulties  Arising  Out  of  Necessary  Increases  in  Prices — -Significant  Series  of  Questions 

Submitted  to  the  Trade  bv  Mr.  Button 


Following  u])  the  editorial  dealing  with  the  advancing- 
price  of  books,  here  is  a  significant  excerpt  from  a  let- 
ter from  the  managing  director  of  J.  M.  Dent  &  Sons  of 
London,  to  their  Canadian  branch  : 

"The  cost  of  every  piece  of  material  is  going  up 
weekly  and  I  am  very  doubtful  whether  the  present  in- 
crease will  continue  for  longer  than  six  months.  I  should 
think  it  would  certainly  be  still  further  increased  before 
the  end  of  the  year." 

This  had  special  reference  to  the  advance  in  price  of 
Everyman's  Library,  but  of  course  the  same  applies  to 
all  hooks  of  similar  price  and  characteristics. 

Henry  Button,  of  the  Canadian  house  of  Dent's  has 
conserved  and  acted  upon  the  interesting  idea  of  putting 
some  vital  questions  up  to  the  Canadian  retail  book- 
sellers affecting  not  only  the  element  of  prices  but  also 
the  substitution  of  Canadian  currency  marks  for  sterling 
on  the  jackets  of  the  books. 

These  questions  he  put  in  tlie  following  order: 

1.  If  English  books  published  at  a  shilling  are  to 
cost  the  Canadian  trade  at  least  twenty-three  cents  would 
it  be  advisable  to  publis'.i  them  at  thirty-five  cents  or 
three  for  one  dollar? 

2.  If  the  proposed  advance  in  English  published  prices 
is  advisable,  do  you  think  it  will  affect  your  sales,  and  if 


so.  to  Avliat  extent  ? 

3.  In  the  event  of  the  necessity  for  increased  publish- 
ed prices,  is  it  essential  in  your  judgment  that  either  the 
English  currency  marks  he  completely  obliterated,  or 
would  it  be  more  advisable  to  have  a  slip  pasted  prom- 
inently on  the  jacket  of  each  book  announcing  briefly  the 
necessity  for  the  increased  published  prices? 

4.  Have  you  any  other  suggestions  by  which  English 
publishers  can  lessen  the  difficulties  of  the  trade  and  en- 
courage greater  interest  in  the  handling  of  English  books, 
especially  as  they  affect  our  own  publications,  such  as 
"Everyman's  Library?" 

Mr.  Button  further  pointed  out  the  doubled  cost  of 
ocean  freights  and  the  trebled  cost  of  packing  cases,  and 
concludes  with  an  appeal  for  cordial  co-operation  on  the 
part  of  Canadian  booksellers,  asking  for  frank  replies  to 
these  questions  in  view  of  the  manner  in  whicli  British 
books  in  the  Canadian  market  are  threatened.  Mr.  But- 
ton in  the  same  letter  expressed  the  opinion  that  Can- 
adians would  be  doing  patriotic  work  in  purchasing'  books 
of  English  publishers  whether  or  not  they  were  tlie  pub- 
lications of  the  particular  house  with  which  he  is  con- 
nected. 

It  will  be  most  interesting  to  watch  the  developments 
of  this  initiative  action  of  Mr.  Button. 
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LESSON  NO.  15— MUSIC  PENS 


THE  music  pen  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  the 
newest  tools  introduced  for  lettering  purposes.  This 
pen  was  invented  and  used  for  the  purpose  of  writiug 
music,  and  it  was  some  time  before  its  value  for  forming 
letters  was  found  out. 

The  music  pen's 
great  forte  is  in  let- 
tering with  heavy 
opaque  color  on 
plain  white  card  oi 
mat  board.  For  gen- 
eral lettering,  of 
black  on  white  card, 
the  round  writing 
pen  is  best,  but 
when  a  finely  letter- 
ed card  is  required, 
the  music  pen  is  su- 
perior. 

In  no  case  should 
ink  be  used  with  the 
music  pen.  Heavy 
cardwriting  color, 
slightly  thinned 
with  water,  will  be 
found  the  most  sat- 
isfactory. The  sur- 
faces of  mat  cards 
are  not  as  smooth  as 
the  white  coated 
cardboard  and  there- 
fore require  some- 
thing that  will  not 
cut  the  surface  of 
the  card  as  the  round 
writing  pen  does. 

The  music  pen 
fills  the  bill  com- 
pletely. The  color 
can  be  applied  per- 
fectly in  a  clear-cut 
manner  without  causing  any  rough  edges. 

The  using  of  white  color  on  dark  mat  board  has  been, 
to  most  beginners,  very  troublesome,  but  with  the  use  of 
the  music  pen  and  a  fair  amount  of  practice,  this  can  be 
overcome.  The  idea  is  to  get  the  white,  or  any  color  for 
that  matter,  quite  clear  with  one  stroke  of  the  pen,  be- 
cause it  cannot  be  gone  over  a  second  time.  The  color 
must  be  at  the  right  thickness  and  this  can  be  found  out 
only  by  experience.  The  color  must  be  kept  thoroughly 
mixed  while  in  use.  Do  not  allow  the  size  to  come  to  the 
top  of  the  color  or  the  cardboard  will  show  through  it. 


The  Manipulation  of  the  Pen 

Study  carefully  Figure  2.  This  shows  two  illustrations 
of  the  music  pen :  the  first,  as  the  pen  appears  when  closed 
or  ready  to  make  a  fine  stroke;  the  second,  the  pen  as  it 
appears  under  pressure,  making  a  broad  strpke.     You  will 

notice  that  this  pen 
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is  triple  -  pointed. 
This  is  the  secret  of 
its  being  able  to 
flow  the  heavy  color. 
A  two-pointed  pen 
will  not  allow  the 
color  to  flow  from  it 
as  freely  as  the 
three  -  pointed  one. 
The  principle  of  the 
manipulation  of  this 
pen  is  to  make  the 
narrow  strokes  of 
the  letters  with  the 
pen  closed,  while  the 
heavy  strokes  are 
regulated  by  the 
amount  of  pressure 
used  to  spread  the 
points. 

Graduating  of  the 
Strokes 

The  graduating 
of  the  strokes  needs 
much  practice.  The 
best  w-ay  to  get  used 
to  handling  this  pen 
is  to  use  plain  white 
card  and  any  show 
card  color  you  have, 
providing  it  is  not 
ink,  and  practise  all 
the  different  strokes 
which  are  composed 
This  will  giye  you  the 


in  the  formation  of  the  alphabet. 

best  knowledge  of  the  working  of  this  pen 

One  of  the  most  important  points  about  the  pen's 
work  is  that  many  sizes  of  letters  can  be  made  with  it, 
graduating  from  very  small  up  to  its  capacity,  about  an 
inch  in  height.

Mat  Board 

As  stated  before,  the  principal  use  of  these  pens  is  for 
lettering  on  mat  board,  therefore  it  is  necessary  to  know 
something  about  this.

show  cards  and  is  not  made  now  exclusively  for  this  pur- 
pose. Its  main  use  is  for  picture  mats,  photo  mounts,  cal- 
endars, etc.  Show  cards  are  really  a  secondary  considera- 
tion with  matboard  manufacturers.  Nevertheless,  many 
plain  and  fancy  matboards  can  be  worked  up  into  fine, 
attractive  show  cards.  It  is  not  advisable  to  stock  up  with 
fancy  boards.  The  plainer  kind  are  the  best  for  all  classes 
of  fancy  showcards.  The  kinds  most  advisable  are  cream, 
buff,  light,  dark  and  medium  ^ey  and  brown  tones.  Many 
different  finishes  can  be  secured  in  these  colors,  such  as 
linen,  pebble,  ripple,  clouded,  besides  the  plain.  The  plain 
finish  is  preferable  wliere  fine,  accurate  lettering:  is  neces- 
sary. 

Some  Matboard  Finishes 

Figure  1  gives  an  idea  of  some  of  the  finishes  procur- 
able. Do  not  stock  up  heavily  on  wood  grain  boards,  be- 
cause there  are  not  many  occasions  when  they  can  be 
used  to  good  advantage.  Wood  grains  can  be  obtained  in 
oak,  walnut,  mahogany,  etc. 

Make  Your  Own  Covered  Boards 

Cardwriters  who  do  not  wish  to  go  to  the  expense  of 
ordering  matboard  can  make  a  very  good  substitute  by 
getting  cover  papers  from  wholesale  paper  houses.  These 
can  be  mounted  on  plain  pulp  cardboard,  by  using  a  heavy 
flour  paste.  To  keep  the  card  from  curling,  paste  a  cheap 
paper  of  the  same  weight  on  the  back  of  the  card  and  press 
it  under  a  heavy  weight  until  dry.  A  very  beautiful 
assortment  of  fine  colorings  can  be  obtained  in  this  way. 

The  Chart 

In  general  appearance  this  lettering  is  very  similar  to 
the  round  writing  pen  work  shown  in  lesson  13,  but  in 
execution  it  is  vastly  different. 

"A"  is  a  good  example  of  the  use  of  the  music  pen. 
Stroke  one  is  made  with  the  pen  closed,  while  stroke  two  is 
made  by  using  more  pressure  to  get  the  broad  line.  To 
make  stroke  three,  use  heavy  pressure 'in  the  centre  of  the 
stroke.  Both  ends  of  this  stroke  should  be  made  with 
very  little  pressure,  to  get  the  fine  lines.  Stroke  three  of 
the  second  "A"  is  made  with  the  pen  closed. 

"B"  is  a  letter  of  three  strokes.  Pay  special  attention 
to  strokes  two  and  three.  The  heaviest  pressure  must  be 
used  in  the  centre  of  each  stroke.  The  second  "B"  is 
composed  of  four  strokes.  Stroke  four  is  used  to  give  a 
variety  to  the  work,  but  should  only  be  used  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  "reader"  of  a  showcard  or  in  headlines. 
Never  use  a  fancy  letter  in  the  body  of  the  "reader." 

The  "C"  in  both  cases  is  a  two-stroke  letter.  The 
difference  in  the  manipulation  of  the  music  pen  from  the 
round'  writing  pen  is  illustrated  in  the  second  "C."  Note 
that  stroke  two  is  finished  by  shoving  upwards  on  the  pen 
which  would  have  to  be  completed  with  two  strokes  with 
the  square-pointed  nib. 

The  "D"  is  the  same  in  appearance  as  that  made  with 
the  roundwriting  pen. 


The  spur-making  on  the  "E"  and  "F,"  as  on  many 
other  letters,  should  be  watched  carefully.  By  much 
practice  these  can  be  made  with  one  stroke.  To  make  the 
right  hand  top  spur,  spread  the  pen  the  full  width  at  the 
commencement  and  as  the  stroke  is  made  release  the  pres- 
sure gradually  until  the  fine  line  is  reached.  The  bottom 
spurs  must  be  made  just  the  reverse.  Stroke  three  of  the 
second  "E"  is  made  by  starting  and  ending  with  a  fine 
line,  using  pressure  on  the  pen  in  the  centre. 

"G"  is  a  three-stroke  letter.  Care  must  be  taken  with 
the  joining  of  strokes  one  and  three. 

Stroke  three  of  "H"  is  made  after  the  same  manner 
as  stroke  three  of  the  second  "E."  This  style  of  "H" 
should  not  be  used  in  the  midst  of  the  "reader,"  but  only 
for  heading  purposes.  The  second  "H"  is  of  the  plainer 
variety  and  can  be  used  on  any  part  of  the  card.  Take 
care  to  make  the  two  outside  strokes  parallel. 

Care  must  be  taken  to  keep  the  "J"  at  right  angles 
with  the  guide  lines. 

It  is  best  for  beginners  to  make  the  "J"  with  three 
distinct  strokes.  With  practice  this  can  be  made  with  one 
entire  stroke.  Tlie  second  "J"  shows  the  use  of  the  spur 
on  the  tail. 

Note  that  stroke  two  of  "K"  joins  stroke  one  above 
the  centre.  The  second  "K"  shows  a  variety  in  stroke 
two. 

A  plain  and  fancy  "L"  is  also  shown.  Stroke  two 
of  the  "L"  is  made  with  one  stroke.

The  "M"  is  a  letter  that  always  needs  careful  prac- 
tice.    Be  sure  to  make  the  lower  centre  point  at   equal 
distances  between  the  ends  of  strokes  one  and  four.     The 
second  "M"  shows  a  variety  in  stroke  two. 
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Joins,  similar  to  that  where  stroke  two  joins  stroke 
three,  have  to  be  completed  with  the  point  of  the  pen. 
Stroke  two  of  the  second  "N"  shows  a  curved  stroke 
instead  of  a  straight  one. 

The  "0"  is  completed  witli  two  strokes.  Note  that 
the  widest  part  of  these  two  strokes  is  midway  between 
the  g-uide  lines. 

The  first  "P"  is  a  plain  one  and  the  second  one  is  of 
a  fancy  nature  for  heading  purposes. 

The  "Q"  is  the  same  formation  as  the  "0,"  with 
stroke  three  added.  This  stroke  should  present  a  grace- 
ful appearance. 

Two  styles  of  "R"  a^-e  shown.  The  first  of  plain 
variety.  The  second  shows  a  change  in  stroke  two.  This 
makes  a  nice  variety  for  illuminated  caps  or  headline  use. 

Two  stj'les  of  "S"  are  shown;  first,  the  plainer,  spur- 
red letter,  and  the  second  the  long,  sweeping  tail  variety. 

Only  in  the  spur-making  do  the  "T's"  vary.  The 
second  letter  is  quite  popular  for  headline  work. 

The  main  part  of  the  "U"  is  made  with  two  strokes 
of  the  pen.  Much  practice  is  needed  to  perfect  stroke 
one. 

The  manipulation  of  the  pen  for  the  formation  of 
"V"  and  "W"  is  very  similar.  Give  particular  attention 
to  the  formation  of  the  last  "W";  note  how  the  strokes 
cross. 

The  formation  of  the  "X"  is  similar  to  many  others 
shown  in  previous  lessons. 

The  "Y"  is  also  the  same  formation  as  shown  before. 
Be  sure  to  join  strokes  one  and  two  a  little  above  the  two 
guide  lines. 

The  "Z"  is  of  the  plain  Roman  formation,  but  the 
second  "Z"  is  of  the  fancy  variety. 

You  should  practise  many  times  the  formation  of  the 
"&'s. "  They  are  being  used  constantly  by  card  writers. 
Many  other  styles  can  be  made,  but  these  are  sufficient  to 
start. 

The  lower  ease  formation  is  very  similar  to  the  round- 
writing  pen  formation  and  does  not  need  any  detailed 
explanation. 

The  arrows  show  the  directions  in  which  to  draw  the 
pen  and  the  cross  bars  show  where  the  continuous  strokes 
join,  so  with  following  the  same  principle  as  explained 
for  the  upper  ease  lettering  you  should  be  able  to  master 
the  lower  case  without  much  difficulty. 


QUILL    PENS 

Quill  pens  are  no  longer  to  be  used  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  and  in  a  recent  interview  with  a  representative 
of  the  "Globe,"  P.  H.  Cooper,  a  director  of  Cooper. 
Dennison  &  Walkden,  of  St.  Bride  Street,  the  oldest  of 
the  two  or  three  remaining  firms  which  still  manufacture 
quill  pens — prophesied  the  demise  of  the  industry. 

"The  making  of  quill  pens,"  he  said,  "two  or  three 
centuries  ago  was  an  important  trade.  In  those  days — 
long  before  the  advent  of  the  steel  pen^ — all  ecclesiastic 
writing  by  priests  and  the  correspondence  of  private  indi- 
viduals was  done  by  means  of  the  quill It  was 

no  uncommon  thing,  even  up  to  comparatively  recent 
times,  for  prominent  politicians  to  order  quantities  of 
quill  pens,  to  be  cut  according  to  pattern,  and  they  would 
reti;rn  them  to  be  recut  when  they  were  worn. 

"But  this  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  Government  depart- 
ments, some  of  the  older  banks  and  business  houses,  sev- 
eral West-end  clubs,  members  of  the  aristocracy  and  law 
writers  still  cling  to  the  old  practice;  and  some  artists 
continue  to  execute  pen  drawings,  etc.,  by  means  of  the 
quill,  but  the  demand  has  almost  ceased,  and  the  old  army 
of  workers  in  this  industry  lias  now  disappeared. 


"The  large  quills  come  eliietly  from  Siberia;  and  most 
of  the  smaller  ones  used  for  cigarette  tubes  and  tooth- 
picks from  Prussia.  These  sources  have,  of  course,  ceased, 
but  there  is  no  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  necessary  sup- 
plies elsewhere.  Geese  are  farmed  in  those  countries  just 
in  the  same  way  that  sheep  are  farmed  in  Australia,  and 
collectors  go  from  village  to  village  gathering  the  quills 
for  exportation.  They  are  disinfected  and  sent  to  this 
country,  where  they  are  placed  in  hot  sand.  They  are  then 
cleaned,  the  pith  is  extracted,  and  they  are  cut  by  hand 
ar.d  tied  into  bundles  of  25  or  50." 


STORE  FRONT  INDIVIDUALITY 

"Any  good  salesman  \\iil  tell  y(ju  how  necessary  it  is 
to  have  'a  good  front,'  "  said  Bertram  Healy  in  an  ex- 
cellent article  in  Printers"  Ink.  "lligh-i;rade  goods  appeal 
to  a  high-grade  clientele,  and  to  realize  their  full  selling 
value  must  be  sold  in  stores  whose  personality  and  attrac- 
tiveness are  commensurate  with  the  quality  of  the  goods 
.sold."  Commenting  on  this  a  writer  in  a  United  States 
book  trade  paper  said:  "Book  stores  are  high  up  in  the 
scale  of  artistic  and  intellectual  retailing — none  higher — 
and  that  bookseller  does  best  who  endeavors  to  make  the 
physical  appearance  of  his  store  reflect  the  spirit  of  the 
goods  he  sells." 

The  first  point  at  which  many  booksellers  fall  down — 
slightly  to  paraphrase  Mr.  Healey's  article — is  the  store 
front.  With  that  splendid  capacity  for  endless  sameness 
which  so  many  builders  show,  the  store  fronts  that  most 
dealers  possess  are  very  monotonous,  even  often  imprac- 
tical. Certainly,  they  rarely  make  use  of  their  full  ad- 
vertising opportunity. 

This  fact  comes  from  failure  to  realize  that  a  great 
part  of  trade  is  secured  for  a  retailer  by  tlie  appearance, 
and  earmarks  of  his  exterior  and  his  window  contents. 
The  character  of  his  service,  his  patronage  and  his  goods 
is  loudly  proclaimed  by  the  physical  appearance  of  his 
store  front. 

The  store  front  is  like  the  type  witli  which  an  ad.  is 
set  up,  and  the  taste  that  it  displays.  For  some  businesses 
it  pays  to  sacrifice  appearance  somewhat  for  quantity  of 
display  room.  But  for  mo.sit  cases  it  should  not  be  a  ques- 
tion of  how  much  display  room  a  store  front  can  be  made 
to  yield,  but  how  many  people  can  you  induce  to  give  real 
attention  to  whatever  display  room  you  have,  be  it  large  or 
small." 


PENCILINGS 

Several  new  members  received  by  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Davenport,  Washington,  were  high  school  pupils. 
They  had  been  influenced  to  join  the  church  by  an  address 
on  "A  Lead  Pencil,"  given  before  the  Sunday  school  l)y  a 
student  of  the  high  school. — Forward.

WALL  paper  iiiamifac- 
turers  are  doing  their 
part  this  year  in  help- 
ing to  make  the  home  a  more 
beautiful  and  attractive  place  in 
which  to  live.  Fall  designs 
show  a  tendency  to  the  softer 
colors  in  the  hangings  with 
brighter  colors  in  the  borders 
made  soft  by  veilings  and  intagl- 
io embossings.  Some  of  the  de- 
signs arc  embellished  by  touches 
of  gold  to  enrich  and  make 
brighter.  There  are  several 
beautiful  designs  in  self-tones 
with  gilt  tracery.  As  with  the 
spring  designs  there  are  ready- 
cut  friezes  and  trimmers  of 
beautiful  harmonizing  tones  of 
other  colors  than  appear  in  the 
hangings. 

Pretty  panels  of  floral  sprays 
in  shadow  treatment  have  ready- 
cut  friezes  and  trimmer  of 
apple  blossoms  in  their  natural 
colorings.  There  are  some  foli- 
age patterns  in  a  series  of  ex- 
quisite self-tone  offset  and 
brightened  by  a  frieze  or  base- 
trimmer  of  maple  leaves  in 
bright  autumnal  shades.  Anoth- 
er of  the  popular  designs  is  a  foliage 
shadow  stripe  in  the  popular  tones  of 
buff,  grey  and  brown  enhanced  by  rich 
friezes  and  trimmers  of  large  bright 
poppies 

For  the  parlor  there  are  pretty  silks 
in  designs  of  rose  foliage  and  buds  with 
a  tracery  of  gilt  These  will  be  shown 
in  the  popular  range  of  colors  of  white, 
cream,  champagne,  gray  and  light  green. 
These  designs  are  very  effective  with 
their  matching  friezes  and  base-trim- 
mers of  full-blown  roses  into  which  is 
introduced  rather  more  than  a  suggest- 
tion  of  contrasting  shades  of  nature's 
colorings.  Also  for  the  bedroom  a 
diminutive  floral  pattern  in  quiet  color- 
inus  with  a  border  of  orchids  in  the 
rich  tones  of  the  natural  blooms  should 
find  many  friends.  Throughout  the 
year  there  has  been  a  special  tendency 
to  "near-plain"  papers  with  rich  frircv 
borders  and  decorations  which  have  been

toned  down  and  subdued  by  veilings. 
For  the  drawing  room,  boudoirs  and 
tiie  better  class  bedrooms  there  is  being 
siiown  a  line  of  solid  colors  in  delicate 
shades  of  ivory,  cream,  champagne, 
canary,  pea  green,  blush  rose,  Asia  blue, 
seagull  grey  and  French  gTey.  The 
ceiling  paper  generally  used  with  these 
designs  is  a  silk  draper.  For  halls. 
dining-rooms,  libraries,  sitting  rooms 
some  of  the  manufacturers  are  turning 
out  designs  which  they  designate  as 
mattines.  These  are  in  a  number  of 
colorings  embossed  in  high  relief  on 
special  fibre  stock  in  a  cable-net  design. 
Some  of  them  are  merely  embossed  on 
a  plain  fibre  while  others  have  a  counter- 
sunk overprinting  which  adds  consider- 
able decorative  value  to  them.  Others

■effects  and  in  conjunction  with  the 
counter-sunk  printing  and  embossing 
sives  a  distinctiveness  to  these  designs.

Among  tlie  papers  of  quite 
moderate  cost  mil  be  found  a 
pleasing  array  of  floral  and 
foliage  designs,  tapestries,  con- 
ventional patterns,  chintzes 
and  ribbon  effects.  There  are 
pretty  stripes,  plain  denims  and 
self-toned  patterns  many  of 
tlicni  with  ready-cut  borders  of 
exquisitely  colored  roses,  chry- 
santhemums, clematis  or  or- 
chids. Some  of  the  hangings 
have  a  diminutive  floral  trail  of 
similar  flowers  introduced  in 
the  borders  that  go  with  them. 

The  gilt  papers  arc  bright  and 
attractive  and  possess  a  fresh- 
ness. There  is  an  abundance  of 
conventional  and  floral  patterns 
which  are  specially  designed  for 
the  use  of  gold  in  their  color- 
ing. There  are  pretty  stripes 
with  ready-cut  borders  in  fruit 
and  floral  patterns  amongst 
which  will  be  noticed  one  of 
dainty  rose-buds  of  alluring 
hues  amidst  clustered  foliage 
which  is  shown  over  a  stripe 
with  beading  of  gold.  There  are 
quaint  designs  on  fancy  grounds 
which  will  possibly  commend 
themselves  for  halls  and  dining- 
rooms. 

There  will  also  be  a  new  line 
of  varnished  tile  papers  shown 
this  fall.  The  designs  and 
colorings  have  an  artistic  merit 
that  is  ln2'hly  commendable. 
While  there  are  plenty  of  patterns 
of  the  standard  type,  there  are 
many  novelties  introduced  that  will 
be  readily  appreciated  by  those 
who  are  looking  for  something  dif- 
ferent to  the  usual  style.  One  at- 
tractive pattern  depicts  a  water- 
fowl disporting  amidst  reeds  and  rushes 
in  a  ranne  of  new  and  artistic  colorings. 
There  is  also  an  all-over  design  of  bam- 
boo foliage  in  a  variety  of  appropriati^ 
shades.  A  third  design  introduces 
scenic  plaques.  There  are  several  dainty 
ceiling  designs  in  appropriate  shades, 
amongst  which  is  a  mosaic  pattern. 
There  is  a  range  of  borders  from  two 
to  six  bands  to  the  width,  some  of  which 
are  specially  made  to  match  side  walls. 
Taken  altogether  the  fall  designs  are 
most  pleasino'  in  their  appearance  and 
will  2Teatly  assist  the  home-builders  to 
make  their  place  of  abode  more  a  work 
of  art  and  a  thing  of  beauty. 


A  USEFUL  GOVERNMENT  PUBLICATION 

AN  Ontario  Government  publication  whicli  is  serving 
a  good  purpose,  but  the  usefulness  of  which  may 
easily  be  extended,  is  the  (juarterly  "Selected  List 
of  Books"  as  recommended  by  the  Ontario  Library  Asso- 
ciation, tliis  list  being  issued  and  circulated  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Department  of  Educatiim  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario.  The  issue  just  out  provides  selecti(ms  from 
among  the  books  of  the  first  half  of  1915. 

From  the  general  references  in  this  issue  we  learn  that 
the  American  Library  Association  has  issued  the  third 
edition  of  "Books  for  Boys  and  Girls:  a  selected  list," 
compiled  by  Miss  Caroline  M.  Hewins.  This  work  is 
deserving  of  wide  attention,  because  Miss  Hewins  is 
known  as  an  authority  on  the  subject.  The  same  applies 
to  a  "Graded  List  of  Stories  for  Reading  Aloud,"  com- 
piled by  Harriot  E.  Hassler  and  Carrie  E.  Scott.  Another 
of  the  American  Library  Association  publicaticns  listed  is 
one  entitled  "Instruction  in  the  Use  of  Books  and  Librar- 
ies" (in  the  useful  reference  series).  Part  I  of  this  treats 
upon  the  use  of  books,  Part  II— selection  of  books  and 
children's  literature;  Part  III— Administration  of  School 
Libraries. 

This  quarterly  publication  is  a  most  worthy  one  and 
the  benefit  of  its  recommendations  can  no  doubt  be  taken 
advantage  of  by  parents  or  others  interested  in  books  for 
children,  by  referring  to  the  copy  of  the  quarterly  in  any 
of  the  Public  Libraries  of  Ontario.  What  has  been  said 
here,  is  in  particular  consideration  of  the  clioice  of  books 
suitable  for  children,  but  it  must  not  be  thought  that  its 
most  comprehensive  in  its  scope,  dealing  separately  with 
recommendations  are  restricted  to  juvenile  books.  It  is 
books  on  "Philosophy,"  "Religion,"  "Sociology,"  "Edu- 
cation," "Science,"  "Useful  Arts,"  "Agriculture," 
"Fine  Arts,"  "Literature,"  "Poetry  and  Drama,"  "His- 
tory," "Geograpliy  and  Travel."  "Biography,"  "The 
War,"  "Fiction,"  "Juvenile  Fiction,"  "Juvenile  Non- 
Fiction"  and  "Government  Documents."  This  will  be 
sufficient  to  indicate  the  valuable  uses  whicii  can  be  made 
of  tins  Government  publication.

James  Oliver  Curwood  lias  given  us  another  stirring 
tale  of  the  north  country  in  his  latest  book  "The  Hunted 
Woman"  (Toronto;  the  Copp  (^ark  Co.).

THE  BELOVED  TRAITOR 

Frank  L.  Packard,  the  Montreal  novelist,  who  has  al-

the  ciiarms  of  city  life,  and  to  the  wiles  of  one  to  whom, 
e.xcept  for  the  laurels  gained  by  clever  youth,  he  is  less 
than  nothing.  The  hero  finds  himself  heralded  as  sure  to 
become  the  greatest  of  French  sculptors.  Throughout,  the 
simple  village  maiden,  Marie  Louise,  whom  he  has  appar- 
ently forgotten,  remains  not  only  true  in  her  love  for 
him,  but  the  genuine  inspiration  of  his  work. 

Not  the  least  meritorious  part  of  the  book  are  the  de- 
scriptive passages,  the  reader  being  taken  into  diverse 
scenes,  and  Mr.  Packard  has  the  faculty  of  making  his 
characters  seem  to  ])e  real  living  personages. 


CANADIAN  MILITARY  WRITERS 

Military  books  of  Canadian  origin  are  beginning  to 
appear  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  l)ooks  dealing 
with  certain  phases  of  military  training.  P'rom  the  West- 
ern News  Co.,  of  Winnipeg,  come  two  interesting  volumes 
which  they  have  recently  published  being  the  work  of  two 
members  of  the  Canadian  forces.  These  books  are"  Ma- 
chine Gun  Manual,"  applicable  to  the  Colt,  the  Lewis,  and 
other  machine  guns,  by  Capt.  A.  H.  Bibby,  of  the  Cana- 
dian Expeditionary  Force,  and  "Complete  Guide  to  Mili- 
tary Lectures,"  by  Captain  W.  B.  Wood,  specially  com- 
j)ile(!  into  (juestions  and  answers  by  Lieut.  F.  J.  O'Leary, 
5;ird  Battalion,  C.  E.  F.  These  two  works  have  had  an 
immense  sale  among  military  men  in  the  West.  The  book 
on  machine  guns  is  splendidly  illustrated,  and  both  works 
are  put  out  at  a  i>rice  which  will  appeal  to  the  average 
soldier. 


"Canada  and  the  War,"  is  the  title  of  a  new  book  by 
J.  H.  Menzies.  of  Winnipeg.  This  book  is  especially  in- 
teresting in  its  practical  treatment  of  the  situation  witii 
special  reference  to  the  outlook  for  the  West  following 
the   war. 

Another  Winnipeg  writer,  Lieut.  A.  B.  Robinson,  of 
the  100th  Regiment,  has  produced  a  valuable  book, 
"Short  Courses  in  Infantry  Training,"  which  condenses 
into  a  volume  of  160  paues  a  great  amount  of  authorita- 
tive information  especially  designed  for  use  of  officers  in 
training  for  the  present  war. 
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"WOOD  AND  STONE,"  BY  JOHN  COWPER  POWYS. 

A  novel  whicli  must  stand  cut  as  a  notable  contribution 
not  alone  to  the  year  of  its  ajipearing  but  also  to  the 
whole  of  modern  fiction  is  "Wood  and  Stone."  (Toronto: 
('oi)p,  '(^lark  and  Co.)  Its  author  is  John  'Cowper  Powys, 
already  famous  for  his  "Visions  and  Revisions,"  literary 
cameos  of  rare  worth,  and  its  spoken  word  alonu  lines  of 
literary  analysis  and  teachini;-.  Anything  from  the  facile 
and  virile  pen  of  Mr!  Powys  will  be  interesting-  to  Cana- 
dians because  of  his  recent  visits  to  our  cities,  remarkali'.e 
for  the  birth  of  controversy.  He  will  be  remembered  in 
Toronto  and  Montreal  for  his  lectures  on  literature  and 
litterateurs;  in  particular  for  his  truth-speaking  with  re- 
gard to  Kipling's  meed  of  merit  and  niche  in  letters  which 
offended  so  many  indiscriminate  worsliijipeis  of  the  poei 
of  tlie  new  Imperialism.  Some  literary  deans  amongst  us 
— old  women  of  both  sexes — felt  very  hurt  because  Mr. 
Powys  trod  on  their  Kipling  corn,  and  wept  and  wailed 
and  gnashed  their  teeth  because  lie  pointed  to  an  unmis- 
takable fly  in  the  Kipling  ointment.  May  they  approach 
his  novel  in  no  splenetic  mood,  nevertheless! 

It  deals,  as  a  preface  tells  thie  reader,  with  the  problem 
of  the  old,  old  conflict  between  tiie  "well-constituted"  and 
their  opposites,  between  those  born  to  authority  and  ruler- 
ship,  and  others,  weaker  ones,  whose  fault  is  .  .  "We 
are  underlings."  This  is  the  significance  of  the  title 
"W^ood  and  Stone."  The  locale  is  Wessex,  that  country 
of  which  Thomas  Hardy  is  "the  literary  over-lord." 

1  (|uote  Powys,  wlio  makes  profound  obeisance  to  the 
great  author  of  "Tess  of  tlie  D 'Urbervilles. " 

There  are,  in  this  novel,  the  underlings,  people  born  to 
be  ruled  over,  "Tlie  Pariahs" — suggestive  and  meaningful 
phrase  of  the  author's.  Laciima  is  of  their  number,  the 
Italian,  gentle,  unprotesting,  submissive,  and  Quincunx, 
piiilosophic,  indifferent,  fatalistic  and,  also,  unprotesting. 
There  are  the  rulers,  the  folk  of  stone:  Gladys,  domineer- 
ing, spiteful,  innately  caddisii  (no  other  word  fits  half  so 
well),  and  Mr.  Taxater,  suave  prelatic  soul,  whose  will  was 
iron,  whose  whispered'  word  pulled'  his  puppets'  strings. 
Luke  Anderson,  too,  was  of  the  stone,  but  Hugh  Clavering 
— wood,  and  poor  stuff  at  that — (^ould  but  yield  when 
there  was  collision. 

The  story  concerns  itself  with  the  doings  of  these  and 
others.  It  is  a  tale  of  uncanny  cross-purposes.  Lacrima, 
timid  spirit,  was  eating  out  her  heart  for  love  of  Quincunx, 
while  James  Andersen  eventually  died  for  love  of  her  and 
all  the  time  Niiisy  was  crying  "Love  me  James!"  Vennie 
Seldom 's  universe  confained  but  one  man,  Hugh  Claver- 
ing, but  he  was  sinning  for  love  of  Gladys  Romer.  She 
knew  not  love.  Passion  was  hers — for  Luke  Anderson — 
Though  she  was  engaged  to  be  married  to  Dangelis.  So 
rhe  queer  group  of  dolls  goes  on. 

There  is  a  deal  of  plot,  of  the  wheels-within-wheels 
rather  than  tlie  ordered,  secjuential,  'quod  erat  demon- 
strandum' kind.  The  author,  whose  methods  remind  one 
of  Dostoevsky  and  not  a  little  of  Theodore  Dreiser,  makes 
his  marionettes  M'ork  out  their  own  relentless  destinies. 
He  never  interferes.  Standing  aside  as  it  were,  playing 
the  part  of  the  onlooker  railier  than  the  stage-manager, 
he  does  not  seem  to  direct  the  mimes :  rather  he  records 
their  entrances,  doings  and  exits,  faithfully  and  surely, 
shrugging  his  shoulders  the  while. 

I  quarrel  with  one  critic  who  protests  that  Powys's 
characters  are  "marionettes  rather  than  beings  of  flesli 
nnd  blood,  living  in  a  Somersetshire  villase."  Sir  Oracle 
does  not  know  his  Wessex.  Anything  nearer  to  flesh  and 
Itlood  it  is  impossible  to  conceive.  They  are  flesh  and  blood, 
living,  vital,  elementary.  Their  sayings  and  doings  and 
thinkings  are  startlingly  actual:  a  weaker  pen  might  have 


ordered  them  differently.  It  is  a  sign  of  the  author's 
genius,  indeed,  that  these,  in  e\eiy  case,  are  firstly,  so 
true  to  life,  and  secondly  to  the  thesis  which  he  sets  out 
to  prove.  As  a  single  instance,  would  Luke  Anderson  have 
worked  out  his  own  life  in  any  other  way  than  that  which 
Mr.  Powys  details?  It  was  that,  not  decminu'  "the  irre- 
vocable pasts  as  wholly  wasted,  wholly  vain,"  he  rose  like 
Andrew  Kyckman,  "on  its  wrecks  at  last"  and  nttained 
something  nobler. 

For  Mr.  Powys '  handling,  so  far  as  mere  words  are 
concerned,  one  must  indeed  be  grateful.  His  verbal  light 
and.  shade,  his  exactly  applicable  word,  his  apt  phrase  all 
through  tlie  story  proclaim  the  craftsman  at  his  best. 
Master  of  English,  if  he  had  written  mere  balderdash,  its 
glorious  clothing  would  have  made  glad  the  heart  that 
loves  to  see  the  English  language  so  brilliantly  exploited. 
If  now  and  then  he  indulges  "in  slips  of  prolixity"  and 
"crosses  the  plain  highway  of  talk"  what  hoots  it? 

But  the  story,  not  its  writing  is  the  thing.  It  is  mas- 
terly, it  is  absorbing,  it  is  ensTOSsing  from  start  to  finish. 
One  fancies  again  and  again  tliat  one  is  reading  Thomas 
HardT.     Wliat  higher  praise  is  there?

Jack  London's  new  novel  "The  Little  Lady  of  the 
Big  House,"  has  to  do  with  Dick  Forrest,  master  of  broad 
acres,  a  man  of  intellect,  training  and  wealth,  Paula,  his 
wife  young,  attractive,  and  bound  up  in  her  husband  and 
his  affairs,  and  Evan  Graham,  traveler,  with  easy  manners 
and  ingratiating  personality,  a  sort  of  Prince  Charming. 
The  problem  comes  with  the  entrance  of  Graham  into  the 
Forrest  family  circle.

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NOTES  OF  A  BUSY  LIFE 

An  important  new  American  autobiography  published 
in  two  large  volumes  by  Stewart  &  Kidd,  of  Cincinnati,  is 
entitled'  "Notes  of  a  Busy  Life,"  recording  the  life  ex- 
periences of  the  Hon.  Joseph  Benson  Foraker,  United 
States  senator  and  former  governor  of  Ohio. 

The  experiences  cover  three  years  Ln  the  Union  Army 
in  the  Civil  War,  three  years  on  the  Bench,  four  years  as 
governor  of  Ohio  and'  twelve  years  in  the  senate  of  the 
United  States. 

He  deals  with  many  political  and  public  events  of 
great  importance  and  incidentally  with  many  National 
characters  whom  he  met  in  connection  therewith. 

He  quotes  letters  from  Presidents  Hayes,  Harrison, 
McKinley,  Taft  and  Roosevelt,  and  from  Senators  Sher- 
man and  Hanna,  Secretary  Hay  and  other  distinguished' 
Americans,  which  have  never  before  been  published. 

He  covers  the  Spanish  American  War,  the  Panama 
Can>al,  and  many  other  important  subjects,  closing  with 
comments  on  modern  developments  in  political  methods 
£>nd  practices,  having  special  reference  to  the  Initiative, 
Referendum,  Recall  and  Primary  system  of  making  nom- 
inations, all  of  special  interest  at  this  time  when  these 
methods  are  being  tested  by  practical  experience. 

The  book  will  prove  of  special  interest  to  Canadian 
students  of  political  history,  even  though  the  book  is 
concerned  almost  entirely  with  United  States  affairs. 


THEODORE  ROOSEVELT 

Charles  G.  Washburn,  who  has  known  Col.  Roosevelt 
intimately  since  the  time  they  were  classmates  at  Har- 
vard, is  the  author  of  an  important  biography  of  the  ex- 
President,  which  has  recently  been  published  by  a  Boston 
publishing  house.  ' 

"I  will  say  at  the  outset,"  says  the  biographer,  "that 
my  purpose  is  to  give  the  reasons  upon  which  T  base  my 
conclusion  that  Roosevelt  has  never  been  a  'politician'; 
that  his  opinions,  regarded  by  many  as  radical  and  by 
some  as  even  revolutionary,  were  carefully  considered  for 
many  years  before  they  found  expression ;  and  that  in  the 
campaigns  of  1912  he  was  advancing  a  cause  and  not  any 
personal  ambition.  I  shall  discuss  some  of  the  great  ques- 
tions with  which  he  dealt,  and  shall  not  even  refer  to 
others  perhaps  equally  or  more  important.  Incidentally 
I  shall  give  my  reasons  for  believing  that  Roosevelt  is,  and 
always  has  been,  a  person  of  great  simplicity  of  character, 
of  the  highest  ideals,  and  with  a  wider  range  of  genuine 
liuman  sympathies  than  any  other  man  who  ever  occupied 
the  Presidential  office.  I  say  wider  range  of  genuine 
human  sympathies,  not  deeper  sympathies,  for  I  have  Lin- 
coln in  mind.  I  shall  attempt  to  account-  for  his  great 
popularity  and  to  state  the  reason  why  he  deliberately  and 
unselfishly,  as  I  believe,  chose  a  course  which,  for  the  time 
being  at  least,  has  cast  a  shadow  upon  his  pathway."

Tn  the  forenoon  of  the  second  day,  "The  Use  of  the 
Public  Library  by  the  General  Reader,"  will  be  the  sub- 
ject of  an  address  by  Miss  Ethel  G.  Flavelle,  B.A..  of 
Lindsay,  while  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Riddell  will  speak  on 
"The  Use  of  the  Public  Library  by  a  Pul)lic  Man."

NEW  INSPECTOR  OF  LIBRARIES 

W.  0.  Carson,  chief  librarian  of  the  London  Public 
Library,  has  been  appointed  Provincial  Insi^ector  of  Pub- 
lic Libraries.  Mr.  Carson  is  well  known  in  connection 
with  lil)rarv  work,  having  been  president  of  the  Ontario 
Li!)rarians'  Association,  and  is  chairman  of  several  of 
the  committees  of  that  organization. 


SERVICE  AT  LIBRARIES 

In  Great  Britain  we  believe  less  time  is  lost  between 
asking  for  a  book  at  a  public  library  and  getting  it,  if  it 
is  in  stock,  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  world,  says  the 
"Publishers'  Circular."  An  American  journalist,  Mr. 
Slosson,  editor  of  "The  Independent,"  says  that  when  he 
feels  inclined  to  be  impatient  if  he  has  to  wait  seven-and- 
a-half  minutes  for  a  book  to  be  found  and  placed  before 
him  in  the  New  York  Library,  he  reminds  himself  of  his 
experience  at  the  Berlin  Library,  where  "after  he  had 
hunted  up  the  book  he  wanted  in  the  catalogue — no  easy 
task — and  made  out  the  necessary  documents,  including 
information  as  to  his  private  affairs  that  no  American 
census-taker  ever  dared  to  ask,"  and  the  librarian  had 
ascertained  that  the  book  was  in,  and  politely  notified  that 
all  was  in  order,  he  was  told  that  he  "could  get  the  book 
to-morrow. ' ' 

We  believe  that  there  is  less  formality  and  red-tape — 
in  fact,  less  "fuss  and  l)()tlier" — in  getting  books  from  a 
British  public  library  than  any  other.  Of  course,  in  the 
case  of  the  British  Museum,  whieh  contains  so  many  in- 
valuable literary  treasures,  a  certain  amount  of  formality 
is  necessary,  and  probably  the  same  applies  to  the  Berlin 
or  any  other  great  National  library. 


BRANTFORD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Brantford  Public  Library  Board  haa  requested  a 
grant  of  $6,800  which  is  much  below  the  half-mill  on  1  he 
dollar  to  which  the  Board  is  entitled.  The  estimates  were 
thus  cut  down  owing  to  the  exigencies  of  war  time.  The 
annual  report  was  presented  and  showed  a  total  of  28,707 
books  in  the  library,  1,144  being  added  last  year. 

Total  number  of  books  circulated,  drawn  l)y  the  pub- 
lic. 185,702. 

x\nu)unt  of  money  expended  on  books,  magazines  and 
binding  $1,672.27. 

The  total  assets  of  the  library,  inchnling  buildings, 
grouiuls,  furnishings  and  books,  amounts  to  $77,217.

THE  BLIND  MAN'S  EYES 

Anu)ng  the  si)ring  books  just  ready  is  a  mystery  story 
of  merit,  by  William  MacHarg  and  Edwin  Balmer,  who 
have  successfully  collaborated  in  the  writing  of  other 
gripping  tales.  Thomas  Allen  has  published  a  Canadian 
edition. 

In  this  new  book  the  central  character  is  Basil  San- 
toine,  a  blind  lawyer  with  a  remarkable  power  of  percep- 
tion. While  traveling  under  the  name  of  Dome  on  an 
East-bound  express  train  from  Seattle,  in  the  company 
of  his  daughter  and  xVvery,  his  confidential  secretary,  this 
man  of  nation-wide  power  is  murderously  assaulted  in 
his  berth.  A  mysterious  young  man,  Philip  Eaton,  is 
suspected  of  having  struck  the  blow  and  eventually  Eaton 
is  a  voluntary  prisoner  in  the  sumptuous  home  of  San- 
toine  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Michigan.  There  the  mystery 
deepens,  for  the  secret  of  Eaton's  past  is  only  slowly  re- 
vealed and  the  situation  is  complicated  by  the  growing 
interest  of  Harriet  Santoine  and  Eaton  in  each  other. 
But  the  dominating  personality  throughout  the  remark- 
able story  is  the  blind  Santoine  who  sees  the  world 
through  the  eyes  of  his  daughter  and  Avery.  With  their 
help  he  has  developed  a  most  uncanny  knowledge  of  those 
wnth  whom  he  comes  in  contact  and  their  motives.  As 
the  plot  is  unfolded  the  situation  becomes  more  dramatic, 
and  the  love  interest  quickens.

the  Franklin  I'nion,  Boston,  with  descriptive  text  dealing 
with  Franklin's  life  by  Louis  A.  Holman;  and  "The  Best 
Short  Stories  of  1915,  and  Year  Book  of  the  American 
Short  Story,"  edited,  with  an  introduction,  by  Edward  J. 
O'Brien,  are  among  the  interesting  announcements  of  a 
Boston  publishing  house  for  April  publication. 
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Military  Weakness  of  America  Disclosed 

Erie  Fisher  Wood  Sounds  a  Clarion  Note  of  Warning  in  "The  Writing  on  the  Wall." 


"THE  WRITING  ON  THE  WALL"  (The  Century 
Co.),  by  Eric  Fisher  Wood,  author  of  "The  Notebook  of 
an  Attache,"  which  created  such  a  stir  in  this  country  and 
in  the  United  States,  is  a  worthy  successor  to  that  book, 
in  its  presentation  of  the  arguments  for  preparedness  on 
the  part  of  the  American  nation. 

Mr.  Wood-,  on  the  strength  of  his  residence  in  tlie  bel- 
ligerent countries  during  the  period  of  war,  offers  to  his 
countrymen  the  results  of  his  observations  in  the  form  of 
a  striking  picture  of  the  horrors  of  the  war  as  he  saw  it, 
and  sounds  a  clarion  note  of  warning  in  order  that  his 
own  country  may  be  saved  from  a  like  fate.  The  book 
starts  off  with  a  vivid  and  striking  pen  picture,  depicting 
what  the  author  describes  as  the  most  terrible  part  of  any 
war,  the  horrors  it  inflicts  upon  the  Jielpless  civilian  popu- 
lation. This  powerful  appeal  is  made  to  serve  as  an  in- 
troduction to  a  mass  of  general  information,  collected  from 
high  army  authorities  upon  the  state  of  unpreparedness 
of  the  United  States,  together  with  a  resume  of  inter- 
national politics  as  they  affect  the  United  Siates  and  pos- 
sible future  contingencies.  The  book  is  remarkable  for 
the  fundamental  soundness  of  its  arguments,  the  evident 
sincerity  of  the  author,  his  ruthless  handling  of  the  fond- 
est illusions  of  his  countrymen  and  in  sliort,  his  con- 
suming passion  for  truth.  It  is  this  fact  alone  that 
atones  for  such  lack  of  continuity  in  the  arguments, 
which  appear  more  as  a  mass  of  collected  information 
than  any  swinging  flow  of  thought. 

The  author's  passion  for  the  truth  leads  him  into  a 
most  excoriating  criticism  of  his  country's  policy,  which 
has  so  long  deviated  from  a  true  appreciation  of  the  inter- 
national situation.  He  plays  those  policies  on  which  they 
most  pride  themselves.  He  derides  some  of  those  ideas 
which  have  been  tiie  very  bedrock  of  American  faith  and 
ideals. 

There  are  outlined  some  suggestions  for  defence.  He 
intends,  apparently,  not  so  much  to  tell  his  country  liow 
to  do,  as  to  rouse  them  into  the  moods  of  doing.  He 
advocates  both  an  army  and  a  navy  of  overwhelming 
strength,  or  failing  this,  to  have  at  least  one  of  these 
developed,  to  its  full  capacity.  His  arguments  partake  of 
a  semi-official  character,  owing  to  the  behind  the  scenes 
participation  of  some  nameless  army  and  navy  officers  of 
high  degree.  It  is  authoritatively  stated  that  they  have 
taken  this  opportunity  of  introducing  their  expert  views 
to  the  public  through  the  author.  Perhaps  it  is  the  fact 
that  causes  Mr.  Wood  to  dismiss  as  unworthy  of  serious 
consideration  the  thought  that  there  is  any  danger  in 
the  United  States  of  the  creation  of  a  military  party  or  of 
any  appearance  of  militarism,  in  spite  of  all  experience 
to  the  contrary  in  other  countries.  Although  it  cannot 
be  s&'ul  that  the  book  will  convince  any  present  doubters, 
it  will  undoubtedly  enlarge  the  information  of  those  who 
are  at  all  interested  in  this  problem,  and-  will  serve  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  condition  of  national 
and  world  affairs. 

Mr.  Wood  brings  out  some  striking  points.  He  refers 
to  that  romantic  and  imaginative  picture  of  war,  so  much 
a  part  of  the  national  consciousness  of  any  country  which 
has  not  before  experienced  war  within  the  memory  of  its 
population;  a  picture  of  high  light  and  veiledi  shadows  and 
holds  up  to  it  in  contrast  the  true  picture  of  war  as  he 
saw  it,  stripped  of  all  its  glamor,  of  rescued  damsels  and 
glorious  charges  and  exposes  in  its  stead  all  that  is  sordid, 
ignoble  and  cruel. 


He  refers  to  the  immunity  which  Switzerland  enjoys 
during  the  present  war,  not  because  of  a  treaty,  but  be- 
cause of  adequate  measures  of  defence.  He  disclaims 
belief  in  any  country's  respect  for  treaties.  He  cites  the 
way  not  only  of  Germany,  but  of  the  Allies  with  some  of 
tlie  smaller  nationalities,  and  the  case  of  his  own  country 
witli  the  weaker  states  of  ('entral  America.  He  dismisses 
the  illusion  of  the  advocates  of  a  small  and  well  equipped 
army — that  the  Belgian  did  more  than  hold  the  Germans 
for  a  few  d'ay's  time  from  their  objective.  Mr.  Wood's 
own  conversion  to  the  idea  of  preparedness  dates  to  with- 
in a  comparatively  recent  time  when  a  high  German  officer 
pointed  out  to  him  that  iiis  country,  large  though  it  was, 
was  peculiarly  vuln<?rable  to  attack  at  its  heart  and  pro- 
ceeded to  demonstrate  to  him  where  that  heart  lay.  This 
is  the  gist  of  his  whole  argument,  that  an  enemy,  by 
occupying  only  three  per  cent,  of  the  territory  of  the 
United  States  may  dominate  the  whole  of  it. 

History  in  all  its  phases  is  reviewed  and  brought  down 
to  date  in  its  application  to  conditions  that  he  seeks  to 
illustrate  and  improve.  He  outlines  possible  causes  of 
friction  with  other  countries  with  particular  reference  to 
Japan  on  the  West,  and  Germany  on  the  East  and  gives  a 
forecast  of  wliat  a  war  with  either  of  these  countries 
might  be.  America  is  compared  with  China  and  Japan 
and  is  held  up  as  a  model  to  both. 

The  Swiss  and  Australasian  system  of  compulsory  ser- 
vice are  dealt  witii  in  some  detail  and  held  up  as  a  model 
for  American  adoption  with  variations  suited  to  the  needs 
of  the  country.  An  army  of  two  and  a  half  million  men 
is  advocated  as  the  irreducible  minimum  for  any  country 
that  wishes  to  keep  abreast  of  the  nations  in  their  military 
campaign  to-day.  An  absolute  divorce  of  army  and  navy 
affairs  from  politics  is  recommended,  and  as  an  illustration 
of  this  point  the  author  cites  the  case  of  Lincoln  whom  lie 
credits  with  all  the  qualities  of  genius  in  his  own  particu- 
lar field  but  Avhom  he  holds  up,  to  scorn  as  a  military 
leader  and  cites  Lincoln's  own  words  to  prove  that  no 
man,  however  great  a  leader  in  politics,  can  hope  to  lead 
armies  without  adequate  training.  The  German  General 
Staff  is  quoted  and  described  to  illustrate  the  superior 
efficiency  of  a  purely  military  over  a  partially  civilian 
army  machine.  The  plans  of  the  present  United  States 
administration  are  derided  as  utterly  inadequate  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  situation  and  serious  charges  of  political 
chicanery  are  made. 

An  appendix  contains  newspaper  extracts,  editorial 
speeches,  etc.,  covering  the  period  of  the  war,  so  that  the 
whole  becomes  a  resume  of  the  ever-changing  state  of  the 
political  mind  and  reviews  the  changesi  in  it  as  evidenced 
by  the  speeches  in  CongTess,  reports  of  Congressional 
Committees,  etc.  This  compilation  shows  a  very  bad  state 
of  affairs  in  the  American  Government  and  even  now  it  is 
an  indirect  argument  as  a  whole  and  strengthens  its  case 
by  the  quotation  of  prominent  authorities  who  are  fav- 
orable to  the  preparedness  campaign. 

That  American  anomaly :  universal  compulsory  service 
is  recommended  as  the  only  possible  alternative  to  national^ 
obliteration  and  as  a  siirety  against  the  encroachment  of 
otlier  powers.  It  becomes  a  solemn  note  of  warning  to  the 
whole  of  North  America  in  its  portrayal  of  conditions  as 
they  exist  in  the  world  to-day  and'  an  outline  of  the  only 
possible  means  of  combating  them.  The  author  would  have 
the  battle  cry  of  this  most  peaceful  of  Republics  become 
"Aux  armes,  citoyens!  Formez  vos  bataillons. " 
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THE  ROMANCE  OF  OLD  BELGIUM 

Timely  and  most  readable  is  "The  Romance  of  Old 
Belgium,"  bj-  Elizabeth  W.  Champney,  author  of 
"Romance  of  Feudal  Chateaux,"  and  "Romance  of 
Roman  Villas,"  recently  put  out  by  the  Putnam's  in  an 
elaborate  edition  comprisino-  432  ])ases  and  publislied  at 
$2.50. 

In  the  compass  of  ten  sliort  stories  vvliicli  make  up  the 
book,  the  authoress  has  drawn  a  composite  picture  of  the 
romance  of  Belgium  iiistory  from  the  time  of  Caesar's 
conquest  of  the  territory  of  the  Belgae  and  Ner\-ii,  to  tlie 
time  of  tlie  conquest  of  innocent  Belaium  by  the  legions 
of  the  Kaiser.  Each  story  is  a  romance  complete  in  itself 
thougli  some  of  them  are  artistically  connected.  And 
each  represents  an  epocii  in  tlie  national  history. 

The  first  tells  of  Caesar's  campaigns  again.st  the  wild 
Belgae  and  Nervii;  of  the  great  assistance  lie  receives 
from  a  daugliter  of  the  Nervii  wliom  he  rescues  from  a 
flaming  altar  in  tlie  depths  of  a  Druid  wood  wiiere  slie 
Mas  being  offered  as  a  sacrifice  to  tiie  powerful  war  god 
Beltane;  of  the  girl  begging  Caesar's  love  when  asked  to 
name  a  reward  for  the  help  she  has  given  him;  of  his 
throwing  about  her  ])rr)tectingly  tlie  mantle  lie  wore — to 
the  barbarians  a  symbol  of  marriage — of  the  invasion  of 
Britain,  and  return  to  (Jaul  where  the  woman  is  cruelly 
cast  off  before  Caesar's  departure  for  Rome,  and  finally 
of  the  wounded  creature's  threat  of  vengeance,  and  the 
e.xecution  of  that  threat.  Twin  sons  are  l)orn  to  her. 
whom  she  educates  to  bitter  hatred  of  the  Roman,  and 
upon  their  attaining  manhood  the  three  make  their  way 
to  Rome  in  quest  of  vengeance,  whither  they  arrive  on  the 
day  of  Caesar's  assassination.  Caesar's  barbarian  .sons 
join  the  turl)ulent  mob  on  the  way  to  the  Senate,  still 
resolved  "to  bear  tjieir  message  to  the  heart  of  the 
Caesar"  and  there  they  see  Mark  Antony  draw  back 
from  the  haughty  face  of  Caesar,  the  very  cloak  which  he 
had  thrown  protectingly  around  their  mother  "what  day 
he  overcame  the  Nervii.''  On  the  morrow,  when  Caesar's 
body  is  prepared  for  the  pyre,  two  Gallic  daggers  are 
found  transfixed  to  his  heart. 

The  second  story  is  staged  500  years  later,  towards 
the  close  of  the  5th  century.  It  introduces  Clovis,  mighty 
barl)arian  king  and  founder  of  the  Merovingian  Dynasty. 
It  tells  how  this  rutlile.ss  young  giant  resolved  to  wed  tiie 
fair  daughter  of  Emperor  Tlieodorie,  and  of  the  obstacles 
he  had  to  overcome  before  he  succeeded  in  winning  and 
carrying  off  to  Rheims  this  Christian  princess. 

The  third  is  a  tale  of  the  stirring  times  of  Char- 
lemagne, the  great  Frankish  king  with  the  talent  of  a 
Bismarck  for  nation  building  and  consolidation.  This  is 
a  pretty  story  of  the  chivalrous  adventures  and  knightly 
jousts  and  tournies  of  the  time,  reminding  us  of  Ivanhoe. 
We  are  also  shown  the  fabled  Roland  and  his  wonderful 
steed. 

Next  comes  a  tale  of  the  Crusades.  And  we  see  the 
stragglers  return  from  the  Hermit's  crusade  and  listen 
while  the  minstrels  sing  of  doughty  deeds  in  the  land  of 
tlie  Saracen. 

The  songs  are  well  written.  In  fact  eacli  story  in  the 
book  contains  a  certain  amount  of  verse.  It  is  used  to 
blend  with,  and  suggest  the  narrative  so  artistically,  that 
there  is  no  temptation  to  skip  a  line  of  it. 

Then  we  have  a  chronicle  of  Froissart  retold,  and 
we  find  it  one  of  the  most  charming  stories  in  the  book. 
We  see  Froissart,  a  page  in  the  castle  of  Marguerite  of 
Brabant  by  whom  the  story  is  told.  We  see  Isabella, 
•wife  of  Edward  TI.  of  England,  seeking  refuge  here  with 
her  youthful  son  wlien  banished  from  England.  We  fol- 
low   tlic   cliJinning  love   story   of   the   younu'  Edward   and 


his  betrothal  to  a  sister  of  Marguerite.  We  ride  to  Ghent 
with  Marguerite  and  a  gay  cavalcade  to  buy  the  bride's 
wedding  outfit.  We  see  the  busy  city,  its  opulent  and 
arrogant  traders,  its  turbulent  mob  and  their  fiery  leaders. 
Tlitn  on  the  death  of  Edward  II.,  we  cross  the  channel 
with  a  band  of  French  lances  under  John  of  Hainault, 
and  instal  tlie  young  Edward  upon  the  throne  of  England. 

The  next  chapter  deals  with  the  romantic  story  of 
Jaqueline,  Countess  of  Zealand  and  Hainault — married 
as  a  child  to  the  youthful  Dauphin  of  France,  and  on  his 
death  in  succession  to  the  Duke  of  Brabant,  and  the  Eng- 
lish Duke  of  Gloucester.  At  last,  deprived  of  her  lands, 
she  marries  a  Flemish  barrister,  and  lives  a  few  short 
years  of  happiness. 

Then  follows  the  stoi'y  of  the  reign  of  terror,  and  we 
mark  the  work  of  Philip  of  Spain  executed  through  his 
agents  Parma  and  Alva.  We  sec  the  Prince  of  Orange, 
and  we  have  the  tragedy  of  Egmont  presented  iti  a  new 
and  delightful  setting.  Then  comes  an  adventurous  tale 
of  the  time  of  Colbert  in  France  mingling  with  a  descrip- 
tiim  on  the  art  of  Van  Dyck  and  Rubens,  threads  of  ad- 
venture concerned  with  the  smuggling  into  France  of 
.Mechlin  lace,  that  the  French  might  leain  from  their 
Flemish  neighbors  the  secrets  of  artistic  lace  making. 

Then  next  is  a  realistic  tale  of  Waterloo;  and  last  of 
all  a  story  of  the  outbreak  of  our  present  war.  The  latter 
seems  the  least  real  of  all  the  stories,  lacking  the  artistic' 
arrangement  so  noticeable  in  the  others.  Perhaps  this  is 
because,  with  the  narrow  perspective  of  our  day,  we  can- 
not iierceive  the  connotation  of  all  the  varied  influences 
with  which  time  and  memory  paint  tlie  saffi-on  light  of 
romance  around  events. 

This  book  reveals  the  romance  of  Belgium  just  as 
Walter  Scott's  works  reveal  the  romance  of  England  and 
France.  It  takes  the  dry  straw  of  historical  fact,  and 
with  the  witchery  of  imagination  weaves  out  of  it  the 
golden  tissue  of  romance. 

And  its  ninety  illustrations  contribute  no  little  to  this 
effect.  There  are  portraits  and  landscapes  by  tiie  mas- 
ters; there  are  tapestries  showing  pageants  of  the  time  of 
Charlemagne,  and  there  are  the  castles,  the  guild  balls, 
the  cathedrals  and  the  Hotels  de  Villes  of  wealthy 
mediaeval  Belgium,  adorned  with  lacy  filagree  and  sculp- 
ture. Philip  of  Spain,  with  a  consideration  for  buildings 
which  lie  did  not  show  for  human  beings,  forbade  the 
destruction  of  churches  and  monasteries.  His  modern 
prototype,  reckless  alike  of  the  artistry  of  human  hand- 
work and  of  human  life,  has  destroyed  them  both.

WITH  THE  RED  CROSS  IN  FRANCE 

The  Aftermath  of  Battle,  by  Edward  D.  Toland,  is  a 
narrative  of  the  experiences  of  the  author  with  the  Red 
Cross  in  France.  It  is  illustrated  with  many  photographs 
and  is  provided  with  a  preface  by  Owen  Wister.  In  this 
preface  which  well  sets  forth  the  character  and  content  of 
the  volume,  Mr.  Wister  says: 

"Most  of  these  pages  following  are,  like  the  photo- 
graphs which  go  with  them,  torn  fresh  and  hot,  so  to  sp?ak, 
from  the  diary  of  a  young  American,  just  as  he  jotted,  them 
down  day  after  day  in  the  war-hospitals  of  France. 

"In  those  hospitals  with  other  young  volunteers,  many 
of  them  Americans,  also,  he  served  the  wounded  Germans 
and  Allies.  He  carried  them  upstairs  and  down,  or  in 
from  the  rain,  he  assisted  at  operations,  he  held  basins,  he 
gave  chloroform,  he  built  the  kitchen  fire,  he  pumped  the 
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water,  he  was  chauffeur,  forager,  commissariat,  lie  helped 
in  what  ways  he  could,  as  he  was  ordered,  and  also  as  his 
own  intelligence  prompted  him  in  the  not  infrequent  ab- 
sence of  orders.  He  saw  the  wounded  die,  he  saw  them  get 
well,  and  he  tells  about  them,  their  suffering,  their  courage, 
their  patience.     .     .     . 

"In  the  doings  caught  alive  and  set  down  here,  a 
glimpse  of  war  as  it  is,  is  given  us;  aeroplanes  sail  by, 
shells  explode  and  tear  the  earth,  loaded  trains  arrive 
smelling  of  dead  flesh :  while,  round  the  wounded  and  the 
walls  which  shelter  them,  life  goes  on  with  its  birthdays 
and  passing  on  and  off  the  scene  along  with  doctors,  sur- 
geons, and  trained  nurses.     .     .     . 

"As  page  succeeds  page,  written  without  art,  yet  with 
the  effect  of  high  art,  with  the  effect  (for  example)  of  Ue- 
Foe's  account  of  the  Plague,  the  reader  ceases  to  be  look- 
ing at  a  picture,  he  is  himself  in  the  picture,  its  terrific 
realities  surround  him  as  if  he  were  walkins'  among  tliem. " 


WHEN  GERMANS  SAW  EIFFEL  TOWER 

Arthur  Sweetser,  an  American  war  coiresjjondent, 
in  his  "Roadside  Glimpses  of  the  War,"  has  pre- 
sented the  human  side  of  things.  'He  was  in  turn  a 
prisoner  of  the  Germans  and  of  the  French.  It  is  an  actual 
tale  of  adventure  that  discounts  fiction.  With  the  true 
sense  of  the  reporter  he  transmits  to  the  reader  exactly 
what  he  saw  and  heard.  Here  is  his  dramatic  treatment  of 
the  turning  back  of  the  Germans  when  Paris  was  in  sight : 

"Monsieur,  what  is  that  in  the  distance?"  I  asked. 

"That,  Monsieur,  is  the  Eiffel  Tower." 

The  Eiffel  Tower!  Great  Heavens,  think  of  it—that 
superhuman  dash,  tiirough  Belgium,  through  France, 
fifteen  to  thirty  miles  a  day,  constant  fighting,  little  sleep- 
ing, scant  provisions,  and  finally  the  crest  of  this  last  liill. 
Imagine  the  joy,  the  officers  with  swords  on  high  pointing 
to  where  Paris  could  actually  be  seen;  calling  for  one  last 
superhuman  effort;  and  then,  instead — the  recoil.  Think 
of  the  agony  of  that  turning  back!  I  can  imagine  the  last 
glance  at  the  fairy-like  structure,  the  glance  of  the  na- 
tion's soul,  baflled,  defeated,  emotions  powerful  enough 
almost  to  lift  .the  vanquished  up  and  dash  them  against 
the  tower's  iron  ribs;  the  sob  of  anger  and  anguish  as 
faces  were. finally  turned  in  retreat.  Truly  it  is  one  of  tiie 
great  tragedies  of  history,  this  retreat.  Glorious  though 
it  was  for  the  French,  it  was  by  just  the  same  measure 
ansuishinu'  to  the  Germans."

amazing  distinctness  and  in  order  and  sequence.  By  long 
odds  it  is  the  most  facile  and  gTaphic  and  complete  ver- 
sion of  what  those  six  months  meant  to  the  British  in 
France  that  has  yet  appeared.  It  has  a  definite  starting 
point — Mons — and  a  definite  goal — Ypres.  It  keeps  within 
these  confines  and  is  relevant  all  the  time  to  the  doings 
and  sufferings  of  the  British.  The  book  does  not  attempt 
to  paint  on  too  large  a  canvas,  and  that  is  one  of  the 
reasons  why  the  picture  will  come  to  be  a  classic. 

As  a  piece  of  literature  alone,  it  is  immense.  Some  of 
us  have  known  and  appreciated  Douglas  Newton  for 
many  moons.  The  general  public,  however,  w-ere  not  seiz- 
ed of  his  tremendous  power  as  a  virile  and  graphic  writer, 
as  well  as  a  word-painter  who  stands  out  from  his  fellows. 
"The  Undying  Story" — happy  title! — should  be  bought  by 
every  and  any  one  who  loves  Britain  and  loves  her  all  the 
more  for  what  she  has  done  and  borne.  It  is  not  enough 
to  borrow  this  book  (some  books  are  worth  no  more). 
Newton's  book  should  be  possessed  by  all.  It  is  bound  to 
have  a  great  sale. — Hugh  S.  Eavrs. 


A  RENEGADE'S  RAVINGS 

The  tliought  that  an  Englishman  named  "Chamber- 
lain" could  write  a  series  of  essays  favoring  Germany  and 
attempting  to  show  up  the  weakness  of  his  own  country  is 
somewhat  appalling  at  the  present  time.  Such  a  book, 
however,  has  its  uses  as  giving  an  insight  into  the  work- 
ings of  the  Pan-German  mind  and  giving  some  definite  idea 
of  the  projects  of  the  German  Militarists.  Such  a  volume, 
under  the  rather  fantastic  title,  "The  Ravings  of  a  Rene- 
gade," will  shortly  be  published. 


MODERN  ADVENTURE 

Driving  a  motor  car  in,  around  and  through  the  early 
l.attles  of  the  War  before  the  troops  on  the  Western  front 
wei-e  in  trenches  would  probably  be  regarded,  even  by  the 
small  boy  readers  of  the  ten-cent  thrillers,  as  likely  to 
provide  .sensations  equal  to  anything  tiieir  favorite  authors 
can  produce.  The  story  of  just  such  happenin.ss  is  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Frederic  Coleman's  book  "From  Mons  to 
Yjires,  with  French."  Mr.  Coleman  is  an  American  who 
offered  his  services  to  the  British  Army  at  the  outbreak  of 
the  War  and  was  occupied  for  the  first  ten  months  in  driv- 
inu'  tlii.'^  oi'ticer  and  t'lat,  on  his  official  1)usiness,  always  well 
within  the  range  of  the  guns.  How  hazardous  these  jour- 
neyings  were  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  author  was 
wounded,  and  had  his  car  hit  on  six  different  occasions. 
With  the  usual  intrepidity  of  the  American,  however,  he 
took  time  not  only  to  make  frequent  notes  of  these  experi- 
ences, but  also  to  make  a  large  number  of  excellent  photo- 
graphs of  scenes  in  the  War  zone  which  later  have  been 
used  to  excellent  advantage  in  illustrating  the  book.  These 
show,  as  perhaps  nothing  else  has  done,  what  the  famous 
retreat  from  Mons  really  was  like. 


THE  MONS  RETREAT

In  a  book  which  the  Putnam's,  of  NeAV  York,  have 
recently  brought  out  under  the  title  of  "The  Blackest 
Page  in  Modern  History,"  Herbert  Adams  Gibbons,  Ph.D., 
presents  the  facts  and  fixes  the  responsibilities,  and  for 
that  reason  and  because  an  appeal  to  humanity  can  be 
made  on  behalf  of  the  remnant  of  the  Armenian  race  in 
the  Ottoman  Empire  without  the  slightest  suspicion  of 
political  interest,  submits  that  it  is  advisable  and  im- 
perative at  this  moment  to  call  attention  to  what  is  un- 
doubtedly the  blackest  page  in  modern  history. 
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SELF  GOVERNMENT  IN  RUSSIA 

Interest  in  Russian  novels  is  greater  in  this  country 
to-day  than  it  has  ever  been  before  and  books  of  war 
feisnifieance  pertaining  to  Russia  are  of  course  assured  of 
keen  attention,  pt-oviding,  of  course,  that  they  are  meri- 
torious. "Self  Government  in  Russia,"  by  Paul  Vino- 
gradoft",  forjjus  professor  of  jurisprudence  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford,  comes  from  Constable's,  of  London. 
Here  is  an  interesting  paragraph  from  the  concluding 
chapter  dealing  with  " Self-Govermment  and  War." 

"It  is  a  ])ity  that  mutual  confidence  between  Govern- 
ment and  Society  does  not  exist,  but  I  think  it  will  be 
found  that  Russian  intellectuals  will  continue  their  efforts 
in  the  direction  of  self-government  with  the  same  stub- 
born resolve  which  has  been  shown  by  the  Russian  armies 
in  the  field.  And  whatever  mishaps  may  be  in  store  for 
Russia  as  a  result  of  vacillation  and  obstruction,  the 
trend  of  history  is  sufficiently  clear,  and  will  not  be 
arrested  by  intrigues  and  party  strife.  Let  us  look  back 
for  a  moment  at  the  stages  of  the  process.  It  started  with 
the  state  of  siege  in  Old  Muscovy.  The  calling  in  of 
Western  skill  in  military  and  economic  matters  opened 
the  way  for  humanitarian  ideals.  In  the  light  of  tiiese 
ideals  local  and  provincial  self-government  arose  on  a 
narrow  class  basis  but  with  a  tendency  to  democratic  ex- 
pansion. Tlie  great  emergencies  of  national  life  called 
forth  a  concentration  of  local  efforts  for  political  ends. 
These  concerted'  efforts  reveal  an  active  and  patriotic 
society  ready  and  anxious  to  contribute  its  share  to  the 
regeneration  of  the  political  system."

NOT  AT  HER  BEST 

The  "Sub-Deb,"  by  Mary  Roberts  Rinehart  is  one  of 
that  prolific  writer's  recent  contributions  to  the  "Satur- 
day Evening  Post,"  that  is  as  contradictory  as  its  author's 
sex  in  the  quality  of  mind  and  method  displayed. 

The  story  has  all  that  mature  and  wholly  feminine 
charm  that  one  comes  to  look  for  in  a  Rinehart  story  but 
sadly  marred  in  this  case  by  a  laborious  and  stilted  school- 
girl style  that  is  premeditated  only  in  its  illiterately  pain- 
ful emulation  of  a  Jos'.i  Billings — Ring  W.  Lardner  sort  of 
style  into  which  one  not  to  the  manner  born  can  never 
hope  to  swing.     It  is  too  palpably  forced. 

Presumably  it  is  a  case  of  attempting  to  give  the  public 
wliat  it  wants — a  replica  of  the  surprisingly  clever  Lard- 
ner  sketches.  It  is  killing  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden 
eggs.  No  sooner  does  an  original  idea  appear  upon  the 
horizon  of  our  thought  than  it  is  seized  upon  by  the 
literary  wolves,  to  be  ciiewed  and  mauled  and  thoroughly 
masticated  until  the  reading  public  is  sated  with  constant 
repetition  and  spews  it  out,  a  pulpless  mass  from  which 
all  virtuous  juice  has  been  extracted.  And  the  leader  of 
the  pack,  the  chief  offender  becomes  again  in  this  case, 
the  magazine  that  first  gave  the  idea  birth  and  place. 

All  of  which  leads  to  the  reflection  that  it  is  the  maga- 
zine after  all  that  in  the  triangular  circle  of  writer, 
medium  and  public  becomes  the  high  arbiter  of  the  fate  of 
builded  words. 
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"Rose  Cotting'ham,"  by  Netta  Syrett,  is  a  tale  of  the 
making-  of  a  modem  woman,  being  a  subtle  study  of  a  girl's

ANOTHER  CORNISH  TALE 

Kden  IMiillpotts  has  followed  up  "Old  Delabole"  with 
another  'J'ale  of  Cornwall.  puMished  in  England  late  in 
.lanuary.  Its  title  is  "Faith  Tresilion."  A  reviewer  in 
an  English  paper  says  of  it:  "The  ruined  fortifications 
on  Daleliam  Head  whic'i  play  such  an  important  part  in 
this  romance  are  described  as  so  extensive  and  imposing 
that  one  can  think  only  of  those  of  Berry  Head  as  their 
prototype.  The  period  is  tl  at  of  the  great  fortifications, 
iiastily  commenced  and  never  quite  finished  because  our 
sea  j)ower  held  Napoleon  at  bay.  It  was  the  time  of 
Cornish  wreckers,  when  devils  in  human  shape  lured  ships 
to  their  doom,  the  times  of  times  for  smugglers,  and  the 
time  of  the  press  gang.  Of  these  advantages  as  affording 
incident  and  interest  Mr.  Phillpotts  makes  most  glorious 
use.  It  is  a  story  for  the  lover  of  adventure,  for  thos-e 
in  love  with  love,  and  for  all  who  love  our  West  Country 
scenery,  and  vivid  i)ieture  of  life  in  the  great  times  of 
one  hundred  yeairs  ago.  There  is  delightful  humor,  some 
grim  tragedy,  and  we  cannot  give  it  higher  praise  than  to 
advise  our  readers,  chieHy  sellers  of  books  and  librarians, 
to  read  it  as  a  refreslinient  after  work.  The  most  strik- 
ing character  is  the  fiery  fat  old  widow — so  huge  that  she 
has  to  live  in  bed.  Mother  Tresilion  is  a  great  character, 
she  is  the  captain  of  her  soul  and  the  moving  S}:)irit  of 
the  story.  It  says  much  for  the  genius  of  the  author  that 
he  can  interest  us  .so  strongly  in  this  female  Falstatf — it 
is  a  triumph  of  mind  over  matter.  As  a  naval  word  pic- 
ture we  can  think  of  nothing  better  than  the  brief  account 
of  the  unexpected  appearance  in  Daleham  Bay  of  the 
battleship  "Leviathan."  doubtless  still  manned  by  seme 
of  the  heroes  who  fought  her  at  Trafalgar.  All  the  char- 
acters are  good — we  mean  well  drawn.  Some  are  as  bad 
as  even  Mr.  Phillpotts  can  make  them,  especially  old  Egg, 
the  undertaker,  with  a  beard  down  to  his  knees;  he  is  not 
bad  in  parts,  but  all  through — an  astounding  consistency 
of  badness.  It  is  many  years  since  the  author  of  "Lorna 
Doone"  in  his  own  little  library  took  down  one  of  Mr. 
Phillpott 's  earliest  works,  and,  patting  it  on  the  back  as 
lie  spoke,  said:  "This  is  the  man  who  will  beat  me  on  my 
own  ground. "  Mr.  Blackmore  would  have  enjoyed

Marriage  is  the  real  adventure  which  forms  the  sub- 
ject of  this  novel  and  the  author  dilates  upon  it  to  the 
extent  of  five  hundred  and  seventy-four  pages.  Most 
interesting  reading,  it  is,  too. 

The  trouble  between  Rodney  the  husband,  and  the 
"splendidly  boyish''  Rose,  the  wife,  was  the  latter's  con- 
viction that  Rodney  loved  her  with  a  purely  physical  love. 
What  she  wanted  was  his  friendship  as  well  as  his  love. 
She  also  resented  being  considered  lazy  and  three  months 
after  becoming  the  mother  of  twins,  she  joins  the  chorus 
of  a  cheap  musical  show,  having  decided  to  learn  to  earn 
a  living  by  whatever  manner  chance  might  present,  in 
order  to  scratcli  that  charge  of  laziness.  The  story  of 
Rose's  struggle,  which  ensues  is  a  lonu-  one,  and  it  is^ 
also  the  story  of  Rodney's  chastening.  Where  the  aver- 
age hero,  the  modern  replica  of  the  cave  man  of  the  early 
days  of  the  world,  would  have  picked  Rose  up  bodily 
and  carried  her  home,  putting  her  in  her  proper  place, 
and  thus  cutting  short  a  long  period  of  subsequent  un- 
liappiness  for  both,  Rodney  suffers  and  endures  and  Rose 


conquers,  to  what  end  is  left  to  the  reader's  solution  after 
laying  down  the  book. 

From  this  it  may  be  gathered  that  the  b'ook  is  not  one 
that  will  inspire  a  long  succession  of  mental  "hear, 
hears,"  in  the  minds  of  its  readers,  but  that  fact,  if  any- 
thing enhances  the  grip  of  the  story.  The  characters  are 
vivid,  the  situations  most  engrossing,  and  whether  or  not 
the  reader  agrees  with  the  various  points  brought  out 
thej'  make  him  think  and  that  is  something  of  an  accom- 
plishment  in  these  days  of  fiction  for  pleasure  alone. 


IAN  HAY'S  GREAT  BOOK 

"The  First  Hundred  Thousand,"  by  Ian  Hay  (Toron- 
to, William  Briggs),  one  may  say,  at  once,  will  be  a  lead- 
er among  war  books.  The  reputation  of  Ian  Hay — whose 
war  correspondence  during  the  last  eighteeen  months 
has  been  under  the  nome  de  plume  of  "The  Junior 
Sub" — is  already  that  of  a  fascinating  writer.  In  this 
book  fact  is  fiction-like  in  its  attractiveness.  It  is  the 
record  of  the  experiences  of  some  of  that  first  hundred 
thousand  tiiat  did  so  bravely  and  so  gallantly  in  France. 
The  author  is  careful  to  point  out  that  no  particular 
regiment  is  referred  to  "K  1" — all  of  it  and  represen- 
tatives of  it — these  are  the  actors  in  Ian  Hay's  narra- 
tive. All  the  happenings  described  are  actual;  the  names 
of  the  boys  and  officers  alone  are  ficti(mal. 

It  would  be  foolish  to  try  and  pick  out  special  anec- 
dotes.    All  is  so  good  that  none  is  best.     It  is  a  book  to

THE    SPIRITUAL    DEVELOPMENT    OF    MATERIAL 
THINGS 

THhl  sordid  side  of  war  is  making  itself  increasingly 
felt  in  the  literature  of  the  war;  not  only  in  the 
buying-  public's  limiting  of  the  publishers  output  to 
a  cheaper  grade  of  book  througii  stress  of  forced  economy, 
but  in  the  further  need  of  the  publishers  themselves  to 
restrict  that  output  to  one  commensurate  with  the  cloth 
that  goes  to  make  the  suit. 

Tlie  British  Government  has  decided  to  cut  down  the 
importation  of  paper.  Curious  clianges  are  resulting 
there  and  will  undoubtedly  affect  the  Canadian  market 
in  time.  There  at  least,  newspapers  will  become  smaller 
and  there  will  be  fewer  novels,  a  blessing  perhaps  in 
disguise.  Publishers  will  be  shy  of  speculating  in  books 
by  new  or  little  known  authors  and  "first"  novels  at  any 
rate  will  be  "held  up"  until  after  the  war.  Publisher's 
lists,  so  far  as  they  have  been  made  up,  are  shorter  and 
contain  fewer  names.  Already  an  extra  penny  on  the 
shilling  is  being  cnarged  on  each  of  the  different  styles  of 
binding  of  Messrs.  Dent 's  ' '  Every  woman  "s  Library. 

The  public  will  go  back  to  the  primitive  days  of  paper 
when  it  was  something  precious  and  a  thing  to  be  econo- 
mized in.  Cheap  books  were  then  unknown.  The  ten  or 
fifteen  cent  novel  of  to-day  had  its  nearest  counterpart  in 
the  time  of  Pitt  in  meagre  pamphlets  that  cost  a  shilling 
to  print.  Some  kinds  of  paper  are  disappearing  a'U,- 
gcther  and  books  vill  feel  the  pinch. 

In  England,  where  we  look  chiefly  for  our  inspiration 
for  the  lixiiig,  the  dioing  and  the  reading  of  this,  our 
conui.f.n  war.  hundreds  of  cheap  books  are  being  publislied 
and  others  die  the  death.  Already  tlie  effect  is  I'emg  Celt 
here  aside  from  the  bargain-hunting  proclivities  of  tlie 
general  reader,  production  at  its  fountain  iiead  is  dictating 
this  trend  in  literature. 

The  autliors,  .ike  everyone  else,  art  doing  more  tliaii 
merely  thinking  about  the  war:  they  are  participating  in 
it  and  the  action  is  coloring  tlieir  thoughts  and  governing 
tlieir  product.  For  good  or  ill,  the  mind,  the  very  soul  of 
the  nation  is  sjjeaking  through  them. 

And  all  opinion,  all  thought,  is  so  distorted,  twisted  and 
abnormal,  so  liquid,  so  hard,  so  altogether  contradictory 
that  the  result  is  and  will  be  for  some  time  to  come,  a 
muddy  stream  of  hot  thoughts,  lacking  clarity  and  co- 
hesion. And  the  spirit  of  it  being  but  a  transient  and 
fleeting  picture  of  a  stressful  cycle  it  seeks  its  own  level 
of  a  grosser  body — tlie  cheaper  binding. 

Tilings  have  a  way  of  taking  care  of  themselves.  We 
have  been  informed  by  sageful  seers  that  tlie  war  would 
do  this  and  not  that:  that  our  literature  would  become 
morbid,  happy,  wholesome  and  turgid:  that  it  would  be- 
come again  a  realistic  fiction,  a  romantic  drama,  a  highly 
spiritual  poetry;  that  it  would  prevent  all  reading  and 
that  it  would  make  all  men  readers  of  all  things. 

And  this  is  what  it  has  done :  It  has  made  readers  in 
millions  of  men  who  now  are  thinking  their  first  thoughts, 
cheap  editions  are  selling  as  they  never  sold  before.  What 
else  can  a  lonely  woman,  a  befuddled  soldier  do  to  ease 
their  aching  hearts,  their  stunned  minds  of  the  burden  of 
its  question  ?  And  those  who  have  read  before  are  now 
reading  more  intensively  and  more  extensively — in  cheap 
editions.    Always  it  comes  back  to  that. 

The  cheap  circulating  libraries  have  constituted'  an- 
other important  factor  in  this  movement.  The  long  wait- 
ing list  for  cheap  copyrights  is  cutting  a  big  hole  in  the 
copATighted  book  trade.  Locally,  the  fifty-cent  editions 
which  comprise  the  best  of  all  current  production  within 
reasonable  time  of  its  first  appearance,  is  usurping  first 
place  by  force  of  the  insistent  demand  back  of  it.    And  the 


book    seller's   buying   is   following   tliis   trend    of   jiopular 
demand. 

Antli  too,  all  this  reading,  all  this  thinking,  all  this 
sad  loneliness  is  having  its  effect  on  all  things  of  the  sta- 
tionery trade.  People  are  writing  more,  oftener  and  at 
more  length.  One  large  dealer  points  to  a  greater  sale  of 
stationery  in  the  past  year  than  lie  has  ever  experienced 
before,  and  others  likewise. 

The  past  two  months  have  witnessed  more  of  this 
greater  revival  in  the  book  business  than  any  corres- 
ponding period)  of  the  war.  It  has  been  dull.  It  is  now 
good.  Next  to  the  fifty-cent  lines  the  twenty-five,  fifteen 
and  ten-cent  ones  are  going  best.  But  there  is  this  differ- 
ence. They  pander  mostly  to  the  squishy  school  of 
thought  and  so  are  lesser  in  demand.  In  them  Bertlia 
M.  Clay,  Charles  Garvice,  the  Duchess,  L.  F.  Meade  and 
Mr.s.  Reynolds  are  at  their  worst  best,  in  sentimental 
siusliiness.  But  even  in  tliis  grade  of  book  some  classics 
creep  in  and  an  estimate  places  the  projiortion  of  classic 
to  light  fiction  as  250  of  the  former  to  750  of  the  latter  in 
a  l.MO  book  order. 

Fortunately,  reading  to-day  is  at  its  worst  in  this  soft 
fiction  if  it  might  be  so  called.  Sex  stuff  is^ taboo,  except 
in  minute  quantities.  A  feature  of  current  demand  is 
that  for  military  books  on  tlie  part  of  all  ranks  of  enlisted 
men  and  officers  and  their  women  folk  and  boys  at 
liome.  As  a  rule  these  are  found  in  the  higher  priced 
class:  Military  Law  at  .$1.00,  Xon-Commissioned  Course  at 
.•pi .125  and  Octus'  Guide  at  .$1.00  and  a  host  of  othei-s  are  all 
going  so  readily  that  wliole  tallies  are  given  over  in  some 
bookstores  to  display  of  them. 

Of  the  better  class  books,  Ian  Hay's  First  Hundred 
Thou.sand  is  the  most  heard  of  and  asked  for,  although  the 
Canadian  issue  has  not  yet  made  its  appearance.  Canada 
and  Flanders  closely  follows  it  in  merit  and:  in  inquiry. 

Philip  Gibb's  Soul  of  The  War  Mountains,  its  high 
l)restige  that  time  and  sober  thought  must  inevitably  sea! 
as  an  lionest  if  nationally  prejudiced  pen  picture  of  a 
nation's  travail.  It  is  too  early  yet  for  even  his  liglit 
criticism  to  be  properly  appreciated  by  its  subjects.  Be- 
tween The  Lines  suffers  so,  but  more  severely.  It  is  too 
realistic,  too  true  for  these  realistic  times.  People  are 
surfeited  with  cruel  action.  They  demand  restful  thought 
or  creative  stimulation:  mental  food,  not  brain  pictures. 

Local  laurels  and  local  interest  synchronize  in  tlie 
work  of  Montreal  writers.  F.  L.  Packett's  Beloved 
Traitor  has  made  a  distinct  hit  and  is  moving  well.  Alfred 
Gordon's  book  of  poems,  more  particularly  his  paraphrase 
of  Glutton  Brock's  "An  Appreciation  of  France,''  has 
even  endeared  itself  to  a  local  reading  public  that  is  most 
distinctly  not  partisan  in  its  adherence  to  its  own  pro- 
phets of  the  pen. 

The  international  books  of  the  war,  enemy  books, 
neutral  books,  colored  by  partisanship,  lit  up  bj^  fanciful 
imaginings  and  judicious  might-have-beens,  are  finding 
themselves  in  this  market.  Hindenburg's  March  Into 
London,  translated  from  the  German,  is  extensively  fea- 
tured in  the  twenty-five  cent  edition  and  promises  well. 
The  notorious  Lincoln's  Revelations  of  an  International 
Spy  and  a  host  of  lesser  known  books  of  enemy  origin  are 
beginning  to  thrust  themselves  upon  public  notice  here. 

The  demand  for  history,  good  fiction  and  biography 
continues  in  reasonable  amount.  Sets  are  rather  better 
than  usual  and  have  been  stimulated  by  extensively  adver- 
tised bargains  in  encyclopedias.  But  of  expensive  art 
books,  in  sets  or  other%vise,  nothing  is  heard.  They  are 
moribund. 

Instead,   a   cheap  renaissance  of  reading  is   at    hand. 
The  torch  of  knowledge  brightly  flames.     All's  right  with 
the  world. 
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A  GREAT  NOVEL 

May  Sinclair,  whose  new  book  "Tlie  Belfry, "(Toronto: 
Macmillan  Company  of  Canada  .$1.50)  is  certainly  her 
best  yet,  needs  no  introduction  to  those  readers  who  like 
choice  fare.  She  has  written  too  well  and  too  mucli  for 
tliat.  But  she  has  saved  the  best  wine  to  the  last — so  far 
— for  "The  F^elfry"  eclipses  all  iier  former  stories. 

It  is  a  story  of  unusual  people,  unusually  told.  It  is 
the  story  of  unconventional  people;  unconventionally  told. 
It  is  a  love  story  of  sorts,  but  it  aims  to  deal  ratlier  with 
the  devlopment  of  a  series  of  mental  attitudes: — F'urnival, 
much  of  a  prij;;-,  Tasker  Jevons,  l)riefly  "Jimmy,"  deter- 
mined, valiant  soul — tiiouyh  he  does  drop  his  aitciies  now 
and  then,  and  his  tastes  are  unfortunate — and  Viola,  wlio 
will  be  lierself  and  live  her  own  life  in  her  own  way 
though  the  iieavens  fall,  and  her  aufinist  and  canonical 
father,  who  is  wise  enoujjh  to  throw  up  his  hands  but 
unchristian  enougli  to  wash  the  same  hands  of  liis 
dau.srliter  and  her  "infra  diji''  mate.  These,  one  feels,  are 
living',  vital,  elementary  peoi)le,  people  who  could  be  multi- 
l)lied  to  the  ntli  degree.  Yet  they  are  folk  apart,  the  un- 
understood,  the  unknown  (|uantities  in  our  social  organism. 
The  novel  belongs  to  that  class  which,  for  want  of  a 
better  name,  I  may  call  the  "life"  novel.  It  has  no  de- 
tailed plot:  it  is  no  mosaic,  built  up  of  innumerable  de- 
veloi)ments;  it  lias  no  abundance  of  action.  But  it  is 
l)iogra|)hical  of  the  folk  it  concerns.  It  deals  with  them 
naturally,  simply,  easily.  A  master  hand — thougii  it  is 
feminine — pulls  the  curtain  aside  and  describes  and  dis- 
plays tlie  characters,  shows  them  in  all  their  weakness  aiul 
strength,  analyzes  their  motives,  dissects  their  imaginings. 
You  feel  that  the  writer  knows  the  people  she  writes  of 
through  and  througli,  and  is  telling  you  all  about  them. 

Jevons,  tlie  journalist  who  gritted  his  teeth  and 
bucked  circumstance  till  he  did  what  he  set  out  to  do,  is 
the  centiepiece.  His  complex  ciiaracter  is  faultlessly 
drawn.  Creature  of  impulse,  yet  master  of  himself — 
y(>u've  got  to  admire  the  man  who  makes  tilings  come  to 
him.  All  along  it  was  as  if  he  clenched  his  fist  and  swore 
to  con(|uer.     "I  give  myself  six  months  to  do  it." 

Daring  convention  he  and  Viola  went  to  Bruges,  to  see 
"the  Belfry."  Soon,  against  collectively  almost  impos- 
silile  obstacles,  he  marries  Viola.  The  fat  is  in  the  fire. 
But  Jevons  makes  amazingly  good,  stepping  from  peak  to 
peak  which  vaulting  ambition  descries.  He  "gives  him- 
self" a  certain  time  to  wear  down  the  opposition  of  the 
"classes"  to  himself  who  is  not  of  the  "classes."  One 
by  one  he  conquers  his  enemies.  Man  after  man.  woman 
after  woman,  go  down  before  his  success  and  his  altered 
self.  Then,  at  the  top,  almost,  of  Hill  Difficulty,  he  seems 
to  give  way.  One  sees  the  reversion  to  type.  The  original 
Jevons,  crude,  tasteless,  vulgaristic  peeps  out.  His  wife, 
loyal  always,  coverings  his  faults,  hiding  his  faux  pus, 
suddenly  feels  the  strain  too  much.  There  are  troubled 
waters. 

But  Jevons,  at  the  Front,  is  a  new  Jevons.  Miss  Sin- 
clair ends  her  book  amid  scenes  of  the  great  war.  The 
pictures  she  draws  are  frankly,  wonderful.  Jevons,  hit 
diown  on  every  hand  in  his  attempt  to  get  to  the  front, 
finally  scrapes  through  and  constitutes  himself  a  Red 
Cross  helper.  He  drives  his  car  here  and  there — the  car 
whose  immaculate  whiteness  was  once  his  pride — daring 
the  impossible,  facing,  indeed,  fearful  odds.  He  rescues 
Jill  sorts  and  conditions  of  wounded.  'And  the  superb 
toucii   is  his  saving'  Reggie   his  brother-in-law;    the  man 

who  heretofore  had  been  half-prig  and  half-cad 

"The  Belfry"  is  one  of  the  great  novels  of  the  year. 
Tt  is  absorbing,  fascinating.  More,  it  is  thought-provoking. 
And  as  a  picture  of  men  and  women  it  is  superb.  Tt  is  a 
book  to  read  and  re-read,  and  then  to  read  again.  I  con- 
fess to  having'  read  it  twice  within  a  montii.     Tiie  more 


one  thinks  of  it  the  more  one  is  sure  that  Miss  Sinclair 
has  written  a  story  which  must  be  regarded,  in  its  own 
way,  as  a  masterpiece.

SHAKESPEARE'S  BOYHOOD 

William  Shakesiieare  is  the  AVarwicksliire  lad  of 
George  Madden  Martin's  book,  "A  Warwickshire  Lad," 
which  is  one  of  the  very  few  stories  dealing  with  the  boy- 
hood of  the  Bard'  of  Avon.  The  quaint  customs  and 
superstitious  of  the  day  strongly  influenced  this  imagin- 
ative young  boy  and  after  seeing  his  first  play  he  announ- 
ced to  his  father  that  lie  would  be  a  player  when  he  grew 
up.  He  wearied  of  lessons  and  played  truant  many  times 
and  during  these  iiappy  moments  he  ran  wild  through  the 
woods  in  company  with  Ann  Hathaway,  wiio  sympathized 
with  him  and  shared  his  dislike  for  the  restraints  of  the 
school  room.  The  story  develops  until  we  see  him  depart- 
ing from  his  home  a  few  years  later,  after  he  had  married 
Ann. 


EXPLAIN  IT  WHO  CAN? 

The  new  liook  entitled  "Patience  WortlT'  is  de.-^cribed 
as  "a  psychic  mystery."  The  author.  Cliarles  S.  Yost  is 
editorial  director  of  the  St.  Louis  "Globe-Democrat"  and 
vouches  unreservedly  for  the  genuineness  of  the  exper- 
iences of  which  the  book  is  based.  In  July  1913,  Mrs. 
James  Curran,  wife  of  a  former  Immigration  Commission- 
er of  Missouri,  and  Mrs.  Emily  Grant  Hutehings,  wife  of 
tiie  Secretary  of  the  Tower  Grove  Park  Board  of  St.  Louis, 
were  amusing  tiiemselves  with  a  ouija  board,  when  out  of 
a  clear  sky  came : 

"Many  moons  ago  I  lived.     Again  I  come. 
Patience  Worth  my  name." 

Thus  began  an  intimate  association  with  "Patience 
Worth"  that  still  continues,  and  a  series  of  communi- 
cations consisting  of  interesting  and  even  brilliant  con- 
versation, poems,  allegories  and  .short  plays,  a  long  mediae- 
val drama,  and-  two  novels.  Very  little  of  this  matter  is 
the  frequent  trash  of  involuntary  writing.  An  account  of 
tlie  whole  matter  and  the  shorter  communications  make 
u|)  the  present  volume. 

Nothing  in  the  character  or  exjjerience  of  the  manipula- 
tors of  the  ouija  board  indicates  that  this  literature  can 
have  proceeded  from  them.

The  London  Nation  sjieaks  of  "Lodges  in  the  Wilder- 
ness," by  W.  C.  Scully,  as  "one  of  those  rare  and  fortunate 
authors  who  have  an  idea  how  to  write.  He  has  tiie  gift  of 
selecting  the  suggestive  thing  to  write  about  and  of  pres- 
enting it  not  in  dead,  but  in  personal  language." 

A  Virginian  story  by  a  Virginian  is  "A  Man's 
Reach,"  the  author  being  Sally  Nelson  Robins.  The  hero 
is  a  scion  of  an  aristocratic  Virginian  family  whose 
struggle  against  evil  forces  begins  at  the  University.  Fasc- 
inating, he  is  adored  by  all,  especially  by  Lettice  Corbin 
for  whom  he  saves  himself. 

An  ingenious  detective  story  in  which  the  murdered 
man  takes  a  prominent  part  in  finding  the  murderer,  is 
Geraldine  Bonner's  sensational  new  book  "The  Black 
Eagle  Mystery." 

An  alluring-  book  is  Ivory  Apes  and  Peacocks  by  James 
Huneker.  There  is  a  critical  article  on  Joseph  Conrad, 
cordial  to  enthusiasm;  a  piquant  paper  on  Whitman,  char- 
acterizing the  poet  as  well  as  describing  a  visit  to  him; 
articles  on  the  musical  anarchist  Schoenberg,  on  Richard 
Strauss,  on  the  Italian  futurists,  on  "Three  Disagreeable 
Girls"  (in  novels),  and  a  number  of  other  topics  of  abso- 
lutely actual  interest.

"Our  Miss  York,"  by  Edwin  Bateinan  Morris,  wit'.i 
its  Coles  Phillips  jacket,  which  comes  from  the  Copp, 
Clark  Co.,  this  month,  has  all  the  ear-marks  of  the  novel 
likely  to  go  with  a  vim  and  it  certainly  does  that  in  the 
reading.

But  she  meets  THE  man,  and  the 
story  is  developed  tli rough  the  conflictins-  emotions  aris- 
ing out  of  the  struggle  for  lier  ambition  and  the  struggle  for 
love  and  sympathy.  Romance,  humor  and  pathos  abound 
and  the  atmosphere  of  the  work-a-day  world  which  is 
necessarily  introduced  by  reason  of  the  path  the  heroine 
chose,  makes  the  book  a  most  readable  one.  The  story 
is  cleverly  worked  up  to  the  climax  hinginii'  on  the  final 
'Vf'ision  of  the  heroine.

"Just  David"  a  Worthy  Sequent  Volume  to  the  Pollyaima  Novels. 


THIS  month  "Bookseller  and  Stationer."  has 
jilcasure  in  presenting  a  half-tone  reproduction 
from  a  new  photograph  of  Eleanor  H.  Porter,  the 
noted  author,  who  has  won  a  place  in  the  hearts  of  so 
many  tliousands  of  readers  with  her  delightful  Pollyanna 
books,  and  who  this  year  gives  us  ".Just  David"  (Toron- 
to, Thomas  Allen). 

This  new  book  is  a  further  exemplitieation  of  this 
writer's  theory  that  the  idea  of  tiie  possibility  of  ha])pi- 
ness  should  be  held  up  to  people,  not  preached,  but  de- 
monstrated, as  for  instance  in  the  simple  and  natural 
actions  of  the  characters  in  her  stories. 

This  new  story  "Just  David," 
is  a  veritable  cameo  in  its  clean- 
cut  presentation  of  the  unusual 
circumstances  marking  the  un- 
usual rearing  and  the  influence 
exerted  by  a  thoroughly  lovable 
and  refreshingly  original  boy,  wl.i. 
had  not  been  exposed  to  any  in 
Huences  of  evil.  It  is  a  worthy 
counterpart  of  "Pollyanna," 
just  as  this  little  boy  worthily 
complements   the  "glad  girl." 

The  author  herself,  speaking 
of  the  new  book  says  that  she  has 
not  sought  to  teacli  a  lesson  in  it 
but  that  her  mind  has  often  play- 
ed around  the  idea  of  a  child 
brought  up  to  know  only  what  is 
good.  She  fully  realized  the  dif- 
ficulties to  be  contended  with  in 
eventually  bringing  such  a  char- 
acter in  fiction  into  close  associa- 
tion with  the  stern  realities  of 
life,  and  no  small  measure  of  the 
merit  of  the  book  is  the  marvel- 
ous manner  in  which  little 
David  wins  through  and  radiates 
happiness  to  others  in  spite  of  the 
odds  which  he  has  to  face. 

Up  to  the  age  of  ten  the  boy 
had  lived  with  only  the  compan- 
ionship of  his  father  in  a  secluded  but  beautiful  moun- 
tain retreat.  The  father,  who  had  been  a  world-famed 
violinist,  had  sunk  his  identity,  and  his  one  concern  was 
to  bring  up  his  boy  free  from  the  influences  of  evil,  but 
failing  health  prevented  him  from  carrying  this  beyond 
the  period  when  little  David  reached  the  age  of  ten.  The 
father  died  in  the  road  while  taking  the  boy  back  to 
friends,  and  the  name  signed  to  the  scribbled  message  left 
with  the  boy  meant  nothing  to  the  strangers  into  whose 
hands  the  little  boy  fell,  but  those  strangers,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Holly,  became  most  interesting  characters,  and  are,  in 
fact,  in  the  course  of  the  story  shown  t'le  way  to  happi- 
ness by  the  influence  of  little  David,  who  wins  all  hearts 
by  his  trustfulness  and  radiant  love  for  everyone  he  met. 

The  father  had  taught  him  to  express  his  love  of  the 
beautiful  on  the  violin,  and  had  made  the  boy  a  master  of 
that  instrument,  as  well  as  versing  him  in  different 
languages,  so  it  will  be  seen  that  he  was  a  most  unusual 
boy,  which  goes  far  toward  saving  the  situation  in  regard 
to  tlie  unusual  course  of  the  boy's  experiences. 

The  child  in  these  experiences  is  imaginary;  in  fact, 
evolved  from  most  distant  flights  of  the  imagination,  but 
in  his  love  and  talent  for  music  the  idea  is  not  so  far 


fetched,  for  Mrs.  Porter  herself  has  recorded  one  of  her 
own  characteristics,  and  for  the  flrst  time  has  put  into  a 
story  some  of  her  own  musiciil  impressions. 

"Just  David"  is  a  most  diverting  story.  It  is  a  good 
tonic  for  those  inclined  toward  seitishness,  and,  like 
"Pollyanna,"  little  David  may  reasonably  be  expected  to 
wield  a  wide  influence  throughout  the  land  as  a  dissemina- 
tor of  jov  and  inspiration.

YES,  THE  KAISER  IS  REALLY  ILL 

That  the  Kaiser  is  really  seriously  ill  is  proven  beyond 
(louh^  incidentally  in  a  ne^v  book,  "My  Secret  Service," 
shortly  !<•  be  issued.  The  author, 
a  young  neutral  journalist,  has  had 
some  very  unusual  experiences 
within  the  last  few  months.  One 
of  these  being  the  feat  of  dining 
with  the  Kaiser  and  King  Ferdin- 
and of  Bulgaria  at  Ntsli.  A  little 
later  he  traveled  on  the  first  Bul- 
garian Express  from  Constantin- 
ople to  Berlin.  He  was  in  Con- 
stantinople when  the  city  went  mad 
liver  the  evacuation  of  Gallii)oli. 
This,  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that 
the  author  is  intensely  British  in 
his  sympathies,  which  is  evidenced 
frequently  throughout  the  volume, 
makes  the  book  an  intensely  inter- 
esting one  for  Canadians  at  the 
piesent  time.  One  of  the  most 
\  ivid  pictures  in  the  book  is  that 
of  the  l)anquet  at  Nish  and  in  this 
the  author  speaks  most  strongly  of 
the  Kaiser's  ill-health,  as  he  sat 
coughing  for  some  time  during  the 
function. 

THE  POET  OF  THE  PRINCESS 
PATS 

The  Princess  Pats  have  become 
noted  in  a  good  many  ways,  but 
until  recently  it  was  not  known 
that  auiong  them  was  included  a  verse  writer  whose  mate- 
rial bids  fair  to  be  one  of  the  <nitstanding  bits  of  liter- 
ature issued  during  the  War.  One  well-known  English 
house,  some  months  ago  got  hold  of  a  manuscript  of  verse 
written  by  Sergeant  Frank  S.  Brown,  who  by  the  way  was 
the  son  of  Rev.  S.  G.  Brown,  of  Almonte,  Ont.,  which, 
under  the  title  "Contingent  Ditties,"  is  causing  consid- 
erable stir  in  England.  A  Canadian  edition  is  to  be  pub- 
lished. The  author,  by  the  way,  met  his  death  heroically 
at  St.  Eloi,  just  a  ,vear  ago,  Feb.  23.  1915.  His  verse  is 
characteristic  and  deals  altogether  with  military  matters. 
The  fact  that  several  of  his  poems  have  appeared  in 
"T.  P.'s  Weekly"  and  "The  Spectator,"  is  quite  proof 
enough  of  their  quality.

It  is  important  to  get  the  co-operation  of 
ministers  and  leading  workers  of  the  respective  churches, 
posting  them  as  to  which  will  be  "their"  day  and  en- 
deavor to  get  them  to  organize  committees  to  per.suade 
members  of  their  congi'egations  to  make  purchases  on  that 
particular  day.  Advertise  tlie  idea  in  the  newspapers,  so 
as  to  work  up  strong  interest. 


NEW  WINNIPEG  ENTERPRISE 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  feature  in  the  trade  to-day  is 
the  manner  in  wiiicii  the  West  has  come  back.  Who  would 
have  thought,  having  in  mind  the  prevalent  croaking  of  a 
year  ago,  that  good  times  would  come  again  so  soon  in 
the  Western  Provinces? 

One  reason  for  this  satisfactory  development  is  the 
unshaken  confidence  of  Westerners  themselves.

Editorial  Chronicle  and  Comment 


SAVING  WASTE  RAGS  AND  PAPER 

ECONOMY  ha*i  been  practised  to  some  extent  ever 
since  the  war  l>egan,  l)ut  it  is  only  now  after 
nearly  two  years  that  it  is  taking  a  practical  form  that 
will  make  any  deep  impres-^ion  in  the  conservation 
of  resonrces.  Tt  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  has  awakened 
to  the  need  for  assuming  res])onsil)ility  for  encour- 
aging such  action  on  the  i)art  of  the  people  generally. 

As  affecting  more  directly  the  ])aper  and  sta- 
tionery trade,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Department 
is  interesting  itself  in  putting  collectors  of  waste  in 
communication  with  paper  mills  and  large  dealers 
interested  in  the  purchase  of  waste  rags  and  paper, 
and  the  suggestion  is  offered  that  Municipal  Councils 
and  Boards  of  Trade  might  well  organize  for  collec- 
tion and  dis])Osal  of  this  waste.  Tn  the  Department's 
"Weekly  Bulletin,"  it  is  stated  that  although  the 
better  grades  of  paper  are  made  of  rags,  old  news- 
papers can  be  used  for  the  making  of  news  paper  and 
for  the  lining  of  cheap  cardboards.  When  used  for 
cheap  cardl)oards,  the  newspaper  waste  is  Avorth  more 
than  when  used  as  a  raw  material  for  newspaper. 

Every  kind  of  paper,  no  matter  how  cheap  or 
good,  and  every  kind  of  rag,  even  old  dish  rags,  is  of 
great  value  at  present. 

Thousands  of  tons  of  this  waste  have  heretofore 
been  consigned  to  the  dust  heap,  the  furnace  and  the 
incinerator.  Every  pound  of  this  waste  has  real 
value  and  is  needed  to  replace  in  the  paper  manufac- 
turing establishments  new  raw  material,  a  scarcity  of 
which  exists.  This  saving,  therefore,  takes  on  two 
aspects.  Tt  is  so  much  real  wealth-) )roducing  mate- 
rial saved  from  useless  destruction  and  thereby  con- 
serves new  raw  material  and  supplies  the  lack  of  the 
same  under  present  conditions.  At  the  same  time  it 
represents  a  fair  return  to  the  saver  of  the  waste  for 
his  time  and  trouble  and  perhaps  something  over. 

Some  difficulty  is  encountered  in  making  con- 
nection between  the  individual  saver  of  the  waste 
and  the  ultimate  consumer.  The  medium  of  com- 
munication has  generally  been  the  ragman  and  junk 
dealer  in  sparsely  settled  communities  and  the  deal- 
ers in  such  waste  in  towns  and  cities.  The  Red  Cross 
Societies  are  now  taking  up  the  matter  of  collection, 
and  whilst  they  are  instrumental  in  saving  wa.^te 
material,  reap  something  for  their  own  funds  in  the 
ultimate    disposal    of    the    same.      The    Indiustrial 


Branch  of  the  Salvation  Army  is  doing  the  same  ser- 
vice in  localitias  where  it  is  organized. 

It  is  hoped  that  as  the  idea  of  saving  widens  the 
large  amount.s  which  are  available  to  a  greater  or  le.ss 
degree  in  almost  all  homes  luay  induce  systematic 
collccliou  by  responsible  dealers.

WALLPAPERS  WILL  ADVANCE      . 

MANUFACTl'KEKS  of  wallpaper  are  making 
pre])arations  to  quote  an  advance  in  the  lines 
which  they  will  ])ut  on  the  market  alx)ut  July  next. 
'I'bcsc  goods  will  not  advance  in  price  to  the  consumer 
until  next  year's  goods  are  marketed.  Traveller.-^  for 
the  manufacturers  will  (piote  advanced  prices  on  cer- 
tain lines  when  they  start  their  rounds  in  July  of  this 
year.  The  manufacturers  state  this  advanced  price 
is  necessitated  through  the  increased  cost  of  dyestuffs. 
Yellow,  green  and  l)lne  dyes  have  advanced  in  certain 
instances  several  hundi'cd  per  cent.  Barium  chloride, 
which  is  u.-^ed  as  a  base  for  colors,  is  to-day  (juoted  at 
4.~)0  per  cent,  more  than  last  year.  There  has  also 
l)een  an  advance  in  the  price  of  crystals,  such  as  clay, 
zinc,  bark  extract,  logwood,  cau.stic  soda,  shellac, 
l)ronzes,  varnishes,  twine,  wrappers,  coal.  In  addi- 
tion, the  price  of  paper  has  been  bounding  upward.

THE  L.I  ir  vx.  NO  BOOKS 

ACCORDING  to  a  recent  decision  of  the  Appellate 
Division  of  the  Supreme  Court,  there  is  no  pro- 
tection for  creditors  against  a  trader  who,  apparently 
defrauds  his  creditors  and  covers  up  his  transactions 
by  failure  to  keep  books  of  account. 

In  June,  191. ").  a  Toronto  merchant  made  an 
assignment  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  to  the  Can- 
adian Credit  Men's  Association.  The  merchant  had 
been  conducting  three  large  .stores  in  Toronto,  having 
commenced  business  in  August,  1914,  with  one 
store.  Subsequently  he  branched  out  and  in  Janu- 
ary, 1915,  issued  a  statement  covering  his  affairs  up 
to  December  31,  1914,  in  which  he  showed  a  surplus 
of  $8,900.  The  statement  of  the  assignee,  prepared 
at  the  time  of  the  assignment,  five  months  later 
showed  a  d'eficit  in  the  bu.«iness  of  $18,800,  making  a 
total  lo.ss  for  the  five  months  of  $27,700.  The  trade 
liabilities  amounted  to  approximately  $75,000. 

No  record  of  receipts  and  disbursements  was  to 
'  e  found  and  the  merchant     admitted  under  oath

when  examined  for  discovery  that  no  books  had  been 
kept.  He  admitted  that  it  was  necessary  for  any 
business  man  to  keep  books  and  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  tell  the  progress  made  unless  books  were  kept, 
and  he  was  quite  unable  to  explain  the  very  serious 
discrepancy  in  his  assets.  Under  the  circumstances 
a  warrant  was  sworn  out  by  the  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  Canadian  Credit  Mens'  Association,  and  the 
merchant  was  arrested,  charged  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  417,  Sub-section  (c)  of  the  Criminal 
Code,  which  reads  a.>  follows: — 

"Everyone  is  guilty  of  an  indictable  ofifence  and  liable 
to  a  fine  of  eight  hundred  dollars  and  to  one  year's  im- 
prisonment who,  being  a  trader  and  indebted  to  an  amount 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  is  unable  to  pay  his  credi- 
tors in  full,  and  has  not,  for  five  years  next  before  such 
inability,  kept  such  books  of  account  as,  according  to  the 
usual  course  of  any  trade  or  business  in  which  he  may 
have  been  engaged,  are  necessary  to  exliibit  or  explain  his 
transactions,  unless  he  be  able  to  account  for  his  losses  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  court  or  judge  and  to  show  that  the 
absence  of  such  books  was  not  intended  to  defraud  his 
creditors." 

The  case  was  tried  before  Judge  ,  and  a 

conviction  registered.  The  merchant's  counsel,  how- 
ever, requested  an  opportunity  to  appeal,  contending 
that  the  Statute  did  not  apply  to  the  prisoner,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  he  had  not  been  in  business  five 
years.  The  Judge  granted  a  stated  case.  The  case 
was  argued  in  the  Appellate  Court  and  the  convic- 
tion quashed.  The  Chief  Justice,  in  giving  judg- 
ment, said  that  the  language  used  in  the  section  was 
very  indefinite  and  whatever  may  have  been  the  in- 
tention of  the  legislators,  the  language  employed  was 
not  sufficiently  clear  to  cover  a  trader  unless  he  had 
been  in  business  five  years. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Credit  Mens'  Association 
to  take  the  matter  up  with  the  Minister  of  Justice  in 
an  endeavor  to  secure  an  amendment  to  the  Statute 
covering  this  highly  important  point  and  in  this  con- 
nection they  deserve  the  support  of  all  business  men. 
Every  merchant  should  keep  a  complete  set  of  books. 
He  not  only  owes  it  to  his  creditors,  but  also  to  him- 
self and  his  family.  If  a  merchant  does  not  keep  a 
proper  set  of  books,  he  cannot  honestly  tell  whether 
or  not  he  is  making  money.  Many  retailers  have 
been  forced  out  of  business  through  loose  handling 
of  business  affairs,  and  neglect  in  not  having  a  com- 
plete bookkeeping  system.  Few  retail  merchants  will 
object  to  any  legislation  which  the  credit  men  may 
secure  to  make  it  imperative  that  books  of  account 
should  be  kept.  The  merchant  who  conducts  his 
business  on  a  sound  and  legitimate  basis  has  nothing 
to  fear.

POOR  OLD  MOTHER  GOOSE! 

AFTER  holding  sway  for  so  many  years  the 
Mother  Goose  rhymes  are  threatened  by  certain 
learned  educationists.  Said  educationists  are  inci- 
dentallv  farmers,  mem}>ers  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 


tion of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  one  of  them  being 
Governor  Hall. 

One  of  the  particular  couplets  that  roused  the  ire 
of  these  worthy  men  of  the  soil  was: 

"A  gentleman  rides  gallopy-trot 
And  a  farmer  rides  hobble-de-hoy." 

Governor  Hall  led  the  attack  and  by  dint  of  sup- 
porting agriculturists  among  his  co-members  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  succeeded  in  having  this  and 
the  other  libelous  Mother  (lOOse  rhymes  deleted  from 
the  text  of  the  new  school  reader  series. 

Mother  Goose  had  a  staunch  supporting  knight  in 
the  state  Superintendent  of  Education,  T.  H.  Hall, 
but  was  unhorsed  after  a  valiant  joust. 


RICHARD  HARDING  DA  JIS 

IN  THE  pa.ssing  of  Richard  Harding  Davis  was 
lost  a  powerful  advocate  of  the  cause  of  the  Allies, 
a  man  who  made  his  intiuence  felt  with  particularly 
good  effect  in  his  own  country,  the  United  States. 
He  was  one  of  the  foremost  war  correspondents  of  the 
world  and  he  was  also  a  succe.«sful  writer  of  fiction, 
especially  in  the  short-story  in  which  he  ranked  with 
Stockton  of  blessed  memory. 

His  work  in  reporting  events  in  the  present  war 
has  been  most  valuable  and  fortunately  the  best  of  it 
lias  l)eon  repnxluced  in  liook  form. 


SOMETHING  WRONG  HERE! 

A  FEW  weeks  ago  a  Winnipeg  dealer  made  an 
assignment.  His  as.set-<  were  just  about  sufficient 
to  pay  the  landlord.  The  latter  realizing  this  put  in  a 
preferred  claim,  and  received  nearly  one  hundred 
cents  on  the  dollar  for  his  debt.  Surely  there  is 
something  wrong  with  the  law  that  allows  a  land- 
lord to  be  a  preferred  creditor.  Why  should  pub- 
lishers and  wholesalers  who  innocently  supplied  this 
man  with  credit  be  compelled  to  stand  aside  and  allow 
the  landlord  to  walk  in  and  take  everything?  It 
amounts  to  this,  that  the  wholesalers  have  been 
financing  this  business  in  favor  of  the  landlord. 


PRESS  CO-OPERATION 

IN  connection  with  the  attention  paid  by  the 
Ontario  Library  Associations  to  the  importance  of 
press  co-operation  with  libraries,  it  is  interesting  to 
observe  that  the  "Medicine  Hat  News"  is  at  present 
publishing  each  day  a  partial  list  of  books  in  the 
Medicine  Hat  Public  Library.

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Paying  the  Rent  from  Profits  of  Magazines 

Some  Good  Ideas  Set  Forth  for  the  Attention  of  the  Booksellers  and  Stationers  of  Can- 
ada Relative  to  the  Development  of  This  Branch  of  the  Trade 


In  the  following  paragraphs  tlio  writer  sets  forth  a  few  ol)scr- 
vations  on  the  business  of  selling  periinlicals  that  the  ctail 
booksellers  and  stationers  ina.v  reail  with  profit,  and  some  sugges- 
tions are  offered  that  will  he  widely  adnjitcd  l).v  readers  (if 
Bookseller  and   Stationer. — Editor's   note. 


AHKMARK  that  used  to  be  heard  ot'tener  tlian  it  is 
to-day  from  booksellers  was  one  to  the  effect  that 
they  sold  magazines  merely  because  they  brought 
customers  to  the  store,  not  because  of  the  profits  to  he 
obtained  from  tlie  sale  of  tlic  periodicals  themselves. 
Most  of  the  dealers  have  come  to  find  out  tliat  the  news 
trade  in  itself  is  one  capable  of  great  development  yield- 
ing good   profits. 

British  Papers 
With  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  British 
newspapers  and  magazines  coming  to  Canada  in  recent 
years,  the  news  trade  got  a  big  boost  and  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  stores  in  which  tiie  news  trade  represents  a  bigger 
turnover  than  any  other  distinct  line  carried  in  those 
stores.  The  war,  of  course,  is  affecting  the  periodical 
trade  to  a  considerable  extent,  but  such  disturbances  as 
delays  in  the  mails  should  not  be  allowed  to  dampen  the 
ardor  of  the  dealer.  He  will  find  that  his  customers 
almost  invariably  will  l)e  patient  in  the  face  of  circum- 
stances that  iiiiike  i)rompt  delivery  impossible  in  all 
cases,  and  there  is  really  no  reason  to  abate  in  any 
measure  the  earnest  efforts  to  extend  this  branch  of  the 
business. 

A  Stumbling  Block 

One  of  tlie  l)ig  stumbling  blocks  to  success  in  tiie 
magazine  trade  with  quite  a  large  proportion  of  dealers, 
is  the  tendency  to  resent  the  bias  of  many  peoi)le  who  pre- 
fer to  have  their  newspapers  and  magazines  come  to  them 
by  mail.  A  little  impartial  tiiought  devoted  to  this  phase 
of  the  (luestion,  however,  will  convince  any  merchant  that 
such  a  preference  is  only  natural  and  the  thins-  for  the 
dealer  to  do  is  to  get  that  subscription  business!  Cer- 
tainly if  the  dealer  can  l)ook  sul)scriptions  for  magazines 
to  be  called  for  at  the  store  it  is  obviously  to  his  advant- 
a.ge  to  do  so,  l)ut  in  the  case  of  the  subscriber  paying  for 
a  year  in  advance,  the  cost  sliould  not  be  greater  than  if 
he  were  to  send  in  a  subscription  for  one  year,  direct  to 
the  publishers  of  the  })eriodical  in  question;  because  then 
he  will  be  a  satisfied  customer,  than  which  there  can  be 
no  greater  advertising  force  for  any  business. 

As  to  Single  Sales 

Now  in  considering  the  sales  of  single  copies.  The  at- 
titude of  the  dealer  will  naturally  vary  according'  to  the 
different  types  of  these  single  copy  buyers.  Let  us  deal 
first  with  the  regular  customer,  the  srorery  clerk  nexti 
door  or  perchance  the  young  woman  in  the  music  store 
across  the  street,  who  can  be  counted  upon  to  come  back 
continually  for  at  least  a  reasonable  length  of  time.  Witii 
such  a  customer  it  would  seem  advisab!e  to  encourage 
the  b'uyino-  of  single  copies  and  it  might  well  })e  jiointed 
out  that  in  keeping  on  this  basis  they  have  the  advantage 
of  beinu-  able  to  clianue  to  any  other  ina'.>'azine  whenever 
they  may  so  desire,  either  for  one  month,  or  for  a  longer 
period.  Tliat  is  the  sort  of  trade  to  encourage  in  the  way 
of  having  them  become  frequent  visitors  to  the  store  for 
they  liclono'  to  the  ])ermanent  members  of  the  community 
upon  whose  patronage  the  success  of  a  business  depends. 
But   uoing  to  the  other  extreme,  liavinii-  in  mind   the  cus- 


tomer who  happens  to  come  into  the  store  for  the  first 
time  and  who  will  not  likely  be  there  again,  or  at  least 
not  for  years,  it  is  most  advisable  to  exert  extra  effort 
to  make  that  one  sale  as  large  as  possible  and  frequently 
it  will  be  found  that  such  a  customer  can  be  hooked  for 
a  subscri|)tion  for  a  year  for  one  and  perhaps  for  a 
club  of  magazines  by  pointing  out  to  liim  the  financial 
advantage  to  him  of  so  doing. 

Watch  the  Returns 

Returns  should  be  kept  down  to  a  minimum.  The 
newsdealer  should  watch  this  very  closely,  and  also  keep 
]i()sted  as  to  special  features  in  the  different  magazines 
montli  by  month.  If  it  is  found  that  there  is  an  increas- 
ing demand  for  a  certain  magazine  and  that  re-orders 
arc  being  sent  in  to  the  news  company  once  or  twice  a 
month,  take  that  as  a  tip  to  push  that  particular  maga- 
zine for  all  you  are  worth,  and  keep  your  ear  to  the 
ground  for  subsequent  indications  of  a  similar  nature 
affecting  some  other  ma^'azine.  Also  take  care  to  see 
whether  such  new  evidences  of  favor  are  not  working  out 
against  the  popularity  of  the  one  that  had  the  previous 
spurt.  This  will  be  sufficient  to  make  plain  to  the  dealer 
the  absolute  necessity  of  keeping  thoroughly  posted  re- 
garding standing  orders  with  the  news  companies  so  that 
they  may  be  kept  properly  revised  and  also  the  need  for 
being'  familiar  witii  everythino-  of  importance  that  is  go- 
ing on  in  the  jieriodical  world,  because  that  is  trade  in- 
formation upon  which  ultimate  success  in  selling  maga- 
zines, largely  depends.  Dei)end  upon  it,  the  newsdealer 
who  allows  his  standing  orders  for  the  different  popular 
magazines  to  remain  the  same  for  months  hand'-running, 
is  not  makinu'  much  of  a  success  of  the  news  business. 
Let  it  be  said  a.gain,  therefore:  "Watch  your  returns," 
and  keep  your  eyes  and  ears  open  for  suggestions  that 
will  enable  you  to  increase  sales  for  certain  periodicals. 

As  to  Display 

Can  you  think  of  anything  that  lends  itself  to  dis- 
play more  readily  than  new  magazines  if  attractively 
arranged?  The  different  magazines  vie  with  each  other 
in  coming  out  from  month  to  month  with  covers  that 
appeal  to  the  eye.  Some  of  these  covers  are  veritable 
works  of  art,  while  clever  sketches  such  as  those  by 
Leyendecker  apjiearing  so  often  on  the  Saturday  Even- 
ing Post  introduce  homely  humor  of  a  type  that  makes  a 
universal  appeal.  All  new  magazines  of  the  popular 
type  are  essentially  interestina'  to  nearly  everyone  and 
the  various  features  of  merit  incorporated  in  practically 
every  one  of  them  can  be  made  the  means  of  building  up 
a  big  magazine  trade  if  dealers  and  their  assistants  will 
only  make  it  a  practice,  not  only  to  so  display  them, 
especially  just  after  they  arrive,  but  personally  draw 
attention  to  some  special  feature  likely  to  interest  the 
l)articular  customer  being  served  at  the  time.  In  other 
words,  play  up  the  different  magazines  as  they  come  in, 
either  by  display  at  the  store  front  or  in  the  window,  as 
well  as  on  the  news  counter  or  stand  inside  the  store,  and 
other  means  of  publicity,  with  due  attention  paid  to  the 
unrivalled  value  of  word  of  mouth  advertising. 

Magazines  Pay  the  Rent 

In  the  good  old  days  of  a  few  years  ago  when  the 
picture  post   card   trade   was  in   its  hey-dey,  many  a   re- 
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tailer  did  such  a  fine  business  in  post  cards  that  tliese 
accumulated  sales,  of  which  the  greater  portion  com- 
prised two  or  three  x;ards  for  five  cents,  netted  so  con- 
siderable an  ag^gregate  profit  that  they  paid  the  rent  of 
the  store.  But  the  Dominion  Government  in  a  mis- 
guided moment  a  year  ago  put  an  obviously  unwise  stamp 
tax  on  post  cards,  thereby  almost  ruining'  what  had  been 
a  profitable  source  of  revenue  for  manufacturers,  jobbers 
and  retailers,  but  also  for  the  Post  Office  Department, 
and  in  spite  of  conclusive  proofs  of  this  foolhardy  action 
that  subsequent  deveh)pments  brought  to  lig'ht,  the  powers 
that  be,  at  Ottawa,  have  done  absolutely  nothing  to  re- 
pair the  damage  caused  by  the  unbusinesslike  course 
they  adopted,  in  which  course  they  have  persisted,  to  the 
continued  hurt,  not  only  to  the  especially  interested 
business  men,  but  to  the  country  as  a  whole,  because  t!ie 
net  result  is,  as  admitted  by  the  I'ost  Office  Department, 
a  loss  of  revenue  to  tliat  dejiartment.  Everybody  loses 
and  still  the  Government  plunges  on  in  its  iieadlonj 
course  rather  than  freely  admit  the  mistake  made  a  year 
ago.    So  much  for  tliat  diuression  into  the  post  card  ques- 


tion; now  let  us  get  back  to  the  magazines  and  that  way 
they  can  be  made  to  do  the  rent-paying  duty  formerly 
performed  by  the  much  abused  post  card:  Speaking  to  a 
Toronto  retailer,  wliose  store  is  situated  far  from  down- 
town business  section.  Bookseller  and  Stationer  learned 
that  this  dealer,  by  careful  and  energetic  attention  paid  to 
the  boosting  of  this  branch  of  his  business,  was  able  to 
make  tiie  profits  from  the  sal«  of  newspajiers  and  maga- 
zines pay  liis  rent  each  month  and  a  most  important 
consideration  was  that  this  was  done  without  in  any 
way  interfering-  with  the  general  business,  for  every 
dealer  knows  that  few  items  in  his  stock  afford  such 
quick  sales  on  the  average,  as  periodicals.  It  should  be 
the  object  of  every  book  and  stationery  store  to  get  a 
good  reputaticm  as  headquarters  for  magazines.  Indi- 
vidual sales  are  small  and  of  course  profits  are  in  keeping, 
but  think  of  the  multitudinous  sales!  Verily,  here  is  an 
instance  where  that  hackneyed  phrase,  "Small  profits 
and  (luick  returns,"  has  a  real  and  pertinent  meaning. 
Get   into  tlio  mai-azine  business  RIGHT. 


Why  Not  a  Gift  Novelty  Department? 

Good  Clean  Business  Awaits  the  Energetic  Retail  Stationer  Who  Gets  After  This  Trade 
— Easv  to  Handle  and  Easv  to  Sell — Profits  Are  Good. 


GIFT  novelties  and  art  publications  arc  almost  in- 
variably stocked  by  bookstores  in  Canada.  In 
some  of  these  stores  the  lines  mentioned  are  so 
strongly  featured  that  they  are  known  as  "book  and  art 
shops,"  while  others  introduce  some  such  secondary  title 
as  "The  Gift  Shop."  Across  the  line,  in  the  larger 
centres  more  especially,  there  are  retail  shops  completely 
stocked  with  merchandise  suitalily  coming  under  tlie  clas- 
sification of  "little  gifts."  Bookseller  and  Stationer 
would  recommend  that  special  "gift  departments"  be  in- 
cluded in  all  Canadian  Ijookstores.  This  will,  of  course,  be 
most  profitable  at  tiie  Christmas  season,  but  think  of  the 
possibilities  also  in  connection  with  Easter  and  otlier 
special  days  as  well  as  the  very  considerable  trade  to  be 
worked  up  by  getting  a  reputation  for  having  a  store 
where  the  most  varied  and  most  suitable  articles  for 
birtiiday  gifts,  are  to  be  obtained. 

It  is  surprising  that  there  are  so  few  booksellers  an-l 
stationers  that  have  as  yet  come  to  a  full  realization  of 
the  great  possibilities  that  await  them  if  they  will  only 
direct  their  efforts  along  the  lines  here  suggested.  A  great 
deal  is  heard  in  the  way  of  grievances,  such  as  the  en- 
croachments of  merchants  in  other  branches  of  retail 
trade  taking  up  the  sale  of  goods  which  in  former  years 
were  almost  exclusively  left  to  the  book  and  stationery 
stores;  but  while  this  state  of  affairs  certainly  is  greatly 
to  be  deplored',  the  question  is  what  are  you  going  to  do 
about  it?  Take  the  case  of  wall  paper  as  an  illustration. 
Are  some  other  stores  beating  you  out  in  this  business  in 
which  you  formerly  did  a  flourishing  business?  If  so 
■why  is  this  the  ^'ase?  Look  the  question  squarely  in  the 
face.  If  the  competition  is  too  strong  for  you  and  you 
are  not  in  a  position  to  meet  the  other  fellows  on  a  basis 
that  will  enable  you  to  hold  your  own,  the  thinu'  for 
you  to  do  is  to  cut  out  your  wall  paper  department  so 
that  you  may  tackle  some  other  line  that  you  can  suc- 
cessfully merchandise. 

Now,  the  writer  does  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  ad- 
vocating- the  discontinuance  of  the  wall  paper  depart- 
ments in  all  book  and  stationerv  stores.  Far  from  it, 
because  there  are  notable  instances  of  dealers  who  make 


more  money  out  of  wall  paper  than  books,  although  tlieir 
places  of  bu.siness  are  known  as  bookstores.  The  obje;  t 
is  to  show  that  it  is  foolish  to  continue  in  any  line  that  is 
not  producing  a  profit  for  the  merchant  or  gives  no  pro- 
mise of  becoming  a  i)rofit  producer  within  a  reasonable 
period  of  time. 

Now  we  come  t)ack  auain  to  the  question  of  a  gift 
department.  There  are  many  items  already  included  in 
the  stock  of  every  book  and  stationery  store  which  will 
naturally  be  included  in  such  a  department.  Pictures  for 
instance:  but  the  trouble  is  that  they  are  seldom  either 
adequately  stocked  or  properly  displayed  for  sale. 

The  stationery  store  with  its  new-stand,  is  by  its  very 
nature  one  that  attracts  many  buyers.  The  pity  is  that 
so  small  a  proportion  of  the  purchases  reach  over  a  few 
cents  each.  A  <>ift  novelty  department  will  attract  still 
more  people,  making  them  regular  patrons,  l)ut  will  also 
induce  old  customers  lo  make  additional  purchases. 

Gift  novelties  are  easy  to  show,  easy  to  handle,  and 
easy  to  sell,  constituting  a  clean  line  sliowing  a  good 
margin  of  iirofit.  Another  satisfactory  consideration  is 
that  the  business  done  with  these  goods  is  mostly  for 
cash. 

The  manufncturers  of  different  lines  of  little  gifts 
market  tl'oir  profits  most  attractively.  The  packages 
themselves  are  so  neatlv  sotten  up  as  to  enhance  their 
salability  and  some  of  tlie  better  known  lines  are  backed 
nil  by  extensive  general  publicity  in  magazines  that  are 
widely  read. 

Bookseller  and  Stationer  earnestly  hopes  that  this 
question  will  receive  due  attention  at  the  hands  of  those 
retail  stationers  in  Canada  who  have  not  already  be^un 
to  energeticallv  develop  a  eift  department.

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Promoting  Canadian  Production  of  Toys 

Advisability  of  Co-operation  of  All  the  People  in  Advancing  Interest^  of  Home  Product. 


IN  the  days  before  the  war  representatives  of  German 
toy  concerns  used  to  visit  big-  canneries  in  various 
parts  of  Canada,  buying-  scrap  tin,  the  waste  from  the 
making  of  cans.  Some  of  tliese  scraps  of  tins  were  so 
small  that  it  was  difficult  to  ima,gine  that  tliey  could  be 
put  to  any  use,  but  tlie  toy  factories  of  Germany  found 
good  use  for  them  and  doubtless  many  toys  in  which  tliey 
were  used  found  their  way  to  Canada  within  the  ensuing 
year.  Canadian  toy  makers  will  be  able  to  similarly 
utilize  scrap  material  and  the  question  is  having  the 
consideration  of  interested  firms. 

A  good  movement  is  being  fostered  by  Toronto 
women  in  favor  of  the  purchase  of  Canadian  made  toys. 

A  conference  of  women  representing  the  women's  or- 
ganizations of  the  city  met  in  the  assembly  hall  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  discussed  the  subject.  It  was  a  re- 
markably representative  and  well  attended  meetinir.  Some 
of  those  present  were:  Mrs.  Willoughhy  Cnmminffs.  Mrs. 
J.  E.  Elliott,  Mrs.  Torrinpton,  Mrs.  E.  F.  B.  Johnston 
and  Mrs.  A.  M.  Huestis. 

The  opinion  was  unanimous  that: 

"Whereas,  women  being  the  chief  purchasers  of  toys, 
have  in  their  power  materially  to  assist  or  hamper  the 
Made-in-Canada  principle  in  respect  to  toys.  And,  w!here- 
as,  the  representatives  of  the  women's  organizations  of 
Toronto  here  assembled  learn  with  satisfaction  that  the 
Canadian  manufacturers  of  dolls  and  toys  who  have  ex- 
hibits at  the  toy  fair  have  agreed  to  make  use  of  a  Made- 
in-Canada  stamp  on  all  tlieir  dolls  and  toys,  so  that  the 
purchaser  may  be  assured  of  the  genuineness  of  the  ar- 
ticles boug-ht: 

"Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  we  respectfully  urge 
the  department  of  trade  and  commerce  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  knowledge  of  as 
many  Canadian  women  as  possible,  through  associations, 
clubs,  institutes  and  individually,  as  we  feel  confident  that 
the  grreat  majority  of  our  women  will  do  all  in  tlieir 
power  to  help  the  Canadian-made  dolls  and  toys,  and  if 
they  must  have  imported  toys,  will  buy  those  manufac- 
tured by  the  Allied  nations." 

Other  suggestions  embodied  in  a  resolution  were: 

That  the  toys  should  be  made  durable  and  satisfactory 
to  child  nature  and  that  there  be  an  annual  toy  fair  at 
the  time  of  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition. 

That  Canadian  artists  be  employed  in  the  work  of 
designing  Canadian  toys.  They  also  suggested  that 
women,  who  are  the  chief  purchasers  of  toys  in  all  parts 
of  Canada,  in  consideration  of  the  great  expense  in- 
volved in  the  equipment  of  the  necessary  factories  and 
machinery  for  tlie  making  of  toys,  be  willing  to  support 
the  industry  after  the  close  of  the  war  as  well  as  during 
the  present  emergency. 

The  retailers  can  do  sood  service  in  the  ijeneral  pro- 
motion of  the  interests  of  Canadian  toy  production.  "Wliy 
should  not  the  representative  retailers  in  each  town  bo 
the  moving  spirits  in  getting  such  organization  as 
women's  clubs  to  take  up  the  question  actively? 

Home  Toy  Making 

In  considering  the  question  of  toy  making  in  the  homes 
and  the  prospect  of  the  development  of  this  branch  of 
the  industry  in  Canada,  it  is  interesting  to  consider  the 
success  which  has  been  scored  in  this  way  in  Britain  in 
addition   to  the  vast   development  in   tlie  way   of  newly 


established  plants  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  making 
of  toys.  The  home  toy  industry  in  the  old  land  took  root 
readily  in  villages,  and  up  and  down  Buckin^ghamshirc 
and  Bedfordshire  many  little  cottages  have,  ranged 
around  the  front  room  or  the  kitchen  a  strange  assort- 
ment of  toys  in  all  states  and  stages  of  incompleteness. 
Toy-making  is  of  course  peculiarly  adapted  to  home  em- 
ployment. It  can  be  taken  up  and  left  off  at  almost  any 
time. 

In  France  for  instance,  fully  eighty  per  cent,  of  the 
toys  the  cliildren  of  that  country  played  with  before  the 
war  were  of  German  manufacture.  The  extremely  low 
price  at  wliich  they  could  be  sold  offered  little  encour- 
agement to  native  competitors.  When  it  is  realized  tliat 
many  of  the  toys  are  made,  or  .were  made,  in  Germany 
liy  women  workers  who  received  twelve  cents  per  day,  be- 
ing obliged  to  exist  on  bread  dipped  in  linseed  oil,  it  can 
readily  be  seen  that  in  France,  where  the  standard  of 
living  is  much  higher,  competition  with  this  class  of  labor 
would  be  out  of  tlie  question.  As  a  result  of  the  war,  a 
group  of  Parisian  artists,  in  March  of  1915,  banded 
themselves  together  and  started  a  campaign  for  the  manu- 
facture of  French  toys,  which  it  is  expected  will  not  only 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  absence  of  the  German 
article  as  a  result  of  the  war,  but  will  raise  the  standard 
of  taste  in  toys  among  children.  The  plan  which  these 
artists  propose  following  is  to  design  model  toys  which 
will  encourage  the  French  manufacturer  to  go  into  the 
business  on  a  scale  before  undreamed  of,  and,  through 
co-operative  metiiods.  be  able  to  meet  the  prices  of  the 
Germans  in  the  markets  of  the  world.  Exhibitions  in 
New  York  of  the  toys  designed  have  already  resulted  in 
many  orders  from  the  Fnited  States,  and  it  is  the  hope  of 
tliose  who  started  the  movement  that  the  toy-makers  of 
France  will  soon  be  in  a  position  to  capture  much  of  the 
trade  in  this  line  that  was  monopolized  by  Germany  be- 
fore the  Kaiser  shocked  the  civilized  world  by  precipitat- 
ins'  a  world  conflict.  - 


ANTIQUITY  OF  MOTHER  GOOSE 

The  rhymes  which  form  the  collection  popularly 
known  as  Mother  Goose's  Melodies  are  tlie  products  of 
scores  of  sinaers  in  various  times.  Some  of  them  are 
centuries  old,  and  formerly  possessed  a  meaning  which 
now  is  lost.  Others  exist  in  various  lanauages,  and  one 
eminent  philologist  claims  that  some  of  the  jingles  which 
delight  the  heart  of  the  infant  of  the  present  day  were 
"suns  at  the  cradles  of  our  Aryan  forefathers."  The 
popular  idea  that  the  name  "Mother  Goose"  oris'inated 
in  America  is  a  mistaken  one.  Perrault's  Contes  de  ma 
Mere  de  I'Oye"  (Motlier  Goose's  Stories)  were  publish- 
ed in  France  in  1697,  while  the  Thomas  Fleet  collection 
did  not  appear  until  1719. 


From  the  New  York  Mercantile  Trading  Co.,  167  Canal 
street  New  York,  comes  an  immense  illustrated  broad 
sheet  dealing  with  lines  suitable  for  sale  in  stores  carry- 
ing fancy  goods  lines.  Prominent  among  these  are  fancy 
clocks,  smoker's  companions,  playing  card  sets,  carving 
sets,  manicure  sets,  and  many  other  items  of  a  popular 
nature. 
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Net  Profit  of  60  Per  Cent,  on  Music 

Ottawa  Store  Has  Turnover  Five  or  Six  Times  a  Year  —  Piano  Improves  Selling  and  Makes 
Whole  Store  More  Attractive — Quick  and  Intelligent  Service. 


IL^r  many  of  the  larg'er  retail  stores  in 
the  cities  and  towns  the  tinkling 
tunes  of  a  piano  may  be  heard 
throughout  the  greater  portion  of  the 
day.  The  customers  in  general  usually 
appreciate  this  as  some  entertainment 
arranged  for  their  benefit  by  the  enter- 
prising management  of  the  establish- 
ment ;  the  music  lovers  who  may  be  inter- 
ested in  the  purchase  of  music  also  ap- 
preciate the  idea  for  it  gives  them  an 
opportunity  of  having  new  music  played 
over  before  making  a  selection — they 
can  get  the  same  accommodation  in  a 
music  store,  but  usually  the  price  of  the 
sheet  is  about  three  times  as  great. 

These  are  very  good  advertising 
features  for  the  proprietor  of  the  store — 
he  likes  to  please  his  patrons.  But  at 
the  same  time  the  same  proprietor  or 
store  manager  has  another  idea  in  ar- 
ranging this  musical  program.  The 
music  of  the  piano  is  the  tinkling 
of  silver  to  him;  if  he  can  entertain  cus- 
tomers in  the  process  of  taking  in  this 
silver  so  much  the  better.  But  the  fact 
remains  that  there  is  a  good  profit  in  the 
sale  of  sheet  music  and  it  is  to  sell  music 
that  the  store  pays  the  wages  of  a 
pianist.  " 

While  visiting  the  store  of  the  Bry- 
son-Graham  Co.,  at  Ottawa,  a  repre- 
sentative of  this  paper,  hearing  a 
piano,  entered  into  a  discussion  with  the 
Mercantile  Manager,  E.  P.  McLean, 
as  to  the  succe«s  of  the  idea  of  employ- 
ing a  pianist  in  the  music  department. 
Mr.  McLean  was  of  only  one  opinion  on 
the  subiect — that  the  idea  was  a  good 
one  and  brought  substantial  results  in 
the  form  of  profits. 

A  Good  Margin  and  Turnover. 

In  the  Bryson-Graham  store,  Mr.  Mc- 
Lean explained,  there  was  a  stock  of 
music  carried  of  about  $600  and  on  this 
a  turnover  of  between  five  and  six  times 
was  shown.  The  average  gross  profit 
run  about  80  per  cent,  and  the  net  profit 
close  to  60  per  cent.  The  pianist  is  paid 
ten  dollars  per  week  and  this  is  con- 
sidered a  good  investment  as  she  plays 
an  important  part  in  the  success  of  the 
department. 

One  feature  of  the  music  sales  is  that 
competition  in  some  cities  will  try  to 
cut  the  price  down  to  10c.  and  this  is 
too  close  a  margin  for  good  business. 
People  will  usually  be  found  to  be  quite 
willing  to  pay  15c.  for  a  sheet  of  music 
until  a  lower  price  is  brought  to  their 
attention :  the  lower  price  is  only  likely 
to  reduce  profits  without  in  any  material 
way  increasing  the  volume  of  business. 


Department  not  Costly. 

The  installation  of  a  music  department 
need  not  be  an  expensive  undertaking. 
A  music  rack  is  a  simple  affair  and  need 
not  be  elaborate  as  it  is  likely  to  be  com- 
pletely hidden  when  the  sheets  are 
arranged  upon  it. 

As  for  the  piano,  if  the  store  has  an 
agency  this  is  a  comparatively  simple 
matter;  and  even  where  such  an  arrange- 
ment cannot  be  made  it  will  often  be 
found  that  manufacturers  or  agents  will 
be  in  a  position  to  fix  up  a  fair  proposi- 
tion on  account  of  the  sellins:  and  adver- 
tising value  of  having  some  particular 
instrument  thus  brought  to  the  attention 
of  a  larire  number  of  musicians  and  its 
good  qualities  exemplified. 

A  Knowledge   of  Music. 

In  regard  to  a  choice  of  sales  clerks 
for  this  department  it  would  be  necess- 
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nry,  of  course,  for  one  who  has  not  a 
fairly  good  knowledge,  not  necessarily 
of  playing,  but  the  names  of  songs,  both 
popular,  and  those  of  a  more  classical 
favor.  A  clerk  should  not  have  to  find 
it  necessary  to  look  up  a  catalogue,  or 
to  inquire  from  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment whether  they  keep  such  and  such 
a  song  in  stock,  and  as  to  the  price  of 
it.  The  Music  Department  seems  like 
several  others,  such  as  small  wares  gen- 
erally, where  the  customer  once  she 
knows  what  she  wants  expects  to  get 
waited  on  without  delay. 

In  a  great  many  eases,  of  course,  the 
sales  clerk  or  person  in  charge  of  the 
department  is  able  to  play,  and  this  gives 
a  great  advantage  to  them  in  making 
sales.  As  a  rule  they  should  be  able  to 
take  any  piece,  and  play  it  at  the  re~ 
(juest  of  the  possible  customer. 

To  satisfy  the  curiosity  of  those  who 
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come  to  this  department  sometimes  a 
regular  player  keeps  on  for  the  whole 
day  from  eight  or  eight-thirty  in  the 
morning  until  5.30  or  six  in  the  after- 
noon with  a  short  intermission  for  lunch, 
and  is  able  to  do  this  day  after  day, 
))laying  whatever  she  desires,  and  having 
the  sales  clerks  either  hold  up  the  name 
of  the  piece  as  it  is  played  or  have  the 
copjf  set  out  itself  by  the  piano,  so  the 
]iublic  will  know  without  enquiring.  In 
this  way  the  most  popular  airs  of  the  day 
are  brought  to  the  attention  of  people, 
who  are  usually  attracted  to  the  sound 
of  music,  and  a  large  number  of  sales 
result.  The  pianist  also,'  of  course,  plays 
by  request  any  pieces  that  are  submitted 
by  persons  who  come  to  the  deptartment. 
The  music  itself  constantly  played  as 
has  been  remarked,  is  considered  by  a 
number  of  stores  as  one  of  the  greatest 
attractions  for  the  whole  store,  apart 
altogether  from  the  profit  the  depart- 
ment itself  brings.  The  manager  of  a 
Christmas  bazaar  recently  made  the 
remark  that  he  included  music  in  the 
list  (if  articles  on  sale  in  the  sections  and 
quite  as  much  for  the  attractiveness  it 
had  for  the  public,  as  for  the  profit  that 
woiild  be  realized  out  of  sales  of  music. 
This  remark  will  appeal  to  anyone  who 
has  given  any  attention  to  the  question 
of  the  srreat  attraction  of  music  for  the 
public   under   almost   any   circumstances. 

Orders  if  not  in  Stock. 

Where  music  is  not  in  stock,  books  are 
often  kept  for  noting  the  name  of  the 
piece  and  clerks  should  be  able  to  inform 
the  customer  when  it  can  be  procured, 
and  as  a  rule  at  what  price.  In  some  de- 
partments the  writer  has  found  that 
a  large  number  of  orders  have  been 
received  for  music  that  was  not  in  stock, 
where  the  customer  was  perfectly  con- 
tent on  the  promise  of  the  store  that  the 
music  would  be  secured  for  them  within 
a  day  or  two. 

Tlie  music  department  of  another  large 
Canadian  store,  which  has  drawn  steadily 
for  several  years  past,  has  a  very  useful 
arrangement  for  the  display  of  nmsie 
in  front  of  the  department.  Instend  of 
counters  there  is  an  arrangement  of 
slopinu-  shelves,  by  which  the  mu«ic  is 
fitted  in  a  sToove  with  the  title  showing 
on  the  top.  These  grooves  are  slanted  at 
about  a  45  degrees  angle,  and  allow  for 
different  titles  to  be  shown  at  the  top, 
and  something  like  15  or  16  running 
lengthwise.  Just  above  this  there  are  two 
rows  of  music  strung  across  above  the 
customers'  heads  attached  to  a  wire.

LESSON  NO.   16      CAPITALS  IN  WINDOW  CARDS 


ILLUMINA'I'ED  capitals  are  not  by  any  means  a  new 
idea  in  tlie  making  of  window  cards.  They  were 
used  many  years  ago,  and  are  yet  used  extensively  in 
the  printing-  trade.  Yon  come  across  them  in  daily 
papers,  magazines  and  journalsi  of  all  sorts.  They 
are  usually  used  at  the  beginning  of  the  reader.  They 
are  never  used  lavishly,  usually  only  one  to  a  page.  So  it 
is  with  the  show  card.  No  more  than  one  of  these  fanej' 
capitals  should  be  used  to  a  card,  and  some  cards  should 
not  have  them  at  all. 

For  instance,  as  they  are  for  the  better  class  card, 
it  is  not  advisable  to  use  them  on  a  card  where  a  price 
is  shown  unless  the  price  appears  very  «mall  in  the 
reader.  The  recognized  use  of  the  illuminated  letter  is 
to  use  them  at  the  beginning  of  a  neatly  lettered  card 
where  the  lettering  is  of  a  uniform  size.  The  style  of 
fancy  initial  used  depends  entirely  upon  the  style  of 
letter  to  be  used  on  the  remainder  of  the  card.  Do  not 
use  a  fancy  cap  with  a  Roman  letter  or  vice  versa.  One 
must  harmonize  with  the  other. 

Keep  Lettering  in  Centre 

In  laying  out  a  card  for  this  .style  of  work,  keep  the 
lettering  to  the  centre  of  the  card.  Do  not  have  it 
sprawled  all  over  the  card.  Another  thing  to  be  remem- 
bered in  making  this  style  of  show  card  is  that  there  is 
to  be  only  one  fancy  thing  on  the  card,  and  that  is 
around  the  first  letter.  No  other  scrolls  and  flourishes 
should  be  used  on  various  parts  of  the  card.  You  will 
find  it  necessary  at  all  times  in  this  work  to  sketch  it  out 
lightly  with  a  pencil  before  applying  the  color.  This  is 
necessary  even  for  the  most  experienced  cardwriters. 

The  Chart 

The  collection  of  fancy  letters  in  the  chart  only  serves 
to  give  an  idea  of  what  can  be  produced.  Hundreds  of 
other  styles  can  be  made  just  as  effectively.  These 
letters  are  all  of  a  more  or  less  fancy  nature,  but  the 
plain  styles  which  we  have  taken  up  in  previous  lessons 
can  be  made  into  illuminated  capitals  with  as  good  an 
effect  as  those  shown  here. 

The  first  "A"  is  of  Roman  formation,  with  the  extra 
cross  stroke  added  to  give  variety.  This  letter  can  be 
formed  either  with  the  music  pen,  explained  in  Lesson 
No.  16,  or  the  round-writing  pen.  If  a  large  letter  is 
needed,  it  is  advisable  to  use  the  brush  stroke  method,  or 
it  can  be  made  by  outlining  with  the  pen.  The  letter  is 
black  and  the  scroll  work  is  of  a  pale  mauve  applied 
with  a  small  brush. 

The  second  "A"  is  a  fancy  pen-outlined  letter  in 
black.  The  centre  is  a  green  opaque  color,  and  the 
shadow  is  of  a  pale  French  grey. 

The  first  "B"  is  of  freakish,  but  striking  formation. 
It  also  is  outlined  with  a  stub  pen,  witli  the  centre  left 
white.  The  diamond-shaped  background  has  a  double 
black  border,  with  the  centre  in  a  rich  shade  of  brown. 
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The  second  "B"  is  of  very  fancy  formation.  The 
only  way  this  letter  can  be  made  is  by  outlining,  or  with 
the  music  pen.  The  letter  is  solid  black,  with  a  mild 
shade  of  grey  for  a  shadow. 

The  "C"  is  an  extended  outlined  letter.  The  interior 
is  colored  with  ultramarine  blue.  The  panel  behind  the 
letter  it  is  of  a  pretty  shade  of  pale  blue,  with  a  pale  grey 
outline.  There  are  many  other  color  combinations  which 
can  be  used,  such  as  two  tones  of  green,  brown,  etc. 
This  letter  should  be  a  fancy  cap  on  a  card  lettered  in 
Roman. 

The  "D"  is  of  modernized  "Old  English"  forma- 
tion. It  is  a  pen  outlined  letter  with  a  heavy  shade  of 
black  on  the  left  and  lower  side.  The  centre  of  this 
letter  can  be  filled  in  with  any  suitable  color  to  match 
the  card,  or  it  can  be  left  plain. 

The  first  "E"  is  of  an  uncommon  formation,  and 
should  be  used  on  a  card  where  a  square-faced  or  block 
letter  is  used  in  the  reader.  The  letter  was  first  outlined 
with  black  and  filled  in  with  a  medium  shade  of  blue. 
After  this  was  dry,  I  added  dots  of  thick  white,  as 
shown.  The  shade  on  the  left  and  lower  side  of  the  letter 
was  of  sky  blue.  To  work  up  two  tones  of'  the  same 
color  on  fancy  caps  similar  to  these  makes  a  very  at- 
tractive card,  and  does  not  appear  overdone  or  splashy. 

The  second  "E"  shows  a  very  graceful  letter  of  the 
semi-outlined  style.  The  outline  is  of  black  made  with 
the  pen.  The  centre  is  left  white.  The  shield-shaped 
background  is  of  pale  green,  with  a  broken  dark  green 
outline.  This  letter  should  be  used  on  a  card  when  the 
remainder  of  the  lettering  is  of  a  delicate  Roman  forma- 
tion and  executed  with  the  music  or  round-writing  pens. 

The  first  "F"  shows  a  letter  which  is  easy  to  make. 
Draw  the  circle  first  with  the  aid  of  a  compass,  then 
place  the  letter  in  the  centre  of  it.  This  letter  is  a  black 
outline  block  style,  with  the  centre  a  pea  green  shade. 
The  background  is  a  pale  shade  of  mauve.  This  letter 
should  be  used  on  a  card  with  other  square-faced 
lettering. 

The  second  "F"  shows  a  fancy-shaped  background 
effect.  The  only  thing  in  the  formation  of  this  letter 
from  the  ordinary  Roman  letter  is  that  the  two  upper 
right-hand  spurs  are  made  to  curl  to  tlie  left  instead  of 
the  risrht.  Any  suitable  pale  shade  can  be  used  for  the 
background  of  this  letter. 

The  first  "G"  shows  a  letter  very  heavily  colored  and 
one  that  is  not  always  desirable.  While  it  shows  up  well 
on  some  cards,  it  is  not  advisable  to  use  it  on  a  card  for 
a  dainty  display.  The  background  of  this  letter  is  of  a 
green  shade  with  a  darker  green  used  as  a  shade  for  the 
letter. 

The  second  "G"  is  better  for  the  dainty  show  cards, 
as  it  is  not  so  conspicuous  as  the  former.  It  is  a  con- 
densed formation  and  black  in  color.  The  backsTound  is 
striped  with  pale  grey  and  outlined  with  the  same  shade. 
This  must  be  done  with  a  small  brush. 
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The  "H"  shows  a  diasj-onally-striped  outlined  letter. 
It  is  of  the  block  style,  and  should  be  used  on  cards  with 
other  types  of  the  same  class.  A  pale  sreen  backsround 
is  outlined  with  gilt,  and  the  letter  is  outlined  with  a 
dark  shade  of  green. 

The  second  "H"  shows  an  excellent  one  in  fancy 
cap  pattern.  It  is  a  clean-cut  solid  black  letter  of 
snappy  formation.  In  this  case  a  pea  green  was  used  as 
a  shadow. 

The  "I"  is  a  black  outlined  letter,  with  the  centre 
left  plain  white.  A  line  of  red  dots  surrounds  the  letter. 
The  shield-shaped  backg'round  is  of  a  pale  mauve. 

The  first  "J"  shows  a  rather  striking  formation. 
Any  dark  color  can  be  used  for  this  letter,  but  a  pale 
■shade  must  be  applied  for  the  scroll  work. 

The  second  "J"  shows  an  outline  letter  with  the 
left  and  lower  side  made  heavier  than  the  remainder  of 
the  letter.  A  dark  green  letter  with  a  pea  green  back- 
ground makes  a  good  color  combination  for  this  letter. 

The  first  "K"  is  quite  simple,  being  a  spurred  block 
outline  letter,  with  an  outline  of  pale  blue. 

The  second  "K"  is  of  upright  script  formation,  made 
with  a  stub  pen  by  the  outlining  and  filling  in  process. 
It  is  solid  black,  and  the  circular  background  is  of  a  rich 
■shade   of   light   orange. 

Daintiest  Letter  of  All 

In  the  "L"  we  have  what  is  considered  by  some  card- 
writers  the  daintiest  letter  of  the  lot.  It  has  a  light  out- 
line of  black,  with  a  mauve  centre.  The  ball  is  gold. 
The  suggestion  of  a  flower  is  quite  suitable  for  the  spring 
season. 

The  "M"  is  an  oddly-shaped  letter,  and  should  be 
used    on    cards    when    the    remainder   of   the    type   is    of 


similar   formation.        The     background    is    a    pale    green 
shade,  with  a  darker  shade  of  green  outline. 

The  second  "M"  is  one  that  should  not  be  used  on 
any  kind  of  show  card  on  account  of  it  being  hard  to 
read.  It  is  an  outline  letter  with  black  diagonal  stripes. 
The  shade  is  g^rey. 

The  "N"  is  a  very  gracefully-formed  letter,  and 
can  be  used  on  a  card  witli  either  Old  English  or  Roman 
lettering.  It  is  an  outline  letter  with  a  dark  green  centre 
and  shaded  with  a  pale  green. 

The  first  "0"  is  quite  simple.  It  can  be  formed  with 
either  pen  or  brush.  Any  suitable  ligiit  shade  can  be 
used  for  the  background.  The  second  "0"  shows  the 
straight  Roman  formation  with  the  two  diamond  shapes 
added.  The  centre  of  the  diamonds  is  dark  blue  and 
the  centre  of  the  letter  is  pale  blue.  A  pale  grey  or  gold 
shade  can  be  used  to  make  the  letter  stand  out. 

The  "P"  shows  another  letter  that  can  be  used  on 
a  card  where  "Bradley"  type  is  used.  It  is  entirely  a 
pen  outlined  letter  in  black,  with  small  diagonal  strokes 
on  the  left  and  inner  side  of  the  letter.  The  shaped  back- 
ground is  a  pretty  shade  of  buff. 

The  "Q"  is  a  very  decorative  letter.  Many  color 
combinations  can  be  used  here.  Black  letter,  with  a  buff 
background,  with  an  orange  shadow  on  the  letter  and  the 
scroll  work  of  pale  green,  is  a  good  suggestion. 

The  first  "R"  shows  a  script  letter  worked  over  a 
two-tone  band.  This  letter  should  only  be  used  where 
the  remainder  of  the  lettering  is  script.  It  is  a  solid 
black,  outlined  and  filled  in  letter. 

The  second  "R"  gives  the  bizarre  effect.  The  letter 
is  outlined  with  a  small  pen  in  black.  Various  spots  of 
bright  colors  are  arranged  haphazardly  in  the  interior. 
The  double  shadow  is  of  two  tones  of  gTeen. 
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To  make  the  first  "S"  it  must  be  marked  out  accur- 
ately with  a  pencil  before  ink  is  applied.  Tbe  body  of  the 
letter  is  black  diagonal  stripes,  with  a  black  shading  line 
on  the  left  and  lower  side.  The  shadow  is  of  pale 
blue. 

The  second  "S"  is  a  solid  black  letter,  with  an  outline 
of  lig-ht  red,  and  a  darker  shade  of  red  is  used  over  the 
light  red  as  a  left-hand  shadow. 

The  first  "T"  gives  a  newer  variety  of  the  fancy 
capitals.  The  letter  is  outlined  with  a  shaded  centre. 
The  pale  blue  background  shows  a  pretty  spray  of  spring 
flowers  over  it. 

The  second  "T"  shows  a  very  popular  shape  for  this 
letter.  The  background  is  mauve,  with  a  deeper  shade 
of  the  same  color  as  an  outline  and  shade  for  the  letter. 

The  "U"  is  a  mottled  letter,  with  a  pale  green 
ground.    This  makes  a  good  letter  for  a  spring  card. 

The  "V"  is  a  very  dainty  and  neat  letter.  It  is 
especially  adaptable  to  card  used  in  showings  of  a  quiet 
nature. 

Popular  Shield-Shaped  Letters 

Tlic  first  "W  has  its  interior  shaded.  From  a  dark 
brown  at  the  bottom,  it  gradually  fades  to  a  cream  at  the 
top.     The  background  is  a  light  brown. 

The  second  "W"  shows  the  use  of  the  popular  shield 
shape.  Tt  is  a  pretty  shade  of  blue,  with  a  black  dotted 
outline.     The  letter  is  black  with  a  white  centre. 

The  "X"  shows  the  heavy  stroke  shaded.  Commenc- 
ing at  the  top  and  bottom,  it  fades  from  a  dark  gre<n 
to  a  pale  green  at  the  centre.  The  background  is  pale 
green. 

The  "Y"  shows  an  outline  letter  with  a  heavy  shade 
on  the  right  and  lower  side.  The  letter  is  of  a  dark  blue, 
with  a  pale  blue  centre. 

The  "Z"  is  of  script  formation,  with  a  gold  outline.

The  extent  of  the  range  of  goods  covered  and 
the  necessity  and  demand  for  these  goods  that  exists,  calls 
to  mind  again  what  Bookseller  and  Stationer  has  time  and 
again  endeavored  to  impress  upon  Canadian  stationers, 
that  this  branch  of  the  business  is  not  receiving  due  atten- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  retail  sta- 
tioners of  Canada.  Running  through  this  catalognie  and 
observing  the  numerous  illustrations  covering  an  infinite 
variety  of  articles,  suggests  most  interesting  and  produc- 
tive department  could  be  conducted,  embracing  requisites 
for  artists  and  draughtsmen.  ^

Each 
of  the  flags  are  reproduced  on  this  circular  in  colors  as  a 
representation  of  the  sets  of  silk  flags  of  these  seven 
nations  in  five  different  sizes,  as  supplied  by  this  house. 


THE  INK  SITUATION 

Interviewed  in  New  York,  W.  S.  Stafford,  of  S.  S. 
Stafford  Co.,  Inc.,  the  ink  manufacturers,  gave  out  facts 
and  figures  wJiich  are  largely  applicable  to  Canada  as 
well  as  the  United  States.  He  said  there  was  no  danger 
of  a  shortage,  as  the  supply  in  America  was  sufficient  to 
last  several  years  or  more.  Retail  stationers  had  wisely 
anticipated  tiieir  requirements  for  months  ahead,  fearing 
that  heavy  increases  in  the  price  of  paper,  blank  books, 
copying  pencils  and  some  otiier  items  of  stationery  would 
be  repeated  in  the  case  of  ink. 

Two  increases  in  the  price  of  ink  had  gone  into  effect 
since  the  war  started,  approximating  a  rise  to  $13  a  dozen 
for  quarts,  as  against  the  previous  price  of  $10  a  dozen. 
Tliis  increase  had  been  due  to  increases  in  the  cost  of 
certain  raw  material  and  the  cost  of  labor. 

"We  were  able  to  cover  ourselves  on  colors  after  the 
outbreak  of  the  war,"  Mr.  Stafford  said,  "and  our  supply 
is  sufficient  to  last  for  several  years  from  this  date.  The 
base  of  writing  ink  consists  of  nutgalls  and  ferrous  sul- 
phate. Nutgalls  are  obtained  from  Turkey,  but  Chinese 
galls  (an  be  substituted  and  ferrous  sulphate  always  can 
lie  obtained. 

"Ink  is  colored  with  German  dyestuffs,  the  blue  fluid 
being  colored  with  acid  blue,  which  formerly  was  shipped 
from  Germany.  Since  the  war  began  not  a  pound  of  this 
acid  blue  has  been  made  in  the  United  States.  It  cannot 
lie  manufactured  in  the  United  States,  because  the  raw 
materials  cannot  be  obtained.  Other  colors  cannot  be 
substituted,  because  tliey  precipitate  insoluble  compounds 
in  the  ink." 


TORONTO    BUSINESS    SHOW 

An  event  of  interest,  which  took  place  in  Toronto  at 
the  Arena  Gardens  from  April  24  to  May  3,  was  the 
Annual  Business  Show,  at  which  a.  creditable  showing  of 
office  equipment  and  supplies  was  made,  although  it  is 
much  to  be  regretted  that  this  annual  show  ij  not  con- 
ducted on  a  more  comprehensive  plan  so  as  to  interest 
the  retail  stationers  throughout  Ontario.  Were  this  done 
it  is  presumed  that  there  would  be  a  much  larger  attend- 
ance of  visitors  of  the  actual  buying  class.  The  show  was 
good  as  far  as  it  went,  but,  as  has  been  hinted,  it  is  too 
restricted  in  its  scope.  Considerable  interest  centred  in 
the  typewritini!'  and  dictaplione  transcribing  contests. 
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LITERARY  CENTENARIES 

The  year  1916  is  a  remarkable  one  for  anni^^ersaries. 
First  and  foremost  is  the  Shakespeare  tercentenary; 
July  7th  will  mark  the  centenary  of  tlie  death  of  another 
of  our  greatest  dramatists,  Riciiard  Brinsley  Sheridan, 
wlio  died  in  the  greatest  poverty,  but  was  accorded  a  mag- 
nificent funeral  in  Westminster  Al)hey.  Other  literary  an- 
niversaries are  those  of  Charlotte  Bronte,  who  was  born 
in  1816,  and  Thomas  Gray,  the  poet,  who  first  saw  the 
light  a  centurj-  earlier.  This  year  also  witnesses  the 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Philip  James 
Bailey,  a  poet  who  has  always  met  with  far  greater  vene- 
ration abroad  than  in  his  native  country. 
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Modern  Methods  of  Wallpaper  Display 

United  Wallpaper  Stores,  Limited — Have  Splendid  System  uf  Exhibiting  Designs  in 
Canadian  Branch — How  Samples  Are  Shown  —  Complete  Eecord  System  For 

Samples  and  Stock  Room. 


THE  modern  idea  of  a  judicious  display  of  articles 
which  a  merchant  has  for  sale  is  well  illustrated 
in  the  metiiods  which  the  United  Wall  Paper 
Stores,  Ltd.,  Yonge  (Street,  Toronto,  have  embodied  in 
their  new  store  recently  opened.  Selection  of  wallpapers 
in  their  commodious  and  cheery  show  rooms  becomes 
more  of  a  pleasure  than  a  wearisome  work  to  be  toil- 
somely gone  through.  With  comfortable  seats  in  front 
of  their  four  hundred  designs,  the  prospective  buyer  can 
go  leisurely  through  the  large  selection  without  trying 
either  nerves  or  patience.  Small  palm  trees  give  th.3 
show  room  a  southern  atmosphere. 

This  firm  has  adopted  a  modern  system  of  wallpaper 
display.  Frames,  three  feet  by  seven  feet  in  size,  made 
of  steel  tubing,  and  carrying  a  framework  of  wood 
covered  with  muslin,  permit  the  various  patterns  of  paper 
to  be  shown  on  a  flat  surface  of  sullicient  size  to  show 
what  a  wall  would  look  like.  There  are  three  liundred  of 
these  large  frames.  They  are  attached  to  the  main  frame 
by  means  of  a  socket,  wiiicii  allows  tlie  frame  to  swing 
back  and  forth  the  same  as  a  door.  On  eaeli  display 
frame  there  is,  therefore,  two  designs. 

Top  Covered 

At  the  top  of  the  frame,  or  the  ceiling,  as  it  were,  is 
a  covering  of  white  oilcloth.  To  the  front  and  top  of  the 
frames  are  the  frosted  electric  liglits,  which  give  a  lisihl 
almost  as  white  as  day.  For  lighting  in  the  eveninu 
there  are  in  addition  five  200-watt  nitrogen  lamps  ar- 
ranged at  intervals  down  the  centre  of  the  show  room. 
To  the  east  end  of  the  store  is  an  additional  one  hundred 
frames  of  smaller  size,  eighteen  inciies  by  four  and  one- 
half  feet.  These  also  swing  from  a  frame  after  the 
manner  of  a  door.  In  the  large  windows  at  the  front  there 


are  tastefuU}'  arranged  displays  of  some  of  the  more 
expensive  papers  and  borders,  together  with  designs  for 
special  sales. 

Everything  in  this  new  show  room  has  been  conceived 
with  the  idea  of  placing  the  goods  to  the  best  advantage,

and  strain  to  tlie  purcliaser.  It  is  often  a  difficult  job 
to    iiKike    a    selection    fnun    a    sainplo    bixik.

A  complete  description  of  the  above  show-room  is  given  in  the  accompain/iiig  (irtich 

which  the  wall  paper  samples  are  shown. 
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paper,  about  two  I'eet  scpiare,  sometimes  looks  different 
when  seen  on  a  lariser  surface.  It  is  with  this  point  in 
view  that  tliese  large  frames  have  been  conceived.  Also 
they  preserve  the  samples  in  good  shape,  without  danger 
of  becoming  frayed  or  soiled  through  handling.  'The 
show  room  on  the  ground  floor  occupies  the  entire  floor, 
there  being  a  space  twenty  feet  by  eighty  feet.  To  the 
north  side  of  the  showroom  are  the  manager's  office  and 
accounting  department. 

There  is  a  neatness  in  the  arrangement  of  the  displays 
that  gives  tlie  impression  of  spaciousness  about  the  show 
rooms.  There  is  none  of  tliat  cluttered  apjiearance  that 
one  often  finds  in  a  wallpaper  store,  because  the  goods 
mayhap  are  piled  to  the  ceiling  in  pig-eon-hole  storaue 
boxes.  This  firm  carries  a  large  stock,  having  no  less  than 
162,000  rolls  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  I'p 
to  the  present  they  have  been  devoting  their  energies 
entirely  to  the  local  trade.  "Orders  must  leave  the  stock- 
room same  day  as  received,"  is  tire  principle  by  w^hicli 
this  firm  works. 

To  this  end  their  storerooms  above  the  ground  floor 
are  arranged  to  facilitate  the  speedy  filling  of  orders. 
Special  trucks  carry  the  rolls  of  paper  from  the  storage 
boxes  to  the  shipping  counter.  An  adaptation  of  this  idea 
of  wallpaper  di-splay  could  possibly  be  worked  out  in  a 
smaller  way  by  means  of  wooden  frames  covered  with 
muslin  and  hinged  so  that  they  can  be  readily  turned 
back. 


KEEPS  PHOTOGRAPHS  FROM  FADING 

To  jjrevent  photographs  from  fading,  L.  S.  Atkinson, 
of  Bethany,  111.,  a  correspondent  of  "The  Amateur 
Photographer's    Weekly,"    submits    a    solution    which    it 


might  be  well  for  dealers  to  have  put  up  specially.  It 
could  then  be  retailed  at  good  profit,  and  amateur  plioto- 
graphers  would  be  giad  to  get  it.  Mr.  Atkinson  says: 
"It  is  generally  supposed  that  photographs  fade  on  ac- 
count of  insul'tieient  fixing,  which  is  generally  true,  but 
there  are  several  reasons  for  insufficient  fixing.  The  bath 
may  be  too  weak;  they  may  not  be  left  in  long-  enough,  or 
what  most  usually  happens,  they  may  be  in  the  dish  of 
hypo,  unsejiarated,  for  almost  the  entire  period  of  fixing. 
"If  such  is  the  case,  it  will  l)e  impossible  for  the 
I'.ypo  solution  to  do  its  own  work,  or  remove  the  ingre- 
dients of  the  developer  from  the  film  of  the  paper. 

"There  is  another  reason  for  photogTaphs  fading, 
which  is  insufficient  washing.  This  is  usually  spoken  of 
as  discoloring,  l)ut  they  fade  nevertheless,  though  in  a 
different  way.  A  ]ihotograpli,  which  has  not  been  pro- 
perly fixed,  will  fade  gradually,  and  almost  evenly, 
whereas  one  which  has  not  been  washed  properly  will 
discolor,  and  fade  in  i)at.ches  and  very  rapidly,  compared 
with  the  fixed  print. 

"I  have  exposed  jtriiits  in  direct  sunlight,  for  three 
and  four  days,  fixed  in  the  following  bath  for  fifteen 
minutes,  and  separated  five  or  six  times,  and  could  not 
tell  the  least  difference,  even  where  half  of  the  print  had 
been  blocked  off  by  black  paper: 

Water    64  oz. 

Hyposulphite    of    soda     16  oz. 

Water    5  oz. 

Sodium    sulphite    y2  oz. 

Powdered   alum    1  oz. 

"If  a  less  amount  is  wanted,  just  keep  the  same  pro- 
portion of  chemicals.  This  bath  will  fix  quite  a  number 
of  print  or  plates,  and  can  be  used  for  both  without  injury 
to  either." 


Advertising:  Its  Principles  and  Practice 

Important  Volume  Recently  Issued,  the  Work  of  Several  Noted  American  Advertising 

Experts. 


New  York:  The  Ronald  Press  Co.,  cloth,  .$4.00,  is  the 
work  of  Harry  Tipper,  advertising  manager  of  tlie  Texas 
Co.;  president  of  the  Association  of  National  Advertisers; 
president  of  the  Advertisins-  Men's  League  of  New  York; 
Harry  L.  Hollingsworth,  Ph.D.,  assistant  professor  of 
psychology  and  director  of  the  Psychological  Laboratory 
at  Barnard  College;  George  Burton  Hotchkiss,  M.A., 
Associate  Professor  of  Business  English  in  New  York 
University,  and  Frank  Alvah  Parsons,  B.S.,  president  of 
New  York  School  of  Fine  and  Applied  Art. 

It  is  a  comprehensive  volume  of  nearly  six  hundred 
pages.  As  stated  in  the  preface  of  this  valuable  addition 
to  the  books  on  advertising,  which  is  the  outgrowth  of

Physical  Factors  in  Advertisins";  and  Planning  a  fam- 
naign.  Several  interestins'  chapters  make  up  each  of 
these  parts. 


The  adxertising-  man  of  to-day,  in  order  to  be  success- 
ful and  helpful  to  his  client,  must  undoubtedly  have  a 
broad,  comprehensive  knowledge,  and  must  not  be  merely 
a  copy-writer.  He  must  be  a  man  of  trained  mind  and 
keen  judgment,  a  broad-gauge  business  man,  and  the  more 
knowledge  of  business  law  he  has,  the  better.  This  book 
will  help  develop  such  a  man.

Such 
trade  journals  can  hardly  be  neglected  in  any  well- 
balanced  campaign,  representing,  as  they  do,  the  nearest 
a.pproacli  to  maximum  efficiency  which  can  be  found  in 
the  advert isina'  field."

DEATH  OF  FRED  T.  JANE 

Fred  T.  Jane,  who  died  on  March  8,  was  a  noted  naval 
writer,  his  most  notable  work  being  his  naval  annual 
"Fighting  Ships,"  which  he  founded  in  1898.  The  idea 
of  this  work  had  been  in  Mr.  Jane's  mind  for  a  large 
number  of  years  and  was  gradually  elaborated.  When  it 
was  eventually  published,  it  very  soon  secured  recognition 
and  became  well  known  in  all  the  navies  of  the  world. 
Associated  with  it  were  the  "Jane  Naval  War  Game" 
and  "Aircraft."  Tlie  former  attracted  especial  interest 
in  Russia,  and  Mr.  Jane  visited  Petrograd  as  the  guest 
of  H.I.H.  the  Grand  Duke  Alexander  Mikhailovitch  in 
order  to  teach  the  game  to  him  and  to  the  leading  Russian 
naval  officers.  After  the  outbreak  of  war.  Mr.  Jane  con- 
tinued to  write  and  also  to  lecture  on  naval  matters,  his 
great  wish  beinu'  to  empliasize  the  need  for  confidence  in 
the  Admiralty  and  the  folly  of  civilian  criticism  of  naval 
war  methods. 

Mr.  Jane's  loss  to 'the  navy  is  a  gTeat  one.  but  it  is 
satisfactory  to  know  that  all  arrangements  had  been 
made  for  carrying  on  "Fiahting  Ships"  and  "Aircraft." 
The  current  edition  of  the  latter  is  already  passed  for 
press,  and  that  of  "Fiahting  Ships"  is  in  an  advanced 
stage  of  preparation. 

Fred  T.  -lane  was  born  at  Richmond,  Surrey.  He  was 
educated  at  Exeter  School,  Exeter,  where  he  displayed 
marked  originality,  starting  a  magazine  in  opposition  to 
the  school  magazine  and  attractins:  the  attention  of  the 
late  Archbishop  Temple  by  his  skill  as  a  caricaturist.  In 
ISflO  he  settled  in  London  and  besan  work  as  a  naval 
artist,  contributinn-  to  the  London  Pictorial,  Black  and 
White,  and  the  Illustrated  London  News,  amongst  other 
papers.  He  was  the  first  artist  to  draw  searchlight  effects 
and  to  realize  the  artistic  possibilities  of  the  torpedo  boat. 
He  also  illustrated  several  novels,  including  the  late  Sir 
W.  Laird  Clowes'  "Captain  of  the  Mary  Pose"  and  Mr. 
Rudyard  Kipling's  "Captains  Courageous"  in  its  serial 
form.  He  exhibited  frequently  at  the  Royal  Academy 
mainly  black  and  white  drawings.  During  this  period  he 
also  wrote  several  novels,  the  first  to  be  published  being 
"J^Lake  of  the  Rattlesnake."  As  a  naval  correspondent 
he  often  went  on  manoeuvres,  being  in  H.M.S.  Northamp- 
ton when,  the  late  Sir  Micliael  Culme  Seymour  took  his 
fleet  to  the  Azores.  To  while  away  the  monotony  of  this 
cruise  Mr.  Jane  edited  a  paper,  "The  Daily  Liar,"  which 
attained  such  a  reputation  in  the  fleet  that  the  Admiral 
signalled  for  it  to  be  sent  aboard  the  flagship.  By  this 
time  Mr.  Jane  had  already  become  considerably  well 
known  as  a  writer  on  naval  subjects,  and  had  become  a 
regular  contributor  to  various  papers,  among  them  The 
Engineer,  The  Naval  and  Military  Record,  and  The  Scien- 
tific American.  At  different  times  he  was  naval  corres- 
pondent of  tlie  Daily  Chronicle,  the  Standard  and  the 
Evening  Standard.  Durina-  tlie  last  part  of  his  life 
Mr.  .Jane  lived  at  Portsmouth,  where  he  became  well 
known,  not  only  as  the  firm  friend  of  the  navy. 

One  of  his  novels,  "The  Port  Guardship"  was  instru- 
mental in  improving  the  status  of  the  warrant  officers. 
Mr.  Jane  contested  Portsmouth  as  an  independent  candi- 
date in  1906,  and  at  the  following"  election  was  active  in 
securino-  the  return  of  Lord  Cliar'.es  Beresford. 
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Vital  Book  Trade  Questions  Discussed 

Important  Points  Raised  in  Letters  From  Representative  Retailers — Drop  All  Sterling- 
Prices  From  Jackets  of  English  Books — Is  Retail  Book  Trade  in  Jeopardy? 


RKCiVLLING  the  article  in  last  month's  issue  settinji' 
forth  the  series  of  questions  put  in  the  form  of  a 
letter  to  representative  members  of  the  retail  l)ook 
trade  by  Henry  Button,  manager  of  the  Canadian  branch 
of  J.  M.  Dent  &  Sons,  relative  to  the  question  of  advanc- 
ing- Kng-lish  shilling  Ijooks  to  35c  in  Canada,  and  publisli- 
ing  English  books  priced  in  Canadian  rather  than  sterling 
currency,  it  will  interest  readers  of  "Bookseller  and 
Stationer"  to  rend  tiic  following  excerpts  from  some  of 
the  I'eplies: 

Lisgar  L.  Lang,  Russell,  Lang  &  Co.,  Winnipeg. — We 
can  quite  understand  the  present  conditions  in  England 
seriously  affecting  the  cost  of  low-priced  l)ooks,  and  one 
scarcely  knows  what  to  say.  We  wish  it  were  possible 
that  it  would  l)c  comiiulsory  for  every  dealer  in  Canada 
to  sell  all  English  shilling  l)ooks  at  115c. 

A.  W.  McKinlay,  Halifax,  N.S. — From  our  experience 
of  English  publicatidus  in  general,  we  should  say  tliat  an 
increase  in  price  should  warrant  the  books  being  sold  at 
.'ioc.  We  are  advancing  several  items  of  recent  importa- 
tion. With  reference  to  your  ([uestion  No.  3,  we  think 
it  would  be  far  better  if  the  sterling  price  were  left  oft, 
and  either  the    Canadian  price  stamped  or  left  plain. 

T.  C.  Allen  &  Co.,  Halifax,  N.S.— It  would  l)e  advisable 
to  leave  the  published  jirice  off  all  shilling  editions;  in 
fact,  all  English  jackets. 

H.    S.   Henderson,   Victoria   Book   and   Stationery  Co., 
Victoria,  B.C. — 1    dn  not    think   the  sale  wi.uhl   be  affected 
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if  the  price  were  made  35c  each,  three  for  a  dollar;  liut 
the  trade  would  have  to  be  protected  from  the  out  price 
department  stores.     The  only  way  in  which  the  publishe'-s 


can  help  the  retailers  is  to  fix  and  maintain  retail  the 
price  of  books,  say,  for  perhaps  a  year  after  publication, 
and  to  give  us  a  fair  working  profit.  The  piesent  system 
is  killing  the  book  trade.  In  the  larger  cities  the  depart- 
ment stores  are  gettng  tlie  business  and  in  the  smaller 
cities  there  are  not  enough  readers  to  keep  a  good  book- 
shop going.  Unless  something  of  this  kind  is  done  the 
Canadian  publishers  themselves  will  go  to  the  wall,  as 
they  are  deliberately  killing  tlie  trade  by  pandering  to  the 
department  stores.  Wlien  the  retail  bookseller  has  been 
strangled,  the  department  store  will  dictate  to  the  Can- 
adian publisher.  He  will  find  that  there  will  not  be  a 
living  profit  in  it  for  him  The  solution  of  the  whole 
matter  is,  fix  the  price.  Maintain  it.  Give  a  living  profit 
based  on  the  cost  of  doing  business. 

E.  G.  Nelson  &  Co.,  St.  John,  N.B. — We  would  advise 
publishing  shilling  books  at  35c.  While  any  increase  in 
cost  or  selling  price  is  apt  to  affect  the  volume  of  trade, 
we  do  not  think  our  customers  would  refuse  to  buy  on 
account  of  the  increase  wbere  it  is  not  too  areat.  We 
think  all  that  would  be  necessary  would  be  to  have  the 
price  .35c  net  i)rinted  on  the  wrapper,  and  drop  the  shilling 
jmce  mark  altogether. 

The  expressions  of  opinion  stated  in  the  foregoing  are 
typical  of  the  large  number  of  replies  received  to  the  set 
of  questions  as  published  in  tlie  April  issue,  and  "Book- 
seller and  Stationer"  would  be  glad  to  receive  further 
letters  dealing  with  other  phases  of  the  whole  question, 
which  may  be  susucsted  to  members  of  the  trade  in  read- 
inu'  these  extracts.

The  council  of  Merritton,  Out.,  decided  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  agreeing  to  expend 
ten  per  cent,  for  maintenance  of  a  new  public  library 
building  provided  the  sum  for  the  completion  of  the 
building  did  not  exceed  $10,000.  The  Carnegie  Corpora- 
tion bad  already  aureed  to  devote  $7,000  for  that  pur- 
pose. 
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16th  Annual  Meeting  of  Ontario  Library 

Association 

Many  Addresses  of  Practical  Value  on  Vital  Questions — Carnegie  Libraries  Defended 

— Dr.  Locke  is  New  President. 


CAHNKGIK  libraries  were  again  discussed  pro  and 
con,  by  the  Ontario  Library  Association,  wiiich  held 
its  sixteenth  annual  convention  in  Toronto  on 
AiH'il  24  and  25.  The  question  was  raised  by  W.  E.  Small- 
field,  of  Kenfrew,  president  of  the  Canadian  Press  Asso- 
ciation. Tlie  oft-repeated  protest  that  Carnejjie's  em- 
ployes had  worked  in  sweatshops  at  starvation  wages  anil 
that  consequently  his  money  was  "tainted,"'  and  should 
not  he  accepted,  was  refuted  by  tlie  statement  that  con- 
gressional encjuiry  had  shown  that  Carnegie  paid  the 
highest  wages  of  any  American  steel  manufacturer.  It 
was  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  this  convention  that  Can- 
ada should  accei)t  Carnegie  gifts  as  fast  as  tliey  are  of- 
fered. 

An  interesting  address  was  given  by  Mr.  Smai'.field  on 
"How  We  Carried  the  Public  Library  By-law  in  Ken- 
frew. ' ' 

President  David  Williams,  of  CoUing-wood,  in  his  mes- 
sage to  the  convention  emphasized  the  value  of  the  j)ress 
in  enlightening  the  public  as  to  the  value  of  public 
libraries.  He  advocated  <'ontinued  and  increased  co- 
operation between  press  and  libraries  referring  to  the 
latter  as  the  greatest  medium  through  which  to  elevate 
people  intellectually,  relig-iously  and  morally. 

In  a  symposium  of  addresses  in  "Library  Lists,"  Dr. 
Txicke,  of  Toronto,  spoke  of  the  difficulty  that  had  to  be 
overcome  Ijy  reason  of  the  differing  tastes  of  the  people. 
In  making  selections  of  books  he  always  made  it  a  jioint 
to  ac()uire  information  reuarding-  the  writer  of  each  l)ook 
coming'  up  for  consideration. 

Books  on  the  War 

Discussing  books  on  the  war,  Dr.  Locke  remarked  that 
the  objection  frequently  made  to  those  now  being  written 
was  that  they  were  on  the  lighter  side  of  the  war. 

"Why  shouldn't  we  have  the  lighter  side  of  the  war?" 
he  asked.  "That's  the  side  the  men  in  the  trenches  like 
to  see — why  sliouldn't  we  see  it?" 

Mr.  Locke  also  decried  the  insistence  that  everything 
in  a  war  book  should  be  absolutely  true.  So  long  as  the 
spirit  of  it  was  the  true  spirit  of  those  it  told  of,  that 
was  the  main  thing. 

Miss  Lilian  Smith,  .head  of  the  children's  department 
of  the  Toronto  public  libraries,  dealt  with  the  considera- 
tions enterin":  into  the  making  up  of  lists  of  books  for 
Canadian  girls.  She  said  that  modem  girls  would  not 
read  the  "goody-goody"  variety  of  girls  books  but  want- 
ed books  by  such  authors  as  Dickens,  Hawthorne,  Scott 
and  should  have  them  if  the  standard  of  girl's  reading. is 
to  be  raised. 

Miss  Gladys  Stauffer,  who  is  children's  librarian  at 
tlie  western  branch  of  the  Toronto  Public  Library,  dis- 
cussed similar  considerations  in  making  up  lists  of  books 
for  boys.  Their  demands  for  weste-n  stories  was  sreater 
than  the  supply.  Miss  Stauffer  opined  that  boys'  minds 
were  hard  to  understand. 

Agriculture  and  the  War 

At  the  evening  session  of  the  first  day's  program,  C. 
C.  James,  commissioner  of  agriculture  for  Canada,  ad- 
dressed a  largely  attended  meeting  of  delegates  and 
friends,  his  subject  beinsr  " Aorriculture  and  the  War,"  in 
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wliich  he  spoke  of  the  problems  of  food  supply  and  trans- 
liortation  wliicli  tlie  United  States  and  Canada  were  now 
facing.  Agricultural  development  was  impeded  by  reason 
of  the  large  e.xodus  of  farmers  from  Western  Canada 
for  overseas  service.  The  conse(|uent  hu-k  of  production 
meant  still  furtlier  increases  in  the  cost  of  living. 

As  a  means  of  solving  tlie  problems  which  will  face 
the  western  hemisphere,  Mr.  .lames  suggested  that  li- 
liraries  and  technical  schools  be  provided  for  rural  com- 
munities, and  their  inhabitants  afforded  the  same  oppor- 
tunities as  city  residents.  He  pleaded  for  the  rational 
scientific  development  of  rural  boys  and  girls,  with  a  view 
of  sihowing  them  the  advantages  of  remaining  on  the  farm. 

"The  troubles  of  Canada  and  Great  Britain  will  just 
begin  when  the  war  is  over,"  said  the  commissioner. 
"What  will  it  profit  us  if  we  win  a  victory  and  have  ex- 
hausted ourselves?  There  will  be  an  enormous  change  in 
(ireat  Britain  and  Canada.  Wiietiier  our  industrial  life 
(an  be  maintained  is  problematical.  No  country  can  over- 
develop its  agricultural  production.  Public  men  are  re- 
cognizing that  the  expansion  of  life  in  Canada  will  de- 
pend in  the  future  upon  its  development  of  agricultural 
resources. 

The  Library  and  the  Public  Man 

At  the  second  day's  session  one  of  the  especially  in- 
teresting addresses  was  that  by  Mr.  Justice  Riddell,  deal- 
ing with  the  use  of  a  public  library-  by  a  public  man.  He 
laid  stress  upon  the  necessity  of  augmenting  the  value  of 
having  a  good  collection  of  volumes  in  the  library,  by  tak- 
ing the  best  possible  means  of  making  these  treasures 
known. 

Miss  Ethel  G.  Flavellc.  B.A.,  of  Lindsay,  dealing  witli 
"The  Use  of  the  Public  Library  by  the  General  Reader," 
brought  out  in  a  convincing  manner  the  community  value 
of  a  good  public  library. 

Election  of  Officers 

Dr.  George  H.  Locke  last  year's  first  vice-president, 
was  elevated  to  the  presidency  of  the  Association.  The 
other  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  are:  First  vice-presi- 
dent, Miss  Mary  J.  L.  Black,  Fort  William;  2nd  vice- 
jiresident,  Mr.  F.  P.  Gavin,  B.A..

Tlie  autol)io.2Taphy  of  Dr.  Trudeau,  just  published  by 
the  Musson  Bof)k  Co.,  Toronto,  f>ives  in  a  most  interest- 
ing fashion  tlic  I'omantic  story  of  the  founding  and  build- 
ing up  of  thi>  well  known  health  resort.  Many  obstacles 
nnd  prejudices  were  encountered  and  overcome  by  the 
tenaiity  and  oiitiiuism  of  "the  beloved  physician.'' 

Dr.  Trudeau  was  stricken  down  with  tuberculosis 
about  a  year  after  he  had  Huisiicd  his  medical  course.  As 
soon  as  he  finished  his  medical  course  he  was  appointed 
superintendent  of  a  small  hospital  in  New  York,  and  was 
married  very  shortly  afterwards.  Dr.  Trudeau  had  always 
heen  very  fond  of  outdoor  life,  and  decided  if  he  had  only 
a  short  time  to  live  he  would  go  to  the  most  pleasant 
surroundings  he  knew  of.  lie.  tlierefore,  went  to  the 
.'Vdirondacks.  where  he  had  spent  some  very  ]ileasant 
weeks  previously  in  hunting  and  fisliinu.  lie  found  his 
health  improved  almost  immediately,  and  the  result  was 
the  founding  of  the  Trudeau  Sanitarium. 

Whilst  the  book  tells  of  the  founding  of  the  Trudeau 
Cottage  Sanitarium,  whicli  has  been  the  model  for  hun- 
dreds of  sanitariums  which  have  since  been  established  in 
Tnited  States  and  Canada,  the  charm  of  the  book  lies  in 
the  insight  one  gets  into  the  character  of  a  man  who  was 
intensely  human,  and  who  won  the  admiration  and  atTec- 
tion  of  such  well  known  men  as  Robert  Louis  Stevenson, 
Sir  William  Osier.  Edward  Harriman,  the  railroad  mag- 
nate, and  a  host  of  others.  The  following  letter  sent  to 
him.  along  with  a  fine  microscope,  just  after  his  laboratory' 
at  Saranac  Lake  had  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  when  he 
was  very  seriolsly  ill,  illustrates  the  esteem  in  which  he 
was  held  by  the  medical  profession. 

My  Dear  Dr.  Trudeau, 

We  men  at  the  lnt)i)ratory  w.nnt  to  make  yon  a  Christmas 
present  and  we  are  so  eaprer  in  wnnting  to  tliat  we  f-aiinot  wiiit 
until   tlie  proper  time. 

I  don't  tliink  wo  liave  decided  whether  we  want  to  do  this 
most  hcrausc  we  appreciate  the  •rood  worli  you  are  always  doinp 
in  our  lino  and  others,  or  berause  yon  have  had  more  pluols  than 
anv  one  wo  Itnow.  or  booanso  yon  have  been  so  often  helpful  to 
us  and  made  ns  always  jrlad  tn  have  you  here,  or  beoause.  well 
tlie  fact  is.  old  fellow,  wo  like  you  and  we  want  you  to  know  it. 
and  so  here  we  are,  aU  in  a  row.  bowing:  our  early  Christmas 
sreoling."' 

Dr.  William  Osier  sent  a  typical  epigrammatic  message 
at  the  same  time: 

"Pear  Trudeau. 

"I  am  sorry  I'l  iiear  of  your  miafortnno,  but  take  my  word 
for  it.  there  is'uotliins  like  a  Arc  to  make  a  man  do  tlio  Thoenix 
trick." 

Robert  Louis  Stevenson  was  a  patient  of  Dr.  Trudeau 
at  Saranac  from  October,  1887  to  April,  1888.  While 
Stevenson  admired  Trudeau  greatly,  their  viewpoint  on 
many  things  differed,  as  the  following  incident  showed: 
"Mr.  Stevenson  and  I  had  many  interesting  and  at  times 
heated  discussions  by  the  fireplace  in  the  sitting  room. 
It  was  really  a  great  privilege  to  meet  him  in  this  in- 
formal Avay.  and  even  if  we  didn't  always  agree,  the  im- 
pression of  his  strikinir  personality,  his  keen  insiaht  into 


life,  his  wondrous  idealism,  his  nimble  intellect  and  his 
inimitable  vocahulary  in  conversation  have  grown  on  me 
more  and  more  as  the  years  roll  by.  It  is  hardly  to  be 
wondered  at  that  we-  did  not  agree  on  many  topics,  for 
our  interests  and  our  points  of  view  on  many  subjects 
were  utterly  at  variance.  My  life  interests  were  bound 
up  in  the  study  of  facts,  and  in  the  laboratory  I  bowed 
daily  to  the  majesty  of  fact,  wherever  it  might  lead.  Mr. 
Stevenson's  view  was  to  ignore  or  avoid  as  much  as  pos- 
sil)le  unpleasant  facts  and  live  in  a  beautiful,  strenuous 
and  ideal  world  of  fancy.  He  didn't  care  to  go  to  the 
sanitarium  with  me  or  see  the  laboratory,  because  to  him 
these  were  unpleasant  things.  He  evidently  felt  this,  for, 
after  he  had  written  'The  Lantern  Bearers,'  I  got  him  one 
day  into  the  laboratory,  from  which  he  escaped  at  the 
first  opportunity  witli  the  words.  'Trudeau,  your  ligrbt 
may  he  ver\'  brioht  to  vou.  but  to  me  it  smells  of  oil  like 
the  Devil  !.'"^" 

Dr.  Trudeau 's  great  success  was  due  to  his  pluck,  his 
iuilomitable  spirit,  and  probably  most  of  all  to  tlie  great 
tacultv  he  had  for  making  friends.

the  Great  Accomplishment  of  Canadians

ND  through  the  breach  still  poured  the  helmeted 
legions  like  water  bursting  through  a  broken 
■  dam.  Into  that  breach  were  thrown  the  Can- 
adians. The  story  of  how,  overwhelmed  by  superior  num- 
bers of  both  men  and  guns,  choked  by  poison  fumes,  reel- 
ing from  exhaustion,  sometimes  without  food,  for  it  was 
impossible  to  get  it  to  them,  under  such  a  rain  of  shell  as 
the  world  had  never  before  seen,  the  brawny  men  from 
the  oversea  Dominion  fought  on  for  a  solid  week,  and 
thereby  saved  the  army  from  annihilation,  needs  no  re- 
telling here.  Brigade  after  brigade  of  fresh  troops,  divi- 
sion after  division,  was  hurled  against  them,  but  still  they 
battled  on.  So  closely  were  they  pressed  at  times  tliat 
they  fought  in  little  groups;  men  from  Ontario  and  Que- 
bec shoulder  to  sihoulder  with  blood-stained  heroes  from 
Alberta  and  Saskatchewan.  At  last,  when  it  seemed  e.s 
though  human  endurance  could  stand  tlie  strain  no  longer, 
up  went  the  cry,  'Here  come  the  guns!'  And  tiie  Can- 
adian batteries,  splashed  with  sweat  and  mud,  tore  into 
action  on  the  run.  'Action  front!'  screamed  the  ofTicers, 
and  the  guns  whirled  like  polo  ponies,  so  tliat  their 
muzzles  far-ed  the  oncoming  wave  of  greys.  'With  shrap- 
nel! .  .  .  Load!'  Tlie  lean  and  polished  projectiles 
slipped  in  and  the  breech-blocks  snai>ped  iiome.  'Fire  at 
will!'  and  the  blast  of  steel  tore  bloody  avenues  in  the 
German  ranks.  But  fresh  battalions  filled  the  gaps — the 
German  reserves  seemed  inexhaustible — ^and  they  still 
came  on.  At  one  period  of  the  battle  the  Germans  wore 
so  close  to  the  guns  that  the  order  was  given,  "Set  your 
fuses  at  zero!'  which  means  that  a  shell  bursts  almost  the 
moment  it  leaves  the  muzzle  of  the  gun.  It  was  not  until 
early  Friday  morning  that  reinforcements  reached  the 
shattered  Canadians  and  enabled  t.hem  to  hold  their 
ground.  Later  the  Northumbrian  Division — Territorials 
arrived  only  three  days  before  from  the  Englisli  training 
camps — were  sent  to  aid  them  and  proved  tliemselvcs  as 
good  soldiers  as  the  veterans  beside  whom  they  fought. 
For  days  the  fate  of  the  army  hung  in  the  balance,  for 
there  seemed  no  end  to  the  German  reserves,  who  were 
wiped  out  by  whole  divisions,  only  to  be  replaced  by  more, 
but  against  the  stone  wall  of  the  Canadians'  resistance 
the  men  in  the  spiked  lielmets  threw  tliemselvcs  in  vain. 
On  May  13,  1915.  after  three  weeks  of  continuous  fighting, 
ended  the  second  hattle  of  Ypres,  not  in  a  territic  and 
decisive  climax,  but  slowly,  sullenly,  like  two  prize- 
fighters who  liavp  fought  to  the  very  limit  of  their 
strength." 

The  foregoing  from  the  latest  war  book  by  E.  Alexander 
Powell,  "Vive  la  France."  which  is  one  of  the  new  publi- 
cations of  McClelland.  Goodchrld  &  Stewart,  gives  some 
idea  of  the  realistic  nature  of  this  new  book  by  the  author 
of  "Fishtino-  in  Flanders."  The  book  is  dedicated  "To 
France,  whose  courage,  sincerity  and  sacrifices,  in  a  con- 
flict which  she  did  nothing  to  provoke,  have  won  her  the 
synnpathy,  respect  and  admiration  of  the  world." 


A  FANTASY  OF  WAR 

A  beautiful  and  poetic  fantasy  is  "The  Second  Com- 
ing: A  Vision,"  by  Frederick  Arnold  Kummer  and  Henry 
P.  Janes,  and  it  has  been  inspired  by  the  terrible  scenes 
on  the  European  battle-front.  During  the  period  of 
emotional  stress,  many  strange  tales  are  being  forged  in 
the  iheat  and  fever  of  conflict.  That  the  spirit  of  Christ 
has  appeared  to  wounded  and  dying  men,  is  both  a  pos- 
sible and  a  beautiful  conception  to  the  Christian  mind. 


In  this  striking  little  tale  incidents  and  horrors  of  the 
stupendous  struggle  are  contrasted  with  the  atmosphere 
of  an  unearthly  serenity  made  by  the  appearance  of  Christ 
to  the  poor  French  peasant  standing  liis  lonely  guard  in 
the  outermost  trench.  Then  we  see  the  German  General 
Staff,  men  of  iron  wills,  wrought  up  by  an  all-consuming 
determination  and  energy,  and  all  dominated  by  the 
Kaiser  himself,  bent  on  victory  at  any  cost — human  ;)r 
material.  The  Kaiser  decrees  a  supreme  effort  involving 
the  ruthless  slaughter  of  iiundreds  of  thousands  of  his 
subjects,  and  in  tlie  night  appears  to  him  the  person  of 
the  Peacemaker  with  his  great  plea  for  humanity.  It  is 
a  gripping  scene  that  these  authors  have  depicted  be- 
tween Christ  and  the  Kaiser. 

VICTORY  IN  DEFEAT 

The  agony  of  Warsaw  and  the  Russian  Ketreal  is 
vividly  set  forth  in  Stanley  Washburn's  book,  "Victory 
in  Defeat."  This  author  knows  Russia  and  understands 
its  people.  As  correspondent  tpr  the  London  Times,  ho 
was  at  the  front  with  the  Russian  arn^y  from  October. 
1914,  to  November  1st,  1915.  He  has  met  on  friendly,  if 
not  intimate,  terms  the  Czar.  Grand  Duke  Nicholas,  the 
Thief  of  Staff  General  Alexieff,  Minister  of  Foreign 
Affairs  Sozonov,  and  other  Russians  in  lii'.ili  authority  \:\ 
tlie  war. 

A  GRAPHIC  WAR  DOCUMENT 

A  feature  of  a  new  book,  entitled  "Golden  Lads,"  by 
Arthur  Gleason,  is  a  chapter  on  "How  War  Seems  to  a 
Woman,"  by  Helen  Hayes  Gleason.  Mr.  Gleason 's  hook 
is  an  epic  story  of  the  war;  a  touching  and  thrilling  ac- 
count of  iiow  the  invading  war  machine  crushed  Belgium, 
and  iiow  it  was  met  by  the  young  soldiers  of  Belgium  and 
France,  with  a  report  on  atrocities  by  the  one  American 
who  can  .say,  "I  saw,"  whose  testimony  is  incorporated 
in  the  Bryce  re[)ort,  and  whose  depositions  have  been  used 
by  the  French  Government  as  material  for  its  future 
official  history  of  the  war. 

War  Letters  from  France,  Edited  by  A.  de  Lapradelle, 
Professor  in  the  University  of  Paris,  is  a  series  of  extracts 
from  letters  Mritten  from  the  P'rench  trenches,  from  hos- 
pitals in  France,  fnmi  ollicials  and  soldiers  in  the  French 
Army  and  from  members  of  different  private  families. 
Spontaneously  written  ami  telling  of  the  things  as  they 
are  from  the  personal  viewpoint  of  each  writer,  these  let- 
ters form  an  excellent  record  of  history  in  the  makinu-. 

L.  H.  Grondys.  Ph.D.,  Formerly  Professor  of  Physics 
in  the  Technical  Institute  of  Dordrecht,  by  reason  of  his 
Dutch  nationality,  was  permitted  to  visit,  during  the  early 
diays  of  the  war,  many  of  the  important  cities  in  Belgium 
whicii  were  taken  by  the  Germans.  There  he  witnessed 
many  sights  not  intended  for  neutral  eyes,  and  in  this 
little  volume  he  has  endeavored  to  give  a  fair  and  unbiased 
account  of  his  experiences  which  included  many  inter- 
views with  prominent  German  officers  and  with  Belgians 
of  all  classes. 

"Russian  Silhouettes,"  by  Anton  Tchekoff  presents 
more  stories  of  Russian  life  and'  will  appeal  escepially  to 
those  who  so  enjoyed  "Stories  of  Russian  Life,"  'by  this 
author,  an  English  translation  of  which  was  published 
in  1914. 

Washington,  D.C.,  is  mucii  in  the  limelight  these  days, 
what  with  machinations  of  German  agents  and  the  in- 
creasing intensity  of  Wilsonian  epistles,  and  it  is  made 
the  scene  of  a  detective  mystery  story  involving  war  in-

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NEW  NOVEL  BY  A  GIFTED  AUTHOR 

Frank  Harris,  the  English  author,  who  wrote  "The 
Veils  of  Isis/'  "The  Man  Shakespeare,"  "Contemporary 
Portraits,"  and  other  notable  books,  is  the  author  of  a 
new  novel,  "Love  in  Youth,"  which  has  just  been  put 
out  by  the  Copp,  Clark  Co.,  of  Toronto.  It  is  a  love  story 
of  character  told  with  the  assurance  of  a  master  crafts- 
man. 

It  opens  with  a  situation  which  at  once  provokes  the 
most  attentive  interest :  follows  a  love  story  pure  and 
simple;  only  father  and  mother,  daughter  and  lover — ^con- 
centrated depiction  of  character  accomplished  with 
clioice  distinction.  It  is  like  a  good  pastel — not  a  trivial 
playing-  witli  chalks,  but  with  the  delicacy  and  atmosphere 
of  that  medium. 

There  is  the  contract  of  modernity — smooth  and  swift 
as  a  high-powered  motor  car — with  the  old  beauty  of 
Southern  France;  there  are  the  appreciations  of  a  critic 
and  a  poet.     But  chiefly  there  is  youth  and  love. 


A  STIRRING  STORY,  BY  HOCKING 

In  "The  Passion  lor  Life,"  .Tosepli  Hocking  presents 
a  hero  who  is  sentenced  to  death  by  his  doctor.  Being 
given  just  one  year  to  live,  lie  retires  to  St.  Issey,  in  Corn- 
wall, there  to  quietly  pass  his  few  remaining  months.  Ho 
comes  in  contact  with  the  Squire,  the  Vicar  and  a  rich 
landowner,  whose  daughter  puzzles  ihim  greatly.  One  of 
the  hero's  troubles  is  that  he  is  helpless  in  the  supreme 
hour  of  his  country's  need,  but  he  can  keep  watch,  and 
presently  suspects  treachery.  He  receives  mysterious 
warnings,  and  in  a  fight  with  traitors,  who  were  engaged 
in  supplying  petrol  to  German  submarines,  he  is  rendered 
unconscious.  From  this  point  the  story  takes  on  a  sur- 
prising and  unexpected  turn.  In  fact,  it  measures  up  to 
the  term  "a  rattling  good  story,"  which  is  so  well  under- 
stood— a  much  better  varn  than  some  of  Hocking's  tales, 
which  might  be  named. 


CHILD  AND  COUNTRY 

.\  fine  new  book  for  the  younger  generation  is  "Cliild 
and  Country,"  by  Will  Lcvington  Comfort,  author  of 
"  Routledge  Rides  Alone." 

Tliis  author,  wearied  of  tlie  life  of  a  great  city,  sought 
the  (juiet  and  repose  of  the  country,  that  he  might  the 
better  prosecute  his  life's  work. 

He  chose  a  spot  where  the  lake  and  the  country  meet 
in  uninterrupted  calm  and  beauty. 

Soon  there  was  revealed  to  him  the  great  sources  of 
Xature  in  the  education  and  development  of  the  child. 
Here  on  the  sliores  of  a  great  lake  he  has  been  bringing 
up  his  children  and  other  people's  children  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  purity  and  strength. 

There  is  a  touch  of  (and  a  modernizing  of)  Thorcau 
and  Hawthorne  in  this  I'icli  l)()ok  of  life  and  love  and 
human  effort.

THE  MAGAZINE  IN  AMERICA 

Algernon  Tassin,  in  a  recent  number  of  the  New  York 
"Bookman,"  deals  in  a  most  illuminating  fashion  with 
tlie  problem  of  the  American  magazine  in  its  relation  to 
American  political  and  social  thought,  and  lifts  it  up  from 
tlie  plane  of  mere  money-making  commercialism  to  one  of 
abstract  thought,  that  deals  with  the  subject  in  hand  as  a 
part  of  the  evolutionary  process  of  the  day. 

The  end  of  the  century  he  credits  with  being  the  line 
of  demarcation,  the  top  of  the  peak  of  the  movements  of 
its  period,  and  so  with  American  magazines.  A  reading 
public  of  250,000  developed  into  one  of  2,000,000,  and  the 
reader  of  one  magazine  skimmed  through  six. 

The  advent  of  the  10c  and  15c  magazine  with  Mc- 
Clnre's,  Munsey's  and  Cosmopolitan  in  1893  is  given  first 
place  as  a  factor  of  importance  in  the  evolution,  and  next 
to  that,  althou^ii  in  fact  chiefly  responsible  for  it,  the 
development  of  photo-engraving,  which  reduced  by  90  per 
cent,  the  cost  of  illustrations,  as  well  as  improving  them. 

Quoting  William  Archer,  S.  S.  MeClure  is  given  the 
chief  credit  of  this  development,  and  a  large  part  of  the 
article  is  devoted  to  extracts  from  his  autobiography  in 
order  to  more  fully  present  the  development  of  the  ideas 
that  led  to  the  great  studies  of  contemporary  American 
life  that  made  McClure's. 

An  instructive  if  somew«hat  amusing  picture  is  drawn 
of  the  strivings  of  the  new  brand  of  editors  of  that  period 
to  outdo  one  another  in  their  race  to  reach  the  popular 
heart  via  the  medium  of  the  dissection  of  editorial  per- 
sonalities which  were  offered  up  month  by  month  on  the 
l)rig'htly  colored  covers  of  the  magazines. 

All  are  given  a  niche  and  firmly  set  in  it,  from  Hearst 
to  Fra  Hubbard.  Cult  and  cant,  however  evanescent,  all 
tended  to  a  certain  end  and  served  the  purpose  of  the 
ultimate  good  which  is  chiefly  found  in  the  fact  that  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  world  we  have  a  con- 
secutive history  of  the  cuirent  thonght  and  events  of  a 
great  and  transitory  peiiod,  as  well  as  the  new  impetus  to 
a  thinking  and  living  that  is  decidedly  better,  even  though 
sometiipes  polluted  at  its  ma<?aziine  source.

"Remating  Time"  is  the  title  of  a  most  unusual  story 
which  has  been  running  through  Scribner's  Magazine. 
The  story,  in  brief,  is  as  follows:  A  poor  man,  a  poet  in 
fact,  is  in  love  with  a  rich  girl,  but  does  not  marry  her 
for  fear  of  appearing  a  fortune-hunter.  Instead  he  mar- 
ries a  poor  girl  who  has  herself  been  in  love  with  a 
wealthy  man;  and  the  wealthy  man  marries  the  rich  girl. 
Both  unions  prove  a  failure  except  in  tlie  matter  of 
children.  The  wealtliy  couple  invite  the  poor  couple  for 
a  week-end.  and  durino-  the  visit  it  is  mutuallv  arranged 
that  the  two  wives  shall  seoure  divorces  and  that  Leon- 
ard, the  poet,  wnll  then  marry  Evadne,  the  rich  girl, 
wliile  Bill,  the  millionaire  will  take  Mary  the  poet's  wife. 
This,  arrangement  is  carried  out  and  nvoves  a  srcat  suc- 
«'ess  except  for  the  fact  that  the  ch.ildren  remain  with 
their  mothers  and  the  two  men  find  the  exchange  of 
offsprinsi-  a  serious  hlovr  to  their  happiness.  To  over- 
come tliis  difficiiltv  it  is  decided  to  build  a  large  triple 
house,  eacli  couiile  to  take  one  of  the  end  houses,  the 
centre  section  to  be  given  over  to  tlie  children  of  both 
families.  This  extraordinary  plot  is  quoted  only  as  an 
evidence  of  the  lensiths  to  which  American  magazine 
writers  are  going  to  find  themes  for  magazine  fict^^^n. 
The  eccentricity  so  strikingly  betrayed  in  the  selection 
of  covers  is  finding  its  way  into  the  contents  of  even  the 
old-established  magazine. 
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"Aircraft  in  Warfare  the  Dawn  of  the  Fourth  Arm," 
by  S.  W.  Lanchester,  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
for  Aeronautics,  with  an  introductory  passage  by  Major- 
General  Sir  David  Henderson,  K.C.D.,  is  an  attempt  to 
clarify  the  present  "bluest  state"  of  aeronautical  know- 
ledge by  a  summing  up  of  conclusions  that  may  be  drawn 
from  the  exjjeriences  of  the  present  war  with  some  inde- 
pendent thinking  on  the  part  of  the  author,  which  his 
sponsor,  Major-General  Henderson  describes  as  a  most 
valuable  contribution  to  the  arts  of  war. 

This  passage  is  not  the  least  interesting  point  of  the 
book,  presenting  as  it  does,  a  concise  review  of  the  object 
of  the  book  which  it  presents,  in  a  less  technical  manner 
than  the  author  does  in  the  body  of  tlie  volume. 

Although  the  autlior  attacks  his  problem  from  all  sides, 
and  apparently  endeavors  to  bring  an  impartial  and  un- 
prejudiced point  of  view  to  the  reader,  he  is  most  em- 
jjiiatic  in  liis  views  as  to  the  paramount  importance  of  air- 
craft, as  a  military  and  naval  art  above  all  others.  He 
discounts  the  prospects  of  any  widespread  commercial  use 
of  aircraft  for  other  tlian  mail  can-ying  services.  But,  as 
a  war  arm,  he  enlarges  upon  tliis  development  of  tlie  ser- 
vice, and  in  fact  details  an  elaborate  and  further  use  of 
aircraft  is  an  offensive  and  defensive  practice  hitherto 
unknown. 

From  a  mechanical  standpoint,  the  subject  is  covered 
from  every  possible  angle.  Recommendations  are  made  as 
to  the  future  policy  of  our  Government  in  tlie  develop- 
ment of  the  arm  in  times  of  peace;  the  whole  question  is 
reviewed  and  analyzed  from  a  political  and  commercial, 
as  well  as  a  military  point  of  view.  For  one  who  is  at  all 
interested  in  the  study  of  aeronautics,  this  book  is  prob- 
ably a  most  complete  and  authoritative  one.

KITCHENER'S  MOB 

On  May  13  will  be  published  a  remarkable  new  war 
hook  entitled  "Kitchener's  Mob,"  by  James  N.  Hall,  and 
those  privileged  to  read  advance  proofs  are  enthusiastic 
in  their  terms  of  i)raise  for  the  vivid  manner  in  which  it 
sets  forth  events  with  which  Kitchener's  first  army  was 
identified.  Great  store  is  set  by  the  publisiiers  for  the 
success  of  this  war  book,  by  their  assurances  that  it  is 
perhaps  the  first  narrative  by  a  soldier,  of  actual  ex- 
periences at  the  front,  to  appear  absolutely  uncensored. 


This  was  published  in  book  form  at  $1.25,  and  this  volume 
has  come  to  "Bookseller  and  Stationer  from  Doubleday, 
Page  &  Co.,  of  Garden  City,  N.Y. 

■Caliban  (who  is  taken  from  the  chief  character  of 
Sihakespeare's  "The  Tem'pest")  symbolizes  our  own 
humanity  struggling  slowly  upward.  He  is  a  creature  of 
primeval  passions,  moved  to  both  good  and  evil  by  his 
environments.  He  lives  in  the  dark  cave  of  his  father 
Setebos,  a  fierce  god,  balf  tiger  and  half  toad,  who  de- 
vours all  good  folk  that  fall  into  his  power.  Caliban's 
mother  is  Sycorax,  a  gigantic  witch,  a  kind  of  earth- 
spirit.  Caliban  is  brought  up  by  three  wicked  teachers — 
Lust,  Death,  and  War.  He  does  as  they  tell  him,  until 
lie  meets  a  lovely  maiden,  Miranda.  To  help  him  she 
brings  her  father,  Prospero,  a  mighty  enchanter;  and 
when  he  comes  astonishing  things  happen. 

Prospero 's  servant  is  Ariel,  a  briglit  spirit  whom  he 
frees  from  tiie  jaws  of  Setebos.  Then  tliese  three — Pros- 
pero, Miranda,  and  Ariel— try  to  make  Caliban  better. 
They  do  this  by  showins-  him  beautiful  and  great  things. 
scenes  from  plays.  Nine  great  scenes  from  Shakespeare 
are  shown  as  visions  and  move  Caliban  to  areat  feeliniz. 
But  he  is  not  made  good  at  once,  is  still  influenced  by  his 
old  teachers.  Lust,  Death,  and  War,  the  wicked  helpers 
of  Setebos,  who  summon  their  armies  and  sally  forth  to 
destroy  this  noble  art  of  the  theatre. 

Do  they,  the  forces  of  evil,  triumph  in  the  end?  No. 
the  maoic  of  Prospero  wins,  with  the  help  of  a  great 
spirit,  tlie  Spirit  of  Time.  And  the  made  of  Prospero  is 
revealed  as  the  same  .is  that  of  Shakespeare,  tlie  old  and 
beautiful  art  of  the  theatre.

A  NEW  STYLE  OF  TITLE 

"It  is  easy  enough  to  write  books,"  some  authority 
said  the  other  day.  "the  most  difficult  thing  about  it  all 
is  to  choose  an  appropriate  and  taking  title  that  is  not 
covered  inches  decj)  with  the  moss  of  antiquity."  Alice 
Duer  Miller,  the  author  of  the  very  newest  novel  to  be  put 
on  the  market  probably  spent  some  little  time  before  she 
conceived  the  cognomen  of  "Come  Out  of  the  Kitchen," 
which  graces  the  production  just  being  placed  witli  Cana- 
dian booksellers.  Even  yet  the  autlior  has  seemingly  run 
the  risk  of  having  her  production  regarded  as  a  guide  to 
how  to  secure  an  efiScient  cook,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  it 
is  one  of  the  brightest,  most  appealing  novels  of  the  year 
and  presents  some  phases  of  life  under  a  sensible  and  most 
attractive  form. 

A  SING  SING  STORY 

"The  Alibi,"  by  G.  A.  England  (MacLeod,  Toronto),  is 
a  tale  of  inside  life  at  Sing  Sing.  The  story  concerns  a 
young  bank  clerk  on  whose  shoulders  is  fastened  by  the 
real  criminal  a  crime  he  did  not  commit.  The  villain,  who 
is  the  cashier  of  the  bank  in  which  young  Arthur  Mans- 
field is  clerk,  has  pilfered  for  years.  He  is  facing  ex- 
posure when  the  boy  comes  in  for  help,  as  he  has  stolen 
$1,250  to  keep  his  father  from  prison.  Seizing  the  oppor- 
tunity offered  by  this  confession,  Slayton,  the  cashier, 
proceeds  to  rob  the  bank  in  the  course  of  which  he  kills 
the  nightwatchman.  This  crime  is  circumstantially  proved 
to  have  been  committed  by  Mansfield,  and  he  is  sent  to 
Sing  Sing  for  life.  How  he  is  treated  there  and  how  he 
eventually  escapes,  and  the  faithfulness  of  Ena  Cham'ber- 
lain,  the  bank  manager's  daughter  is  told  in  clever  fashion. 

AN  IMPORTANT  NOVEL 

Hicliard  Aumerle  Maher's  novel  "The  Shepherd  of  the 
North,"  (Toronto:  Macmillan  Company,  $1.35)  already, 
I  hear,  in  its  second  edition,  is  essentially  a  big  novel. 
The  central  character  is  a  big-brained,  big-hearted  Ameri- 
can bishop.  The  locale  of  the  story  is  the  Adirondacks, 
where  men  and  women  come  face  to  face  with  the  bigness 
of  nature.  The  story  of  a  conflict  in  which  the  Bisliop  of 
Alden  puts  up  his  fists  at  an  encroaching  railroad,  of  a 
forest  fire — pictured  by  the  author's  masterly  hand — and 
of  the  heart  of  a  man  and  a  woman — of  all  these  and  kin- 
dred things.     It  is  vivid  and  gripping.

KIPLING  AND  BARRIE 

Kipling  probably  has  few  American  leanings.  He  lias 
one,  however, — a  craze  for  magazines.  In  his  new  book, 
"Kudyard  Kipling,"  R.  Thurston  Hopkins  points  this  out 
and  tells  a  story  of  how  Kipling  robbed  J.  M.  Barrie  in 
Waterloo  Station.  Mr.  Barrie  was  hurrying  from  the 
bookstall  with  his  arm  full  of  papers  and  magazines, — a 
good  many  sixpenny  ones  among  them,  he  dolefully  re- 
lates— when  rushing  around  a  corner  he  bumped  into 
Kipling  in  as  tearing  a  hurry.  They  turned  on  each  other 
with  scowling  faces,  then  smiled  in  recognition,  and  asked 
each  other  whither  he  went.  Then  Kipling  exclaiming, 
"Lucky  beggar,  you've  got  papers,""  seized  the  bundle 
from  Barrie,  flung  him  some  money  and  rushed  away. 

"But  you  did  not  stoop  to  pick  up  his  dirty  half- 
pence, did  you?"  queried  one  of  Mr.  Barrie 's  hearers, 
amusedly. 

"Didn't  I  though,''  returned  Barrie;  and  added  rue- 
fullv,  "but  he  hadn't  flung  me  half  enough. 

HOW  TO  KEEP  "FIT" 

How  to  keep  "fit'"  on  eight  minutes'  exercise  a  day  is 
the  theme  of  a  most  practical  manual  of  exercise  that 
those  who  liave  specialized  in  physical  culture  have  ever 
produced.  It  is  William  J.  Cromie's  "Keeping  Physically 
Fit,"  a  volume  intended  for  the  use  and  upbuilding  of  the 

entire  family — men,  women  and  children.

The  title  piece  of  John  Masefield's  new  book,  "Good 
Friday  and  Other  Poems,"  is  a  dramatic  poem  in  rhyme 
telling  of  the  crucifixion  and  introducing  as  characters 
Pilate,  Herod,  Joseph  of  Ramah  and  others.

They  are  kept  in  touch 
b}'  type  and  illustration  with  the  new  lines  that 
are  being  brought  out;  with  the  conditions  of 
supplv  and  market  changes;  with  selling 
methods  culled  from  a  wide  field  by  visits  of 
staff  writers.  Not  only  is  the  information  valu- 
able in  buving,  but  it  should  be  of  equal  help  to 
the  clerk  that  sells;  it  supplies  him  with  a  more 
intelligent  viow]:)oint  than  he  could  otherwise 
obtain. 

But  apart  from  the  department  articles,  there 
are  a  large  variety  covering  many  incidents  of 
stoi-e  life;  on  store  systems,  on  advertising,  on 
the  handling  of  customers,  on  such  problems  as 
mail  order  competition,  credits,  approbation, 
etc.,  stock-taking,  window  trimming,  and  scores 
of  others. 

Eeading  them  will  not  only  benefit  your  staff, 
but  Avill  add  an  interest  and  a  zest  to  their 
work;  they  will  understand  better  and  as  a 
result  do  better.

Causes  of  Price  Advances  Discussed 

liiipoi-tant  Letters  and  Interviews  in  Which  Representatives  of  Wholesale  and  Manufac- 
tunng  Concerns  Give  Valuable  Information  for  Guidance  of  the  Trade. 


JN  the  followiiifi-  letters  and  interviews  a  valuable  sum- 
ming up  is  afforded,  too-ether  with  pertinent  advice  to 
the  retail  booksellers  and  stationers  that  cannot  fail 
to  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  tlie  trade.  The  advisability 
of  advising  tlieir  customers  of  the  causes  for  price  advances 
will  readily  suggest  itself  to  retailers  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  they  will  exert  themselves  to  their  utmost  to  bring 
a'bout  a  proper  understanding  of  the  situation  on  the  part 
of  their  customers,  so  that  there  may  be  no  danger  of  any 
misunderstanding  in  connection  with  the  advances  in  retail 
prices  on  lessened  quantity  available  at  popular  estab- 
lished prices  as  a  consecjuence  of  the  present  transitory 
state  of  the  trade. 

Should  the  Retailer  Advance  His  Selling  Price? 

Editor, 

Bookseller  and  Stationer, 
Toronto. 
Dear  Sir: — 

The  stationery  trade  is  face  to  face  with  extraordinary 
conditions.  These  conditions  apply  with  equal  force  to 
the  retailer  and  wholesaler. 

The  needs  of  the  manufacturer  of  explosives  is  the 
primary  cause  of  the  trouble.  Britain's  demands  on 
tonnage,  and  conse(|uent  stoppage  of  the  export  of  pulp 
from  Norway  and  Sweden,  the  ships  being  used  for  other 
purposes,  the  scarcity  of  bleach  and  dye  materials,  and 
the  increased  cost  of  skilled  and  unskilled  lal)or,  have 
combined  to  bring  about  a  situation  uniiiuc  in  the  annals 
of  the  trade. 

Prices  on  all  lines,  of  which  tic  constituent  parts  of 
paper  are  the  basis,  have  been  advancing  for  many  months. 
Every  mail  that  is  received  contains  notices  from  mills 
and  manufacturers,  withdrawing  quotations,  cancelling 
former  prices  and  refusing  to  name  prices  for  future  de- 
liveries. And  this  condition  is  common.  Every  line  the 
stationer  carries  is  hit,  and  hit  hard.  Ordinary  grades  of 
copying  pencils  are  off  the  market.  Low-priced,  graded 
pencils,  sf)  largely  used  heretofore  for  school  suiiplies,  are 
almost  impossible  to  procure,  manufacturers  declining 
to  make  the  low  grades  because  they  cannot  keep  up  with 
the  demand  for  the  more  expensive  lines.  Metal  goods  of 
all  kinds  which  the  stationer  uses,  are  in  the  same  category 
as  paper.  Deliveries  are  bad.  Prices  are  soaring.  The 
English  manufacturer  from  whom  a  huge  proi)ortioii  of 
metal  goods  were  procured,  finds  it  almost  impossible  to 
get  any  tonnage  even  when  he  lias  the  goods  to  ship.  Inks 
have  advanced  about  lOr/  and  will  no  doubt  have  to  he 
still  further  adxanced. 

To  enumerate  at  any  length  the  different  lines  of  goods 
common  to  all  dealers  in  stationery,  that  have  already 
been  advanced,  and  that  will  without  peradventure  of 
doubt,  go  sfill  higher,  would  take  up  too  much  of  your 
valuable  space.  The  situation  as  the  writer  views  it  calls 
for  immediate  and  drastic  action  on  the  part  of  the  re- 
tailer. Throughout  the  country,  wherever  possible,  and 
it  should  be  possible  everywhere,  stationers  should  get 
together  and  discuss  the  situation.  It  won't  take  long  to 
dispose  of  stock  accumulations  of  marketable  goods  bought 
before  the  advances  became  pronounced.  Then,  where  will 
the  retailer  get  off.  If  he  has  not  been  far-sighted  en- 
ough to  advance  his  prices,  he  will  be  paying  10,  20,  .10% 


or  more  for  his  i)urehases.  His  shelves  will  be  HUed  with 
goods  bought  at  the  enhanced  prices.  Then,— the  war  ends. 
The  comijctition  immediately  becomes  keen,  especially 
from  the  large  centres,  and  down  go  the  retail  prices,  till 
profits  vanish  and  losses  take  their  place. 

A  merchant  is  at  least  entitled  to  profits  sudficient  to 
cover  overhead  expenses,  pay  himself  a  decent  salary  and 
fair  interest  on  the  money  investment.  How  many  of 
them  get  it?  In  view  of  the  present  situation,  the  re- 
tailer is  absolutely  justified  (in  fact  he  will  be  very  unwise 
in  the  writer's  ojiinion  if  he  does  not  do  it)  in  going  care- 
fully over  his  stock  and  advancing  all  his  retail  prices  to 
the  amount  at  all  events  of  his  increased  cost.  This  may 
seem  like  a  difficult  thing  to  do,  and  there  might  have  to 
be  considerable  give  and'  take,  but  in  many  instances  no 
trouble  whatever  in  getting  the  enhanced  prices  will  be 
experienced.

Loose-Leaf  Trade  Difficulties 

The  following  letter  from  Mr.  Luckett  ably  sums  up 
the  situation  as  affects  the  loose-leaf  trade  and  its  rela- 
tionship to  the  retailer: 

Monday,  May  2'2,  191(). 
I'ookseller  and  Stationer, 

Toronto,  Out. 
Dear  Sirs: — 

Answering  yours  of  the  18th.  We  are  heartily  in 
accord  with  your  plans  of  giving  publicity  to  the  mat- 
ter of  prices  in  your  columns,  and  are  glad  to  contribute 
our  share  of  information  in  regard  to  the  loose-leaf 
situation.  ^Ve  feel  that  with  the  pro])er  presentation 
of  conditions  that  a  better  understanding  will  prevail, 
resulting  in  a  more  equal  distribution  of  advances 
among  consumer,  dealer  and  manufacturer. 

The  (piestion  of  costs  is  a  vital  one  at  this  time  to 
all,  and  the  loose-leaf  business  has  suffered  as  much,  or 
more,  thati  any  other.  We  use  such  a  great  variety  of 
materials  that  the  pressure  is  felt  from  all  sides.  We 
do  not  know  from  one  day  to  the  next  what  costs  will 
be  or  \\  hether  material  can  be  secured  at  any  price. 

A  few  instances  will  illustrate.  Brass  has  advanced 
to  almost  a  prohibitive  point  and  some  kinds  cannot  be 
had  at  all.  Steel  is  uf)  in  price  and  the  mills  that  will 
accept  orders  do  so  subject  to  delays  of  from  three  to 
nine  months.  Leather  has  increased  from  15%  to  30% 
and  certain  kinds  can  scarcely  be  had. 

The  paper  and  color  situations  are  so  well  known 
that  it  is  not  necessary  to  enlarge  on  these  points.  Cot- 
ton, used  in  the  production  of  cloths,  ducks,  artificial 
leathers,  etc.,  is  another  item  seriously  affected. 

We  are  kept  hunting  from  one  point  to  another  as 
]iroducers  of  raw  materials  are  unable  to  accept  fur- 
ther orders  or  are  unable  to  make  goods.  Odd  lots  must 
be  picked  up  and  suitable  substitutes  tested. 

In  addition  to  the  material  problems,  is  the  equally 
important  one  of  labor.  Skilled  workmen  are  scarce 
and  unskilled  hands  cannot  produce  economically.     All 
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these  conditions  have  increased  costs  to  alarming  pro- 
portions with  every  evidence  of  further  advances. 

We  have  })een  inclined  to  bear  as  many  of  these 
advances  as  possible,  as  have  most  manufacturers,  but 
there  is  a  limit  to  all  things,  so  that  there  is  nothing 
left  but  to  increase  ])rices  as  costs  become  prohibitive. 
In  order  to  protect  himself  the  dealer  must  advance 
retail  prices  to  the  ctmsumer.  This  can  be  done,  if  the 
matter  is  properly  explained,  without  the  loss  of  busi- 
ness.

Regarding  Conditions  and  Prospects 

The  Editor  of  Bookseller  and  Stationer, 
Toronto,  Ont. 

Dear  Sir, — You  ask  u.si  to  write  you  in  regard  to  eondi- 
ti<ms  in  the  stationery  trade  and  the  best  way  to  combat 
the  present  ditliculties. 

The  conditions  are  that,  practically  all  lines  of  station- 
ery and  paper  goods  are  advanced  in  price  from  25  per 
cent,  to  100  per  cent. 

When  the  scarcity  of  raw  material,  the  enormous  de- 
mand for  Ocean  Transportation,  and  the  conditions  of  the 
labor  market,  are  considered,  there  is  little  wonder  that 
costs  have  increased  enormously.  The  wonder  is,  not  only 
that  they  have  not  increased  even  more,  but  also  that  the 
prices  were  not  seriously  affected  months  earlier  tlian  the 
increase  occurred. 

Predictions  as  to  the  future  are  of  course,  problemati- 
cal, but  the  present  outlook  does  not  afford  mucli  liope  of 
reductions  for  a  long  time  to  come. 

There  seems  no  doubt  that  advances  were  delayed 
longer  than  might  liave  been  expected,  and  reductions  will 
in  all  likelihood  be  delayed  in  the  same  way. 

In  many  lines  the  increase  in  price,  in  Canada,  have  not 
been  as  great  as  they  have  in  the  United  States,  which  is 
another  reason  for  the  l)elief  that  prices  have  not  yet 
reached  the  top. 

From  the  above  it  can  be  assumed  that  money  might  be 
saved  by  placing  orders  before  further  advances  take 
place.  Put  tliere  is  another  and  better  reason  why  a 
dealer  should  try  and  foresee  his  requirements  as  far  as 
possible;  the  reason  being,  that  deliveries  are  very  slow  at 
present  and  are  likely  to  be  so,  for  some  time  to  come. 

Regarding  Selling  Policy 

When  a  merchant  realizes  that  in  order  to  replace  his 
stock,  he  must  pay  very  much  larger  prices  than  before, 
he  should,  in  our  opinion,  immediately  increase  his  selling 
{iri.^es,  no  matter  how  fortunate  he  may  be  in  liaving  a 
fair  stock  on  hand. 

Selling  prices  should  be  sufficiently  high  to  cover  cost 
of  replacement,  with  sufficient  margin  to  cover  expense  of 
doing  business  and  give  the  dealer  a  reasonable  profit. 

.  A  merchant  may  figure  if  he  sells  for  $1.50  an  article 
which  cost  him  $1.00  he  has  made  a  profitable  sale,  but  if, 
on  account  of  market  conditions  he  has  to  pay  $1.60  to 
replace  the  article,  he  is  surely  losing  the  whole  of  his 
legitimate  profit  and  10c  beside,  so  that  the  transaction  on 
the  whole  has  been  most  unprofitable. 

In  other  words,  the  price  at  whicli  goods  were  pur- 
chased several  months  ago  should  not  be  the  basis  upon 
which  to  figure  selling  prices  to-day,  as  costs  have  seri- 
ously increased  and  what  may  be  looked  upon  as  addi- 
tional profit,  should  be  taken,  to  offset  tiie  corresponding 
h  ss  which  may  be  necessary  wl'en  values  decrease. 


It  takes  courage  to  advance  prices,  but  the  public  has 
been  pretty  well  educated  to  it  by  this  time,  and  it  may  be 
easier  than  it  appears. 

It  is  possible  that  peculiar  conditions  prevent  doing 
this  in  every  line  of  goods  but  it  should  be  the  aim  of 
every  intelligent  dealer  to  try  it  and  to  be  sure  that,  on 
tlie  average,  he  accomplishes  it. 

In  conclusion  the  wise  dealer  is  one  who.  without  the 
least  delay,  raises  the  selling  price  of  all  lines  of  goods 
adequately.

Reasons  for  Price  Advances 

Editor,  "Bookseller  and  Stationer." 

Dear  Sir, — During  the  last  few  years  there  1ms  been  a 
steady  but  material  advance  in  wages  and  the  cost  of  raw 
materials  used  in  the  making  of  paper  products.  This 
loss  was  largely  absorbed  by  the  Manufacturing  Stationers 
who  hesitated  to  advance  prices. 

About  the  montii  of  December  last,  however,  a  very 
marked  change  occurred  in  the  situation:  the  mills  of  the 
I'nited  States  which  received  their  sulphite  pulp  largely 
from  Scandinavian  countries  found  themselves  unable  to 
jirocure  their  usual  supplies  and  early  this  year  stocks  of 
foreign  sulphite  in  the  United  States  were  practically  ex- 
hausted. Norway,  Sweden  and  Denmark  which  normally 
supplied  the  American  market  at  the  rate  of  .'f(),()00  tons 
|)er  month  are  now  sending  in  about  one-tliird  of  that 
(|uantity,  with  the  result  that  American  mills  have  had  to 
re[)lace  the  Scandinavian  pulp  with  Canadian  pulp,  the 
production  of  which  is  entirely  inadeijuate  for  any  such 
demand. 

Sulphite  Pulp  has  therefore  increased  monl^h  by  month 
until  it  is  now  more  than  double  the  price  quoted  on 
January  1st  last,  with  a  steadily  rising  market. 

Sulphite  which  was  sold  last  Fall  at  .$40.00  to  $14.00 
]ier  ton  is  (|uotedi  to-day  at  $90.00  in  Canada  and  at  $150 
per  ton  in  London,  Eng. 

This  extraordinary  increase  applies  to  almost  every 
item  which  goes  into  the  manufacture  of  paper.  Aniline 
dyes  which  were  40c  a  pound  in  1914  are  now  $.30.00  a 
pound;  soda  ash,  65c  per  ewt.  in  1914,  now  .$3.00,  rags, 
$1.;15  in  1914,  now  .$5.00. 

This  list  might  be  extended  to  almost  every  item  that 
goes  to  the  manufacture  of  paper. 

This  is  of  vital  interest  to  every  bokoseller  and  sta- 
tioner because  paper  is  the  basic  raw  material  of  almost 
every  article  they  handle.  Up  to  the  present  the  pinch 
has  not  been  severely  felt  by  tiie  retail  trade.  Manufac- 
turing stationers  have  been  able  in  a  measure  to  utilize 
stocks  bought  in  advance  or  to  work  under  contracts  ^hieh 
have  not  yet  expired,  so  that  while  prices  have  been  ad- 
vanced they  at  presnt  do  mit  by  any  means  represent  the 
enormously  enhanced  value  of  the  raw  material.  We  must 
therefore  anticipate  still  further  increases  in  the  near 
future. 

Xeitiier  mills  nor  manufacturing  stationers  are  nmking 
more  money  than  under  normal  conditions.  We  (|uestion 
if  they  are  doing  as  well,  but  they  must  in  self  protection 
follow  the  market.  The  retail  bookseller  and  stationer 
must  in  his  own  in,trests  increase  prices  in  prrportion, 
otherwise  he  will  be  doing  business  at  a  loss.

Gentlemen : — 

Replyino-  to  yours  of  the  18th  inst.,  would  say  tliat  the 
very  marked  advances  that  there  are  in  all  lines  of  mate- 
rial, and  particularly  in  paper  goods  would  undoubtedly 
make  it  worth  the  retailer's  while  placinji'  orders  for  their 
requirements  as  much  in  advance  as  possible,  and  also 
finticipating'  their  requirements  as  much  as  possible. 

Without  question  the  prices  will  oq  very  much  hisher 
in  all  lines.  Those  dealers  who  Jiave  not  placed  their 
order  for  Xmas  lines  in  cards,  booklets  and  novelties 
would  assuredly  be  wise  to  do  so  without  delay,  as  (he 
present  prices  cannot  long-  be  maintained. 

The  2c  postage  has  undoubtedly  cut  the  post  card  trade 
to  less  than  half,  but  the  season's  post  cards  are  always 
in  fair  demand,  and  the  requirements  for  these  should  also 
be  anticipated. 

As  regards  advancing  prices,  certainly  retail  prices 
should  bear  the  proper  proportion  to  the  wholesale  cost, 
ind  in  the  case  of  nearly  all  lines  the  jirices  sliould  be 
advanced.  In  tiie  case  of  picture  post  cards,  these  being 
sold  at  marked  prices,  such  as  5  for  5c,  3  for  5c,  2  for  5c 
and  1  for  5c,  it  is  pretty  hard  to  advance  the  prices,  and 
the  retailer  and  the  jobber  will  simply  have  to  sliare  the 
advances  that  the  publisher  has  been  compelled  to  make.

Advice  Based  on  Experience 

"Selling  prices  on  staple  lines,  wiiicli  must  be  replaced 
when  sold,"  said  a  man  of  long  experience  in  the  stationery 
trade  to  Bookseller  and  Stationer,  "should  consist  of  cost 
of  replacement  and  sufficient  margin  to  cover  expenses  of 
doing  business  and  leave  a  fair  profit  to  tlie  dealer. 

"The  price  at  which  goods  were  purchased  several 
months  ago  should  not  be  the  basis  uj^on  which  to  figure 
selling  prices  to-day,  as  costs  have  seriously  increased  and 
what  may  be  looked  upon  as  additional  profit  should  be 
taken  to  offset  the  corresponding  loss  which  may  be  neces- 
sary when  values  decrease. 

"It  is  possible  that  peculiar  conditions  prevent  doing 
tliis  in  every  line  of  goods,  but  it  should  be  the  aim  of 
every  intelligent  dealer  to  try  it  and  to  be  sure  that,  on 
the  average,  he  accomplishes  it. 

"By  raising  your  prices  you  may  lose  a  few  sales  for 
a  short  time,  but  they  will  count  for  very  little,  as  com- 
pared with  the  loss  to  be  sustained  by  working  on  incor- 
rect business  principles. 

"The  most  serious  part  of  the  present  situation  is  not 
the  largely  increased  costs,  and  further  advances  are  not 
iinprobaMe,  but  the  prospect  of  an  actual  shortage  or 
famine  in  many  lines  of  goods. 

"A  merchant  can  look  complacently  on  advancing 
prices,  they  make  his  stock  more  valuable  in  the  mean- 
time, and  they  will  come  down  again,  some  day,  but  to 
look  forward  to  being  unable  to  get  what  you  require  at 
any  price  is  rather  alarming. 

"The  present  comparatively  high  prices,,  after  long 
years  of  low  values  of  manufa'-tured  goods,  are  not  to  be 
wondered  at,  being  entirely  justified  by  the  conditions. 
The  chief  wonder  is,  why  the  advances  were  so  long  in 
coming." 


As  to  Fountain  Pens 

W.  E.  Coutts,  Canadian  representative  of  Sanford  & 
Bennett  Co.,  when  questioned  as  to  the  probability  of  price 
advances  in  fountain  pens,  said  that  he  had  been  advised 
by  his  principals  that  no  change  of  prices  had  as  vet  been 
decided  upon,  notwithstanding  very  great  increases  in  the 
cost  of  raw  materials.  Incidentally  Mr.  Coutts  remarked 
that  the  concern  has  more  business  in  hand  now  than  ever 
before  in  their  history,  with  the  volume  increasing  every 
week.  This,  together  with  increasing  costs  of  production 
made,  it  seems  to  him  tiiat  the  best  advice  to  offer  the 
retailers  at  this  time  was  that  they  should  get  in  their 
orders  for  autumn  delivery  as  early  as  possible. 

No  Advance  in  Steel  Pens 

A  communication  in  answer  to  a  (|uery  as  to  outlook  in 
the  pen  trade,  particularly  as  to  prices,  which  has  been 
received  from  the  Spencerian  Pen  Company,  indicates  that 
this  situation  is  not  likely  to  disturb  the  trade  at  all,  as 
they  do  not  think  tiiere  will  be  any  necessity  for  advanc- 
ing prices. 

The  Chalk  and  Crayon  Situation 

A.  Roy  MacDougall,  of  the  A.  R.  MacDougall  Company, 
who  represents  the  Standard  Crayon  Company,  of  Daiivers. 
Mass.,  in  Canada,  was  interviewed  by  Bookseller  and 
Stationer,  with  special  reference  to  the  situation  as  af- 
fecting schcxd  chalks  and  crayons. 

Mr.  MacDougall  said  that  the  factory  prices  of  wax 
ciayons  had  gone  up  from  15%  to  20%  and  of  course 
t'lere  had  been  corresponding  increases  to  the  trade.  In 
the  ca.se  of  colored  chalk  crayons,  the  latest  increase  had 
been-  100%  !  This  was  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  colors. 
There  was  a  danger  of  colored  chalk  crayons  disappearing 
from  the  market  altogether. 

White  chalk  still  stood  at  old  prices,  but  it  was  only 
reasonable  to  anticipate  early  advances  owing  to  increased 
cost  of  labor  as  well  as  ingredients. 

Mr.  MacDougall  considered  it  a  good  idea  for  Book- 
seller and  Stationer  to  take  up  the  whole  question  of 
j)rices  in  this  manner  because  it  was  most  advisable  that 
all  dealers  should  fully  appreciate  the  significance  of  the 
whole  price  situation  and  the  necessity  for  getting  ad- 
vanced retail  prices  so  as  to  maintain  the  right  propor- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  added  costs  necessitated  by 
conditions  obtaining  with  jobbers  and'  manufacturers. 


Inks  and  Adhesives 

Fred.  T.  Butler,  manager  of  the  Canadian  factory  of 
tlie  S.  S.  Stafford  Co.,  said  that  there  had  been  an  average 
advance  of  twenty  per  cent,  in  the  wholesale  price  of  inks 
and  adhesives  and  he  expressed  the  opinion  that  further 
advances  would  be  necessitated  by  autumn.  A  good  illus- 
tration of  the  advance  in  the  cost  of  colors  was  the  sale 
wl'ich  he  had  witnessed  of  a  quantity  of  aniline  dye  at 
■tS  a  pound,  which  in  normal  times  had  sold  at  35c  a  pound. 

As  to  typewriter  carbon  papers,  he  summed  up  the 
situation  by  the  significant  statement  that  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction had  increased  one  hundred  per  cent.  One  result 
of  this  had  been  that  cheaper  grades  of  carbon  papers  were 
to  a  large  extent  replacing  the  better  qualities. 


Increased  Papsr  Costs 

Considering  increased  costs  in  paper-making  it  is  to  be 
remembered  that  wages  have  increased.  Many  components 
have  increased  in  cost  from  100  to  200  per  cent,  and  some 
higher.  Aniline  colors  are  particularly  unobtainable.  So 
far  no  suitable  dye-stuff  has  been  produced  in  America  to

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Editorial  Chronicle  and  Comment 


IN  the  Ccir^e  of  nearly  every  item  of  .-tatioiiery  mer- 
chandise, the  cost  of  production  lias  advanced 
greatly.  P^lsevvhere  in  this  issue  some  reasons  for 
such  advances  are  set  furth,  coming  from  authorita- 
tive sources.  Dealers  shoidd  take  advantage  of  every 
good  occasion  to  impress  upon  the  puhlic  that  they 
should  he  prei)ared  to  |)ay  .")()  per  cent,  extra  or  even 
more  for  their  retpiirements  in  .stationery. 

Tlierc  have  liceii  articles  in  recent  i.ssues  dealing 
])articularly  with  different  classes  of  manufactured 
stationery.  Tlie-e  and' such  information  as  contained 
in  tlie  connnimications  and  interviews  appearing  in 
this  issue  of  IJookskli.ick  and  Stationkk,  ii\  which 
manufacturers  give  specific  information  on  this  sul)- 
ject,  arc  eminently  suitahle  for  publication  in  the 
news])aper>.  Editors  would,  no  douht.  he  glad  to  use 
such  articles  were  they  brought  to  their  attention  and 
this  should  be  done  l)y  the  retail  stationers  in  their 
respective  towns. 

Every  merchant  knows  how  unreasonable  niany 
|>eoiile  are  when  increased  prices  are  asked  for  goods 
which  they  have  bought  at  a  certain  figure  for  per- 
hai)s  a  score  of  years,  and  con.<equently  the  idea  sug- 
gested should  be  acted  upon  so  a.s  to  educate  the  con- 
sumer to  accustom  liimself  to  the  new  order  of 
things. 

If  this  object  is  not  accomplished  in  some  man- 
ner or  f)ther.  there  is  a  danger  that  retailers  will 
a'bsorh  extra  costs  and  do  with  a  much  smaller  mar- 
gin than  is  reasonable. 

Bookseller  .vnd  Stationer  wishes  to  sound  a 
note  of  warning  in  this  connection,  because  the  result 
of  such  a  course  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  retailers, 
cannot  fail  to  be  disastrous.  Success  in  business  de- 
l)ends  upon  ade(piate  profits  and  many  merchants 
have  still  to  come  to  a  full  appreciation  of  the  extent 
of  the  actual  cost  of  doing  business. 

.\ny  retailer  who  is  still  in  the  habit  of  as.*ociating 
costs  and  profits  on  the  invoice  price  of  goods  in  rela- 
tion to  the  ))rice  at  which  he  sells  them,  should  get 
out  of  that  frame  of  mind.  He  should  investigate 
and  determine  his  co<t  of  doing  busines-.  This,  of 
course,  will  vary,  with  ditt'erent  merchants,  but  20 
per  cent,  may  be  quoted  as  probably  the  average. 
Therefore,  Mr.  Average  Dealer,  shoidd,  when  con- 
sidering the  cost  of  an  article  invoiced  at  one  dollar 
fix  that  cost  in  his  mind  as  $1.00  PLrs  20  per  cent. 


OK  THE  KKT.vii,  PRICE.  TlicB,  should  temptation 
come  in  the  way  of  an  offer  of  $1.25  for  that  article 
fi'om  a  customer  who  makes  it  a  ])ractice  to  l)eat 
down  prices,  saying  that  he  will  buy  it  at  $1.2")  or 
not  at  all,  the  dealer  will  realize  that  he  will  be  money 
in  pocket  by  foregoing  that  sale  instead  of  accepting 
the  $1  .2")  and  reposing  in  a  fool's  paradise,  meidally 
n>suring  himself  that,  anyway,  he  made  2")c  profit. 

.\  far  better  way  would  be  to  demonstrate  to  that 
customer  that  the  article  in  (pie.<tion,  a.ssuming  the 
retail  jirice  to  be  $1.50,  actually  cost  him  $1. •■'.(). 

'I'his  illustration  will  be  sufficient  to  convince 
any  merchant  of  the  neces,sity  foi'  passing  on  increases 
in  his  costs  to  the  consumer,  otherwise  there  will  be 
a  danger  of  lessened  ])rofits  entirely  wiping  out  that 
margin  between  the  actial  co~t  of  good-  an  '  the 
retail  prices  wliich  they  bring.

win-  rHADE-MARKKI)  rRODlKJTSf 

Tl;.\I)E-M.\RKEl)  or  branded  articles  are  of 
great  value  to  both  the  i)roducers  and  consumers 
of  goods  of  all  kinds.  They  are  likewise  profitable  for 
the  distributor  to  handle.  \\'hy?  IJecause  trade- 
marked  articles  greatly  stinudate  the  manufacturer 
constantly  to  increa.-ie  the  quality.  And  upon  quality 
depends  consumption. 

A  manufacturer  who  discovers  methods  (tf  mak- 
ing his  goods  better  than  his  competitor,  needs  some 
way  of  having  those  goods  identified.  If  he  puts 
better  material  into  a  papeterie  and  makes  it  more 
attractive  otherwise,  he  should  not  lose  those  advant- 
ages. AVhen  people  get  to  know  these  qualities,  they 
will  associate  them  with  the  trade-mark  of  the  fi'rm. 

In  the  United  States,  there  is  now  before  the 
Congre&«!  a  bill,  the  jnn-pose  of  which  is  to  enable 
manufacturers  to  fix  the  resale  prices  of  trade-marked 
articles.  Such  a  measure  would  eliminate  cut-throat 
competition  on  the  part  of  mail  oader  houses,  in 
ti'ade-mai-ked  good-.

KJAM1NAT1N(^  liANKni'PTCY  EVILS 

IT  was  pointed  out  at  the  recent  convention  of  re- 
tailers at  Kegina  that  merchants  have  not  yet  de- 
veloped foresight  enough  to  i)revent  bankruptcy  over- 
taking some  of  their  fellow  traders. 

One  evil  resulting  therefiom  consists  in  throwing 
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l)aiikrui)t  stocks  on  tlie  market.  Tliese  are  often  sold 
at  sreatly  reduced  prices.  They  enter  into  competi- 
tion witli  tlie  man  wlio  has  up  to  tliat  lime  e.-caped 
hankruptcy.  His  trade  is  reduced.  He  ofteii  wonders 
if  lie  will  escape  the  same  fate  of  his  bankrupt  side- 
kicker. 

Some  merchants  in  the  We<t  aie  of  the  opiuidii 
the  Ketail  Trust  Com])any  will  do  much  to  hint  (Uit 
the  evil  of  bankrupt  stocks.  Trust  comi>anies  have 
given  the  assurance  that  if  they  secure  a  l)ankrui)t 
.■^tock  the  merchants  in  that  town  will  he  i^iven  the 
option  of  huyiiiM'  the  stock  at  the  hi.uhest  hid  made 
at  the  assignees'  sale. 

W  merchants  do  not  want  to  load  up  with  this 
suj)erHuous  Mock  the  evil  will  still  remain.  H'  one 
merchant  <xq\<  ,dl  the  stock,  would  it  not  he  logical 
for  him  to  sell  them  at  bankrupt  prices?

DIRECTOR  OF  RECRUiriXO  XKEDKI) 

THE  recruiting  question  continues  to  be  a  serious 
one  to  many  industrial  establishments.  Many 
men  whose  services  are  of  the  greatest  value  to  Canada 
and  the  Empire  are  volunteering  from  a  sense  of 
duty  for  service  (tverseas,  wliile  thousands  of  un- 
trained young  men.  who  could  be  spared,  are  not 
responding  to  the  calls  of  the  recruiting  agents. 

Condemnation  of  the  ^linisters  of  Labor  and 
Militia  is  not  confined  to  Eastern  Canada  for  not 
getting  together  on  the  question,  but  we  are  hearing 
it  from  the  West.  The  Regina  Leader,  in  quoting 
from  an  article  in  The  Einancial  Tost.  i)ublished  by 
the  MacLean  Publishing  Company,  says: 

"The  wlinlp  roiintiy  is  lie' oiiiintr  ai-DUsed  over  tlu> 
(luestion  of  rpcruiting,  aiul  with  particular  reference  to 
the  alisciice  iif  any  leadership  from  Ottawa,  and  the 
failure  ef  the  Militia  authorities  to  provide  any  system. 
People  are  only  now  beKinning  to  awaken  to  tile  cianper 
to  the  country  if  tlie  haphazard,  happy-go-lucky  way 
of  enlisting  men  is  to  continue.  The  demand  for  a  ii.i- 
tiiinal  registration  of  the  manhood  of  the  Dominion 
is  increasing,  wliile  talk  of  conscription  is  heard  from 
many   places." 

What  is  needed  is  a  Director-General  of  Re- 
cruiting, a  good  executive  officer,  who  will  adopt  a 
methodical,  business-like  proce(hire.

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OUR  DUTY  TO  RETURNED  SOLDIERS 

THE  time  has  come  for  Canada  to  make  good  the 
promi.ses  of  the  hysterical  days  of  the  war.  To- 
day her  sons,  some  of  them,  return  to  seek  their 
strange  place  in  a  new  scheme  of  things. 

It  is  more  than  money  that  tha«e  men  work  for. 
It  is  that  understanding  that  is  born  of  a  generous 
sym-pathy  steeped  in  a  warm  imagination  that  can 
conceive  of  the  horrors  they  have  been  subjected  to 
and  that  makes  large  allowance  for  the  shortcomings 
that  they  bring  with  them  into  civil  life.  Is  it 
humanly  po.^sible  for  a  man  who  has  stood  the  .strain 
of  months  of  trench  warfare  to  be  as  other  men,  his 
looks  of  health  notwithstanding?  He  has  scraped 
his  dearest  friends  off  his  clothes.  He  has  withstood 
the  shock  of  charges  and  the  tense  tumult  of  counter- 
charge. He  has  for  months  lived  under  every  hellish 
variety  of  modern  death,  perhaps  he  has  been  ga.-sed, 
the  tissue  of  his  lungs  hurnt  out.  his  brain  .seared  and 
certain  cells  clo.sed  forever,  and  has  perhaps  gone 
through  tliat  most  awful  trial  that  modern  artillery 
can  bring  to  l)ear  on  a  body  of  men  "the  preparation 
for  the  infantry  attack,"  a  concentrated  inferno  of 
noise  and  gas  and  blood  and  death  that  leaves  its 
poor  victims  stunned  and  dazed,  irresolute  of  limb 
and  mind.  Can  the.«e  men  be  as  other  men  in  one 
year  or  two  or  three?  Never.  Always  they  will  bear 
in  their  mind  the  cicatrice  of  it,  long  after  kindly 
memory  has  enabled  them  very  largely  to  forget  the 
detail.  Their  wounds  heal.  Agony  leaves  their  eyes. 
They  do  not  return  to  Canada  until  sufficient  time 
has  elapsed  to  allow  of  this  much.  But  their  sick 
minds  with  its  scar  of  sorrow  and  pain  undreamt  of 
here,  that  has  destroyed  their  very  thought  impulses 
and  dried  up  the  very  springs  of  action  they 
bring  home  to  Canada  to  heal  in  the  blessed  quiet  of 
an  uneventful  life  which  they  must  largely  slip 
through  unobtrusively,  all  joy  of  action,  all  hope  of 
initiative  hopelessly  lost  to  them. 

And  it  is  peculiarly  the  task  of  those  who  remain 
to  recognize  this  fact  and  give  to  them  in  this  condi- 
tion which  is  often  so  dull  and  so  elusive  in  its 
operation  as  to  defy  recognition  even  by  its  unhappy 
victims,  a  rich  forbearance  that  will  remember  what 
they  have  gone  through  and  that  will  condone  even 
though  it  condemns. 

They  have  borne  all  that  alone.  Now  must  they 
too  bear  all  this  alone.  As  never  before  in  the  history 
of  the  workl  are  there  men  who  crave  the  helping 
hand  in  word  and  thought  and  deed.  Deeds  are 
tangible  and  imply  the  securing  of  positions,  the 
gift  of  goods  and  money.  But  more  important  is  the 
Christ-like  tolerance  for  the  man  who  lacks  and  the 
inspiring  presence  of  an  enveloping  kindliness  that 
the  passage  of  years  will  not  erase  and  that  will  for- 
ever remain  an  inspiring  vein  of  pure  gold  in  the 
metal  of  our  national  life. 
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ON  this,  the  third  anniversary  of 
the  meeting  at  which  the  retail 
merchants  of  Saskatchewan  or- 
ganized, the  convention  was  again 
held  in  Regina;  and,  as  in  1913,  more 
than  400  retailers  from  the  North  and 
South  of  the  Province  gathered  to  dis- 
cuss the  many  problems  of  import- 
ance to  them. 

Perhaps  the  chief  amongst  these 
problems  is  that  of  the  invasion  of  the 
mail-order  house,  and  during  the  con- 
vention a  great  deal  of  attention  was 
devoted  to  this  question. 

An  exceedingly  good  idea  of  what 
this  Saskatchewan  association  has  ac- 
complished in  the  three  years  it  has 
been  in  existence  is  given  in  the  ad- 
dress of  the  President,  Mr.  George  A. 
Mayee  of  Maybee-Kennedy,  Ltd.,  Moose 
Jaw.  Mr.  Maybee  was  just  completing 
his  second  term  as  president  of  the  live 
association,  and  was  in  a  position  both 
to  review  the  work  done  and  to  utter 
a    warning    against    certain    dangers 

which,  he  felt,  threaten  the  highest  usefulness  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

In  the  course  of  his  address,  which  he  termed  a  heart-to- 
heart  talk  with  his  fellow  members, — and  Mr.  Maybee  is  a 
wizard  at  such  heart-to-heart  talks — he  said: 

While  1  say  we  are  laboring  under  a  terrible  gloom,  we  have 
in  th.b  country  a  great  deal  to  be  thauklul  fur,  for  what  kind 
I'ri)vi(leiice  has  gnen  to  I's  in  iue  past  twelve  months.  We  have 
been  blessed  by  the  greatest  harvest  our  country  has  ever  known, 
and  inusperity  is  fast  becumuig  within  the  reach  of  every  retail 
niCK  liaut.  in  the  I'rovince  of  .Saskatchewan.  And  times  are  very 
much  different  commercially  than  they  were  .i  year  ago,  due 
to  bank  resei'ves  having  accumulated,  trade  and  commerce  devel- 
oped, and  \\e  are  enjoying,  at  the  present  time  a  couimercial 
condiliou  far  6.ni)erior  to  the  one  in  which  we  were  in  twelve 
months  iigo  to-day.  So  at  this  cunvention  this  afternoon  we  have 
a  great   deal  to   be  thankful   for   indeed. 

We  one  a  great  deal  to  tlie  present  Government  of  the  i'rovince 
of  .Saskatchewan  for  taking  upon  itself  the  responsibility  of  wiping 
from  thib  province,  and  1  believe  for  all  time  to  come,  the  Injuor 
traflic  as  it  was  being  conducted  by  the  liar  room  system  of 
the  Province  of  S.iskatchewan.  I  don't  know  of  any  commercial 
institution  that  received  as  much  direct  benefit  from  the  elimiu- 
atiiig  of  this  wholesale  waste  of  money  as  the  retail  meridiants 
of  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan.  We  are  told,  and  quite  rightly 
told,  that  this  manner  was  brought  about  by  the  people.  I 
heartily  agree  with  every  man,  that  there  never  was  a  piece 
of  legislation  worthy  of  the  name  of  legislation  in  any  I'rovince 
but  was  placed  there  by  the  hands  of  the  iieople  themselves.  I 
refer  to  majorit.v  rule,  and  I  will  be  glad,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  the 
time  is  not  far  off,  and  resolutions  of  that  kind  are  very  acceptable 
to  this  convention,  when  the  present  dispensary  system  as  oper- 
ated Ijy  our  Government  to-day  shall  be  wiped  out  absolutely.  I 
want  to  be  fair  in  n;.v  comments.  I  want  to  give  honor  to  whom 
honor  is  due.  I  compliment  the  Government  very  highly  indeed 
for  wiping  out  the  bar  rooms  in  Saskatchewan,  l)Ut  upon  my 
standing  as  a  man,  I  hereby  condemn  and  abh.jr  the  dispensary 
system  as  it  is  being  condui'ted  at  the  present  time.  It  grieves 
me.  it  hurts  me  from  both  sides  and  within,  to  see  our  jieople. 
our  retail  merchants,  ta.xed  to  the  limit  by  levies  for  one  kind 
and  another.  In  order  that  our  boys  in  khaki  ma.v  be  fully  and 
proiierly  eciuipped  for  the  task  that  is  before  them,  aud  to  see 
an  institution  pouring  that  accuised  liquid  of  fire  into  our  boys 
in  kjiaki  freely  and  fully  in  wholesale  (lUJintlties.  I  will  ask 
this  convention  In  the  first  place  to  consider  if  it  is  not  within 
our  rights  that  we  should  ask  this  Governnu'Ut  of  the  Province 
of  Saskatchewan  if  it  is  not  an  opportune  time  to  wipe  out 
this  dispensary  system  absolutel.v  and  altogether.  It  certaiuly 
must  be  time  when  they  shall  cease  to  hand  out  in  any  shape 
or  form  to  the  soldiers  of  the  King  the  free  will  offerings  of 
the   bonzeorlums. 

This  Dominion  Hoard  situation,  I  might  say.  Is  not  all  tliat 
it  should  be.  I  am  going  to  talk  plainly  to  you  when  I  say  It  is 
not  satisfactory  to  us  at  all,  because  we  are  called  upon  to  pay 
into   the  treasury   of  tliis   Association   a    i)er  capita   tax,   while   we 
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as  an  .\ssociation  in  Western  Canada  cannot  figure  anything  that 
we  are  receiving  of  any  importance  to  us  in  the  world,  and  we 
l)romised  you  last  year  that  we  would  not  invest  a  dollar  of  your 
money  in  anything,  without  your  consent,  where  we  could  not 
rdiow  you   that  we  would  receive  some  direct  benefit  in   return. 

Tlie  re<iuirements  of  the  Kast  are  not  fitted  to  the  reciuirements 
of  tlie  West.  Business  is  C'onducted  in  the  East  very  differently 
from  the  West.  Their  system  of  business  Is  not  applicable  to 
ours,  and  ours  is  not  applic.ible  to  theirs.  So  you  will  be  asked 
at  this  convention  to  consider  the  advisability  of  organizing  a 
Western  Branch  of  the  Dominion  Board,  taking  In  the  four 
Western  Provinces,  owned,  controlled,  manned  and  managed  by 
ourselves.  This  will  not  interfere  in  any  way  with  our  strength 
as  a  Dominion  Board.  It  will  add  to  our  strength,  because 
if  it  is  necessary  to  go  to  the  fathers  at  Ottawa  to  receive  any- 
thing by  way  of  legislation,  the  Eastern  and  Western  Boards 
could  unite  on  the  same,  but  there  are  sometimes  many  things 
<-rop  up  that  are  required  in  some  of  the  I'rovincial  I'arliamencs 
of  Western  Canada,  that  we  need  the  united  support  of  every 
member  of  the  whole  Western  Branch,  to  put  them  through. 
You  can  see  the  sense  of  that,  I  am  sure.  If  a  certain  matter 
comes  up  In  a  certain  Province,  and  it  is  necessary  and  fair 
and  useful,  It  is  our  duty  as  a  Western  Board  to  assist  that 
Province  with  all  the  power  tli.it  is  in  ns.  to  put  that  legislation 
through,  because  it  has  a  doublcfold  effect,  if  it  Is  defeated  in 
the  four  provinces.  If  it  is  carried  in  the  one  province,  it  goes 
a  long  Vt:\y  to  carry  it  in  tlie  other  provinces,  but  the  greatest 
duty  we  have  to  perform  as  retail  merchants  In  this  Province  is 
not  so  much  to  seek  legislation  as  it  is  to  prevent  legislation 
that  Is  detrimental  to  our  rights,  so  the  Idea  of  the  Western 
Board  is  just  as  much  to  prevent  legislation  as  it  is  to  seek 
legislation. 

We  have  had  in  this  Province  the  last  year  one  of  the  wicked- 
est things  I  ever  heard  told  in  my  lifetime  by  way  of  proposed 
legislation,  and  that  was  when  the  Credit  Men's  Association  went 
to  Hegina  and  tried  to  have  a  measure  passed  by  tlie  Goveinment 
that  ail  assignees  of  every  nature,  liy  Act  of  Parliament,  sIii  uld 
be  turned  over  to  the  Credit  Men's  Association  rf  the  Province 
of  Saskatchewan.  We  went  to  Regina  when  that  possibility  came 
up  and  we  blocked  it,  and  we  stopped  it.  Of  (ourse  they  lieard 
that  we  had  in  mind  the  idea  of  forming  cur  own  retail  trust 
company,  and  with  this  idea  in  view  they  tried  to  slip  acr.ss  this 
legislation.  You  will  be  glad  to  know,  gentlemen,  how  this  thing 
turned  out.  This  proposition  of  theirs  failed  and  the  Retail 
Merchants'  Trust  Company  Is  to-day  on  the  Statutory  Board  of  the 
Province  of  Saskatchewan. 

We  have  not  yet  developed  far  enough  to  have  foresight 
enough  to  prevent  some  of  the  merchants  becoming  bankrupt.. 
I  believe  the  idea  of  th  Retail  Trust  Company  will  go  a  Icng 
way  to  eliminate  that  evil,  but  If  bankrupt  storks  are  to  be  put 
on  the  mai'Uet.  we  have  been  assured  this  much  from  the  differ- 
ent trust  companies,  and  that  is,  when  a  bankrupt  stock  is  in  your 
town,  tliat  we  have  the  option  of  purchasing  the  stock  in  this 
manner ; 

.\fter  the  assignees  receive  the  highest  bid  they  can  get,  they 
have  agreed  to  give  the  merchants  of  that  town  the  option  of  buying 
the  stock  at  that  price. 

Y'our    small    debt    court,    we    were   successful,    as    you    will    le

meiiiber,  iii  having  legisliitioii  passed, 
whereby  all  sums  up  to  $50.00  may  be 
fillectecl,  before  your  ijoiiee  magistrate, 
aiid  a  judgment  gr.intid  thjicun  withoiu 
cost  to  you.  This  has  been  raised  to 
,  $100.00.  With  this  additional  that  any 
amount  over  and  above  $.j-0  when  .luil^- 
nieut  has  been  signed,  if  there  is  uo 
other  way  of  collecting  it,  it  may  be 
registeied  against  the  land. 

How  can  we  imjjiove  lUir  liuying  pow- 
ers '.' 

Am  I  in  favor  of  <o-iiperative  buying 
gentlemen?  I  hope  you  may  never  mis- 
understand nu'.  I  don't  give  one  snap 
whetlier  yen  agree  with  me  or  not,  bui 
I  do  hope  the  time  will  never  come  that 
I  may  be  misunderstood.  Co-operative 
buying  certainly.  How  can  we  do  it? 
Through  the  Merchants  Consiolidateil, 
through  the  Canadian  Supply  Company. 
I  do  not  know,  but  there  is  one  thing 
that  I  want  to  niakc^  i)laiii  here,  .lud 
1  want  it  to  be  heard  in  all  corners  of 
this  building,  that  the  Retail  Merchants' 
.Vssiiciation  of  the  Province  never  has 
been,  and  personally  I  liope  will  never  be. 
attached  in  any  shape  or  form  with  any 
merchandising  institution  of  any  kind. 
If  I  understand  the  Uetail  .Mer<diaiil  s' 
Afis.iciation  rightly,  we  are  a  piotective 
institution,  we  have  tried  to  harninnii'.e 
merchants,  we  have  tried  to  enact  laws 
that  will  give  equal  rights  to  all  and 
special  iirivileges  to  none.  We  believe 
that  leglsl.-ition  that  is  ijood  for  tl;e 
meridiant  in  Saskatoon  .s  ci|ually  goon 
for  the  merchant  in  Swift  Current,  and 
the  legislation  for  the  niercliant  in  Grand 
Coulee  is  equally  good  tor  the  mercliant 
in  Mortlach.  .\nd  we  are  a  united  fam- 
ily, thank  C5od,  and  as  long  as  the  spec- 
ial privilege  part  of  it  is  struck  out  w  •• 
always  will  be.  There  are  three  things 
that  have  broken  np  families,  they  have 
separated  man  from  his  wife,  they  have 
divided  partnerships,  they  have  elimin- 
ated friendsliips.  tliey  h,-ivc  husteil  con 
fidence,  am  these  thrp<>  things  are  re- 
ligion, eominerclalis'.ation  and  politics. 
We  have  eliminated  everylhing  of  a  po' 
itieal  nature.  You  helped  me  kill  that 
last   year  so  nolily,   I   will   never  forget  it. 

During  the  Convention,  Mr.  Henry 
Detchon,  general  manager  of  tli? 
Canadian  Credit  Men's  Associatioi 
delivered  an  address  in  wrhich  he 
made  it  clear  that  this  association 
aims  to  work  hand  in  hand  with  the 
retailer.    As  he  said: 

"The  Canadian  Credit  MenV  A.s- 
sociation  aimsi  to  help  the  retailer  to 
place  his  business  on  a  sounder  basis. 
Our  chief  object  is  to  eliminate  the 
crook  from  business  and  thus  help 
all  classes  of  trade.  During  the 
course  of  the  preceedings,  however, 
Mr.  Detchon  had  it  very  closely 
brought  to  his  attention  that  the  re- 
tailers present  do  not  see  eye  to  eye 
with  the  Credit  Men's  Association  on 
every  subject.  The  chief  grievance 
has  been  the  selling  of  bankrupt 
stocks  by  the  Credit  Men's  Associa- 
tion, but  legislation  has  been  secured 
which  practically  prevents  merchants 
of  a  town  suffering  by  reason  of  a 
bankrupt  stock  sale. 

In  the  Secretary's  report  Mr.  F. 
E.  Raymond  had  something  to  say 
about  the  mail-order  competition 
question  and  also  about  the  question 
of  fire  insurance.  Sections  from  his 
address  dealing  with  these  subjects 
are  herewith  quoted : 

Mail    Order    Competition. 

During  the  past  year  the  suliject  of 
mail  order  competition  has  received  a 
great  deal  of  our  attention.  It  has  many 
times  been  proposed  that  we  endeavor 
to  iiave  a  tax  levied  on  mail  order  liouses 
for  the  business  done  outside  of  the 
municiiiality    in    which    they    are    locateil. 
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or  on  their  catalogues.  Your  executive  has  never  considereil  that 
the  iiiipositicn  of  such  a  tax  would  meet  the  ease,  for  reasons 
that  have  already  been  explained  In  the  columns  of  our  maga- 
zine, "The  'Retailer."  It  is  considered  that  the  onlv  me.ins  b.v 
which  this  competition  can  be  met  is  to  fight  mail  order  hongr-'-; 
with  their  own  weapons— that  is,  improve  our  liuving  facilities; 
.•  nd    service  to   tlie   pulilic. 

A  plan  has  been  developed  b.v  -nhich  this  cm  be  done,  and 
which  will  be  exi)l;.ined  to  .vou  during  the  course  of  this  con- 
vention. 

Fire    Insurance 

As  is  now  generall.v  kiiuwi)  the  charter  fdr  a  lictail  .\Ici(  h.ints' 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Cnmjian.v  was  secured  in  August  last, 
and  this  <())upan.v  has.  lieeii  writing  business  since  the  1»t  of 
September,  1915,  with  fairl.v  satisfactor.v  results  .although  there 
are  still  a  great  man.v  members  of  the  Association  who  have 
not  yet  placed   a  policy  with   us. 

The  aim  of  the  company  is  to  eventually  give  memlxTs  of  the 
Assiciation  insurance  at  ccst.  iu  the  meanwhile  accumulating  a 
surplus  in  order  that  the  lines  written  may  he  increased  from 
time  to  time  as  the  reserve  fund  warrants.  The  first  annual 
Miceting  of  the  company  is  to  be  held  at  10.20  to-morrow  morn 
ing,  when  a  comjilcte  report  will  be  submitted.  Mr.  J.  W.  Rlack, 
a  thoroughly  experienced  insurance  man,  is  in  charge  cf  this 
department,  and  in  addition  to  issuing  policies  he  has  done  a 
great  d,eal  of  good  work  in  checking  the  policies  of  other  com- 
panies to  see  that  they  are  properly  worded  and  that  our  mem- 
bers are  getting  the  protection  for  which  they  are  paying.  Every 
member  of  this  As.vociafion  is  urged  to  take  advantage  of  this 
service,   which   is   free  for  the  asking. 

Another  section  of  his  address — interesting  as  showing 
the  assistance  the  Retail  Merchants'  Association  of  Sas- 
katchewan is  aiming  to  give  its  members — dealt  with  the 
question  of  advertising.  On  this  subject  Mr.  Raymond  had 
this  to  say: 

A  new  departure  in  connection  with  our  work  is  that  of  an 
advertising  department  in  clnirge  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Kell.  This  has 
been  started  as  a  result  of  eiifjuiries  made  which  go  to  show 
that  a  great  deal  of  money  is  wasted  annually  in  worthless 
advertising.  Any  member  is  entitled  to  free  siiggeati<in  regarding 
Ids  advertising  campaigns,   and  at   nominal  cost. 

What  was  perhaps  the  most  warmly  discussed  question 
dealt  with  two  companies  which  have  just  grown  up  in  the 
West,  having  as  their  object  the  consolidation  of  buying  so 
that  the  retail  merchant  may  get  prices  which  will  enable 
him  to  successfully  compete  with  the  big  mail-order  houses. 
The  Merchants  Consolidated  was  shown  to  have  a  number  of 
stockholders  among  the  members  of  the  Saskatchewan  As- 
sociation. The  Canadian  Supplies  Co.,  which  has  practic- 
ally grown  up  with  the  Association,  and  which  has  as  its 
managing  director  Mr.  J.  L.  S.  Hutchinson,  treasurer  of  the 
Saskatchewan  Association,  was  also  shown  to  have  share- 
holders in  the  convention. 

Representatives  from  both  these  companies  addressed 
the  members  in  session  from  which  all  but  the  regular 
members  and  representatives  of  the  trade  press  were  ex- 
cluded. Then  the  tremendous  business  done  by  mail-order 
houses  in  the  West  was  discussed.  Mr.  Hutchinson,  as  al- 
ways, was  ready  with  figures,  and  put  forward  these  com- 
panies to  enable  co-operative  buying  as  the  remedy  which 
would  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  retailer  in  fighting  these 
big  mail-order  houses. 

Finally  it  was  determined  that  a  committee  composed 
of  a  representative  from  the  Merchants'  Consolidated,  the 
Canadian  Supply  Co.  and  from  the  Executive  of  the  Sas- 
katchewan Retail  Merchants'  Association  should  consider 
the  whole  question  with  the  object  of  trying  to  form  an 
amalgamation  of  the  two  companies,  getting  them  on  a 
basis  which  would  make  it  easier  for  merchants  to  take 
advantage  of  the  service  they  claim  to  offer.  This  commit- 
tee will  report  at  the  convention  next  year,  but  before  that 
time  will  discuss  matters  with  the  executive. 

As  usual,  there  was  a  good  deal  of  competition  on  the 
part  of  various  Saskatchewan  cities  which  wanted  to  secure 
the  convention  for  1917.  After  Saskatoon,  Moose  Jaw, 
Weyburn  and  Swift  Current  had  extended  invitations,  the 
delegates 'were  given  a  good  laugh  when  a  member  arose 
and  solemnly  proposed  that  they  should  next  year  convene 
at  the  Willow  Bunch.  As  he  put  forward  the  advantages  of 
this  place,  which  is  35  miles  from  the  nearest  railway  sta- 
tion, the  delegates  laughed  uproariously.  Finally,  it  was 
determined  that  the  1917  gathering  should  be  held  in 
Moose  Jaw. 


The  election  of  officers  was  then  held,  but  before  this 
came  to  a  vote  G.  A.  Maybee  and  W.  W.  Cooper,  last  year's 
president  and  first  vice-president,  advised  the  Association 
that  it  would  be  absolutely  impossible  for  them  to  accept 
office  this  year.  The  announcement  was  received  with 
very  evident  regret,  but  members  realized  that  others  should 
be  ready  to  take  up  the  heavy  burden  of  these  positions. 
Th  election  resulted  as  follows: 

President — A.  A.  Evans,  Outlook,  Saskatchewan,  Gen- 
eral Merchant. 

First  Vice-President— H.  B.  MacPherson,  Regina,  Sask., 
Men's  Wear  Dealer. 

Vice-President — S.  W.  Smith,  General  Merchant,  Wey- 
burn, Sask. 

Secretary — F.  E.  Raymond,  Saskatoon. 
Treasurer,  J.    L.   F.   Hutchinson,   Hardware   Merchant, 
Saskatoon. 

Organizei-s — J.  F.  Brayler  and  G.  W.  Anderson. 

A.  A.  Evans,  the  new  president,  is  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  Evans  &  Lougheed,  Outlook,  Sask.,  and  has  always  taken 
a  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  the  association.  He  has  been 
a  retailer  for  28  years.  He  started  in  business  with  $317 
in  cash  and  as  he  says  himself,  has  held  his  own  ever  since. 
Mr.  Evans  thanked  the  members  for  the  honor  conferred  up- 
on him  and  assured  them  that  his  best  efforts  would  be  used 
to  further  the  interests  of  the  association.  Mr.  Evans  eulo- 
gized the  work  of  the  retiring  president,  Mr.  Maybee,  and 
referred  to  the  splendid  progress  which  had  been  made  dur- 
ing the  latter's  term  as  president. 

Subsequently  by  a  unanimous  vote  Mr.  Maybee  was 
elected  honorary  president  of  the  association.

A  new  book  issued  in  May  entitled,  "Lawn  Tennis 
Les.sons  for  Beginners"  may  he  described  as  a  concise, 
lucid  and  complete  course  of  instruction  in  the  first  prin- 
ciples of  tennis,  prepared  by  one  who  is  both  an  expert 
player  and  a  veteran  writer,  J.  Parmly  Paret. 

H.  H.  Powers'  "The  Things  Men  Fight  For,"  is  a 
consideration  of  the  fundamental  reasons  which  have  led 
each  of  the  European  nations  into  war,  and  H.  G.  Wells's 
"What  Is  Coming,"  an  examination  of  social  conditions 
as  they  will  exist  after  the  war.

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Bigger  Business  in  Office  Specialties 

No  Line  of  Goods  Easier  to  Sell— Volume  of  Business  Can  Easily  Be  Increased— Meet- 
ing- Competition  of  Out-of-Town  Concerns 


No  meic'handise  in  the  shops  of  tlie  booksellers  and 
slationers  is  easier  to  sell  than  the  more  familiar 
items  of  office  supplies.  Ofifice  men  will  frequently 
come  into  the  store  and  on  such  occasions  the  stationer 
should  make  it  a  point  to  draw  attention  to  recent  intro- 
ductions and  to  remind  them  of  well-known  soods  which 
every  office  requires  from  time  to  time.  Tiie  averase  office 
man,  it  will  be  found,  will  gladly  spend  time  in  looking 
over  office  specialties  and  the  natural  outcome  in  most 
cases  will  be  sales  that  would  nut  ollicrwise  have  taken 
place. 

Think  of  the  xolunie  of  business  that  j>:(ies  to  out-of- 
town  stationery  salesmen  from  the  offices  of  manufactur- 
ing- firms  and  other  oflices  in  the  larger  towns.  Western 
Ontario,  for  instance,  is  a  great  stamping  ground  for 
specialty  men  from  Toronto,  representing-  firms  who  are 
really  not  in  as  good  a  position  to  quote  close  jirices  and 
give  prompt  service,  as  tiie  local  dealers. 

One  of  the  trump  cards  of  the  traveling-  office  specialty 
salesmen  is  the  magic  word  "wholesale,"  the  impression 
is  left  that  they  are  representatives  of  wholesale  stationery 
houses.  What  a  surprise  some  of  their  customers  would 
have  if  they  could  see  the  "wholesale"  h<nise  in  the  form 
of  a  hall  bedroom  in  a  Toronto  boarding  h<uise.  Tiiat  is  no 
e.xag-geration  in  the  case  of  some  salesmen  who  have  done 
good  business  in  the  smaller  cities  and  larger  towns  of 
this  j)ro\ince,  but  of  course,  some  of  the  Tcu'onto  firms  are 
quite  extensive,  in  fact  their  enterprise  in  thus  making-  the 


whole  i)rovinee  a  contiibutory  territory  for  building  up 
trade  does  tiiem  credit  and  serves  to  prove  how  backward 
the  local  dealers  are  in  going  after  business  instead  of 
always  waiting  for  business  to  come  to  their  doors.  There 
is  a  wider  market  open  to  every  retail  stationer  and  if  he 
neglects  it  he  has  only  himself  to  blame  if  the  orders  are 
corralled  by  concerns  sendina-  out  salesmen  from  larger 
centres. 

Strengthen  the  Department 

There  are  a  few  merchants  who  are  now  devotino-  their 
entire  attention  to  the  stationery  and  office  specialty 
business  letting  other  lines  usually  found  in  stationery 
stores  go  by  the  board.  Even  if  the  store  is  maintained 
as  a  "stand-pat"  book  and  stationery  store,  embracing 
the  various  lines  which  have  come  to  be  identified  with 
such  a  business  in  this  country,  the  dealer  .should  eliminate 
fads  as  much  as  possible  and  strengthen  the  mainstays  of 
his  business,  one  of  the  chief  branches  being  the  office 
supply  trade. 

Aggressive  publicity  should  direct  the  attention  of  the 
whole  community  to  the  office  supply  department  and  the 
latter  should  be  maintained  on  a  sufficiently  complete 
scale  to  make  it  impressive.  If  that  is  done,  it  will  become 
a  Mecca  for  office  men,  but  the  li\e  dealer  will  ik  t  rest  at 
that.  He  or  his  outside  salesman,  will  make  periodical 
calls  at  tlie  different  offices  selling-  g<iods  to  the  office  nian 
riizht  in  his  office.

Home  Good  Suggestions  Brought  Out  in  an  Al)le  Article  i)v  an  Ontario  Dealer. 


IN  a  series  ol'  articles  on  "How  to  Iiicreasi'  Sales,"  con- 
tributed to  "The  I'icture  and  Art  Trade,'"  by  different 

men  engajjed  in  the  picture  and  ijicture-frainini;'  trade, 
a  particularly  good  article  was  one  l)y  W.  A.  Starnaman, 
a  Berlin,  Ontario,  dealer.  Followiiiii  are  some  extracts 
i'iom  his.  arti(de: 

What  is  tlie  l)est  method  of  j)ublicity  campaign?  This 
is  the  vital  part  of  the  l)usiness  to  my  mind:  T'^ir-st  in  :ni- 
portance  we  place  the  show  window.  This  is  always  work- 
ing (if  yon  do  your  i)art).  It  reaches  people  you  cannot 
reach  any  other  way;  the  stranger  in  tlie  city  for  the  day, 
the  busy  workman  wlu)  does  not  read  tlie  advertisements, 
the  man  and  woman  of  leisure  and  even  the  cliildren,  tlie 
future  customers,  can  be  attracted.  For  a  small  dealer 
the  newspaper  does  not  jirescnt  the  l)est  medium.  A  small 
advertisement  is  lost  in  the  large  ads.  and  I  have  found 
that  sometimes  1  haxc  had  to  hunt  for  my  own  ad.,  so  how- 
can  a  person  not  lookin'.^-  for  it  be  e.\-])ected  to  find  it? 
Blotters  are  a  cheap  but  elfective  form  of  advertising. 
They  need  not  be  costly.  A  neat  type  set  advertisement  in 
two  colors  will  be  just  as  useful  as  an  e.\'i)ensive  colored 
picture  blotter.  Tn  my  business  I  have  laid  away  tlu-ee 
per  cent,  of  the  toal  sales  each  week  I'oi'  an  ad\ertlsing 
fund. 

I  have  found  that  it  i)ays  to  buy  cheap  Ki.x'iO  colored 
pictures  and  {)rint  an  advertisement  on  the  hack  and  give 
them  away  free.  I  have  always  had  enough  returned  to  be 
framed  to  jiay  the  cost  of  the  pictures.  The  fault  with 
most  advertisers  is  that  they  get  such  an  expensive  calen- 
dar or  card  that  they  can  only  afford  to  ))urc'iase  a  small 
quantity.  These  they  give  to  a  chosen  few  of  their  friends, 
and  they  do  not  gain  much  in  advertising  and  they  also 
offend  those  of  their  customers  who  do  not  recei\e  one, 
as  they  feel  slighted.  My  plan  is  to  use  cheaper  adver- 
tising, but  get  enough  to  go  around.  For  ten  thousand 
population  we  used  three  thousand  blotters^ — two  thousand 
distributed  carefully  around  the  town  and  the  balance  en- 
closed in  every  parcel  leaving  the  store.  It  i)ays  to  get  an 
honest  person  to  do  ycur  distributing.  Boys  are  cheai)est, 
but  if  there  is  a  river  running  near  your  town  it  is  a  great 
teiii|)tation  to  the  boys  to  drop  a  few  (  ?)  in  to  save  time. 
I  have  u.sed  calendars,  phone  cards,  scribbling  pads,  fold- 
ers and  yardsticks.  Tn  fact,  anything  that  is  a  little 
different  from  the  ordinary  hand-bill  and  whenever  possi- 
ble something  that  is  useful  and  will  not  be  thrown  away 
as  soon  as  it  is  read.  Don't  spend'  more  than  you  can 
afford,  but  three  per  cent,  of  the  sales  is  not  overdoing  it. 
Get  the  public  to  think  jiicture  frames  every  time  your 
name  is  mentioned  and  you  are  on  the  road  to  lots  of 
work. 

A  tastily  arranged  sample  board  is  a  good  adxertise- 
ment  and  helps  to  sell  frames.  I  prefer  a  corner  showing 
about  five  or  six  inches  to  each  side.  On  the  back  T  have 
pasted  a  strip  of  paper  with  space  for  number  of  mould- 
ing, cost  and  selling  price  jier  foot,  also  s[)ace  for  rack 
number,  then  1  have  all  standard  sizes  from  8x10  to  22x28 
figured  up  with  glass  and  back  and  prices  marked.  In 
this  way  you  siave  a  lot  of  figuring  on  each  picture  and 
always  give  the  same  price  to  all.  It  is  a  lot  of  work  at 
first,  but  it  is  worth  all  it  costs  in  the  saving  of  time. 

Tn  the  work  room  good  tools  and  labor-saving  ma- 
chinery will  help  to  increase  efficiency,  enabling  you  to 
turn  out  more  work  in   tlie  same  time,  thus  iiiving  more 


time  for  attending  to  details  of  the  business  or  for  look- 
ing after  increasing  trade.  Ten  years  ago  my  outfit  con- 
sisted of  mitre  saw,  plane  and  a  foot  power  saw  for  cut- 
ting backing,  also  a  home-made  mat  cutter.  The  output 
was  1,200  frames  in  a  year.  Now  my  plant  contains  mitre 
saw,  mitre  planer,  mat  cutter,  oval  mat  cutter  and  a  card- 
board clioi)per  for  cuttinu'  cardboard  and  corrugated  pai)er 
backing  which  has  replaced  the  wood  liacks.  Last  year 
the  output  of  myself  with  a  boy's  liel])  in  rush  seasons 
only  was  2,890  frames.  In  addition  to  making  these 
frames  I  attended  to  the  store,  took  the  orders,  did  all  the 
Work  in  connection   with  the  business. 


Card  and  Gift  Novelty  Show

Sixty-two  displays  formed  the  annual  exhibition  of 
greeting  cards,  calendars  and  gift  novelties  held  in  the 
Hotel  Adeli)hi  at  Pliiladeli)liia,  May  22-27. 

There  were  more  buyers  as  well  than  in  previous 
years. 

Many  decided  novelties  were  shown,  with  distinct  ad- 
vances evidtmced  in  the  way  of  really  artistic  humorous 
and  novel  Christmas  greeting  cards.  "Musical  Greeting 
Cards"  won  much  attention  and  praise  as  did  a  variety  of 
■Ta|)anese  cards  and  calendars.  Gift  and  novelty  shop  mer- 
chandise was  shown  in  great  \ariety  impressing  the  visit- 
ing buyers  with  the  great  possibility  for  increasing  trade 
whicli  is  afforded  by  this  class  of  goods.. 

Card  Manufacturers  Meet 

The  National  Association  of  Greeting  Card  Manufac- 
turers of  the  I'nited  States  was  held  co-incident  with 
the  exposition  at  Pliiladelphia.  Important  among  the 
(|uestions  discussed  was  that  of  collections  and  payments 
for  samples.  It  was  decided  that  in  the  case  of  saleable 
samples,  to  the  extent  of  one  dollar  or  over  in  value,  that 
they  be  charged  to  the  dealer  at  50  per  cent,  of  the  whole- 
sale i)rice  so  as  to  adequately  protect  the  manufacturer. 
An  instance  of  trade  abuse  considering  samples  sent  out 
was  the  bold  complaint  made  by  one  retailer  who  in  ask- 
ing for  samples  made  this  request:  "Do  _not  mark  t!:e 
sample  cards  as  it  makes  them  unsaleable." 

The  (juestion  of  sending  out  free  sample  books  of 
I'ersonal  Christmas  greeting  cards  was  also  discussed,  but 
this  was  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  different  publishers. 


POST  CARDS  COMING  BACK 

Charles  Daly  of  one  of  the  big  i)ostcard  houses  of  the 
United  States  contributed  a  sensible  article  to  "Geyer's 
Stationer"  on  the  subject  of  the  falling  out  of  favor  of 
the  post  card.     He  says: 

"Chiefly,  the  cause  was  the  retailer — the  retailer  nio 
wanted  to  out.seH  his  rival  by  lowering  the  prices.  This 
made  a  demand  upon  the  manufacturer  for  cheaper  grades. 
It    di<l    bring    the    desired    effect — lower    prices — but    the 
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quality   was   also   lowered;    the   public   lost    interest   to   a 
(leiiree  and  sales  fell  off. 

In  order  to  have  met  the  lower  prices,  the  manufacturer 
had  to  i)rint  millions  of  j>ost  cards,  causing  an  over-pro- 
duction, and  flooding-  the  market.  This  left  a  heavy  sur- 
))lus  that  had  to  be  sold  regardless  of  cost,  so  no  one 
knew  tlie  price  for  to-morrow. 

Stores  bought  cheap  and  would  not  pay  right  jirices 
foi'  new  goods.  Right  here  the  trade  fell  off';  hundreds  of 
jobbers  failed  and  the  largest  part  of  tiie  makers  gave  uj) 
])roi]ucing  post  cards. 

The  surplus  stock  has  since  been  used  l)y  premium  and 
mail  order  firms.  The  results  are  the  market  is  clear  of  old 
stock  and  there  are  less  than  ten  manufacturers  who  sell 
tlie  jobbing  trade  the  year  round.  Prices  of  all  materials 
and  labor  are  going  uj)  daily,  making  i)ost  cards  expensive 
in  comjiarison  with  the  jjast.  In  the  future  the  post  card 
will  resume  much  of  its  lost  popularity.  The  dealer  nuist 
give  this  department  careful  attention.  It  cannot  be  run 
loosely.  It  requires  careful  scrutiny,  in  watching  what 
sells,  and  buying  wliat  the  public  and  the  trade  want, 
regarding  the  design,  ipiality  and  reading  text.  The  jirice 
is  last.  Buy  small  and  often.  If  you  sell  .50(1  cards  a 
nnrnth  then  buy  accordingly.  Do  not  stock  up  for  two 
or  more  months.  Oet  the  latest  cards,  always  change  your 
display,  and  keep  it  lo(jking  new  and  neat."

Some  Suggestions  for  the  5  to  25c.  Department 

Lines  of  Goods  That  Might  Siiitabh'  Be  Included  in  the  Stock  —  Some  Incidental  Re- 
marks About  the  Alleged  Encroachment  of  Dinggists  on  the  Preserves  of 
The  Bookseller  and  Stationer,    With  a  Point  or  Two  as  to  Retaliation 


THE  fi\f  to  twcnty-Hve  cent  department  would  he  a 
good  place  to  feature  houseliold  specialties  of  a  vari- 
ety not  usually  included  in  the  stores  of  stationers. 
Ti.ere  are,  of  course,  many  items  that  come  under  the 
<reneral  headinu'  of  stationery  nierchandise  sucli  as  pajjcr 
specialties,  includin<;'  crepe  pajier  tahle  napkins,  paper 
tahle  cloths,  waxed  paper  and  many  other  items  that  will 
readily  suggest  themselves  to  the  reader's  mind,  i^oods 
that  have  always  been  sold  in  tlie  stationers'  sho])s.  tint 
such  articles  as  coat  han<.':ers,  coat  and  hat  hooks,  ceilin^r 
hooks,  shelf  brackets,  hammers,  hatchets,  scissors,  pin- 
cers, gimlets,  awls  Mnd  numerous  other  udods  of  that  class 
are  seldom  to  be  had  at  these  stores. 

Nearly  all  stationers  sell  whisks,  tooth  hrnslies.  clothes 
l)ruslies  and  hair  brushes;  then  why  not  household  paint 
brushes,  sink  brushes,  bottle  brushes,  whitewash  brushes, 
dusters  and  other  goods  of  tliat  class? 

Go  into  any  5-lt)-15  cent,  store,  a  Woolworth  store, 
for  instance,  and  observe  particidarly  the  immense  variety 
of  merchandise  carried  in  stock.  Observe  too  the  effective 
manner  in  which  tliese  goods  are  shown.  That  accounts 
for  the  fact  tliat  the  average  wage  paid  to  the  girls  in 
such  sitores  is  smaller  tiian  in  other  stores;  the  merchan- 
dise is  so  promiscuousily  displayed,  with  tickets  indicating 
the  price,  that  very  often  the  girl  behind  the  counter  does 
not  become  useful  to  the  customer  until  the  purchase  is 
decided  upon.  All  that  remains  for  the  girl  to  do  is  to 
wrap  up  the  ""oods  and  accept  payment.  It  is  a  highly 
])rofitable  business  but  of  course  must  be  closely  watched. 
The  managers  of  the  syndicate  stores  must  be  alert  and 
keen  business  men  to  hold  their  positions.  They  have  to 
make  regular  reports  to  the  head  office  and  an  inspector 
visits  their  stores  regularly  at  comparatively  short  inter- 
vals. This  fact  is  mentioned  here  to  imi)ress  upon  the 
stationers  who  may  contemplate  adding  some  such  depart- 
ment so  their  stores,  that  it  will  require  close  supervision. 
But  given  tiiat,  it  will  amply  repay  the  investment  and  will 
compare  most  favorably  with  any  other  specific  class  of 
merchandise  sold  in  l)ook  and  stationery  stores. 

Include  Fishing  Tackle. 

Fishing  tackle  is  a  tiood  profitable  line  that  might  well 
be  included  in  such  a  department.  Many  stationers  al- 
ready sell  at  least  some  items  of  fishing  tackle  but  fre- 
(luently  disciples  of  Lsaak  Walton  go  into  these  stores  and 
come  out  disgusted  because  of  the  woefully  inadef|uate 
assortment  from  which  to  choose.  Putting  the  line  in  a 
five  to  twenty-five  cent  department  would  tend  to  induce 
the  dealers*  to  carry  more  complete  assortments  of  such 
articles  as  hooks,  reels,  baits,  flies,  furnished  lines,  sinkers, 
wooden  minnows,  not  to  mention  rods.  The  average 
amateur  will  be  satisfied  with  a  "fish-pole"  costing  him  a 
rpiarter,  but  of  course,  for  those  ext)erts  who  approximate 
in  their  experience  and  dexterity  to  the  title  of  "angler." 
more  expensive  rods  should  be  provided.  It  will  be  found 
that  some  of  these  enthusiasts  will  gladly  go  as  high  as 
$20  or  $25  for  a  rod  that  catches  their  fancy,  such  rods 
would  naturally  be  carried  in  the  sporting  goods  depart- 
ment. 


Drug  Sundries 

Coniiilaints  are  often  heaivl  from  the  "old  line"  book- 
seller and  stationer,  that  the  druggists  are  encroaching 
on  their  preserxes  by  selling  writing  paper  and  envelopes, 
pens  and  i)encils.  Many  dniguists,  especially  in  the  West 
have  gone  much  further  than  that.  In  fact  stores  are  in 
reality  book  and  stationery  stores  to  a  greater  extent  than 
they  are  drug  stores.  As  to  the  druggist  who  merely 
carries  a  box  or  two  of  paper  and  envelopes  and  affects  to 
pooh,  pooh,  the  stationery  business,  there  really  isn't  very 
much  reason  to  worry  about  his  competition  is  there?  The 
stationer  can  score  far  more  tellingly  on  such  di'ugsists 
by  adding  to  their  stocks  such  goods  as  fancy  soaps,  talcum 
)>(>wder  and  \arious  other  toilet  rerjuisites.  Here  again  is 
a  line  that  could  most  advantageously  be  included  in  a  five 
to  twenty-five  cent  department. 

Other  elements  entering  into  this  whole  fpiestion  will 
be  discussed  next  month.  Meanwhile  ROOK.SP'LLRR 
AND  STATIONER  would  like  to  hear  from  men  of  the 
trade  who  have  already  adopted  the  course  suggestedi  in 
the  foregoing,  with  some  information  as  to  the  successes 
whicli  has  attended  their  efforts. 


THE  ROAD  TO  EASY  STREET 

When  I  was  selling  hooks  and  eyes,  I  never  failed  to  \ 
advertise.  My  stock  was  small,  my  joint  obscure,  but  my 
announcements  proved  a  lure,  and  people  came  from  dis- 
tant shores,  and  passed  by  all  the  other  stores,  they  gladly 
came  to  patronize  the  man  who  boomed  his  hooks  and  eyes. 
My  ads  were  small,  but  full  of  zip;  they  gripped  you,  and 
they  held  their  grij),  there  was  no  weary  waste  of  words, 
no  language  thrown  at  passing  birds.  I  wrote  them  daily 
in  my  store;  they  were  my  most  im()ortant  chore.  Each 
day  I  gave  folks  something  new,  to  keep  my  little  joint  in 
view,  and  aunts  and  sisters,  mas  and  dads,  were  always 
looking  for  my  ads.  All  kinds  of  people,  counts  and  cooks, 
came  here  to  buy  my  eyes  and  hooks,  to  see  the  man  whose 
daily  spiel  lent  savor  to  the  evening  meal.  And  now  you 
see  my  fine  retreat,  my  moderm  home  in  "Easy  Street." 
Thus  spake  to  me.  with  balmy  smile,  a  man  wlio  quickly 
made  his  pile;  a  few  short  years  have  seen  him  rise  from 
that  small  joint  of  hooks  and  eyes,  to  clipping  coupons  at 
his  ease,  a  heap  of  bonds  upon  his  knees. — W'alt.  Mason. 

ONE  CLERK'S  BAD  BLUNDER 

It  is  often  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  see  the  tables 
turned  on  the  "Smart  Alec."  "Successful  Selling"  tells 
of  the  unfortunate  experience  of  one  of  these  "funny 
fellows"  who  sought  to  raise  a  laugh  at  the  expense  of  a 
customer.  He  mistook  this  customer  for  a  deaf  and 
dumb  woman  who  sometimes  entered  the  store,  so,  in  order 
to  enhance  his  reputation  as  a  humorist  in  the  eyes  of 
fellow  salespeople,  he  went  up  to  the  customer  with  this 

sreeting:    "Well,  what  the  li do  you  want  to-day?" 

To  his  dismay  the  reply  came  quickly,  "I  want  to  see  the 
boss,  to  tell  liim  what  a  blackguard  he  has  for  a  sales- 
man."

HOW  A  WOMAN  MADE  GOOD  WITH  PENS 

In  addition  to  caring  for  a  gift,  art  and  souvenir  de- 
l)artment  in  lier  Boston,  Mass.,  store,  Miss  Isabel  Ayer 
lias  worked  up  a  wonderful  business  as  a  "doctor"  of 
fountain  pens.    A  recent  issue  of  Every  Week  says: 

"Is  your  fountain  pen  teniijeramental,  given  to  nmrbid 
periods  of  bostinacy  f  Or  is  it  one  of  those  staid  \estal 
pens,  with  a  good  solid  character,  but  a  certain  reticence 
which  proves  trying  on  occasions? 

"Miss  Isabel  Ayer  will  psycho-analyze  your  pen,  and 
recommend  just  the  diet,  fresh-air  treatment,  or  massage 
that  will  restore  the  old  abandon,  the  old  eagerness  to  do 
your  wish,  that  will  awaken  the  love  you  used'  to  feel  for  it. 

"One  summer  Miss  Ayer  invested  a  hundi'ed  doUais  in 
pens  to  i^eddle  throughout  New  England.  Hut,  wherever 
she  went,  she  found  eitiier  a  conservative  devotion  to  the 
fountain  pens  of  long  ago,  or  else  a  certain  Puritan  hesi- 
tancy in  taking  a  strange  fountain  pen  of  unknown  lineage 
into  the  house;  and  at  the  end  of  the  summer  siie  came  out 
just  a  hundred  dollars  in  the  hole. 

"But  that  summer  witii  those  homeless  pens  had  taught 
her  the  deep  human  side  of  tlieir  nature.  She  could  not 
abandon  them  until  she  had  found  them  a  honle.  She  hired 
space  in  a  store,  where  she  could  not  only  study  the 
moods  of  the  pens,  but  e,\i)laiii  them  in  alluring,  salesman- 
like  tones  to  others. 

"At  the  end  of  this  second  year  she  opened  her  own 
fountain  pen  shop;  and  now  for  thirteen  years  she  has 
shown  Boston  what  a  fountain  \wn,  well  brought  uj)  and 
well  taken  care  of,  can  do  for  anybody. 

"  'I  recommend  a  coarse  pen  for  high  school  students. 
except  when  they  are  taking  decidely  technical  training. 
I  have  found  that  the  average  ])usiness  man  uses  a  jien 
with  a  fine  point;  the  society  woman  of  fifty  a  long  f>oint. 
coarse  or  stub;  the  home-keeper,  a  medium;  the  lawyer,  a 
coarse  sfub.  The  allopathic  physician  is  more  likely  to 
use  a  stub,  while  the  homeopath  uses  a  fine  poitil.' 

"You  never  know  what  a  literary  person  may  use,  she 
says.  They  are  the  hardest  people  in  the  world  to 
fathom." 


PICNIC  TRADE 

Considerable  additional  business  in  picnic  supplies  can 
lie  done  if  ilealers  will  feature  these  lines.  By  keeping 
these  goods  to  the  front  in  June  and  July  especially,  with 
occasional  window  displays  and  reminders  in  the  way  of 
newspaper  advertising,  purchases  will  be  suggested  to 
prospective  picnickers  and  sales  of  paper  plates,  paper 
drinking  cups,  paper  table  napkins  and  table  cloths, 
waxed  paper,  besides  picnic  baseballs  and  other  games 
requirements  will  result. 


In  a  newspaper  advertisement  announcing  the  opening 
of  a  new  book  shop  of  S.  W.  Grinham,  at  Brockville,  Ont. 
mention  is  included  that  the  store  will  feature  high  grade 
stationery  in  correct  society  styles,  and  also  samples  of 
engravings,  embossing  and  copper-plate  printinu. 


SELLING  MORE  WHITE  PENCILS 

W.  C.  Harwood,  of  the  advertising-  department  of  the 
Dixon  Crucible  Co.,  dealing  with  the  subject  of  co-oi)era- 
tion  in  publicity  with  the  retail  stationers,  told  the  experi- 
ence of  a  Boston  stationer  saying  that  they  had  been  .sell- 
ing an  unusual  number  of  white  pencils.  He  attributed 
this  to  the  display  of  the  sjjecial  black  and  white  dis|)lay 
sign  sent  out  to  the  trade  by  Dixon's,  arlvertising  their 
white  i)encils,  especially  recommending  them  for  use  on 
l)li'.e  prints,  photo  albums,  and  photo  mounts.  It  is  well 
til  add  that  white  pencils  are  useful  also  for  marking  and 
gettinsi'  high  lights  on  dull  finished  photographs.  This  in- 
formation is  reproduced  here  for  the  value  it  has  in  the 
way  of  sugiiestion  to  Canadian  stationers  looking  for  in- 
creased sales  of  white  |)enciis. 


KEEPING  PEOPLE  INTERESTED 

In  order  to  attract  additional  attention  to  retail  adver- 
tising in  the  newspapers  it  has  been  found  effective  by  ;ome 
retailers  to  delil.erately  liave  typographical  errors,  such 
as  mispelled  words,  from  time  to  time,  offering  prizes  to 
the  person  first  pointing  out  such  error.  The  winners' 
names  published  the  following  day  creates  still  further 
interest  and  the  whole  idea  helps  to  bring  yieople  into  the 
store. 


WILL  THE  SLATE  COME  BACK? 

Will  the  slate  come  back  .'  There  seens  to  be  a  possi- 
bility of  it  in  the  United  States  at  all  events.  An  item  in 
the  Pulp  and  Paper  Magazine  states  that  obsolete  ami 
unsanitary  slates  may  be  brought  back  into  use  in  the 
schools  of  the  Cnited  States  on  account  of  the  jiaper 
shortage.  Prices  are  constantly  ascending,  and  to-day  the 
common  fi\e-cent  pads  contain  little  more  than  half  the 
sheets  they  did  before  the  war,  which  is  resjwnsible  for  so 
many  other  shortages  of  material  and  increases  in  prices. 
The  chief  reason  it  was  banished  was  because  of  its  un- 
cleanliness.  In  the  case  of  little  girls,  observes  a  contem- 
porary, with  tiieir  well-starched  pinafroes  and  neat  pig- 
tails, there  was  not  much  to  complain  of,  for  they  carried 
small  bottles  of  soap  and  water,  with  little  sponges  or 
rags,  and  .<o  wiped  the  slate  clean.  With  the  juvenile  re- 
presentatives of  the  inferior  sex  it  was  ([uite  different. 
The  palm  of  the  hand  moistened  with  the  tongue  served 
the  puri>ose,  and  a  finish  polish  could  then  be  imparted 
with  the  coat  sleeve.  Those  were  the  careless  days!  Only 
doctors  who  had  been  finished  off  in  European  universities 
or  who  had  walked  the  hospitals  there,  knew  that  there 
were  such  animals  as  microbes.  And  few  believed  them 
when  they  said  so.  The  knowledge  spread,  however,  and 
the  slate  had  to  retreat  before  the  scribbling  book  and 
the  paper  pad.  If  it  recovers  some  of  its  lost  ground  for 
the  time  being,  it  surely  will  not  be  used  as  carelessly  as 
in  its  heyday.  And  banishment  will  come  again  when 
conditions  in  the  world  are  once  more  restored  to  normal.

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LESSON  NO.  17— SILHOUETTES 

THERE  are  many  styles  of  cardwriting,  wliich, 
when  done  properly,  are  equally  as  effective  in 
bringing'  good  business,  but  the  cardwriter  should 
not  be  content  with  this;  he  should  be  ever  alert  for  new 
ideas  in  order  that  he  may  secure  decided  changes  in  his 
show-card  effects  so  that  his  style  will  not  become  tire- 
some to  the  public. 

A  good  change  not  only  gives  added  interest  to  the 
customer  but  it  keeps  the  work  from  becoming  mono- 
tonous to  the  cardwriter  himself. 

In  this  month's  lesson  I  am  endeavoring  to  give  as 
concisely  as  possible  an  entirely  new  phase  of  the  card- 
writing  art  so  far  as  this  series  is  concerned.  This  rcfethod 
is  the  making  of  attractive  show  cards  by  means  of  sil- 
houettes for  the  decorative  part  of  the  card. 

Silhouette  drawing  is  an  old  art.  in  fact  one  of  the 
oldest  styles  of  hand-drawing,  but  of  recent  years  it  has 
been  used  more  extensively  for  advertising  purposes:  but 
the  show  card  has  not  received  as  much  of  this  style  of 
illustration  as  it  should.  The  silhouette  when  properly 
and  skilfullv  npiilied  to  the  card  is  attractive  and  adds 
life. 

The  proper  meaning  of  a  silhouette  is  an  outline  draw- 
ing with  the  interior  filled  in  solid  black.  Many  drawings, 
however,  in  order  to  bring  out  certain  effects  show 
interior  lines.  This  form  does  not  require  any  drawing 
ability  whatever. 

The  best  system  for  making  tliese  is  as  follows: 

You  must  first  obtain  the  proper  illustrations  from 
magazines,  newspapei's,  trade  journals,  or  from  any  book 
or  paper  which  has  illustrations  which  are  up-to-date.  It 
is  advisable  to  watch  for  these  from  time  to  time  so  that 
you  will  have  them  on  "tap"  when  required. 

In  selecting  a  drawing  for  silhouette  the  outline  is 
the  main  thing  to  go  by.  After  the  drawing  is  completed 
there  must  be  life  in  it,  and  it  must  show  clearly  what 
it  is  supposed  to  illustrate.  If  the  figure  of  a  human  be- 
ing is  being  selected,  it  is  best  to  have  a  profile  face,  but 
sometimes  even  this  is  not  necessary  if  the  rest  of  the 
outline  is  good.  You  must  learn  to  judge  for  yourself. 
There  is  no  set  rule  to  follow. 

Transferring  Silhouette  on  to  Card 

There  are  two  methods  in  wliifh  to  transfer  the  draw- 
ing from  the  printed  paper  to  the  show  card.  The  easiest 
is  to  blacken  the  entire  fi^nire  in  with  either  show-card 
black  or  waterproof  ink,  then  cut  out  neatly  with  a  small 
pair  of  scissors  and  paste  on  the  desired  spot.  This  is 
the  quickest  way,  but  if  you  want  the  silhouette  to  be 
drawn   right   on   tlie  card   itself  thor.   follow   the  method 


as  illustrated  in  Fig.  1.  Make  a  tracing  of  the  outline 
on  transparent  tissue  paper.  Then  place  carbon  paper 
under  the  tissue  over  the  desired  spot  on  the  show  card, 
and  retrace  the  outline.  This  being  done  you  have  the 
outline  drawing  on  the  card  and  all  that  is  left  to  be  done 
is  to  blacken  in  the  interior.  It  is  quite  simple  and  can 
be  done  in  a  very  few  minutes.  Care  must  be  taken  not 
to  lose  any  of  the  detail,  more  particularly  about  the 
face. 

The  silhouette  drawing  should  only  be  used  on  a  white 
card  with  nothing  out  black  used  for  lettering.  No  form 
of  bright  colors  or  shading  is  in  keeping  with  the  sil- 
houette. 

THE  CHART 

No.  1  shows  a  silhouette  produced  from  a  half  tone 
figure  of  a  woman  in  an  afternoon  dress.  The  outline 
of  this  is  excellent  as  the  imagination  can  fill  in  the 
detail  from  it.  A  drawing  after  this  nature  should  be 
placed  on  the  left  side  of  the  card. 

Suitable  wording  to  go  with  this  illustration:  "Our 
latest  style  frocks  show  foreign  style  tend,encies. " 

No.  2  shows  a  silhouette  of  a  swallow  flying.  This  is 
often  used  for  placing  on  the  card  along  with  other  draw- 
ings to  lend  variety. 

No.  3. — You  will  not  get  many  opportunities  to  use 
this  form  of  illustration.  A  novelty  card  would  be  the 
best  way  to  work  up  a  sliow  card  from. 

Suitable    wording:    "Our    children's    hosiery    has    that 
'nine  lives'  propensity.'  " 

No.  4. — The  figure  of  a  man's  head  makes  an  excellent 
illustration  in  silhouette  when  it  is  in  profile.  This  can 
be  secured  from  full  size  fisure.  Make  sure  that  the  style 
of  the  hat  is  of  the  latest  shape. 

Wording  suggestion  for  a  hat  card:  "London  and 
New  York  hat  styles — well  known  brands." 

No.  5. — The  figure  of  a  parrot  makes  a  good  novelty 
card  and  can  be  used  in  any  store  with  wording  that  is 
suitable  for  any  kind  of  merchandise. 

Here  are  two  suggested  wordings:  "Come  in  and  talk 
it  over  with  us."  "Our  values  talk  for  themselves." 

No.  6. — This  figure  provides  an  excellent  outline  for  a 
silhouette  drawing.  One  glance  shows  you  the  very  style 
and  cut  of  the  dress  and  hat  worn.  This  was  taken  from  a 
monthly  fashion  book. 

Wording  suggestion:  "We  are  small  girl  outfitters." 

No.  7. — Here  is  another  man's  head  silhouette.  This 
is  best  used  for  a  collar  show  card.  In  fact  the  collar 
shown  here  is  one  of  the  latest  styles,  widely  advertised 
by  a  prominent  maker.  This  was  taken  from  a  daily 
paper. 

Wording  for  card:  "Let  your  neck  be  free  and  easy 
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in  our  latest  style  collars." 

No.  8  shows  a  specially  g-ood  il- 
lustration taken  from  a  magazine 
advertisement  and  transferred  int<i 
a  silhouette.  It  can  be  used  on 
grocery  show  cards  with  good  ef- 
fect. 

Here  are  some  show  card  word- 
ing' suggestions:  "Good  cooks  say 
our  groceries  are  always  reliable 
and  up  to  a  high  standard.  Give 
us  your  weekly  order." 

"While  doing  your  daily  cook- 
ing don't  forget  tliat  we  have 
everything  that  good  cooks  re- 
quire." 

This  drawing  could  also  be  used 
by  a  hardware  merchant  to  adver- 
tise cooking  utensils. 

No.  9. — The  hand  makes  an  ex- 
cellent and  easily-made  silhouette 
for  show-card  use.  If  a  couple  of 
sizes  of  these  are  kept  on  hand  to 
be  used  as  patterns  the  drawings 
can  be  made  very  rapidly. 

No.  10  shows  late  style  frocks 
and  could  be  used  on  a  show-card 
for  a  window  display  of  dresses,  of 
similar  lines.  This  should  be  used 
on  the  left  side  of  a  card. 

No.  11.  —  If  the  hardwareman 
carries  electrical  fixtures  here  is  an 
idea  for  a  silhouette  show  card  il- 
lustration.   It  is  a  daily  paper  illustration. 

Suggested  wording:  "Our  electric  fixture  department 
is  showing  many  new  styles  in  table  lamps." 

No.  12. — The  boot  and  shoe  section  has  many  oppor- 
tunities to  get  the  proper  illustrations  for  this  form  of 
show-card  work  as  nearly  all  of  their  illustrations  have 
the  right  outlines  for  this  work.  Make  sure  to  get  the 
latest  styles  in  footwear. 

No.  13. — A  very  dainty  illustration  for  children's 
headwear  taken  from  a  daily  paper.  The  daily  papers 
are  full  of  just  such  illustrations. 

Slioweard  wording:  "We  are  featuring  dainty  Pana- 
mas for  the  little  folk.    Priced  from  $2.25  and  upwards." 

No.  14. — If  you  are  a  handler  of  pipes,  this  will  show 
what  good  silhouettes  can  be  made  from  a  catalogue  il- 
lustration. 


SJioivinc/   process   of   making   silhouettes. 
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No  15. — A  silhouette  cut  as  it  was  taken  from  a  cut 
catalogue.  This  pose  is  called  the  "Speaker,"  and  can 
be  used  on  a  show  card  with  general  wording:  "Let  us 
show  you  tiiat  we  are  giving  bigger  and  better  values 
than  ever." 

No.  16. — A  drawing  of  a  cod  fish.  If  you  are  a  grocer 
with  a  fish  department,  a  fish  illustration  in  silhouette 
makes  an  attractive  show  card. 

Wording  suggestion :  ' '  Fish  in  large  variety  from 
fresh  and  salt  water." 

No.  17. — This  drawing  was  taken  from  a  picture  of  a; 
liunt  scene.  It  can  be  used  on  cards  to  advertise  different 
kinds  of  merchandise. 

Wordings:  "After  that  invigorating  gallop  our  excel- 
lent line  of  groceries  will  appease  your  ravenous  appe- 
tite. Order  a  supply  to-day."  "We  are  outfitters  to  men 
who  participate  in  the  chase." 

No.  18. — The  ball  player  illustration  is  a  good  one 
for  advertising  sporting  goods.  Cuts  like  this  can  be 
secured  from  sporting  sections  of  the  daily  papers. 

No.  19. — The  fly  illustration  can  be  used  by  the  grocer 
to  advertise  fly  paper  and  poisons.  This  was  taken  from 
a  Canadian  Grocer  advertisement. 

Wording  suggestion:  "Swat  the  fly.  Arm  your  home 
against  the  fly  nuisance." 

No.  20. — An  illustration  of  a  man  wearing  a  spring 
and  fall  overcoat.  This  was  obtained  from  a  daily  paper 
and  is  excellent  for  card  purposes. 

No.  21. — A  drawing  that  is  full  of  action.  From  its 
outline  .you  can  see  how  eager  the  dog  is.  It  makes  a 
good  illustration  for  a  dog  biscuit  card. 

No.  22. — The  merchant  who  stocks  bicycles  will  find 
many  illustrations  in  catalogues  which  will  make  up  into 
splendid  show  cards. 

Wording    suggestion:    "We    carry    one    of    the    best 
makes  of  bicycles  our  country  produces." 
il 
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No.  23. — A  very  dainty  illustration  which  can  be  used 
for  afternoon  or  evening  gowns. 

A  suggestion  for  show  card  wording:  "Here  you  have 
daintiness  and  latest  style  combined,  with  good  wearing 
qualities." 

No.  24. — The  bathing  suit  girl  shows  excellent  lines 
for  silhouette  work.  This  looks  well  when  used  in  -a 
display  of  these  garments. 

Nos.  25  and  26. — Cuts  like  these  which  are  found  in 
catalogues  make  good  show  card  illustrations  for  the 
hardwareman. 

No.  27. — This  is  a  fine  illustration  for  a  grocerj-  card 
in  a  cereal  display. 

Wording  suggestion:  "Our  splendidly  flavored  cereals 
make  the  children  hurry  down  to  breakfast." 

No.  28. — You  will  have  little  trouble  in  obtaining  a 
suitable  automobile  illustration  for  silhouette  work.  The 
papers  and  magazines  are  full  of  them. 

Card  wordings:  "We  are  sliowing  many  new  ideas  in 
motoring  garments." 

"The  auto  part  is  not  complete  unless  the  hampers 
are  filled  with  our  cooked  meats,  canned  goods  and  con- 
fections." 

No.  29. — Here  is  a  drawing  of  a  diving  ijirl.  This 
makes  an  attractive  illustration  when  used  on  a  card  in 
a  bathing  suit  window. 

No.  30. — Here  is  a  silhouette  made  from  an  ornamental 
floral  design.  This  makes  a  very  attractive  card  and 
can  be  used  in  any  kind  of  merchandise  display. 

No.  31. — This  is  a  striking  cravat  illustration.  Note 
that  this  face  does  not  show  profile  but  enoush  of  the 
chin  and  cheek  hone  is  showini;'  to  give  it  the  proper 
life. 

No.  32. — ^Can  be  used  for  several  different  p\irp«ses. 
Here  are  some  show  card  suggestions: 

"You  may  knit  for  the  soldiers  while  our  fireless 
cookers  do  your  work." 

"We  are  heatlquarters  for  wool  for  soldiers'  socks." 

No.  33. — A  little  floral  spray  that  can  be  used  as  an 
end  piece  for  any  show  card. 

No.  34. — A  girl  waving  a  handkerchief,  evidently  say- 
ing srood-bye  to  friends. 

No.  35. — A  basket  of  flowers  for  any  class  of  show 
card. 

You  must  bear  in  mind  that  you  may  not  be  able  to 
secure  these  same  drawings  to  make  silhouettes  fmm. 
This  is  just  to  give  you  an  idea  of  what  can  ho  made 
from  illustrations  vou  see  every  day.

Some  book  and  stationery  merciiants  are  in  the  habit  of 
crying-out  against  tlie  depredations  of  otlier  mei-chants  in 
encroaching  on  their  mercantile  field,  but  in  some  cases 
the  criticism  is  entirely  lacking  in  point.  Take  for  in- 
stance the  field  of  toilet  goods,  these  constitute  legitimate 
merchandise  for  stores  of  different  classes,  and  success  will 
go  to  the  most  enterprising  and  most  efficient  stores. 

Read  this  illuminating  paragTa]>h  from  the  last  issue 
of  "The  Dry  Goods  Review": 

"Many  dry  goods  stores  that  are  handling  toilet  goods 
are  making  of  them  conspicuous  successes.  A  sales  man- 
ager of  a  well-known  house  after  receiving  reports  from  a 
medium-sized  city  in  (^anada  figured  it  out  that  one  dry 
goods  store  had  exceeded  the  orders  of  all  tiie  drug  stores 
in  the  place. 

"It  is  becoming  a  conimoii  experien'ce  tliat  when  a  dry 
goods  store  takes  u])  a  certain  line  and  decides  to  back  it 
u()  by  all  the  energy  that  is  used  in  their  staple  lines,  that 
it  is  m)t  long  until  they  assume  a  leading  position  in  the 
coninniiiity  in  sales  of  this  article.  Not  only  do  they  do  a 
general,  medium  price  trade,  but  they  are  able  to  cater  to 
and  win  the  supi)ort  of  the  highest  class  of  buyers. 

"This  is  true  not  only  in  toilet  goods,  but  in  toys  and 
freeincntly  in  jewelry.  The  stores  that  are  featuring  toilet 
goods,  all  kinds  of  perfumes,  lotions,  powders,  soaps,  etc  , 
and  making  a  success  of  it,  are  not  only  giving  these  goods 
a  prominent  location  and  display,  but  are  using  newspaper 
si)ace.  Some  pick  out  a  certain  day  of  the  week,  often 
I'riday,  and  devote  a  generous  section  of  their  regular  ad. 
Others  work  this  every  other  week. 

"Nearly  all  successful  departments  use  window  dis- 
plays also,  for  there  is  no  better  reminder  to  a  woman  that 
the  store  carries  her  toilet  needs  than  a  showing  of  the 
goods  in  the  window.  The  department,  fairly  handled,  is 
an  excellent  and  natural  addition  to  the  usual  dry  goods 
lines."

Day  of  the  Pessimist  is  Past — Make  Way  for  The  Boiind-to-Siicceed  Bookseller 
Special  Attention  Paid  to  the  Opportunities  Afforded  by  Co-operation

MAKING  the  moving  picture  shows  help  to  create 
more  book  sales,  is  the  gist  of  the  (liseussi(m 
wlii-ch  I  wish  to  pursue  in  this  paper,  essay,  or 
article,  whichever  you  may  prefer  to  call  it.  In  fact  it 
doesn't  so  much  matter  in  what  category  you  classify  this 
"effort,"  but  I  am  most  anxious  that  you,  as  a  bookseller 
should  get  the  meat  of  it.  I  tliink  I  am  safe  in  saying  at 
the  outset,  that  the  reading  of  what  I  shall  iiave  to  say 
here,  will  repay  you  well  if  you  will  act  upon  the  sugges- 
tions to  be  offered.  Some  of  the  ideas  are  based  on  tried 
and  proved  methods  and  others  are  yet  to  be  the  subjects 
of  experiments. 

In  the  first  place,  let  it  be  assumed  that  "reprint  . 
novels"  and  special  "movie  novels,"  in  similar  popular 
priced  editions,  togetiier  with  old  favorites  in  standard 
novels,  are  the  basis  for  effort  in  hookselling  in  co-opera- 
tion with  and  taking  ad\-antage  of  interest  created  by  mov- 
ing pictures.  Thus,  the  business  is  entirely  distinct  from 
that  branch  of  bookselling  concerned  with  new  Action. 

There  are  those  who  decry  the  reprint  novels  as  injuri- 
ous to  the  retail  book  trade.  I  do  not  agTee  with  these 
critics.  I  believe  that  the  reprint  novels  have  come  as  a 
boon  and  a  blessing  to  a  trade  that  was  suffering  from  dry 
rot  up  to  the  time  of  tlie  coming  of  the  reprints.  I  recall 
one  business  with  which  I  was  familiar,  in  a  town  of  about 
ten  thousand  people.  There  were  three  "bookstores"  in 
the  town  but  had  it  been  upon  the  book  business  alone 
that  tiiey  depended,  the  trade  done  by  tiie  three  establisii- 
ments  taken  togetiier  would  not  have  been  sufficient  to 
keep  one  of  the  stores  going  on  a  profitable  basis.  The 
fact  is  that  the  book  business,  except  for  clieap  paper 
editions  andi  school  text  books,  which  constitute  the  white 
elephant  of  the  retail  book  trade,  was  a  dead  issue  in  ten 
out  of  the  twelve  months.  November  saw  the  beginning 
of  the  Christmas  book  trade  and  in  November  and  Decem- 
ber there  were  sold,  ten  times  as  many  novels  and  books 
of  a  general  nature  suitable  as  gifts,  than  in  the  other  ten 
months  put  together. 

When  the  Reprints  Came 

But  the  coming  of  the  reprint  novels  changed  that. 
Fine  looking,  substantially  bound  books  put  in  an  appear- 
ance, with  attractive  jackets  like  those  coming  on  the 
regulation  $1.25  novels.  They  looked  like  the  dollar  and 
a  quarter  kind  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  they  were, 
but  for  the  fact  that,  being  reprints,  they  came  about  two 
years  later  than  the  original  editions  at  the  higher  price. 

The  bookseller  whom  I  have  in  mind,  took  up  the  sale 
of  these  books  in  the  most  enthusiastic  manner.  At  first 
he  bought  them  in  small  quantities  so,  in  order  to  show 
a  reasonable  profit.,  he  fixed  his  retail  price  at  59c  rather 
than  half  a  dollar.  He  would  show  these  books  in  a  most 
attractive  manner  in  his  window,  with  big  price  tickets 
drawing  attention  to  them,  the  same  practice  being 
adopted  in  displaying  them  on  the  book  tables  inside  the 
store.  In  addition  to  that  he  used  what,  in  newspaper 
parlance,  are  known  as  "local  readers."  These,  in  the 
two  daily  papers,  brought  the  more  important  titles  to  the 
attention  of  the  newspaer  readers.  As  a  consequence  that 
book  business  began  to  thrive.  Orders  were  increased  to 
the  500  quantity,  getting  a  price  that  would  have  made 


the  business  profitable  by  selling  them  at  half  a  dollar 
instead  of  fifty-nine  cents,  but  the  latter  had  proved  a 
winning  price  and  he  stuck  to  it  for  quite  a  long  time.  But 
lie  did  subsequently  drop  to  fifty  cents,  owing  to  competi- 
tion which  forced  him  to  do  so. 

He  was  able  to  pick  up  some  jobs  from  publishers  in 
left-over  novels,  getting  prices  tliat  enabled  him  in  some 
cases  to  more  than  double  his  money  in  selling  them  at 
50c  each.  He  never  liought  these  in  any  large  number  of 
copies  of  one  title  and  consequently  he  didn't  get  "stuck." 

'         The  English  Reprints 

Then  came  the  cheaper  English  reprints  and  he  took 
up  their  sale  with  similar  enthusiasm  and  instead  of  injur- 
ing his  l)()()k  business,  they  made  it  lietter  still.  Like  the 
half-dollar  reprints  they  became  steady  selling  "bread 
and  butter"  lines  and  from  a  business-  that  had  been 
liractically  dormant  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year, 
this  merchant  succeeded  in  building  up  a  successful  year- 
round  book  business. 

The  Advent  of  the  Movies 

The  moving  picture  theatres,  two  of  them,  were  doing 
a  thriving  business  in  that  town  before  my  friend  the 
bookseller  awoke  to  the  i>ossibility  of  making  them  an 
agency  for  still  further  boosting  iiis  book  business.  When 
the  light  did  finally  break  in  on  him,  it  was  good  to  see  the 
vim  he  put  into  fructifying  the  idea. 

There  was  plenty  of  help  forthcoming  in  the  way  of 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  publishers  of  the  reprint 
l)Ooks  and  he  took  advantage  of  these  to  the  full.  The 
man  had  a  veritable  gift  in  his  talent  for  being  able  to 
get  up  interesting  newspaper  advertisements  and  the  new 
element  of  interest  afforded  by  the  relationship  between 
stories  picturized  in  the  movies  and  the  same  stories  in 
liook  fonn  which  he  had  to  sell,  gave  still  wider  scope  to 
his  creative  genius  in  the  form  of  effective  publicity.  His 
book  advertising,  running  the  whole  gamut  of  newspaper 
display  advertisements,  "readers,"  lantern  slides  in  the 
theatres  themselves,  window  displays,  illustrated  circulars, 
post  cards,  letters  and  original  "stunts,"  became  the  talk 
of  the  town  and  his  enthusiasm  just  naturally  spread  so 
that  the  money  he  invested  in  publicity  came  back  in  busi- 
ness that  made  his  turn-over  go  up  in  a  wonderful  man- 
ner, benefiting  not  only  his  reprint  business  but  his  whole 
book  trade.  His  store  again  became  a  BOOKSTORE  in 
reality  as  well  as  in  name.  It  was  no  longer  a  misnomer, 
as  the  town  "bookstore"  still  is  in  the  case  of  so  many 
shops  about  the  country,  which  could  and  should  be  re- 
habilitated in  a  similar  manner. 

How  About  You? 

Now  let  us  get  down  to  brass  tacks.  You,  Mr.  Book- 
seller, wlio  have  been  reading  these  memoirs  of  a  success- 
ful bookselling  experience.  Have  you  a  similarly  success- 
ful career  to  fall  back  on.  If  so  I  would  urge  you  to 
accept  the  invitation  that  has  so  often  been  accorded  by 
this  jiaper  to  give  them  to  the  light  of  day  through  publi- 
cation in  the  book  trade  paper  so  that  the  other  booksellers 
and  stationers  of  Canada  may  benefit  and  be  inspired  to 
"Ululate  your  example,  thus  making  "Bookseller  and  Sta- 
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tioner"  a  store-house  for  recording  trade  experiences  that 
would  prove  of  untokl  value  to  you  and  every  other  book- 
seller in  the  country. 

Or  are  you  one  of  the  all  too  numerous  booksellers  who 
still  adopt  the  attitude  that  the  book  trade  so  far  as  pro- 
fitable trading  is  concerned  is  a  thing  of  the  past"?  If  you 
are  I  say  to  you  "wake  up!"  Sit  up  and  look  about  you. 
Look  at  what  booksellers  in  other  towns  are  doing.  Read 
the  advertisements  and  the  circular  matter  put  out  by 
book  publishing  houses.  Quesition'  the  book  traveler  and 
take  up  this  whole  fjuestion  by  correspondence  with  the 
publishers  or  jobbers  from  whom  you  buy  your  books. 
Get  them  to  suggest  one  of  the  special  window  display 
ecjuipmenfsi  that  are  available.  Do  the  thing  up  right. 
Buy  sufficient  of  one  top-notch  seller  among  the  most 
popular  books  and  feature  it  so  strongly  as  to  make  a 
real  noise  in  your  community.    "Wlien  the  "movie"  shows 


a  particularly  popular  story  on  the  screens  see  to  it  that 
you  have  a  supply  of  the  same  story  in  book  form  and 
play  it  up  in  your  >vindows,  by  advertising  and  by  personal 
introduction  for  all  it  is  worth. 

Why  not  try  to  make  some  exchange  deal  with  the 
manager  of  the  theatre  by  which  you  can  advertise  coming 
attraction  at  his  theatre  and'  in  return  have  your  adver- 
tisements thrown  on  the  screen  between  reels? 

Or  you  might  make  a  deal  whereby  a  certain  number 
of  tickets  of  admission  to  the  theatre  could  be  given  to 
purchasers  of  books  or  other  merchandise  at  your  store. 

Look  into  this  whole  question.  If  you  do  you  will  find 
that  you  just  can't  help  going  deeper  into  it.  Then  you 
will  act  and  your  actions  will  lead  to  further  efforts  and 
soon  you  will  be  numbered  among  the  growing  company 
of  Canadian  booksellers  who  are  making  a  success  of  the 
most  interesiting  of  all  branches  of  retail  business.

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How  One  Bookseller  Trebled  His  Business 

From  Verge  of  Failure  in  Book  Business,  Tliis  Merchant  Began  to  Properly  Build  Up 
Trade— How  He  Did  It  is  Full  of  Suggestive  Value  for  Other  Merchants 


Scene — An  Ontario  City. 

Time — The  good  days  before  the  war. 

THE  editor  of  Bookseller  and  Stationer  has  asked  me 
to  jot  down  something  about  the  way  I  rejuvenated 
my  book  business  a  few  years  ago.  Like  many  other 
booksellers  in  the  smaller  cities  and  larger  towns  I  had 
reached  a  state  almost  bordering  on  despair  so  far  as  the 
book  end  of  tlie  business  was  concerned.  The  government 
of  Ontario  had  seen  to  it  that  little  or  nothing  in  tlie  Avay 
of  profit  from  tlie  sale  of  school  text  books  could  find  its 
way  into  the  pockets  of  the  booksellers,  "who  had  waxed 
so  fat"  at  the  expense  of  the  peo|)le  of  Ontario  in  the 
days  of  "fabulous"  prices  for  school  books.  As  to  fiction, 
the  dubious  expedient  of  forming  a  circulating  library  had 
been  resorted  to,  in  order  to  give  some  semblance  of  activ- 
ity to  that  branch  of  the  book  business. 

I  remember  a  brother  bookseller  who  at  that  time  had 
got  even  lower  than  myself  in  the  depths  of  despair,  had 
finally  concluded  to  get  out  of  the  retail  business  sltogetliei'. 
Being  offered  a  lucrative  pest  as  a  traveling  salesman,  he 
decided  to  accept  it  and  forthwith  began  a  slashing  sale  at 
immensely  reduced  prices,  finally  closing  out  the  stock  by 
means  of  a  sensational  auction  sale.  His  remark  was  that 
if  ever  he  decided  to  go  back  into  the  retail  business  he 
would  make  it  a  stationery  business  exclusively  or  if  lie 
sold  books  at  all  it  would  be  from  lists  or  on  a  similar  basis 
to  the  business  of  selling  magazines,  supplied  tlirougli  the 
news  companies,  but  never  again  would  hundreds  of 
dollars'  worth  of  books  litter  his  shelves  to  prove  the  tor- 
ment of  his  life  by  reason  of  the  great  proportion  of  them 
that  stuck  there  year  after  year,  marked  down  a  notch  at 
each  annual  stock-taking,  many  of  them  with  a  big  drop  of 
over  fifty  per  cent,  as  5()c  reprint  editions  of  former  $1.25 
novels  came  into  the  field. 

The  man's  words  were  full  of  truth,  albeit  perhaps 
unduly  pessimistic,  which,  however,  was  perhaps  consistent 
in  one  who  was  deserting  his  trade.  He  made  me  think  and 
I  began  to  take  mental  stock  of  my  own  bookselling 
methods.  This  naturally  induced  me  to  take  a  good  close 
look  at  my  own  stock  of  books.  My  brother  bookseller,  he 
of  the  lost  faith,  would  probably  have  advised  me  to 
emulate  Carnegie  and  present  the  wliole  lot  of  bonks,  some 
$2,000  worth,  to  the  Pubfic  Library,  but,  as  I  have  liinted. 
T  hadn't  reached  the  degree  of  despair  that  had  seized  my 
friend  as  to  the  outlook  for  the  book  trade. 

I  really  did  give  some  thought  to  the  question  as  to 
whether  it  might  not  be  well  to  sacrifice  the  books  by  sell- 
ing them  for  what  they  would  bring,  but  somehow  or  other 
that  thought  brought  somewhat  of  a  feeling  of  sadness  and 
I  remembered  that  tliere  were  a  lot  of  good  friends  of  mine 
in  those  book  shelves.  True,  many  of  these  books  did  not 
make  good  as  regards  the  theory  that  no  stock  was  live 
stock  that  did  not  turn  over  three  times  a  year  and  my  only 
copy  of  "Chaucer's  Poems"  had  to  my  knowledge  been  in 
stock  three  years,  yet,  in  spite  of  that  I  would  have  replaced 
it  upon  selling  that  copy  rather  than  be  without  it,  because 
notwithstanding  the  lack  of  demand  for  it  and  the  difficulty 
of  creating  such  demand  in  this  particular  town,  I  felt  that 
it  belonged  in  "my  stock  of  English  poets." 

The  more  I  considered  the  question,  the  more  deter- 
mined I  became  that  I  would  stay  in  the  book  business  and 
make  it  pay ! 

I  continued  in  that  determination  and  began  to  special- 


ize in  the  book  end  of  my  business.  I  kept  tab  on  the  profit- 
able stationery  and  ofifice  supply  branch  of  the  business,  but 
the  book  side  became  my  particular  hobby  and  I  hope  that 
the  line  of  action  which  I  adopted  and  followed  out  will 
have  at  least  some  little  value  in  the  way  of  suggestion  for 
those  booksellers  who  read  these  rambling  remarks  of 
mine. 

How  the  Lists  Grew 

I  began  tlie  new  regime  by  enlisting  the  services  of  a 
professional  cataloguer  to  properly  list  and  classify  t)ie 
whole  stock  of  books,  by  means  of  the  card  index  system. 
Then  every  title  had  its  particular  shelf  and  place  on  that 
slielf  and  Avoe  betide  the  assistant  who  disregarded  that 
arrangement!  I  didn't  rest  satisfied  with  having  this  ex- 
pert do  the  work.  I  kept  in  the  closest  possible  touch  with 
the  work  as  she  did  it  and  the  familiarity  with  my  own 
liooks  and  the  added  knowledge  as  to  just  what  I  had  in 
stock  served  me  in  good  stead  many  and  many  a  time  after- 
wards. Let  me  stop  right  here,  therefore  to  suggest  to 
those  booksellers  who  have  not  already  adopted  this  or 
some  similar  method  of  cataloguing  their  stock  of  books,  to 
lose  no  time  in  taking  steps  toward  that  end. 

1  formed  tiie  habit  of  taking  up  for  consideration  differ- 
ent titles  in  turn  and  associating  tlie  respective  subjects 
treated  upon,  witli  different  people  of  the  community  who 
were  likely  to  be  interested  in  those  subjects.  The  natural 
outcome,  (remember  I  had  really  begun  to  specialize  in  the 
selling  of  books)  was  to  actually  bring  these  particular 
books  to  the  attention  of  the  people  whose  names  had  sug- 
^■ested  themselves  in  my  mind.  That  is  how  my  lists  of 
prospective  book  buyers  began. 

Some  of  the  classes  which  were  thus  divided  and  sys- 
tematically card-indexed  were  the  different  professions; 
business  men  and  artisans  arranged  according  to  the 
particular  trades  with  which  they  were  identified ;  special- 
ists in  different  courses  of  study  and  research;  devotees  of 
different  hobbies,  pastimes  and  sports;  workers  in  different 
fields  of  religious  and  social  welfare  work. 

When  any  particular  book  was  announced  and  put  into 
stock,  these  lists  could  be  referred  to  and  the  special  atten- 
tion of  each  person  likely  to  be  particularly  interested, 
drawn  to  the  publication. 

But  a  still  later  and  more  valuable  card  index  list  that 
was  subsequently  developed,  was  one  of  a  more  personal 
nature,  entries  being  made  on  each  of  these  cards  as  to  the 
particular  interests  business,  social,  hobbies,  etc.,  of  each 
individual,  entries  being  made  as  such  information  was 
gleaned  and,  of  course,  the  more  familiar  I  became  with 
these  different  people,  the  more  entries  found  their  way 
on  these  cards.  The  value  of  this  systematic  information 
will  be  readily  appreciated  and  the  very  routine  of  carry- 
ing out  this  work  was  productive  of  good  ideas,  especiallj' 
for  window  display  and  newspaper  advertising. 

To  make  a  long  story  short  the  result  was  that  the 
turnover,  after  this  new  plan  of  selling  had  been  in  force 
for  one  year-,  showed  a  total  turnover  three  times  as  great 
as  it  had  been,  school  texts  and  all  other  classes  of  books 
being  included  in  this  scope. 

Every  bookseller  who  decides  to  thus  revive  interest  in 
the  book  business  in  some  such  manner  will  find,  I  am  sure, 
that  the  very  interest  thus  engendered  will  promote  greater 
sales  efforts  on  his  part  and  through  his  example  inspire 
all  his  assistants  in  like  manner.

PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 

Here  is  a  town  that  had  a  Carnegie  Library,  fis  pleasant 
to  look  at  and  as  empty  as  a  baby's  crib  in  a  furniture 
store  window.  The  Woman's  Club  took  it  in  liand.  But 
the  club  did  not  go  round  town  asking  for  contributions  of 
dog-eared  books,  mostly  novels,  that  tlie  owners  liad  no 
use  for  and  whose  usefulness  to  anybody  else  was  quite 
limited.  It  went  to  the  Town  Council  and  demanded  a 
tax  for  the  support  of  the  library — and  finally  got  it.  We 
recommend  the  precedent. 

Mr.  Carnegie  has  bestowed  a  thousand  or  two  library 
buildings,  wliose  usefulness  depends  entirely  upon  what 
the  community  puts  into  them.  We  wish  he  had  gone  a 
step  further  and  organized  a  vigorous  local  interest  in  tiie 
filling.  Local  enterprise  must  do  that.  We  advise  local 
enterprise  not  to  go  at  it  beggarlily,  witii  hum^ble  solicita- 
tion of  crumbs  and  crusts  and  cast-off  clothing.  Let  it  say 
boldy  that  the  library  is  no  seedy  vagrant,  to  be  welcomed 
with  a  hand-out  at  the  kitchen  door;  but  a  royal  comer 
that  must  be  supported  in  a  style  befitting  its  rank. 

A  library  that  calls  itself  public  should  be  maintained 

out  of  the  public  treasury  with  as  much  care  as  the  fire 

department.        Any   community   which    votes    money   for 

public  schools  ought  to  see  that — Saturday  Evening  Post.

Russian  literature  continues  to  retain  a  general  inter- 
est in  bookstores  which,  if  the  constant  and  recurring  dis- 
cussion of  it  which  is  taking  place  in  current  periodicals 
is  any  criterion,  will  soon  be  replaced  by  a  more  vivid  and 
appreciative  interest   in   it.     To   this   constantly  growing 
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list  have  been  added  some  English  translations  of  Gonchor- 
off  whose  "Oblomov"  probably  ranks  first  in  its  life-like 
portrayal  of  scenes  and  characters  of  Russia.

Another  revival  of  lesser  though  newer  interest  is  that

"HEARTS  AND  FACES" 

John  Murray  Gibbon  in  his  book  "Hearts  and  Faces," 
keenly  personal  as  Rupert  Brooke's  lovely  sonnets  and 
withal  relieved  from  the  boresomeness  of  self  analysis  by 
a  most  interesting  narrative  of  startling  fact,  described  in 
witty  dialogue  redolent  with  pungent  plirasing  and  a  dour 
Scot  wit. 

For  instance,  a  random  search  rewards  us  with  such 
verbal  chunks,  "Hers  was  a  face  to  hit  at." 

There  are  many  happy  passages  as,  for  instance,  when 
the  embryo  artist  discovers  tliat  "trees  are  not  trees  but 
just  the  light  that  plays  upon  them,"  or  the  grim  humor 
of  that  analysis  of  the  Aberdonian  character  "What 
would  have  happened  if  the  Aberdonians  had  .stayed  in 
Aberdeen?  Surely  there  would  have  been  Civil  War!" 
Or,  speaking  of  Love:  "Anything  that  puts  a  man  off  his 
porridge  is  better  left  alone. 

Delightful  characters  appear:  Reid,  the  quaint  and 
philosophical  artist  mentor  and'  the  quite  human  and 
likable  sinners  of  the  undemvorld.  Of  one  of  his  char- 
acters the  author  says,  "Clotter  had'  not  always  aimed  at 
such  lofty  ideals  as  those  that  he  now  misunderstood." 
The  book  is  full  of  amusing  situations,  from  which  the 
reader  is  swept  by  the  magic  of  the  easy  sweep  of  the 
tale  into  the  most  profoundly  distressing  ones  without  a 
jarring  note.  The  author  has  a  twist  for  words,  a  talent 
for  neat  description  as  in:  "He's  as  cocksure  of  himself 
as  Methuselah  was  about  his  next  birthdav- "

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SOME  NOTED  AUTHORS 

A  notable  group  of  Bri- 
tish authors  is  shown  on 
the  accompanying-  halt  tone 
which  "Bookseller  &  Sta- 
tioneer"  is  able  to  present 
this  (month  through  the 
courtesy  of  Cassell  &  Co. 
Few  authors  have  been 
more  widely  read  in  tliis 
country,  than  Oppenheiin 
and  Haggard.  The  former, 
with  "The  Amiable  Char- 
latan" and  Sir  Rider 
with  "The  Ivory  Child" 
are  strongly  represented 
in  the  fiction  of  the  pres- 
ent season.  The  others 
have  done  notable  work 
and  have  come  rapidly  to 
the  fore  with  the  Cana- 
dian public  in  recent  years. 

Mrs.  Baillie  Reynold's 
new  book,  "The  Daughter 
Pays,"  is  a  proof  in  the 
form  of  fiction  that  a 
woman  can  redeem  a  man 
despite  the  negative  of 
cynics.  In  this  respect 
this  novel  recalls  "Count 
Hannibal,"  which  Stanley 
Weyman  wrote  to  prove  the 
same  case. 

J.  D.  Beresford  has  a 
new  book  out  this  season 
entitled  ' '  These  Lyn- 
nekers"  whieli  essays  to 
answer  the  problem ; 
"What  is  the  true  phil- 
osophy of  Life?"  To  the 
hero  of  this  tale  the  mot- 
to: "  Expediency ' '  is  ini- 
comprehensible  and  utterly 
immoral.  In  his  eyes  a 
thing  is  either  good  or  bad, 
right  or  wrong,  just  or  un- 
just. He  will  have  nothing 
to  do  with  hypocrisy, 
shams  or  false  traditions 
and  at  last  he  gets  what 
he  seeks  for,  a  sufficient 
income,  congenial  work 
and  love.  It  is  character- 
istic of  Beresford  's  heroes         _^___ 

that  they  lack  the  "per- 
fection" of  the  familiar  types  of  melodramatic  romance. 
They  are  frequently  disconcertingly  prone  to  the  same 
weakness  as  are  the  average  run  of  human  beings.  Beres- 
ford's  novels  are  logical  and  for  that  reason  he  is  al- 
ways well  worth  reading. 

"Unrest"  is  the  title  of  the  latest  book  of  a  favorite 
English  author,  Warwick  Deeping,  who  by  the  way,  is 
now  a  lieutenant  in  the  British  Army,  serving  in  his 
capacity  as  a  surgeon.

Mrs.  Nina  Toye,  is  the  daughter  of  an  American 
barrister  and  was  brought  up  near  Philadelphia.

It  is  an  historical 
novel  in   the  best  and  truest   sense. 
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Those  who  care  for  luiman  problems  stated  in  human 
terms  will  enjoy  Andrew  Soutar's  new  story  "Charity 
Corner,''  which  tells  of  the  arrival  in  London  of  the 
McWhinnie  family,  and  of  their  settlement  in  Rother- 
hithe.  The  book  amply  proves  that  Mr.  Soutar  knows 
the  Scotsman  and  the  ways  thereof. 

Whether  the  "family"  deserved  all  that  he  felt  con- 
strained to  bestow  on  it — even  to  the  sacrifice  of  his 
own  heart's  happiness — and  whether  he  did  over-esti- 
mate, or  not,  his  indebtedness,  is  a  question  left  to  the 
reader  to  determine.  Mr.  Soutar  has  propounded  a  curi- 
ous problem. 

Algernon  Blackwood  lias  had  varied  experiences  of  an 
unconventional  nature  since  his  university  days  in  Edin- 
burgh. He  is  a  son  of  the  late  Sir  Arthur  Blackwood 
and  his  mother  is  tlie  Avidow  of  the  sixth  Duke  of 
Manchester.  Young  Blackwood  spent  some  time  after 
leaving  the  university  with  the  Moravian  Brotherhood 
in  the  Black  Forest.  He  came  to  Canada  some  years 
ago  to  start  a  dairy  farm.  A  later  venture  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  hotel  with  another  university  graduaU'. 
'I'liese  ventures  did  not  pix)ve  fortune  builders.  Later 
ho  spent  some  time  knocking  about  the  Canadian  back- 
woods, eventually  turning  up  at  in  the  Rainy  River  Gold- 
fields.  Later  he  went  to  New  York  where  he  taught 
French  an  German  for  a  time.  But  it  was  as  an  author 
that  success  awaited  him.  He  has  a  new  novel  out  this 
vcar  entitled  "Julius  Le  Vallan." 


GOOD  CHEER 

"Mary  Rose  of  Mifflin,"  by  Frances  R.  Sterrett 
(Briggs),  is  a  story  of  good  cheer.  The  little  heroine  makes 
the  valuable  discovery  that  the  way  to  make  friends  is  to 
be  friendly.  After  childhood  days  spent  in  the  little  up- 
state town  of  Mifflin,  where  people  live  "side  by  side  in- 
stead of  up  and  down"  as  they  do  in  apartment  houses. 
Mary  Rose  goes  to  the  city  and  is  amazed  at  the  way  the 
tenants  come  and  go  with  selfish  disregard  of  their  neigh- 
bors. Through  her  friendly  nature  she  becomes  interested 
in  the  lives  of  some  of  these  tenants  and  finally  discovers 
that  they  are  really  human  and  have  feelings,  and  that  they 
are  very  often  happy  or  hurt  as  many  other  people  are. 
Mary  Rose  is  a  dear  little  friendly  person  full  of  the  spirit 
of  optimism.  She  is  always-  seeing  the  best  in  things  and 
through  the  influence  of  her  cheerful  personality,  many 
wonderful  things  happen  in  that  apartment  house. 


RECRUITED  IN  CANADA 

Francis  William  Sullivan,  the  author  of  the  tale  of 
Kdrthern  Canada  "Star  of  the  North,''  was  in  the  Cobalt 
country'  last  summer  getting  local  color  for  this  novel; 
and  at  the  silver  camp  inspecting  the  Coniagas  mine,  he 
was  mistaken  for  a  recruiting  officer  expected  at  that  time 
and  was  introduced  as  that  official.  Mr.  Sullivan,  although 
somewhat  taken  back,  was  equal  to  the  occasion  and  made 
a  stirring  recruiting  speecii.

and  will  be  found  a  valuable  book  of  study  and  for  the 
auidance  of  photographers,  professional  and  amateur 
alike.  As  the  author  sets  forth  in  his  preface.  "The  bal- 
ance of  light  is  the  interpretation  of  the  greatest  possible 
number  of  time  values  to  the  his'hest  point  of  liaht  and  the 
lowest  point  of  shadow.  The  understanding  of  it  is  largely 
dependent  upon  the  education  of  the  eye  and  its  inter- 
pretation in  a  high  light  and  a  shadow  of  sufficient  depth 
to  give  it  roundness  and'luminous  quality."

Re'nee,  the  wife  of  the  real  forger  and  Derringham  help 
Geoffrey  to  escape.  Renee's  marriage  has  been  a  tragedy. 
Her  husband's  death  comes  at  the  time  of  Geoffrey's 
escape.  Derringham  thinks  Renee  loves  Geoffrey,  but  finds 
that  he  himself  is  to  play  the  first  role  in  her  happiness. 
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AMERICAN  SHORT  STORIES 

A  remarkable  new  book,  which  is  meritorious  not  onJy 
for  its  contents,  but  because  of  the  new  idea  it  repre- 
sents, is  a  volume  entitled  "The  Best  Short  Stories  of 
1915."  It  is  also  "A  year  book  of  the  American  Short 
Story."  The  volume  was  compiled  under  the  editorial 
supervision  of  Edward  J.  O'Brien.  The  book  contains 
twenty  tales,  which  are  presented  as  the  best  short 
stories  by  American  writers  in  the  year  1915. 


COMPARABLE  TO  DICKENS 

Nathan  Kussy,  whose  book  "The  Abyss"  (Toronto: 
Macmillan  Co.,  of  Canada)  has  just  appeared,  steps  at  a 
bound  into  the  very  front  rank  of  American  novelists. 
This  is  not  high  enough  praise;  rather,  'he  jumps,  at  a 
bound,  ahead  of  practically  all  livins  Americans. 

His  story  "The  Abyss"  is  a  gripping-  series  of  inci- 
dents in  the  life  of  a  Sammy  Gordon,  a  Hebrew  young- 
ster, early  bereft  of  a  loving  mother.  Sammy  falls  among 
thieves — literally.  "The  Abyss"  is  the  story  of  his  life, 
as  a  vagrant,  as  a  near-thief,  as  a  derelict,  trying  hard  to 
tie  up  to  better  things  again.  He  does  try  hard,  but  "once 
a  tliief,  always  a  thief."  Everybody  conspires  to  hold 
him  nothing  more  or  less  a  crook.  So  he  becomes  a 
crook.  He  can't  help  himself.  If  you  doubt  it,  read  the 
book  for  yourself. 

Read  it  by  all  means.  As  a  story  of  human  weakness 
bucking  circumstance  it  is  immense.  The  author  lias 
evidently  studied  long  before  he  wrote  it.  For  form,  it  is 
Dickensian  in  its  intimacy  with  the  class  of  society  it 
describes.  And  as  a  plea  for  "forgive  us  our  ilebts, 
that  we  may  forgive  our  debtors,"  it  is  fully  and  extra- 
ordinarily effective. 

The  way  in  which  it  is  written  stamps  it  as  work  of 
an  unusually  iiigh  kind.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that 
for  people  who  love  literary  deftness  "Tiie  Abyss"  is 
the  greatest  American  novel  in  recent  years.  This,  be- 
cause it  is  simple,  natural,  true.  Its  fidelity  to  type  makes 
it  comparable  to  the  great  master,  Dickens.  Not  a  word 
is  superfluous,  and  every  word  is  ajit.  The  book  fascinates 
one:  one  turns  from  it  and  says  "Amazing." 

Eagerly  I  await  the  other  two  to  follow,  makina-  the 
trilogy.  Meanwliile,  Natlian  Kussv  has  certainlv  "ar- 
rived." '  H.  S.  E.

CHINESE  ART 

There  is  no  more  delightful  introduction  to  the  soul 
of  China  than  her  art,  into  which  has  been  woven,  to  the 
perfection  of  beauty,  much  that  is  frankly  humorous, 
whimsical,  and  profound.  The  elementary  language  of 
this  art  is  simple  enough — a  handful  of  symbols.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  a  book  entitled  "Chinese  Motives  Inter- 
preted," by  W.  R.  Tredwell.  (Putnam's)  to  supply  mate- 
rial which,  at  present,  may  be  obtained  only  by  wading 
through  technical  descriptions  of  art  collections  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  world.  The  book  reflects  the  life  that 
underlies  Chinese  art. 


MEREDITH  NICHOLSON 

Meredith  Nicholson  was  the  chief  speaker  at  the  lay- 
ing of  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Indianapolis  public 
library.  Mr.  Nicholson  is  as  entertaining  when  he  speaks 
as  when  he  writes.  To  his  many  readers  throughout  the 
country,  the  most  interesting  features  of  his  speech  were 
his  tribute  to  his  fellow-townsman,  James  Wliitcomb 
Riley  (whom  he  has  celebrated  so  affectionately  in  the 
little  story,  "The  Poet"),  and  his  remarks  about  In- 
diana's production  of  authors.  Mr.  Nicholson  himself  is 
jfl-ominent  in  the  group  of  Indiana  writers,  and  will  be 
represented  this  spring  by  a  new  novel,  "The  Proof  of; 
the  Pudding."

RECOLLECTIONS  OF  LINCOLN 

"A  mountain  is  a  mystery;  sucli  was  Lincoln.  It  is 
tall,  isolated,  alone;  so  was  he.  It  has  fissures  and 
crevices  that  would  disfigure  the  beauty  of  a  hill,  but 
w'liich  constitute  no  blemish  on  its  massive  nobility.  Amid 
its  crags  are  sheltered  nooks  where  flowers  bloom  and 
streamlets  flash  in  the  sunlight.  But  there  are  also  huge 
masses  of  denuded  rock  which  tell  of  the  harsli  attrition 
of  earlier  times.  The  clouds  that  gather  about  its  peaks 
lend  it  an  air  of  aloofness  and  melancholy.  Mislity  storms 
make  war  upon  it,  waging  battle  witii  the  swift  strokes  of 
lightning  to  the  music  of  deep-toned  thunders.  But  it 
remains  unchanged,  unshaken.  In  all  moods,  in  all  mists, 
its  mission  is  the  same.  The  same  God  that  made  the 
mountain  made  the  man,  and  His  ways  are  past  finding 
out." — Joseph  Fort  Newton. 

The  foregoing  is  printed  in  the  new  book,  "Personal 
Recollections  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  by  Harry  B.  Rankin, 
published  in  a  $2  edition  by  the  Putnam's. 

The  author  was  one  of  the  "Lincoln  Boys,"  who  grew 
up  in  the  valley  of  the  Sangamon,  before  the  sturdy  race 
of  pioneers  had  disappeared.  His  book  helps  the  reader 
to  see  Lincoln  in  the  setting  of  his  life,  amidst  the 
scenery  which  wrought  itself  into  his  mind,  and  the 
hardy,  wholesome,  self-reliant  folk  who  left  their  impress 
upon  his  character  and  his  career.  Moreover,  the  author 
was,  for  several  years,  a  student  in  the  Lincoln  & 
Herndon  law  office,  w'here  he  enjoyed  the  intimate  fellow- 
ship of  two  strong  men,  who  were,  by  nature  as  well  as 
by  political  habit,  gracious  to  young  men,  and  wlio  were 
at  once  his  teachers  and  his  friends.

GERMANY.       I>,y     Maurice     Millioud.       Published     by 
Constable  &  Co.,  London. 

M.  Millioud  is  pri)fessor  of  Soeiolo,uy  in  tiie  University 
of  Lausanne,  and  his  book,  a  translation,  is  an  economic 
study  of  the  conditions  leading-  up  to  the  present  war.  It 
is  a  very  unconventional  treatise,  being  marked  by  much 
originality  and  freshness  of  view.  It  throws  much  new 
light  on  German  commercial  methods  and  their  signifi- 
cance. It  is  also  a  forceful  study  of  Germany's  ruling 
caste.  The  book  has  two  parts:  Part  I  is  entitled  "To 
an  understanding  of  the  Ideology  of  Caste;  Part  II,  "Ger- 
many's Aims  at  ('onquest  by  Trade  and  by  War."  Ciiapter 
headings  indicate  the  nature  and  .scope  of  M.  MillioufTs 
treatise.  They  are:  Reasons  for  Germany's  Action;  The 
Ends  in  View;  The  Means  Employed;  Germany's  Finan- 
cial System;  The  Obstacles  in  Her  Path;  and  "Why  Ger- 
many was  Alarmed."  As  is  to  be  expected  from  a  professor 
of  sociology,  and  man  of  condition,  the  volume  is  made 
illuminating  and  valuable  by  the  inclusion  of  much  his- 
torical material,  and  facts  and  figures  in  abundance.  It  is 
an  enlightened  interpretation  of  these  indisputable  things 
that  constitutes  M.  Millie  ud"s  thesis.  An  introduction  to 
the  volume  by  tlie  Right  Hon.  Sir  Frederick  Pollock.  Bart., 
adds  an  interesting  and  appreciative  feature  to  this  really- 
valuable  and  suggestive  volume. 


FROM  MONS  TO  YPRES  WITH  FRENCH.    By  Frederic 
Coleman.    Published  by  Wm.  Briggs,  Toronto.    324  pp. 

Among  war  books  designed  to  give  an  intimate  account 
of  battletields,  fights  and  fighting,  this  narration  of  Mr. 
Coleman's  merits  much  commendation.  It  is  narrative 
pure  and  simple.  The  author's  views  are  not  intruded. 
There  is  no  aim  to  be  dramatic  or  to  tell  a  story.  It  is  real 
material,  such  as  historians  delight  in.  Mr.  Coleman,  an 
American  resident  in  England,  volunteeredi  along  with 
twenty-four  other  members  of  tiie  Royal  Autrmibile  Club, 
to  take  his  motor  car  to  the  General  Headquarters  of  Sir 
John  French's  Army  in  Belgium  or  France,  as  tlie  case 
might  be.  His  duties  consisted  as  a  general  thing  in  con- 
veying officers  from  one  point  to  another — almost  always 
along  the  firing  line.  For  ten  months  he  was  with  the 
British  Expeditionary  Force,  d^uring  which  time  the  ad- 
vances across  the  Marne  to  Aisne  was  made,  and  other 
notable  progress  culminatina'  in  the  battle  at  Ypres.  Mr. 
Coleman's  "Wonderful  Car"  carried  many  distinguished 
officers  with  many  of  whom  the  author  of  the  book  de- 
veloped close  ac(|uaintanceships,  even  friendships,  and 
these  men  bear  testimony  to  Mr.  Coleman's  devotion  to  his 
work,  and  to  the  great  value  of  his  service.  Mr.  Coleman's 
record  is  a  film  of  his  personal  experiences,  minute,  vivid 
and  oenuinely  entertaining, — this  because  of  its  fullness 
and  graphi.'  quality.  Many  illustrations  add  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  volume.

GERMAN  DOCILITY 

"The  word  docility  is  not  (|uite  strong  enough  for  the 
purpose  of  this  book.  But  servility,  which  seems  to  be  the 
only  alternative  to  it,  if  not  too  strong,  has  too  narrow 
a  range  of  meaning.  Let  me,  then,  explain  that  by  docility 
I  mean  readiness  to  obey  for  the  sake  of  obeying,  avidity 
for  commands  and  instructions,  reluctance  to  accept  re- 
sponsibility or  exercise  initiative,  inability  to  react  against 
the  pressure  of  autocratic  authority.  Docility,  in  this 
sense  of  the  word,  when  it  is  a  national  characteristic, 
may  become  a  destructive  force  of  extreme  violence.  For 
a  diocile  majority  implies  a  dogmatic  and  domineering 
minority;  and  the  docile  majority  may  carry  docility  so 


far  as  to  become  dogmatic  and  domineering,  in  imitation 
of  their  masters,  whom  they  naturally  make  tiieir  model. 
Thus  it  is  possible  for  a  people  to  be  as  clay  in  tiie  hands 
of  ambitious  and  unscrupulous  ruJers,  and  yet  to  be  arro- 
gant, aggressive  and  self-centred  in  their  bearing  towards 
the  rest  of  the  world.  When  this  happens,  tlie  materials 
liave  been  laid  for  a  great  conflagration,  and  only  a  spark 
is  needed  to  set  them  ablaze." 

The  foregoing  is  the  foreword  of  Edmond  Holmes' 
meritoriou.s^  volume.  "The  Nemesis  of  Docility,"  a  study 
of  German  character,  which  comes  from  Constables'  of 
London.  Beginning  with  the  genesis  of  this  docility  it 
deals  in  turn  with  the  docile  army,  people,  the  German 
dream  of  a  docile  world,  Germany  deadened,  brutalized 
and  betrayed  by  docility,  then  with  the  menace  of  Gennan 
docility  and  our  debt  to  German  docility. 


ON  LEADERSHIP 

Colonel  Theodore  Roosevelt,  writing  of  "The  Funda- 
mentals of  Military  Service,"  Captain  Lincoln  C.  Andrews, 
comments  upon  Leadership:  "Take  the  chapter  on  Lead- 
ership, for  example;  at  least  half  of  what  is  here  said 
applies  to  leadership  in  civil  life  as  much  as  in  military 
life.''  We  quote  from  the  book :  "A  good  leader  is  as  one 
with  his  men,  he  speaks  their  language,  he  shares  their 
hardships,  he  is  jealous  of  their  name,  he  defends  their 
sensibilities  and  their  rights  in  the  larger  organization. 
In  short,  he  does  everything  at  all  times  to  make  them 
feel  that  he  is  looking  out  for  their  interests,  not  his  own 
selfish  comfort.  It  is  incidentally  true  that  when  hard- 
ships come  he  will  be  more  tlian  repaid  by  their  devotion 
to  him  and  care  for  his  comfort.  Give  your  orders  in  a 
(|uiet.  decent  tone,  too  often  there  are  those  placed  in 
authority  who  so  far  miss  the  true  situation  as  to  treat 
their  subordinates  somewhat  as  though  they  were  dogs. 
You  want  to  command  a  team  of  men,  not  of  dogs.  And 
you  will  never  get  dicipline  from  men  by  outraging  their 
manliness." 


WAR  FICTION 

Gennan  spies  at  work  at  Washington,  D.C.,  forms  the 
basis  of  a  new  novel  by  Natalie  Sumner  Lincoln,  entitled 
"I  Spy,"  which  was  published  in  a  $1.25  edition  by  the 
Copp,  Clark  Company  this  month.  The  opening  chapters 
are  laid  in  war-torn  Europe  during  November,  1914,  and 
the  scene  quickly  shifts  to  the  Capital  of  the  United  States, 
where  the  heroine,  Kathleen  Whitney,  at  a  dinner  at  the 
Chevy  Chase  Club,  recognizes  a  man  she  had  previously 
known  in  Germany  before  the  breaking  out  of  the  great 
world  war.

MORE  THRILLING  THAN  FICTION 

A  truly  remarkable  record  of  achievement  is  the  book 
recently  put  out  by  Brio-gs  entitled  "My  Secret  Service," 
by  the  man  who  dined  with  the  Kaiser.  He  penetrated 
into  the  very  stronghold  of  German  secrecy,  the  Krupp 
works  at  Essen  and  obtained  employment  there  as  a  steel 
driller.  He  found  his  way  to  Constantinople  and  heard 
from  the  lips  of  Commander  von  Hersing  the  story  of  the 
navigation  of  the  German  submarine  from  Willielmshaven 
to  Constantinople. 

He  succeeded  in  interviewing-  Enver  Pasha,  the  most 
exclusive  man  in  Turkey.  Forecast  the  recent  air  raids 
in  England  and  dined  with  the  Kaiser  at  Nish  at  the 
famous  banquet  with  King  Ferdinand,  after  that  he 
travelled  on  the  first  Balkan  express  running  from  Con- 
stantinople to  Berlin,  was  in  Constantinople  when  the  city 
went  mad  over  the  evacuation  of  Gallipoli. 


WHAT  HAS  BRITAIN  DONE? 

Captain  Ernest  Hamilton  has  written  a  really  remark- 
able story  of  the  war  in  his  book  "The  First  Seven  Divi- 
sions." It  is  a  detailed  and  authoritative  account  of  the 
fighting  from  Mons  to  Ypres,  the  most  critical  period  in 
the  war  for  the  Allied  Armies.  This  book  answers  most 
effectively  the  question:  "What  have  the  British  Done?" 
At  the  same  time  it  is  the  splendid  Epitapli  of  England's 
Professional  Army,  which  at  the  end  of  tlie  tliree  montlis 
was  ijractically  anmiliilated. 

Christian  Mallet,  a  French  soldier  who  fought  iiis  way 
up  from  the  ranks  to  the  post  of  Lieutenant,  tells  of  the 
retreat  from  Belgium,  the  battle  of  the  Mame  and  the 
great  fight  at  Loos  in  his  book  "Impressions  and  Experi- 
ences of  a  French  Trooper,  1914-1915."  It  is  a  simple, 
poignant  and  heroic  tale.

"Platoon  Commander"  tells  a  wonderful  story  .of  the 
war  in  his  book  "With  my  Regiment  from  the  Aisne  to 
La  Bassee,"  which  has  just  appeared.  There  is  a  repro- 
duction "in  khaki"  on  the  jacket  of  the  book  showing  the 
smiling-  features  of  one  "Mulligan"  wlio  looms  up  in  the 
book. 

"The  End  of  the  Chapter,"  by  Shane  Leslie,  is  a 
book  arising  out  of  altered  conceptions  brought  about  by 
the  great  conviction  which  drew  him  into  active  service  at 
the  front.  It  is  a  notable  contril)ution  to  tlie  memoir  lit- 
erature of  this  generation. 


A  REALISTIC  WAR  NOVEL 

When  a  trained  novelist  brings  all  the  resources  of  his 
craft  to  bear  on  a  topic  to  which  he  is  devoted  heart  and 
soul,  the  printed  word  can  hardly  fail  to  carry  conviction. 
And  that  is  what  Louis  Tracy  has  done  in  "The  Day  of 
Wrath."     (McLeod,  Toronto). 

Admittedly,  the  book  was  written  at  white  heat,  but, 
after  calm  review,  the  author  has  refused  to  alter  a  word 
of  it  in  type.  Indeed,  any  change  was  hardly  to  be  ex- 
pected. No  man,  impelled  by  conviction,  eouldi  frame  such 
a  telling  indictment  of  militarism  and  then  modify  it 
subsequently. 

Just  as  in  regard  to  this  terrible  war  there  can  be  no 
neutral  opinion,  so,  a  novel  which  deals  with  the  sworn 
facts  of  the  invasion  of  Belgium  can  take  no  middle 
course.  The  armies  of  Germany  acted  either  like  civilized 
men  or  like  barbarians,  and  Tracy  leaves  his  readers 
imder  no  delusion  as  to  the  category  in  which  he  classes 
the  dreadful  deeds  of  August  and  September,  1914.

BETTER  TASTE  IN  WALLPAPERS 

Many  influences  are  at  work,  quietly  but  surely, 
throug'hout  the  country,  tending  toward  better  taste  in 
home  decoration.  While  formerly  the  average  person 
seemed  to  be  content  to  live  in  a  house  that  had  no  par- 
ticular expression,  and  gave  little  thought  to  the  selec- 
tion of  the  wall  coverings,  a  quite  different  attitude 
is  shown  toward  the  home  to-day  and  even  inexpensive 
bungalows  and  cottages  liave  expression  and  charm. 

The  technical  schools,  art  study  clubs,  the  societies 
of  applied  art,  exhibits  of  pictures  and  otlier  objects  of 
vertu,  the  lecture  room  and  even  tlie  theatre  are  amongst 
the  forces  that  are  moulding  public  taste  and  awakening 
the  people  to  a  keen  interest  in  their  home  surroundings. 
The  developments  of  better  taste  resulting  from  this 
interest  may  be  made  to  stimulate  the  Wall  Paper  busi- 
ness if  dealers  and  decorators  will  only  recognize  tlie 
conditions  and  meet  them  by  showing  papers  tiiat  are  in 
good  taste  and  by  suggesting  the  artistic  use  of  such 
papers. 

There  is  a  great  deal  more  satisfaction  in  selling 
to  discriminating  people  than  in  supplying  the  wants  of 
those  who  merely  wish  to  secure  goods  at  the  lowest 
possible  price,  and  there  are  much  better  business  op- 
portunities in  it— in  other  words  there  is  more  money  in 
it  for  tlie  wall  pajier  dealer. 

ADVANCES  IN  RAW  MATERIAL 

Relative  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  producing  wall- 
papers referred  to  in  the  May  Issue,  it  is  interesting  to 
allude  to  influences  which  have  brought  about  the  ad- 
vances. 

As  to  dye-stuffs,  the  price  of  yellow  dyes,  reds,  greens 
and  l)lucs  have  gone  up  several  hundred  per  cent,  while 
Barium  chloride  used  as  the  base  of  all  colors  is  quoted 
at  almost  five  times  the  price  of  two  years  ago. 

While  dye-stuffs  constitute  a  most  important  ingredient 
of  manufacturing  wall  paper,  the  scarcity  of  paper  is  also 
responsible  to  a  great  extent  for  advanced  costs.  Crys- 
tals too  are  soaring  in  price,  as  are  clay,  zinc,  bark  ex- 
tract, logwood,  caustic  soda,  shellac,  bronzes,  varnishes, 
twine,  wrappers,  coal  and  in  fact  everything  entering 
into  the  activities  of  the  makers. 
SINGLE  OR  DOUBLE  ROLL? 

By  the  single  roll  or  the  double  roll  do  you  quote  the 
price  of  your  Wall  Papers?  asks  "Gilt  &  Glimmer." 
"What  differences  does  it  make?"  you  may  enquire,  it 
comes  to  the  same  thing  in  the  end".  So  it  does,  bit 
why  is  it  that  all  the  city  stores  and  the  sample  l)ook 
houses  quote  tlieir  prices  per  single  rolir  Did  you  ever 
stop  to  consider  the  reason  of  this"?  Simply,  that  to  the 
consumer  the  lower  figure  quoted  for  the  single  roll 
sounds  cheaper.  Scientists  call  this  the  psychological 
effect  of  suggestion.  Fifteen  cents  sounds  much  less  than 
thirty  cents  even  if  your  customer  gets  exactly  twice  as 
much  wall  paper  for  the  higher  price. 

Now  often  customers  ask  rather  erabarassing  ques- 
tions as  to  why  manufacturers  put  up  ■wall  papers  in 
rolls  and  then  call  that  roll  two  rolls,  when  it  is  actually 
only  one  roll.  Every  wall  paper  salesman  who  has  quoted 
prices  per  single  roll  has  been  repeatedly  asked  this 
question  and  generally  he  is  able  to  give  a  satisfactory 
explanation.  French  wall  papers  are  usually  put  in  rolls 
of  8  metres  or  about  8%  yards.     The  waste  is  so  great 


that  a  room  will  take  18  or  more  rolls  of  Frencli  goods 
which  could  easily  be  papered  with  14  rolls  of  wall  paper 
put  up  by  the  Canadian  method.  The  standard  length  of 
a  roll  of  Canadian  wall  paper  is  8  yards  and  two  of  these 
rolls  are  put  up  togetlier  into  IG-yard  bolts,  which,  in  a 
room  of  ordinary  height  can  be  cut  into  five  strips.  If  it 
were  put  up  in  single  rolls  of  eight  yards,  you  would  get 
four  strips  from  ten  rolls  thereby  causing  a  wastage  of 
one-fifth  of  the  wall  paper,  and  consequently  requiring  a 
fifth  more  for -each  room. 

Therefore,  do  not  place  your  wall  papers  at  a  disad- 
vantage by  quoting  the  price  of  them  by  tiie  double 
roll.  Your  customers  will  soon  get  used  to  it,  if  they  are 
not  already  familiar  with  this  method  of  buying  wall 
paper,  and  if  you  insist  that  youK  clerks  invariably  make 
use  of  this  method,  you  will  find  that  your  prices  will 
especially  appeal  to  that  class  of  trade  where  cost  is  the 
main  object.  Try  it  this  coming  season  and  you  will 
find  that  yon  will  not   want  to  return  to  the  double  roll. 

WALL  PAPER  IN  SHOW  WINDOWS 

Here-are  a  few  pointers  about  Show  Windows  which 
may  oe  useful  to  the  Wall  Paper  Dealer. 

First — Don't  try  to  display  all  the  goods  in  your  st  -re 
in  one  window  at  one  time.  P\ir  bettor  results  can  be 
obtained  by  having  only  a  few  patterns  at  a  tiu';,  indeed 
one  pattern  only  is  often  sufficient  to  produce  good  re- 
sults. 

Second — Change  your  window  often — keep  it  talking 
— keep  it  active.  This  does  not  mean  to  change  it  every 
(lay,  but  don't  allow  it  to  grow  stale,  and  the  smaller  the 
town  the  oftener  you  will  need  to  change  the  windows. 
Third — Suggest  the  use  of  each  paper  by  means  of  a 
carefully  printed  card.  Don't  leave  the  public  to  guess — 
they  often  guess  wrong. 

Fourth — In  the  winter  season,  rich  warm  effects  are 
always  appreciated.  In  the  spring  bright  florals  and 
stripes  are  welcomed.  It  is  also  important  to  maintain 
harmony  in  your  display. 

Fifth — Don't  use  too  much  reading  matter  on  your 
cards,  nor  use  to  many  cards.  Just  a  suggestion  that 
catches  the  eye  is  all  that  is  needed. 

Sixth — Your    window    should    attract    attention    and 
create  a  desire  for  the  Wall  Papers  shown  therein,  and 
should  bespeak   for  the   store   character,   good   taste   and 
quality. 
ADVANCE  IN  PRICE  OF  BURLAP 

Burlap  manufacturers  both  in  Canada  and  elsewhere 
are  troubled  by  the  difficulty  in  securing  raw  material. 
Months  ago  the  British  Government  placed  an  embargo 
on  canvas  and  it  became  necessary  for  the  exporter  to 
secure  a  license  before  being  able  to  ship  from  Great 
Britain.  The  reason  for  this  was  that  the  Allies  require 
an  enormous  amount  of  canvas  for  sand  bags;  they  also 
wanted  to  know  where  it  was  going,  whether  for  their 
own  people  or  to  Germany  and  Austria,  as  there  was  no 
doubt  that  much  of  it  was  going  to  the  enemy. 

The  result  of  this  embargo  is  that  manufacturers  on 
this  side  of  the  Atlantic  are  greatly  hampered  for  want 
of  raw  materials.  Canvas  has  advanced  tremendously 
since  the  war  broke  out  and  prices  of  other  materials 
which  enter  into  the  manufacture  of  wall  buriaps  have 
likewise  increased. 
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New  Goods  Described  and  Illustrated

NEW  IDEA  IN  SELF-FEEDERS 

In  a  new  self-tilling  pen  patented  by  the  Beaurael 
concern,  of  New  York,  a  strip  of  hard  rubber  is  used 
instead  of  metal  for  use  in  depressing  the  collapsible  tube 
of  rubl)er  containing  the  ink.  The  idea  is  to  avoid  the 
corrosive  action  of  the  metal  on  the  rubber  and  conse- 
quently assuring  longer  life  for  this  rubber  tube. 

NEW  COPYHOLDER 

The  Burns  copyholder  is  a  simple  and  low-priced  con- 
trivance which  seems  to  be  a  very  meritorious  article, 
because  it  does  its  duty  and  has  no  thumb  screws  or 
springs,  being  adjustable  to  any  angle,  locking  instantly. 
It  is  a  product  of  the  American  Electric  Co.,  of  Chicago. 

A  NEW  NUMBERING  MACHINE 

The  Osborn  Manufacturing  and  Novelty  Company,  of 
105-7  Chambers  Street,  N.Y.,  is  placing  on  the  market  a 
new  six-Avheel  numbering  madiine  witih  t'hree  move- 
ments— consecutive,  duplicate  and  repeat.  It  is  an  all 
metal  machine  with  metal  figures,  self-inking,  dust  and 
rust-proof.  It  will  sell  at  a  moderate  price.  The  manu- 
facturers' guarantee  is  given  with  every  machine.  The 
machine  has  a  nickel-plated  rosewood  handle,  and  is 
packed  one  in  a  box,  twelve  in  a  container. 

NEW  LINE  OF  INK  PELLETS 

Retailers  have  been  doing  a  big  business  in  ink  pellets 
with  soldiers,  and  soldiers'  friends.  These  are  now  being- 
put  on  the  market  by  The  Reliance  Ink  Co.,  Winnipeg. 
They  are  put  up  in  vest  pocket  tubes,  each  containing 
twenty-five  iiellets.  It  is  only  necessary  to  droj)  one  in  a 
fountain  pen,  add  water  and  shake.  The  Reliance  Ink  Co. 
put  these  up  in  boxes,  open  at  the  front,  and  suitable  for 
displaying  on  store  counters. 

A  NEW  RING  BOOK 

The  Heinn  Co.,  of  Walkerville,  Ont.,  have  just  added  a 
new  item  to  their  line,  this  being  a  Fabrikoid  Ring  Book, 
the  binding  being  flexible  and  of  the  appearance  of  leather. 
According  to  the  makers  it  wears  as  well  as  leather,  but 
costs  much  less.  This  book  has  automatic  levers  wliich 
permit  the  user  to  operate  the  rings  without  touching  them. 
The  book  has  a  one-piece  lining  extending  throughout  the 
width  of  the  cover  and  under  the  fixture  and  has  patented 
fastenings  by  which  the  rings  are  firmly  riveted,  prevent- 
ing them  from  working  lose.

take  their  places  and  fabulous  figures  have  been  paid  for 
colors  whenever  they  could  be  obtained.  Some  colors  have 
sold  as  high  as  $30  and  $40  per  pound,  while  previous  to 
the  war  any  desired  quantity  could  be  obtained  for  from 
25c  to  $1.  Bleach  has  been  sold  as  high  as  $14  per  hun- 
dred pounds,  alum  from  4y2C  to  5c,  where  it  was  formerly 
Ic  per  pound. 

Previous  to  the  War,  in  1913,  Canada  imported  $8,000,- 
000  worth  of  paper,  which  to-day  is  practically  cut-off  for 
two  reasons:  first.  Great  Britain  has  no  paper  to  export; 
and  second,  the  United  States  manufacturer  is  getting  a 
higher  price  than  the  Canadian  manufacturer  is  asking. 

Tliis  cutting  off  of  imports,  and  the  fact  that  Canadian 
concerns,  who  previously  bought  advertising  and  other 
printed  matter  in  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  are 
now  purchasing  in  Canada,  lias  increased  tlie  demand  on 
the  Canadian  paper  manufacturer  tremendously.  On  ac- 
count of  the  uncertainty  of  the  market  on  raw  materials, 
labor,  and  the  greatly  over-sold  condition  of  the  product  of 
Canadian  mills  manufacturing  book,  writing,  etc.,  they 
refuse  to  make  contracts  for  other  than  immediate  require- 
ments, and  are  meeting  the  abnormal  demand  by  "play- 
ing" no  favorites,  each  mill  taking  care  of  its  own  custo- 
mers as  well  as  possible,  and  trying  to  supply  them  with 
the  same  tonnage  as  supplied  previously  to  tlie  present 
unsettled  conditions.  With  the  mills  unable  to  cover  them- 
selves for  tlieir  supply  of  raw  material  at  any  definite 
pi  ice  into  the  future,  they  in  turn  refuse  to  give  prices 
son  their  product,  but  are  selling  at  the  market  on  d<ate  of 
delivery. 

The  Outlook  and  Our  Common  Duty 

How  long  the  present  conditions  of  the  paper  market 
will  continue  is  very  problematic.  Some  of  the  larger  mills 
think  that  matters  will  smooth  out  within  the  next  six 
months,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  they  will  be  able  to  obtain 
any  relief  until  after  tlie  War. 

The  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  at  Ottawa  has 
circularized  the  homes  of  Canada  to  save  waste  paper  and 
rags,  as  it  is  hoped  by  this  means  to  assist  greatly  in  sup- 
plying the  mills  with  an  increased  quantity  of  material. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  printer,  lithographer  and  allied 
paper  trade  to  co-operate  and  conserve  all  tlieir  waste,  and 
see  that  it  goes  toward  the  relief  of  Canadian  mills,  as  this 
material  can  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  book  and  writ- 
ing paper,  and  tends  to  diminish  the  demand  on  sulphite 
pulp,  which  is  very  scarce  at  the  present  time. 


Some  Elements  of  Increased  Costs 

Editor,     "Bookseller  &  Stationer'' 

Toronto. 
Dear  Sir: 

Referring  to  the  many  articles  that  have  appeared 
lately  in  trade  magazines  pointing  out  the  various  canses 
tliat  have  contributed  to  the  present  high  price  of  paper, 
the  trade  generally  are  now  well  aware  that  the  advances 
have  been  absolutely  necessary. 

As  paper  is  one  item  which  enters  very  generally 
into  many  lines  handled  by  the  Stationer,  naturally  a 
great  many  lines  have  increased  in  cost,  in  fact,  the  various 
sundries  Iiandled  by  the  average  Stationer  are  practically 
all  affected  in  one  way  or  another  by  present  increases  in 
manufacturing  cost. 

Tt  is  true  that  some  lines  have  not  been  advanced  by 
the  manufacturers  and  jobbers  as  much  as  one  would 
naturally  expect  under  present  abnormal  conditions.  This 
is  accounted  for  to  a  large  extent  owing  to  the  fact  that 


when  a  manufacturer  finds  that  he  must  necessarily  ad- 
vance his  prices  somewhat  to  cover  increased  cost,  it 
is  usual  to  go  carefully  through  factory  dockets  and 
ascertain  the  actual  cost  of  producing  certain  articles 
under  present  conditions. 

When  this  is  done  it  is  sometimes  found  that  improved 
methods  have  reduced  certain  parts  of  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction, and  when  the  total  net  cost  is  figured,  it  may  be 
that  the  actual  necessary  advance  in  price  is  only  slight. 
It  also  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  manufacturer 
that  it  is  desirable  to  produce  lines  that  can  be  retailed 
at  certain  popular  prices,  and  although  under  present 
conditions  this  is  impossible  in  some  instances,  the  desire 
to  do  this  has  resulted  in  manufacturers  being  satisfied 
with  a  very  narrow  margin  of  profit  on  some  lines. 

As  considerable  lias  already  been  written  regarding 
the  conditions  which  manufacturers  and  jobbers  have  to 
contend  with,  the  question  arises  ''Does  the  average 
dealer  realize  how  much  tiie  percentage  of  his  increased 
cost  of  doing  business  amounts  to  at  the  present  time,  as 
(ompared  with  normal  conditions?" 

From  conversations  we  have  liad  with  some  of  the 
trade,  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  a  dealer  is  apt  to 
consider  that  the  actual  increase  in  the  invoice  price  of 
an  article  represents  the  net  increased  cost  of  delivering 
sucii  an  article  to  his  customer,  but  a  little  careful  con- 
sideration will  prove  tliat  this  is  far  from  the  actual 
fact.  Take  for  instance,  the  increased  cost  to  him  of 
various  items  affecting  his  business,  all  of  which  must 
lie  considered  an  increased  cost  of  the  goods  he  sells. 
A  few  of  tiiese  we  are  all  familiar  with,  such  as  War 
Tax,  increased  postage,  etc.  Added  to  this,  every  dealer 
is  well  aware  that  his  private  living  expenses  have  been 
increased  considerably.  All  of  these  we  think  may  fairly 
be  considered  as  increased  overhead  cost  of  doing  busi- 
ness, and  we  think  it  is  only  fair  that  a  dealer  should 
expect  to  at  least  get  sufficiently  more  for  his  goods  to 
cover  his  actual  increased  cost. 

There  are  certain  lines  handled  by  Stationers,  the 
cost  of  which  doubled  and  in  some  instances  trebled, 
and  we  know  of  instances  where  goods  of  this  class  have 
been  sold  quite  recently  at  prices  based  on  actual  cost, 
although  the  present  market  price  may  be  two  or  three 
times  what  they  were  under  normal  conditions. 

This  raises  the  question  "Should  not  the  cost  of  an 
article  in  stock  be  considered — what  it  would  cost  to 
rejilace  it."  Tliis,  we  consider,  is  particularly  the  case 
with  goods  that  at  the  present  time  are  practically  im- 
possible to  procure  at  any  price,  and  as  many  items  are 
sold  at  an  extremely  low  margin  of  profit,  we  think  this 
point  is  well  worth  considering  by  dealers  generally. 

From  present  indications,  there  may  come  a  time  when 
it  will  be  impossible,  for  a  certain  period  anyway,  to  get 
many  lines  of  goods  handled  by  the  average  Stationer, 
and  if  this  should  prove  to  be  the  case,  and  sales  should 
fall  off  accordingly.  Stationers  must  remember  that  over- 
head costs  of  doing  business  will  not  be  reduced. 

While  we  do  not  consider  it  proper  to  advance  prices 
generally  more  than  is  actually  necessary  to  show  a  pro- 
per margin  of  profit,  still  there  are  some  lines  that  we 
feel  it  advisalile  for  dealers  to  consider  what  the  present 
market  prices  are  as  compared  with  what  goods  actually 
in  stock  have  cost  them,  and  use  own  judgment  as  to 
what  their  selling  price  should  be. 

We  feel  that  a  little  careful  consideration  of  this  mat- 
ter is  advisable,  and  trust  that  the  result  will  be  beneficial 
to  the  trade  generally.

Sf'MMEn  TRADE 

\A/'JIY  >li(ml(l  there  le  any  let  up  in  ell'ort  to  keep 
business  goin^  at  a  live  clip  through  the  sum- 
mer months?  There  are  some  lines  which  sell  bettor 
in  the  sunmicr  than  at  any  other  time  of  the  year. 
Those  lines  should  be  pushed  very  strongh',  hut  it 
should  be  remembered  also  that  some  people  who  like 
to  deliherate  on  their  purcha.^es  far  more  than  does 
the  average  person,  can  be  advantageously  canvassed 
at  this  time  when  there  is  not  the  rush  of  business 
that  will  be  resumed  in  September,  ushering  in  sev- 
eral months  of  consistently  busy  days. 

Getting  back  to  the  te.xt,  the  custom  of  rela|)sing 
into  sort  of  a  condition  of  semi-coma  in  July  and 
August,  while  not  neai'ly  so  common  with  booksellers 
and  stationers  a.-'  it  was  some  years  ago.  still  persist^s 
to  some  extent  and  there  is  nnnn  for  a  better  spirit 
throughout  the  whole  country.  As  a  writer  in  a  con- 
temporary has  it: 

"Business  always  exists,  only  sometimes  it's 
harder  to  manage.  I'ut  if  merchandising  were  an 
easy  matter,  there  would  be  no  merchants,  and  a  man 
might  just  as  well  close  his  doors  if  anyixxly  and 
everybody  could  com])ete  with  him  at  a  drop  of  the 
hat. 

Summer  trade, 4hen,  is  a  matter  of  maintaining  as 
cool  a  .store  a.s  possible,  and  putting  forth  the  utmost 
that  is  in  a  man  to  overcome  the  additional  obstacles 
that  must  be  recognized  a.s  exi.-^ting."

LIGHTER  PAPERS  SHOULD  BE  USED 
I_rAVIN(}  in  mind  the  jn-esent  stringency  in  the 
■*•  market  for  raw  materials  entering  into  pai)er 
making,  a  good  sane  course  to  pursue  generally, 
would  be  to  use  pai)er  of  lighter  weight  wherever  this 
can  be  done  without  too  great  a  measure  of  disad- 
A'antage.  There  could  be  a  very  considerable  con- 
servation of  resources  by  adopting  this  cour.se  in  the 
case  of  papers  for  innumerable  uses.  The  weights  of 
writing,  ledger,  printinu'  and  wrapping  papers  for  in- 
stance, could  be  materially  reduced  without  apparent 
damage  to  the  interests  of  the  users  of  these  paj^ers. 
Several  years  ago  this  question  was  dealt  with  by  the 
U.S.  government  u])on  advice  of  the  bureau  of  chem- 
istry and  by  lowering  the  weitiht  of  its  ])rinting  paper 
from  40  to  ;^8  pounds,  $ir),000  was  .saved  on  that 
score  alone.  That  is  not  the  only  saving  that  would 
result,  because  in  many  instances,  it  would  mean 
appreciable  reductions  in  ])Ostage  as  well.

THE  NEW  TREND  OF  BOOKS 
C  ILETjY  of  our  day  is  the  new  trend  of  books  and 
'^  bookish  thought.  It  is  now  beginning  to  receive 
the  attention  of  American  students  whose  notice  has 
been  called  to  it  more  by  the  reports  of  librarians, 
booksellers  and  publishers  as  to  the  changing  demand 
of  the  public  than  by  any  notable  creative  produc- 


tions. It  is  taken  as  an  axiom  that  this  demand  is 
nidicative  of  the  formative  period  through  which  the 
public  mind  is  pa.s.-^ing  and  which  must  inevitably 
nrfluence  the  i)ul)lic"s  purveyors  of  literature.  In 
short,  literature  is  in  a  .*tate  of  conception  and  is 
about  to  bring  forth  a  new  child. 

The  conclusion  is  a  sound  one.  but  far  from  being 
as  new  as  its  American  discoverers  aimounce.  It  is  a 
coiulition  of  war  that  has  been  well  in  eviden<'e  in 
Hritish  thought  since  the  initial  stages  of  the  war. 
There  it  was  as  tluaigh  a  large  rock  had  been  .splashed 
nito  a  still  ponil  of  thought.  It  is  in  literature  as  in 
war  orders;  not  being  actively  engaged  in  war, 
America  receives  onlv  the  after  eli'ects,  a  year  later 
than  the  Hritish  public. 

There  are  national  differences,  .social  and  political 
which  give  a  distinctively  American  trend  to  this 
development  here.  The  as.<ertion  is  ventured  that 
the  national  genius  wliich  has  pos.se.-Nsed  the  imag- 
ination great  enough  to  produce  a  Rockefeller,  aiul^a 
Moigan  is  now  in  process  of  turning  its  creative  effort 
to  literature  and  art  as  worthier  fields  of  effort  than 
d.^llar-chasing.  The  civilization  that  has  produced  a 
public  that  pays  a  Chaplin  $.")()(), ()()()  ;,,  year  is  now 
turning  from  the  literary  evidences-^  of  a  similar  per- 
verted .-'tate  as  exemplitied  by  analvtical  novels  of 
mental  states,  to  the  cleaner  field  of 'the  simi)ler  and 
more  elemental  emotions  of  action.  Fi<'tion  now 
shuns  tilth  and  glows  healthily  with  the  red  blood  of 
brave  deeds  and  kindly  gentle  thought.  Poetry,  that 
harbinger  of  intellectualism,  is  now  leavening  the 
upper  crusts  of  the  movie  ma.ss.  Noyes,  Ma.sefield 
and  others  have  competed  with  the  pictures  in  per- 
sonal reaiMiiiis  of  their  own^  poems  to  crowded  houses 
and  have  added  a  pergonal  and  human  interest  touch 
to  an  art  that  a  nervous  age  was  by  way  of  forgetting. 

This  tercentenary  year  brings  vividly  to  mind  the 
fact  that  the  period  which  we  now  so  piously  cele- 
brate, gave  to  the  man  of  letters  first  place  in  its 
civilization.  To-day  it  is  the  man  of  wealth.  Will 
the  wheel  again  turn?  The  talk  now  is  all  of  men  of 
wealth  assisting  to  financial  ea-^e  struggling  young 
inen  of  letters.  Something  wrong  is  admitted.'  Our 
literature  ha.s  been  declared  unwholesome — but  not 
by  all.  There  has  been  a  corre-ponding  denunciation 
by  leading  American  publicists  of  the  whole  structure 
of  American  social  life  and  of  the  national  part  or 
lack  of  it  in  this  war.  The  two  j)hases  of  thought  and 
action  may  well  go  hand  in  hand.  National  literature 
is  complicated,  neurasthenic  and  unsound  only  in 
{H'opoition  as  the  national  life  is.  History  is  inex- 
orable on  this  point. 

Perhaps  it  will  not  be  within  the  ability  of  this 
generation  to  give  adequate  expression  to  this  rebirth 
of  thought.  The  artificial  has  lost  its  hold,  but  such 
aie  its  trammels  that  tho-e  lives  overshadowed  by  it 
can  but  vaguely  express  the  recrudescence  of  the 
true,  the  natural  in  thought  and  expre.s.sion.

speeding  Up  the  Sales  of  School  Goods,  Etc. 

Co-opei'atioii  With  the  Teachers  is  Advisa])h' — Soiuethiiig  About  the  Element  of  Competi- 
tion With  Some  Incidental  Remarks  About  Certain  Trade    Evils    That 
Retailers  Should  Unite  to  Fight  Against. 


IN  July  or  early  iu  August  the  retailers  will  do  well  to 
make  it  a  point  to  get  in  touch  with  all  or  at  least  as 
many  as  possible  of  the  teachers  of  the  different  public 
and  separate  schools,  coUegiates,  business  colleges,  etc.. 
discussinj,"-  the  prospects  for  school  hook  business  for  the 
forthcomini;'  reopening-  of  the  schools.  Depend  ui)on  it.  the 
teachers  will  appreciate  the  interest  thus  shown.  They 
can  do  much  to  make  the  lot  of  the  bookseller  easier,  espe- 
cially in  tipping  them  off  as  to  what  new  books  are  likely 
to  be  used.  This  applies  with  particular  force  to  books 
intended  for  supplementary  reading.  P'requently  the 
booksellers  rest  satisfied  with  tiie  information  that  eventu- 
ally conies  to  tiiem  througii  tlie  sciu)ol  children  t';emselvcs 
after  the  first  day  of  the  new  term  when  the  teaciiers  tell 
them  what  to  buy.  Tlie  dealers  who  anticipate  this  course 
of  procedure  by  getting  the  necessary  information  before 
hand  are  in  the  advantageous  position  of  being  able  to 
sell  the  books  to  the  children  upon  tlieir  first  enquiry  and, 
having  in  mind  tiie  comi)etition  for  tiiese  orders,  sucli 
preparation  ahead  of  time,  either  in  making  sales  that 
would  have  gone  to  competitors  or.  if  the  latter  have  ex- 
iiihited  similar  foresight,  in  preveiitina-  loss  of  sales  that 
would  have  occurred  but  for  ha\ing  the  goods  in  stock  in 
iUiti('ij)ation  of  demands  certain  to  ensue,  obviously  con- 
stitutes good  business  tactics. 

Tliis  six-eding  up  will  iielp  the  sciiool  teachers  to  get 
their  work  under  way  more  (juickly  and  it  illustrates  just 
one  instance  of  how  the  retailers  and  the  teachers  can 
woi'k  togetlier  to  their  mutual  advantage. 

As  a  furtiier  suggestion  in  this  connection  the  writer 
would  strongly  urge  the  retailers  to  communicate  with  the 
secretary  of  the  County  Teachers'  Association.  Of  the 
hundred,  two  liundred  or  wliatever  the  total  number  of 
teachers  on  the  list  may  be.  it  would  of  course  be  unrea- 
sonable to  expect  that  one  merchant  would  be  successful 
in  efforts  of  the  kind  here  suggested,  with  every  teacher 
in  the  county.  Conditions  may  be  such  that  the  dealer 
can  hope  to  he  higlily  successful  in  only  his  innnediate 
township.  }5nt  he  should  comjiete  for  all  the  business  he 
has  a  reasonable  chance  of  landing.  If  lie  succeeds  in 
scoring-  marked  success  with  only  a  dozen  or  half  a  dozen 
or  even  two  or  three  teachers  the  additional  business  t'.iat 
will  come  to  him  as  a  result  is  well  worth  Avhile,  because 
it  virtually  makes  those  school  teachers  business  promot- 
ers for  the  retail  concern  in  (piestion. 

It  would  he  well  for  the  merciiant  to  enquire  of  the 
teachers  as  to  just  how  he  may  be  of  service  to  tiieni. 
Tiiese  teachers  are  in  a  position  to  turn  quite  a  large 
volume  of  trade  in  the  way  of  a  particular  store,  provid- 
ing the  merchant  himself  does  his  part,  because  it  is  well 
known  that  it  is  not  permissible  for  a  school  teacher  to 
direct  pupils  to  buy  at  any  one  store  as  against  another. 
The  principle  of  "a  free  field  for  all"  obtains,  so  that 
success  is  achieved  by  the  merchant  who  is  to  the  highest 
degree  alive  to  his  opportunities. 

Similar  promotion  work  should  be  done  in  the  case  of 
the  separate  schools  and  in  fact  all  educational  institutions 
in  the  locality. 

Aside  from  the  value  of  the  lists  of  teachers  as  applied 


to  the  development  of  actual  school  trade,  these  names 
will  be  highly  valuable  for  use  in  circularizing  and  other- 
wise acciuainting  these  men  and  women  with  books  and 
other  goods  which  mercliants  have  to  offer,  having  in 
mind  the  personal  rcquireinents  of  these  prospective  cu.s- 
tomers. 

Right  here,  however,  let  it  be  stated  that  there  siiould 
be  no  cut  in  prices  to  teachers  that  is  not  extended  to 
otiier  customers.  The  practice  of  allowing  a  discount  of 
ten  per  cent,  to  teachers,  preachers  et  al,  is  wrong  in 
principle  and  it  needs  very  little  figuring  to  prove  this 
assertion.  For  instance,  a  teacher  comes  in  to  buy  a  book 
the  jirice  of  which  is  a  dollar.  The  hook  costs  the  dealer 
seventy  cents.  Add  twenty  per  cent,  of  tlie  retail  price  as 
the  cost  of  doing  business  and  the  actual  cost  of  the  book 
to  the  bookseller  is  ninety  cents.  If  he  allows  the  teachers 
ten  per  cent,  discount.  WHAT'S  TIIK  I'SE?  Far  better 
not  make  tiie  sale  at  all!  At  the  margin  on  which  the 
liook  business  is  done,  no  dealer  can  afford  to  give  any 
discount  whatever.  If  iiis  money  does  not  earn  at  least 
ten  per  cent,  on  tlie  investment  in  business  he  would  be 
better  out  of  it. 

This  disccuiiit  (piestion  tcuiches  an  evil  of  long  standing 
in  t!ie  Canadian  book  trade,  but  it  is  plain  to  all  members 
of  tlie  ti'ade  wlio  will  take  the  trouble  to  investigate  care- 
fully that  it  is  one  that  they  should  stop.  It  may  be  that 
one  dealer  iiesitates  to  stop  doing  tliis  business  at  a  loss 
hecause  liis  c]iposition  will  not  discontinue  the  practice, 
hut  that  is  a  restricted  liulif  in  "iiich  to  consider  the 
(|ue.-tion.  By  cutting;  out  this  and  all  otiier  forms  of 
1  usiness  beinu  done  witliout  a  profit  (some  of  them  at  an 
actual  loss,  were  the  truth  only  known),  the  capital  thus 
relieved  and  the  time  thus  reclaimed,  could  be  devoted'  to 
pushing  the  actually  profitable  lines  included  in  the  stock 
in  trade. 

The  season  of  tendering  for  scliool  hook  contracts  is 
over  for  the  ensuing  term,  but  it  will  he  well  to  say  some- 
thing about  file  evils  in  practice  in  tlie  trade  in  tliat  sort 
of  business  as  well.  Tlie  competition  of  some  of  the 
retailers  to  capture  contracts  of  doubtful  value  would  be 
laughable,  hut  for  the  villianous  policy  of  municijial  rep- 
resentatives that  is  involved.  There  seems  to  be  no  con- 
sideration whatever  on  the  part  of  school  boards  for  the 
interests  of  the  meichants  in  the  book  and  stationery  busi- 
ness, who,  like  their  brother  merchants  in  other  branches 
of  the  retail  trade  pay  so  largely  in  the  form  of  taxes  into 
the  municipal  coffers.  The  whole  scheme  of  getting  require- 
ments for  the  schools  on  this  plan  is  reminiscent  of  the 
stipulations  of  a  Shylock !  And  the  retailers  fall  into 
line  like  so  many  sheep;  spend  weary  hours  getting  prices 
from  wliolesalers,  figuring  out  the  different  quotations  and 
making  out  tenders,  and-,  rather  than  let  the  hated  opposi- 
tion get  the  contract,  they  have  been  known  to  cut  every 
possible  cent  of  profit  out  of  the  whole  transaction  rather 
than  lose  the  contract,  in  order  that  they  be  acclaimed  as 
the  successful  tenderers.  Such  success  without  profit  is 
doubtful  glory  to  say  the  least.  Instead  of  being  parties 
to  thus  cutting  the  heart  out  of  business,  the  retailers 
should  get  together  and  by  their  united  influence,  endeavor 
to  hrinu'  a'out  a  cessation  of  this  trade  evil.

FURTHER  intormation  from  the  standpoint  of  manu- 
facturers IS  presented  this  montli  in  the  general  sub- 
ject of  tlie  necessity  for  adequate  advances  in  the 
11  tail  prices  of  the  different  items  eonstitutino  a  stoci<  of 
stationery,  practically  all  of  which  are  affected  by  increased 
cost  of  raw  materials  as  well  as  advances  in  wages  and  other 
heightened  production  costs. 

Knowledge  and  Nerve  Required

Dear  Sir, — Speaking  for  the  British  manufacturer  whom 
we  chiefly  represent,  we  may  say  that  we  have  all  the  in- 
formation that  they  can  give  us  and  our  understanding  is 
that  they  are  as  much  at  sea  as  to  the  future  condition  of 
the  market  as  we  are.    T!iey  only  know  that  each  successive 
supply  of  raw  material  ccsts  higher  and  that  tiiey  are  faced 
with  the  possibility  sooner  or  later  of  a  famine  in  such  raw 
material. 

In  our  own  case  we  have  endeavored  to  anticipate  ad- 
vances and  have  kept  our  customers  posted.  This  informa- 
tion is  taken  advantage  of  in  the  cities  to  a  certain  extent, 
but  in  the  provinces  generally  it  causes  the  merchant  to 
decide  that  the  article  in  ((uestion  is  getting  too  high  for 
the  consumer's  jiockct  and  can  be  done  without. 

Of  course  the  merchant  is  wrong.  There  is  every  evi- 
dence that  the  consumer  knows  as  much  about  increasing 
costs  as  the  dealer  and  there  is  no  present  indication  that 
he  is  doing  without  anything  for  the  reason  of  cost.  In 
short,  business  is  good.  But  business  may  be  brisk  and  yet 
not  good  for  the  retailer  that  hasn't  the  nerve  to  increase 
his  prices  to  yield  his  usual  and  necessary  rate  of  profit. 
The  one  recjuirement  is  that  every  dealer  should  have 
the  same  knowledge  of  conditions  and  the  same  selling 
price.  Our  suggestion  would  be  that  jobbers  in  advising 
the  retailers  of  advances  in  wholesale  price  should  sul)mit 
new  table  of  prices  for  the  consumer.  We  might  also  sug- 
gest that  "Bookseller  and  Stationer"  ])rint  next  month  a 
list  of  staple  stationery  lines  with  a  notation  of  th.e  factory 
or  mill  increase  since  January,  1015.  Also  list  of  articles 
now  unobtainable  fnun  the  manufacturers. 

This  information  could  be  easily  obtained  and  our 
object  in  suggesting  it  would  be  to  convince  the  stationer 
that  such  an  advance  was  authentic.  At  present  they  do 
not  seem  to  be  able  to  bring-  themselves  to  the  point  of 
ordering  goods  that  have  gone  up  considerably,  and  this  is 
going  to  handicap  the  trade  and  discourage  the  jobber  who, 
anticipating  a  bigger  increase  or  a  famine,  is  stocking  up 
his  warehouse.

Typewriter  Ribbons  and  Carbons 

The  situation  as  regards  typewriter  ribbons  and  carbon 
papers  is  ably  set  forth  in  the  following  statement  received 
from  Mittag  &  Vouler  in  response  to  a  request  for  facts 
and  figures  to  back  up  the  position  "Bookseller  and  Sta- 
tioner" has  taken,  that  advances  in  the  retail  prices  of 
various  items  of  manufactured  stationery  should  be  made 
in  accordance  with  the  present  market  value  of  such  mer- 
chandise : 


"The  facts  in  the  ease  are  these:  All  anilines,  as  well 
as  those  dyes  known  as  base  colors,  are  imported  from 
Germany.  In  the  domestic  colors,  known  as  pigment  or 
earth  colors,  the  majority  contain  certain  ingredients  that 
are  imported.  In  a  number  of  instances  successful  sub- 
stitutes have  been  jjroduced,  but  at  a  considerable  advance 
in  price  over  tiie  imported  article.  Those  two  facts, 
therefore,  are  the  real  reasons  for  the  increase  in  price  of 
all  colors  used  in  the  manufacture  of  Typewriter  Ribbons 
and  Carbon  Papers.  In  respect,  particularly,  to  the  im- 
ported colors,  there  is,  of  course,  a  considerable  shortage, 
that  is  to  say,  these  colors  can  be  obtained  in  small  quan- 
tities through  brokers  and  speculators,  jjaying  an  enor- 
mous advance  for  them.  For  example,  anilines  are  being 
offered  from  $1LJ.()0  to  .$15.00  a  pound,  against  a  normal 
price  of  ()5c  to  85c.  The  same  applies  to  the  aniline  base 
colors.  None  of  these  can  be  obtained  through  the  regular 
sources,  as  there  have  been  no  importations?  since  Marcli 
15. 

I'lidou'  tedly  some  maiiulacturers  have  larger  stocks  of 
colors  than  others,  but  the  average  shortage  is  equal, — 
therefore,  where  one  may  not  be  compelled  to  charge  more 
for  a  certain  article,  on  other  lines  it  will  be  necessary, 
because  of  the  shortage.  The  advance  in  prices  of  course 
would  be  ecpial  if  the  manufacturers  computed  the  cost  of 
color  at  tiie  market  rate,  which,  of  course,  in  justice  to 
themselves,  should  be  done.  It  has  not  been  done  generally, 
however,  which  may  explain  why  one  manufacturer  may 
make  an  advance  on  this  line  and  not  on  another,  while  the 
siime  may  ai)i)ly  vice  versa  to  some  other  manufacturer. 
To  state  the  matter  broadly,  all  manufacturers  have  been 
or  will  be  compelled  to  make  advances  in  the  price  of 
Co])ying.  Roller  press  and  Hektograpb  Ribbons,  on  Pencil 
Carlxms,  and  on  certain  ccdors  of  Metal  Stamp  Inks.  Not- 
ably the  Copying  Inks.  A  general  advance  in  all  lines 
would  be  justified,  considering  that  everything  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  the  goods  has  advanced,  right  from  the 
paper  stock  up. 

Much  has  also  been  written  in  the  newspapers  and 
<  ther  [)ublicati(jns  in  regard  to  the  making  of  colors  in 
this  country.  We  believe  that  it  is  very  true  that  certain 
colors  will  be  made  here.  Hut  that  is  purely  a  matter  of 
time,  and  it  will  undoubtedly  be  several  years  before  the 
principal  colois  can  be  manufactured  liere,  as  it  will  be 
necessary  to  acipiire  the  experience  to  do  so,  which 
experience  has  been  practically  monopolized  by  tlie  foreign 
manufacturer.  Also,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  purchase 
these  colors  at  the  prices  charged  by  the  European  manu- 
facturer. We  do  not  regard  that,  however,  as  an  obstacle, 
but  rather  feel  that  it  will  tend  to  improve  conditions  in 
the  ribbon  and  carbon  line  and  help  to  restore  a  proper 
value  to  the  goods,  as  under  the  guise  of  competition  much 
injury  has  been  done  the  industry  by  indiscriminate  price- 
cutting,  which  will  have  to  be  abandoned  because  of  the 
much  higher  cost  of  all  raw  material,  and  this  will  be  of 
infinite  benefit  not  only  to  the  manufacturers,  but  to  the 
trade  genei-ally. 

The  Paper  Shortage  is  World-Wide 

It  is  doubtful  if  there  is  a  paper  market  in  the  world 
but  what  is  short  of  paper.  France  is  only  producing  20 
per  cent,  of  her  normal  amount,  England  about  45  per 
cent.,  and  there  is  no  market  in  the  world  but  what  is 
prepared  to  pay  a  higher  price  than  the  Canadian  mill  is

to-day  asking'  for  its  product;  but  in  spite  of  tliis  the 
Canadian  manufacturer  of  bock  and  writing'  has  not  ex- 
ported one  car  of  paper  in  the  last  six  months,  while  pre- 
viously he  was  shippin"'  from  one  to  two  cars  a  month. 
This,  of  coui-se,  does  not  apply  to  news  print,  as  there  is 
no  duty  on  this  class  of  paper  and  Canadian  manufacturers 
hi.ve  been  exporting'  from  75  to  SO  per  cent,  of  their 
])roduct. 

THE  INK  SITUATION 

F.  S.  Peacock,  manager  of  the  Reliance  Ink  Co.. 
Winnipeg,  interviewed  by  our  Western  Editor,  gave  out 
some  information  which  will  be  of  interest  to  the  retail 
trade,  in  that  it  gives  .some  idea  of  the  difficulties  manu- 
facturers are  contending  with,  as  well  as  what  prices  are 
likely  to  be  in  the  near  future. 

"When  the  war  was  declared,"  said  Mr.  Peacock,  "we 
saw  what  was  cotiiing,  and  bought  by  cable  and  wire 
whei-ever  possible.  It  was  necessary  to  advance  our 
prices  in  November  1914  about  6  per  cent,  on  most  lines, 
but  since  then  we  have  made  no  change,  as  we  were 
fortunate  in  buying  up  a  liig  stock  of  raw  material  at 
prices  considerably  lower  than  those  prevailing'  to-day. 
Our  sui>ply  of  raw  material  on  i)resent  price-list  will 
probably  last  throughout  the  summer,  and  if  we  are 
comi)elled  to  Ijuy  at  quotations  prevailing  to-d.'.  ,  a  fur- 
ther advance  to  the  trade  will  undoubtedly  hav^  o  go  into 
etfect;  but  as  long  as  that  supi)ly  of  raw  material  lasts, 
we  will  not  increase  our  rpiotations. 

"The  raw  materials  which  ha\e  been  affected  the  most 
are  nut  galls  and  gum  Arabic,  prices  of  which  have  gone 
skv  high.     Gum  Arabic  is  also  one  of  the  chief  ingredients 


of  mucilage,  and  for  that  reason  advances  may  also  be 
expected  in  the  price  of  mucilage.  So  far  quotations  on 
paste  have  not  been  changed.  Sealing  wax  is  up  on 
account  of  the  high  cost  of  shellac  and  vermilion,  which 
are  the  chief  ingredients.  All  (juotations  on  sealing  wax 
have  advanced  25  per  cent. 

"Higher  prices  prevailing  have  nut  serio'isly  affected 
tlie  denumd  as  dealers  fear  that  farther  advances  will 
take  place  and  are  stocking  u]).  The  difficulty  is  that  the 
manufacturer  is  unable  to  supply  the  ilemand  very  long 
on  account  of  the  high  price  he  is  com[)elled  to  pay  for 
raw  material.  Manufacturers  are  also  handicai)ped  by 
lat)()r  scarcity.  However,  our  sales  for  the  last  three 
months  have  been  record  oiies."

Growing  Demand  for  Quality  Chalks  and 

Crayons 


IN  considering  different  items  of  school  supjilies,  school 
crayons  and  chalks  constitute  a  line  deserving  of  spe- 
cial attention,  not  only  because  of  the  large  variety  of 
items  included,  but  because  of  the  vastly  increased  and 
highly  profitable  business  that  has  developed  in  tiie  United 
States,  with  these  goods  in  recent  years,  a  record  that 
should  be  duplicated  in  proportion  in  this  country.  Can- 
ada has  far  to  go  yet  in  order  to  approximate  to  the  pro- 
gress that  has  been  made  by  the  trade  in  the  United  States 
with  these  goods. 

Some  dozen  or  more  years  ago  U.S.  manufacturers  in- 
troduced particularly  good  color  mediums  to  retail  at 
moderate  prices,  and  a  great  deal  of  introductory  work  was 
done  with  teachers  in  schools  and  colleges.  Ajipreciable 
pixigress  has  also  been  made  in  certain  parts  of  Canada, 
and  the  time  is  now  ripe  for  a  general  advance  with  these 
lines. 

Pastel  crayons  are  occupying  an  increasingly  more  im- 
portant place  in  school  trade  as  well  as  for  general  art 
work.  Owing  to  cleanliness,  easy  handling  (which  means 
time  saving)  and  absence  of  difticulty  in  mastering  the 
technique,  crayon  has  largely  superseded  the  use  of  paints 
for  general  color  work  in  schools  and  is,  in  consequence, 
the  more  popular  medium  of  the  two. 

Regarding  l)lackboard  crayons,  the  old  type  of  crayon 
is,  of  course,  extensively  used,  with  increasing  preference 
for  the  enameled  variety,  but  "dustless"  is  making  the 
most  rapid  strides  forward  in  the  favor  of  school  teachers 
for  use  on  slate  or  new  composition  boards.  The  material 
in  these  crayons  being  compressed,  the  crayon  is  stronger

and  firmer  and,  therefore,  more  durable  than  other  crayons 
with  tensile  strength  of  from  8  to  9';/2  pounds,  making  it 
most  economical.  It  erases  easily  and  the  particles  being 
heavy,  drop  from  the  boards  instead  of  floating  in  the  air, 
and,  in  conse(iuence,  the  amount  (if  dust  is  reduced  to  a 
minimum. 

The  colored  chalk  is  made  in  two  forms — the  round 
blackboard  chalk  stick  and  the  square  stick  four  inches 
long.  The  latter  is  especially  adapted  for  lectures  and 
general  bulletin  work  and  for  quick  illustrated  talks. 

The  colored  chalks  ar«  softer  than  the  wliite  crayons, 
due  to  the  large  percentage  of  color  used  in  their  produc- 
tion and  just  enough  binder  to  make  them  firm. 

In  many  localities,  colored  chalk  is  used  as  a  substitute 
for  pastel,  being  less  expensive  and  having  a  greater  range 
of  colors.  These  chalks  can  be  fixed  same  as  pastels  and 
charcoal,  giving  permanency,  therefore,  to  drawings  on 
paper. 

Aggressive  American  makers  have  heretofore  largely 
restricted  acti\uties  to  the  United  States,  but  the  con- 
stantly increasing  requests  from  Canadian  teachers  for 
samples  of  crayons  and  chalks  have  resulted  in  enhanced 
demands  from  the  Canadian  jobbers,  due  to  the  endorse- 
ment of  supervisors  and  teachers  from  the  various  schools 
and  colleges. 

This  proves  that  some  Canadian  jobbing  liouses  are 
erroneous  in  their  opinion  that  schools  favor  cheap  crayons, 
for  the  growing  interest  in  high  quality  products  shows 
that  instructors  realize  that  high  class  material  is  needed 
to  produce  good  work.

ORGANIZING  FOR  SCHOOL  TRADE 

STATIONERS  in  towns  of  good  size  all  have  a  con- 
nection with  merchants  in  smaller  towns  and  villages, 
many  of  these  latter  merchants  having  general  stores 
where  books  and  stationery,  as  well  as  practically  all 
other  classes  of  merchandise  are  sold.  Consequently,  when 
the  dealers  in  these  larger  towns  are  placing  their  orders  for 
school  books  and  supplies  they  should  be  in  a  position  to 
approximately  judge  as  to  the  extent  of  the  business  likely 
to  come  from  the  smaller  dealers.  No  doubt  this  was  done 
by  many  buyers  in  placing  their  orders  for  school  opening 
requirements  with  due  consideration  of  the  fact  that 
many  of  tlie  country  schools  re-open  in  August,  two  weeks 
earlier  than  the  schools  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities. 

If  they  haven't  acted  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing, 
wouldn't  it  "be  wise  for  them  to  get  this  information  now 
and  revise  their  orders  accordingly? 

By  consolidating  their  i)osition,  to  borrow  a  military-, 
term  so  frequently  seen  in  the  despatches  from  the  front 
these  days,  applying  this  term  to  their  buying,  they  can 
guard  against  the  heavy  express  charges  which  so  many 
booksellers  pay  out  in  the  days  immediately  following  the 
re-opening  of  the  schools.  The  total  payments  for  express 
charges  on  this  account  are  inordinately  high  and  altogether 
unnecessary  in  many  cases,  due  to  lack  of  foresight  on  the 
part  of  the  nier.:'hant. 

Now  is  the  time  for  the  merchant  to  turn  these  matters 
over  in  his  mind  and  to  properly  organize  his  business  to 
look  after  this  year's  school  trade  with  a  view  not  only 
to  attain  increased  volume  of  sales,  but  also  to  provide 
for  the  realization  of  commensurate  profits,  for  what  is 
the  use  of  getting  extra  business  if  the  cost  of  doing  it 
reduces  the  margin  of  profit  to  practically  nil?

Western    Bookseller's    Interesting    Letter   on    Some; 
Questions  of  Vital  Moment  to  the  Book  Trade 

RECALLING  the  recent  discussion  regarding  Cana- 
dian prices  of  books  put  on  the  market  by  British 
publishers,  the  following  letter  from  a  Western  sub- 
scriber will  be  read  with  interest  not  only  for  the  views 
expressed  on  this  question,  but  because  of  his  timely  com- 
ments on  the  outlook  for  the  small  bookstores  and  the 
desirability  to  have  more  rather  than  fewer  bookstores  in 
Canada. 

Weyburn,  Sask.,  June  4,  1916. 

Editor,  "Bookseller  and  Stationer": — I  have  always- 
found  "Bookseller  and  Stationer"  a  help  in  business.  I 
find  it  especially  so  to  the  retailer.  You  are  helping  us 
solve  our  problems,  and  also  helping  us  to  help  the  other 
fellow  solve  his.  Yours  is  the  "Rotarian"  idea  as  applied 
to  the  book  and  stationery  business. 

In  your  May  number  of  "Bookseller,"  the  question  is 
raised  in  connection  with  the  proposed  advance  in  prices 
on  shilling  books  in  Canada.  Is  the  retail  book  trade  in 
jeopardy?  Mr.  Henderson,  of  Victoria,  B.C.,  propounds 
the  query  and  incidentally  answers  it.  He  hits  the  nail 
.squarely  on  the  head. 

I  do  not  see  a  very  hopeful  future  for  the  small  book- 
store, unless  protection  is  afforded  against  the  cut  price 
man,  whether  he  be  small  dealer  or  department  store.  If 
the  department  store  adhered  generally  to  published  prices 
as  we  are  doing  here  in  Weyburn,  it  would  cease  to  be  the 
evil  that  it  is — that  is,  in  its  effect  on  small  stores — else- 
where.   Even  the  occasional  special  sale  could  be  tolerated. 

The  argument  has  been  advanced — and  will  continue  to 
be  I  suppose — that  the  great  mass  of  people  benefit  by  cut 
prices.  It  is  a  debatable  question,  whether  or  not  they  do- 
in  the  long  run. 

Just  how  the  small  dealer  is  going  to  exist  is  a  big  prob- 
lem. In  a  sense  it  is  as  much  the  publisher's  problem — and 
I)erhaps  more  so — than  ours.  The  time  will  come,  if  exist- 
ing conditions  continue,  when  to  use  Mr.  Henderson's- 
words,  "The  department  store  will  dictate  to  the  pub- 
lisher." Is  that  a  future  to  look  forward  to,  with  pleasur- 
able anticipations? 

What  we  need,  judging  by  the  situation,  is  a  revision 
of  policy,  that  will  give  to  each  and  all  a  square  deal  and 
an  equal  chance.  There  may  be  legal  tangles  in  the  fixed 
price  idea  that  we  do  not  know  of.  We  should  like  the 
advice  of  someone  who  knows  on  this  important  phase  of" 
the  subject. 

The  day  of  the  small  bookstore  must  not  pass  away. 
That  would  be  entailing  upon  the  bookloving  public  a  hard 
blow.  What  we  need  is  not  fewer  bookstores,  but  more 
and  better  bookstores.  Every  town  of  any  size  at  all 
ought  to  have  one.  "Man  cannot  live  by  bread  alone"  is 
true  in  a  very  real  sense.  By  all  means  let  us  have  bakeries 
for  our  bodies  and  bookshops  for  our  souls.  Just  how 
we  are  going  to  do  that  is  the  problem.

CREATING  OFFICE  TRADE 

IN   considering-  tiie  question  of  fostering  trade  in    tlie 
summer  months,  it  would  he  advisable  for  stationers  to 
give  special  attention  to  office  appliances.     There  is 
hardly  an  office  man   who  could  not   be  successfully  can- 
vassed for  some  item  tliat   lie  actually  needs  or  could  use 
advantageously. 

One  stationer  attributes  mucli  of  his  success  in  build- 
ing up  his  trade  in  office  supplies  to  his  faculty  for  observ- 
ing and  remembering  the  good  uses  to  wiiich  certain  de- 
vices are  put  in  different  ofifiees. 

For  instance,  while  talking  to  a  business  man  in  his 
office  he  may  observe  iiim  make  a  note  on  a  memo  pad,  per- 
chance one  of  the  revolving  type  and  in  due  course  this 
stationer  brings  the  conversation  to  bear  on  this  memo 
pad  and  he  gleans  from  its  user  the  advantages  of  its  use. 
One  such  user  said  he  valued  the  rotary  memo  pad  because 
the  contrivance  itself  ensured  its  being  kept  in  its  place 
on  the  desk,  whereas  little  loose  tablets  habitually  got 
misjaid  and  often  when  most  wanted  were  unavailable. 
Again  slips  of  any  lengtii  could  he  torn  from  the  tablet,  in 
keeping  with  the  length  of  memo,  which  provided  against 
tiiat  other  frequent  expei'ienee  with  tablets  of  small  sheets, 
of  having  to  devote  two  sheets  to  one  subject.  This  ad- 
vantage was  another  time-saving  element.  You  see,  the 
user  is  the  man  wiio  best  appreciates  the  ad\antages  of 
utilizing  any  particular  device  and  he  knows  how  to  en- 
large on  those  advantages  and  by  getting  him  to  do  so,  the 
stationer  can  gather  iriany  valuable  selling  points  to  help 
him  to  place  the  same  specialty  in  other  offices. 

July  and  August  are  especially  good  months  in  which 
to  do  work  of  this  sort  and  the  stationer  who  will  do  it 
will  be  surprised  at  the  volume  of  extra  business  that  he 
will  do  in  consetjuence  not  only  in  following  uji  sugges- 
tions thus  observed,  but  incidentally  booking  orders  for 
supplies  which  in  many  eases '  would  have  gone  to  some 
other  concern,  probably  to  the  traveling  salesman  of  some- 
out-of-town  commercial  stationer. 

In  larger  office  equipment,  it  is  of  course  not  so  easy 
io  sell  in  the  prospective  customer's  own  office  and'  there- 
fore these  missionary  trips  outside  the  store  may  well  be 
made  productive  in  the  way  of  inducing  office  men  to 
make  a  special  trip  to  the  dealer's  store  to  see  a  particular 
machine  in  operation.  Another  and  most  valuable  means 
of  inciting  curiosity  and  interest  as  to  the  merits  of  an 
envelope  sealer,  for  instance,  is  the  store  window.  A  boy 
or  girl  can  easily  learn  to  operate  one  at  such  speed  and 
efficiency  as  to  impress  those  among  the  onlookers,  or 
"inlookers, "  who  are  logical  prospects,  to  the  extent  of 
persuading  them  to  step  inside  for  a  closer  inspection  and 
detailed  information,  perchance  to  buy  if  the  stationer  is  on 
liis  toes  to  close  the  sale. 

It  will  be  apparent  to  all,  that  methods  of  this  kind 


will  go  far  toward  establishing  a  favorable  reputation  for  a 
store  and  wiiat  better  time  to  lay  plans  for  accomplishing 
such  results  than  in  the  mucii  maligned  "dog  davs?"

They  have  been  remark- 
ably successful  in  selling  addressing  machines,  Mr.  Hust- 
witt making  the  second  best  record  for  the  Elliott  Address- 
ing Macliine  Co.,  in  tlie  past  year  in  all  fields  in  the  T'.S. 
and  Canada. 

An  indication  of  their  success  in  selling  olTice  si^ecial- 
ties  is  afforded  by  the  fact  that  they  have,  within  twelve 
months,  disposed  of  between  six  and  seven  gross  of  pencil 
sharpeners  I'etailing  at  1.50. 

Recently  an  automobile  was  jiurchased  so  as  to  expedite 
work  in  canvassing-  the  offices  throughout  the  city.

going  to  those  institutions.  Catholic  books  at  special  prices 
were  featured  that  day.  On  the  third  day  on  a  similar 
plan  the  store  was  in  charge  of  the  ladies  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Hospital  Board. 


A  good   suggestion   for  an   etfective   window   di.spla.v. 
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ALEADINfi  wallpaper  mill  in  Montreal  reported 
that  they  had  had  an  exceedingly  good  sorting-up 
season,  their  stock  at  present  being  about  halt'  the 
size  of  past  corresponding  dates,  this  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  a  month  or  so  ago  prices  were  advanced  from  34c  to 
2c  in  higher  grades  per  roll.  This  firm  claim  that  this 
advance  does  not  begin  to  cover  the  increased  cost  of 
everything  in  connection  with  their  output.  Raw  stock 
is  costing  to-day  20  per  cent,  more  than  formerly,  and 
mills  are  not  anxious  to  make  contracts  at  any  price. 
Color  is,  of  course,  the  most  serious  consideration.  Reds, 
blues  and  greens  arc  not  only  quoted  at  prohibitive 
prices,  but  are  difficult  to  obtain  at  that.  Bronzes  are 
similarly  advanced,  being'  quoted  now-  at  $1  instead  of 
former  prices.  .30c  and  35c.  Everything:  else  seems  to 
have  "been  affected.  The  prices  existing  to-day  will 
probably  be  quoted  at  tlie  opening  of  the  new  season, 
but  there  will  be  no  guarantee  tliat  they  will  be  main- 
tained, and  buyers  who  understand  the  situation  are  very 
anxious  to  jilace  tlieir  orders  early.  The  same  conditions 
prevail  in  the  States,  where  some  very  well  known  mills 
are  unable  as  yet  to  make  contracts  for  their  raw  stock, 
one  reason  being  that  the  mills  are  employed  on  more 
remunerative  material. 

Last  year  many  dealers  in  Canada  who  bbuuht  im- 
ported goods  received  only  portions  of  their  order,  so 
that  Canadian  manufacturers  are  at  present  in  a  very 
stronff  position  with  the  trade  owing  to  their  facilities 
for  supplying  home  demands. 

A  feature  of  the  samples  shown  for  the  next  season 
illustrate  to  a  striking  decree  the  improvements  that  tlie 
necessities  of  the  moment  have  made  necessary  in  Can- 
adian products.  Elaborate  effects  are  notable  bv  their 
absence,  and  the  tendency  is  toward  simple  effects  that 
are  adaptable  to  differing  needs. 

Rich  Tapestry 

Oatmeals,  varnished  tiles  and  other  imported  stocks 
are  quoted  at  very  much  higher  prices,  but  the  trade  in 
general  receive  these  advances  with  equanimity  and  com- 
plaints on  that  score  are  rare.  Rich  tapestry  side  walls 
or  borders  are  a  feature  of  the  offerings  in  combination 
with  a  plain  body  suitable  to  a  mission  setting.  Light 
tones  and  shadow  effects  are  greatly  in  evidence,  and 
designers  have  made  some  daring  designs  in  cut-out 
borders  and  panels  with  insets.  Some  beautiful  tapestries 
are  seen,  independent  and  otherwise,  and  there  is  a  drift 
back  to  the  patterns  of  other  days  seen  in  the  presenta- 
tion by  one  large  manufacturer  of  a  collection  ex- 
clusively old  French,  Japanese  and  Canadian  designs,  in 
which  sylvan  and  other  scenes  of  human  interest  hold 
large  place.  Panels,  plain  and  with  trimmers,  are  in 
evidence  as  usual.

Bedroom  i)atterns  show  little  change  in  their  light 
tones,  delicate  narrow  strij)es  and  rose  cut-out  borders. 
Overprints  are  seen  in  the  more  elaborate  and  heavy 
papers  for  parlors  and  living  rooms. 

Tliere  are  in  addition  the  usual  offeriirgs  of  medium- 
priced  popular  goods  in  the  more  commonplace  designs. 

The  new  samples  will  be  shown  to  the  trade  early  in 
July.  In  general,  similar  styles  to  last  year  will  prevail. 
.Small  patterns  with  backuround  effects  are  very  much 
in  evidence.  Tlie  season  is  looked  forward  to  with  hope 
that  a  better  class  of  goods  will  be  in  demand.  The  pur- 
chasing power  of  the  people  seems  to  justify  this  expecta- 
tion. 


GOING  OUT  AFTER  BUSINESS 

One  particularly  effective  means  of  increasing^  sales  of 
wall  fwiper  and  window  blinds  is  to  keep  posted  on  new- 
houses  in  course  of  erection.  The  people  w-ho  are  having 
the  houses  built  should  be  canvassed  at  the  very  first 
intimation  received  by  the  merchant.  The  writer  knows 
of  different  dealers,  each  of  whom  has  a  special  outside 
man  on  the  sales  staff  who  is  continually  on  the  trail  after 
business.  This  man  interviews  contractors,  keeps  tab  on 
building  permits  issued  at  municipal  headquarters,  sees 
landlords  at  regular  intervals  and  by  thus  keeping  in  con- 
stant touch  such  a  salesman  does  a  large  volume  of  busi- 
ness in  the  course  of  a  year  in  wall  paper  and  window- 
})lin(ls,  curtain  poles,  etc.  This  is  a  form  of  business- 
building  which  is  neglected  by  most  stationers  who  have 
wall  paper  departments  in  their  stores. 

A  good  scheme  for  dealers  'in  country  'towns  is  to 
establisli  ctmnections  with  dealers  in  the  villages  in  the 
surrounding  district.  There  is  alw-ays  a  good  volume  of 
jobbing  business  to  be  done  in  this  way  by  stationers  in 
such  towns  and  their  efforts  should  include  wall  paper, 
because  this  is  merchandise  of  a  type  that  makes  such 
jobbing  particularly  profitable.  That  variety  of  trade  is 
distinct  from  ordinary  retailing  'because  it  is  a  means  of 
materially  enhancing  the  volume  of  business  done,  making 
for  better  buying  opportunities  on  the  part  of  the  dealer 
by  reason  of  the  increased  value  of  his  account  to  the 
manufacturers  and  it  is  to  be  kept  in  mind  that  "the  cost 
of  doing  business"'  is  passed  on  to  the  retailers  in  the 
villages  to  a  sufficient  extent  to  offset  the  discount  allowed 
such  retailers  and  the  business  coming  from  what  may  be 
described  as  "out  territory,"  it  should  not  have  charged 
up  against  it  the  same  ratio  of  overhead  expenses  applying 
to  the  trade  obtained  from  the  immediate  territory  tliat 
may  be  reasonably  considered  commercially  tributary  to 
anv  town.

Kitchener  Books  Selling  Well — Patriotic  Stationery  Also  in  Good  Demand — Merchants 

Casting  About  For  New  Lines. 


THE  bookstores  like  everything  else  are  beginning  to 
feel  more  and  more  the  elusive  and  changeful  effect 
of  she  stirring  times  in  which  wc  live.  A  peculiar 
feature  of  the  case  is  the  general  casting  about  for  new 
lines  of  both  novelties  and  staples  with  which  to  eke  out 
the  volume  of  trade.  One  prominent  Montreal  bookseller 
has  about  decided  to  stock  a  complete  line  of  electric 
shades  and  says  that  he  will  give  one  window  over  to  the 
permanent  display  of  them;  another  dealer  who  already 
handles  a  number  of  stationery-  and  associated  lines  says 
that  he  lias  definitely  decided  to  add  one  more  line  and  is 
already  casting  about  and  deciding  just  what  it  shall  be. 
He  states  that  he  is  not  at  all  particular  so  long  as  it  is  a 
good  seller  and  even  remotely  connected  with  his  present 
lines. 

Another  man  states  that  his  banner  line  just  at  present 
is  a  line  of  school  prizes  which  are  specially  adapted  to 
the  use  of  the  children  of  Catholic  schools  which  spend 
considerable  money  annually  in  this  way  by  means  of  a 
regular  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose.  This  turn 
over  is  said  to  be  excellent  and  is  done  chiefly  in  books 
and  medals.  The  stories  are  nearly  all  of  adventure  suited 
to  juvenile  reading,  school  stories,  etc.,  invariably  of  a  high 
standard,  clean  and  wholesome,  with  love  stories  of  the 
most  innocent  character  barred. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  notice  the  com- 
plaint of  the  lack  of  moderate  priced  school  prize  books, 
especially  adopted  for  Catholic  reading.  For  some  inex- 
plicable reason  it  is  hard  to  get  a  line  tiiat  retails  at  less 
than  one  dollar  so  that  the  trade  depends  largely  on  ' 
cheaper  lines  that  do  not  contain  the  Catholic  background. 
In  view  of  the  larger  Catholic  pojnilation  of  the  States, 
this  lack  is  the  more  remarkable  and  tiie  filling  of  it  prom- 
ises to  be  a  development  of  the  not  too  distant  future. 

There  is  a  notable  lack  of  l)ooks  of  technical  character 
in  the  prize  list  except  in  vocations  particularly  interesting 
to  the  modern  boy,  such  as  mechanics,  engineering,  the 
crafts,  etc.  Nevertheless  the  general  average  of  the  stories 
combines  instruction  with  entertainment.  So  true  is  this 
last  that  even  Henty  is  barred  from  the  lists  and  Alger  as 
well. 

Post  Card  Trade  Hard  Hit 

The  post  card  trade  has  been  badly  hit  by  the  stamp 
tax  whi'.^h  has  more  than  cut  it  in  two  in  Montreal.  One 
dealer  who  already  carries  a  large  assortment  of  associated 
lines,  amongst  the  best  of  which  are  various  office  special- 
ties, paper  napkins  and  tissue  paper  goods  in  general  as 
well  as  shelf  pajier,  has  solved  the  difficulty  by  replacing- 
it  with  a  novelty  line  of  .crepe  paper  table  doilies,  lunch 
sets,  serviettes,  etc.,  in  patriotic  designs  over  which  he  is 
very  enthusiastic. 

Some  Good  Selling  Lines 

Patriotic  stationery  l)()th  in  white  and  khaki  is  also 
going  extremely  well  as  in  fact  most  patriotic  designs  do. 
Another  good  novelty  is  a  partially  addressed  envelope 
for  use  in  writing  to  the  soldiers,  bearing  as  it  does,  about 
three-fiuarters  of  the  necessary  army  form  of  address  de- 
signatinu'  regiment,  brigade,  division,  etc. 


Kitchener  books  have  had  a  mild  boom  lately  and  a  25c 
edition  that  came  out  just  at  the  time  of  his  death  has  had 
a  remarkable  sale,  which  has  been  especially  gratifying  in 
view  of  its  ten  cent  cost. 

"Kitchener's  Mob,"  by  .James  Norman  Hall  is  going 
well  too.  It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that 
contrary  to  the  detailed  and  erroneous  explanations  that 
have  been  going  about  in  connection  with  this  title,  that 
the  word  "mob"  is  not  meant  literally  in  the  usual  mean- 
ing of  the  word  but  as  purely  a  term  of  the  army  which 
always  refers  to  any  unit  of  soldiers  as  a  "mob"  or 
"crush." 

"My  Home  on  the  Field  of  Honor,"  by  Francis  Wilson 
Huard  is  enjoying  one  of  the  most  remarkable  sales  of  the 
moment.  Patrick  MacGill's  "Red  Horizon"  is  on  the 
stalls  and  starting  off  fairly  well.  The  author  is  a  protege 
of  the  Daily  Mail  and  a  private  soldier  who  has  developed 
considerable  talent  as  an  impressionistic  writer  of  realism. 
Collections  of  G.  B.  Shaw's  "Androcles  and  the  Lion," 
"Overruled"  and  "Pymgalion"  within  one  cover  are  also 
seen  in  good  quantity.  "How  to  Live,"  by  Fisher  &  Fisk 
has  sold  extremely  well  and  shows  no  signs  of  letting  up. 
"Who  Goes  There,'"  by  Wilfrid  Meynell  is  a  very  readable 
little  book  and  is  selling  well. 

The  hit  of  the  recent  weeks  though  has  undoubtedly 
been  the  Bairn's  father  collection  of  cartoons  from  the 
London  Bystander.  The  tremendous  appeal  and  sales  of 
these  books  cannot  be  exaggerated.  Not  once  but  repeat- 
edly, dealers  have  had  to  protect  their  stocks  from  eager 
buyers  who  seek  to  buy  a  dozen  at  a  time  to  send  to  friends 
at  home  and  the  front.  They  are  amongst  the  best  artistic 
outjiut  of  the  war.  Their  sale  has  helped  the  already 
healthy  business  in  the  wonderful  Raemaker's  cartoons  and 
the  more  recent  "Anzac  book"  which  latter  does  for 
Gallipolli  what  Bairn's  father  does  for  Flanders  in  a 
bulkier  form  if  in  a  less  masterly  manner. 

Less  interest  is  shown  in  violently  partisan  literature 
as  in  the  case  of  "The  Kaiser's  Garland,"  which  although 
stocked  in  most  stores  and  selling  to  some  extent  is  not  in 
the  "big"  class.  "Germany  Before  the  War,"  by  the  Bel- 
gian Minister  in  Berlin  is  out  and  enjoyins:  moderate  suc- 
cess. A  feature  of  late  has  been  a  slisht  revival  of  interest 
in  expensive  art  books,  not  general  enough  to  establish 
a  record  but  still  valuable  as  indicative  of  changing  taste 
and  possibly  means. 

The  stores  all  offer  a  gi-eater  variety  than  ever  of 
magazines  of  every  description  and  the  sales  appear  to 
warrant  the  investment.  People  continue  to  buy  them  in 
bunches.  Not  the  least  of  these  is  the  extremely  heavy 
sale  of  "movie"  magazines  of  all  classes— and  some  are  in 
a  very  low  state  of  literary  evolution,  but  even  that  does 
not  prevent  a  big  sale  in  them.  Another  interesting  de- 
velopment of  the  times  is  the  interest  shown  by  the  re- 
turned soldiers  and  their  families  for  British  publications 
over  a  wide  range  of  choice  although  not  large  yet  it  is 
conceivable  that  with  the  eventual  return  of  our  men  from 
overseas  this  development  may  assume  large  proportions. 
One  dealer  states  that  his  commission  on  outright  sub- 
scriptions to  London  periodicals  is  steadily  growing,  to 
sav  nothing  of  newstand  sales.

MILITARY  and  patriotic'songs  are  sucli  good  sellers 
these  days  and  there  are  so  many  good  ones  that 
it  would  be  good  business  to  put  in  a  special  win- 
dow display  of  these,  including  old  favorites  as  well  as  the 
creditable  new  ones.  There  should  be  a  display  inside  the 
store  as  well  and  during  the  days  the  window  is  used  for 
this  purpose  there  should  be  special  effort  directed  to- 
ward the  sale  of  these  pieces.  One  of  the  most  popular 
■of  the  Canadian  war  songs  has  made  the  record  of  over 
100,000  copies  sold.  Every  dealer  should  seek  to  get  iiis 
just  share  of  the  good  business  that  is  going  with  these 
musical  publications. 

SHEET  MUSIC  SPURT 

The  following  account  of  "a  sheet  music  spurt"  is 
from  the  "5  and  10c  magazine'": 

The  Fair  Store,  Chicago,  iias  installed  near  its  sheet 
music  section  a  counter  about  14  feet  long,  which  bears  a 
large  placard  reading  "Watch  This  Counter  for  Sheet 
Music  Bargains."  All  music  shown  on  one  side  of  the 
counter  retails  at  5c  per  copy;  that  on  the  opposite  side 
sells  for  2I/2C.  At  the  latter  price,  the  store  is  undoubtedly 
:selling  at  less  than  cost,  but  it  is  getting  rid  of  "stickers." 
It's  better  to  close  them  out  at  2V2C  than  to  burn  tiiem  up. 
Soiled  music  finds  its  way  to  tliis  table  also. 

NEW  SHEET  MUSIC 

One  of  the  conspicuous  successes  of  the  year  in  mjlitary 
pieces  *is  "I'll  Come  Back  to  You  When  My  Fighting 
Days  Are  Through,"  written  and  composed  by  Frank  0. 
Madden,  wliich  has  been  adopted  as  the  marching  song  of 
the  Toronto  Light  Infantry.  It  has  scored  a  big  success, 
especially  in  Toronto,  where  over  ten  thousand  copies 
were  sold  in  a  period  of  less  than  three  weeks. 
The  chorus  of  the  song  runs  as  follows: 
Fare  you  well,  I  must  go,  little  darling. 

Though  this  parting  is  hard,  dear,  to  bear; 
But  the  boys  in  tiie  ti'enches  are  calling, 

I  must  go.    My  duty  calls  me  there. 
Dry  those  tears  from  your  eyes,  little  darling. 

You  must  smile  and  be  brave  while  I  'm  gone, 
For  I'll  come  back  to  you  when  nij'  fighting  days  are 
through 
And  the  war  for  our  liberty  is  won. 

Two  Canadian  publications  already  off  to  a  good  start 
are  "On  to  Victory'"  (Wm.  Carey  Foster)  arranged  by 
Jules  Brazil,  and  " There "s  a  Corner  of  the  Flag  for  You 
to  Hold"  (lyrics  by  Gordon  Dagger),  music  by  Jules 
Brazil.  Both  num'bers  express  a  good  Canadian  sentiment 
and  the  music  is  catchy  yet  easily  acquired. 

Among  the  new  publications  worthy  of  note  are  the 
following  from  Joseph  Williams  Ltd.,  the  London  music 
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l)ublisliing  house:  "The  J\)llies,"  being  the  fifth  album 
of  songs  composed  by  H.  G.  Pellissier.  The  album  is  pub- 
lished at  one  shilling;  "Six  Lyrics,"  selected  from  poems 
and  songs  by  Richard  Middleton  and  set  to  music  by 
Florian  Pascal;  "Six  Scotch  Songs"  (Robert  Burns), 
with  music  by  Stewart  Macpherson;  "Songs  of  the  River," 
for  vocal  quartette  and  piano,  by  Thomas  F.  Dunhill ; 
"Holiday  Time,"  being  nine  little  pieces  for  the  young, 
for  the  piano,  by  George  Tootell  and  Books  I  and  II  of 
the  album  series  of  modern  composers.  The  nature  of  this 
latter  series  will  be  adequately  suggested  by  the  contents 
of  Book  I:  "St.  Louis  Gavotte."  Stepan  Esipoff;  "The 
Month  of  May,"  English  dance,  Caroline  (Maude)  and 
"Serenade,"  Cyril  Thome. 

HOW  MUCH  TIME  TO  A  CUSTOMER? 

"How  much  time  should  be  given  to  the  sale  of  a 
record?"  asks  a  writer  in  a  music  trade  paper.  "That's 
entirely  a  question  of  salesmanship,"  was  the  reply  of  a 
successful  talking  maciiine  retail  salesman.  "To  some 
record  customers  that  buy  a  record  I  would  give  about  five 
minutes,  and  with  some  others,  if  I  spent  an  hour  in  dem- 
onstrating and  selling  a  single  record  I  would  consider  the 
time  well  spent. 

"You  must  either  know  your  customer  or  size  him 
up.  It  wouldn't  jiay  lo  spend  an  iiour  selling  one  record 
to  a  person  who  was  not  a  prosjiect  for  more  records,  or 
who  would  not  be  in  a  position  to  influence  someone  else 
to  buy  records.  You  must  gauge  your  customer,  and  that 
is  not  always  easy  to  do. 

"Some  business  men  can  get  through  with  an  inter- 
view and  dismiss  the  caller  in  ten  minutes,  where  others 
would  keep  him  half  the  forenoon.  Perhaps  it  is  a  ques- 
tion of  mental  attitude.  The  person  being  interviewed 
knows  the  value  of  his  time,  and  has  trained  himself  to 
consider  the  interview  at  an  end  when  the  business  is 
transacted,  and  he  can  tactfully  dismiss  the  visitor,  mak- 
ing the  latter  feel  that  it  is  his  time  that  is  too  valuable 
to  waste. 

"Similarly  in  selling  a  record.  It  is  a  question  of  the 
most  profitable  thing  to  do;  which  might  be  in  getting 
the  customer  out  in  a  minimum  of  time,  or  it  might  be  in 
keeping  him  around  for  an  hour.  It  depends  upon  a  num- 
ber of  circumstances,  and  only  the  good  salesman  knows 
how  to  be  governed  by  circumstances,  but  he  cannot  put 
into  words  any  explanation.  All  he  can  tell  you  is  not 
to  waste  time,  and  to  sell  enough  records  to  make  your 
work  profitable,  regardless  of  how  little  or  how  much 
time  is  given  to  the  customer."

**rT^  IIIRTY-ONK  Years  in  tlie  Huyal  Xortli-West 
I  I'oliee,"  is  the  title  of  Captain  K.  Burton  Deane's 
remarkable  book  based  on  liis  experience  with 
that  sreat  organization,  wliich  is  so  closely  identified  with 
the  settling  and  expansion  of  tlie  great  west  country  of 
Canada.  It  is  a  story  of  thrilling-  interest,  of  facts,  not 
fancies.  Captain  Deanc  joined  the  force  when  it  was  in  its 
infancy;  in  fact,  he  drew  up  its  first  Regulations  and  Stand- 
ing Orders.  He  pictures  the  growth  and  development;  its 
vicissitudes,  its  triumjjhs,  tiirougli  its  vigorous  childhood 
to  full  maturity.  lie  lias  somewhat  to  say  about  politicians, 
vis-a-vis  tlie  force,  which  will  doubtless  cause  some  ear- 
burning  in  Ottawa,  and  more  about  political  "infiuence" 
which  worked  so  powerfully  to  the  force's  detriment;  and 
there  is  a  suggestion  that  "Ichabod"  is  written  over  the 
portals  of  the  force's  headquarters. 

But  the  achievements  of  the  force,  liere  recorded  form  as 
entertaining  a  romance,  of  crime,  criminals  and  police  as 
can  anywhere  be  found.  I^ouis  Riel  and  his  rebels  have  been 
heard  of  l)efore,  but  iiere  is  an  intimate  picture  of  his 
trial:  but  what  of  the  "Tucher-Peach,"  the  "Benson" 
and  the  "Wilson''  murder  cases?  Crimes  redolent  of  the 
"wild  and  woolly  West,"  which  make  our  city  murder 
cases  more  filthily  sordid  and  commonplace  than  ever. 
"The  Crooked  Lakes  Affair,"  cattle  smugg-ling,  lynching:s 
— all  these  belong  exclusively  to  the  North-West,  and  to 
read  of  them  as  Captain  Deane  tells  the  tales  is  to  be  trans- 
ported to  a  new  field  of  criminal  romance.  The  "North- 
West  Mounted  Police"  has  always  been  synonymous  with 
"wild  and  daring  adventure";  its  story  as  here  related 
fully  maintains  its  reputation  without  any  extraneous  striv- 
ing for  glamor;  its  very  matter  of  factness  emphasizes  its 

inherent  romance.

GENERAL  AMHERST 

The  first  biography  of  Jeffery  Amherst,  the  British 
General,  whose  strategy  and  persistency  brousht  the 
French  and  Indian  War  to  a  successful  close  and  added 
Canada  to  the  British  Empire,  has  been  written  bv  Law- 
rence Shaw  Mayo,  and  appears  in  a  volume  of  .344  pages, 
published  at  $2.  Heretofore  the  most  extensive  ac- 
counts of  Amherst's  life  and  activities  was  to  be  found 
in  the  Dictionary  of  National  Biogrraphy,  while  Park- 
man's  writings  supplied  the  best  history  of  his  brief  but 
efficient  career  in  America.  Of  his  earlier  campaigTis  on 
the  Continent,  of  his  association  with  Lig-onier  and  Pitt, 
of  his  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  American  War,  of  his 
method  of  quelling  the  Gordon  Riots,  and  of  his  per- 
sonality there  has  been  no  connected  story.  This  is 
supplied  l)y  the  present  work,  whicli  rehabilitates  Amherst

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Better  Help  from  Publishers  to  Booksellers 

Important  Address  by  C.  C.  Shoemaker,  of  the  Pemi  Publishing  Co.,  at  the  Booksellers' 

Convention  in  Chicago. 


THE  Publishers'  Co-operative  Bureau  is  probably  not 
a  familiar  name  to  most  booksellers.  This  is  in  part 
the  fault  of  the  members  tiiemselves,  who  have 
gone  about  their  work  in  a  quiet,  unassuming'  way,  without 
any  clash  of  cymbals  or  blare  of  trumpets,  and  in  part,  per- 
haps, due  to  the  uncommunicative  eiiaracter  of  our  emis- 
saries who  are  not  always  inclined  to  transfer  information 
of  so  prosaic  a  character.  Then,  too,  in  the  multiplicity 
of  associations,  it  is  somewliat  difficult  for  tlie  bookseller 
to  know  exactly  to  which  one  reference  is  made.  What 
with  the  American  Booksellers'  Association,  the  National 
Stationers'  Association,  the  various  local  booksellers' 
associations,  such  as  are  now  in  New  York,  Boston,  Phila- 
delphia and  Chicago,  and  many  other  associations  almost 
too  numerous  to  mention,  it  is  no  wonder  that  some  con- 
fusion should  exist  in  the  mind  of  a  dealer  far  removed 
from  New  York  City. 

HenceforMi.  the  attitude  of  the  Bureau  will  not  be 
quite  so  modest  and  unassuming.  Most  of  its  members 
will  announce  the  fact  of  their  membershi|i  in  the  Bureau 
on  tiieir  stationery,  and  also  in  all  newspaper  and  magazine 
advertising.  Every  salesman  will  have,  placards  in  his 
sample  room  announcing  that  his  firm  is  a  member  of  the 
association,  and  all  composite  newspapers,  catalogue  and 
circular  advertising  will  bear  the  names  of  flie  members 
of  the  Bureau.  A  colophon,  too,  will  very  possibly  be  used 
by  all  members. 

History  of  the  Publishers'   Co-operative  Bureau 

The  oi'ganization  was  effected  just  three  years  ago,  but 
has  at  no  time  embraced  all  the  book  publishers.  The  pre- 
sent mem})ership  is  composed  of  the  following:  The  Century 
Company,  Dodd,  IMead  &  Company,  Georgv  H.  Doran  (\)m- 
pany,  Doubleday,  Page  &  Comi)any,  Grosset  &  Durdap,  Har- 
per &  P>rothers,  Henry  Holt  &  Company,  Houghton  Miltlin 
Company.  Little,  Brown  &  Company,  G.  P.  Putnam's  Son.s, 
Frederick  A.  Stokes  Company,  The  Baker  &  Taylor  Com- 
pany, B.  W.  Huebsch,  John  Lane  Company,  The  Penn  Pub- 
lishing Company,  The  Pilgrim  Press,  and  George  W.  Jacobs 
&  Company. 

The  object  of  the  Bureau  is  the  obvious  one  of  trying 
to  increase  the  interest  in  books.  Mr.  W.  B.  Clarke,  of 
Boston,  who  has  probably  done  more  for  the  improvement 
of  the  bookselling  business  than  any  other  person  in  the 
trade,  is  responsible  for  the  statement  that  "the  unit  of 
purchase  of  books  is  lower  than  for  any  other  article  of 
merchandise,"  which  in  other  words  means  that  less  money 
is  spent  for  books  than  for  anything  else.  Ambassador 
Page  is  authority  for  the  statement  that  "men  pay  less  for 
books  than  they  do  for  their  neckties;  and  women's  pur- 
chases of  books  amount  to  less  than  they  pay  for  the  but- 
tons on  their  clothes."  Certainly  it  is  true  that  in  com- 
parison with  other  nations  we  spend  much  less  for  books 
than  do  any  of  them.  Surprise  is  frequently  expressed 
at  the  number  of  books  published  in  this  country,  followed 
by  the  assertion  that  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  keej)  track 
of  so  many  of  them.  Ten  thousand  new  books  each  year 
may  seem  an  enormous  output.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
small  European  country  of  Switzerland  publishes  one- 
fourth  as  many  as  we  do,  and  we  have  twenty-five  times 
her  population. 

United  States  Lacking  in  Books  and  Booksellers 

The  activities  of  the  Bureau  were  designed  to  apply  first 


to  the  public,  and  seccmd  to  the  bookseller.  Books,  espe- 
cially new  books,  find  their  way  into  comparatively  few 
homes.  If  anyone  will  take  the  trouble  to  make  a  canvass 
of  the  homes  in  the  community  in  which  he  lives,  he  will 
be  surprised  to  find  in  iiow  few  of  them  will  be  found 
books  of  any  kind.  Scarcely  anyone  makes  a  pretense  of 
having  a  library — a  library  that  is  at  all  up-to-date — and 
tiie  oldtime  custom  of  having  a  children's  bookshelf  or  a 
library  devoted  to  children's  books  seems  to  have  passed 
out  of  existence.  If  by  any  chance  a  home  is  found  witli 
a  library,  then  that  library  is  usually  filled  with  long  sets 
of  subscription  books  tliat  are  never  opened,  or  a  lot  of 
cheap  out-of-date  reprints  so  worn  and  unsanitary  that 
they  disgrace  any  home,  and  should  be  offensive  to  any 
l)erson  handling  tliem. 

Dearth  of  l)ooks  in  the  homes  is  scarcely  more  pro- 
nounced than  the  lack  of  booksellers  in  the  United  States. 
With  a  population  of  one  hundred  millions  of  people,  there 
are  scarcely,  all  told,  counting  both  booksellers  and  de- 
l)artment  stores,  two  thousand  dealers  in  the  entire  coun- 
try. If  we  had  the  proper  number  of  booksellers  there 
would  be  at  least  ten  thousand  of  them  in  tiiis  country — 
one  to  every  ten  thousand  population  as  against  one 
to  every  fifty  thousand  as  it  is  to-day.  One  to  every  ten 
tlKuisand  is  a  low  average  for  an  European  country,  and 
that  far  off  country  of  Australia  with  a  population  of 
five  millions  of  people  is  said  to  have  as  many  booksellers 
as  we  have  in  the  United  States  with  twenty  times  her 
population.  T()  be  sure,  there  is,  or  was,  a  reason  for 
this  absence  of  booksellers  in  this  country,  but  for  some 
years  past  that  reason  has,  in  a  large  measure,  been  re- 
moved. Until  the  various  trade  organizations  came  into 
existence,  bookselling,  as  everyone  knows,  was  an  unprofit- 
able business,  but  in  recent  years  conditions  have  changed 
so  that  now  it  is  probably  as  jirofitable  as  many  other  kinds 
of  retail  merchandising. 

The  average  cost  of  doing  a  book  business  is  from  20% 
to  .'Wf^ ,  while  the  average  publisher's  discount  is  from 
30crj  to  .3.3  l-39f,  so  that  with  extra  discounts  for  quan- 
tites,  it  is  not  difhcult  to  calculate  what  the  net  profit 
should  be.  It  is  no  secret  that  all  well  conducted  stores 
are  securing  a  good  average  net  result,  and  that  the  profit 
is  not  always  in  Oi)en  Accounts,  or  Merchandise  on  Hand, 
but  is  in  actual  cash  deposited  in  bank,  or  has  been  drawn 
out  of  the  business  a)id  placed  in  dividend  paying  invest- 
ments. 

College  Women  are  Entering  Bookselling 

During  tile  last  few  years  there  has  been  some  increase 
in  the  number  of  booksellers,  but  the  advance  has  not  been 
as  rapid  as  it  sliould  have  been.  An  article  by  Earl  Barnes, 
entitled  "A  New  Profession  for  Women,"  that  appeared 
a  year  ago  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  brought  out  a  number 
of  inquiries  from  college  women  about  the  book  business, 
with  the  result  that  several  of  them  have  already  engaged 
in  it.  Another  article,  to  appear  in  an  early  number  of 
the  Ladies'  Home  Journal,  written  by  a  woman  who  is 
conducting  a  unique  bookshop  in  central  New  York,  is 
likely  to  bring  forth  hundreds  of  other  inriuiries  with  the 
result  that  .some  further  additions  to  the  bookselling  ranks 
should  be  made.  While  the  Bureau  wishes  to  encourage  as 
much  as  possible  the  establisiiment  of  new  bookstores,  it 
will  never  urge  their  installation  except  in  a  city  where 
there  are  not  enougii  bookstores,  or  in  one  where  there  are 
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none  at  all.  It  is  not  unusual  to  find  a  city  of  ten  or  fifteen 
or  even  twenty-five  thousand  population,  where  there  are 
no    bookstores    whatever. 

Prosperity  Means  More  Intelligent  Employees 

One  of  the  recognized  defects  of  the  bookstores  has  been 
the  lack  of  intelligent  help.  Now  that  there  is  more  profit 
in  the  business  than  formerly  booksellers  can  afford  to  in- 
crease the  compensation  of  their  salespeople,  and  thus 
attract  more  intelligent  employees.  Let  us  hope  tliat  in 
time  there  will  come  to  the  business  many  college  graduates, 
or  at  least  people  especially  trained  for  the  book  business. 
There  have  been  established  in  New  York  and  Philadephia 
schools  for  the  training  of  booksellers,  and  the  Bureau  has 
been  glad  to  give  substantial  encouragement  to  the  activi- 
ties of  these  schools.  In  this  connection  it  will  be  inter- 
esting to  know  that  Mr.  B.  \V.  Huebsch,  who  has  been 
actively  interested  in  the  work  of  tlie  schools,  is  engaged 
tliis  summer  to  deliver  a  series  of  lectures  at  Chautauqua 
in  a  course  for  book  salespeople.  This  is  to  be  a  part  of 
the  course  in  the  training  school  for  librarians,  and  Mr. 
Huebsch 's  lectures  will  no  doubt  have  a  large  audience. 

There  is  much  room  for  improvement,  too,  in  the  physi- 
cal appearance  of  bookstores.  There  is  no  reason  why  all 
of  the  good  taste  in  store  windows  and  window  dressings, 
store  fixtures,  and  display  of  stock  should  be  monopolized 
by  candy  shops,  cigar  stores,  liaberdashers,  drug  stores, 
jewelers  and  restaurants.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that 
recently  there  have  come  into  existence  some  bookstores 
that  in  taste  and  appointments  are  fully  as  attractive,  per- 
haps more  artistic,  than  the  shops  mentioned. 

The  Sunwise  Turn:  A  Modem  Bookstore 

One  of  the  more  recent  developments  in  this  connection 
is  a  store  that  in  the  past  month  has  opened  in  New  York. 
It  is  one  door  from  Fifth  Ave.  and  in  the  heart  of  New 
York's  business  shopping  district  and  bears  the  name  of 
The  Sunwise  Turn,  a  Modern  Bookshop.  It  has  a  very 
attractive  exterior  as  well  as  interior,  and  is  most  artistic 
in  all  of  its  appointments.  The  proprietors  are  two  ex- 
ceptionally intelligent  women.  One  is  a  short  story  writer 
and  a  contributor  to  popular  magazines,  and  the  other  a 
well  known  lecturer  and  art  critic  on  a  large  publication. 
Their  business  has  for  its  basis  three  fundamental  prin- 
ciples: First,  an  intimate  knowledge  of  a  very  large  por- 
tion of  the  books  they  have  in  stock;  second,  a  subscription 
plan  by  which  they  will  send  to  their  customers  a  certain 
number  of  books  during  the  year  for  a  fixed  price,  and 
third,  tliat  all  transactions  are  for  cash,  there  being  no 
charge  accounts.  Already  tlie  sliop  has  attracted  a  gxeat 
deal  of  attention,  and  through  tlieir  various  newspaper  and 
magazine  connections,  tlie  proprietors  are  sure  of  a  great 
deal  of  free  publicity. 

"New  Books"  Discontinued 

But  to  the  work  of  the  Bureau.  One  of  the  first  of  its 
activities  was  a  heritage  that  came  to  it  in  the  form  of  a 
publication  known  as  New  Books  formerly  conducted  by 
the  Advertising  Men's  Association.  A  unique  feature  of 
this  publication  was  that  only  a  limited  amount  of  space 
was  given  to  any  publisher,  and  that  all  announcements 
were  censored,  no  praise  or  superlatives  being  permitted. 

New  Books  proved  to  be  an  excellent  advertising 
medium  for  books  of  reference  and  the  more  serious  novels, 
but  as  it  was  found  difficult  to  continually  announce  books 
of  this  kind,  its  publication  was  discontinued.  To  a  certain 
extent  the  idea  embraced  in  New  Books  is  now  being  car- 
ried out  by  the  Review  of  Reviews  in  their  monthly  Book 
Supplement.  Each  month  they  circulate  it  to  their  own 
mailing  list,  and  furnish  imprint  editions  to  the  trade. 
This  pamphlet  is  made  up  of  their  book  advertising  section; 


and  lias  a  page  or  two  of  editorial  matter  especially  written 
for  it. 

Book  Exhibits  and  Other  Activities  of  the  Bureau 
Book  exhibits  have  been  another  feature  of  the  Bureau. 
For  several  consecutive  years  these  have  been  held  in 
Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgli,  although 
not  all  of  the  exhibits  were  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Bureau.  In  eacli  of  these  cities  the  exhibits  have  attracted 
thousands  of  people,  with  an  increasing  attendance  each 
year,  and  tlie  result  must  have  been  increased  sales  of  books 
in  these  localities,  especially  the  more  recent  books. 

A  somewhat  unique  activity  of  the  Bureau  was  the 
speaking  tour  of  our  worthy  president,  Mr.  John  J.  Wood. 
His  first  api)carance  was  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Doubleday  at 
Oyster  Bay.  There  on  the  lawn,  underneath  a  leafy  bower, 
he  first  told  his  story  to  a  group  of  publishers,  and  it  proved 
so  interesting  that  he  was  urged  to  make  the  same  talk 
before  booksellers,  with  the  result  that  he  has  already 
spoken  in  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Boston,  Washington, 
New  York,  and  Baltimore.  While  he  himself  has  probably 
forgotten  it.  he  is  under  contract  for  further  appearances 
in  Rochester,  Buffalo,  Detroit,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  and  any 
other  cities  where  audiences  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
can  be  gathered  to  hear  him.  I  hope  he  will  not  mind  my 
saying  that  he  has  always  proved  an  interesting  speaker. 
What  he  has  to  say  begets  on  the  part  of  salespeople  them- 
selves a  greater  enthusiasm  for  books,  and  he  suggests  very 
practical  ways  and  means,  not  only  of  selling  more  books  to 
people  who  are  already  book-buyers,  but  of  opening  up 
avenues  for  the  sale  of  books  among  people  who  previ- 
ously had  not  been  purchasers. 

No  one  who  can  hear  him  should  fail  to  do  so.  He  is 
literally  worth  going  miles  to  hear,  as  was  attested  by  a 
lady  from  Richmond,  Virginia,  who  journeyed  all  the  way 
to  Baltimore  to  hear  his  talk  and  said  she  was  repaid 
many  times  for  the  trip. 

Last  December  the  Literary  Digest,  with  a  circulation 
of  half  a  million  copies,  arranged  with  the  Bureau  for  a 
full  page  of  advertising  setting  forth  reasons  why  people 
should  buy  books  for  Christmas.  This  was  accom- 
panied by  a  strong  editorial  on  the  subject.  For  several 
weeks  previous  to  Christmas  the  Bureau  supplied  placards 
"Books  for  Gifts"  which  they  inserted  in  the  street  cars 
of  from  thirty  to  forty  cities.  The  New  York  Post  had  a 
similar  card  in  a  number  of  the  street  cars  of  New  York. 
While  all  this  publicity  for  books  was  gratuitously  given 
by  these  two  excellent  book  mediums,  the  papers  naturally 
expected  that  the  publishers  would  freely  use  their  adver- 
tising columns,  and  this  was  done  to  a  very  large  extent. 

The  Bureau  also  distributed  over  a  million  "Books  for 
Christmas"  postage  stamps.  200,000  eight-page  lists  of  the 
iniblieations  of  members,  4,000  poster  cards.  "Books  mako 
the  best  gifts,"  and  0,000  streamers  for  windows. 

The  members  of  the  Bureau  did  some  composite  news- 
paper advertising  with  the  booksellers  on  a  50-50  basis, 
and  they  stand  ready  to  repeat  this  arrangement  this  sea- 
son to  the  extent  of  full  pages  or  less,  wherever  booksellers 
wish  to  enter  into  it. 

General  Catalogue  Proposed 

Probably  the  largest  undertaking  the  Bureau  has  yet 
engaged  in  will  be  the  preparation  of  a  general  catalogue 
of  all  the  new  books  of  all  the  contributing  members.  This 
will  be  the  most  attractive  and  most  comprehensive  cata- 
logue ever  prepared.  Not  only  will  the  space  be  limited  to 
members,  but  only  a  limited  amount  of  space  will  be  given 
to  each  publisher.  All  copy  will  be  edited  so  that  only 
plain,  simple,  dependable  descriptions  of  the  books  will 
be  given.  The  expense  of  this  catalogue  will  be  consider- 
able, and  to  offset  this  some  imprint  editions  of  it  will  be 
distributed  to  dealers  at  the  exact  cost  of  manufacturing. 
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The  catalogue  is  now  in  preparation,  and  a  dummy  of  it 
will  soon  be  shown  by  the  representatives  of  the  various 
publishers. 

While  it  may  not  appear  to  all  booksellers  that  a  great 
deal  has  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  increasing  the 
sales  of  books,  tliere  must  of  necessity  have  been  some 
results  and  it  is  hoped  that  much  more  will  be  manifested 
hereafter.  Certainly  it  is  true  that  the  efforts  of  the  Bureau 
have  not  been  relaxed  nor  its  purse  string  tightened.  The 
publishers  have  contributed  liberally,  and  the  money  has 
been  freely  expended. 

This  year  the  Bureau  proposes  to  pursue  its  course  even 
more  vigorously  than  before,  and  as  its  work  is  quite  as 
much  in  the  interest  of  the  bookseller  as  the  publisher, 
any  suggestions  that  come  to  it  from  the  convention  now 
in  session,  are  sure  to  have  serious  consideration.  We  are 
all  of  one  family,  working  for  a  common  end,  the  sale  of 
more  and  more  books. 


The  Chairman :  The  first  thing  I  want  to  say  to  you  is 
that  Mr.  Shoemaker  is  not  my  advance  agent.  He  is  pre- 
paring all  of  these  hot  air  trips,  but  he  forgets  that  the 
contract  ceased  with  the  beginning  of  this  week,  and  that 
I  have  no  contracts  with  Mr.  Shoemaker  or  anybody  else, 
and  I  am  sure  I  will  not  after  I  have  made  the  statement  to 
them  that  I  am  charging  $100  a  night.     (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Stewart:  What  is  the  catalogue  for?  I  don't  see 
the  point  of  a  catalogue  of  that  kind  which  leaves  out  some 
of  the  biggest  jmhlishers.  T  don't  see  its  special  value.  I 
would  rather  liave  a  complete  catalogue  to  send  out. 

Mr.  Shoemaker:  We  can  only  say  in  reply  to  Mr. 
Stewart  that  this  is  only  the  beginning.  We  would  like 
to  have  all  the  publishers  in  the  Bureau.  We  hope  to  make 
the  Bureau  so  attractive  that  some  of  the  people  who  are 
not  in  it  now  will  be  very  anxious  to  get  in  it  later  on. 
There  are  some  publishers,  Mr.  Stewart,  who  are  not  in 
favor  of  co-operation,  and  you  cannot  change  their  policy. 

The  Chairman:  Have  you  any  other  questions? 

Mr.  McCarthy:  Mr.  Shoemaker  gave  figures  in  reference 
to  the  cost  of  doing  business.  T  would  like  to  have  him 
repeat  tliat  percentage. 

Mr.  Shoemaker:  I  said  the  cost  of  doing  business,  as 
it  has  been  established  by  the  booksellers'  committee,  is 
from  20  to  30  per  cent.  I  don't  know  of  any  case  where 
it  is  as  high  as  ,30  per  cent.,  unless  it  is  in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Hcrr:  T  would  like  y<iur  authority  for  your  mini- 
inuni  figure.  The  investisation  conducted  by  this  organi- 
zation years  ago  showed  that  it  was  from  28  to  30  per  cent, 
as  a  niiuimum,  and  31  to  32  as  a  maximum. 

Tlie  Chairman :  Twenty-eight  and  one-half  to  .32  per 
cent.    Mr.  Carv,  I  think,  had  something  to  do  with  that. 

Mr.  Cary:  It  was  fisured  some  years  ago  on  the  basis 
of  a  business  doing  .f^lOO.OOO  a  year.  T  believe  that  ^^r. 
Shoemaker's  figures  are  practically  correct. 

Mr.  McCarthy:  But  T  would  like  to  know  under  what 
combination  of  circumstances  a  business  should  be  con- 
ducted on  a  minimum  basis  of  20  per  cent. 

The  Chairman:  That  was  simply  an  error.  ^Iv.  Mc- 
Carthy. T  think  lie  wanted  to  make  us  feel  good. 
(Lano'hter.) 

Mr.  Conover:  Now,  is  that  per  ''ent.  figured  on  the  cost 
of  your  merchandise,  or  on  the  sales? 

The  Chairman:  It  is  on  the  sales. 

Mr.  Conover:  Well,  in  that  case  don't  you  come  out  of 
the  same  hole  you  went  in  at?     (Laughter.) 

Now  then,  a  man  is  just,  startina:  in  the  book  trade.  He 
buys  a  book  for  a  dollar.  What  has  he  got  to  sell  it  for 
to  come  out  whole  and  make  a  little  for  himself? 

Mr.  Stewart :  A  dollar  and  a  half. 

Mr.  Conover:  How  do  you  get  at  that?  He  has  not 
charged  any  expenses.    He  doesn't  know  what  they  are. 


The  Chairumn  :  The  expenses  started  before  he  went 
into  business. 

Mr.  Conover:  He  doesn't  know  how  much  they  are. 

Mr.  Stewart :  No. 

Mr.  Conover:  Tlien  he  will  have  to  go  to  some  other  fool 
bookseller  to  find  out.     (Laughter.) 

The  Chairman :  You  are  right. 

Mr.  Conover:  There  has  been  a  great  deal  said  about 
the  inaccuracy  of  basing  your  expenses  on  the  cost  of  your 
goods.  But  I  say  you  have  got  to  begin  right  there.  You 
have  got  to  know  how  much  you  are  going  to  add  to  the 
cost  of  the  article  when  you  sell  it. 

Mr.  Shoemaker:  I  think  it  is  pretty  well  established 
that  an  article  costing  ,$1  approximately  wholesale  should 
be  sold  at  -$1.50  retail,  and  I  think  we  are  always  safe  in 
following  Mr.  Conover 's  sage  advice  because  he  makes 
money.  He  knows  he  makes  money  because  he  has  the 
money  in  his  pants  pocket.  I  hope,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
there  will  come  from  this  convention  some  suggestions  to 
the  Bureau  tliat  will  enable  the  Bureau  to  devise  ways  and 
means  of  selling  more  books. 

Mr.  Arnold:  Would  it  be  possible  for  Mr.  Shoemaker 
to  give  us  the  names  of  the  publishers,  the  larger  ones  who 
do  over  a  .$100,000  business  who  have  actually  declined  to 
join  the  Bureau,  and  some  of  their  reasons  for  declining? 

The  Chairman:  I  think  that  would  not  be  justified. 

Mr.  Arnold:  But  I  want  lo  know  why  they  do  not  co- 
operate. 

Mr.  Slioemaker:  Mr.  Chairman,  T  went  as  far  as  I  could 
when  T  read  the  list  of  members  themselves.  Those  who 
were  not  read  are  not  members  of  the  Bureau.  Everyone 
lias  been  asked  to  join. 

]Mr.  Herr:  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  suggest  to  Mr. 
Arnold  that  there  are  some  publishers  like  some  book- 
sellers: they  won't  co-operate. 

The  Chairman :  These  talks  are  very  enjoyable,  but 
really  we  have  othei-  papers  just  as  good  as  Mr.  Shoe- 
maker's. "Libraries  as  Bookstores  and  Bookstores  as 
Libraries."  Miss  May  Ma.ssee.  Editor  of  A.  L.  A.  Book- 
list. Chicago.

Frank  Wade  presents  a  study  of  the  factors  governing 
the  value  of  diamonds  in  his  book  "Diamonds,"  a  copy  of 
which  has  come  from  Putnam's.  This  book  gives  the 
reader  the  necessary  knowled'ge  to  determine  the  different 
gi'ades  of  excellence  in  diamonds.  It  enables  him  not  only 
to  determine  the  qualities  in  a  gem  that  give  it  worth;  it  is 
a  safeguard  of  thorough  trustworthiness  against  the  flaws 
and  blemishes  that  reduce  value.  The  author  considers  as 
factors  enhancing  or  lowering'  the  value  of  diamonds, — 
color,  flaws,  cutting  or  "make,"  repairing  andi  recutting, 
mounting,  etc. 

MUNICIPAL  GOVERNMENT 

Every  bookseller  should  be  able  to  create  a  demand  for 
both  books  and  periodicals  which  treat  upon  this  question 
of  Municipal  Government,  and  in  this  connection  it  is  in- 
teresting to  mention  the  appearance  of  Rand,  McNally  & 
Co. 's  publication  "The  Business  of  Government,  Muni- 
cipal," by  Frank  M.  Sparks. 

It  is  a  strong  treatise  on  the  evolution  of  municipal 
government  from  the  old  town-meeting  plan  through  the 
representative,  board,  commission,  and  cabinet  forms  to  the 
city  manager  plan.  It  deals  with  every  phase  of  municipal 
affairs,  showing  weakness  here  and  strength  there,  at  the 
same  time  binding  up  civic  interest  and  civic  pride  in  the 
reader. 
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The  Day  and  Afterwards 

Of   Extraordinary   Merit   is   the   Australian    Prime 
Minister's  Book  of  War  Speeches — Other  Vol- 
umes of  Note  Affecting  the  Great  War 

DAVID    LLOYD   GEORGE   has   given    his   estimate 
of  tlie  new  book  of  war  speeches  by  Right  Honorable 
W.  M.  Hughes,  the  Australian  Prime  Minister,  pub- 
lished under  the  heading  of  "The  Day  and  Afterwards," 
in  the  fonovving  words: 

"No  public  speeches  of  modern  times  have  made  such  an 
imi)ression  on  tlie  Britisii  public  as  tlie  series  appearing  in 
tliis  booi\.  Men  may — and  do — disagree  angrily  about  some 
of  the  sentiments  expressed,  the  implications  suggested, 
and  the  policies  outlined,  hut  I  have  found  no  one  to  chal- 
lenge the  power  of  j)oiMiliir  appeal  exhibited  in  these  \irilc 
utterances.    ... 

"Speeches  are  like  shells.  You  may  have  a  shell  perfect 
in  form  and  polisii.  but,  through  inade(iuate  or  defective 
propellant.  failing  to  reach  the  object  at  which  it  is  aimed, 
or,  owing  to  some  imjierfection  in  the  detonating  arrange- 
ments, failing  to  explode  if  it  gets  there.  Read  these 
speeches,  and  you  will  find  that  the  sentences  get  home  and 
that  their  detonating  quality  is  of  the  highest  order. 

"Mr.  Hughes  .  .  .  understands  the  British  Democ- 
racy. No  living  man  has  shown  himself  to  possess  so  many 
of  the  arts  that  make  a  successful  leader.  .  .  .  And  he 
has  placed  all  his  gifts  at  the  disposal  of  Britain  in  the  day 
of  its  peril.  .  .  .  He  realizes  the  impending  danger  .  . 
to  Britisii  ideals  of  freedom  and  right,  and  with  character- 
istic intensity  he  is  endeavoring  to  rouse  his  fellow-citizens 
to  the  same  understanding  of  the  lurking  disaster. 

"That    is    the    one    insistent    cry    in    these    remarkable 
speeches."

A  remarkable  narrative  of  war  time  is  that  contained 
in  the  journal  of  Madame  Edouard  Drummt)nd,  entitled  ' '  A 
French  Mother  in  ^Var  Time."  The  diary  extends  from 
July,  1914.  to  August,  1915,  and  this  anxious  French 
mother  makes  no  attempt  to  represent  herself  as  more 
heroic  than  she  was  or  is,  and  her  honesty  gives  a  special 
value  to  her  picture  of  the  really  fine  figure  in  the  book, 
that  of  her  son  Paul,  many  of  whose  letters  to  her  during 
the  war  are  given.  Among  the  interesting-  passages  in  the 
book  is  a  description  of  the  scene  at  the  Paris  Cabinet 
Council   when   Gen.   Gallieni   was  asked   by   the   Ministry 

if  he  would  defend  Paris.

"Priests  in  the  Firing  Line"  is  tiie  title  of  a  book  by 
M.  Rene  Gaell,  an  English  translation  of  which  is  now  in 
the  press.  This  book  treats  of  the  heroic  deeds  done  by 
French  priests  as  soldiers  and  chaplains.     Tlie  book  has 

had  a  great  success  in  France.

Another  important  war  book  nearly  ready  is  the  con- 
cluding portion  of  "Eye-witnesses'  Narrative  of  the  ^Var. " 
It  deals  with  the  British  front  in  France  and  Flanders 
from  March  to  July,  191.5,  the  chief  events  narrated  in  it 
being  the  second  battle  of  Ypres,  when  the  Canadians 
saved  the  situation  in  the  German's  first  great  gas  attack. 
The  title  of  the  book  is  "A  Year  Ago." 


many  Before  the  War,"  an  English  translation  of  which 
has  been  published  by  Nelson's.  The  book  gives  impres- 
sions of  Emperor  William,  the  royal  family,  the  Kaiser's 
court  and  the  German  Government.  It  tells  of  the  army 
and  navy  and  of  the  war  party;  of  the  Reichstag  and  its 
political  parties.  Public  opinion  and  the  economic  causes 
of  the  war  form  the  text  of  one  chapter  and  the  Moroccan 
and  Eastern  tpiestions  are  dealt  with  in  their  relationship 
to  the  "Week  of  Tragedy."  By  no  means  the  least  sig- 
nificant in  the  contents  of  the  book  is  the  chapter  treating 
upon  Belgian  neutrality  and  the  invasion  of  Belgium. 
Decidedly  this  is  a  hook  to  command  earnest  attention. 

LIFE  OF  KITCHENER 

The  sensational  ending  of  the  remarkable  career  of  the 
liite  Lord  Kitchener  gives  a  mournful  interest  to  a  book 
nearly  com|)leted  by  Mr.  Harold  F.  B.  Wheeler.  F.  R.  Hist. 
S.  "The  Story  of  Lord  Kitchener."  But  two  chapters 
remained  to  be  written  whenjbe  fateful  news  arrived  of 
the  sinking  of  H.M.S.  "Hampshire,''  and  the  book  there- 
fore will  be  available  in  a  very  sliort  time.  It  will  deal 
with  the  entire  career  of  the  great  soldier  and  will  include 
an  account  of  his  death — a  not  inglorious  ending  of  a 
strenuous  and  eventful  life.

WYTHE  WILLIAMS 

Anu)ng  the  creditable  books  of  war  interest  which 
McClelland,  Gcodchild  &  Stewart  have  put  out,  not  the 
least  meritorious  is  Wythe  Williams'  "Passed  by  tiie 
Censor."  The  author  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  "The 
New  York  Times."  This  book  tells  of  Paris  in  war  time 
and  is  a  real  story  of  the  march  of  events  subsequent  to 
the  initial  onslaught  of  the  Kaiser's  hordes. 

Tiie  brilliant  pen  pictures  by  an  American,  trained  to 
observe  and  record  what  he  sees  makes  the  book  most  read- 
able and  some  exclusive  material  is  included,  including  a 
facsimile  of  the  official  maps  of  the  German  trenches  fur- 
nished to  the  French  officers  the  night  before  the  great 
offensive  at  Champagne.

WAR  GAINS 

"The  Soldier  Boy,"  by  C.  Lewis  Hinds,  which  comes 
from  the  Putnam's  presents  impressive  little  sketches  and 
cameos  of  the  war.

"Golden  Lads,"  by  Arthur  Gleason  (McClelland.  Tor- 
onto), may  be  characterized  as  an  epic  of  the  war.  It  is 
a  touching  and  thrilling  account  of  how  the  invading  war 
ma.-hine  crushed  Belgium,  and  how  it  was  met  by  the 
young  soldiers  of  Belgium  and  France,  with  a  report  on 
atrocities  by  the  one  American  who  can  say  "I  saw," 
whose  testimony  is  incorporated  in  the  Bryce  report,  and 
whose  depositions  have  been  used  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment as  material  for  its  future  official  history  of  the  war.

GENERAL  BOTHA,  THE  CAREER  AND  THE  MAN. 
By  Harold  Si>cnder.  Published  by  Constable  and  Com- 
pany, London.    348  pp.    Price,  7/6. 

This  is  a  timely  volume.  Tiie  record  of  Botha's  career 
is  brought  up  to  the  end  of  1915  and  is  written  with  obvious 
sympatliy  and  out  of  full  and  well-digested  knowledge, 
maps,  an  appendix  and  an  index  are  features  that  add  to 
the  value  of  the  book.  A  good  portrait  of  Botha  forms  a 
frontispiece. 

Tiie  career  of  Louis  Botha  is  one  of  fascinating  interest. 
Born  a  farmer  in  1862  lie  became  involved  in  the  first  Boer 
War  as  a  soldier,  and  in  the  later  Boer  W^ar  (1899-1902)  his 
military  genius  found  full  scope.  But  it  was  in  the  period 
of  reconstruction  wiiicli  followed  the  signing  of  peace  that 
the  truest  and  finest  qualities  of  Botha  revealed  themselves. 
While  always  ultra  loyal  to  his  own  country  and  people, 
Botha  is  a  statesman,  and  has  been  able  to  see  that  the 
welfare  of  South  Africa  lies  with,  rather  than  runs  counter 
to,  identitieatioti  as  an  integral  part  of  the  British  Empire. 
Beyond  a  question,  it  is  he  who  has  saved  the  Union  of 
South  Africa  to  and  for  the  Crown  of  Britain. 

Mr.  Spender  writes  with  the  ease  and  skill  of  one 
trained  in  such  work,  and  has  performed  a  service  of  real 
value  to  the  cause  of  Tm[)erial  unity  by  the  preparation  of 
this  record  of  the  South  African  Premier,  and  of  his  poli- 
cies, achievements  and  statesmanship.  Canadians  who  read 
this  book  will  have  a  fresh  vision  of  Imperial  prot)leins. 
forces  and  tendencies;  and  will  understand  the  better  their 
own  politics  and  development.

THE  GATE  OF  ASIA 

A  journey  from  the  Persian  Gulf  to  the  Black  Sea  is 
described  in  a  most  interesting  manner  by  William  War- 
field  in  his  fine  book,  "The  Gate  of  Asia,"  which  the 
Putnam's  have  put  out  in  a  $2.50  volume,  the  interest 
i)eing  enhanced  by  forty-eight  full-page  illustrations.  The 
title  is  most  appropriate  because  the  region  traversed,  in- 
cluding Mesopotamia,  Kurdistan,  Armenia,  and  the  Per- 
sian ju-ovince  of  Azerbaijan,  has  acted  as  a  connecting 
link  l)etween  those  civilizations  on  the  west  whose  relations 
have  been  chiefly  with  Europe  and  the  Mediterranean,  and 
those  on  the  east  which  are  jieculiarly  Asiatic.  Through 
this  region  have  passed  all  the  land  trade  routes  between 
west  and  east,  and  all  the  armies  of  invasion  which,  in 
historic  times,  have  entered  Asia  from  Europe,  or  vice 
versa.  This  is  excellently  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the 
author's  route  constantly  crossed  those  of  such  con- 
querors as  Cyrus  the  Persian,  Genghis  Kahn,  Nadir  Shah, 
Alexander  the  Great,  Xenophon,  and  the  Emperor  Julian.

WAR  HISTORY 

Nelson's  History  of  the  War -has  reached  its  twelfth 
volume,  in  which  the  able  author,  John  Buchan,  deals 
with  the  retreat  from  Baghdad,  the  evacuation  of  Gallipoli 
and  the  Derby  report.  The  volume  to  follow  will  treat 
upon  the  position  upon  tlie  sea,  the  fall  of  Erzeruni  and  the 
battle  of  Verdun. 

ENGLAND'S  EFFORT 

No  more  wonderful  graphic  picture  could  be  conceived 
than  that  which  Mrs.  Ward  has  given  us,  of  the  intense 
activity  of  the  English  people  at  home  in  their  part  of 
the  war — the  vast  munitions  and  equipment  industries 
into  which  women  are  pouring  by  tens  of  thousands  to  take 
the  place  of  men;  the  men  working  literally  "till  they 
drop'';  the  transformed  England  that  has  come  with  the 
realization  of  her  needs.

"The  War  in  Eastern  Europe"  is  John  Reed's  title  for 
his  book  recording  experiences  in  the  belligerent  Balkan 
countries.  It  shows  both  lights  and  shades  of  wartime  and 
in  a  most  interesting  manner  sets  forth  the  peculiarities  of 
the  peoples  of  that  part  of  the  world. 

In  "Prisoners  of  War,"  Andre  Warnod  tells  of  the 
experiences  of  French  prisoners  in  German  war  camps. 
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John   Galsworthy's   iiitroduetion    in    W.   II.   Hudson's

Novelists  change  their  minds  as  frec|uently  as  any- 
body. Reginald  Wright  Kauffman  has  changed  his — and 
made  a  good  deal  of  trouble  for  publishers  and  book- 
sellers while  lie  was  about  it.  All  the  plans  had  been  laid 
for  the  publication  of  his  novel,  "The  Silver  Spoon.''  a 
narrative  of  Xew  York  life  from  1850  to  1915.  The  co\cr 
had  been  made,  the  "dummy''  manufactured,  "the 
trade"  canvassed,  hundreds  of  orders  placed,  and  the 
writing  of  the  story  all  but  completed.  Then  Mr.  Kauff- 
man, returned  from  the  European  war,  thought  he  saw  at 
home  a  vital  Ai  -srican  problem  to  be  met,  and  a  terrible 
evil,  such  as  he  reated  of  in  "The  House  of  Bondage," 
to  be  brought  to  Americans'  attention.  He  dropped  "Tlie 
Silver  Spoon"  for  that.  Deaf  to  all  appeals,  he  set  about 
writinu'  "The  Mark  of  tlie  Beast,"  which  will  shortly  be 
published.  It  is  said  to  be  more  startling  than  even 
"Bondage."  and  treats  of  a  sul)ject  that  most  writers 
bave  feared  to  touch. 


JaiiU'S  Norman   Hall,   author  of  "Kitcln'nor's  Moli." 

While  James  Norman  Hall,  author  of  "Kitchener's 
Mob,"  was  fighting  in  the  trenches  his  father  was  taken 
seriously  ill  and  his  friends  in  America  took  up  the  matter 
with  Ambassador  Page  who  procured  his  honorable  dis- 
charge without  the  knowledge  of  the  young  soldier,  who 
was  then  recalled  to  London.  He  is  now  with  the  United 
States  training  camp  at  Plattsburg,  where  he  must  be  a 
celebrity,  after  having  his  training  under  Kitchener,  and 


then  at  the  front.  This  author  pays  the  greatest  tribute 
to  Kitchener's  army  that  has  ever  been  paid  by  a  neutral 
and  his  book  has  attained  a  remarkable  degree  of  favor.

THE  BEST  SHORT  STORIES  OF  1915.     By  Edward  J. 
O'Brien.     Toronto:  Thomas  Allen. 

To  sift  the  short  stories  publislied  in  tlie  course  of  a 
year  in  the  multitudinous  American  magazines,  and  pick 
the  best  from  them,  in  addition  to  grading  all  is  a  gigantic 
task.  It  calls  for  a  remarkable  degree  of  patience  as  well 
as  rare  discernment  and  judgment.  Edward  O'Brien  un- 
dertook it  for  the  first  time  in  1914  and  the  results  of  his 
examination,  published  in  book  form,  were  so  satisfactory 
tliat  tlie  task  has  been  made  an  annual  one  for  him  and  a 
second  book  covering  the  short  stories  of  1915  has  just 
been  issued.  This  second  volume  contains  the  twenty  best 
short  stories  of  the  year  and  a  listing  of  all  stories  under 
author's  names,  together  with  statistics  covering  the  out- 
put of  the  various  magazines.  To  the  man  of  literary  turn 
it  is  of  rare  interest  to  trace  up  the  stories  of  favorite 
authors  and  find  tiie  grading  that  Mr.  O'Brien  has  seen  fit 
to  siive.  Stories  without  outstanding  qualities  are  merely 
listed,  stories  witli  good  substance  are  starred  once;  stories 
with  good  form  added  to  good  substances  are  given  two 
stars;  exceptional  stories  are  starred  thrice.  From  the 
list  of  three-star  stories,  the  twenty  best  iiave  been  select- 
ed. To  the  more  casual  reader,  not  interested  in  maga- 
zine averages  and  the  grading  of  literary  work,  the  book 
nevertheless  has  a  gi-eat  interest  also;  for  the  stories  re- 
printed are  truly  exceptional  and  cover  a  wide  range. 

It  is  obvious,  of  course,  that  no  one  will  agree  entirely 
vith  tlie  selections  as  made  by  Mr.  O'Brien.  No  two  men 
cc'uld  produce  lists  of  best  stories  that  would  be  identical 
to  any  degree  when  the  mass  of  material  to  be  selected 
from  is  so  great.  It  is  an  easy  matter  to  skim  the  list  of 
stories  appended  and  pick  from  it  any  number  that  one 
would  prefer  to  class  in  the  first  twenty  rather  than  some 
of  those  selected  by  Mr.  O'Brien.  Every  self-appointed 
critic  will  find  favorite  stories  listed  without  even  a  simple 
star  and  others  that  he  has  roundly  condemned  distin- 
guished by  two  or  three  stars.  Such  are  the  vagaries  of 
individual  choice.  On  the  whole,  however,  it  will  prob- 
ably be  agreed  that  Mr.  O'Brien  has  done  his  work  well. 

So  far  as  the  twenty  best  are  concerned,  they  are 
stories  of  outstanding  strength,  with  perhaps  one  or  two 
exceptions.  One  cannot  understand  why  a  story  like 
"Life,"  by  Ben  Hecht  is  given  a  place  in  such  distin- 
guished company;  and,  if  "The  Whole  and  the  Grass- 
hopper" is  the  best  of  the  Seumas  O'Brien  series,  then 
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this  writer  of  animal  fantasies  and  Irish  folklore  does  not 
deserve  the  eulogies  lavished  upon  him  in  the  introduction. 
"In  Berlin,"  a  story  of  three  or  four  parao-raphs,  is  on 
the  other  hand  a  bit  of  realism  that  cannot  be  too  liighly 
praised. 

Tlie  selection  of  "Zeli<>"  as  the  best  story  of  the  year 
is  announced  witli  sucli  confidence  that  one  reads  it  with 
a  sense  of  growing  surprise.  It  is  said  that  "Zelig" 
traveled  around  the  New  York  magazines,  collecting 
roughened  edges  and  rejection  slips,  before  it  finally  landed 
in  a  safe  refuge  with  the  Bellman  of  Boston.  Most  people, 
we  feel  sure,  will  agree  with  the  New  York  editors  who 
rejected  it,  rather  than  with  Mr.  O'Brien  who  has  awarded 
its  unknown  writer  tlie  laurel  wreath  of  highest  acliieve- 
ment.    "Zelig, "  frankly,  is  very  disappointing. 


BRIEF  NOTES  ABOUT  NEW  BOOKS 

THE  FAMILY,  by  Elinor  Mordaunt,  autlior  of  "Bel- 
lamy," is  an  intensely  interesting  story  of  family  life  told 
by  a  rarely  gifted  novelist.  All  the  queer,  warm,  awkward 
intimacies,  the  cycle  of  occupations  and  excitements,  the 
jokes  and  affections  and  misunderstandings  of  a  large  and 
varied  family  grow  under  our  eyes  as  we  read.  It  is  a 
picture  of  a  superior  caste  in  decadence,  of  the  squirearchy 

in  decay.

Luigi  Cornaro  is  the  author  of  a  book  entitled  "Dis-

"The  Straight  Road,"  l)y  C.  E.  Cliambers  in  McClure's, 
is  an  unusual  variety  of  a  hackneyed  theme — that  of  .the 
forlorn  wife  wlio  suddenly  discovers  the  immorality  of 
living  witii  a  liusband  whom  she  no  longer  loves. 

The  first  thousand  words  or  so  are  of  tlie  usual 
mechanical  soul  stuff  and  tiien  the  author  launclies  into 
iier  tale — a  tale  so  sordid  in  its  realism  as  to  create  the 
belief  that  it  is  what  it  purports  to  be — tlie  recital  of  a 
personal  tragedy.  Notliing  is  spared,  the  blundering  fool- 
ishness of  the  mother  nor  the  adolescent  gaueherie  of  tiie 
daughter  who  tells  the  tale.

Putjlished  under  the  auspiees  of  the  Cincinnati  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  "The  Citizens'  Book,"  edited  by 
Cliarles  Hebble  and  Franl<  Goodwin,  ancl  published  by 
Stewart  &  Kidd  Company,  is  a  booii  for  all  who  live  in 
cities  and  are  interested  in  civic  affairs.

DEALING  with  the  subject  of  "mail 
order"    advertising    copy    in    trade 
journals,  some  good  advice  and  apt  illus- 
trations  are   given   by    H.    D.   Allen   in 
Class.

After  distinguishing  between  enquiry- 
producing  copy  and  straight,  educational 
copy  designed  to  link  up  with  the  general 
sales  organization  of  a  wholesale  house, 
Mr.  Allen  instances  several  experiences  of 
advertisers,  including  one  who  had  previ- 
ously sold  direct  to  farmers,  but  who  had 
changed  his  selling  policy  to  market  his 
product  through  dealers. 

This  advertiser  was  used  to  quoting  split- 
prices,  $8.88  for  instance,  and  also  cou- 
pons— mail  order  copy  of  the  most  appar- 
ent kind.  He  was  talked  out  of  this 
method  of  advertising  as  addressed  to 
dealers,  and,  naturally,  enquiry  replies  did 
not  mount  up  very  high,  there  being  no 
occasion  for  them  nor  any  great  advantage 
accruing  to  the  advertiser  by  reason  of 
them.  But  the  advertiser  felt  that  the 
absence  of  these  enquiries  indicated  that 
the  advertising  was  non-productive. 

*  *       * 

He  went  so  far  as  to  put  it  up  to  the  publi- 
cation in  question  to  either  produce 
enquiries  or  relinquish  his  business. 

*  *       * 

Then  the  copy  department  of  the  paper 
wrote  some  of  the  "sure-enough"  mail 
order  copy,  bringing  forth  the  enquiries 


and  convincing  the  advertiser  that  his 
advertisements  were  being  read. 

*      *       * 

After  that  this  advertiser  listened  to  rea- 
son, used  straight  educational  and  general 
publicity  to  the  trade  and  was  satisfied  that 
the  trade  paper  was  doing  good  work  for 
him  in  getting  favorable  attention  and 
developing  genuine  interest,  thus  actually 
promoting  business  through  the  regular 
sales  channels. 


That  is  a  consideration  which  should  gmde 
those  who  write  advertisements  to  appear  in 
"BOOKSELLER  AND  STATIONER."  The 
merchants  who  read  this  paper  regularly  — 
they  include  nearly  all  of  the  really  worth- 
while accounts  among  the  stores  throughout 
Canada,  selling-  books,  stati(mery  and  kindred 
lilies — are  going  to  continue  their  regular, 
saTie  method  of  buying.

THE  NEED  OF  ORGANIZA  TION 

TJIP]  book  trade  is  well  organized  in  the  United 
States  and  now  the  problem  of  still  more  intense 
organization  is  being  dealt  with  by  the  American 
Booksellers'  Association,  which  held  its  sixteenth 
annual  convention  in  Chicago  in  May. 

The  need  of  state  book  trade  orgainzations  was 
emphasized  by  several  speakers  and  a  favorable  coin- 
cidence was  the  announcement  of  the  recent  organiza- 
tion of  one  local  and  two  state  book  trade  associations. 

The  mood  in  which  the  addresses  and  discussions 
were  received  by  the  delegates,  augurs  well  for  the 
oxi)ansion  indicated  and  in  this  connection  the  ques- 
tion arises  as  to  whether  it  would  not  be  well  to 
include  local  centres  and  the  provinces  of  Canada  in 
this  larger  organization  programme  which  the  Ameri- 
can association  is  fathering. 

The  additional  suggestion  was  offered  at  Chicago, 
that  the  parent  body  might  )>e  divided  into  sections, 
all  duly  organized,  covering  every  phase  of  the  book 
trade,  the.se  sections  to  include  one  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  publishers,  another  to  deal  with  school 
books,  sections  for  law  publishers,  for  booksellers; 
for  old  and  rare  book  dealers  and  others  that  might 
be  deemed  advisable. 

The  plan  is  being  heartily  endorsed  by  the 
Publisher's  Weekly,  of  New  York,  as  applying  to 
organization  throughout  the  United  States  and 
Bookseller  and  Stationer  submits  that  the  whole 
question  should  be  actively  taken  up  by  both  the  pub- 
lishers and  the  retail  booksellers  in  this  country. 

The  question  as  to  whether  there  should  be  one 
organization  to  include  publishers,  jobbers  and  retail- 
ers in  one  body,  district  sections  for  each,  or  organiza- 
tions for  the  wholesale  and  retail  interests  entirely 
independent  of  each  other,  is  of  secondary  import- 
ance to  the  big  issue  of  organization.  On  whatever 
basis  it  may  be,  let  the  Canadian  book  trade  be 
organized  to  mutually  protect  and  forward  the  inter- 
ests of  all  members  of  the  Canadian  book  trade.

AS  many  a  Canadian  bookseller  and  stationer 
..  knows  to  his  profit.  Bookseller  .vno  Stationer 
lias  a  Service  Department  by  means  of  which  inform- 
ation is  available  that  frequently  untie,s  trade  knots 
and  smooths  down  difficulties  in  the  retail  trade.  This 
department  ap[irecia})ly  supplements  the  benefits 
which  the  retailers  obtain  l)y  closely  following  the 
editorial  contents  and  the  announcements  of  pub- 
lishers, maiuifacturers  and  jobbers  in  the  advertising 
pages  of  the  paper. 

This  "Service"  idea  is  gaining  ground  every- 
where. On  another  page  is  told  the  story  of  a  group 
of  jobbers  in  the  different  branches  of  the  retail  trade 
in  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  who  are  now  organized  with 
this  service  for  retailers  as  their  keystone  and  with 
the  .specific  object  of  helping  the  retailers  to  sell  more 
goods,  this  materially  increasing  their  own  distribu- 
tion. 

liooKSELLER  AND  STATIONER  heartily  commends 
this  course  and  would  like  to  see  it  adopted  by  the 
jobbers  of  Canada. 

ICDI 
"FORGETTING"  CANADA! 

ONE  of  I^OOKSELLER  AND  Stationer's  United 
States  representatives  reporting  a  call  upon  a 
large  manufacturer  of  toys  and  novelties,  quoted  him 
as  saying  that  so  nuich  business  was  offering  at  home 
that  he  was  forgetting  Canada  for  the  present. 

This  is  a  remarkable  stand  for  a  business  man  to 
take  unless  he  is  in  business  simply  on  a  get-rich- 
quick  basis. 

Fortunately  for  themselves,  some  of  the  big  manu- 
facturers of  stationery  lines  are  not  having  their  heads 
turned  by  the  remarkable  prosperity  which  the 
ITnited  States  is  enjoying  in  these  war  years.  They 
are  far-seeing  enough  to  know  that  it  would  be  very 
bad  business  policy,  particularly  at  this  critical  time, 
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10  "forget  Canada !"  They  know  that  they  will  need 
the  business  of  Canadian  merchants  more  than  ever 
before  very  long  and  they  realize  the  danger  of  Cana- 
dian merchants  forgetting  their  goods  in  favor  of 
other  meritorious  lines  successfully  introduced  by 
rival  concerns,  alert  and  wide-awake  to  the  possibili- 
ties of  future  trade  in  this  country. 

The  present  is  a  period  of  trade  reconstruction  and 
foolish  indeed  is  the  manufacturer  who  fails  to  appre- 
ciate Canadian  trade  at  full  value  to-day. 

A  HOOK  A   WEEK 

IN  the  Toronto  Public  Library  Uulletin,  Dr.  Locke 
suggested  to  vacationists  the  plan  of  reading  four 
good  books  while  on  their  holidays.  It  is  interesting 
to  reproduce  the  following  extract  of  what  the  Tor- 
onto World  was  "inspired  to  say  on  this  sul)ject:  "He 
is  a  diligent  student  wlio  reads  four  books  on  his 
holidays,  ami  we  venture,  with  all  dilHdence,  of 
course,  in  a  city  in  which  librarianshi})  has  risen  to 
such  a  pitch  of  perfection  as  Toronto,  to  suggest  that 
the  citizens  who  read  four  books  a  year  are  in  the 
minority. 

"Dr.  Locke  has  thousands  of  readers  wlio  fi'e- 
quent  his  institution,  wlio  read  hundreds  of  books  in 
a  year,  hut  there  is  great  room  for  im])rovement 
among  vast  tribes  of  citizens  who  know  not  the  fear- 
ful joy  of  getting  out  of  this  world  into  bookdom. 

"After  all,  it  is  m)t  the  innnber  of  books  that  arc 
read,  but  the  quality  of  them,  and  the  extent  to  which 
they  sink  into  the  mind  and  mold  its  thought  that  is 
of  importance.  A  'book  a  week  is  a  tremendous 
achievement,  accoiding  to  the  opportuniteis  of  most 
of  us,  and  yet  reading  a  book  a  week  for  sixty  years 
would  only  make  us  accpiainted  with  a  little  over 
3,000  out  of  the  millions  that  exist." 

The  "book  a  week"  plan  is  a  good  one  for  people 
to  adopt,  whether  it  be  a  book  a  week  from  the  Public 
Library  or  a  book  a  week  bought  from  booksellers. 
Tlie  latter  should  do  all  in  their  power  to  encourage 
the  former  because  rather  than  work  out  to  their  detri- 
ment it  will  eventually  add  to  the  army  of  book 
huvers.

THE  IlErAlLER  IS  BOSS 

TTIL  fallacy  that  a  retailer  can  be  forced  to  sell 
certain  goods — that  he  is  merely  a  distributing 
machine  whose  personality  does  not  really  count,  an 
idea  formerly  exploited  so  freely  by  a  certain  type  of 
advertising  agency,  has  been  thoroughly  exploded 
and  the  manufacturer  wlu)  used  to  listen  to  the  siren 
song  of  the  publicity  prestidigitator,  now  realizes  that 
it  is  just  as  necessary  to  convince  the  retailer  as  the 
j)rospective  consumer. 

As  a  suj)positious  case  to  illustrate  the  point,  let 
us  consider  that  of  a,  manufacturer  bringiiig  out  a 
geiuiinely  meritorious  new  product.     Tie  realizes  that 


in  order  to  (piicken  it-  way  to  general  use,  publicity 
is  necessary,  so  he  enlists  the  service  of  an  advertis- 
ing agency. 

The  agency,  one  of  the  old  type,  guided  in  its 
selection  of  mediums  by  the  extent  of  the  commission 
allowed  by  different  publications  rather  than  by  the 
real  interests  of  the  manufacturer  whose  good  money 
is  taken,  selects  a  grou{)  of  papers  that  gives  only  a 
fraction  of  the  value  that  would  accrue  to  the  adver- 
tiser were  mediums  chosen  on  the  score  of  greatest 
influence  and  merit.  The  maiuifacturer  is  told  that 
it  will  not  be  necessary  to  advertise  in  trade  papers 
because  the  consvimer  advertising  will  force  the  hands 
of  the  retailers !  Thus  the  agency  avoids  the  necessity 
of  preparing  the  special  copy  that  trade  paper  ad- 
vertising would  necessitate,  for  you  see  one  series  of 
advertisements  sufHces  for  all  the  general  mediums. 
Being  thus  ignored,  the  retailer  is  not  nearly  so 
responsive  to  the  sales  efforts  of  the  manufacturer's 
travelers  as  he  would  be,  had  there  been  special  effort 
by  means  of  good,  informative  and  convincing  ad- 
vertising in  his  trade  {)aper,  with  real  arguments 
telling  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  stocking  the 
line. 

Many  a  campaign  ha.s  failed  even  in  the  case  of 
good  merchandise  because  of  the  failure  to  reckon 
l)roperly  with  the  merchant. 

For  instance  the  notion  that  a  dealer's  profits  can 
be  cut  down  by  this  very  policy  of  forcing  him  by 
national  advertising  to  sell  certain  good-*,  usually  falls 
down  because,  except  in  a  few  extraordinary  ca.ses, 
the  numufacturers  must  eventually  give  the  retailer 
proper  treatment  in  order  to  achieve  lasting  success 
and  it  stands  to  reason  that  once  a  line  is  really 
".sold"  to  a  retailer,  .such  enthusiasm  will  be  his  that 
he  will  sell  more  of  that  line  than  in  cases  where  he 
has  scarcely  been  considered. 

It  nuist  be  remembered  that  in  the  ca.se  of  busi- 
ness done  in  retail  stores,  the  merchants  get  the 
busine.s'i  because  customers  prefer  to  buy  at  certain 
stores,  which  indicates  that  they  have  confidence  in 
the  merchants  from  whom  they  buy.  Many  mer- 
chants have  taken  years  in  building  up  such  local 
prestige.  They  are,  with  few  exceptions,  among  the 
mo.<t  valuable  and  substantial  citizens  of  their  re- 
spective counuiuiities.  Their  walk  in  life  makes  this 
true  because  without  integrity  they  cannot  .survive. 

This  brings  us  to  the  crucial  point  that  the  retailer 
dominates  the  situation  and  the  merchant  will  do 
well  to  keep  in  mind  that  the  very  pre.sence  in  his 
trade  pai)er  of  the  advertisementvS  of  different  manu- 
facturers and  whole.«alers,  is  a  good  indication  that 
the.«e  advertisers  have  a  sane  ai)i)reciation  of  the  real 
po.-dtion  of  the  retailer  in  tlie  successful  marketing  of 
any  product. 

These   trade   paper  advertisements   are   veritable 
finger  posts  indicating  who  are  the  real  friends  of 
the  retail  merchants.

Should  be  Aggressively  Pushed  —  Some  Pointers. 


THERE  is  every  reason  to  push  the  book  end  of  the 
business  with  all  energy  tiiis  year.  There  are  so 
many  books  available,  both  new  and  old,  that  there 
is  no  danger  whatever  of  any  shortage  excepting,  of 
course,  in  the  case  of  unlooked-for  demand  for  certain 
titles.  In  the  main  there  are  more  books  available  tha'i 
will  be  sold  this  year,  but,  of  course,  if  the  retail  book- 
sellers show  goodly  increases  in  tlieir  sales  over  previous 
years,  there  will  .be  fewer  publishers'  remainders,  and  tliis 
alone  will  make  for  cleaner  subsequent  book  trade  con- 
ditions. 

The  remaining  months  of  tlie  year  are  tliose  in  vnIucIi 
the  greatest  volume  of  trade  in  books  is  always  done 
Consequently  it  is  in  order  rig'ht  now  to  advise  tlie  retail 
trade  to  "Make  this  your  biggest  book  year."  In  fact, 
the  average  bookseller  sliould  do  a  greater  volume  of  l)usi- 
ness  in  'books  in  the  remaining  five  months  of  191(5  than 
he  did  in  the  whole  of  1915. 

A  pertinent  question  that  might  well  l)e  put  to  the  re- 
tailers just  when  this  question  is  being  considered  is: 
"What  do  you  do  with  the  many  circulars  that  come  to 
you  from  publishers  with  your  shipments  of  books?" 

It  is  a  common  experience  for  a  traveller  with  his  eyes 
open  to  see  in  discard  somewhere  about  a  book  Sitore  a 
batch  of  circulars  sent  to  that  merchant  by  the  house  he 
represents.  In  fact,  very  few^  booksellers  can  plead  inno- 
cent to  charges  of  waste  of  this  nature.  lit  is  also  very 
often  the  case  tliat  proper  use  is  not  made  of  the  fine 
window  display  sheets  and  other  advertising  matter,  jiro- 
pared  ait  no  inconsiderable  expense,  but  which  are  sup- 
plied absolutely  without  cost  to  the  bookseller. 

Come  rig'ht  down  to  hard  pan  in  considering  this 
question.  Take  for  instance  those  circulars  and  display 
cards  that  came  along  witli  tiia,t  recently  published  book 
which  you  picked  as  a  coming  "best  seller"  when  you 
placed  your  order  with  the  publishing  house.  Take  up 
that  advertising  matter  and  pass  judgment  on  it.  Is  it 
good  or  is  it  no't?  Will  it  benefit  your  business  to  get  the 
circulars  into  the  hands  of  those  people  who  will  be  mosi 
likely  to  be  interested  in  the  particular  book  it  deals  with? 
It  is  a  pretty  good  ibet  tliat  you  will  decide  in  the  affirma- 
tive. Having  reached  tliat  decision,  get  a  local  printer  to 
tell  you  roughly  wliat  it  would  cost  you  to  have  five  lum- 
dred  or  a  thousand  of  such  circulnrs  printed.  That  will 
■give  yon  a  line  on  the  actual  wvth  of  this  advertisins: 
matter  supplied  to  tlie  trade  free,  l)ut  which  unfortunately 
is  seldom  properly  valued  by  the  merc'hants. 

A  Book  Trade  Evil 

This  carelessness  on  the  part  of  too  many  merchants 
is  one  of  the  present  evils  of  the  book  trade  in  Canada. 
"Bookseller  and  Stationer"  has  before  this  taken  oc- 
casion to  refer  to  it  and  to  urge  the  trade  to  be  more 
considerate  of  ,the  interests  of  the  publishers  e.Ktending 
this  co-operation  to  the  retailers,  and  also  to  point  out  to 
the  latter  that  they  themselves  are  heavy  losers  by  reason 
of  this  neglio-ence.  for  the  reason  that,  were  thev  to  put 
all  this  free  adver'tisins'  matter  supplied  by  the  nublishers 
to  the  use  for  which  it  was  designed,  they  would  sell  many 
more  books,  and  consequently  very  appreciably  increase 
their  profits. 

Let  every  ibookseller  throughout  Canada  decide  not 
only  in  future  to  use  all  such  good  advertising  matter 
comino'  to  him  from  publishers,  but  to  show  some  initiative 


in  approaching  publishers  asking  for  suggestions  as  io 
just  how  that  may.  increase  their  'book  sales.  The  good 
suggestions  that  will  thus  be  forthcoming  will  surprise 
the  average  bookseller,  for  it  must  be  remembered  that 
every  publisher  by  reason  of  their  close  connection  by 
means  of  travellers  and  otherwise  witii  the  leading 
booksellers  in  all  parts  of  the  country  are  in  a  position  to 
l)ass  on  retail  selling  pointers  of  proven  worth,  ideas  and 
methods  that  have  l)een  successfully  put  to  work  by  other 
t)ooksellers. 

Bookselling  Suggestions 

There  are  good  new  novels  ai)lenty,  and  witli  the  ap- 
proach of  cooler  weather,  there  will  be  greater  inclination 
to  read.  It  is  up  to  the  bookseller  to  display  greater  in- 
genuity than  ever  before  in  presenting  the  merits  of  the 
new  novels  as  they  come  out.  This  will  get  them  talked 
about  and  more  people  will  naturally  want' to  read  them. 

Similarly  the  meritorious  new  war  ibooks  and  volumes 
dealing  with  the  different  countries  engaged  in  the  world 
war  should  be  featured  in  newspai)er  advertising'  and  dis- 
played in  tlie  book  store  windows  and  on  counters  or 
tables  as  to  meet  every  eye. 

A  good  descri))tive  work  about  Russia  ajjpears.  Who 
will  be  most  likely  among  the  people  of  the  community 
to  be  interested  in  that  book?  Why  not  write  them  a 
letter  aibout  it,  or  talk  to  tliem  personally  telling  of  this 
book.  Even  over  the  telephone  this  can  be  done  in  an 
effective  manner,  and  fi'etpiently  it  will  be  found  to  be 
good  business  to  offer  to  send  a  book  around  on  a])proval. 

Cut  Out  Fads 

Bookselling  is  a  l)usiness  of  wonderful  pos.sibilities. 
A  lot  of  so-called  ll)ooksellers,  who  should  be  selling 
books,  are  fiddling  around  with  fad  lines  that  may  sell 
well  while  a  craze  is  on,  but  very  frequently  the  bottom 
drops  out  of  such  a  fad,  leaving  the  dealer  with  so  much 
dead  stock  on  hand  as  to  reduce  almost  to  a  minimum  the 
profits  made  on  previous  sales. 

Booksellers  would  be  spared  such  unfortunate  experi- 
ences were  they  to  realize  more  intelliiiently  the  possibili- 
ties which  the  ibook  trade  affords  for  building  uji  business 
on  a  sure  foundation.  They  should  become  booksellers 
in  deed  as  well  as  in  name. 

Now.  with  the  best  bookselling  months  of  the  year 
approachinu.  is  tlie  very  best  time  to  beain  anew  to  de- 
velop the  book  end  of  the  )l)usiness  alonsi'  the  riuht  lines.

Field  Marshal  Sir  Evelyn  Wood  has  made  a  notal)lo 
contribution  to  historical  literature  with  'his  book  pub- 
lished 'this  year,  entitled  "Our  Fiuhtinij-  Forces,"  being 
virtually  a  military  liistory  of  tlie  British  Empire,  denlinu' 
in  a  most  interesting  manner  with  the  great  generals  and 
admirals  who  have  at  different  tim.es  guided  the  efforts 
of  the  British  fig'hters  on  land  and  sea,  altering  the 
world's  map,  bringing  prestige  to  the  Empire,  and  carry- 
ing' lilierty   and   good   government   to   various   peoples   in 


all  quarters  of  the  globe.  Incidentally,  besides  telling  the 
stories  of  land  battles  and  sea  fights,  tins  book  demon- 
strates how  the  great  campaigns  and  wars  of  British  his- 
tory have  brought  about  tlie  present  efficiency  of  the 
services. 


Sir  George  Forrest  has  written  a  most  valuable  work 
of  ibiography  in  his  "Life  of  Lord  Clive,"  that  intrepid 
colonizer  who  was  spoken  of  by  the  late  Lord  Ro!)erts  as 
one  of  England's  greaitest  sons.  This  authoritative  work 
dealing  with  one  of  the  most  tragic  fi<>ures  in  Briti.s'h  his- 
tory is  achieving  well  merited  success. 
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Oscar  Browning  is  the  author  of  a  precise  and  accurate 
history  of  modern  times,  one  that  is  most  valuable  as  a 
ready  reference  for  students  of  the  present  war,  and  it  is 
interesting-  to  observe  that  a  popular  edition  of  this  valu- 
able history  has  been  put  out  this  year.  The  book  covers 
the  civilized  world  of  the  last  'hundred  years,  so  prolific 
of  great  men  who  have  influenced  'their  own  and  other 
nations  for  good  or  ill,  and  it  is  in  this  light  that  Profes- 
sor Browning  has  written,  making  his  book  a  great  human 
document,  presenting  the  personalities  and  accomplish- 
ments of  the  greait  men  who  have  dominated  the  world  in 
the  last  century,  from  Napoleon  to  the  outbreak  of  Ar- 
mageddon.

Sir  Frederick  Treves  is  reputed  to  be  one  of  the  great- 
est living  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  is  the  author  of  a 
number  of  medical  books.  He  was  surgeon  to  the  late 
King  Edward.  In  literature  he  is  as  famous  as  in  medi- 
cine; probably  his  'best  known  books — from  a  literary 
standpoint — are:  "Rocked  in  the  Cradle  of  the  Deep," 
"The  Other  Side  of  the  Lantern,"  and  "The  Country  of 
the  Ring  and  the  Book."

Princess  Catherine  Radziwill,  the  gifted  author,  is  of 
Russian  parentage;  however,  during  her  lifetime  much 
of  her  time  has  been  spent  in  Germany,  France,  Austria 
and  England.  Her  experience  in  these  countries  has 
made  it  possible  for  her  to  write  an  entertaining  series  of 
books,  pertaining  to  the  courts  of  the  various  countries 
visited  from  time  to  time.  These  consist  of:  "Memories 
of  Forty  Years,"  "The  Royal  Marriage  Market  of 
Europe,"  "Sovereigns  and  Statesmen  of  Europe,"  and 
"The  Austrian  Court  from  Within."  She  has  just  ven- 
tured into  the  realm  of  fiction,  having  written  a  novel  of 
considerable  interest,  dealing  with  the  ctinflict  on  the 
Russian  frontier,  and  will  be  published  shortly  under  the 
title  of  ' '  Because  It  Was  Written. ' '

In 
this  volume  the  conscience  of  Germany  finds  a  voice  at 
last  and  sjjeaks  by  the  mouth  of  one  of  her  own  citizens. 
So  full  of  conviction  and  seriousness  in  this  statement  of 
Germany's  case  against  her  rulers  that  three  weeks  after 
publication  in  Germany  every  copy  of  the  work  was  con- 
fiscated by  the  police,  and  its  sale  forbidden  under  the 
heaviest  penalties.  The  author  in  writing  to  his  pub- 
lishers said:  "I  am  neither  a  Jew  nor  a  Pole,  but  I  have 
written  the  book  just  because  I  am  a  German."

In  the  advertisement  of  McClelland,  Goodchild  &  Stew- 
art, in  the  July  is.sue  of  "Bookseller  and  Stati(mer,"  errors 
in  prices  were  made,  the  price  of  "Motorcycles  and  Side- 
cars" being  given  as  .$1,  instead  of  $1.50,  and  in  the  case 
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of  "Modern  Starting,  Lighting  and  Ignition  Systems,"  a 
similar  error  occurred,  the  price  of  that  book  being  $1.50, 
not  $1.00. 

THE  REAL  GERMANY 

Two  books  dealing  with  Germany  before  the  outbreak 
of  the  war,  and  which  afford  most  interesting  reading  at 
this  time,  are  "The  Assault,"  by  Frederick  William 
Wile,  and  "Germany  Before  the  War,"  by  Baron  Beyens, 
who  was  the  Belgian  ambassador  to  the  Court  of  Berlin 
for  two  years  up  to  Augiust,  1914,  when  the  war  began. 
Both  these  books  throw  a  great  deal  of  valuable  light  on 
the  situation  in  Germany,  leading  up  to  the  great 
cataclysm.  Mr.  Wile's  narrative  is  of  a  more  personal 
character  than  that  of  the  Belgian  Minister,  and  displays 
a  high  degree  of  ability  in  presenting  a  running  story 
that  holds  the  reader's  close  attention  without  dragging 
at  any  stage.  The  author  has  been  a  resident  of  Berlin 
for  tliirteen  years  as  the  correspondent  at  that  ea[)ita! 
for  the  London  Daily  Mail  and  the  New  York  Times. 
It  will  Ibe  readily  understood  thalt  the  very  nature  of  his 
daily  avocation  during  those  years,  so  pregnant  with 
what  was  to  come  when  Germiany  was  ready,  qualified  him 
to  no  mean  degree  to  write  a  book  on  the  sulbjeet  of  the 
war  and  the  circumstances  that  led  up  to  it.  As  is  point- 
ed out  in  the  book,  this  correspondent  had  for  years 
been  sending  despatches  to  his  paper  in  London  that 
should  have  had  the  effect  of  pulling  the  scales  from  the 
eyes  of  the -public  men  of  Britain,  awakening  them  to 
seriously  contemplate  the  only  meanino-  that  could  be 
attac''ed  to  the  never-ceasins'  military  preparations  that 
''nd  been  goinff  forward  for  so  many  years  in  Germany. 
It  is  only  the  first  half  of  Mr.  Wile's  book  that  is  devoted 
tcv  Germany.  In  the  latter  half,  after  a  most  intensely 
interesting  account  of  the  portentous  days  immediately 
preceding  and  following  the  fatal  day.  August  4.  1914,  he 
tel'.s  in  an  equally  orippini;-  manner  of  England  after  the 
war. 

Baron  Beyens'  book  is  esneciallv  val'inble  for  its  com- 
prehensive presentation  of  the  political  fabric  of  the  Ge-r- 
man  Empire,  of  the  overweening. (rrip  which  the  army,  the 
navy,  and  the  war  party  had  on  the  country,  and  of  the 
thraldom  in  which  it  held  the  Kaiser,  a  none  too  reluc- 
tant tool  in  its  srasp. 

Particularly  impressive  are  the  chapters  in  this  book 
tellinc  of  "the  week  of  tragedy"  and  of  "Belgian 
nentralitv  and  tlie  invasion  of  Belgium."

This  is  a  genuinely  interesting 
novel  of  a  real  American  home.

"Moorland  Patches,"  a  new  novel  by  Thomas  Bennett 
comes  from  MacNiven  and  Wallace,  the  Edinburgh  pub- 
lishers being  a  "three  and  six"  edition,  as  one  reviewer  in 
the  old  land  has  said :

BLACKWOOD'S  NEW  NOVEL 

In  the  brief  personal  sketch  of  Algernon  Blackwood  in 
the  June  issue  mention  was  made  of  his  new  book  "Julius 
Le  Vallon. "  In  this  volume  he  deals  again  with  a  rather 
uncanny  supernatural  subject,  that  of  an  existence  in  a 
previous  state  and  our  power  of  remembering  what  we 
were  in  that  .state.  Julius  le  Vallon,  the  hero,  possesses 
this  strange  psychic  power,  and  the  first  part  of  the  book 
wherein  Julius  there  "remembers"  while  at  school,  and 
the  chosen  chum  of  the  very  ordinary  typical  Britisli 
schoolboy,  Jolin  Mason,  is  certainly  supremely  fascinatinu 
and  attractive.  Both  le^'allon  and  Mason  are  unusual 
conceptions,  and  the  reader,  though  hardly  convinced,  can- 
not certainly  fail  to  be  interested.  Mr.  Blackwood  always 
writes  with  a  very  marked  individuality  of  his  own,  and  it 
is  this  rather  than  tiie  tale  itself  which  in  spite  of  short- 
comings lifts  the  book  out  of  the  ordinary  run  of  novels. 

A  BLIND  MAN'S  AUTOBIOGRAPHY 

"Hitting  the  Dark  Trail,"  is  tiie  title  of  tlie  remark- 
able story  in  tiie  form  of  an  autobiograj)liy  by  Clarence 
Ilawkes,  wiio  lost  tlie  siglit  of  both  eyes  in  liis  early  teens 
and  who  pluckily  resolved  to  make  the  best  of  his  aftlie- 
tion.  Mr.  Hawkes  is  a  friend  of  Helen  Keller,  and  his 
story  is  in  many  respects  similar  to  hers.  It  is  a  moving 
and  inspiring,  record  of  courage  triumphant. 

THE  IRISH  HOMESTEAD 

At  the  Central  public  lilirary  in  Toninto  may  be  seen 
the  "Irish  Homestead,''  a  Dublin  weekly  edited  by  George 
W.  Russell,  poet,  orator,  organizer,  .iournalist,  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  living  Irishmen.  This  journal  is  the  organ 
of  the  Irish  Agricultural  Organization  Society,  and  is  pul)- 
lished  in  the  interests  of  Irish  agricultural  and  industrial 
development. 

Those  who  have  been  keeping  an  eye  on  the  transforma- 
tion which  is  coming  over  the  land  since  Sir  Horace 
Plunkett  first  conceived  and  got  into  operation  his  Irish 
co-operative  agricultuEal  societies  are  thus  given  an  op- 
portunity of  seeing  this  interesting  publication.

FElW  writers  have 
sprung'  into  pro- 
minence so  quickly 
as  Boyd  Cable,  the  author 
of  that  most  remarkable 
book,  "Between  the 
Lines,"  now  followed  by 
his  second  war  book,  en- 
titled "Action  Front." 
This  writer  was  not  only 
unknown  to  the  Canadian 
public,  but  efforts  to  get 
some  particulars  about 
him  were  unavailing,  un- 
til finally  Bookseller  and 
Stationer,  through  his 
publishers,  have  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  the  fol- 
lowing personal  sketch, 
written     by      Mr.     Ca1)le 

himself,  and  also  a  photograph,  which  is  reproduced  here- 
"It  happens  that  my  own  particular  work  at  the  front 
has  brought  me  into  personal  C(mtact  with  all  the  per- 
sons and  the  branches  of  the  service  of  which  I  have 
written.  I  have  lived  with  the  infantry  in  the  trenches 
and  the  artillery  in  their  gun  positions;  have  had  excellent 
views  at  close  range  of  all  sorts  of  actions,  big  and  little; 
have  been  mixed  up  in  all  classes  of  affairs  inside  and 
outside  my  own  job.  My  book  merely  describes  the  sort 
of  thing  1  have  been  living  in  for  best  part  of  a  year, 
and  I  have  tried  to  make  Try  description  as  accurate  as 
possible,  although  I  have  left  o<ut  many  of  the  horrors 
which  would  not  bear  telling  in  cold  type.  Although  my 
characters  are  fictional.  I  have  made  "them  'as  well  as  1 
could  typical  of  the  men  I  have  met  and  moved  amongst 
out  front. 

"I  am  not  a  professional  soldier,  nor  am  I  a  professional 
writer,  although  previous  to  the  present  war  I  served  for 
about  18  months  in  South  Africa  as  a  volunteer,  and  went 
through  some  of  the  rough.es't  and  toamhest  of  campaign- 
ing there;  and  previous  to  my  recent  book,  wrote  some 
short  stories  and  one  novel  on  Anstralinn  "bush"  or 
"out4)ack"  life.  Commenced  .short  story  writine  in 
Australia  four  or  five  years  ago  and  wrote  the  book  on 
return  to  Enuland  albont  three  years  a'ro.  Did  little  writ- 
ing since  until  at  the  front. 

"Am  a  Scot,  although  born  in  India  literally  'into  the 
service'  since  my  father,  a  retired  officer,  was  then  serv- 
ing there.  Spent  my  yomth  in  Scotland,  and  sinc-e  then 
have  been  a  wanderer,  and  have  tried  all  sorts  and  condi- 
tions of  jobs  from  stoking  a  tramp  steamer  to  managing 
fairly  large  business  concerns;  'swaggie'  (or  tramp)  in 
Australian  bush,  ensine-room  'greaser,  ordinary  seaman 
(in  sail),  salesman,  partner  in  a  business,  cattleman  and 
farm  hand  in  New  Zealand,  to  mention  a  few  of  many 
occupations.  Have  always  preferred  to  do  my  travelling 
by  cargo  steamer  or  'windjammer'  (and  have  met  some  of 
the  best  men  in  the  world  in  mercantile  marine,  for'ard 
and  aft),  on  horseback  or  'per  boot.'  During  the  20 
years  of  my  life  since  South  Africa  have  alternated  in 
periods  of  eoUar-and-cuff  civilization  of  the  cities  and  the 
shirt-sleeved  life  of  roughing  it,  and  have  enjoyed  some 
of  the  best  and  the  beastliest  times  a  man  could  wish.

GERMAN  CONSCIENCE  SPEAKS 

That  conscience  is  sorely  disturbing  the  peace  of  mind 
of  right-thinking  Germans  is  indicated  by  expressions  of 
great  souls  which  are  l)eginning  to  come  through  to  the 
world,  in  spite  of  the  stifling  influence  of  conditions  in 
tJermany  w^iich  the  world-war  has  brought  about. 

Truth  must  prevail  in  .the  end,  but  it  takes  a  big, 
brave  heart  to  run  the  gauntlet  of  public  opinion  and  en- 
dure the  stigma  of  the  charge  of  treachery  hurled  by 
fellow-countrymen  when  a  man  speaks  out  his  heart  and 
mind  in  taking  the  witness  stand  against  the  i)owers  that 
be  in  his  own  land,  as  Dr.  Edward  Stilgebauer,  a  noted 
fxerman  author,  has  done  in  "Love's  Inferno."  This 
German,  a  native  of  Frankfort,  exiled  himself  from  his 
native  land  in  order  that  he  might  attack  Prussian  me- 
thods, and  this  book,  originally  published  in  the  German 
lanu:uage  in  Switzerland,  has  subsequently  been  translated 
into  Dutch,  French  and  Enulish,  while  a  Canadian  edition 
has  been  brought  out  by  MdClelland,  Goodchild  &  Stewart 
of  Toronto. 

Presented  in  the  form  of  a  novel,  it  makes  one  live 
through  the  actual  war  experiences  of  soldiers  in  the 
thick  of  the  fighting  at  the  front;  of  the  sorrowing 
waiters  at  home;  of  campai/i-ns  of  ruin,  fire,  pillage  and 
murder  prosecuted  and  endured,  and  of  renunciation  and 
sacrifice  in  the  alleviation  of  the  suffering  of  the  victims 
of  the  war  monster,  all  told  from  the  German  side,  but 
nresented  so  truthfully  that  its  circulation  has  been  for- 
bidden in  Germany.  ^-  T.  "  •

LIEBER'S  GENTLEMAN 

The  srreat  Dr.  Francis  Lieber,  whose  "Miscellaneous 
Writings"  have  just  been  reprinted,  though  born  in  Ger- 
many, looked  with  no  favorable  eye  upon  some  German 
practices.  His  keen  characterization  of  the  gentleman 
contains  what  appears  to-day  a  scathing  criticism  of 
Prussianism:  "If  every  stratagem  is  allowed  in  war;  if 
the  dinlomatist  considers  cunning  and  circumventing  the 
essence  of  his  trade;  if  the  officers  of  the  army  say,  'The 
soldier  has  no  honor  exlcept  absolute  obedience  to  the 
king';  if  princes  break  their  solemn  oaths  for  "reasons 
of  state';  if  common  truth  and  common  honesty  be  thus 
driven  from  oair  doors,  how  can  a  gentlemanly  conduct— 
and  still  more,  how  can  that  holiness  which  is  the  stamp 
of  the  Christian  religion,  marking  it  from  all  others — be 
honored  without  the  deepest  hypor-risy ?''

PRICES  ARE  STILL  SOARING  • 

ACCORDING  to  a  big  firm  of  manufacturing  sta- 
tioners in  the  United  States,  many  buyers  are 
asldnig  if  the  advances  made  in  manufactured 
goods,  including  stationery  and  printing,  are  justified,  and 
whether  they  are  likely  bo  lie  continued.  Tlie  answer  can 
be  found  in  the  fact  that  prices  on  raw  material  and  on 
•material  partially  manufactured  are  still  soaring,  and 
there  is  no  relief  in  sight.  These  are  some  of  the  in- 
creases actually  paid. 

iCanvas  and  corduroy  for  iiolders,  binders  and  blank 
books  have  advanced  5  cents  to  S  cents  a  yard. 

B'oard  has  gone  up  from  $1  to  $4.50  a  ton. 

Glue  has  increased  1  cent  to  2y2  cents  a  pound. 

Paper  has  advanced  from  3  cents  to  10  cents  a  pound. 

Dyes  and  dyestuffs  have  gone  up  from  $:i  to  -t^O  a 
pound. 

Inks  have  increased  enormously  in  price. 

Brass  has  advanced  20  cents  to  .'iO  cents  a  pound. 

Steel  has  been  increased  6  cents  to  8  cents  a  ivound. 

Leatliers  have  all  advanced  1:)eyond  comprehension; 
the  V.  S.  Government  has  been  asked  to  give  relief  to  the 
leatlier  trade  through  the  raising  of  Russian  embarisoes. 

'Cowhide  is  higher  iby  from  4  cents  to  8  cents  a  foot. 

'Goat  skin  has  gone  up  8  cents  to  10  cents  a  foot. 

Fabrikoid  and  .s-imilar  iriaterinl  2  cents  and  3  cents  a 
yard. 

And  so  on  all  alona-  the  line.     The  'trade  is  compelled 
to  carry  these  increased  costs  forward  to  their  customers.

Tiie  number  of  advertisinu  pages  is  a  convincing  illustra- 
tion of  the  extraordinarily  healthy  state  of  trade  in 
Britain  in  view  of  the  exister.ee  of  the  war. 

Like  the  practice  followed  by  many  Canadian  business 
concerns  in  dealing  with  employees  enlisting  with  the 
Canadian  overseas  forces,  the  Joseph  Dixon  Crucible 
Co.,  of  Jersey  City,  have  arranged  to  keen  on  full  pay 
those  of  its  employees  who  had  joined  the  V.  S.  National 
Guard  being  sworn  in  for  Federal  service  in  June.  Tliis 
will  hold  iiood  as  long  as  they  are  away  on  military  duty. 

Partially  addressed  envelopes  for  use  in  writing  to 
soldiers  have  been  successfully  introduced  and  are  finding 
ready  sale  in  tlie  trade.

Some  Mistakes  in  Window  Trimming 


REPORTS  on  special  forms,  with  blanks  for  informa- 
tion of  a  specific  nature  filled  in  by  Canadian 
booksellers  and  stationers  themselves  are  bringing 
in  many  pointers  indicating  the  subjects  that  the  retailers 
would  like  to"  see  discussed  and  a  laro'e  n'umber  desig- 
nated articles  on  window  trimming  as  among  the  most 
to  be  desired. 

There  has  in  recent  years  been  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  character  of  the  windows  of  book  and  stationery 
stores.  There  is  no  doubt  t'hat  the  smaller  merchant  is 
also  besinning  to  realize  that  his  window  is  very  valu- 
able. He  ma'kes  far  more  frequent  changes  in  it  than 
formerly,  but  he  also  makes  some  mistakes. 

Some  Mistakes 

One  of  these  mistakes  lies  in  the  use  of  cheap  materials 
for  decorative  purposes.  Too  often  crepe  paper  and 
cheese-cloth  play  an  important  part  in  the  setting  and 
nullify  the  effect  of  good  arrangement  or  cheapen  high- 
grade  goods.  Sometimes  a  catch-penny  mechanical  de- 
vice is  used  to  attract  attention,  and  is  entirely  out  of 
harmony  with  the  merc'handise  displayed. 

Don't  try  circus  stunts.  You  mi«ht  draw  a  big  crowd 
by  st'anding  on  your  head,  ibut  the  first  effect  would  be  to 
earn  for  yourself  the  reputation  of  a  mountebank.      You 


niiuht  paint  the  outside  of  your  place  of  business  a  vivid 
blue  or  pink.  Tt  would  he  distinguishinsi-,  but  clieap  in 
effect. 

Cheap  decorative  materials  usually  cheapens  the  win- 
dow. So  do  lurid  signs.  So  does  overcrowding.  The 
background  and  t'he  setting  should  harmonize  with  the 
goods  displayed  in  quality  and  in  color.  Tacks,  pins  or 
clips  which  are  used  in  arra'nging  displays,  should  not  be 
left  exposed. 

Glass  shelves  which  show  traces  of  dmst  or  finger- 
marks detract  from  the  <.'-eneral  air  of  refinement  you 
should  strive  to  obtain.  The  same  thing  applies  to  the 
woodwork  of  your  window  as  well  as  its  glass  front.  Re- 
move all  evidences  of  smoochiness,  ^and  if  paint  is  needed, 
don't  fail  to  use  it. 

If  you  cannot  afford  a  regular  window  trimmer,  select 
the  cler'k  who  has  given  evidence  of  being  best  fitted  for 
this  work,  'and  encourage  him  to  train  himself  further  for 
it.  Take  an  interest  in  his  efforts,  and  when  he  does 
something  well,  tell  him  so. 

Your  window  is  wortli  as  much  or  more  than  your  best 
salesman  to  you.  Watch  its  work  as  yo'U  do  his.  Increase 
its  efficiency  from  year  to  year.  Its  clothes  should  ibe 
rich,  but  not  gaudy.  Make  it  as  attractive  as  possible  to 
all  who  pass,  for  it  represents  you  to  the  passing  throng.

By  working 
with  that  end  in  view  they  will  tind 
that  sales  will  naturally  be  accelerated 
and  at  the  same  time  this  specialization 
will  enhance  the  prestige  of  a  store  in 
its  reputation  as  a  good  place  to  buy 
toys.  This  will  work  out  well  toward 
what  should  be  the  ultimate  objective — 
good  year-round  toy  trade. 

The  toy  show  at  the  Toronto  E.xhibi- 
tion  will  naturally  get  a  great  deal  of 
attention  in  the  newspapers.  This  will 
help  to  develop  interest  in  toys  and 
will  make  it  easier  to  sell  these  goods 
in   September  as  well   . 

The  advertisement  of  Ciiapman's  Book 
Store  is  particularly  good,  because  of  its 
suggestion  to  buy  books  for  week-end 
reading.  This  idea  should  be  adopted 
by  other  booksellers.  The  McAinsh  ad- 
vertisement of  Out-Door  Books  is  an- 
other good  example  of  timely  advertis- 
ing as  is  the  Russell-Lang  "Summer 
Camp"  advertisement.  This  firm's  other 
advertisement  shows  a  good  way  to  in- 
crease sales  of  humorous  books  by  put- 
ting them  up  in  bundles  to  be  forwarded 
to  soldiers  at  the  front. 

"Bookseller  &  Stationer"  would  like 
to  receive  from  subscribers,  copies  of 
advertisements  appearing  in  their  news- 
papers, so  that  other  good  examples  may 
be  reproduced  in  subsequent  issues.

ON  SELLING  TYPEWRITERS 

IN   reproducing-  the   followino:  paragraph    having   to   do 
with  the  sale  of  typewriters,  Bookseller  and  Stationer 
not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  stationers  who  sell  type- 
writers are  in  the  minority,  bu't  those  who  are  not  selling 
them  'Would  do  well  to  investigate  as  to  what  the  few  suc- 
cessful ones  are  doing.     If  they  succeed,  why  not  you? 

First  impressions  are  in  most  instances  the  best,  and 
in  demonstrating  a  typewriter,  the  right  kind  of  a  type- 
writer rilbbon  is  going  to  help  you  make  your  first  im- 
pression on  your  prospective  customer.  Therefore,  says 
'Demonstration,'  using  a  machine  for  demonstrating  pur- 
poses, it  would  be  well  to  see  that  the  ribbon  on  the 
machine  is  of  the  proper  inking,  and  that  the  ribbon 
mechanism  is  working  properly.  While  of  course  all 
factory  machines  are  equipped  with  light  inked  ribbons 
and,  for  some  reason  or  other,  a  change  may  have  been 
made  to  some  other  inking  for  a  certain  prospective  cus- 
tomer, who  possibly  might  have  wanted  a  heavy  inked 
ribbon,  or  a  very  liglit  one,  and  sometimes  in  a  hurry  to 
get  your  machine  on  demonstration,  the  kind  of  ril)bon 
that  is  on  it  might  escape  your  notice.  Wiiile  a  type- 
writer ribbon  is  listed  as  an  accessory,  yet  it  is  the 
medium  that  is  going  to  give  you  that  first  good  im- 
pression on  your  customer,  and  no  machine  should  ibe  sent 
out  for  trial  without  the  ribbon  being  looked  over  eare- 
fuUv.  We  believe  if  you  will  watch  this  particular  matter 
in  the  special  way  we  have  outlined,  you  will  ibe  sur- 
)irised  at  the  numljcr  of  additional  sales  you  will  be  able 
to  ma'ke  on  account  of  the  first  impression  being  a  favor- 
ah'e  one." 

SELLING  OFFICE  FURNITURE 

IN  considering  the  (juestion  of  selling  oiRce  furniture  in 
stationery  stores,  it  is  hardly  to  be  expected  that  the 
customer  will  enthuse  over  a  picture  in  a  catalogue, 
especially  when  the  merchant  can  give  no  other  informa- 
tion than  is  given  in  the  description  accompanying  it,  and 
this  is  frequently  very  meagre,  says  A.  E.  Edgar,  in  the 
"American  Stationer."  The  average  customer  has  no 
idea  of  size.  Tell  him  a  desk  is  48  inches  and  he  does  not 
know  whether  this  is  a  big  desk  or  a  small  one. 

Many  stationers  who  would  like  to  do  business  in  office 
furniture  have  not  the  proper  space  to  devote  to  a  display. 
These  stationers  should  not  consider  the  proposition,  for  it 
requires  considerable  room.  One  stationer,  however,  who 
had  not  much  floor  space  to  spare,  fitted  up  his  own  office 
with  samples.  When  a  customer  wished  immediate  de- 
livery, he  sold  from  his  own  office  equipment.  When  there 
was  no  haste  in  the  matter  he  used  the  equipment  as 
samples.     This  stationer  reports  that  he  sells  quite  a  lot 


of   furniture   and   that    his  sales   of  supplies   are   rapidly 
increasing. 

Customers  who  have  not  a  clear  idea  of  what  they 
want,  can  often  be  .sold  suitable  furniture  because  it  is  in 
stock,  or  because  a  sample  is  there  to  be  shown,  where  very 
unsatisfactory  sales  result  from  catalogue  purchases. 

Novel  Sales  Idea  for  Office  Equipment 

A  stationer  once  told  the  writer,  '"Where  there's  a 
will  there's  a  way.  I  thought  1  could  not  get  any  of  the 
furniture  business  until  I  made  up  my  mind  that  I  would. 
My  store  is  very  small,  but  using  a  desk  as  a  display 
stand,  and  putting  some  of  my  books  in  the  bookcases,  and 
using  filing  cases  in  my  office,  I  found  that  I  could  crowd 
in  (luite  a  lot  of  equipment.  Of  course  I  was  handicapped- 
a  great  deal,  but  my  competitors  did  not  stock  anything 
and  I  gradually  acquired  the  trade  of  the  town.  My  sales 
from  supplies  are  very  profitable. ' ' 

This  merchant 's  success  under  these  difficulties  shows 
that  it  is  not  impossil)le  for  the  small  dealer  to  sell  fur- 
niture and  sup])lies. 

After  putting  a  small  stock  of  these  wares  in  the  store, 
the  merchant  should  start  out  to  make  himself  familiar 
with  the  more  commonly  used  systems  of  filing  papers 
and  of  handling  office  papers  and  books.  The  more  he 
knows  about  how  a  modern  office  should  be  equipped  the 
easier  it  will  be  for  him  to  suggest  equipment  and  to  sell  it. 

A  WINNIPEG  FIRM'S  IDEA 

From  the  (.'.  Blancliard  Stationery  Company,  of  Win- 
nipeg, comes  a  special  illustrated  circular  setting  forth 
the  merits  of  the  Sengbusch  inkwell,  together  with  a 
multigraphed  letter,  in  which  it  is  asserted  that  they  have 
already  succeeded  in  selling  five  hundred  of  these  wells. 
A  significant  feature  of  this  letter  is  tlie  offer  to  fill  an 
order  "on  trial,"  for  two  months.  Apparently  this 
method  accounts  for  the  success  of  this  concern  in  placing 
so  many  of  the  wells,  and  the  scheme  is  given  publicity 
here  for  its  suggestive  value  to  other  stationers,  and  if 
the  plan  works  well  with  a  particular  brand  of  inkwell, 
it  should  be  similarly  efficacious  in  promoting  the  sales 
of  other  good  office  sjiecialties.

Retail  Merchant  is  the    King  of  Distribution" 

The  Trade  Paper  is  the  Ideal  Medium  in  Which  to  Empliasize  and  Describe  the  Merits 

of  Merchandise — Retailer  Should  be  Kept  Posted. 


THERE  are  many  who  take  such  a  aiiperfieial  view 
of  tlio  trade-mark  that  they  imaiiine  it  is  simply  a 
method  of  identification  which  will  enable  the  con- 
sumer to  force  the  unwilling  dealer  to  handle  a  meritorious 
product. 

The  real  purpose  of  a  trade-mark  is  to  establish  a 
standard  of  value  that  will  cause  the  manufacturer  to  live 
up  to  certain  ideals  in  his  production,  since  he  knows  that 
everyone  will  be  al)]e  to  recognize  tlie  product  as  his  make. 
This  brings  forth  pride  of  industry. 

The  Value  of  the  Trade-Mark 

A  trade-mark  enables  tlie  dealer  to  distinguish  one  line 
of  merchandise  from  tlie  other  so  tiiat  he  can  judge  as  to 
the  satisfaction  of  tlie  consumer,  and  reorder  on  such 
merchandise  as  gives  satisfaction. 

A  trade-mark  enal)les  the  consumer  to  identify  a  pro- 
duct and  l)e  able  to  get  sucli  merchandise  again. 

The  retailer  is  the  "king  of  distribution,"  and  when- 
ever this  fact  is  ignored,  the  expenditure  for  advertising 
becomes  almost  prohibitive,  and  is  responsible,  more  than 
any  other  cause,  for  the  failures  in  the  advertising  field. 
Those  who  are  acquainted  witii  tlie  retailer  and  know 
how  to  approacii  him  realize  that,  in  liringing  forward  a 
branded  product,  it  is  necessary,  fir.st.  to  present  it  to  the 
retailer  on  the  merits  of  the  merchandise  regardless  of 
brand. 

Tf  the  mercliandise  has  not  sufficient  merit  to  meet 
competition  without  the  aid  of  the  brand  and  the  adver- 
tising, it  is  on  an  insecure  basis  and  will  probably  have 
only  a  short-lived  success,  thougii  the  advertising  be  ever 
so  clever.  After  the  merchandise  has  been  presented  on 
its  merits,  it  is  in  order  to  present  further  to  the  dealer 
the  brand,  the  packaging,  the  consumer  advertising,  and 
any  other  co-operative  work  as  a  plus. 

Retailer  Should  Be  Informed  of  New  Goods 

The  man  inex])erienced  in  trade  paper  advertising  starts 
first  to  tell  about  his  consumer  campaign  or  about  some 
other  co-operative  work,  forgetting  tliat  the  retailer  wishes 
first  to  know  the  merits  of  the  merchandise,  and  then  if 
these  are  satisfactory  he  is  willing  to  listen  to  the  plus 
argument.  The  fact  that  trade  paper  advertising  is  able 
to  sell  quantities  of  unbranded  merchandise  is  a  proof 
tliat  its  main  function  is  to  sell  merchandise  on  its  merits. 

In  a  campaign  on  trade-marked  merchandise,  the  func- 
tion of  the  trade  paper  advertising  is  to  help  the  salesmen 
sell  the  merchandise;  to  secure  the  retailer's  co-operation 
in  giving  prominence  to  the  merchandise,  whether  in 
windows,  newspaper  space,  or  interior  display;  to  edu- 
cate the  retailer's  clerks  on  the  talking  points  of  the  mer- 
chandise so  they  may  present  them  intelligently;  to  keep 
before  the  merchant  the  advantages  of  the  line  to  such  an 
extent  that  he  stays  sold  in  the  face  of  the  constantly 
exerted  infiuence  of  competitive  merchandise. 

Readers  of  Trade  Papers  Make  Splendid  Audience 
Subscribers  to  trade  papers  are  the  most  intelligent 
audience  which  advertising  reaches.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  are  practically  all  using  advertising  in  their 
own  business;  hence  they  are  more  difficult  to  impress 
through  the  ordinary  kinds  of  advertising.  All  the  little 
tricks  of  the  trade  fall  short,  and  mi.srepresentation  and 
exaggeration  are  especially  harmful. 


To  get  the  maximum  efficiency  in  reaching  this  audi- 
ence of  experts,  it  is  necessai-y  to  tell  a  truthful  and  brief 
story  of  the  goods  themselves  to  tell  this  story  in  a  helpful, 
attractive  manner.  This  is  made  necessary  by  the  fact 
the  merchant's  time  is  limited,  and  the  preferred  illustra- 
tion is  one  that  shows  the  merchandise  itself  in  the  most 
natural  form,  so  that  it  may  save  his  time  in  reading  de- 
scriptions. It  should  tell  the  jilus  story  of  the  merchandise 
— tell  what  tiie  retailer  gets  in  addition  to  the  merchandise 
if  he  stocks  his  trade-mai'ked'  line. 

Economy  and  efficiency  are  important  subjects,  but 
with  the  more  severe  competition  which  will  come  after 
this  great  war,  it  will  b?  necessary  for  every  manufac- 
turer to  figure  where  he  is  getting  the  greatest  possible 
result  for  the  money  expended.  If  he  does  not  do  this, 
he  is  handicapi)ed  in  his  competiticm  with  the  manufac- 
turer who  adopts  more  efficient  and  economical  methods, 
and  there  is  no  method  of  advertising  trade-marked  mer- 
chandise which  is  at  once  so  economical  and  so  efficient 
as  in  trade  papers.  The  same  results  may  be  accomplished 
tiirough  other  methods,  but  at  greater  expense. 

Trade  Paper  Advertisers  Often  Most  Helpful. 

The  trade  paper  do«s  not  claim  to  be  all-sufficient  in 
all  cases.  I  could  give  you  instances  of  trade-marked 
lines  which  have  been  put  on  the  market  and  sustained  on 
the  market  for  years  through  trade  paper  advertising 
alone.  This  was  done  at  one-third  the  amount  which  the 
firms  are  presumed  to  have  spent. 

There  are  other  cases  where  the  trade  advertising  has 
been  one-half  of  the  campaign  and  consumer  advertising 
the  other  half,  where  the  results  have  been  much  better 
than  trade  papers  alone  or  consumer  advertising  alone 
could  have  accomplished.  There  are  still  other  eases 
where  the  trade  paper  work  is  one-third  or  one-fourth  of 
the  campaign.  This  is  in  large  expenditures.  It  is  difficult 
to  conceive  a  case  where  the  trade  paper  work  deserves 
but  a  small  fraction  of  a  campaigTi  unless  it  is  in  a  line 
where  there  are  no  efficient  trade  papers. 

A  successful  trade  paper  campaign  must  have  a  meri- 
torious product ;  a  good  merchandising  plan ;  a  well-con- 
ceived advertising  plan  ;  the  proper  co-operative  material ; 
an  experienced  agency  or  service  department,  and  last — 
but  very  important — good  trade  paper. 

Editor's  -Note. — iWhile  all  classes  of  retail  nierr-hants  have  manj 
interests  in  oommon,  it  goes  witliout  saying  that  a  specialized 
trade  iiaper  for  each  distinct  elass  of  mercliants  is  preferable  to 
one  general  retail  trade  paper,  but  in  the  f(dlo\viiig  article  by 
A.  (\  I'earson,  of  the  "Drv  Goods  Economist,"  tlie  writer  treats 
an  important  subject  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  it  applicable  to 
every   branch  of  the  retail   trade. 


One  merchant,  in  order  to  promote  business  in  tennis 
supplies,  rented  a  vacant  lot  and  fitted  it  up  as  a  tennis 
court  and  supplied  rackets  and  tennis  balls  to  four  players 
without  charge  on  the  understanding  that  they  would  play 
tennis  there  at  certain  hours  which  were  stipulated  in  the 
agreement.  The  Club  idea  was  thus  formulated  and  the 
interest  thus  developed  bore  fruit  in  the  formation  of  other 
clubs.  Thus,  many  young  people  played  tennis  who  would 
not  otherwise  have  done  so.  The  merchant  in  question 
gained  a  rey^utation  as  a  specialist  in  the  sale  of  tennis 
supplies  and  naturally  he  got  most  of  the  additional  busi- 
ness which  was  created. 
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WHETHER  it  is  an  outcome  of  the 
movement  on  the  part  of  the  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  to  give  impetus 
to  the  Toy  Industry  in  Canada,  through  the 
holdinjj  of  Toy  Fairs,  and  the  promise  of  Gov- 
ernment protection  to  prevent  the  toy  business 
from  passing-  again  into  tlie  hands  of  Germany, 
— whether  the  movement  started  ))y  the  repre- 
sentatives of  difl'ercnt  Women's  Clubs  to  assist 
the  Made-in-Canada  principle  in  regard  to  toys, 
and  to  urg-e  that  as  many  Canadian  women  as 
could  be  reached  througii  associations,  clubs, 
institutes'  and  individually,  should  be  induced 
to  do  the  same — whether  the  heads  of  toy 
houses  themselves  feel  patriotically  inclined  to 
promote  domestic  industries,  or  whether  it  is 
the  larger  and  more  efficient  production  in  tliis 
country — or  whether  all  four  causes  combine  t" 
the  one  end,  it  is  impossible  to  determine,  but 
•the  fact  remains  that  Made-in-Canada  toys  hold 
a  far  higher  place  than  ever  tliey  held  before. 

Improving  Canadian  Dolls 

Canadian-made    dolls   come    in    for   special 
comment.     The  cement  composition   of   which 
they  are  made  is  practically  unbreakable.     A 
fully  jointed  doll   with  sleeping  eye  and  nat- 
ural wig-  is  a  creditable  toy  indeed.    Glass  eyes 
are  not  j)ut  in  these  sleeping-eye  dolls,  a  cellu- 
loid eye  being  ksed,  but  glass  eyes,  which  give 
more  expression,  and  make  a  prettier  doll,  are  being  used 
in  the  fully  jointed  dolls  with  wig-,  but  stationary  eyes.    In 
the  cheaper  dolls  with  stufl'ed  bodies,  the  wigs  and   eyes 
are  painted. 

A  fully  jointed  IG-inch  doll  with  painted  eyes,  is  made 
to  retail  at  $1.50,  while  with  closing-  eyes  it  retails  at 
$2.25  to  $2.50.  Other  dressed  lines  are  made  to  retail  at 
$1.50.  A  line,  formerly  imported,  but  now  made  here,  is 
proving  very  popular  in  Dutch  and  Indian  costumes. 

Canadian  manufacturers  have  also  made  a  success  of 
"Baby"  dolls,  the  expression  on  these  dolls  being-  very 
lifelike. 

Marking  the  Postal  Charges 

A  constructed  toy  of  wood  in  which  the  rods,  wheels 
and  spools  are  notched  so  that  models  dovetail  together 
in  construction  is  proving  a  good  seller.  One  thousand 
models  are  possible  of  construction  -with  this  toy.  This 
is  put  up  in  round  tin  cartons,  on  the  pasted  paper  wrap- 
per of  which  the  Canadian  postal  rates  are  given,  as  well 
as  a  place  reserved  for  the  name  and  address,  the  name  of 
the  party  sending,  and  postage  space,  so  that  it  is  an  easy 
toy  to  send — a  decided  consideration  during-  the  rush  of 
Christmas  gift-giving.    This  is  made  to  retail  at  50  cents.

but  other  sets  of  fewer  pieces  are  obtainable  and  retail 
for  25  and  even  15  cents.  Alphabet  blocks  in  neat  boxes 
are  also  obtainable  in  Made-in-Canada  toys. 

Self-Propelling  Swing 

Toy  furniture,  kindergarten  sets,  tin  head  drums,  a 
self-propelling  swing  made  to  retail  at  $1,  which  attains 
impetus  through  wooden  handles  attached  to  ropes  which 
fasten  to  the  ceiling,  two  or  three  feet  in  front  of  the 
swing  rope  proper,  iron  banks,  little  flat  irons,  and  cellu- 
loid rattles  and  rings  which  are  made  and  sold  In  Canaila 
at  a  better  price  than  if  imported,  are  other  toys  of 
domestic  manufacture. 

Tea  Sets  From  Japan  Cost  Less 

Japan  sends  china  tea  sets  which  are  selling-  well  and 
are  not  only  more  attractive,  but  cheaper  than  those 
formerly  supplied  by  Germany,  although  there  is  not  so 
large  a  range,  pencil  boxes,  little  silk  parasols  that  retail 
at  50  cents,  toy  ships,  wooden  animals  and  guns  and  can- 
non with  which  Japanese  beans  or  corks  are  supplied  for 
shooting-  purposes.  A  furniture  block  from  Japan  is  also 
interesting.  A  block  of  wood  separates  tp  form  eight 
pieces  of  toy  furniture  chairs,  tables,  settees,  etc. 
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TOY  SHOW  AT  TORONTO  FAIR 

SElC'RE'TARY  BEEBE  is  industriously  engaged  in  pro- 
motion work  these  days  in  connection  with  the  big 
toy  show,  to  which  the  whole  of  the  north  wing  of 
the  Governrment  Building  will  ll)e  dev^oted  during  the  Can- 
adian Industrial  Exhibition  in  Toronto  in  the  last  few 
days  of  August  and  early  in  Septcniher. 

Various  Canadian  manufacturers  of  toys  are  respond- 
ing readily  in  agreeing  to  have  exhibits,  and  in  addition 
to  this  the  C.  P.  R.  will  have  an  extensive  exhibit  of  toys 
made  in  different  foreign  countries  which  could  be  made 
in  'Canada.  The  C  P.  R.  recently  made  an  appropriation 
of  a  million  dollars  towards  the  promotion  of  the  Can- 
adian manufacture  of  goods  whicli  are  now  imported  into 
Canada  from  the  United  States  and  abroad. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  Canadian  National 
Exhihition  were  so  favorably  impressed  with  the  Toy 
Fair  which  was  held  in  the  Royal  Bank  Buildin!>-,  Toronto, 
last  spring,  that  they  asked  for  a  repetition  of  it  for  the 
Canadian  Industrial  Exhibition.  Their  proposal  had  the 
approval  of  the  Canadian  Toy  Association,  which  was 
formed  at  the  time  of  the  Toy  Fair. 

The  Depar'^ment  of  Trade  and  C-immcrce  is  co-operat- 
ina'  witli  the  Canadian  Toy  Association  in  making  a  suc- 
cess of  the  Fair. 

Space  for  tov  exhibitors  will  he  uiven  free,  and  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  iCommerce  will  pav  the  cost  of 
constrnctins-  the  stands  necessarv  for  the  exhihition  of 
the  toys,  and  also  for  the  ueneral  decorations.  The  exhi- 
bitors will  be  expected  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  decoratin'r 
of  their  own  stands,  and  the  transportation  of  thei'-  Toods 
to  and  from  the  Exhibition.  The  Denartment  of  Trade 
p"d  'Commerce  will  furnish  a  ceneral  sunervisnr.  wlio 
will  o-ive  the  exhiTiitors  assistance  po  far  as  nossible.  but 
eic^^  exhihito'-  w'H  he  responsible  for  the  care  of  liis  own 
toys  during  the  Exhibition.

Leather  Handbag  Styles 

Price  of  Leather  Raes  Kept  Down  by  Fewer  Fittings 
— Peri.scopes  for  Soldier.< — Envelope  Purses 

IT  will  no  doubt  come  as  a  pleasant  surprise  to  those  of 
the  trade  who  have  been  fearing  that  the  advance  in 
the  price  of  leather  would  have  proportionately  ad- 
vanced the  price  of  the  leather  hand  bag,  to  learn  that 
manufacturers  are  not  only  putting  out  bags  of  the  same 
excellence  in  essential  details  as  last  year,  but  at  approxi- 
mately— if  not  actually — the  same  prices,  in  spite  of  an 
advance  of  30  to  50  per  cent,  in  leather. 

Canadian  manufacturers,  too,  have  been  ambitious  to 
turn  out  a  first-class  bag,  and  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  success  of  their  efforts. 

In  most  cases,  even  in  the  higher-priced  baas,  the  fit- 
tinss  are  now  restricted  to  a  chanse  purse  and  mirror; 
but  this,  while  helping  to  keep  down  the  price  of  the  bag, 
is  really  an  improvement,  as  when  bass  were  equipped 
with  a  number  of  fittinas  a  certain  percentage  of  pur- 
chasers were  apt  to  find  some  of  these  fittings  superfluous 
and  discard  them,  or  take  them  from  the  bag  and  use 
them  separately. 

Change  purses,  too,  are  frequently  fashioned  of  the 
same  silk  as  is  used  in  lining  the  bags,  thus  further  tend- 
ing to  keep  down  the  price  of  the  bags  through  the  sub- 
stitution of  so  much  silk  for  leather.  The  bag,  however, 
loses  nothinu'  in  attractiveness  or  usefulness  through  the 
substitution. 

The  preference  for  covered  or  metal  frames  will  be 
left  this  vear  larcelv  to  the  taste  of  individual  customers.

One-piece  bag  of  fine  calf  in  grey  beaver  finish.    Frame  is 
covered  and  bag  is  fitted  with  leather  change  purse  and 
beveled  mirror  backed  with  the  same  dainty  Dresden  silk 
with  which  the  purse  is  lined. 

The  One-Piece  Bag 

The  one-piece  bag,  cut,  as  its  name  implies,  from  one 
piece  of  leather,  which  is  softly  pleated  to  the  bag  frame, 
as  well  as  all  softly  folded  effects,  are  prevailing  and 
well-liked  styles.  The  "overskirt"  bag  is  also  being- 
shown  and  has  its  admirers. 

Flat  envelope  purses  continue  to  be  extremely  popular, 
and  are  likely  to  sell  well  throughout  the  fall  and  winter 
as  they  are  of  a  size  and  shape  to  be  conveniently  carried 
in  a  muff.  For  the  same  reason  the  collapsible  handle 
commends  itself.  The  strap  at  the  back  of  the  purse 
through  which  the  hand  passes  is  well  liked,  and  appears 
on  a  large  number  of  these  purses,  which  are  shown  in 
both  6  and  9-incli  lengths,  the  6-incli  length  being  the 
popular  seller. 

The  bean  shape  purse  is  a  variation  of  the  envelope 
style.

C(jlor.s  in  Ivory  Sets — Rich  Hair  Ornaments  to  the 
Fore — Smoking  Sets,  Work  Baskets,  etc. 

THIS  year  handsome  ivory  sets  are  on  the  market 
showing-  a  pattern  inlaid  in  colors.  One  set  carried 
a  dainty  forget-me-not  design,  the  blue  forget-me- 
nots  and  delicate  green  tracery  showing  up  prettily  on 
the  white.  These  goods  can  also  be  sold  piece  by  piece, 
as  it  is  an  open  stock  pattern.  Monograms  engraved  in 
colors  are  also  appearing  on  ivory  goods. 

Photo  frames  of  ivory  and  platinoid — which  has  a 
bright  silver  finish  and  is  untarnishable — are  said  to  be 
selling  well  at  present. 

The  Marquise  design,  showing  a  fancy  indented  out- 
line, is  a  popular  design  in  ivory  goods. 

'Celluloid  baby  sets  and  separate  articles  are  good 
selling  lines.  The  sets  range  in  price  according  to  the 
number  of  articles  comprising  them.  Some  sets  are  shown 
with  comb,  'briisli,  powder  box  and  |iuff,  and  these  retail 
at  $1.75,  but  other  sets,  with  rattle,  brush,  comb,  powder 
puff  and  box,  soap  box,  etc.,  are,  of  course,  hiuher  priced. 

From  Japan  come  sea  cucumber  mats  to  put  in  the  bot- 
tom of  baby's  bath. 

Ebony    Goods 

Both  French  ivory 
and  celluloid  goods 
show  increases 
ranging  from  20  to 
nearly  50  per  cent.

This  year 
Royal  Bengal  and 
turtle  ebony  pieces 
are  shown.  The 
Royal  Bengal  ebony 
is  the  natural  ebony 
rubbed  and  waxed, 
showing  the  brown 
grain  of  the  wood ; 
"the  turtle  ebony  is 
ru'bbed  in  the  same 
way,  but  is  var- 
nished instead  of 
waxed,  thus  pre- 
senting a  glossy  sur- 
face, and  bringina: 
out  the  grain  of  the 
wood    more    clearlv.

For  the  jewelry  department,  silver  mesh,  gate-top 
bags  are  ^being  shown  with  round  cloisonne  enamel  lids  in 
pretty  butterfly,  basket,  peacock  and  other  designs,  a 
silver  tassel  finishing  the  bottom  of  the  bag.  Round  and 
oval  lids  set  with  mock  jewels  are  also  shown. 

Earrings  are  bein^'  shown  with  small  pear-shaped 
jewels  pendant  from  a  fine  gold  chain.

Very  striking  hair  ornaments  are  on  the  market  set 
with  mock  jewels  and  rhinestones.  The  newest  of  these 
is  called  the  "Goyescas"  comb  in  honor  of  the  Spanish 
author  Goya,  the  brilliance  of  whose  conceptions  suggested 
the  name  for  the  brilliance  and  beauty  of  these  combs.

50  Per  Cent,  on  Cost  is  Only  33  1-3  Per  Cent,  on  Sales 

The  majority  of  successful  business  firvns,  quite  properly,  figure  their  profits  on  the  selling 
price,  because  expenses,  taxes,  sales  totals,  shrinkages,  incidentals,  etc.,  are  figured,  on  the  gross 
sales  or  turnover.  The  selling  price  includes  expenses,  cost  of  goods  and  profit.  The  chief  point 
to  bear  in  mind  is  that  50  per  cent,  on  cost  is  only  33  1-3  per  cent,  on  sales;  25  per  cent,  on  cost 
is  only  20  per  cent,  on  sales;  100  per  cent,  on  cost  is  only  50  per  cent,  on  sales.  The  merchant 
who  thinks  he  is  making  50  per  cent,  and  is  only  making  33  1-3  per  cent,  stands  a  splendid 
chance  of  being  ruined  by  the  miscalculation. 
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WALLi'APKK  travelers  are  now  on  tlie  road  showing' 
the  new  lines  for  next  season.  When  selections 
are  bein<;'  made  the  dealers  would  do  well  to  avoid 
buying  too  many  patterns  and  to  make  up  required  quan- 
tity of  stock  by  ordering-  more  than  minimum  ([uantities 
of  those  papers  that  appeal  most  strongly  to  tiiem  in  re- 
spect of  their  salability. 

Take  the  case  of  a  dealer  in  a  small  way  who  is  in 
the  habit  of  buying  fifty  rolls  each  of  about  a  dozen 
different  papers  to  sell  at  10c  a  roll.  He  would  be  far 
better  off  to  double  his  quantities  and  do  witli  half  as 
many  patterns  for  the  reason  that  there  will  naturally  be 
far  fewer  remnant  lots  to  sell  out  at  sacrifice  prices.  As 
to  the  objection  to  restricting  the  number  of  ten  cent 
l)apors  to  half  a  dozen  new  patterns,  together  with  the 
pnibability  of  there  being  some  papers  of  like  price  carried 
over  from  the  previous  season,  there  would  still  be  an 
adequate  variety  for  tlie  average  customer  to  select  from 
and  it  will  lie  appreciated  that  this  system  pursued  all 
along  the  line  will  mean  a  considerable  conservation  in 
preventing  the  inevitable  loss  of  profits  with  the  descent 
of  last  small  lots  into  the  remnant  class. 

"Fewer  and  better  wallpapers,"  should  be  the  watch- 
word, for  this  year's  buying. 

There  is  too  much  of  the  hit  or  miss  metliod  on  the 
part  of  booksellers  and  stationers  who  have  wallpaper  de- 
partments in  their  stores. 

There  is  keen  competition  for  this  trade  in  most  towns 
and  it  should  be  assumed  by  every  buyer  that  each  crm- 
petitor  is  using  all  his  wits  to  put  himself  in  the  position 
of  offering  the  prospective  purchaser  the  most  attractive 
choice  of  papers.  But  it  is  only  the  buyer  who  does  not 
look  ahead  to  tlie  end  of  the  season  for  which  he  is  buy- 
ing who  yields  to  the  temptation  to  buy  twice  as  many 
designs  as  he  really  should  place  in  stock  and  it  should  be 
remembered  also  that  three  or  four  really  attractive 
papers  put  before  a  prospective  purchaser  will  be  more 
likely  to  bring  her  to  the  purchasing  point  than  confusing 
her  with  an  array  of  a  dozen  different  papers  of  the  same 
class. 

Another  element  that  may  well  be  referred  to  here  is 
that  of  salesmanship.  A  five  dollar  a  week  boy  can  turn 
over  samples  and  hang-  up  rolls  letting'  a  woman  see  the 
whole  line  and  she  may  and  probably  will  continue  her 
"looking"  in  another  store.  But  a  real  salesman,  ques- 
tioning' her  before  showing  any  papers,  will  get  an  intelli- 
gent idea  as  to  her  requirements  and  then  by  throwing  in 
some  enthusiasm  into  what  he  has  to  say  about  tlie  two 
or  three  designs  he  proceeds  to  show,  will  in  most  eases 
make  a  sale. 

On  this  whole  question  of  offering  really  attractive 
papers  anrl  doing  it  in  the  proi)er  manner,  rests  the  suc- 


cess or  failure  of  any  wallpaper  business. 

Therefore  the  ambition  of  every  dealer  sliould  be  to 
have  his  stock  an  absolutely  clean  one.  Only  jiapers  that 
fully  satisfy  the  merchant  himself  in  every  particular 
should  be  put  into  stock.  "If  in  doubt  cut  it  out!"  Thus 
a  stock  will  add  prestige  to  a  store.  Given  a  favorable 
reputation,  the  psychological  influence  on  the  mind  of  the 
prospective  buyer  coming  into  the  store  will  be  such  as  to 
greatly  enhance  the  chances  of  a  sale  being  made  and  the 
merchant  should  keep  it  in  mind  that  the  same  thing  holds 
good  in  the  case  of  each  individual.  It  is  a  business  neces- 
sity therefore  to  heed  such  advice  as  has  been  offered  in 
tiie  foregoing. 
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Framed  Pictures 

PICTURES,  as  considered  in  the  department  along 
with  wallpaper,  may  be  classed  as  being  distinct  from 
tliose  identified  with  the  department  of  art  produc- 
tions of  various  kinds  which  constitute  merchandise  prac- 
tically forming  part  of  the  retail  stationery  business 
proper. 

Large  framed  pictures  would  be  put  out  of  business  al- 
together if  some  interior  decorators  had  their  way  and 
this  object  has  been  accomplished  by  some  of  them  in  new 
houses  put  up  by  wealthy  people  who  have  been  so  lacking 
in  I'eal  artisitic  appreciation  and  imagination  as  to  allow 
these  decorators  to  influence  them  to  the  extent  of  elimin- 
ating pictures  from  their  walls  altogether. 

Think  of  the  horror  of  the  home  without  pictures ! 
Remember  the  beneficial  influence  of  good  pictures  on  all 
members  of  the  home.  They  are  a  never-ending  source  of 
delight  to  parents  and  children. 

The  wise  retailer  wlio  sells  wallpaper  and  framed  pic- 
tures, will  make  it  a  point  to  combat  this  evil  influence  and 
endeavor  to  have  the  most  conscientious  regard  for  their 
cu.stomers,  in  selling  them  really  meritorious  pictures, 
properly  framed. 

It  is  the  monstrosities  in  pictures — subjects  which 
themselves  lack  art  and  which  are  rendered  all  the  more 
hideous  by  reason  of  their  monstrous  frames,  that  have 
tended  to  foster  prejudice  against  large  framed  pictures 
of  the  medium  piuced  variety.  These  pictures  liave  their 
leg-itimate  place  in  the  trade  and  in  the  homes  of  the  great 
middle  classes  and  should  continue  to  form  a  large  basis 
of  profitable  trading  for  retail  merchants.

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Helping  the  Retailers  to    Sell  More   Goods 

Jobbers  Discover  That  the  Best  Way  to  Increase  Their  Business  is  to  Help  the  Retailers 
to  Increase  Their  Sales— "Printers'  Ink"  Tells  How  a  Bureau,  Organized 
for  This  Work,  Obtained  Good  Results.

"I  want  a  display  ad.  for  our  telephone  book  that  will 

call  attention  to  my  stores  in  and  and  bring 

business  to  both  of  them." 

"Our  business  is  going  down  hill,  and  we  don't  seem 
to  be  able  to  stop  it.     What  shall  we  do?" 

"We  are  going  to  run  a  half-page  ad.  in  the  local 
paper.     Will  you  fix  one  up,  mentioning,"  etc. 

"Our  nine-cent  sale  fell  down  last  week  because  of 
tlie  rain.     Shall  be  try  it  again,  or  some  new  stunt?" 

"What  kind  of  a  bookkeeping  system  would  you  sug- 
gest for  my  business?" 

"We  have  no  newspaper  to  advertise  in,  and  want  to 
get  out  form  letters  every  week  to  educate  the  farmers 
to  come  to  our  store  and  get  better  prices." 

Big  Field  for  Good  "VioiK 

"We  have  changed  from  long-time  credit  to  cash 
basis,  and  want  your  help  to  stick  to  it." 

"I  have  $10,000  capital.  How  siiould  I  apportion  niv 
stock?" 

The  foregoing  are  a  few  of  the  earliest  (juestions 
put  to  the  Transportation  Bureau  of  a  Western  city 
being  an  organization  composed  of  jobbers  and  manufac- 
turers. 

Questions  are  pouring  in  from  retailers  as  the  result 
of  the  thoroughly  organized  Free  Service  Bureau  for  Re- 
tailers, with  an  expert  merchandiser  at  its  head,  whose 
axiom  for  joM)ers  is:  "Help  the  retailers  to  sell  more 
goods  and  you  will  sell  more  to  them." 

The  advertising  men  pitched  in  to  help  the  bureau's 
manager.  Thirty-five  thousand  announcements  of  the 
free  service  were  sent  out,  and  witliin  two  weeks  2,500 
requests  for  help  were  received.  Most  of  these  inquiries 
asked  for  no  specific  assistance,  and  hence  were  answered 
by  sending  out  a  small  folder,  which  gave  a  variety  of 
general  "helps,''  such  as  specimen  advertisements,  half- 
tones of  window  displays,  examples  of  show  cards,  sug- 
gestions on  mercbandisins',  little  stories  of  what  other 
small  town  merchants  had  done,  and  a  great  deal  of  'jinaer 
talk.  After  a  couple  of  issues  the  cost  of  this  bulletin 
proved  to  be  too  great,  and  it  is  now  issued  as  a  su^ole- 
me.nt  to  a  monthly  trade  journal,  and  is  mailed  to  5.000 
merchants,  who  have  asked  the  bureau  for  this  free  ser- 
vice. This  l)nlletin  is  filled  with  live  stuff,  and  lias  on- 
tributed  wonderfully  to  the  betterment  of  retail  condi- 
tions. 

However,  the  most  imnortant  work  that  the  bureau  is 
doins-  is  extendins-  help  to  individual  retailers,  who  have 
out  up  specific  problems  to  the  organization  for  solution. 
These  requests  are  handled  by  tbe  Advisory  Board,  which 
is  composed  of  men  who  have  had  experience  in  every 
branch  of  merchandising.  The  man  who  knows  the  most 
about  the  particular  proiblem  in  hand  gives  the  inquiry 
his  personal  aftention. 

Board  to  Consider  Retailers'   Problems 

The  more  difficult  questions  that  come  to  the  bureau 
for  solution  are  considered  by  the  entire  board  in  its 
weekly  meetins's.     So  many  requests  for  sales   bills   are 


received  that  standard  forms  have  been  adopted.  A  com- 
plete layout  is  prepared  in  each  case,  so  that  the  small- 
town printer  will  know  exactly  what  to  do.  Questions  as 
to  store  arrangements  are  frequent.  Sketches  are  always 
made  in  eases  of  this  kind.  W^hen  a  merchant  wants  to 
know  something-  about  accounting,  sample  sheets  of 
books,  witii  entries  made,  are  sent 

All  sorts  of  problems  are  put  up  to  the  bureau  for 
solution,  and  it  keeps  the  members  of  the  board  busy  in 
trying  to  give  the  best  possible  answer  to  the  troubled 
merchant.  The  requests  for  help  cover  such  a  wide  range 
that  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  retailer  has  more  vexatious 
questions  to  deal  with  than  is  generally  supposed. 

During  tlie  buying  seasims  in  fall  and  spring  every 
visitor  is  urged  to  call  at  the  Free  Service  Bureau?  'Many 
of  them  do  and  bring  their  problems  with  them.  These 
occasions  offer  a  fine  chance  for  the  board  to  extend  much 
practical  assistance  to  those  who  need  it. 

Spreading  "Better  Retailing"  Ideas 
Once  in  a  while,  when  a  crowd  gathers  for  some  event 
in  the  country,  a  few  of  the  advertising  men  go  out  to 
the  place  and  do  what  they  can  to  spread  the  gospel  of 
better  retailino-  and  the  necessity  for  concerted  action  in 
community  building. 

The  houses  tliat  are  supporting  the  bureau  are  verv 
enthusiastic  about  the  ^results  achieved  thus  far.  When 
the  two  months  of  tryout  had  expired,  they  gladly  re- 
newed their  subscriptions  for  another  ten  montlis.  The 
best  test  of  the  efficiency  of  the  board  is  tliat  merchants 
are  buyimg  more  goods.  The  jobbing  business  is  the  best 
it  has  been  for  ten  years.  Plans  are  under  way  for  the 
extension  of  the  service.  A  correspondence  course  for 
clerks  is  contem{)lated,  and  many  other  ideas  are  being 
considered. 


FOUNTAIN  PENS  AND  SCHOOL  TRADE 

Stationers  should  keep  well  in  mind  tlie  possibilities 
for  greatly  increased  sales  of  fountain  pens  approved  by 
the  re-opening  of  the  schools  in  September. 

One  large  firm  of  fountain  pen  makers  have  launched  a 
special  school  sales  campaign.  The  management  of  the 
company  has  discovered,  from  experience,  that  the  possi- 
bilities for  the  sale  of  fountain  pens  among  students  are 
exceedingly  great  and  that  this  particular  field  is  just 
develo))iiig.  More  and  more,  each  year  it  is  being  recog- 
nized that  the  fountain  pen  is  an  essential  in  the  student's 
equipment,  with  the  result  that  considerable  profit  has 
been  gained  by  those  who  have  been  exploiting  the 
possibilities.

LESSON  NO.   18— "BRADLEY"   LETTERING 


EVERY   cardwriter,   no   matter  how  accomplished   he 
may   be,  can   always  afford   to  add   more  styles  of 
lettering  to  his  list — Therefore  it  behooves  all  who 
are  interested  in  the  art  of  lettering  to  keep  their  eyes 
open  for  something  new  in  letter  formation. 

There  are  dozens  of  new  types  of  letters  appearing  in 
the  advertising  sections  of  journals  and  magazines  which 
are  the  work  of  high-priced  artists,  from  which  you  can 
glean  many  new  ideas  to  work  up  what  appears  to  be  an 
entirely  new  form  of  lettering. 

The  way  to  go  about  it  is  this :  as  you  run  across  these 
letters,  sketch  them  in  pencil  and  the  balance  of  the 
alpiiabet  can  be  worked  up  to  correspond  with  them.  You 
will  notice  some  predominating  feature  which  should  be 
followed  throughout  the  alphabet.  For  instance,  while 
the  "Bradley"  is  far  from  being  new  you  will  find  many 
new  formations  that  will  add  new  life  to  the  old  tjrpe. 
The  outstanding  feature  of  this  form  of  lettering  is  the 
small  angular  strokes  at  the  beginning  and  ending  of 
strokes  also  the  square-cornered  junctions  in  the  curved 
letters. 

"Bradley"  Alphabets 

The  lettering  we  are  teaching  this  month  is  what  might 
be  called  by  some  a  fancy  letter  on  account  of  it's  out-of- 
the-ordinary  formation.  This  may  be  true  but  neverthe- 
less when  the  letters  are  put  together  to  form  words  they 
make  a  very  readable  card  as  you  will  see  in  the  finished 
work.  This  style  is  most  suitable  for  the  better  class  of 
display  cards  Ijut  it  can  be  used  for  sale  purposes  with 
good  effect. 

A  first  glance  at  the  chart  gives  one  the  impression  of 
it  being  a  most  difficull  letter  to  read.  This  is  not  the 
case:  in  face  it  is  one  of  the  most  readable  forms  of 
lettering  that  a  cardwriter  will  run  across.  The  rules  for 
arranging  these  letters  are  simple  and  easily  understood. 
Never  use  all  upper  case  letters  in  one  word.    If  a  capital 


is  desired  have  it  at  the  beginning  of  the  word  only.  The 
remainder  of  the  letter  to  be  lower  case. 

The  "Bradley"  alphabet  is  not  by  any  means  a  new 
one.  It  has  been  in  use  a  great  many  years  but  has  not 
been  used  extensively:  thus  it  is  uncommon.  The  principle 
of  its  formation  is  quite  simple.  First  of  all  you  must 
possess  brushes  that  are  in  excellent  working  condition, 
brushes  with  red  sable  hair  all  the  same  length.  Tlic  hair 
must  not  split  and  come  to  a  perfect  chisel  point  when 
filled  with  color. 

The  "Bradley"  type  is  an  entirely  brush  stroke 
alphabet.  That  is,  each  stroke  is  completed  with  one 
sweep  of  the  brush.  No  finishing  strokes  are  required  if 
the  brush  is  in  good  condition. 

Directions  for  Painting 
As  explained  in  previous  lessons,  work  the  color  into 
the  brush  by  drawing  it  back  and  forth  on  a  piece  of  scrap 
cardboard  until  the  color  flow#  evenly  from  it  and  the 
point  of  the  brush  is  the  right  width.  A  No.  8  red  sable 
writer  is  a  good  size  brush  to  use  for  a  letter  two  inches 
high.  If  a  small  letter  is  required  use  a  smaller  brush. 
Don 't  try  to  make  a  big  brush  do  small  lettering.  Hold 
the  brush  quite  rigid  between  the  thumb  and  forefinger. 
It  must  not  roll  as  is  necessary  for  tlie  brush  stroke  block 
lettering  shown  in  this  paper  some  months  ago. 

THE  CHART 

The  first  "A"  shows  a  very  gracefully  formed  letter. 
The  main  thing  in  this  letter  is  to  have  it  balanced  up 
properly.  Practice  that  stroke  No.  1  many  times.  Stroke 
4  of  this  letter  is  one  of  the  most  prevalent  and  needs 
much  practice. 

The  second  "A"  is  of  entirely  different  formation. 
Stroke  No.  1  is  made  with  one  sweep  of  the  brush.  This 
stroke  has  appeared  many  times  in  previous  alphabets. 
Stroke  3  is  the  same  as  stroke  4  of  the  first  "A."

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In  stroke  No.  1  of  the  first  "B" 
we  have  the  same  stroke  that  ap- 
peared in  the  other  two  letters. 
Practice  well  strokes  5  and  6. 

Stroke  1  of  the  second  "B"  ap- 
pears often  in  the  alphabet  and 
should  be  practised  carefully.  Com- 
bination strokes  2  and  3,  and  4  and 
5  of  this  letter  need  a  lot  of  prac- 
tice. 

"C"  is  a  simple  letter  to  form. 
Stroke  1  is  the  same  as  stroke  1  of 
the  second  "A." 

Stroke  5  of  the  first  "D"  is  a 
peculiarly  curved  stroke  and  needs 
a  lot  of  attention. 

Stroke  3  of  the  second  "D" 
should  be  paid  particular  atten- 
tion to  on  account  of  its  long 
sweeping:  character. 

"E"  is  only  one  style  of  many 
used  in  "Bradley"  lettering.  Take 
particular  care  of  strokes  1  and  3. 

Strokes  1,  2  and  3  of  "F"  ap- 
pear often  during  the  chart.  These 
three  can  be  made  without  lifting 
the  brush  off  the  card. 

Two  entirely  different  are  shown 
of  the  letter  "G."'  Pay  special  at- 
tention to  stroke  3  of  the  first  "G. " 
The  second  "G"  is  the  easiest  read 
and  the  most  used. 

Tiie  "H"  makes  a  nice  capital 
letter.  It  shows  a  good  combina- 
tion of  strokes  in  1,  2  and  3.  The 
"I"  form  is  comprised  in  many 
other  letters.  Strokes  1  and  2  of 
"J"  are  the  same  as  1  and  2  of 
H.     Much   practice  is  required   to 

make  these  strokes  graceful.  The  "K"  shows  another 
nicely  formed  letter.  Stroke  6  is  a  new  one  so  far  and 
should  be  paid  special  attention  to. 

The  combination  stroke  3,  4  and  5  of  "L"  should  be 
practised  often.  This  letter  needs  a  lot  of  attention  to 
get  it  properly  balanced.  The  "M"  and  "Ns"  are  of  a 
similar  formation.  Their  lines  appear  in  other  letters. 
Strokes  1  and  2  of  the  first  "0"  are  the  reverse  of  one 
another.  Practise  this  letter  well.  The  second  "0"  has 
the  third  stroke  added  to  give  variety. 

The  "Q"  is  the  same  as  the  first  "0"  with  the  tail 
added. 

You  will  notice  a  similarity  of  the  two  "R's"  to  the 
two  Ps. 

Stroke  one  of  "S"  has  been  shown  in  brush  stroke 
Roman  lettering  and  should  be  well  known  to  the  writer. 
The  "T"  is  a  very  graceful  letter  but  requires  a  lot  of 
practice  to  make  it  such.  Strokes  2,  3  and  4  require  much 
attention  before  they  can  be  made  to  appear  properly 
balanced.  All  the  strokes  of  the  first  "U"  are  comprised 
in  previous  letters.  The  second  "U"  gives  a  variety  in 
the  first  two  strokes.  This  former  letter  is  the  easiest  to 
read. 

Of  the  two  "Vs"  the  first  is  the  most  practical  and 
easiest  to  read.  Stroke  3  is  the  same  in  either  letter.  The 
variety  is  on  the  first  two  strokes.  Practise  these  letters 
often. 

In  the  "Ws"  we  have  two  distinct  types.  The  first  is 
the  one  of  the  better  "Bradley"  ciiaraeteristics.  The 
"X"  is  a  letter  that  can  be  made  very  quickly.  Be  sure 
to  get   the  combination   strokes  1,  2  and   3  at   the  right

angles.  Witli  practice  strokes  4  and  5  can  be  made  as  one 
stroke.  Of  the  two  types  of  "Y"  shown  the  first  is  the 
best  to  use.  All  the  strokes  comprised  in  these  formations 
a  If  comprised  in  jjrevious  letters. 

Tiie  second  "Y"  is  of  simpler  form  but  not  as  distinct- 
i\('  as  the  former. 

Two  styles  of  "Z"  are  given.  Both  are  good  ones. 
The  first  you  will  find  much  easier  to  form  than  the  latter. 
Strokes  4,  5  and  6  of  tlie  latter  letter  will  require  a  lot  of 
jjractice  to  make  them  appear  as  one  continuous  stroke. 

You  will  notice  the  same  principles  which  are  applied 
to  the  upper  case  lettering  are  applied  to  the  formation  of 
the  lower  case  lettering.  Remember  there  is  no  rolling  of 
the  brush  between  tiie  fingers  and  always  keep  it  at  the 
same  angle.  There  is  no  necessity  for  going  to  detailed 
ex])lanation  of  these  letters;  make  the  strokes  as  they  are 
numbered  and  draw  the  brush  in  the  direction  that  the 
arrows  are  pointing.  If  you  keep  the  color  in  good  you 
will  find  that  the  work  is  much  easier  to  execute. 

As  to  Numerals 

"1"  is  the  same  formation  as  the  "I"  and  needs  no 
further  explanation.  "2"  shows  some  new  strokes  and 
needs  much  practice,  especially  stroke  2.  "3"  is  made 
with  4  strokes  of  the  brush.  Pay  attention  to  strokes  1  and 
4.  "4"  is  just  a  combination  of  strokes  shown  in  the 
upper  ease  alphabet.  "5"  shows  some  new  strokes  but 
there  should  be  no  difficulty  here.  "6"  needs  some  extra 
attention  to  get  it  balanced'  up  correctly.  Note  the  angle 
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of  stroke  3.  "7"  is  one  of  the  simples,  but  many  card- 
writers  have  difficulty  with  it.  Much  practice  is  needed. 
Note  the  upper  portion  of  the  "8"  is  smaller  than  the 
bottom  part.  It  is  adivisable  to  give  these  strokes  hours  of 
hard  practice.  Tbe  "9"  requires  much  practice  to  get  it 
balanced  up  properly.  The  "0"  is  the  same  as  the  "0" 
shown  above. 

Practise  Exercises 

In  order  that  you  get  the  best  out  of  this  lesson  it  is 
advisable  to  practice  each  stroke  or  set  of  strokes  in  a 


systematic  manner.  Rule  a  half  sheet  card  with  a  pencil 
with  sets  of  guide  lines  running  parallel  across  the  card 
two  inches  apart  for  the  upper  case  and  one  and  one-half 
inches  apart  for  lower  case  practice.  Start  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  chart  and  make  each  stroke  many  times. 

Fig.  I  gives  you  an  idea  of  how  to  go  about  this  work. 

Remember  cardHjoard  used  in  this  work  is  worth  to  you 
many  times  more  than  tlie  cost  of  the  card.  Practice  is 
the  foundation  of  perfect  letter  formation  and  without 
this  you  cannot  become  proficient  in  the  art  of  show  card 
writing.

A  new  binder — the  line  of  the  Wilson  Jones  Company, 
of  Chicago— is  the  De  Luxe  Tray  Binder,  being  designed 
especially  to  meet  requirements  of  the  users  of  bookkeep- 
ing machines. 

As  the  name  implies,  it  consists  of  two  trays,  lifted 
with  metal  hinges,  so  they  can  open  flat  like  the  covers 
of  a  book  when  the  binder  is  locked  on  the  leaves.  The 
metal  flanges  of  tliese  two  trays  telescope  into  each 
other,  and  are  locked  together  by  two  simple  little  catches.

The  story  is  built  up  around  an  .\mericaii  family, 
the  (diiest  boy  going  from  Hai\ard  to  Oxford  as  a 
Rhodes  scholar.  The  second  son  is  on  Wall  Street. 
And  of  the  two  daughters,  one  is  a  debutante  and  the 
other  attends  a   fashionable   school. 

The  scenes  are  mostly  laid  in  New  York,  where  the 
father  is  a  famous  bacteriologist — a  very  distinguished, 
high-minded  man,  who  is,  however,  devoid  of  the  gift 
of  making  himself  a  friend  to  his  children.  It  is  only 
by  a  series  of  divine  accidents  that  the  young  peojjle

THE  BOOK  TRADE 

IN  almost  every  boolcstore  there  is  an  accuimilation 
of  old  books  which,  if  not  sacrificed,  will  go  on 
lining-  space  as  dead  stock,  year  after  year.  It  is  far 
better  to  clear  such  books  out  at  live  or  ten  cents 
each  than  to  keep  them  on  the  shelves  from  which 
they  will  probably  never  be  sold  at  the  price  they  are 
listed  in  the  annual  inventory.  This  fictitious  value 
in  stock-taking  is  one  of  several  ways  in  which 
many  a  merchant  "fools  himself."  Ultimately  he 
learns  this  to  his  cost,  when  a  pinch  comes  and  he 
needs  money.  To  avoid  any  such  contingency,  he 
should  be  on  the  qui  vive  at  all  times  to  keep  his 
stock  clean.  This  means  close  application  on  the 
part  of  himself  and  start'  in  keeping  up  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  every  item  included  in  stock.  Then 
there  will  not  be  the  danger  of  dead  stock  accumu- 
lating because  it  will  readily  be  observed  when  de- 
mand slackens  and  this  will  be  most  valuable  infor- 
mation as  a  guide  for  the  buyer. 

'^I'lie  book  bu.siine.ss,  more  especially  school  book 
trade,  has  long  been  a  liugbear  with  retailers  and  the 
tendency  has  been  strong  in  recent  years  to  i)ut  forth 
the  most  vigorous  efforts  in  developing  the  stationery 
end  of  the  business. 

Why  not  let  there  be  a  general  aggre.ssive  plan  to 
include  the  book  business  as  well  as  stationery? 

There  is  great  scope  for  building  up  business  in 
bookselling  and  no  reason  why  those  merchants  who 
have  succeeded  in  forging  ahead,  notably  so  far  as 
their  stationery  trade  is  concerned,  but  who  have 
been  practically  "stationary"  as  respects  their  book 
business,  should  not  similarly  increase  their  annual 
turnover  in  the  sale  of  books. 

The,se  remarks  hit  a  lot  of  Canadian  retailers 
whose  stores  are  known  as  "bookstores,"  that  how- 
ever, being  in  reality  a  misnomer. 

Some  day  these  men  are  going  to  see  the  light — 
and  it  may  break  in  on  them  in  a  manner  that  will 
be  none  too  palatable,  coming  in  the  way  of  an  evi- 
dence of  successful  achie\'ement  along  this  xerj  line 
by  their  closest  competitors. 

The  thing  to  do  is  to  preclude  such  an  eventu- 
ality by  becoming  real  booksellers  in  every  sense  of 
the  word  and  this,  as  has  been  indicated  in  the  fore- 
going, means  most  intelligent  effort  and  close 
application. 


A  NARROW  VIEW 

Nf)'l'  a  few  Canadian  wliolcsilers  are  to-day  hav- 
ing considerable  trouble  in  jjacifying  retailers 
who  complain  that  shipments  of  English  goods 
are  slow  in  coming  forward.  Many  retailers  do 
not  ai)])ear  to  realize  that  we  are  now  doing  business 
under  war  conditions.  They  do  not  fully  a])preciate 
that  the  f^nglish  manufacturers  are  confronted  with 
unprecedented  conditions.  The  wonder  of  the  whole 
matter  is  that  the  English  manufacturers  have  tried 
to  do  business  at  all  imder  such  trying  conditions. 
The  manufacturers  have  been  making  a  Itrave  strug- 
gle, however,  against  tremendous  odds.

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How  to  Develop  County  Fair  Trade 

Some  Practical  Suggestions  on  How  to  Go  After  it  and  Something  About  the  Benefit 

That  Will  Accrue. 


SEPTEMBER  is  County  P"'air  montli  and  despite  the 
fact  that  September  is  always  one  of  the  very  best 
months  for  business  on  the  bookseller  and  stationer's 
calendar,  he  should  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity 
to  make  it  still  better.  Merchants  situated  in  towns 
where  county  fairs  are  held  have  a  mighty  good  chance  to 
drum  up  a  deal  of  extra  business.  People  coming  to  these 
fall  fairs  are  holiday-bent  and  this  stimulates  spending, 
but  even  at  that  depend  upon  it,  they  will  look  for  value 
in  the  money  tliey  lay  out.  Thus,  it  will  be  easier  to  sell 
them  useful  goods  than  gim-cracks  of  a  momentary  inter- 
est. It  should  be  the  endeavor  of  the  retail  bookseller 
and  stationer  to  put  forward  goods  of  a  nature  most  likely 
to  appeal  to  these  fall  fair  visitors,  but  first  of  all  plans 
should  be  laid  to  make  the  bookstore  tlie  most  attractive 
in  the  town,  thus  it  will  naturally  attract  the  people.  As 
a  means  to  this  end  the  suggestion  is  offered'  that  the 
store  front  and  windows  should  set  off  by  a  display  of  a 
distinctly  farm  type,  different  kinds  of  grain  on  the  stock, 
may  be  cited  merely  as  one  suggestion  in  this  connection. 

As  already  hinted  these  visitors  are  almost  invariably 
of  an  unusually  "careful"  type.  They  will  for  instance 
respond  to  the  suggestion  of  anticipating  wants  in  the 
way  of  articles  to  be  given  away  to  their  friends  at  Christ- 
mas time.  Thus,  for  instance  an  advance  showing  of  gift 
books  and  also  toys  will  prove  good  business-getters. 

Souvenirs  of  all  kinds  associated  with  the  stationery 
and  novelty  trade  should  be  well  featured  and  adjacent 
to  the  post  card  rack  there  should  be  accommodation  in  tiie 


way  of  a  table,  pens  and  ink  to  enable  people  to  write  the 
cards  in  the  store. 

Merchants  who  include  china  in  their  stock  will  find 
this  line  to  carry  special  interest  for  these  country 
visitors. 

Another  good  idea  tiiat  will  prove  valuable  for  future 
use  will  be  to  get  a  list  of  names  of  these  fall  fair  custo- 
mers. This  can  be  done  by  getting  them  to  sign  a  card 
entitling  them  to  receive  circulars  or  catalogues  to  be  sent 
out  later  or  by  simply  having  a  registry  book. 

There  should  be  plenty  of  signs  about  the  store,  in  the 
windows,  to  gain  attention  and  a  streamer  outside  the 
store  might  well  be  used  as  a  means  of  impressing  upon 
the  visitors  the  particular  interst  your  store  has  for 
tl'.eni. 

The  merchant  should  not  minimize  the  good  to  be  done 
by  action  somewhat  along  line  of  the  suggestions  offered 
in  the  foregoing,  even  though  the  fall  fair  in  his  town; 
may  be  only  a  small  one,  bringing  comparatively  few  visit- 
ors to  town.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  associations 
established  with  these  people  at  such  a  time  will  be  pro- 
ductive of  valuable  future  business  and  this  even  more 
than  the  aggregate  of  the  immediate  business  done  during 
the  fair  will  make  this  special  effort  most  adivisable  and 
through  it  all,  the  enterprise  thus  shown  will  have  a  most 
beneficial  effect  upon  the  townspeople,  furthering  the 
favorable  reputation  of  the  store  and  appreciably  en- 
hanciuir  its  prestige. 
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Pencil  Day''  as  a  Trade  Booster 


CANADIAN  stationers  on  the  lookout  for  new  selling 
ideas  will  welcome  the  fidlowing  scheme  for  boost- 
ing lead  pencil  sales  as  outlined  by  a  writer  in  the 
"Five  and  Ten-Cent  Magazine:" 

The  store  that  can  get  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  school  children  behind  it  is  sure  to  profit  by  their 
friendship. 

Only  a  man  who  has  lieen  in  the  retail  business'  for  ten 
years  knows  how  quickly  the  children  who  to-day  are  only 
"out  with  their  parents,  grow  to  an  age  when  they  are  doing 
their  own  buying  and  doing  it  where  they  were  treated 
nicely.iis  youngsters. 

It  pays  to  put  into  effect  special  plans  for  the  purpose 
of  interesting  the  children  in  the  store  to  the  extent  of 
making  them  want  the  goods  for  sale  there.  It  pays  be- 
cause they  go  right  home  and  demand  the  money  with 
which  to  buy  what  they  want.  And  if  there  is  anyone 
whose  demand  is  insistent  and  persistent,  it  is  the  small 
child. 

Every  child  of  school  age  and  every  child  below  or 
above  school  age  uses  more  or  less  lead  pencils.  Pencils 
are  not  expensive.  They  can  be  sold  at  retail,  as  you  all 
know,  from  one  cent  up,  and  afford  atany  of  the  inter- 
mediate prices  a  fair  percentage  of  profit. 

Children  like  new^  long,  brightly-colored  pencils.  They 
never  have  too  many.  They  rarely  have  enough.  The 
more  they  have,  the  faster  they  use  them  up.  To  give  a 
child  half  a  dozen  pencils  does  not  mean  that  they  will 
last  six  times  as  long  as  one  pencil  given  at  a  time,  any 


more  than  half  a  dozen  cigars  bought  at  one  time  will 
last  a  man  six  times  as  long  as  six  cigars  bouglit  one  at 
a  time. 

Announce  a  "Lead  Pencil  Day"  at  the  store.  Lay  in 
an  ample  supply  of  brightly-colored  pencils  with  highly 
polished  surfaces,  getting  many  different  shapes  and  de- 
signs and  colors. 

Advertise  that  on  "Lead  Pencil  Day"  a  fine  new 
pencil  will  be  given  free  with  each  cash  purchase  amount- 
ing to  25c,  and  that  on  a  larger  purchase  a  pencil  will  be 
given  for  every  25  or  50c  in  value. 

Dress  your  windows  with  the  pencils.  Send  advertise- 
ments around  to  all  the  schools,  printed'  on  dodgers  or 
blotters.  See  that  every  child  within  ten  miles  of  the  store 
imderstands  that  on  "Lead  Pencil  Day"  there  will  be  a 
chance  to  get  one  or  more  shiny,  new  pencils  for  nothing. 

Arrange  a  sort  of  bin  in  which  the  pencils  are  placed 
loose,  the  cheaper  and  the  better  ones  all  together.  Let 
the  youngsters  pick  out  the  pencils  themselves. 

Place  a  clerk  in  charge  of  the  pencils,  andi  unless  the 
store  is  small  so  that  each  person  selling  the  goods  can 
wait  for  the  child  to  pick  out  the  pencils  going  with  them, 
give  a  coupon  with  the  sale  so  that  the  coupon  may  be 
taken  to  the  pencil  clerk  and  exchanged  without  delay  or 
red  tape. 

Don't  think  that  this  plan  is  a  penny  affair  or  that  it 
will  not  produce  any  interest.  Leave  it  to  the  children  to 
get  folks  there  to  buy  and  they  will  do  it  if  you  make  them 
all  acquainted  with  the  plan.

WON  DISTINGUISHED  CONDUCT  MEDAL 

Readers  of  "Bookseller  and  Stationer"  will  ibe  inter- 
ested in  reading-  the  following-  aeeouint  from  the  Brandon 
Sun  of  how  Sergeant  L.  A.  Cuff,  formerly  manager  of  E. 
L.  'Christie's  book  and  stationery'  store  at  Brandon,  won 
a  disting-uiislied  conduct  medal : 

"The  many  Brandon  friends  of  Sergeant  L.  A.  Cuff 
are  delighted  witli  the  recognition  he  has  won,  and  take 
particular  pride  in  the  conferring  of  the  Distinguished 
Conduct  Medal  on  this  gallant  fellow.  The  honor  was 
awarded  for  liis  bravery  and  devotion  to  duty  in  the  big 
battle  of  June  2nd,  1916,  when  he  assisted  Lieutenant 
Percy  Wood  Beatty,  of  the  Macliine  Oun  Detachment  of 
the  First  C.  M.  R.'s,  in  the  gallant  stand  they  made  after 
losing  all  the  machine  guns  ibut  one,  which  they  were  able 
to  fix  up  temporarily,  and  hold  the  position  until  relieved. 
For  his  share  in  tlie  event,  Lieut.  Beatty  was  awarded  the 
MKlitary  Cross.  Sergeant  iCuff  returned  to  the  front  line 
trenches  on  July  26th. 

"Tlie  Distinguished  Conduct  Medal  was  awarded  'for 
bravery  and  devotion  during  an  enemy  attack.  For  thirty- 
six  hours  he  commanded  a  macliine  gun.  The  crew  and 
equipment  were  buried  and  the  tripod  destroyed.  Not- 
withstanding heavy  continued  fire  he  managed  to  get  spare 
parts  and  keep  his  gun  in  action. 

"Sergeant  Cuff,  known  to  thousands  as  manager  of  E. 
L.  iCliristie's  retail  store,  joined  the  CM. R.'s  as  a  private 
aibout  the  first  of  March,  1915,  and  was  promoted  to  Ser- 
geant before  leaving  for  overseas  on  June  8th. 

"In  England  he  qualified  as  a  Sergeant  and  went  to 
France  on  August  17th  as  machine  gun  instructor,  having 
graduated  with  ho'nors  in  the  handling  of  Colt,  Lewis  and 

Vickers  guns."

BOOKSELLER  AND  STATIONEK 


SELLING  IDEAS  FOR  RETAILERS 

Specialized  vs.  General  Purpose  Window  Display — Some 
Selling  Stunts 

CONSIDERING  ajjain  tli<»  big  question  of  window 
trimminji:  it  is  in  order  to  say  a  word  in  favor  of 
the  concentration  method  as  against  the  general 
purpose  method  of  display.  Despite  the  contention  fre- 
(luently  heard,  that  the  ideal  stationery  window  is  one 
that  will  serve  as  index  to  the  store  itself,  the  writer 
.still  favors  the  specialized  window  display.  It  need  not 
po  to  the  extreme  of  showing  but  a  single  item  of  mer- 
chandise but  the  window  should  convey  a  distinct  mes- 
sage to  the  those  who  stop  to  look  at  it. 

It  is  an  easy  matter  to  try  out  the  respective  merits  of 
the  two  methods:  Put  in  a  display  one-half  of  the  week 
wiiich  shows  articles  of  many  different  makes.  Then,  in 
tlie  middle  of  the  week,  take  out  your  display  and  feature 
a  special,  and  we  venture  the  opinion  the  results  will  be 
sufficient  evidence  of  the  value  of  concentration  in  pro- 
ducing window  displays  that  bring  the  business. 

Prices,  of  course,  must  be  fair,  and  siiould  be  fignrcd 
on  a  scientific  knowledge  of  exactly  what  it  costs  you  to 
conduct  your  business  and  what  is  represented  by  a  rea- 
sonable profit.  You  cannot  afford  to  guess  at  prices. 
You  ought  to  know  what  your  percentage  of  profit  is  on 
at  least  every  important  or  ready  selling  line  in  your 
store — and  what  your  competitor's  price's  are.  There  is 
always  some  hesitation  about  going  into  a  store  to  ask 
tlie  price  of  goods  displayed  in  the  window.  That  seems 
to  be  a  trait  of  human  nature.  Put  the  price  on  the 
article,  then,  if  both  are  satisfactory,  you  have  not  only 
cirousod  interest,  but  have  made  a  sale. 

"The  store  that  cannot  afford  to  hire  a  window  man 
ought  to  make  a  window  trimmer  out  of  someone  already 

hired.*'

Among  the  suggestions  observed  in  running  through 
some  different  Ignited  States  trade  papers  may  be  briefly 
mentioned  the  following:

Whether  used  for  free  distribution  as  souvenirs  or  to 
be  sold  at  a  profit,  stationers  should  in  the  summer  months 
give  due  attention  to  such  items  as  drinking  cups,  paper 
hats,  ice  picks,  fiy  swatters,  camphor  balls,  lemon  squeezers, 
ice  blankets,  etc.  The  suggestion  is  also  offered  that  these 
may  be  pro'fitably  sold  to  other  merchants  for  use  by  them 

as  premiums.

To  boost  thermometer  sales  a  good  idea  is  to  have  a 
bulletin  board  at  the  front  of  the  store  with  a  thermometer 
mounted  at  the  side  and  with  a  line  across  the  top  with 
the  wording:  "The  Temperature  To-day."  In  the  space 
below  typewritten  messages  about  goods  for  sale  might  be 
posted,  special  announcement  of  new  goods  shortly  to  be 
offered,  in  short  news,  these  bulletins  to  be  changed  daily.

Have  a  lighted  candle  in  your  window  and  offer  prizes 

to  those  making  the  nearest  guesses  as  to  the  number  of 

hours,  minutes  and  seconds  it  will  burn.     The  idea  should 

be  announced  well  in  advance,  having  the  candle  in  the 

window  for  a  time  before  lighting  it,  telling  the  exact  time 

when  it  is  to  be  lighted.

THE  PAPER  SHORTAGE  AND  THE  PUBLIC 

THE  publishing  indu.stry  in  Canada  is  facing  a 
serious  crisis.  Since  the  first  of  the  present  year 
there  has  been  a  growing  scarcity  of  paper  and  a 
corresponding  advance  all  along  the  line  in  prices. 
The  publisher  is  literally  at  his  wit's  end  to  know 
what  to  do. 

Since  January  1  there  has  been  a  rapid  and  con- 
tinuous advance  in  paper  prices.  During  that  period 
the  best  grades  of  paper,  white  coated,  have  gone  up 
fifty  per  cent.  A  medium  grade  of  coated  which 
cost  G  cents  a  pound  before  cannot  now  be  bought 
for  Icvss  than  9  cents;  and  the  mills  are  dodging  or- 
ders at  any  price.  Super-calender  paper  which  form- 
erly sold  at  $4 .  35  to  $4 .  50  is  now  quoted  anywhere 
from  $7.00  to  $8.25.  Newsprint — the  rough  sur- 
faced paper  on  which  newspapers  are  printed — has 
advanced  nearly  fifty  per  cent.  Many  of  the  best 
grades  of  paper  have  been  taken  off  the  market  en- 
tirely, the  manufacturers  finding  it  impossible  to 
keep  u[)  the  quality.  There  is,  in  fact,  a  very  general 
depreciation  in  paper  quality  despite  the  staggering 
jump  in  the  prices.  And,  despite  the  sky-high  price 
levels,  the  manufacturers  are  compelled  to  refuse 
business  or  to  defer  .shipments  for  long  periods. 

This  condition  is  operating  in  two  directions  in 
its  bearing  on  the  publishing  business.  It  is  forcing 
publishers  to  economize  on  paper  in  every  conceiv- 
able way.  They  are  finding  it  necessary  to  reduce 
the  number  of  pages  printed.  Lavish  supplements, 
filled  with  special  features  of  no  particular  value, 
are  becoming  a  thing  of  the  past.  "Extras"  are  put 
out  only  when  the  news  really  warrants  it.  News- 
papers, magazines,  class  papers,  are  all  concentrating 
on  the  important  problem  of  printing  the  really 
essential  matter  in  the  least  space  and  eliminating  all 
non-essentials.  In  this  one  respect,  the  paper  .shortage 
is  going  to  prove  a  blessing  in  disgaiise.  Publishers 
are  also  e.xamining  their  lists  closely,  cutting  off  ex- 
changes and  "dead  heads"  and  doing  everything  in 
their  power  to  economize  in  that  way.  In  these  days 
of  scarcity  only  the  man  who  wants  a  paper  suffici- 
ently to  pay  for  it  promptly  .should  get  his  copy. 

The  .situation  is  reacting  in  another  direction.  It 
is  forcing  publishers  to  raise  their  subscripton  rates. 
Many  new.spapers  and  cla.ss  publications  have  already 
done  so.  And  it  seems  to  be  the  only  solution  for  a 
situation  which  now  threatens  many  a  publi-sher 
with  ruin.  Subscription  rates  in  Canada  had  been 
hammered  down  to  a  minimum  by  strenuous  com- 
petition and  it  is  impos.-^ible  for  publi-shers  to  con- 
tinue to  supply  their  product  at  such  low  prices  in 
the  face  of  the  sudden  advance  of  paper  costs. 

The  reader  should  bear  these  facts  in  mind.  If  he 
is  inclined  to  complain  when  his  favorite  periodical 
comas  to  him  a  little  thinner  and  his  renewal  notice 
quotes  a  higher  figure,  let  him  pause  to  consider  that 
it  is  only  by  such  measuras  that  the  publisher  is 
able  to  continue  to  send  him  the  paper  at  all.

Selling  Loose  Leaf  Goods 

Some  Good  Advice    by    Paul  Hunt,  a  Progressive 
Commercial  Stationer  "From  Missouri" 

PAUL  HUNT  is  from  Missouri,  where  they  have  to 
be  shown,  and  having-  been  shown  and  ibeing'  a  par- 
ticularly successful  commercial  stationer,  he  is  aible 
to  show  other  stationers  some  thin^js  in  the  successful 
handling:  of  a  loose-leaf  department.  FoUowin.o:  is  an  ar- 
ticle of  his,  reprinted  from  "Office  Appliances": 

Loose  leaf  in  one  respect  is  similar  to  law,  medicine, 
blacksmith  or  truck-g-ardening — it  requires  study  to  suc- 
ceed and  know  the  ibusines®.  Any  one  can  sell  a  ten-cent 
counter  book,  a  journal  and  a  ledger,  and  probably  a  cash 
book,  but  to  introduce  a  system  of  loose  leaf  bookkeeping: 
to  one  who  is  not  initiated  requires  a  knowledge  of  what 
one  is  talking  about  and  a  faculty  of  explaining  the  sys- 
tem in  a  clear,  words-of-one-syllable  manner  that  makes 
tiie  customer  see  your  point  in  a  short  time.  I  shall  take 
tlie  ibusiness  record  keeping  end  of  it,  for  example.  You 
will  note  that  I  used  the  phrase  "business  record  keep- 
ing" instead  of  bookkeeping,  it  sounds  better  to  me  and 
is  more  comprehensive.  The  example  I  refer  to  is  this: 
Be  your  own  example  for  if  you  have  not  the  example, 
the  several  forms  and  binders,  in  actual  use  yourself,  how 
in  the  nam  of  Sam  Patch,  can  you  with  consistency  make 
an  effort  to  induce  your  customer  to  adopt  something  of 
which  you  yourself  do  not  think  enough  to  take  in  your 
own  office?  More  business  records  systems  are  sold  from 
my  set  in  use  in  my  office  than  I  would  ever  be  able  to 
sell  by  other  means.  Take  the  customer  into  your  office, 
show  him  the  wiiole  thina:  from  the  first  entry  until  the 
bill  is  paid  and  settled,  whether  it  be  an  account  payable 
or  account  receivable.  Then  when  he  has  installed  the 
system  you  sold  him  open  his  books  for  him,  go  to  his 
office  and  do  the  work.  Loose  leaf  dealers  should  remem- 
ber this:  If  'they  can  install  enough  loose  leaf  outfits  in 
their  community  they  may  close  up  their  shops  and  live 
off  the  pension  derived  from  furnisliing  the  forms  and 
binders  that  are  always  recpiired  once  they  are  adopted. 
"A  little  knowledge  is  a  dangerous  thing,"  and  keepina- 
that  in  mind,  I  do  not  let  a  clerk  iwho  has  not  a  thorouoh 
understanding  of  the  line  "monkey"  with  a  customer,  for 
monkeying  is  aibout  all  it  amounts  to. 

The  great  trouble  with  most  salesmen  is  that  they  lack 
the  courage  to  make  sugg^estions.  This  can  be  done  in  a 
most  engaging  way  and  without  offence,  for  most  people 
who  come  to  the  store  for  record  books  have  had  or  have 
in  mind  a  set  way  of  keeping  their  records  and  it  takes 
just  a  little  diplomacy  to  sugeest  that  you  have  a  better 
method  to  suggest.  A  clerk  of  mine  not  long  as'o  sold  a 
man  $2.60  worth  of  bound  liooks  and  had  the  goods  wrap- 


ped up.  I  caught  him  just  before  he  left  tiie  counter  and 
by  taking  him  back  in  my  office  and  "showing  him" — 
he  and  I  iboth  being  from  Missouri  I  bad  to  do  it — I  sold 
him  something  like  $35  worth.  I  do  not  remember  the 
exact  figures.  That  was  from  suggestion,  and  he  went 
away  thinking  that  he  knew  more  about  the  various  meth- 
ods of  business  record  keeping  than  any  loose-leaf  sales- 
man he  had  ever  met — I  let  him  think  so,  too.  He's  on 
my  pension  list,  now.  that  is  he  helps  pay  my  ipeasion. 

The  location  of  the  loose  leaf  department  depends  a 
great  deal  upon  the  prominence  you  want  to  give  the  line. 
If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  dealer  to  feature  the  line  the 
most  conspicuous  place  in  the  store  is  the  place  for  it.  T 
iiandle  a  line  with  green  laibels  on  the  boxes  and  those 
green  labels  and  white  l)oxes  are  the  first  things  seen  in 
the  store  upon  entering  it.  Just  alongside  the  door  out- 
side I  have  a  rainproof  show  case  just  large  enough  tn 
hold  an  opened  loose  leaf  ledger  of  the  largest  size. 
Every  week  I  change  this  display  with  a  view  to  tellin'-; 
the  public  in  a  mute  but  forceful  way  that  I  have  the  full 
line.  A  sign  explaining  the  uses  of  the  display  helps  a 
lot. 

In  selling  the  line  Ije  sure  to  let  the  customer  handle 
the  goods  himself.  Give  him  a  key,  if  the  binder  or  cover 
requires  a  key  to  open  it;  and  let  him  place  the  sheets  in 
and  take  them  out  himself;  he'll  get  familiar  with  it  and 
be  calling  it  by  its  first  name  before  he  goes  out  of  tlie 
store.    Do  not  hold  it  off  as  if  it  were  not  made  to  handle. 

The  loose  leaf  line  is  so  comprehensive  and  its  uses  so 
multitudinous  tihat  it  makes  it  easy  and  hard,  at  the  same 
time  to  handle.  By  easy  is  meant  that  any  one  can  sell 
a  cover  that  fits  a  certain  sized  sheet  and  then  furnish  a 
".$  and  c"  filler  to  go  with  it,  but  it  takes  suggestion  and 
explanation  to  induce  a  jeweler  to  put  into  use  a  loose 
leaf  package  receipt  ibook.  Most  of  his  delivered  articles 
are  of  more  value  that  a  grocer's  and  someone's  signa- 
ture should  be  affixed  to  a  receipt  showing  delivery.  It 
is  not  easy  to  think  up  all  the  uses  to  w/hich  loose  leaf  de- 
vices may  'be  put  but  there  is  not  a  record  that  may  not 
l)e  kept  'by  this  method. 

To  sum  up  the  story,  I  would  say  the  following  are 
essential  in  a  successful  handling  of  the  loose  leaf  line : 

1.  A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  line — study  it. 

2.  Do  not  'be  afraid  to  suggest — but  know  your  su'bject. 

3.  Proper  display  accompanied  by  neat  and  well  word- 
ed signs. 

4.  Remember  that  everybody  passing  your  store  is  a 
loose  leaf  prospect — from  receipt  book  to  bank-posting 
machine  outfits  for  banks — ever\ibody. 

Remember  that  and  go  after  'em. 
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TIIK  Canadian  toy  industry  lias  been  getting'  some 
UDod  boosts  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  De- 
partment of  Trade  and  Commerce  working  in  co- 
operation with  the  Toy  Trade  Association,  organized  in 
Toronto  at  the  Spring  Toy  Show.  The  latest  event  to 
bring  this  new  Canadian  industi'y  prominently  before  the 
public  is  the  toy  show  at  the  Toronto  Kxhilbition.  It  has 
been  a  great  centre  of  attraction  for  grown-ups,  as  well 
as  children,  having  in  mind  the  sight-seers,  hut  it  has 
also  had  the  close  and  careful  attention  of  business  men 
interested  in  toys  either  from  the  standpoint  of  manu- 
facturers or  sellers,  hoth  wholesale  and  retail. 

Sir  George  E.  Foster,  Minister  of  Trade  and  (^vni- 
merce,  visited  the  various  toy  displays  and  incidentally 
looked  over  tlie  collection  of  the  most  popular  toys  in  use 
in  Russia,  Japan,  France,  Germany,  and  Great  Britain, 
which  he  collected  on  his  recent  trip  through  Europe  for 
the  ipurpose  of  encouraging  'Canadian  manufacturers  to 
develop  an  export  trade  be'tween  Canada  and  European 
centres. 

Sir  George,  who  was  accompanied  throug'h  "Toyland" 
by  Watson  Griffin  and  Mr.  Mulholland,  who  are  in  cliarge 
of  tlie  Government  exliibit,  was  especially  interested  in 
the  display  of  wooden  toys  made  by  Canadian  manufac- 
turers. After  inspecting  the  doll  exhibits.  Sir  George  ex- 
pressed the  view  that  Canadian  ingenuity  had  triumphed 
in  this  particular  branch  of  the  toy  trade.  He  said  that 
English  dealers  had  assured  him  that  if  the  Canadian 
manufacturers  could  produce  the  rigtht  kind  of  dolls  tliey 
would  be  prepared  to  purchase  their  entire  ouput. 

Many  persons  do  not  realize  the  importance  of  the  toy 
industry  as  a  national  asset.  Germany  and  Austria  have 
been  the  largest  exporters  of  toys,  with  PVance  and  Japaj! 
a  close  second.  The  year  ibefore  the  war  hegan,  Germany 
exported  $24,600,000  worth  of  toys;  Austria-Hungary,  $1,- 
350,000,  making  a  total  of  $25,950,000,  which  is  not  equal- 
led by  the  output  of  any  of  Canada 's  large  industries 
listed  at  the  last  census,  the  clay,  glass  and  stone  products 
from  the  Dominion  reaching  a  value  in  1910  of  $25,781,- 
000.  To  the  United  States,  Germany  sent  toys  valued  at 
over  $7,736,000;  to  Canada  about  $580,000.  German  toys, 
indeed,  found  their  way  all  over  the  world,  and  the  in- 
dustry, which  is  unharmed  by  the  war,  is  ready  to  as- 
sume its  place  in  the  world  of  trade  as  soon  as  peace  is 
declared.  It  is  a  matter  of  loyalty  to  preach  the  doctrine 
of  the  made-in-lCanada  toy,  with  its  Maple  Leaf  stamp, 
as  well  as  a  matter  of  economical  necessity. 

'Canada  offers  a  good  market  for  toys,  and  it  has  the 
advantage  of  being  a  market  that  steadily  increases  with 
the  demands  from  a  rapidly  growing  population.  In  the 
tiscal  year  1914,  which  ended  four  months  before  the  war 
hegan,  tlie  total  value  of  toys  imported  into  Canada  was 
$1,0.37,000.  of  which  $580,000  worth  came  from  Germany, 
and  $5,600  from  Austria.  The  United  States  sent  toys 
to  the  value  of  .$29.3,000;  the  United  Kingdom  over  $91,- 
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000  worth.  Imports  of  toys  from  France  were  valued  at 
$3.3,000;  those  from  Japan  at  over  $26,000.  For  the  tiscai 
year  ending  March  31,  1916,  Canada  imported  only  $624,- 
190  of  toys,  of  which  $476,581  worth  came  from  the 
United  States;  the  United  Kingdom,  France  and  Japan 
sending  the  remainder  very  largely.  In  a  normal  year 
a  million  dollars  does  not  pay  the  bill  for  toys  demanded 
to  satisfy  the  Canadian  cliild.

QUEBEC  VILLAGERS  MAKING  TOYS 

In  Bedfordshire,  Quebec,  an  association  has  been 
formed  to  enccnirage  the  work  of  toy-making  so  as  to 
help  to  prevent  this  industry  slipping  back  into  the  hands 
of  the  German's  after  the  war  is  over.  The  industry  thus 
far  has  been  soundly  established  in  thirteen  Quebec  vil- 
lages, according  to  the  Quebec  Chronicle.  The  work  is 
being  done  chiefly  bv  women. 

TRADE  NEWS  FROM  BRITAIN 

In  anticipation  of  early  Ally  victories  of  a  decisive 
nature,  manufacturers  are  speeding  up  the  making  of  flags 
and  bunting — which  will  be  in  unprecedented  demand. 

British-made  toys  and  dolls  are  being  turned  out  now 
of  such  excellence  as  to  disperse  all  fears  of  German 
competition  after  the  war.  Even  in  dolls'  heads,  results 
ha\e  l)een  obtained  tliat  not  only  equal  Gei'man  goods  but 
in  some  cases  show  distinct  improvement.  Mechanical 
toys  are  being  manufactured  most  successfully,  but  as  yet 
British  manufacturers  have  not  as  yet  put  out  the  cheaper 
gi'ades  of  steam  engines  which  were  so  extensively  soldi  in 
Britain  by  the  Germans. 

Rubber  balls  of  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  quality  are 
being  made  by  British  concerns. 

*  *  * 

Italian  and  French  dolls  are  being  imported  into  Great 
Britain  quite  extensively,  and  the  Japanese  doll  makers 
too  are  bidding  with  considerable  success  for  British  trade. 
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BOOK  ON  TOY  MAKING

must  enlist  the  sympathies  of  boys  and  girls,  and  what 
more  interesting  to  them  than  the  making  of  toys?  The 
course  provided  in  this  book  is  carefully  graded,  and 
affords  material  within  the  powers  of  children  of  all  ages 
from  three  to  twelve  and  even  beyond.  All  necessary  help 
is  given,  both  for  children  and  teachers.  There  are  close 
on  five  hundred  illustrations. 
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PERSONAL  GREETING  CARDS 

There  is  a  teiuieiic\'  (ju  the  i)art  of  some  stationers  to 
delay  too  lon.u-  their  ag'i>re&sive  work  in  soliciting  orders 
for  personal  Cliristmas  greeting:  cards.  The  wise  dealers 
have  already  booked  a  good  grist  of  orders.  Those  who 
have  not  done  so  should  lose  no  time  in  getting  after  tliis 
lucrative  business,  wiiich  is  not  only  highly  ])roHtable  but 
has  tlie  decided  advantage  of  carrying  with  it  absolutely 
no  risk,  it  being  even  unnecessary  to  carry  a  stock.  Sam- 
ples are  all  that  are  needed  and  these  are  gladly  furnished 
to  the  trade  by  the  greeting  card  publishers  without 
charge. 

It  must  be  kept  in  nii.nd  that  there  are  specialty 
men  after  this  ibusiness  throughout  the  land.  Many  of 
these  operate  from  the  larger  centres  and  cover  various 
territories,  but  they  cannot  compete  successfully  with  the 
local  dealers  who  are  alert  and  who  make  earnest  efforts 
to  corral  this  ibusiness.  The  greeting  card  samples  that 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  legitimate  trade  are  superi()r  to 
those  sent  out  to  agents,  and  it  is  only  reasonable  that 
this  should  be  the  case.  Not  only  that,  but  the  retail 
merchants  are  able  to  quote  prices  tliat  give  the  custo- 
mers better  value.  Then  again  the  cards  going  to  itiner- 
ant agents  'are  frequently  left-over  productions  of  the  pre- 
vious season,  goods  not  considered  proper  for  inclusion  in 
sets  of  samples  going  to  the  retail  stores. 

The  retail  men  should  make  the  most  of  these  comli- 
tions,  so  favorable  to  them.  There  is  no  reason  why 
every  retail  stationer  in  the  country  should  not  do  an  ex- 
tensive business  in  holiday  greeting  cards  for  persoiuil  use 
this  year,  and  the  exceptionally  attractive  iprofits  to  be 
made  make  this  course  most  advisable.  In  fact,  those  who 
fail  to  extend  their  efforts  in  this  direction  will  be  sliort- 
siiihted  indeed. 
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ON  INCREASING  SALES

rightly  framed,  in  every  home  and  building,  university, 
high  school,  public  school,  academy,  office,  warehouse  and 
public  or  private  institutions.  In  short,  Mr.  Lloyd's  idea 
comprehends  the  desirability  of  pictures  everj'where, 
which  is  a  very  fine  idea,  and  one  we  are  working  on." 
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THOMAS  K.  HLA(Uv,  writing  in  "Playthings," 
gives  some  interesting  facts  and  advice  about  the 
oppor'tiinities  for  iprofitable  retailing  afforded  by 
phonograpliH : 

"iChildhood  without  music  is  not  childhood — it  is  a 
barren  stretch  of  years  that  is  passed  in  a  state  of  semi- 
coma. Everyone  needs  music,  good  music,  and  it  is  dur- 
ing childhood  years  that  we  obtain  our  first  and  lasiting 
impressions. 

"Any  normal  child  appreciates  music,  and  the  one 
who  does  not  and  never  will  can  plug  up  his  ears — for  we 
must  have  music  for  the  normal  majority.  Of  the  ma- 
jority who  appreciate  music  only  a  small  proportion"  of 
us  can  produce  really  good  music,  even  if  we  spend  pain- 
ful liours  when  we  ought  to  be  out  in  the  air  building  up 
strong  and  heal'thy  bodies. 

"And  this  is  the  real  reason  for  the  enonnous  suc- 
cess of  the  phonosTaph. 

"To-day  there  is  no  excuse  whatsoever  for  any  home 
being  without  good  music — and  quite  naturally  it  devolves 
upon  our  merchants  to  supply  those  "homes  that  are  still 
without  the  harmony  and  melody  of  classical  and  popular 
music — music  that  can  ibe  produced  by  musicians  and 
non-musicians  alike,  by  anyone  old  enough  to  turn  a  crank 
and  arrange  a  fresh  needle. 

"  'Buy  the  Boy  a  PhonogTaph,'  'Give  the  Girl  a  Gra- 
maphone,'  feature  phrases  such  as  these  in  a  determined 
campaign  that  will  swell  the  sales  in  a  manner  most  pleas- 
ing to  account. 

"From  the  tumultuous  throb  of  Caruso's  tenor  to  the 
joyful  jargon  of  Al.  Jolson  jokes  is  a  far  cry,  ibut  both 
of  these  and  many  others  can  be  produced,  including  band 
pieces,  vio'.in  solos,  male  quar'tettes,  etc.,  etc.  Every  musi- 
cal taste  can  be  satisfied. 

"The  small  merchant  of  to-day  is  a  fortunate  indivi- 
dual in  beinsr  able  to  obtain  phonographs  guaranteed  to 
give  satisfaction,  at  prices  which  are  really  surprising. 
Many  new  concerns  have  recently  entered  the  phonooraph 
field,  and  as  a  result  excellent  machines  can  ibe  procured 
from  next  to  nothing  upwards,  allowing  the  merchant  to 
practically  select  his  own  retail  price,  choose  his  machine 
and  start  his  campaign. 

"A  moderately  priced  phonograph  is  a  logical  play- 
thing for  any  :boy  or  girl,  a  plaything  that  answers  the 
educational  as  well  as  the  entertainment  requirement  that 
is  so  often  stipulated  (by  the  customer. 

"Feature  the  retail  prices  of  the  various  machines 
selected  whatever  they  may  be,  and  emphasize  the  com- 
pactness of  the  packed  macbine  for  convenient  transpor- 
tation. 

"The  manner  of  display  and  demonstration  is  import- 
ant, in  which  respect  it  should  be  noted  that  several  small 
demonstration  rooms  are  desirable  but  not  absolutely  ne- 
cessary. If  no  demonstration  rooms  are  possible,  remem- 
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her  that  the  music  of  tlie  phonograph  always  gives  an  at- 
mosphere of  cheeriness  to  a  toy  store  or  toy  department. 
But  be  careful  to  size  up  your  clientele  right  and  give 
them  the  sort  of  music  that  they  like  best. 

"An  advertising  man  who  sings  the  praises  of  soaps 
recently  made  a  very  pat  remark  to  the  advertising  mana- 
ger of  a  prominent  phonograph  house  when  he  said: 

"  'You  have  a  cinch.  All  you  do  is  sell  the  puiblic  the 
privilege  of  purchasing  $1.25  records  for  the  mere  sum 
of  .$200.' 

"Now  the  same  thing  holds  true  iwith  tlie  merchant 
who  sells  a  $4,  $10,  $15,  $25  or  .$50  machine,  or  for  one 
tliat  sells  for  somewhat  less  than  $4.  And  the  records 
can  be  obtained  from  upwards  of  a  dime. 

"So  in  selling  phonographs  never  forget  that  you 
make  profit  after  profit  on  records,  ibringing  the  custom- 
ers back  to  the  store  again  and  again  to  the  great  benefit 
of  all  the  other  merchandise." 


ON  HANDLING  APPROVALS 

Nowadays  you  hear  a  great  deal  of  discussion  among- 
talking  machine  dealers  about  so-called  Approval  Record 
Nuisance. 

We  find  most  dealers  protesting  vehemently — and  still 
doing  it,  in  a  more  or  less  half-hearted  manner. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  approval  record  business  is 
like  the  vaudeville  juggler's  pet  stunt. 

It's  a  good  trick  if  you  do  it. 

Every  dealer  who  conducts  either  a  systematic  or  un- 
systematic approval  record  service  knows  that  he  could 
make  money  with  it,  and  probably  could  increase  his 
record  sales  considerably^ — if  he  only  had  the  backbone 
to  follow  the  system  he  has,  or  put  in  a  system  where  he 
hasn't  one. 

A  real  record  service  should  be  the  foimdation  of  a 
profitable  approval  business.  By  record  service,  I  mean 
an  actual,  positive  and  aggressive  plan  to  stimulate 
record  buying,  by  making  it  easier  for  the  customer  to 
select  his  records. 

Such  a  system  involves  a  comprehensive  record  of

Goods,  But  Others  Are  Lax  Say  Wholesalers

merchants  are  d'oinj;'  tiiis  but  wholesalers  in  these 
lines  tell  of  many  retailers  who  have  as  yet  tailed  to  fully 
appreciate  the  immense  possibilities  of  these  popular 
goods. 

Conspicuous  among-  fancy  leather  showinys  are  articles 
suitable  for  gifts  to  soldiers,  such  as  ))erisc()pes  in  leather 
eases,  money  belts,  photo-holders  and  toilet  sets  put  up  in 
kiiaki  linen  as  well  as  leather  cases. 

Writing  cases,  too,  are  designed  and  worked  out  ad- 
mirably in  different  styles  and  leathers.  These  are  equip- 
]>ed  with  address  and  memo  books,  stamj)  compartments 
and  pockets  for  envelope  and  WTiting  paper.  Each  case  is 
equipped  with  a  pencil,  the  loop  containing'  which  is  large 
enough  to  hold  a  fountain  pen. 

Cas^s  designed  for  officers,  developed  in  tan,  calf  skin 
and  morocco  leather,  retail  from  $2.50  to  $^^,  while  other 
cases  in  suede,  designed  for  the  men  in  the  ranks,  are 
lower-priced,  selling  from  75  cents  up. 

Writing:  cases  have  also  been  designed  for  nurses. 
These  are  shown  with  colored  moire  silk  linings  and  con- 
tain a  wax  paper  stamp  book  and  address  book  and  are 
equipped  with  a  writing  paper  jiad  bound  with  fancy 
paper.     They  retail  at  $2.25. 

The  folding  writing  cases  will  no  doubt  prove  the  most 
j)opular  as  these  are  made  to  fit  in  tunic  jwckets.  A  com- 
jiartment  the  full  size  of  tiie  case  when  opened  up,  contains 
the  regulation  size  army  paper.  Other  compartments  are 
designed  for  envelope,  post  cards  and  stamps.  Tiie  stamj) 
compartment  is  stitched  to  the  leather  lining  and  the  lin- 
ing is  slashed  on'  three  sides  so  that  when  turned  back  an 
idBntification  card  is  revealed.  An  active  business  was 
done  in  this  type  of  leather  goods  last  Ohristmas,  and  has 
continued  throughout  the  year.  With  so  many  more  of  our 
boys  on  active  service  this  year  it  is  reasonable  to  sup- 
pose that  if  the  war  continues  a  much  larger  volume  of 
Christmas  business  will  be  done  in  this  class  of  goods 
this  year  than  la.st. 

Traveling  jewel  boxes,  lined  with  velvet  and  fitted  with 
keys,  are  now  being-  turned  out  by  Canadian  manufac- 
turers. Trays  are  designed  for  watches,  rings,  bracelets 
and  different  articles  of  jewelry.

Morocco  and  Pin  Seal  Bags 

Former  is  Giving  the  Latter  a  Close  Run  in  Popu- 
larity— Green-Gold  Ornamentations  in  New 
Bags  of  Oriental  Design 

NEW  YORK,  Aug.  .SI. — Among  the  extreme  novel- 
ties in  the  new  handbags  is  one  of  oriental  design, 
of  morocco  or  otlier  leather  with  ornamental 
mounts  in  antique  green-gold  coming  in  a  variety  of 
forms  around  tl)e  edge  of  the  leather. 

Colors  are  playing  a  rather  prominent  part  in  the  bag 
market,  several  dark  shades,  favored  in  the  dress  goods 
sphere,  blue,  grey  and  brown,  being  used  both  in  leather 
and  in  fabric,  while  some  of  the  lighter  shad.es  also  are 
seen,  even  to  a  pink  and  green. 

In  fabric  bags  the  chief  ornamentation  now  is  cut 
beads,  in  colors  and  combined  to  form  some  design  such 


as  a  bird  or  a  flower.     Cut  steel  ornaments  of  course  con- 
tinue good,  and  embroidered  designs  are  found  as  well. 

Morocco  vs.  Pin  Seal 

In  spite  of  the  high  price  and  scarcity  of  leather  the 
makers  continue  to  turn  out  a  fairly  large  line  of  novelties. 
While  pin  seal  keeps  in  the  lead  it  is  being  closely  followed 
by  morocco,  and  various  cross  grain  leathers.  Among  the 
newest  leathers  to  carry  favor  is  white  kid,  either  wholly 
of  this  or  combined  with  some  other  leather.  One  of  the 
most  popular  of  these  for  combinations  is  vachette.  This 
keeps  up  in  selling  power  also  for  small  hand  bags. 

The  draw  string  type  is  the  most  popular  in  the  silk 
and  satin  bags.  There  are  a  great  variety  of  these,  includ- 
ing the  pouch  and  the  lampshade. 

There  is  little  chang^e  in  the  ecjuipment,  the  two  favor- 
ites continuing,  purse  and  mirror.  In  some  a  powder  puff 
is  added. 


CALLING  ATTENTION  TO  ADVANCES  IN 
STATIONERY 

Continuing  the  campaign  to  impress  upon  employees 
the  need  of  reasonable  economy,  the  railroads  have  now- 
called  attention  to  the  advance  in  costs,  says  the  Chicago

They  should  be  got  through  in  three 
or  four  months  perhaps — and  this  would  involve  only  a 
very  small  phase  of  the  tremendous  amount  of  research 
necessary  to  the  writing  of  a  valuable  history  of  the  whole 
conflict. 

In  his  new  book,  "War  the  Creator,"  Gelett  Burgess 
is  seen  in  a  new  role.  It  is  a  cameo-like  portrait  of  a  lov- 
able French  youth  who  was  transformed  from  a  boy  into  a 
man  by  his  baptism  of  fire  at  the  Marne.  It  is  a  true  story 
with  all  the  charm  of  fiction.  Partly  it  is  in  the  words  of 
Coco,  himself,  partly  in  Mr.  Burgess's.  With  simplicity 
and  artistic  continence  the  truth  is  told  about  actual  war- 
fare and  the  effect  it  has  upon  those  who  participate  in  it. 


"The  Sailor,"  by  J.  C.  Snaith,  is  a  romance  of  the 
growth  and  struggle  of  a  boy  from  sfjualor  and  ignorance 
to  education  and'  fame  through  his  association  with  the 
sea.    It  is  a  novel  of  the  building  of  a  man's  cdiaracter. 

A  PICTURE  CIRCULATING  LIBRARY 

The  jiublic  demand  for  pictures  as  well  as  books  from 
the  public  library  in  New  York  City  has  led  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  circulation  department  for  pictures. 

Henry  E.  Legler,  librarian  of  the  Chicago  public  lib- 
rary, laughed  when  told  of  this  eastern  innovation. 

"That  has  been  a  common  thing  with  us  for  the  last 
three  or  four  years,"  he  said.  "We  found  long  ago  that 
there  are  many  people  who  are  glad  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  world's  masterpieces  if  only  through  indifferently 
good  reproductions." 

Miss  E.  Cragin,  one  of  the  head  librarians  in  New 
York,  reports  that  among  the  first  to  refjuest  the  loan  of 
pictures  there  was  a  lonely  bachelor.  He  stated  that  he 
needed  something  to  brigliten  u|)  his  room.  A  baker  came 
next  with  the  desire  for  prints  which  would  illustrate  tlje 
fairy  tales  he  was  telling  his  small  daughter.  The  pic- 
tures may  be  retained  one  month,  at  the  end  of  which 
time  otheis  may  be  procured. — Chicago  News.

Florence  Irwin  has  a  large  following  among  Canadian 
readers.  The  heroine  of  her  new  book,  "The  Road  to 
Mecca,"  begins  her  career  in  a  little  town  where  lack  of 
taste  and  severity  of  conscience  are  the  besetting  virtues. 
The  door  of  her  prison-house  is,  through  an  unex])ected 
circumstance — benevolent  it  seems  at  the  time — thrown 
opeii,  and  the  way  of  escape  leads  straight  to  the  fashion- 
able set  of  New  York.  The  doings — one  might  say  the 
misdoings — of  society  are  traiced  unfalteringly  in  this 
story  of  a  social  climber,  a  woman  who  is  distinguished 
by  her  beauty  and  her  cleverness,  but  who  in  equal  degree 
is  false,  insatiable,  and  without  heart. 

Sir  Conan  Doyle's  "A  Visit  to  Three  Fronts,''  des- 
cribes the  official  visits  made  by  him  to  the  English. 
French  and  Italian  fronts.  Italy  invited  Great  Britain 
to  send  an  independent  observer  to  their  lines  to  investi- 
gate and  report  his  impressions.  This  commission  Sir 
C.  Doyle  accepted  with  the  proviso  that  for  the  purposes 
of  comparison  he  first  visit  the  British  lines;  later  he 
obtained  permission  to  go  to  France.  After  which  he 
visited  Italy.  The  results  of  his  investisrations  are  ably 
set  forth  in  a  little  volume  of  real  importance.

Since  January  1,255  newspapers  and  other  periodicals 
published  in  Germany  have  gone  out  of  business,  accord- 
ing to  the  German  Post  Office  list  quoted  Iby  the  Bruns- 
wick Landeszeitnng  of  April  12.

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An  Authority  on  iMotor  Cars 

\' ictor  W.  Page  Has  Scored  a  Conspicuous  Success  as 
a  Writer  in  an  Important  Technical  Field 

Victor  W.  Page,  who  is  perhaps  the  best  known  of  all 
writers  on  practical  automobile  suibjects,  is  a  native  of 
New  Bedford,  Conn.,  where  he  was  born  in  1885,  of 
French  ancestry.  His  g-randfather  was  an  architect  and 
wi-iter  on  architecture,  while  his  father  was  a  pharmacist. 

After  k'laving  school,  lie  learned  the  trade  of  automo- 
bile machinist  in  'Boston,  serving-  his  apprenticeship  dur- 
ing the  early  days  of  the  industry.  At  eighteen  he  was 
the  first  service  repair  man  to  cover  tlie  New  England  ter- 
ritory for  a  Detroit  factory,  and  the  following  year  war; 
chief  engineer  of  the  Page  Motor  Vehicle  Co.,  of  F*rovi- 
dence,  R.I.,  the  cars  designed  by  him  'being  very  success- 
ful and  much  lahead  of  their  time.  He  taught  classes  in 
one  of  the  first  automobile  schools  to  start  in  tlie  East 
and  from  that  naturally  took  up  writing  on  aut()ni:)bile 
subjects  for  technical  periodicals.  His  book,  "Tlie  Mod- 
ern Gasoline  Automobile,"  is  used  as  a  te.xt  in  nearly  all 
the  .automobile  and  technical  schools.  Other  volumes  fol- 
lowed, treating  upon  gas  tractors,  motorcycles,  internal 
combustion  motors,  automobile  electricity,  as  well  as 
motor  cars  themselves. 

He  continues  to  be  an  ardent  motorist,  which  is  a  great 
factor,  enalbling  him,  together  witli  his  fund  of  teclmical 
knowledge,  to  keep  completely  abreast  of  tlie  times  and 
to  keep  his  works  properly  revised.

"Physics  and  Chemistry  for  Nurses,"  by  Amy  Eliza-

subject  for  Registei-ed  Schools  of  Nursing.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  scarcely  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  college  gradu- 
ates who  enter  Schools  of  Nursing  have  studied  Chemistry 
and  Physics.  An  imjiortant  feature  of  Miss  Pope's  vol- 
ume is  that  it  includes  n<jt  elementary  Chemistry  but  the 
Chemistry  of  cooking  and  cleaning,  a  point  that  receives 
much  emphasis  in  teaching  in  all  modern  training  schools. 
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SOME  NEW  JUVENILES 

"Work  that  is  Fun.  "Yesterday,  what  boy  would 
have  thought  of  looking-  into  a  book  in  order  to  learn  how 
to  make  a  kite?"  asks  Royal  J.  Davis  in  the  recent  Na- 
tional Edueational  Association  number  of  The  Nation, 
taking  as  his  text  for  his  four  column  article  on  "Super- 
vision of  Play"  the  "Work  and  Play  Hooks"  recently 
l)ublished.     Mr.  Davis  says  of  these  books: 

"It  would  not  be  easy  to  think  of  anything  within  the 
range  of  a  young  person's  capabilities  that  is  not  pre- 
sented to  them.  They  show  how  to  make  a  sun-dial,  build 
an  aeroplane,  light  a  summer  camp  by  electricity,  arrange 
flowers,  weave  rugs,  take  care  of  yourself  if  you  are  lost 
in  the  woods,  raise  chickens,  and  a  thousand  other  things. 
They  inform  as  well  as  instruct,  for  in  them  are  answers 
to  such  (piestions  as:  What  tools  did  a  boy  use  in  the 
seventeenth  century?  Why  is  every  toad  worth  twenty 
dollars  to  the  garden  he  blesses  with  his  presence?  How 
were  the  pyramids  built? 

For  what  it  attempts  to  do,  the  set  may  be  heartily 
commended.  The  directions  are  plain  and  full,  the  type 
is  large  and  the  illustrations  numerous  and  directly  re- 
lated to  the  text." 

"The  Land  of  Oz"  not  being,  as  yet,  involved  in  the 
European  war,  its  chief  historian,  L.  Frank  Baum,  has 
been  able  to  record  all  sorts  of  gay  doings  in  that  conse- 
quential country  in  "Rinkitink  in  Oz."  Mr.  Kaum's  im- 
agrination  has  never  yet  flag4,^ed,  and  the  new  book  will 
undoubtedly  be  a  favorite  among  the  year's  juveniles. 

From  the  Copp  'Clark  €o.  comes  a  copy  of  their  new 
juvenile,  by  Frances  Hodsson  Burnett,  entitled  "The  Lit- 
tle Hunchback  of  Zia."  No  man  or  woman  can  read  with- 
out deej)  emotion  this  exquisitely  written  story  of  the 
birth  of  the  iChrist-child  and  the  restoration  of  the  little 
hunchliack  Zia  to  his  birthright.  All  the  rapture,  all  the 
glory  of  the  nativity  are  here  expressed — as  far  as  words 
can  express  the  holiness,  the  sanctity  of  the  event.

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WHAT  WELLS  SEES 

In  his  creditaljle  new  book,  "What  is  Comin<r, "  H.  G. 
A\'ells  expresses  the  l)elief  that  tlie  war  will  end  in  "eneral 
exhaustion,  Avith  Germany  failing-  first  and  tlms  suffering' 
frustration  of  her  ambitious  plan  for  world  domination 
put  into  action  two  years  ago.  Wells  seems  unduly  pessi- 
mistic as  to  the  prolongation  of  the  conflict,  whicli  hardly 
seems  to  be  in  keeping  with  the  present  march  of  events 
on  all  fronts. 

He  gives  evidence  of  iiis  breadtli  of  mind  in  final  i)as- 
sages  of  his  book,  these  being-  a  plea  for  ultimate  recon- 
ciliation and  he  promises  to  work  for  the  restoration  (jf 
the  unity  of  mankind  in  spite  of  natural  impulses  to  be 
contended  with,  which  will  mean  tliat  the  Gennans  met 
and  the  German  things  seen  will  always  be  smeared  with 
file  blood  of  Britain's  sons  wilfully  spilt   by   Germany.

SECOND  PHASE  OF  GREAT  WAR 

Hilaire  Belloc  in  the  volume  presenting  the  second 
phase  in  his  "General  Sketch  of  the  European  War," 
which  has  recently  been  published  by  Nelson  's,  deals  with 
the  Battle  of  the  Marne,  putting-  this  fight  in  the  rank  of 
the  most  decisive  battles  ever  foug'ht  in  the  world's  his- 
tory. It  is  the  first  tactical  study  of  the  fight  which  has 
appeared  either  in  the  English  or  French  languages  and 
tiie  course  of  the  war  is  followed  down  to  the  failure  of 
the  German  forces  in  their  attempt  to  break  through  tlie 
Allied  lines  in  West  Flanders.  Many  plans  are  included 
in  the  volume  to  give  the  reader  a  clearer  understanding. 
The  whole  narrative,  written  by  a  student  of  military 
methods,  one  who  has  a  world-wide  reputation  for  capa- 
bility, is  a  most  valuable  one  for  the  civilian  reader.

chinations of  Prussianism  in  Spain.

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Simple  System  of  Retail  Accounting 

Forms  and  Suggestions  for  Bookkeeping  as  Drawn  up  by  Federal  Trade  Commission- 
Prefer  Basis  for  Marking  Selling  I^rice — Books  That  Are  Required 
— Definite  Knowledge  Essential. 


THKRE  is  a  tendency  amonij-  retail  merchants  to 
cdiiduct  their  business  without  an  adequate  system 
of  deterraininji:  their  costs,  declares  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  of  the  United  States  in  an  introduction  to  a 
pamphlet  on  "A  System  of  Accounts  for  Retail  Mer- 
chants." Nor  does  that  condition  of  afifairs  apply  to  that 
country  more  than  in  Canada. 

Several  objects,  beyond  the  natural  persona!  one, 
slu)uld  imjiel  the  merchant  to  such  a  system.  One  is  that 
the  banks  are  paying  more  attention  than  ever  before  to 


centasie  the  invoice  price  bears  to  the  sellinii'  |)i'ice.  For 
instance,  if  the  overhead  is  20  per  cent,  and  the  profit 
desired  is  10  per  cent.,  subtracting-  from  100  gives  70  per 
cent. ;  that  is  if  the  invoice  cost  is  70  the  selling  price  will 
be  100.  This  is  vastly  difiFerent  from  saving  that  if  the 
cost  price  is  100  the  selling  price  will  be  130.  To  get  100 
from  70  as  a  starting  point  you  must  add  42  6/7  per  cent., 
making  it  ten-sevenths,  whereas  if  the  cost  is  taken  as  100 
you  add  only  .'iO  per  cent.,  wiiich  does  not  nearly  cover  Ihe 
o\erhead  and  the  profit  desired.

the  accounting  system  of  the  merchants,  and  if  a  retailer 
can  show  definite  progress  from  accurate  records  in  Iiis 
books,  credit  is  much  more  likely  to  be  forthcoming.  One 
of  tlie  points  to  which  the  banks  give  special  attention  is 
whether  tlie  prospect  for  a  loan  makes  proper  provision 
for  depreciation  in  certain  portions  of  his  stock,  his  fi.x- 
tures,  etc.  The  steady  advance  in  the  cost  of  doing  busi- 
ness makes  it  more  than  ever  imperative  that  tiie  merchant 
should  know  exactly  what  it  costs  him  to  do  business,  what 
are  his  real  jirofits,  what  each  department  of  his  store  is 
(hnnix  by  itself,  or  else,  igTiorant  as  to  the  weak  points  in 
his  business,  he  may  lose  out  in  competition  with  rivals 
who  are  better  informed. 

Tlie  Commission  in  order  to  assist  the  merchants  in 
introducing  a  i)roper  system  siiggests  a  number  of  forir.s 
that  will  furnish  the  reciuired  information  with  tiie  least 

effort. 

One  of  the  points,  in  fact  the  essential  one  is  that  there 
be  definite  knowledge  of  the  overhead  expenses.  Many 
merchants  have  only   a   hazy  idea 

of  this  witli   the  result  that  often   ^ 

goods  arc  sold  actually  at  a  loss.     — = 

How  to  Figure  Out  Selling  Price 


Turn  stock  as  Often  as  Possible 

Another  jwint  emphasized  by  the  Commission  is  that 
tlie  stock  should  be  turned  as  often  as  possible  in  order 
that  the  profit  be  as  great  as  possible.  "To  ascertain  the 
turnover  divide  the  cost  of  goods  sold  during  tlie  year  by 
the  cost  of  tlie  average  stock  carried.'' 

Four  books  are  suggested  to  operate  the  system  of 
accounts  that  is  advised.  Journal,  General  Cash  Hook. 
Invoice  Book  and  Ledger.  "From  these  books  certain 
.statements,  })articularly  a  montlily  summary  of  business,  a 
profit  and  loss  statement,  and  a  balance  sheet  siiould  be 
prepared  at  definite  periods  in  order  to  present  tlie  results 
in  compreiiensive  form."" 

The  Journal 

Tlie  ordinary  two-column  journal  can  be  used.  The 
(il)('iiing  entry   is   an    inventory  of  assets  and   liabilities. 

MONTHLY  SUMMArfY  OP  BUSINESS,  1916.  


The  most  convenient  way  of 
arriving  at  the  proper  percentage  — : 
that  must  be  added  to  the  first  cost  ^ 
of  the  goods  to  cover  overhead  is  m^^ 
to  find  the  average  ratio  that  the  *pl. 
operating  expenses  bear  to  the  ^ 
sales.  For  instance,  if  the  sales  ^ 
for  the  year  were  $25,000  and  the  ^«£. 
expense  of  conducting  the  business  est!^ 
was  .$5,000,  the  overhead  was  one-  ^^ 
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The  totals  of  the  charge  sales  as  shown  by  the  sales 
checks  should  be  enterd  in  the  Journal,  debiting  Accounts 
Receivable  and  crediting  Sales.  The  totals  of  the  credit 
tickets  are  also  entered  in  the  Journal,  debiting  Sales 
with  returns,  and  Sales  Allowances  with  price  concessions, 
and  crediting  Accounts  Receivable.  Other  items  to  be 
entered  are  those  that  do  not  go  through  the  Cash  or 
Invoice  Book,  such  as  notes  receivable  or  payable,  allow- 
ances or  corrections  of  purchase  invoices  after  entry  in 
the  Invoice  Book,  the  various  adjusting  entries  and  the 
closing  entries. 

The  General  Cash  Book 

The  suggested  form  for  the  Cash  Book  has  been  drawn 
for  the  convenience  of  readers  of  this  paper,  with  tiie 
debit  and  credit  sides.  The  cash  receipts  should  be  de- 
posited daily  in  the  bank  and  payments  be  made  by  check. 
The  total  of  cash  sales  for  the  month  should  be  cliecked 
against  the  total  of  cash  sales  slips,  and  is  then  posted  to 
the  credit  of  Sales;  that  of  the  Collections  on  Accounts 
Receivable  to  tlie  credit  of  Accounts  Receivable  Account, 
and  that  of  Payments  on  Accounts  Payable  to  the  debit 
of  Accounts  Payable  account.  The  total  of  the  Discount 
on  Purchases  column  is  also  posted  to  the  debit  of  Ac- 
counts Payable. 

All  payments  for  exj)ense  items  otlier  than  petty  cash 
slu)uld  be  entered  on  the  Cash  Book  as  made  and  posted 
tlierefrom  to  the  proper  accounts. 

The  Invoice  Book 

A  sample  of  tiiis  is  given  lierewitli.  The  postings  are 
made  direct  from  tliis  book  into  tlie  Purchase  Ledger,  and 
the  total  at  the  end  of  the  niontli  carried  to  the  debit  of 
Merchandise  Purchases  and  to  the  credit  of  Accounts 
I'avable. 


A  sales  slip  must  be  made  out  for  every  sale,  and  the 
daily  total  of  these  give  the  sales  for  the  day.  Tlie  cash 
sales  slips  are  checked  against  the  cash  received. 

The  Ledger 

Tlie  accounts  in  the  Ledger  should  be  arranged  in  the 
following  order:  1. — General  Accounts;  2. — Accounts  with 
Trade  Creditors;  3. — Accounts  with  Trade  Debtors.  Ac- 
counts with  trade  creditors  and  with  trade  debtors  should 
l)e  arranged  alphabetically,  using  preferably  a  loose  leaf 
ledger.  When  the  volume  of  business  permits  it  is  ad- 
visable to  use  three  ledgers,  a  general,  a  purchase  and  a 
sales  ledger,  keeping  controlling  accounts  of  the  purchase 
ledger  and  the  sales  ledger  in  the  general  ledger.  Where 
only  one  is  used  it  should  be  divided  into  three  sections. 

Customers  are  charged  with  goods  purchased  direct 
from  the  charge  slips.  These  are  first  listed  then  turned 
over  to  the  bookkeeper,  who  posts  them  to  the  debit  of 
the  jiroper  accounts,  listing  the  amounts  as  he  posts,  then 
comparing  his  total  witli  that  of  the  first  list,  whicli  must 
agre.  Credit  entries  for  allowances,  etc.,  are  made  from 
the  credit  slips. 

Posting  the  ledger  therefore  must  come  from  tour 
sources,  the  casli  book,  the  invoice  book,  the  sales  and 
credit  slips. 

Monthly  Summary  of  Business         * 

Tlie  form  re])roduced  here  will  be  found  very  useful 
for  monthly  and  yearly  comparisons  of  expenses  and 
ratios.     Tlie  figures  are  taken  from  tlie  ledger. 

Profit  and  Loss  Statement 

The  amounts  for  making  up  the  statement  can  be,  had 
from  the  ledger  and  tlie  trial  balance.  It  is  made  up  at 
sucli  time  as  the  inventorv  is  taken.

Modern  Wallpaper  Manufacturers  Take  Their  l)esij>ns  from  Old  Tapestries  of  Stewart 
and  Tudor  Period  and  Gothic  Designs — Expensive  Machinery  Used  in 
Production — Blacks  and  Whites  Popular. 


MANTFAC'TrHEKS  ul  wallpaper  state  the  present 
season  is  an  exceptionally  S'ood  one  so  far  as 
sales  ^0.  "Onr  sales  Mil  he  fully  fifty  per  cent, 
ureater  than  last  year,"  asserted  a  Toronto  wallpaper 
manufacturer.  "Stocks  were  low  tiiis  spring'  and  there 
was  plenty  of  money  around  and  the  dealers  in  wallpaper 
in  the  face  of  another  pros])eetive  jrood  crop  are  not  hesi- 
tating to  put  in  good-sized  stocks.  This  year  has  been  an 
unusual  one  in  the  wallpaper  trade  in  many  respects.  It 
has  seen  the  development  of  the  industry  in  Canada  to  a 
more  complete  stage  of  self-elliciency  than  it  has  ever  been 
in  the  past." 

Canadian  Pulp  in  Demand 

Raw  stock  on  which  wallpaper  is  printed  is  teciinically 
known  as  "hanging's"  and  is  manufactured  from  the 
■wood  pulp  produced  in  the  pulp  mills  of  Ontario,  Quebec 
and  Eastern  Canada.  There  are  two  kinds  of  wood  pulp 
— mechanically  ground  pulp,  and  pulp  produced  from 
wood  chips  by  the  sulphite  chemical  process.  The  latter 
contains  longer,  stronger  fil)res  and  a  certain  proportion 
of  this  is  necessary  in  manufacturing  most  kinds  of  paper. 

Sweden  is  one  of  tlie  great  sources  of  sulphite  pulp  for 
tlie  whole  world  and  has  been  for  years  exporting  enor- 
mous supplies  to  England,  Germany  and  the  United 
States.  But  Sweden's  supply  of  sulphur  for  making  sul- 
l)hite  pulp  came  from  Italy,  and  when  Italy  entered  the 
war  export  of  sulphur  was  i>rohibited,  it  being  a  valuable 
ingredient  in  the  manufacture  of  explosives.  Misfortunes 
never  come  singly,  for  last  fall  owing  to  winter  setting  in 
earlier  than  usual,  over  fifty  vessels  engaged  in  the  Swed- 
ish pulp  trade  were  frozen  into  the  ice  in  the  Gulf  of 
Bothnia,  which  is  the  northern  arm  of  the  Baltic  Sea. 

These  two  events  entirely  put  a  stop  to  the  exporta- 
tion of  sulphite  pulp  to  the  United  States  from  Sweden 
and  the  Canadian  supply  was  immediately  requisitioned  to 
fill  the  shortage.  The  clamorous  competition  for  the  Cana- 
dian pulp  caused  prices  to  soar  skyward,  and  consequently 
tiie  cost  of  "hangings"  has  reached  an  unheard  of  price. 

It  may  astonish  some  people  to  know  that  the  Cana- 
dian pulp  mills  are  now  manufacturing  over  1,700  tons  of 
newsprint  per  day,  most  of  wbich  is  going  to  the  United 
States,  and  by  the  sale  of  which  over  $2,000,000  per 
month  is  being  brouglit  into  Canada.  Fortunately  Canada 
possesses  an  unlimited  supply  of  pulpwood  and  has  put 
conservation  of  the  forests  into  effect  before  the  supply 
has  begun  to  show  signs  of  exhaustion. 


Alt  Work  in  Wallpaper 

In  the  early  days  of  art  the  colors  used  were  crude  and 
|)rimitive  and  the  designs  were  elementary  and  uncoutli. 
So  it  was  with  the  first  wallpapers  that  were  marketed. 
Only  in  comparatively  recent  years  have  artists  of  re- 
nown found  in  wallpaper  a  suitable  medium  through 
which  to  exploit  their  gifts.  These  artist  mindis  were  not 
merely  content  to  ])roduce  orig-inal  patterns  in  a  more 
artistic  vein,  but  for  inspiration  turned  to  the  great  his- 
torical periods  of  decoration  and  desired  to  emulate  the 
works  of  Gothic  times,  the  Renaissance,  the  gaudy  splen- 
dors of  the  time  of  Louis  XV,  and  the  massive  simplicity 
of  the  Scotch  Stewarts.  But  in  those  bygone  days  wall- 
l)aper  was  unknown  and  painted  walls  were  not  looked  on 
with  favor.  Woven  fabrics  were  hung  up  to  relieve  the 
bareness  of  the  walls,  and  they  were  of  endless  designs 
and  diverse  materials. 

In  (^ueen  Anne's  reign  there  flourished  the  needle- 
point work,  in  the  reigns  of  the  Stewarts  and  Tudors  there 
were  the  verdure  tapestries  and  in  earlier  times  there  were 
the  Gothic  designs,  conventional  and  rich  in  heraldry.  So 
the  artist  took  these  for  his  patterns  and  created  ex- 
quisite designs  of  wallpaper  modelled  after  them.  Now 
the  aim  of  the  progressive  manufacturer  of  wallpapers  is 
to  produce  on  printed  paper  the  intricate  meshes  and 
weaves  of  these  fabrics.  The  more  realistic  they  have 
been  made,  the  better  has  the  ambition  of  the  desig'ner 
been  satisfied. 

Costly  Machines  Kequired 

Many  costly  and  expensive  machines  are  required  in 
tl'.e  reproduction  of  these  designs.  There  are  intaglio  em- 
bossing machines  that  produce  a  permanent  impression 
when  the  goods  are  hung  that  is  in  close  representation  of 
the  actual  fabric.  Special  machinery  is  also  required  for 
the  new  lines  in  which  the  ■weave  etfect  is  produced  by 
overprinting  in  oil  colors.  Heavy  presses  are  required  for 
manufacturing  the  soirettes,  which  closely  resemble  silk 
brocades. 

The  new  mat  tines,  which  are  30  inches  wide,  represent 
a  design  of  cable-net  over  a  canvas  background  and  are 
finished  in  the  intaglio  process  in  various  weave-prints. 
A  wide  range  of  exquisite  borders  and  trimmers  is  shown 
to  match  each  coloring  of  these  goods.  One  of  the  recent 
new  features  are  the  ready-cut  borders  in  which  the  bright- 
ness of  the  colors  is  tempered  by  overveiling  in  just  the 
essential    color-note.      Also    the   season's   designs    contain 
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One  of  the  new  bedroom  papers  for  1917,  beautifully 
embossed  with  ready-cut  tivo-band  border  of  orchids 
and  lillies-

Pulp  is  Colored 

Textomeal  is  the  name  of  one  of  the  new  products 
recently  put  on  the  market  in  Canada.  They  po.ssess 
eveiy  decorative  value  of  printed  oatmeals  or  cork  velours 
and  yet  have  none  of  their  disadvantages.  The  stock  on 
which  they  are  made  is  of  heavy  weight,  of  tirst-class 
quality  and  is  colored  in  the  pulp  so  that  there  is  no 
staining  of  the  edge.s  in  order  to  hang  the  goods  perfectly. 
Furthermore,  the  roll  is  uniform  in  color.  They  are 
s'lown  in  a  large  range  of  popular  colors  in  plain  weave 
effects,  stripes,  shadow  designs  and  other  artistic  treat- 
ments with  beautiful  ready-cut  borders  and  trimmers. 

Black  and  White  Vogue 

When  the  black  and  white  vogue  came  in  it  was  thought 
that  it  was  merely  a  passing  fancy,  that  it  would  be  here 
to-day  and  to-morrow  a  thing  of  the  past.  When  tlie 
fashion  for  red  wallpaper  came  it  was  looked  on  pretty 
much  in  the  same  light,  yet  it  stayed  several  sea.sons  and 
was  welcomed  warmly. 

Now  the  black  and  white  vogue  has  merits  that  were 
lacking  in  the  red  era.  The  severity  of  the  plain  black 
and  white  can  be  toned  down  with  overveiling,  intaglio 
emboss  or  oil  printed  mesh  as  is  done  with  many  beautiful 
examples!  of  this  fashion.  Again  dainty  trails  of  pink 
rose  are  introduced  into  the  hangings  and  in  the  borders 
bright  poppies  and  roses  run  riot  and  entirely  counteract 
any  tendency  toward  melancholy. 

Paris,  which  first  introdiuced  the  vogue,  is  showing 
black  and  white  effects  more  than  ever  this  season.  The 
reason  for  this  must  not  in  any  way  be  taken  as  a  sign  of 
mourning  for  it  is  far  from  it  and  leans  more  toward 
frivolity  than  sadness. 


PICTURES  FOR  THE  HOME 

Here  are  some  excerpts  from  the  report  of  an  address 
on  ''Pictures  for  the  Home,"  by  Professor  Fletcher,  as 
reported'  in  the  "Ogden  Standard:" 

"instead  of  art  for  art's  sake,  I  prefer  art  for  life's 
sake.  The  pictures  in  the  home  should  represent  ideals 
for  the  family  to  follow.  In  buying  pictures  it  is  safest 
to  select  from  the  work  of  artists  upon  which  the  verdict 
of  time  and  high  standards  have  placed  the  stamp  of  ap- 
[)roval.  In  buying  good  coi)ies  of  the  work  of  olil  nuxsters, 
one  cannot  make  a  mistake.  In  buying  original  pictures, 
it  is  best  to  seek  expert  opinion. 

"One  good  picture  in  the  home  I  consider  of  more 
value  than  a  cartload  of  inferior  ones.  The  plan  of  buying 
one  good  thing  at  a  time  is  the  best  rule  to  observe  in  all 
house  furnishing,  if  one  has  limited  means,  and  putting 
up  with  makeshifts  until  other  good  things  can  t)e  added 
to  it,  rather  than  by  furnishing  a  house  througiiout  with 
cheap  furniture. 

"Copies  of  good  pictures  can  be  purchased  from  a 
penny  apiece  up,  the  quality  increasing  with  tlie  price. 
PhotogTaphic  reproductions  are  best — the  carbon  photo- 
graph leading  in  excellence,  since  it  gives  a  good  iilea  of 
pastel  and  brush  effects.  The  photogravures  come  next,_ 
and  these  come  within  the  reach  of  the  most  modest 
pocket-book,  and  even  magazine  pictures  reproduced  by 
the  photogravure  process  are  often  worth  while. 

"Frames  should  harmonize  with  pictures,  but  should 
always  be  subordinate  in  color.  For  instance,  a  dark 
frame  sliouldi  be  a  shade  lighter  than  the  darkest  tone  in  a 
picture,  and  a  light  frame  a  shade  darker  than  tlie  lightest 
tint  of  the  picture."

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LESSON  NO.  19 
"Scrolls"  and  "Paste-Ons"  for  Show  Card  Purposes 


SINCE  the  beginning  of  these  lessons  I  liave  persistently 
advised  the  beginner  to  keep  froni  trying-  to  make 
fancy  show  cards  by  using  scroll  work.  I  said  this 
would  come  as  the  lessons  progressed :  so  as  part  of  this 
lesson  I  am  giving  the  uses  of  simple  scrolls  for  the  show- 
card  and  how  to  make  them.  By  the  simple  scrolls  I  mean 
tliat  which  can  be  made  in  a  very  sliort  space  of  time;  not 
tlie  form  of  scroll  which  is  used  by  illustrators  and  which 
re(|uires  much  time  to  make. 

The  main  idea  in  show  card  scroll  work  is  "balance" 
and  correct  color  combination.  Speed  in  their  execution  is 
imperative.  Speed  is  necessary  in  order  to  make  them 
gracefully  and  also  because  a  cardwriter  cannot  afford  to 
spend  much  time  in  decorating  a  show  card.  Painstaking 
accuracy  is  to  be  avoided  in  the  show  card.  Everything 
must  be  free  and  easy  but  properly  balanced  up. 

Scroll  work  has  been  in  vogue  for  showcard  decoration 
for  a  long  time.  In  fact  it  was  once  used  more  than  it  is 
to-day.  This  is  because  the  cardwriters  are  becoming  more 
educated  in  the  proper  uses  of  show  cards.  Scrolls  used  to 
be  used  on  sale  cards  or  any  other  kind  lavishly  years  ag:o 
and  got  so  common  that  they  did  not  attract  the  people's 
attention.  But  to-day  the  card  writer  keeps  the  scrolls 
for  cards  of  the  better  nature  and  even  on  them  they  are 
used  sparingly.  It  is  just  the  same  as  a  store  using  a  red 
ticket  all  the  time  then  putting  on  a  sale  still  using  red 
cards  and  expecting  the  people  to  be  as  much  attracted  by 
them.  There  is  nothing  new  then  to  attract.  So  use  scrol- 
led cards  sparingly  and  also  use  the  scrolls  on  the  cards 
sparingly. 

A  Small  Brush  Needed 

T^se  a  small  brush  for  scroll  work.  If  you  have  one 
with  a  slightly  longer  hair  than  the  ones  you  do  lettering 
with,  all  the  better.     The  long  hair  gives  more  sweep. 

The  color  should  be  somewhat  thinner  than  for  letter- 
ing purposes,  but  not  too  thin  to  appear  watery.  This 
allows  the  color  to  flow  as  quickly  as  the  brush  can  be 
moved.  Keep  the  color  mixed  thoroughly  to  ensure  an  even 
surface. 

Scrolls  are  not  to  be  the  most  conspicuous  thing  on  the 
card.  They  are  just  a  decorative  feature  to  make  the  let- 
tering stand  out. 

The  use  of  scrolls  around  curved  lines  of  lettering  is 
a  very  popular  one.  This  serves  the  same  purpose  as  shad- 
ing the  letter,  providing  the  color  used  is  not  so  conspicu- 
ous as  that  used  for  forming  the  letters.  See  centre  of 
chart  for  this  illustration. 

Practice  in  this  work  is  the  most  essential  part  in  mak- 
ing a  success  of  it.  Much  time  must  be  spent  in  practising 
the  many  curved  lines  that  go  to  make  up  the  different 
forms  of  scrolls.  For  instance,  study  the  chart  thoroughly 
and  pick  out  each  stroke  separately  and  practise  it  until 


you  have  become  thoroughly  familiar  with  it  and  able  to 
make  it  without  reference  to  the  chart. 

Fig.  I  gives  an  idea  of  how  to  go  about  the  practice 
work  only  you  should  make  each  stroke  or  collection  of 
strokes  many  times  more  than  is  here  shown. 

To  get  the  best  results  hold  the  brush  firmly  between 
the  thumb  and  first  two  fingers  and  make  the  strokes  by 
using  the  tip  of  the  brush.  Use  a  free  arm  movement 
without  moving  the  fingers  at  all.  The  brush  must  be 
kept  well  filled  with  color. 

"Cut  Outs"  and  Their  Handling 

Cut  out  illustrations  taken  from  all  forms  of  journals, 
magazines,  fashion  books,  etc.,  have,  like  scroll  work, 
been    used    for  manv   vears.     These  in   combination   with 
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the  scroll  work  make  excellent  showcards.  The  main  idea 
of  this  lesson  is  to  show  how  well  these  two  showcard 
features  can  be  worked  together. 

You  first  must  select  the  proper  kind  of  illustrations 
suitable  for  the  card  you  have  to  make.  Then  cut  it  out 
neatly  with  a  pair  of  small  scissors  or  very  sharp  knife. 
When  this  is  done  lay  the  illustration  on  the  card  and 
sketch  out  lightly  the  scroll  work  and  lettering  with  pencil. 
Next  stick  the  illustration  on  with  photo  paste.  In  apply- 
ing the  paste  use  as  sparingly  as  possible  and  be  sure  that 
all  edges  are  well  pasted.  To  get  the  illustration  on 
evenly,  mark  the  place  it  is  to  go  before  pasting,  so  that  no 
time  will  be  lost.  Press  down  the  edges  gently  with  the 
fingers,  then  lay  a  sheet  of  paper  over  it  and  rub  out  until 
perfectly  smooth.  In  most  cases  do  the  scroll  work  after 
cut  is  in  place. 

The  Chart 

"A"  shows  a  figure  of  a  man  in  a  dressing  gown.  The 
dark  panel  behind  was  drawn  before  the  figure  was  pasted 
on.  Doing  this  first  gives  a  better  chance  of  getting  the 
edges  of  the  panel  even  on  both  sides.  Draw  the  scrolls 
after  the  illustration  is  put  in  place.  The  scrolls  are  of 
pale  grey  with  a  thin  black  line  on  the  left  and  lower 
edges.  The  round  spots  are  made  with  the  end  of  the 
brush.  The  grained  effect  on  the  black  panel  is  put  on  with 
the  same  grey  as  used  for  the  scroll. 

"B"  shows  a  dainty  scroll  running  out  from  two  paral- 
lel lines.    This  can  be  used  for  a  finish  for  the  bottom  of  an 
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uprigrht  card.     Tliis  can  also  be  divided  and  just  use  tlie 
lower  lialf  with  good  effect. 

"C"  shows  a  double  "paste  on"  combination.  The 
scroll  work  was  cut  out  of  Dry  Goods  Review  adver- 
tisement and  the  figure  was  taken  from  a  fashion  book.  The 
interior  of  the  background  was  sketched  with  pen  and  ink. 
This  would  make  up  into  a  very  striking  card.

"D"  shows  a  good  illustration  for  a  grocery  store 
sliowcard.  There  are  no  scrolls  used  here.  Paint  the 
background  black  first  and  when  dry  paste  on  the  cut. 
Use  a  pale  brown  outline  for  panel. 

"E"  shows  another  illustration  without  scroll  work. 
The  electric  iron  cut  is  pasted  over  a  pale  green  back- 
ground wliich  is  drawn  on  first.  A  wliite  outline  is  drawn 
around  the  illustration.  Two  fine  black  lines  are  ruled 
around  the  diamond-shaped  backgi'ound. 

"F"  would  make  up  into  a  very  attractive  card.  This 
sort  of  illustration  would  make  effective  advertising  for 
boudoir  caps  or  face  cream.  A  pale  blue  shade  is  used  for 
tlie  scroll  work  to  match  that  on  the  cap.  Take  great 
care  to  get  the  circles  and  ovals  accurate.  The  interior 
scrolls  are  simple. 

"G"  shows  a  hardware  illustration  with  a  grey  brush 
stroke  and  black  pen  outlines.  The  scrolls  at  the  top  and 
bottom  are  quite  simple. 

"H"  shows  the  use  of  scrolls  around  curved  lines  of 
lettering.  Note  how  the  curves  jump  over  the  upper  case 
letters  and  do  not  go  over  the  "L"  and  "T"  in  the  lower 
case.    This  makes  the  words  more  easily  read. 

Many  varieties  of  curves  can  be  made  around  curved 
lines.  Their  style  depends  upon  the  style  of  lettering  used 
and  the  space  at  your  disposal  in  which  to  put  the  scroll 


work.  In  any  case  do  not  make  the  scrolls  as  strong  as 
the  wording.  The  scrolls  are  to  make  the  lettering  stand 
out. 

"J"  is  the  cut  of  a  gas  range  taken  from  Hardware 

and  Metal.     The  circular  background  was  drawn  at  first 

witli  a  compass  and  colored  in  before  the  illustration  was 

jtasted  on.     The  pale  grey  scroll  work  was  applied  last. 

Until  you  get  used  to  the  work  it  would  be 

well  to  turn  the  card  upside  down  to  make 

such  scrolls  as  at  the  top  of  this  illustration. 

The   little  floral   suggestions   at   the   ends   of 

the  strokes  are  made  by  pressing  down  and 

g-iving  the  brush  a  quick  twist  wliile  raising 

it.       Have    tlie    color   low   in    the    lirush    for 

this  work. 

"K"  shows  a  suggestion  of  a  grocery  card 
Any  style  of  bottle  or  canned  goods  illustra- 
tion can  be  treated  in  a  similar  manner. 
Use  a  pale  shade  of  green  for  scrolls  and 
striping.  The  long  scrolls  on  either  sides 
should  be  laid  out  accurately  in  pencil  before 
applying  the  color. 

"L"  gives  you  a  very  useful  scroll  to  prac- 
tice. These  can  be  either  made  with  one 
stroke  of  the  brush  or  be  joined  up  as  show-n 
with  the  black  cross  strokes.  -  Much  prac- 
tice is  required  before  they  can  be  made  with 
one  continuous  stroke.  The  little  spray  at 
the  top  is  made  when  the  color  is  low  in  the 
brush.  Hold  your  brush  on  the  card  and 
without  moving  the  arm  make  the  point  of 
the  brush  shoot  out  with  the  finger  move- 
ment. 

"M"  can  be  used  for  tlie  same  purpose  as 
"B." 

"N"  shows  an  e.vcellent  idea  for  making  a 
card  for  canned  goods.  The  background  is 
entirely  made  before  the  illustration  is 
painted  on.  Diagonal  stripes  of  black  and 
grey  with  outline  of  the  latter  constitute  the 
background.  An  outline  of  white  is  drawn 
around  the  illustration. 

In   "0"   we   have  scroll   work   that   takes 

more  time   than   the   others.      This   is   made 

with    the    stub    pen.       Sketch    out    minutely 

with  pencil  first  and  apply  the  ink  carefully.    Paste  on  the 

cut  after  the  scroll  is  done. 

"P"  is  an  idea  that  can  be  worked  up  for  a  card  that 
can  be  used  on  any  kind  of  merchandise.  These  little 
scenes  can  be  gotten  from  post  cards  or  small,  unframed 
l)ictures.  Two-toned  rulings  and  scroll  work  can  be  used. 
The  ruling  of  pale  green  and  the  scrolls  of  a  darker  shade 
of  green  applied  with  a  small  brush. 

"Q"  shows  a  fancy  end  or  side  piece  for  the  show- 
card.  Make  all  the  same  color.  The  ends  are  made  with 
one  continual  motion  of  the  brush. 

"R"'  in  my  estimation  is  the  nicest  way  to  work  in 
the  scroll  and  little  scenes.  This  is  a  solid  black  panel 
with  a  black  pen  line  border  around  it,  with  the  picture 
pasted  over  it  a  little  above  the  centre.  The  scrolls  are  of  a 
light  shade  of  grey,  so  that  they  will  show  up  on  the  black 
as  well  as  the  white  surfaces.  Note  how  irregular  the 
scrolls  are  but  how  well  balanced.  This  illustration  was 
taken  from  a  cover  of  a  fancy  box. 

"S"  and  "T"  show  small  end  pieces  for  the  finish  of 
a  card.

SEPARATE  SETS  OF  RINGS 

In  answer  to  tlie  demand  for  separate  sets  of  rings,  the 
Boonim  &  Pease  Co.  have  brought  out  what  is  known  as 
the  Standard  Ring.  They  were  orig-inally  designed  to  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  their  standard  note  books,  but  it 
is  surprising-  to  find  that  they  are  now^  put  to  a  great 
variety  of  uses.

PUSH  THE  BOOK  BUSINESS 

WHOLESALE  paper  pric&s  are  so  disorfiiuiizrd 
this  year  that  various  lines  of  stationery  are 
seriously  affected.  In  consequence  booksellers  and 
stationers  will  have  to  feature  the  book  end  of  ;1k' 
l>usiness  stronger  than  ever,  in  order  to  keep  their 
trade  up  to  the  mark  compared  with  other  years. 

The  difficulty  in  many  cases  is  to  get  delivery  of 
goods  ordered.  The  hands  of  the  l)ig  jobbing  houses 
are  tied.  They  are  unable  to  get  the  goods  from  the 
manufacturers  and  consequently,  they,  like  the  re- 
tailers, are  prevented  from  taking  advantage  of  ai' 
extraordinarily  heavy  demand  for  all  kinds  of  sta- 
tionery merchandise. 

In  the  case  of  books  the  output  is,  of  course,  af- 
fected by  the  paper  situation.  Some  of  the  regular 
series  of  books  have  been  dropped  until  after  the  war 
and  prices  have  had  to  be  advanced,  particularly  in 
low-priced  volumes.  Kut  there  are  .so  many  book- 
available  that  are  representative  of  all  classes  of  liter- 
ature, that  there  is  really  no  cause  for  serious  alarm 
on  the  part  of  the  retail  booksellers.  They  have  all 
the  scope  that  can  be  desired  to  develop  book  .-ales 
and  as  books  constitute  one  of  the  cardinal  braiu-hcs 
of  the  trade  served  by  Rookskller  and  St.vtionkk, 
we  wish  to  lay  stre.ss  on  the  advisability  of  pushing 
the  book  business  to  an  extent  to  which  it  ha.s  never 
l)efore  been  developed  in  Canada. 

There  are,  of  cour.se,  other  lines  sold  in  book  and 
stationery  stores  to  which  this  applies  in  varying 
degree  according  to  their  relative  importance  and 
their  possibilities  for  j)rofitable  development  asi  com- 
pared with  the  book  trade. 


KIPLING'S  POPULARITY 

KIPLING'S  New  York  publisliers,  it  will  be 
recalled,  announced  in  the  summer  of  1913  that 
the  leading  American  booksellers  were  selling  five  to 
ten  times  as  many  of  Kipling's  books  as  they  did  a 
decade  ago  and  that  no  little  incredulity  was  expres- 
sed as  to  this  estimate.  Now  it  has  transpired  l)y 
investigation  that  that  estimate  was  in  reality  a 
conservative  one,  the  figures  in  mo.st  instances  being 
ten  to  fifteen  copies  sold  that  ji^ar  as  against  ten 
years  previously.  Additional  statistics  show^  that 
25,000  copies  of  Kipling's  works  were  sold  in 
America  during  May,  June  and  July  of  this  year, 


exclu.sive  of  Sir   liudyard's  war   books,   "France  at 
War""  and  "The  Fringes  of  the  Fleet." 


TEMPER.  I  N(  'E  .  1 M)  B  US  IN  ESS 

WHEN  on  Septeml)er  Kith.  Ontario  wenl  dry, 
for  the  period  of  the  war  at  least,  booksellers 
all  over  the  Province  gained.  The  extent  of  this  gain 
\  ill  be  .sounded  by  the  cash  registers  of  the  country 
ilnvmghout  the  coming  months. 

Men,  more  than  women  perhaps,  buy  through  the 
-lore  windows.  Passing  along  the  .street'  they  .^ee 
-  iniething  which  attracts  their  attention  in  a  mer- 
chant's window.  They  go  in,  ask  for  it,  and  buy. 
While  inside  perhaps  they  notice  .something  else  and 
!iuy  that  also. 

No  man  while  inside  a  bar  saw  anything  in  a 
window  to  tempt  his  fancy.  It  was  not  window  gla.ss 
into  which  he  was  peering. 

.Moreover  the  experience  of  local  option  towns  lurs 
pretty  conclusively  proved  that  where  a  man  does  not 
-pend  over  the  bar  he  has  money  to  -^[jcnd  over  the 
counter. 

Fortunately  the  nund)er  of  heavy  drinkers  has 
been  limited,  but  the  bars  have  quite  generally  been 
great  loafing  places  and  great  spending  places.  With 
the  men  finding  these  no  more  centres  of  conviviality, 
they  will  be  more  on  the  street  of  a  night,  and  will  be 
lietter  purcha.sers.  That  they  will  get  better  value  for 
their  monev  is,  of  cour.se.  as.sured. 


EXIT  THE  PENNY  DREADFUL 

RKtHT  thinking  people,  including  book,sellei"s 
who  sold  them,  will  welcome  the  announcement 
that  the  increasing  cost  of  i)aper  will  force  such  peri- 
odically is.sued  truck  as  ''Old  Sleuth,"  "Nick  Car- 
ter," et  al,  off'  the  market.  Puldishers  of  these  books 
and  various  cheap  and  tra.shy  "paper-backs,"  say 
that  their  publication  will  shortly  be  su.spended,  be- 
cause under  present  conditions,  it  means  that  they 
could  only  be  put  out  at  a  loss.  It  is  to  Ijc  hoped  that 
when  they  die  they  will  "stay  dead." 

As  hinted  in  the  September  "Booksf:li.ek  .\nd 
Stationer"  further  advances  are  due  in  the  case  of 
bound  cloth  books,  but  as  even  tho.se  written  prim- 
arily to  delight  and  amuse,  are  virtually  necessities, 
they  will  continue  to  be  purchased  even  at  increased 
prices  and  consequently  will  not  lead  their  publish- 
ers to  bankruptcy. 
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PREDICTS  FURTHER  ADVANCES 

BOOK  prices  are  due  for  further  advances  accord- 
ing to  George  Haven  Putnam,  the  New  York 
publisher.  So  far  in  Canada  the  increases  in  book 
prices  have  chiefly  affected  the  lower-priced  books 
imported  from  Great  Britain.  Mr.  Putnam  predicts 
that  the  next  Vjooks  in  line  for  increases  will  prob- 
ably be  standard  sets. 

The  novel  which  sells  for  $1.50  is  likely  to  be 
obtfiined  for  the  same  figvu'e  for  some  time  to  come, 
according  to  this  publisher,  because  the  public  has 
made  up  its  mind  that  is  all  it  is  worth  at  present. 
However,  the  book  of  fiction  which  is  sold  at  retail 
for  $1.35  is  due  for  an  increase  in  a  few  months. 

"The  cost  of  publishing  has  been  steadily  mount- 
ing for  the  last  ten  years,  and  in  all  that  time  retail 
prices  for  books  have  not  been  materially  altered,'" 
said  Mr.  Putnam.  "Materials  for  the  book  industry 
have  \o  be  purcluved  at  a  .substantial  increase,  espe- 
cially such  things  as  imi)orled  leather,  glue,  cloth 
and  linen,  besides  ])aijer,  which  is  becoming  a  serious 
factor.  I  believe  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  in- 
creases for  standard  books  beginning  with  the  first 
list  of  the  new  voar."' 


WIEL  WE  11 A  VE  BETTER  BOOKS? 
'•T^  EWER  and  better  books"  expresses  an  ideal 
-T  that  was  never  before  nearer  realization  that 
.seoiUvS  prol)able  in  the  coming  year  by  reason  of  the 
continued  advance  in  the  cost  of  paper,  not  to  men- 
tion other  essentials  entering  into  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion in  the  book  trade. 

Hut  the  old  expression  "of  the  making  of  books 
there  is  no  end,"  is  still  true,  in  sj)ite  of  the  tempoi'ary 
cessation  of  ]inl)lication  is  the  ca.se  of  many  familiar 
.serias  of  i'ooks.  In  some  cases  it  would  be  nothing 
short  of  a  calamity  were  publication  not  to  be  resumed 
when  conditions  in  the  trade  right  themselves  again 
but  with  many  ()thers  "calamitous"  will  l>e  applic- 
able to  their  reappearance. 

If  fewer  books  are  to  be  i>ublished,  a  natural  etlect 
will  be  more  careful  con.s-ideration  of  what  is  to  he 
])ublis]ied.  Consequently  we  should  gain  in  quality 
more  than  we  lose  in  quantity. 


Til  E  <  A  R  D  WR I  TING  CO  URSE 

ONE  stationer  was  heard  recently  to  impatiently 
comidain  that  he  was  tired  of  seeing  the  card- 
writing  course  articles  in  Bookseller  and  Sta- 
TioNKR.  This  is' a  wrong  attitude  to  assume.  This 
merchant,  should  follow  the  examj^le  of  others  by 
using  his  influence  to  get  one  or  more  of  his  em- 
ployees to  actively  take  up  the  .study  and  practice  of 
this  cour.se  of  lessons.  The  result  will  be  better  cards 
and  more  of  them  and  in  consequence  additional 
business  will  be  attracted.  To  decry  the  course  is  a 
short-.sighted  thing  to  do  but,  happily,  the  course  is 
being  carefully  followed  by  many  merchants  or 
assistants  in  their  stores  and  is  thus  accomplishing  a 
great  deal  of  good.

including  fiction  and  meritorious  gift  volumes. 

BOY  (SCOl'T  goods  and  military  .specialties  are  good 
live  sellers  the.se  days,  but  some  dealers  have  not  as 
yet  taken  full  advantage  of  the  great  opportunities 
for  new  busiuess  and  added  profits  which  they  afl'ord. 

Sm%i'7i''  nuisic  as  a  live  merchandising  field  for  book- 
.sellers  and  stationers  has  been  given  a  decided  boost 
by  reason  of  the  greatly  increased  volume  of  business 
created  by  the  wonderful  ]K)pularity  of  many  meri- 
torious war  songs.

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A  BRITISH  visitor  to  tlic  office  of  BOOKSELLER 
AND  STATIONER  last  nionth  was  W.  W.  Gibbings 
of  the  London  publishino'  lionse  of  Gibbin<rs  &  Co., 
enroute  liack  to  P^nuiand  after  an  extensive  journey 
through  the  United  States  and  this  country,  carrying  the 
lines  of  several  Londo  nhouses  including  Constable  &  Co., 
Sampson  Low,  Marston  &  Co.,  T.  N.  Foulis,  Stanley  Paul 
&  Co.,  and  also  the  fine  art  lines  of  The  Avenue  Press  and 
S.  Hildesheimer  &  Co. 

Mr.  Gibbings  found  the  merchants  in  the  West  in  an 
optimistic  mood  looking  forward  with  expectation  of  doing 
a  good  trade  this  season.  He  spoke  especially  of  tlie  brisk- 
ness of  tiie  lumbering  industry  in  British  Columbia,  this 
business  being  handicapped  however,  because  of  the  lack 
of  bottoms  in  which  to  ship  the  lumber  out  of  the  country 
in  any  very  large  quantities. 

Mr.  Gibbings  has  been  coming  to  Canada  periodically 
for  many  years.  He  is  one  of  those  who  have  al)ounding 
faith  in  the  great  Dominion  but  this  year  in  his  own  par- 
ticular experience,  he  was  unfortunate  in  the  choice  of 
time  for  his  Canadian  trip,  coming  in  the  latter  half  of 
the  year,  after  the  merchants  had  made  most  of  their 
provisions  for  the  whole  year's  business,  the  practice  on 
tlie  part  of  most  of  their  retail  Ijooksellcrs  being  to  make 
tlieir  import  purchases  largely  in  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year.  Consequently  Mr.  Gibbings  left  with  the  full 
determination  that  when  he  next  comes  to  this  country  it 
will  be  in  the  early  part  of  the  yenr.

Does  This  Apply  to  Your  Store? 

'''An  Old  Timer"  Tells  of  Sliortcoinings  Common  to 

Book  and  Stationery  Merchants  in  Canada,  on 

the  Manner  in  Which  the  Office  f'liuip- 

ment  Department   is  Stinted 

NOTWITHSTANDING  the  fact  that  the  average 
bookseller  and  stationer  is  a  very  busy  man,  he 
Jias  liis  quiet  moments  even  in  busineSiS  hours.  It 
is  in  connection  with  tliose  spare  moments  that  1  would 
like  the  retail  stationer  to  "lend  me  his  ear."  I  have 
been  in  a  position,  in  a  long  expeiuence  in  the  trade  in 
various  capacities,  to  come  into  contact  with  lart^'e  num- 
bers of  retail  stationers  so  imtimately  as  to  be  able  to 
learn  t'beir  points  of  merit  and  some  points  not  too  meri- 
torioius,  as  well  as  their  fads  and  foibles.  Throwing  all 
in  the  crucible,  and  dealing  with  the  composite  Canadian 
hook  and  stationery  merchant,  my  verdict  is  that  he  falls 
far  short  of  being  as  successful  a  merchant  as  lie  ouglit 
to  be. 

Casting  about  for  tihe  chief  reason  why  tliis  should  l)e 
the  case,  I  would  say  that  lack  of  system  is  the  big  liandi- 
cajp  tbait  prevents  him  from  being  a  highly  successful 
merchant.  I  speak  advi.sedly  when  I  use  those  words 
"highly  successful,"  because  with  the  opportunity  that 
the  average  Canadian  bookseller  and  stationer  has.  there 
is  no  reason  in  the  widie  world  why  he  shioaild  noit  have  a 
conspicuously  succe.sisful  mercantile  career. 

Let'.s  take  a  look  into  this  "composiite"  book  st'ore. 
What  is  the  first  impression  that  the  store  makes  upon 
us?  Isn't  it  something  like  looking  at  a  pihotosTaph  that 
was  taken  out  of  focus?  The  result  is  a  blur.  You  won- 
der what  it's  all  about.  There's  suchi  a  general  mixture 
of  1001  kinds  of  merchandise  that  there  is  a  sort  of 
kaleidoscopic  impression,  running  the  gamut  of  a  reposi- 
tory for  antique  specimens,  a  Noah's  Ark,  a  bazaar  and 
a  lot  of  otiher  thing®  widely  different  in  character. 

But  where  is  the  OFFICE  BQUIPiMENT  stock,  for  in- 
stance? Ob,  here  we  are,  quite  a  creditlable  array  of  fine 
substantially  bound  blank  books  of  various  sizes.  There's 
just  the  binding  I  wamt.  Through  my  quality  of  persist- 
ence,  I  manage  to  catch  the  eye  of  a  young  lady  behind 
the  counter,  and:  by  lier  good  gracesi  am  permitted  to  go 
behind  the  counter  and  look  at  the  blank  books  to  my 
heart's  content.  Not  that  she  wouldn't  gladi'.y  stay  riglit 
there  and  help  me  to  make  my  selection,  but  it  happens  to 
be  at  the  busiesit  time  of  the  day.  and  it  keeps  her  on 
the  .jump' — selling  -a  young  lady  a  quire  of  paper  and  a 
package  of  envelopes;  handing  out  free  rulers  to  kiddies 
on  the  way  home  from  school ;  supplying  the  stenogTapher 
from  the  oflice  ar-ross  the  way  wit'li  a  legal  envelope,  size 
T2,  open  end;  handing  out  a  fashion  sheet  to  a  woman 
and   selling  a  newspaper  to   a  man;   telling  an   inquirer 


tor  tiie  issue  of  Tid-Bits,  that  is  due,  that  the  parcel  from 
the  News  Company  will  not  be  in  till  Saturday  morning, 
and  remonstrating  with  Willie  for  not  having  brought  u,p 
a  fresh  supply  of  tive-cent  ink  from  the  basement,  and  so 
ad  infinitum! 

However,  I  rather  like  this  serve-self  exiperience,  but 
hang  it  all,  I  want  a  500-page  casli  book  in  Russia  bind- 
ing. There  are  several  400  and  a  couple  of  fiOO-pasie 
books  of  the  same  kind,  but  where's  the  SQO-^ager?  I  wait 
my  cliance  and  manage  to  waylay  the  boss  as  he  comes  my 
way  and  starts  to  pick  out  a  dozen  sheets  of  red  tissue 
paper,  one  by  one,  for  a  stern-looking  lady  of  Suffragette 
mien,  wiho  sizes  me  up  through  her  thick  glasses,  with  an 
almost  audible  look  of  inquiry  as  to  why  I.  a  mere  man, 
should  presume  to  interfere  while  ithe  proprietor  of  the 
shop  is  waiting  upon  her! — Humph,  just  like  the  "Lords 
of 'Creation !  "  Although  somewhat  disconcerted,  I  learn 
that  tliere  is  no  re.serve  stock  of  these  500-page  ca.sh 
books,  so  I  make  a  400-page  one  do.  Now  I  happen  to 
need  a  cas'h  box.  Fortunately  the  young  lady  is  now  free 
to  serve  me.  "Just  back  this  way,"  sihe  says,  and  by  dint 
(if  sonu'  really  clever  neck-stretching  I  manage  to  keep 
her  in  sight  and  reach  the  back  of  the  store  alm'ost  as 
soon  as  she  does,  and  it  is  some  walk;  the  store  is  125 
feet  deep. 

Now  why  should  cash  hooks  and  cash  boxes  be  at  op- 
posite end's  of  the  store?  Would 't  it  be  far  better  all 
round  to  have  all  the  merchandise  used  in  offices  stocked 
in  one  department?  The  office  e(iuipment  business  is  so 
important,  comprising  so  many  varied  lines,  that  it  de- 
serves a  good  big  store  all  to  itself  in  a  city,  even  a  small 
city  of  the  sort  that  lacks  the  necessary  population  to 
enable  it  to  doff  the  clothes  of  a  mere  town,  without 
special  legislation  by  the  Provincial  G-overnment.  Even 
in  the  small  towns  the  office  equipment  department  should 
be  one  of  the  mainstays  of  the  book  and  stationery  .store. 
But  coming  back  again  to  this  composite  store  that  we  arc 
inspecting,  what  do  we  find?  Why,  the  component  parts 
of  what  should  be  a  fine  big  office  equipment  department 
are  scattered  all  over  the  place!  After  buying  that  cash 
box.  for  instance,  I  ask  for  some  document  envelopes.  I 
had  seen  a  s]3eeial  line  advertised  in  BOOKSELLER  AND 
STATIONEiR,  good  substantial  ones,  according  to  this 
advertisement,  having  features  making  them  superior  to 
the  ordinary  "garden  variety."  The  young  lady  hasn't 
heard  of  these,  and  she  appeals  to  the  proprietor.  "Oh. 
yes,  he  lias  seen  the  advertisements,  but  he  felt  that  the 
people  in  his  town  'would  not  pay  the  higher  price  in  order 
to  get  these  better  document  envelopes,  and  consequently 
had  turned  the  travellins  salesman  down  when  the  latter 
had  tried  to  get  him  to  stock  them."  Now.  ri<?lht  there 
is  where  Mr.  Stationer  made  a  big  mistake.  His  cus- 
tomers can  hardly-  buy  higher  grade  goods  from  him  if  he 
will  not  carry  them  in  stock.  But  they  can  get  them  else- 
where,  perchance   from   a   competitor  right   in   the   same

town,  or  failing  that,  frcm  one  »f  the  several  salesmen 
from  conimereial  stationers  located  in  the  nearest  large 
city,  wnho  periodically  visit  the  smaller  towns,  eori-aiing 
goodCy  siliciaves  of  orders  right  out  of  the  very  jiands  of 
the  local  merchants! 

Moralizing  in  this  wise,  on  the  strength  of  long  acquaint- 
ance, I  take  occasion  to  tell  the  sitationer  a  thing  or  two, 
pointing  out  that  if  he  extended  iiis  stock  of  good  standard 
lines  of  office  stationery  and  cleared  out  a  lot  of  the 
"junk"  that  littered  tiie  place,  giving  it  the  atmosphere 
of  a  eross-road;s  store,  Jie  would  he  giving  iiimself  a 
chance  to  build  up  a  good  strong  business  and  make  soni" 
nujney,  instead  of  con'tinuaLly  getting  caught  with  un- 
saleable goods  on  iiis  hands,  not  only  keeping  him  short 
of  funds,  but  making  periodical  extensions  at  the  bank 
necessary,  thus  breaking  down  his  credit. 

I  could  go  on  and  point  out  a  lot  of  O'tlier  .shortcom- 
ings common  to  the  average  run  of  book  and  stationery 
stores  in  (Canada,  hut  too  much  j^reacliing  at  a  time  does 
not  do,  so  I'll  leave  these  thoughts  with  you  in  the  mean- 
time, hoping  tha.t  you  will  turn  tliem  over  in  your  mind 
and  benefit  to  some  extent  thereby.

Sergeant 
Evang  looks  very  fit,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  lie  has  come 
through  some  of  the  hardest  fighting  of  the  war.  having 
been  in  the  battles  of  Givenchy,  Ypres  and  St.  Eloi. 

He  spent  considerable  time  in  hospital  in  France,  but 
more  especially  in  England,  having  been  wounded  no 
fewer  than  seven  times,  and  he  speaks  in  very  high  terms 
of  the  wonderful  work  done  in  these  institutions,  where, 
to    use   his   own    language,   "They    are    able    to    literallv 


make  a  man  over  again,  [troxided  they  have  three  or  four 
pieceiS  to  go  on."  He  wears  two  gold  bars  on  his  sleeve, 
indicating  that  he  was  wounded  in  two  major  battles. 
Sergeant  Evans'  father  is  now  overseas  doing  his  bit  for 
King  and  country,  and  Ernest  expects  to  be  back  "some- 
where in  Europe''  in  the  near  future.  The  sergeant  was 
and  is  a  general  favorite  Avith  the  staff  of  the  Copp,  iClark 
Co..  wh.ere,  previous  to  going  overseas,  he  was  employed 
in  tlie  book  department.  His  employers  speak  very 
highly  of  Sergeant  Evans,  who,  by  the  way,  is  a  crack 
shot  with  the  rifle,  having  won  several  medals  previous 
to  seeing  active  service.  Sergeant  Evans  is  a  worthy 
representative,  and  his  family  and  employers  have  good 
reason  to  be  proud  of  him.  In  coming  across  to  Canada. 
Sergeant  Evans  hail  under  liis  care  fourteen  permauentiy 
disabled  men.

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Retail  Merchants  and  Small  Debts 

Ottawa  Merchants  Move  to  Have  an  Act  Introduced  in  Legislature  to  Simplify 

Their  Collections. 


THE  executive  ollicers  of  the  Ottawa  Branch  of 
"The  Retail  Aferchants'  Association  of  Qinada,"' 
having  leariu'd  that  the  president  of  the  Dominion 
Board  of  the  Association,  Horace  Chevrier,  a  prominent 
retail  merchant  of  Winnipeg,  Mianitoba,  was  visiting  the 
newly  established  head  office  at  Ottawa,  on  his  way  to 
attend  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Officers  in  Montreal, 
tendered  Mr.  Chevrier,  the  president,  and  the  secretary, 
E.  M.  Trowern,  a  reception  and  supper  at  the  Chateau 
Laurier,  with  the  view  of  expressing  their  appreciation 
of  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  Association,  as 
well  as  to  give  them  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  ca])ital. 

Their  appreciation  was  further  expressed  l)y  inviting 
the  president  and  tlie  secretary  to  address  an  ojien  meet- 
ing of  the  retail  mercliants  of  the  City  of  Ottawa,  in  the 
Russell  House,  on  Monday  evening,  September  18th.  The 
meeting  was  presided  over  by  Henry  Watters,  president 
of  the  Ottawa  Branch,  and  it  was  large'.y  attended  by 
prominent  retail  merchants  of  the  city. 

A  resolution,  which  will  be  presented  to  the  executive 
of  the  Ontario  Board  of  the  Association,  was  i)assed. 
calling  i;pon  them  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary 
to  have  introduced  into,  and  passed  by,  the  Ontario 
Legislature,  an  Act  simplifying  the  collection  of  small 
debts  for  the  following  reasons: 


"l.-st.  Because  this  Act  will  enable  us  to  collect  ac- 
counts wliich.  are  to-day  considered  too  small  to  place  in 
the  hands  of  a  solicitor. 

"2nd.  Because  it  will  relieve  us  from  the  exploitation 
of  so-ca'led  'commercial  adjusters'  or  'collection  agency 
companies,'  and  it  will  enable  us  to  do  our  own  collecting 
inexpensively  and  expeditiously. 

"3rd.  Because  it  will  act  as  a  deferent  to  professional 
solicitors  for  credit,  who  so  often  solicit  without  any  in- 
tention of  paying,  as  they  count  on  the  fact  that  the 
account  being  small  tliey  cannot  be  made  to  ]>ay  it." 

More  Adverising 

Tn  the  course  of  an  able  address,  Mr.  ("hevrier  referred 
to  the  part  advertising  plays  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  re- 
tail business.  He  said  he  had  seen  some  remarkably 
good  advertising  in  the  news])apers  of  this  city,  but  he 
thought  tiiere  was  not  so  mucli  of  it  as  there  shoubl  be. 

"The  more  advertising  that  appears  in  tlie  journals 
of  the  city  the  better  it  is  for  the  advertiser,"  he  .said, 
adding  that  the  more  competition  there  was  in  advertise- 
ment writing,  the  more  "pep"  and  the  more  spirit  and 
originality  in  the  copy,  would  redound  to  tiie  credit  of  the 
merchant  who  sought  development  by  keen  advertising. 
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Some  Practical  Window  Display  Suggestions 

With  Special  Attention  Paid,  to  Hallowe'en  Trade — Illustration  of  a  "Mother  Goose" 

Window 


HALLOWE'EN  is  important  to  stationers  not  only 
for  the  immediate  trade  to  be  done  with  Hal- 
lowe'en specialties  but  also  because  of  the  ready 
manner  in  which  the  nature  of  these  goods  and  the  familiar 
subjects  associated  with  Hallowe'en,  lend  themselves  to 
striking  displays  that  can  be  made  the  means  of  promoting 
very  considerably  the  prestige  of  a  store  as  a  live  and  up 
to  date  institution. 

The  illustrations  reproduced  here  are  the  work  of 
Franklin  Myers,  a  well-known  artist,  and  tliey  are  repro- 
duced from  tlie  American  Stationer.  Hallowe'en  comes 
very  soon  after  this  issue  of  BOOKSELLER  AND  STA- 
TIONER reaches  tlie  trade  but  there  is  still  time  to  adopt 
tlie  suggestions  contained  in  these  illustrations  and  what 
follows. 

The  window  suggestion  shows  an  excellent  background 
arrangement.  Such  a  window  should  suggest  to  passersby 
that  it  is  time  to  arrange  for  Hallowe'en  parties,  etc. — 
which  will  require  crepe  paper.  Hallowe'en  favors — post 
cards  and  other  such  material. 

The  design  shown  may  l)e  arranged  to  fit  any  size 
window.  The  })ackground  of  the  window  is  merely  an  imi- 
tation of  an  old  board  fence  which  is  easilj'  obtained 
))y  pasting  imitation  wood  paj)er  over  heavy  mat  board 
or,  if  you  prefer,  you  can  make  it  out  of  old  weather 
beaten  slabs  of  lumber.  This  fence  should  be  set  off  by 
a  white  moon  against  which  are  silhouetted  the  figures  of 
two  black  cats  figlitirig.  An  extremely  dark  blue  curtain 
made  from  calico  or  cambric  dropped  from  the  ceiling 
will  represent  the  evening  sky.  If  you  wisii  you  can  leave 
out  the  sky  and  moon  effect  and  merely  have  tlie  cats  posed 
on  the  fence. 

Arrange  on  centre  platform  of  window  a  group  com- 
l)osed  of  the  Hallowe'en  witch,  a  kettle  over  the  fire,  a 
l)undle  of  cornstalks  and  any  other  similar  materials. 

Cut  Out  Pumpkins  for  Face 
The  figure  is  made  l)y  using  a  large  pumpkin  for  tlie 
head — the  face  to  be  cut  out  and  electric  lights  concealed 
witliin.     The  ligJits  should  flash  on  and  (jff  at  niulit.     Tlie

cap  is  made  of  black  cardboard — while  the  dress  and  neck 
ruffles  are  made  of  black  and  yellow  crepe  paper.  One 
hand  of  the  figure  should  hold  a  broom  made  by  fastening 
twigs  on  the  end  of  a  handle— the  other  hand  holding  a 


large  spoon.  The  old  iron  pot  hung  by  a  chain  from  a 
tripod  of  rustic  jioles  can  be  easily  arranged  to  g^ve  the 
desired  effect.

Place   twigs  and   branches  under   the   kettle  arranged 
over  an   electric   light   covered  with   red  crepe  paper,  so 
as  to  give  the  effect  of  a  fire  underneath  the  kettle.

Edwin  Heath,  manager  of  Valentine  &  Son's  branch 
at  Cape  Town,  Soutli  Africa,  visited  Toronto  recently, 
proceeding  from  here  to  Winnipeg.  He  will  return  via 
Toronto,  on  iliis  way  back  to  the  firm's  hcadciuarters  in 
Dundee,  Scotland. 

Mr.  Heath,  while  in  Toronto,  was  a  guest  at  the  lun- 
cheon of  the  Wholesale  Postcard  Association  at  the  To- 
ronto Board  of  Trade's  quarters  in  tlie  Royal  R^ank  Ruild- 
ing,  on  Saturday,  Sejitember  iiO.  Mr.  Heath  told  of  the 
effective  manner  in  which  the  British  postcard  publish- 
ers had  forestalled  the  proposed  impost  of  a  war  tax  on 
jiostcards  and  the  commendable  manner  in  which  the 
British  Government  had  met  tlie  reasonable  representa- 
tions of  the  publishers. 

Mr.  Heath  was  surprised  to  learn  of  the  low  prices 
at  whicli  various  types  of  postcards  were  sold  in  this 
country.  In  South  Africa  the  retailers  sold  postcard.-; 
at  higher  prices  and  consequently  did  a  more  profitable 
liusiness  with  them.

As  suitable  gifts  for  soldiers  may  be  mentioned :  cigar- 
ette cases,  money  belts,  Haslili,i>'hts,  playinj;'  cards  sets, 
tobacco  pouclies,  pii)es,  kit  ba§'  locks,  steel  mirrors,  pocket 
books  and  purses,  collapsible  periscopes. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  tlie  military  specialties  which 
are  selling  readily  riuiit  along  but  which  can  be  sold  in 
enormous  quantities  in  the  next  few  weeks  if  the  dealers 
are  wise  and  jiut  forth  extra  efforts  in  pushing  these  lines 
and  bringing  them  to  tlie  attention  of  the  public. 

A  good  window  display  idea  is  to  have  parcels  of  goods 
made  up  in  tlie  proper  form  ready  for  mailing.  Beside 
the  finished  package,  another  should  be  shown,  displaying 
its  contents.  In  this  manner  the  suggestion  will  frequently 
bear  fruit  immediately  by  influencing  people  seeing  such 
a  display  in  tlie  shop  window,  to  enter  store  and  place 
an  order  for  similar  packages  to  be  sent  to  soldier  friends 
at  the  front  or  at  military  camps  in  England  or  here  in 
Canada. 


WALLPAPER  PEICE  ADVANCES 

Followinig  is  the  text  of  a  recent  newspaper  adiver- 
tisement  of  E.  A.  ("auii-hell,  of  Aylmcr,  Ont.,  ■which  is  re- 
produced because  of  its  informative  ami  suggestive  value 
for  otlier  stationers  now  seliJing  or  who  are  contemplating 
the  handling  f)f  wallpauier  in  their  stores: 

"The  lower  priced  papers — the  ones  we  sold  at  from 
5e  to  12i4e  the  roll  will  be  fully  50  per  cent,  higher  next 
year,  and   from  15c   roll   up   the   advance   will   averaue  25 


per  cciil.      We  ha\e   our  next   spring's  waUpa,per  booked 
now,  and  we  know  lliat  tlie  above  is  'correct. 

"Tlie  sensible  .tiling  to  do — and  it's  just  what  other 
l;'ig  dealers  are  doing — would  he  to  take  advantage  of  the 
increase  in  market  price  and  raise  at  once  the  price  on 
all  the  stock  we"  have  on  hand.  It  has  taken,  some  little 
time  to  decide  whetiier  we  should  raise  the  prices  or  put 
on  a  sale  and  clear  out  half  or  perhaps  three-quarters  of 
this  stock  this  fall  at  the  old  .prices.  We've  decided  to 
leave  t'iie  prices  as  ithey  are  until  the  first  of  the  year  and' 
to  continue  our  praetice  of  wra.pping  up  all  small  lots — 
wiiere  there  are  only  one  or  two  rooms  left — into  remnant 
lots  and  selling  them  at  about  half  price.  If  you  have 
any  rooms  which  will  require  decorating  inside  of  three 
years  ((there  will  be  no  reduction  before  then)  it  will  pay 
you  to  buy  the  paiper  here  this  fall,  even  if  you  do  not 
use  it  until  next  s.pring. "

War  Tax  Stays— Postcard  Wholesalers  Meet 

Situation 


DI'/SPITE  tiiie  .stroiiji'  and  coiivineiug  re.picseutations 
made  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  to  Dr. 
Coulter,  Deputy  Postmaster-General,  by  the  depu- 
tation made  up  of  members  of  the  Wholesale  Postcar.l 
Association  of  Canada,  proving-  that  the  one  cent  war 
tax  on  picture  postcards  had  crippled  a  Canadian  in- 
dustry and  materially  lessened  the  trade  of  tlhousands  of 
joblbers  and  retailers,  and  in  the  face  of  the  direct  admis- 
sion to  this  deputation  on  the  part  of  the  Deputy  Pos!- 
niaster-General  that  this  tax  had  resulted  in  actually  de- 
ereas'ino'  t'he  postal  revenue  instead  of  accomplishing  the 
hoped  for  result  of  creating-  an  extra  revenue,  the  Gov- 
emmfnt  has  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  tlie  Association 

Long-  and  patiently  did  the  postcard  wholesalers  Avait 
for  some  sign  of  encouragement  from  Sir  Tiioinas.  but  it 
eame  not. 

So  honeyed  were  the  words  of  the  Minister  and  his 
minions  when  the  deputation  visited  the  Capital  last 
winter  that  it  took  long  months  before  all  were  con- 
vinced that  nothing  favorable  to  the  postcard  piiblishin<: 
interests  was  likely  to  come  from  Ottawa.  But  the  sea- 
son for  holiday  trade  comini;-  on  apace,  tlie  Association 
finally  came  to  an  ajjiireciation  of  the  inevitable:  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  tax. 

With  that  fact  the  big  thing  to  face,  a  meeting  of  the 
Asso'Ciation  was  called;  for  Saturday,  September  .SO,  and 


it  brought  oiut  a  representative  attendance.  After  an 
earnest  discussion  of  the  situation,  the  business  to  be 
done  was  put  through  wit;h  despatch,  being  a  decision  to 
prepare  a  good  striking  card  beariing,  in  clear  and  dis- 
tinct terms,  just  what  the  postal  regulation  is  regarding 
the  mailing  of  postcards  of  the  Cliristnuis  and  New  Year's 
greeting  type.  One  of  these  cards  will  be  mailed  to  each 
of  the  dealers  thwjugliout  Canada,  a  eonnmittee  being  put 
in  charge  of  seeing  this  idea  through. 

The  regulation  in  question  is  that  a  five-word  message 
of  a  conventional  type  may  be  written  on  a  postcard 
sent  as  a  Christmas  or  New  Year  card,  without  entailing 
the  placing  of  tbe  extra  one  cent  stamp  on  such  card. 
Tliis  five-fword  greetinig  is,  of  course,  allowed  in  addition 
to  the  sender's  name  and  address. 

The  suggestion  was  offered  that  efforts  be  made  to 
have  various  newspapers  throughout  the  country  give  due 
l)rominence  to  tliis  regulation  of  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment as  a  matter  of  news  and  valuable  giuidance  for  their 
readers,  and  it  is  appropriate  to  mention  here  that  the 
retail  mercliants  themselves  should-  acquaint  their  lo^-al 
newspapers  regarding  the  situation.  It  would  be  well  to 
supplement  sucii  infonnatitm  published  in  the  newspapers 
by  running  "liners''  in  the  newsjiapers  from  time  to 
time,  in  accordiance  with  the  sugigestion  appearing  else- 
where in  this  issue. 


The  Importance  of  Hallowe'en  Trade 


MASKS,  lanterns,  favors,  and  place  cards,  besides 
postcards  and  other  novelties,  can  all  be  sold 
most  readily  for  Hallowe'en. 
These  are  all  lines  for  stationers  to  bandle  and  mosi 
of  these  dealers  do  sell  them,  but  tlierc  is  a,notb.er  line 
that  they  can  sell  just  as  readily  if  they  will,  the  latt'^r 
comprising  various  sizes  and  styles  of  fancy  boxes  for 
oonfieetionery.  They  are  to  be  had  because  of  the  large 
output  of  these  bo'Xies  for  confectionery  manufacturing- 
houses.  In  som'e  of  the  stores  of  stationers,  stocks  of 
fancy  boxed  confectionery  are  carried  anid  yield  a  good 
profit.  This  is  a  recent  innovation  in  on-e  of  the  leadiu",- 
stationery  stores  of  Montreal,  that  of  F.  E.  Phelan,  an 
atti'aetive  case  being  prominently  placed  just  inside  the 
entrance  to  the  store.  It  occupies  very  little  space  and 
owing  to  the  attrac.tive  packages,  this  line  is  not  at  all 
out  of  keeping  with  the  rest  of  the  stock.  But  even  if 
confectionery  itself  is  not  stocked,  stationers  should  carry 
a   supply    of   confectionery   boxes   for  use   with    "home- 


made" candies.  Getting  back  to  the  text,  special  confec- 
tionery boxes  of  appropriate  Hallowe'en  designs,  will 
prove  very  good  sellers  and  will  lend  themselves  most 
readily  toward  making  the  Hallowe'en  window  display 
more  interesting,  giving  it  wider  appeal. 

Wihiat  with  these  attractive  goods,  t'ne  variety  of  piunp- 
kin,  witch,  and  oitlher  novelties,  together  with  postcards 
in  eu'dless  variety,  the  stationer  has  an  opportunity  to 
make  the  week  previous  to  October  .31  a  highly  profitable 
one  in  selling  all  these  Hallowe'en  goods. 

If  the  necessary  preparations  have  not  already  been 
made,  tbis  sihould  be  done  immediately,  so  as  to  assure 
making  such  an  impression  on  the  eommiunity  with  these 
Hallowe'en  lines  as  to  not  only  develop  a  big  grist  of 
extra  business,  but  to  use  this  means  of  marking  out  the 
store  as  a  particularly  live  one.  Tbis,  naturally,  will  prove 
most  beneficial,  aside  from  the  effect  on  immediate  busi- 
ness. 
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Dolls  of  All  Nations  and  Ages 

Over  500  f^pecimens  in  a  lteinai-kal>le  Kxhibition  in 
London — War  Has  Promoted  Doll- 
Making  in  (ireat  Britain 

HAYJ)HN    ("HIKCH,    a    British    newspaiier    corres- 
pondent in  a  letter  to  the  Xaneouver  Province,  tells 
of  a  remarkable  doll  siiow  at  the  Fine  Art  Sociel^y 
.ualleries,  New  Bond  Street,  London. 

"Nnniberin-^  over  500  specimens,  and  including  d(dls 
from  practically  every  country  on  eartli,  all  in  the  national 
dress  or  undress,  this  remarkable  doll  show  begins  with  a 
little  Egyptian  doll  4,000  years  old,  a  broken  doll  found  in 
an  Egyptian  tomb,  and  from  it  gradually  works  down 
tlirough  the  ages  to  the  dolls  of  the  present  war-khaki- 
clad  aviator  dolls,  and  ones  representing  Red  Cross  nurs- 
ing sisters,  kilted  Higldanders,  Servian  tigliting  men  and 
French  poilus.  It  includes  dolls  found  in  Koman  graves, 
iloUs  from  the  Arctic  regions  and  from  tlie  heart  of  Central 
Africa,  dolls  from  Lidia.  China,  North  America  and  all  the 
continental  countries,  "spirit"'  dolls,  edible  dolls,  magic 
dolls  that  are  used  in  witchcraft,  religious  dolls,  in  fact 
almost  every  variety  of  doll  that  has  ever  been  played 
with  by  a  child  or  used  in  connection  with  some  queer 
religious  rite  or  ceremony  since  first  these  (juaint  little 
clfigies  of  human  l)eings  began  to  play  a  part  in  the  life  of 
this  planet. 

What  is  more,  not  one  of  these  dolls  has  been  bought 
in  a  sale  or  shop,  and  thus  possibly  had  some  mythical  his- 
tory put  to  it.  The  collector,  Edward  Lovett,  has  unim- 
peachable authority  for  the  story  of  every  individual  doll 
in  the  great  family  of  500  odd.  He  is  one  of  the  greatest 
living  authorities  on  the  history  of  dolls  and  of  toys 
generally,  of  whicji  he  has  formed  another  great  collection, 
numbering  over  2,000,  which  is  at  present  housed  in  the 
Cardiff  Museum.  The  dolls  now  on  view  in  New  Bond 
Street  are  the  result  of  some  30  years'  research  and  corres- 
pondence, and  of  travel  on  the  part  of  the  collector  in 
almost  every  part  of  the  inhabited  globe. 
The  Doll-Making  Industry 

Dolls,  at  present,  are  of  particular  interest  to  the 
people  of  this  and,  indeed,  of  all  the  Allied  countries,  be- 
cause of  the  general  desire  to  turn  into  a  native  industry 
the  fabrication  of  these  companies  of  childhood  which, 
hitherto,  has  been  all  but  a  German,  and  thus  an  enemy 
monopoly.  All  over  the  United  Kingdom  doll-making 
centres  are  being  started.  Previously  unemployed  girls 
and  women  are  making  them,  disabled  and  blinded  soldiers 
are  making  them,  wherever  there  are  unoccupied  hands 
there  is  a  doll-industry  in  the  making,  which  is  a  bad  out- 
look for  the  American  as  well  as  for  the  German  export 
trade  of  the  future. 

Some  of  the  dolls  in  Lovett 's  family  are  pathetic  ex- 


amples of  what  a  baby  girl  will  "mother"  rather  than 
have  no  dolly  at  all.  One  of  them  is  just  a  meat  bone  with 
a  rag  tied  around  it,  a  doll  that  should  interest  Mr.  Kip- 
ling, since  here  ^\e  have  "a  rag  and  bone"  though  no  ac- 
companying "hank  of  hair."  Another  doll  is  made,  out 
(if  a  rough  brush,  another  out  of  a  boot — the  heel  serving 
as  a  face,  another  of  a  ninepin,  and  still  others  are  fash- 
ioned out  of  a  clothes  pin  and  a  wooden  spoon.  We  have, 
too,  some  really  beautiful  examples  of  the  "corn  dolls" 
made  in  the  harvest  fields  of  Sussex  and  Devon.  These 
represent  Ceres,  the  Goddess  of  Plenty,  and  were  origin- 
ally votive  offerings  for  the  past  year  and  the  wish  for  a 
good  harvest  in  the  next.  Tied  up  with  ribbons,  this  doll 
is  hung  in  the  farm  house  until  the  next  harvest,  whea  it  i.s 
burnt,  so  that  the  spirit  mav  be  liberated." 

MUST  BE  HIGHLY  ORGANIZED 

Tlie  making  of  trilling  articles,  such  as  toys,  has  been 
so  much  talked  of  that  many  people  seem  to  think  of  it  as 
practically  s<dving  the  problem  "How  to  employ  our  dis- 
abled soldiers." 

This  is  now  recognized  as  a  complete  illusion,  even  in 
France,  though  such  an  occupation  seems  much  more 
natural  to  the  French  national  habits  of  mind  and  indus- 
try than  to  ours. 

Not  long  ago,  in  Paris,  there  was  an  exhibition  of  work 
done  by  invalided  soldiers,  in  the  institutions  correspond- 
ing to  these  of  our  own  Military  Hospitals  Commission. 
Toys,  of  course,  and  little  "objects  of  luxury''  were 
prominent  among  the  exhibits. 

There  is  a  little  newspaper  in  France  called  Le  Journal 
rhs  Mutiles,  started  recently  by  the  disabled  soldiers 
themselves,  and  concerned  entirely  with  their  interests. 
Reporting  on  the  exhibition,  it  naturally  compliments  the 
toy-makers,  and  describes  this  industry  as  "Charming, 
and  very  French";  while  it  also  highly  praises  the  objets 
de  luxe.  It  takes  care  to  warn  its  readers,  however, 
against  putting  too  much  dependence  on  such  articles, 
which  may  have  only  a  passing  vogue  and  cannot  be  de- 
pended on  to  continue  fetching  the  generous  prices  now- 
given  under  the  impulse  of  highly  stimulated  sentiment. 

Toy-making  has  its  place  as  an  interesting  side-line 
occupation,  or  as  an  industry  suitable  for  the  small  minor- 
ity of  wounded  men  disabled  for  nearly  all  other  occupa- 
tions. But,  to  succeed  as  an  industry,  it  must  be  highly 
organized,  both  at  the  manufacturing  and  at  the  market- 
ing end. 

The  large  majority  of  our  returning  invalids,  and  even 
of  those  who  may  be  permanently  disabled  from  returning 
to  their  old  occupations,  can  be  enabled,  with  the  training 
organized  for  them,  to  undertake  industries  not  only  more 
suitable  to  their  manly  capacity,  but  more  likely  ko  bring 
them  in  a  regular  and  sufficient  income. 
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The  first  auxiliary  business  meeting  of  the  season  in 
connection  with  the  Returned  Soldiers'  Toy  factory  at 
Winnipeg,  was  held  at  the  Industrial  Bureau  Rooms  on 
Sejit.  7.  Plans  were  discussed  for  opening  a  store  on 
Main  street  in  which  to  display  and  sell  toys  and  wooden- 
ware  made  by  the  returned  soldiers. 

So  much  interest  was  excited  at  the  Quebec  Provincial 
Exhibition  by  the  display  of  toys  suitable  for  home  manu- 
facture made  by  the  C.  P.  R.  that  the  exhibition  commis- 
sioners have  awarded  a  gold  medal  to  the  railway  com- 
pany. *  *  * 

Only  Canadian-made  toys  and  Christmas  gifts  will  be 
purciiased  by  the  members  of  the  Women's  Christian 
Temperance  Union  in  Ottawa,  if  the  determinations  of  the 
first  fall  raeetine  are  followed  out. 


BRITISH  TOY  TRADE  NEWS 

Further  additions  are  being  made  to  the  Lord  Roberts 
Memorial  Workshops,  Fuliiam,  England,  land  this  is  now 
one  of  the  largest  toy  factories  in  Great  Britain. 

A  new  naval  war  game  has  been  brouglit  out  by  8.  J. 
Clarke  &  Co.,  extensive  manufacturers  of  toys  in  Lon- 
don, England.  The  name  of  the  game  is  "Nortih  Sea  Tac- 
tics," or  "The  Blue  Water  Battle, "  and  it  is  said  (to  be 
a  game  of  absorbing  interest  to  young  and  old,  to  soldier 
and  sailor  alike.  It  was  designed  by  the  famous  cartoon- 
ist, "Rip."  Other  games  in  preparation  by  the  same  con- 
cern are  "Battles  in  the  Sky,"  and  "The  Artful  Tom- 
mies. ' '

RED  CROSS  kits,  coliapsil)le  drinking  cups,  canteens, 
pedometers,  compasses,  ingersoll  watches,  pen  and' 
jack  knives,  fountain  pens,  the  special  scout  testa- 
ment. Hags  and  hunting  of  all  kiiid.s,  in  addition  to  Boy 
Scout  publications  are  being  sold  extensively  in  bookstores 
which,  have  established  special  Boy  Scout  Departments, 
some  even  going  so  far  as  to  sell  wearing  apparel  for 
scouts. 

The  scout  movement  continues  to  grow  and  for  that  rea- 
son specialization  of  tliis  nature  is  mighty  good  business. 

Following  aie  extracts  from  an  account  appearinsi'  in 
the  recent  issue  in  which  is  told  tlie  story  of  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Boy  Scout  supplies  dei)artment  in  a  Seattle 
store : — 

"p]ffective  publicity  was  given  to  the  department  re- 
cently by  tiie  big  window  devoted  to  featuring  boy  scouts. 
The  background  was  painted  to  represent  a  river,  upon 
which  a  war  craft  was  sailing.  Of  course  such  an  elab- 
orate backfjTound  is  unnecessary — one  of  masses  of  tree 
l)ranches,  to  suggest  a  woodland,  would  be  sufficient.  At 
either  side  were  draped  large  flags,  with  masses  of  green 
foliage  in  the  corners.  Overhead,  suspended  on  wires, 
were  three  miniature  aeroplanes — a  toy  at  present  in  iiigli 
favor  with  young  America.  Three  wax  models  in  Boy 
Scout  uniforms  were  shown.  These  were  secured  througli 
tlie  courtesy  of  a  local  sporting  goods  dealer,  and  due 
mention  of  that  fact  made  in  a  card  displayed  in  the 
Avindow.  Two  of  these  were  holding  aloft  a  large  Ameri- 
can flag,  while  the  third  was  beating  a  tattoo  on  a  big 
drum.  In  one  corner  were  a  pile  of  books  and  a  card 
among  them  said : 

BOY  SCOUT  BOOKS 
Good  reading  for  his  vacation  days. 

Among  the  books  shown  were  three  complete  sets  of 
boy  scout  stories,  replete  with  action,  books  on  how  to 
make  things,  and  several  on  woodcraft.  At  the  other 
side  was  a  rude  table  on  which  were  shown  pedometer,  com- 
pass, and  many  of  the  little  specialties  for  sale  within. 
On  a  camp  stool  near  the  table  was  a  Red  Cross  kit,  and 
by  it  stood  a  bundle  of  rolled  flags,  tied  together  with 
streamers  of  red,  white  and  blue."

As  a  means  of  promoting  Christmas  post  card  sales 
it  would  be  a  good  idea  for  dealers  to  frequently  have  a 
small  advertisement  in  the  newspapers  between  now  and 
Christmas  of  some  such  wording  as  this: 

CHRISTMAS  AND  NEW  YEAR'S  POST  CARDS 
WITH  A  FIVE  WORD  GREETING  CAN  BE  MAILED 
FOR  Ic.  YOU  WILL  FIND  A  FINE  LARGE  ASSORT- 
MENT AT 'S  BOOKSTORE. 

A  SON  OF  SATAN! 

The  following  story  is  told  on  a  Woodstock  book- 
seller:—

There  was  a  twitch  at  each  side  of  the  mouth,  a  look 
upwards  to  "Dad,"  and  a  back  up  of  half  a  step— "  I 
learned  that  I  am  a  son  of  Satan,  Daddy." 
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LESSON  NO.   20- 

WE  have  previously  pointed  out  the  importance  of 
the  lettering,  above  everything  else,  on  the  show 
card.  This  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized. 
The  lettering  must  be  of  a  plain  and  readable  design  and 
therefore  I  shall  point  out  how  an  obscure  form  of  letter- 
ing may  be  transferred  into  a  very  practical  one. 

The  lesson  this  month  is  based  on  the  old  style  script 
which  bore  many  curves  and  flourishes.  Naturally  these 
rendered  ready  reading  difficult,  but  in  order  to  utilize  the 
old  style  you  must  thin  out  these  obscuring  elements  just 
enough  to  bring  out  the  form  of  the  lettering  itself. 

In  the  first  place,  a  most  important  point  is  to  form 
the  letters  at  a  uniform  angle  as  illustrated  by  Fig.  1.  In 
laying  out  the  word,  before  the  color  is  applied,  light 
pencil  lines  are  drawn  a  half  inch  apart  and  at  the  angle 
desired  for  the  lettering.  These,  along  with  the  four 
regular  horizontal  guide  lines,  are  sufficient  to  enable  you 
to  get  the  lettering  properly  balanced  at  a  uniform  angle. 
One  letter  at  an  off  angle  is  like  a  soldier  out  of  step. 

Script,  or  rather  semi-script,  may  be  made  by  either 
outline  or  single  brush  stroke.  Of  the  two,  outline  is 
preferable  for  a  clear  cut  letter  though  the  brush  stroke  is 
quicker.  However,  script  is  not  used  to  any  great  extent, 
so  the  little  extra  time  would  be  well  expended. 

The  outlining  may  be  done  with  either  a  broad  pen  or 
a  small  brush.  I  usually  use  the  pen  myself  but  you  may 
have  better  success  with  the  brush.  Use  the  heavy  carbon 
ink  for  the  pen  outline  work  and  fill  in  later  with  card- 
writers'  black,  using  a  brush. 

This  lesson  is  only  a  starter  for  you  in  modern  script 
lettering.  Magazines  are  full  of  new  ideas  in  this  form  of 
lettering,  drawn  by  high-priced  artists,  and  those  ideas 
are  useful  for  show  card  purposes.  Be  sure  you  thorough- 
ly master  chart  19  before  attempting  anything  new. 

THE  CHART 

The  forms  of  script  lettering  shown  in  the  chart  are 
only  a  few  of  the  many  varieties  which  are  used  for  show

card  and   other  advertising  purposes.     The  main  idea,  I 
repeat,  is  to  combine  utility  and  grace.     (Have  a  good, 
readable  type  that  will  join  up  into  words  gracefully.) 
Lower  Case. 

The  "a"  is  composed  of  six  separate  strokes.  Note  that 
strokes  1  and  2  are  furthest  apart  at  the  centre  of  the 
letter.  These  two  strokes  make  a  good  combination  to 
practice. 

"b's"'  first  two  strokes  come  to  the  upper  guide  line. 
Strokes  4  and  5  are  of  similar  formation  to  1  and  2  of 
"a"  but  are  reversed.     Practice  these  often. 

"c"  is  composed  of  five  distinct  strokes.  This  lettei 
needs  a  lot  of  practice  so  as  to  balance  it  up  properly. 
Note  the  angle  at  which  it  slants. 

"d"  makes  a  very  graceful  letter.  It  is  of  similar  form- 
ation to  the  "a."  The  difference  being  the  extending  of 
strokes  4  and  5  to  the  upper  guide  line. 

"e"  is  a  letter  that,  when  mastered,  can  be  made  very 
rapidly.     It  only  has  four  strokes  in  its  construction. 

f.  Care  must  be  taken  to  get  this  letter  at  the  right 
angle.  Should  you  not  do  so  it  would  spoil  the  whole  word 
in  which  it  was  used.  Practice  well  the  long  sweeping 
strokes  1  and  2. 

You  may  experience  difficulty  with  the  "g"  formation 
but  you  can  master  it  with  continual  practice. 

Strokes  1  and  2  of  "h"  must  be  kept  parallel  with  one 
another.  Strokes  4  and  5  make  a  good  pair  to  practise 
together. 

The  "i"  is  just  a  repetition  of  strokes  4  and  5  of  the 
letter  "a." 

"j"  is  one  of  the  letters  that  comes  to  the  lower  guide 
line.  Note  how  strokes  1  and  2  come  together  at  the 
bottom. 

You  will  need  to  practise  strokes  4,  5,  6  and  7  of  "k" 
many  times  before  you  get  them  to  appear  graceful. 

"I's"  formation  appears  in  other  letters.  Practice 
often. 
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To  make  "m,"  a  nice  swinging  letter,  care  must  be 
taken  to  get  the  six  main  strokes  all  at  the  same  slant. 

"n"  is  of  similar  formation  and  needs  much  practice. 

"o"  is  composed  of  six  separate  strokes.  This  letter 
needs  practice. 

Strokes  3  and  4  of  "p"  are  the  same  as  5  and  6  of 
"o." 

Note  the  sameness  in  the  formation  of  the  "q"  and 
"g. "  The  only  difference  is  in  the  lower  section.  Prac- 
tice strokes  7  and  8  often. 

"r"  is  simple  letter,  but  you  need  to  pay  attention  to 
strokes  3  and  4. 

"s"  is  the  stumbling  block  for  many  amateurs.  Note 
where  the  cross  bars  mark  the  beginning  and  ending  of 
strokes. 

The  curves  at  the  lower  ends  of  strokes  1  and  2  of 
"t"  and  "u"  appear  often  throughout  the  alphabet  and 
need  much  practice. 

You  will  experience  difficulty  in  getting  the  "v"  at 
the  right  slant.    Practice  counts. 

The  "w"  is  of  similar  formation  to  the  "u"  with 
strokes  5  and  6  added.  This  letter  requires  a  great  deal 
of  practice. 

The  "x"  is  completed  with  five  strokes.  As  these 
sti'okes  do  not  appear  in  other  letters  it  is  necessary  that 
you  give  them  an  extra  amount  of  practice. 


The  "y"  is  a  very  graceful  letter  and  works  in  nicely 

The  "z"  is  composed  of  nine  curved  strokes.  This 
letter  is  not  used  as  much  as  the  others  but  its  formation 
should  be  learned. 

Upper  Case 

The  upper  case  script  shows  more  curved  lines  than 
does  the  lower  case.  For  this  reason  all  upper  case  letters 
should  not  be  used  for  making  up  a  word.  No  more  than 
one  must  be  used  to  each  word  and  that  at  the  beginning. 

A  shows  a  nice  combination  of  strokes  in  1  and  2. 
Practice  well  the  diagonal  strokes  3  and  4. 

B  is  composed  of  all  curved  lines.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  difficult  letters  to  master  and  requires  a  great  deal 
of  practice.  All  those  strokes  on  the  right  side  of  the 
letter  need  special  attention, 

"C"  is  a  five-stroke  letter  and  is  not  unlike  the  lower 
case  "c."    All  its  lines  appear  in  other  letters. 

"D"  is  another  all  curve  letter.  Strokes  5  and  6 
should  be  practised  many  times. 

The  "E"  shows  a  variety  of  curved  lines  which  when 
made  correctly  form  a  very  graceful  letter.  Practice 
often. 

The  upper  part  of  the  "F"  requires  a  lot  of  hard 
practice.  This  is  the  first  time  these  strokes  have  ap- 
peared. 

Practice  often   the  combination  strokes  1  and  2,  and 
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.')  and  <).  It  will  take  you  some- time  to  get  these  joined 
i!)i  properly. 

The  fonnation  of  "G"'  needs  a  great  deal  of  attention. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  strokes  1  and  2  have  been  used. 

"H"  also  has  all  curved  lines.  You  will  need  to  prac- 
tise this  letter  often  to  get  it  balanced  properly. 

The  "!'■  and  "J"  are  of  somewhat  the  same  forma- 
tion. Strokes  1  and  2  are  the  same.  Practice  these  letters 
many  times. 

Many  cardwriters  experience  difficulty  in  the  forma- 
tion of  "K. "     Strokes  8,  10  and  11  are  food  for  practice. 

The  combination  strokes  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9  of  "L"  are 
most  important.  Study  well  the  lines  of  this  lettei-  and 
see  if  you  can  learn  to  make  one  like  it. 

"M"  and  "N'"  sliow  strokes  of  similar  nature.  Don't 
spreadi  these  letters  too  much. 

"0"  is  an  important  letter  as  it  is  very  much  used. 
The  opjmsite  curved  lines  1  and  2  and  5  and  6  need  lots 
of  practice. 

"P."  In  tliis  letter  strokes  5  and  (i  are  all  important 
as  they  give  the  balance  to  the  letter. 

"Q"  the  "two-shaped"  letter  over  which  many 
amateurs  have  difficulty.  Every  stroke  in  tliis  letter 
should  be  made  t!u'  same  as  shown.     Practice  many  times. 


"R"  shows  the  formation  of  the  "P"  with  the  tail 
added.  Strokes  7  and  8  give  the  character  of  the  letter  so 
must  be  practiced  well. 

In  *'S"  we  have  a  similar  formation  to  the  lower  case. 

"T"  is  almost  the  same  as  "F. "  Note  the  slant  of 
strokes  3  and  i. 

Notice  the  lines  of  the  letter  "U."  The  graceful 
swing  of  lines  1,  2,  3  and  4  are  most  important. 

The  "V's"  formation  is  shown  in  the  centre  of  the 
upper  case  "M."     Practice  carefully. 

Note  the  similarity  between  the  forepart  of  the  "W" 
and  the  letter  "U."  Take  pains  to  get  all  three  uprights 
in  tliis  letter  the  same  distance  apart. 

"X"  is  not  used  very  often  in  upper  case  hut  never- 
theless its  formation  should  be  known  to  the  cardwriter. 
This  is  an   excellent   letter  to  practice  on. 

"Y"'  is  another  letter  with  shapely  lines.     Note  that 
strokes  2  and  3  do  not  rest  on  the  lower  guide  line.    It 
comes  about  three-quarters  of  the  way  down. 

The  "Z"'  and  "&"  show  many  lines  that  may  be  used 
for  practice  work.  Tlie  upjier  part  of  the  Z  is  most  im- 
portant. 

By  way  of  showing  varieties  of  letter  formation  note 
the  letters  "  M. "  " L"  and  "  E "  in  tlie  word  "MacLean."

SIGNIFICANT  facts  and  figures  as  well  as  good  sane 
iulvice  are  set  forth  in  an  editorial  ap])earing  in  the 
current  issue  of  a  trade  paper  devoted  to  five  and 
ten  cent  stores  in  the  United  States.  Tiie  extracts  repro- 
duced herewith  will  be  of  value  to  those  merchants  who 
iiave  already  established  or  contemplate  establishing  a 
distinct  five-ten-fifteen  cent  or  five  to  twenty-five  cent 
department: 

The  average  syndicate  sales  in  straiglit  five  and  ten 
cent  stores  taken  from  statistics  obtained  from  year  to 
vear  are  about  as  follows,  per  year;  5,000  population, 
$35,000;  10,000  populaticm,  .$50,000;  and  they  figure  an 
extra  $1,000  for  each  additional  5,000  population.  When 
there  is  strong  competition,  allow  20  per  cent,  less  for 
sales. 

However,  knowinsr  the  amount  of  business  you  can  get 
from,  eacli  dcpartnunt,  you  sliould  be  able  to  figure  what 
the  investment  should  be,  based  on  the  following  turn- 
overs, wliich  are  taken  from  a  syndicate  record  of  ten 
years'  sales. 

The  turn-overs  are  as  follows,  per  year:  Candy,  21: 
notions,  0;  hair  ornaments,  16;  dry  goods,  12;  stationery, 
6;  silverware,  5;  millinery,  50;  holiday  "and  Easter  goods, 
6;  hardware,  6;  glassware,  5;  music,  25;  post  cards,  9; 
drug.s,  5;  lamp  and  gas  goods,  4;  hosiei-y,  7;  brushes  and 
woodenware,  5;  tinware,  7;  pottery  and  earthenware,  6; 
imported  china,  3. 

It  would  be  foolhardiness  on  the  part  of  anyone  to  at- 
tempt to  tell  you  how  much  money  to  put  into  each  de- 
partment, as  this  can  only  be  proven  by  two  or  more  years 
of  actual  sales  in  your  store,  but  you  can  use  the  following 
as  a  guide  in  ordering  merchandise  where  you  have  an 
average  investment  that  is,  after  your  store  has  been 
started  in  business  you  are  safe  in  ordering  each  week  as 
much  goods  as  you  sold  the  week  previous^  by  departments. 
Caution  must  be  used,  of  course,  on  those  lines  governed 
by  the  seasons;  that  is,  at  the  end  of  winter  you  must  de- 


crease  your  orders  on  winter  goods,  and  at  the  beginning 
of  spring  increase  your  spring  goods  lines,  etc. 

The  syndicates  keep  a  record  each  week  of  each  de- 
partment and  the  amount  ordered,  which  is  a  guide  for  the 
next  year,  and  if  they  think  a  manager  is  not  ordering 
sufficient  in  that  line  they  send  him  more,  and  in  this  way 
tiieir  stock  is  kept  turning. 

Another  thing  to  remember  is  that  the  distance  from 
the  market  controls  to  a  great  extent  the  amount  a  mer- 
ciiant  should  keep  in  stock.  If  you  can  get  your  notions 
in  a  week's  time,  then  carry  a  week's  supply  of  notions, 
and  in  tins  way  you  can  expect  the  average  number  of 
turn -overs. 

One  thing  to  be  avoided,  however,  by  the  man  of  lim- 
ited capital  is  stocking  up  on  fads,  novelties,  etc.,  because 
of  the  low  price,  as  the  seasons  change  so  rapidly  and 
styles  die  out  so  (luickly  that  it  is  the  easiest  thing  in  the 
world  to  get  stuck. 

One  feature  is  following  up  the  want  sheets;  that  is, 
have  each  girl  keep  a  want  sheet  showing  the  articles  she 
has  calls  for,  and  then  get  the  goods  if  there  are  a  number 
of  .-alls  for  any  one  item.  It  is  surprising  in  the  Syndicate 
stores  how  often  they  are  out  of  everyday  articles,  and  it 
matters  not  wlietlier  your  store  be  large  or  small,  you  want 
to  give  the  calls  attention  and  keep  your  customers  com- 
ina-.  Remember,  also,  you  make  more  money  by  selling  two 
gross  of  any  article  at  10c  each  that  cost  .$10.00  than  you 
do  on  one  gross  at  a  cost  of  $8.50. 

If  you  have  syndicate  competition,  try  this  and  see  how 
quickly  you  can  pull  the  business  your  way.

Some  Good  Suggestions  and  Selected  Lists  a  s  Sulmiitted  by  Dr.  Locke  of  the  Toronto 

Public  Library 


THE  subject  of  suitable  books  for  Canadian  boys  is 
ably  dealt  with  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Toronto 
Public  Library  Book  Bulletin  and  the  article  itself 
together  with  the  list  of  books  presented  are  reproduced 
here  because  of  the  practical  value  thus  afforded  to  other 
librarians  and  to  retail  booksellers: — 

"For  some  time,  one  might  say  years,  we  have  been  ex- 
perimenting with  the  compilation  of  a  list  of  books  which 
from  our  experience  of  Canadian  lads  we  thought  niiuiit  be 
of  almost  general  interest  to  them.  We  frankly  declare 
that  we  do  not  believe  in  the  so-called  'lists  of  books,'  and 
especially  do  we  disbelieve  in  lists  of  books  which  'every 
boy  should  know.'  We  have  not  found  the  'every  boy,' 
'the  boy,'  or  any  of  those  seemingly  average  products  so 
often  described  as  such  by  teachers  who  from  their  experi- 
ence should  know  better,  oi"  by  childless  members  of 
women's  societies  who  have  never  lived  and  sympathized 
with  the  growing  lad. 

Again,  our  experiments,  as  our  experience,  are  with 
Canadian  lads;  and  a  list  of  books  suitable  for  American 
lads  (and  there  are  some  which  seem  to  us  to  be  excellent 
lists  ,  or  a  list  for  English  lads,  would  differ  in  even  moi-e 
than  mere  local  color  from  one  which  we  might  suggest  as 
a  basis  for  our  Canadian  lads. 

And  yet  we  must  have  lists.  Peop)e  believe  in  them — 
especially  if  they  have  the  signature  of  someone  in  author- 
ity-— for  education  is  still  the  great  conservative  force 
which  marks  out  the  logical  path  by  which  individuals 
(and  therefore  illogical)  shall  pass  towards  the  develop- 
ment, not  of  themselves  so  much  as  of  the  idea  that  such  a 
system  of  education  stands  for. 

In  our  Public  Library  we  have  children,  not  school  chil- 
dren. We  know  nothing  of  their  particular  attainments 
except  as  these  manifest  themselves  in  a  natural  environ- 
ment where  there  is  free  scope  for  development  provided 
that  general  social  laws  are  observed — and  they  are  ob- 
served without  the  necessity  of  being  formulated.  It  is  £or 
adults  that  laws  must  be  printed.  The  Library  then  is  the 
true  democratic  educational  institution  because  it  not  only 
is  free  to  all  and  on  the  same  basis  to  all  but  it  affords 
each  an  opportunity  to  become  useful  in  proportion  as  he 
is  gifted  and  is  diligent  in  his  efforts. 

The  boy  who  reads  widens  his  interests  and  becomes 
more  companionable;  he  finds  out  how  to  acquire  know- 
ledge and  therefore  becomes  more  independent  because  h* 
knows  more  and  his  confidence  develops.  He  learns  not 
only  how  to  get  at  knowledge  but  where  the  sources  of 
knowledge  are,  and  he  emerges  from  the  ranks  into  a  posi- 
tion of  command. 

It  is  necessary  to  remember  that  one  cannot  prevent 
boys  from  reading.  It  is  an  appetite  that  is  perfectly  nor- 
mal and  that  shows  itself  particularly  strong  in  the  years 
from  ten  tt)  sixteen  or  thereabduts.  It  is  an  appetite  that 
demands  food  for  boys'  stories  which  have  a  "grip"  to 
them;  which  have  the  excitement  and  the  quick  movement 
of  the  boy  of  those  years — daring,  adventurous,  with  the 
"square  deal"  but  not  too  obvious  a  moral.  If  these  are 
not  provided  boys  can  easily  satisfy  natural  instincts  by 
the  nickel  and  dime  trash  which  circulates  by  the  millions 
because  parents  and  teachers  and  librarians  have  not  ap- 


l)reciated  this  fact  as  they  should  and  have  been  lax  in 
l)roviding  for  these  interesting  famished  creatures. 

And  now,  like  the  chairman  of  a  meeting,  let  me  say : 
With  these  few  remarks  I  wish  to  present  to  you  the  first 
cliapter  of  a  list  of  books  which  the  Children's  Department 
and  the  Chief  Librarian  think  may  be  of  interest,  value, 
and  pleasure  to  Canadian  boys.  This  is  submitted  for  dis- 
cussion, comment,  and  criticism  before  it  will  be  issued  in 
a  more  formal  manner  with  explanatory  notes,  editions, 
prices,  publishers,  etc.  Miss  Lillian  Smith  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Department,  or  the  Chief  Librarian  will  be  pleased 
to  have  suggestions  from  those  who  are  interested  in  this 
l)hase  of  our  work.

Clark's  Strong  Advocacy  of  Adequate 

Free  Public  Library 

IT  will  probably  surprise  many  re-aders  of  BOOKSEL- 
LER AND  STATIONER  that  the  city  of  Halifax, 
N.S.,  has  been  lacking  a  public  library.  This  lack, 
however,  promises  to  he  supplied  l)efore  very  long.  The 
Commercial  Club  of  Halifax  has  undertaken  a  plan  with 
that  end  in  view. 

Rev.  Dr.  Clark,  addressing  that  body  recently,  said 
that  he  was  sjjeaking  from  the  heart  of  a  very  great  need, 
when  he  impressed  upon  his  auditors  the  need  for  an 
adequate  free  public  lihrai-y  for  Halifax.  He  told  of  tlie 
great  struggle  wliich  had  been  waged  in  Calgary  before 
a  library  was  obtained.  A  splendid  building  was  finally 
erected  in  the  centre  of  the  city  and  it  became  a  won- 
derful boon  to  the  community.  Tradesmen  and  laborers 
largely  patronized  it,  for  tliere  they  found  the  very  lat- 
est technical  works. 

"I  know  perfectly  well  that  tlieir  concei>tion  of  (ilieir 
work  w.as  considerably  enlarged  tlirough  their  reading,'' 
said  Dr.  Clark. 

Dr.  Clark  spoke  of  the  little _Ontario  town  in  whic); 
he  'had  been  educated  and  of  the  public  library  there 
which  had  a  profound  influence  on  the  mental  life  of  the 
community. 

"We  want  to  give  our  ijoojile  every  chance  to  make 
themselves  worth  while  and  I  do  not  know  of  any  one 
thing  which  will  do  tliLs  better  thian  a  fine  large  public 
library,"  said  he. 

The  library  of  Calgary  'had  become  a  book  club  iiouse 
in  which  there  was  to  be  found  the  very  heart  beat  of  tlie 
city;  there  was  developed  a  civic  senst*. 


A  LIBRARY  BULLETIN 

The  first  issue  of  the  Niagara  Falls  Public  Library 
Bulletin  has  come  to  BOOKSELLER  AND  STATIONER. 
It  is  to  be  issued  periodically  in  order  to  foster  greater 
interest  in  the  library,  the  library  board  feeling  that  the 
institution  was  not  being  used  to  the  extent  that  it  should 
be  by  the  citizens. 

Following  are  some  extracts  from  the  announcement : 

"Many  very  good  books  on  timely  subjects  circulate  so 
little  that  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  those  who 
■  might  be  interested  in  them  are  unaware  of  their  presence 
on  the  shelves. 

These  bulletins  sliould  not  be  treated  as  catalogues. 
This  library  does  not  publish  a  complete  printed  catalogue. 
There  is  an  excellent  card  index  which  gives  every  book; 
and  the  general  public  is  invited  to  use  this  for  reference. 
The  librarian  or  the  assistant  in  charge,  always  will  be 
glad  to  help  in  the  selection  or  locating  of  books  and 
often  can  suggest  titles  of  books  in  which  treatment  of  a 
given  subject  may  be  found. 

No  charge  is  made  for  this  bulletin,  and  anyone  inter- 
ested may,  by  giving  name  and  address  to  the  Librarian 
have  copies  mailed  as  issued." 

This  first  issue  of  the  Bulletin  gives  an  interesting 
historical  sketch  of  the  Niagara  Falls  Public  Library  and 
important  information  and  statistics  from  the  annual  re- 
port together  with  lists  of  adult  fiction,  fiction  added  since 
January  1,  together  with  other  lists  of  books  contained  in 
the  library. 


INCREASED  CIRCULATION 

LIBRARIANS  and  also  booksellers  will  read  with  in- 
terest the  following  editorial  reproduced  from  a  re- 
cent issue  of  the  Chatham  News,  and  BOOKSELLER 
AND  STATIONER  would  suggest  that  this  subject  he 
brought  to  the  attention  of  editors  in  other  towns,  feeling 
confident  that  this  course  will  resulit  in  tlie  publiisiliinm  .it 
editorials  along  the  same  line,  an  object  much  to  be  desired 
in  the  interests  of  promoting  greater  interest  in  books: 

"Reports  presented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Public  Lib- 
rary Board  last  evening  sliowed  that  there  has  been  a 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  books  in  circulation  ami 
also  in  those  usedi  in  circulation. 

This  should  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  those  who 
are  directly  in  charge  of  the  activities  of  the  institution 
as  well  as  to  the  citizens  in  general. 

The  Public  Library  is  used  most  by  those  in  average 
circumstances  who  have  not  the  privilege  or  pleasure  of 
a  private  library  or  more  than  a  few  volumes.  Even  those 
with  large  libraries  find  the  advantages  of  the  public  insti- 
tution are  many. 

Increase  in  circulation  means  that  the  people  of  the 
city  are  taking  an  increasing  interest  in  mental  develop- 
ment and  tiiis  speaks  well  for  the  city  and  its  general 
advancement. 

The  people  of  Chatham  are  perfectly  willing  that  the 
library  board  should  expend  such  amounts  as  may  be 
necessary  to  keep  the  library  up  to  a  high  stand'ard  of 
efficiency  and  while  extravagance  will  not  be  tolerated,  at 
the  same  time  the  board  should  not  retard  efficiency  for 
the  sake  of  a  few  dollars  in  expense.  The  sending  of  lib- 
rarians to  visit  other  institutions  and  to  attend  conven- 
tions and  training  schools  is  the  proper  course  and  means 
increased  efficiency  for  the  local  .staff  and  institution." 


JANE  AUSTEN  CENTENARY 

A  Jane  Austen  Centenary  is  to  be  commemorated  next 
year,  her  death  having  occurred  July  17,  1817. 

For  half  a  century  after  Miss  Austen's  death  little 
was  written  about  her,  but  since  the  "Memoir"  of  J.  E. 
Austen  Leigh,  published  in  1870,  there  have  been  num- 
erous biographies  and  innumerable  articles  dealing  with 
her  life  and  works.  The  full  appreciation  of  Miss  Aus- 
ten's genius  came  only  long  after  her  death,  and  in  Eng- 
land and  some  parts  of  America  it  has  reached  the  pro- 
portions of  a  cult.  The  centenary  of  her  death  is  likely 
to  bring  about  a  widespread  interest  in  her  novels,  and  it 
is  quite  possible  that  the  "average  reader"  will  have  his 
curiosity  so  piqued  as  to  actually  read  her  works. 

Miss  Austen  was  21  when  she  began  her  first  and  most 
important  literary  work;  "Pride  and  Prejudice,"  and  she 
completed  it  in  ten  months.  "Sense  and  Sensibility" 
and  "Northanger  Abbey"  were  written  soon  after,  but 
were  not  published  for  several  years.  She  was  41  at  the 
time  of  her  death,  Qn  July  18,  1817. 

One  of  the  best  estimates  of  Miss  Austen's  lit-erary 
style  was  that  written  by  Sir  Walter  Scott  in  his  dairy, 
about  a  decade  after  her  death:  "Read  again,  for  the 
third  time  at  least.  Miss  Austen's  finally  written  "Pride 
and  Prejudice.'  That  young  lady  has  a  talent  for  des- 
cribing the  involvements  and  feelings  and  characters  of 
ordinary  life  which  is  to  me  the  most  wonderful  I  ever 
met  with.  The  big  Bow  Wow  strain  I  can  do  myself  like 
any  now  going;  but  the  exquisite  touch  which  renders  or- 
dinary commonplace  things  and  characters  interesting 
from  the  truth  of  the  description  and  the  sentiment  is 
denied  to  me."

OX  September  9,  William  Briggs,  the  dean  of  Can- 
adian j)ublishers.  |)as«ed  the  eightieth  milestone  of 
life. 
William  Briggs  was  born  at  Bainbridge.  England,  of 
Scotch  and  irisli  parents.  He  was  educated  at  Liveipool 
and  came  to  Canada  as  a  young-  man,  entering  the 
Methodist  ministry  first  as  a  probationer  in  1857  at^Dur- 
ham,  Quebec,  being  ordained  in  1863.  He  was  for  the 
next  few  years  a  Methodist  pastor  in  manv  i>arts  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  gaining  celebrity  for  "his  preaching. 
He  also  filled  many  important  official  posts  in  the  con- 
ferences of  his  church,  and  was  first  elected  book  steward 
of  the  Methodist  Church  in  1879.  In  the  past  thirty- 
seven  years  he  has  been  larg-ely  instrumental  in  makino- 
the  Methodist  Boyk  Room  the  largest  publishing  house 
in  Canada,  and  has  broadened  its  scope  to  include  all 
branches  of  -ood  literature.  His  preaching  and  other 
activities  in  connection  with  other  departments  of  the 
religious  organization  in  which  he  has  played  so  prom- 
inent a  pari  have  also  been  great;  and  his  breadth  of 
view  has  won  him  friends  among  men  of  many  diverge 
faiths.  No  living  Canadian  can  boast  a  longer  list  of 
personal  friends  and  acquaintances,  both  of  the  past  and 
ot  the  present.

As  to 
this  absurd  cliar^e  let  Mi.  Brady  speak  for  himself: 

"I  bear  an  Irish  name,  but  my  fanuly  has  been  in 
America  for  250  years.  I  am  an  American.  1  tiiouiiht 
the  Irish  Hdbcllion  was  a  crime  against  civilization,  and 
that  Casement  received  a  justly  merited  punishment.

JOHNSON'S  NEW  NOVEL 

"The  Woman  Gives,"  Owen  Johnson's  new  novel,  pub- 
lished in  Canada,  by  McClelland,  Goodchild  and  Stewart, 
is  well  up  to  the  reputation  establi-shed  by  Mr.  Johnson 
in  his  former  novels.  It  deals  with  a  number  of  artists, 
literary  lights  and  men  and  women  of  a  Bohemian  kind, 
whose  Bohemianism  is  a  very  real  if  somewhat  tawdry 
affair.  Mr.  Johnson  works  out  his  theme,  expressed  in 
the  title,  admirably,  and  the  reader  has  humor  and  pathos 
alternated  from  cover  to  cover.  Tlie  book  is  immensely 
interesting;  its  author's  sure  and  facile  touch  makes  it  a 
1)ook  one  can  read  and  re-read.  Not  every  book  measures 
up  to  that. 

A  forthcoming  volume  is  "Letters  of  John  Wesley,"  by 
George  Eayrs,  F.R.  Hist.  S.  The  author  is  widely  known 
in  Methodism  both  in  Great  Britain  and  America.  His 
were  the  plans  for  "A  New  History  of  Methodism,'"  a 
monumental  work  in  two  volumes,  which  immediately  be- 
came a  standard  work  on  this  subject.  He  was  its  most 
voluminous  contributor.  "Letters  of  John  Wesley"  is  a 
selection  of  new  and  important  letters  of  the  great  divine, 
"the  man  who  changed  the  face  of  England."  Mr.  Eayrs 
is  one  of  the  foremost  authorities  on  Wesleyana  and  is 
empowered  to  speak  authoritatively  and  certainly  on  the 
matter  of  which  he  treats.  The  Rt.  Hon.  Augustine 
Birrell,  lately  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland,  contributes  a 
chapter  to  the  book.  '  It  will  doubtless  have  a  wide  sale 
among  Methodists  and  lovers  of  history.  The  price  in 
Ensjland  is  10/6  net.

GARDENING  BOOKS 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  British  Columbia  seasons  are 
much  earlier  than  in  Eastern  Canada,  Cassell  &  Co.  have 
this  year  is.sued  their  list  of  gardening  books  much  earlier 
than  usual,  such  books  being  in  demand  in  that  province 
directly  after  Christmas.

Here  is  a  library  that  contains  the  how  and  why  of  every 
garden  problem  from  hollyhocks  to  cauliflower.  Now  is 
the  time  to  start  your  garden^ — here  are  the  books  you  need 
to  help  you  make  it  a  success."

We  have  for  centuries  read  and  heard  of  tlie  glories  of 
war, — tlie  stirring  bravery  of  the  battlefield,  the  dogged 
steadfastness  of  the  long  waits  and  marches, — we  have 
seen  war  with  its  regimentals  aglitter  with  gold  lace, — our 
pulses  liave  beat  to  its  music.  Miss  Ellen  La  Motte,  R.N.

trained  and  sea.soned  scientist  of  world-wide  reputation.

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Constructive  Plan  to  Assist  Retailers 

The  Movement  Formulated  by  the  Ad.  Clubs    of  the  World  to  Standardize   Business 
Systems  and  Render  Tangible  Assistance  to  Merchants — An  Explanation 

From  the  President 


REiCKISPTlLY,  Herbert  S.  Houston, 
President  of  the  Associated  Ad- 
vertising Clubs  of  the  World,  de- 
livered an  address  before  the  Montreal 
Advertising  iClub,  in  which  he  outlined 
the  remarkable  movement  that  is  now 
definitely  under  way  to  assist  retail 
merchants  in  the  matter  of  store  sys- 
tems. The  movement  is  one  of  such 
importance  that  a  resume  of  tlie  ad- 
dress was  received  direct  from  Mr. 
Houston,  and  it  is  appended  herewith : — 

"A  few  days  ago  I  drove  out  to  the 
scene  of  the  recent  disaster  at  the  Que- 
bec Bridge.  I  gazed  at  that  immense 
structure,  impressed  beyond  words  by 
the  solidarity,  the  massiveness  of  it. 
But  there  was  something  lacking — the 
great  middle  span.  From  the  ends  of 
the  other  sections  hung  those  great 
chains,  broken  and  tangled,  mute  evi- 
dence of  what  had  occurred. 

"Now,  the  Quebec  Bridge  was  all 
right.  It  was  structurally  sound.  It 
was  one  of  the  great  achievements  of 
human  brains  and  human  hands  of  our 
time.  But — in  a  casting  of  the  lifting 
apparatus,  away  over  on  the  southwest 
corner  was  a  tiny  flaw,  not  much,  but 
sufficient  to  plunge  that  5,200-ton  mass 
of  metal  to  the  bottom  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence Ri\or. 

"And  that,  to  my  mind,  exactly  illu-s- 
trates  the  position  of  American  (and 
when  I  say  American,  I  mean  North 
American)  business  to-day.  It  is  struc- 
turally sound,  and  one  of  the  greatest 
achievements  of  the  successive  genera- 
tions. But  in  it  there  is  a  flaw,  not 
large,  but  like  the  flaw  in  the  casting 
of  the  Quebec  Bridge,  vital  enough  to 
weaken  the  whole  structure. 

"Business  to-day  is  95  per  cent, 
sound.  Only  about  5  per  cent,  of  it  is 
dishonest  and  it  is  this  5  per  cent,  that 
the  Vigilance  Committee  of  Associated 
Advertising  Clubs  of  the  World  and  all 
good  mcTchants  seek  to  eliminate.  This 
5  per  cent,  is  the  rotten  apple  in  the 
barrel. 

Co-operation  the  Key  to  Honest  Adver- 
tising 

"It  is  co-operation  amongst  the  allies 
that  is  winning  this  war.  The  co-opera- 
tion of  all  of  us  is  needed  for  our  own 
task.  The  Advertising  Club  asks  yon 
all  to  help,  merchant  and  manufacturer, 
jobber  and  clerk.  It  is  with  honest  ad- 
vertising that  we  are  chiefly  concerned. 
The  value  of  our  co-operation  is  well  il- 
lustrated by  a  recent  ease.  The  Good- 
year  Tire    Co.    had    spent   $14,000     for 


some  years  in  unsuccessfully  trying  to 
bring  to  book  a  dishonest  manufacturer 
who  always  invoked  the  aid  of  the  law 
by  claiming  that  his  big  competitors 
were  endeavoring  to  destroy  him,  the 
little  fellow.  The  case  was  brought  to 
our  attention.  In  sixty  days  and  at  a 
cost  of  only  $2,300,  we  had  put  that- 
dishonest  advertiser  out  of  business. 
A  Convert 

"But  all  the  offenders  are  not  dishon- 
est. Some  are  only  ignorant.  The  one 
we  must  prosecute;  the  other  educate. 
Recently  our  attention  was  called  to  a 
ease  in  Minnesota,  a  dry  goods  man, 
who  was  advertising  an  all-wool  child's 
sweater  at  9'8c.  Our  committee  bought 
one  and  found  it  to  be  all  shoddy.  They 
called  his  attention  to  this  fact.  He  in- 
formed them  that  he  was  running  that 
business  and  would  run  it  to  suit  (him- 
self. He  would  not  listen  to  reason,  so 
the  committee  invoked  force.  The  mer- 
chant was  prosecuted  under  a  recently 
enacted  Minnesota  statute  covering  such 
eases  and  our  point  was  made.  But 
this  story  has  a  sequel.  This  merchant 
only  required  enlightening.  The  next 
year  he  came  to  our  committee  and 
asked  to  head  the  subscription  list  for 
tlie  prosecution  of  untruthful  advertis- 
ing in  his  state. 

The  Flaw  in  the  Structure 

And  tliis,  just  plain,  simple  lionesty. 
is  the  biggest  simple  asset  of  our  mer- 
chandising system  to-day.  Dishonesty 
is  the  flaw  in  the  casting  of  the  indus- 
trial structure.  It  is  you.  the  merch- 
ant, the  manufacturer,  and  we  of  the 
Advertising  Club,  who  must  establish 
confidence  in  the  integrity  of  business 
so  tliat  we  may  compete  asrainst  one  an- 
otlier  on  a  basis  of  quality  of  our  ser- 
vice and  our  goods  and  not  on  the  ex- 
travagance of  our  statements. 
The  Point  of  Contact 

The  attitude  of  the  buying  public  to- 
ward the  merchant  and  his  statements 
must  be  altered.  At  present  it  inclines 
to  be  cynical  and  doubtful  of  them.  By 
honest  statements  in  our  advertising  we 
can  and  will  alter  this  condition.  Now, 
the  United  States  Trade  Commission, 
after  a  lengthy  and  impartial  investi- 
gation, has  found  that  the  _greatest 
weakness  in  the  business  structure  is  the 
inefficienti  aeconntins:  methods  of  the 
averaore  retailer.  In  other  words,  the 
retailer  is  not  a  good  business  man  in 
the  modem  understandino:  of  that  term. 
Think  of  it.  At  the  point  of  contact 
with  the  ultimate  consumer,  the  most  im- 
portant link  in  the  business  chain,  this 
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great  weakness  has  been  allowed  to  de- 
velop. 

Business  Records  for  Retailers 

"It  is  to  correct  this  condition  that 
we  have  inaugurated  the  present  cam- 
paign of  introducing  a  system  of  scien- 
tific and  simple  Business  Methods  for 
Retailers.  Data  are  now  being  collected 
on  the  actual  working  of  the  new  sys- 
tem in  the  case  of  grocers,  hardware 
dealers,  hoot  and  shoe  dealers  and  jew- 
ellers. Eventually,  all  other  classes  of 
merchants  will  be  reached.  The  list  is 
being  added  to  constantly.  Some  of  the 
great  colleges  of  the  country,  the  U.  S. 
Federal  Trade  Commission,  the  Ameri- 
can Society  of  Chartered  Accountants, 
are  co-operating  with  us  in  preparing 
tiiese  systems  which  will  enable  the 
merchant  at  any  time  to  tell  just  where 
he  stands.  The  first  pamphlets  des- 
criptive of  the  Business  Records  will  be 
gotten  out  in  the  next  few  weeks  and 
distributed  to  the  trades  concerned.  A 
point  about  the  systems  is  that  they 
have  been   tested   and   proved. 

Some  merchants  make  the  mistake  of 
supposing  business  to  be  a  proposition 
of  one  dimension,  the  margin  of  pro- 
fit. They  are  wrong.  There  are  two  di- 
mensions; the  size  of  the  individual  pro- 
fit multiplied  by  the  speed  of  the  turn- 
over determines  the  total  profits  of  the 
business. 

W.  H.  IngersoU,  of  the  IngersoU  m 
Watch  Co.,  to  whom  is  due  great  credit  ' 
in  working  out  our  systems  of  account- 
ing, tells  of  an  interesting  case  he  un- 
earthed in  his  investigations.  He  ask- 
ed a  certain  dealer  how  he  kept  his 
stock.  'Oh,'  the  dealer,  said,  'I  keep 
the  goods  that  move  fast  handy  to  the 
counter  here  and  the  rest  of  'em  in  the 
back  room.'  And,  he  added  in  a  burst 
of  confidence,  'I  don't  have  to  go  back 
there  very  often,  you  see,  so  it  ain't 
worth  while  having  them  up  close." 

Mr.  IngersoU  asked  him  on  which  the 
profits  were  greatest.  'Oh,  the  goods  at 
the  hack.  Big  profits  in  them,  only  I 
don't  never  sell  none.  There  ain't  much 
profit  in  them  other  goods  up  froHt,  but 
when  I  keep  handing  'em  out  all  the 
time  there  is." 

"And  that  will  he  one  of  the  chief 
objects  of  these  Business  Records— ^to 
show  to  an  absolute  certainty  to  the 
dealer  just  what  goods  give  profits  and 
what  goods  accumulate  dust." 

At  the  conclusion  of  tliis  notable  ad- 
dress, the  audience  availed  themselves 
of  Mr.  Houston 's  ntfer  to  answer  any 
question  asked.  ^

In  reply  to  the  question  as  to  what 
liad  been  done  toward  effecting  an  or- 
ganization for  the  pushing  of  the  sys- 
tem outlined,  'Mr.  Houston  said:  "A 
well  organized  selling  organization  has 
been  formed  by  James  W.  Fisk,  who 
trained  the  selling  staff  of  the  great 
Lord  &  Taylor  store  of  New  York.  The 
possibilities  of  service  to  retailers  in 
our  idea  so  appealed  to  Mr.  Fisk  that 
he  consented  to  take  $2,000  a  year  less 
than  he  had  been  receiving  from  Lord 
&  Taylor.  He  and  his  organization  will 
work  through  the  Advertising  Club." 

"Another  feature  of  our- work  for  re- 
tailers is  the  Short  Course  for  Merch- 
ants, requiring  one  week.  Frank  Stock- 
dale,  formerly  of  the  staff  of  System, 
gives  six  lectures  in  each  town  visited 
on  the  best  merchandising  practices  of 
to-day.  The  success  of  these  lectures 
is  phenomenal.  He  has  never  yet  lec- 
tured in  a  town  which  has  not  enthusi- 
astically supported  us  since,  so  that  he 
is  now  booked  up  until  January.  The 
Advertising  Clubs  of  the  towns  visited 
have  usually  arranged  to  secure  Mr. 
Stockdale,  and  up  to  date  the  clubs 
have  financed  the  cost  by  the  sale  of  tic- 
kefs  and  courses  to  merchants  and 
clerks.  The  charges  are  only  nominal, 
and  I  do  not  know  a  club  that  has  had 
to  pay  a  cent  out  on  this  cour.se.     The 


headquarters  of  the  Associated  Adver- 
tising Clubs  of  the  World  are  in  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana,  and  full  details  of  the 
plan  can  be  secured  from  P.  S.  Florea, 
the  secretary  there." 

Asked  as  to  how  far  the  system  was 
practical  rather  than  theoretical,  Mr. 
Houston  said:  "The  Business  Record 
System  for  boot  and  shoe  dealers  has 
been  tried  out  for  several  months  in 
Massachusetts.  The  book  of  instruction 
will  be  made  up  from  the  actual  day  to 
day  experiences  of  men  who  have  tried 
it.  It  will  be  couched  in  the  simplest 
language.  The  society  of  chartered  ac- 
countants have  helped  in  all  of  our 
work  and  they  stand  ready  at  any  time 
to  lielp  any  mercliant  wlio  solicits  aid, 
at   a   reasonable  fee." 

In  reply  to  the  question  as  to  what 
other  classes  of  dealers  would  be  help- 
ed, Mr.  Houston  said:  "We  started  out 
with  the  grocers  because  everywhern 
there  are  grocers  and  the  grocery  trade 
appears  to  attract  men  of  small  capital 
and  no  previous  training  to  an  unusual 
degree  so  that  it  was  obviously  most  in 
need  of  help.  Eventually,  we  will  place 
the  systems  before  all  retailers  in  the 
order  of  their  importance  as  a  class." 

Warren  D.  Browne,  the  secretary  of 
the  Montreal  Publicity  Club,  then  asked 
whetlicr  or  not  the  manufacturers  were 


willing  to  render  any  assistance  in  plac- 
ing the  new  system  of  bookkeeping  be- 
fore the  retail  trade.  He  remarked 
that  one  of  the  great  difficulties  the 
manufacturers  had  in  distributing  goods 
was  tliat  retailers  were  continually  go- 
ing out  of  business,  particularly  in  the 
case  of  retail  grocers. 

Mr.  Houston  said:  "The  big  manu- 
facturing concerns  of  the  United  States 
have  promised  their  whole-hearted  as- 
sistance in  spreading  our  idea  amongst 
their  customers.  They  have  promised 
to  turn  their  salesmen  loose  to  boost 
the  systems  in  every  city  and  hamlet. 
They  call  it  the  most  constructive  thing 
ever  done  for  the  retail  trade  of  the 
country.  Detailed  information  will  be 
furnished  to  manufacturers  and  'others 
by  each  local  association  to  use  on  any 
particular  branch  of  trade." 

F.  W.  Stewart,  manager  of  Cluett. 
Peabody  &  Co.,  Inc.,  for  Canada,  and 
president  of  the  Montreal  Publicity  As- 
sociation, and  Frank  H.  Rowe,  Canadian 
representative  of  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  Associated  Advertising  Clubs, 
then  made  brief  speeches  laudatory  of 
Mr.  Houston,  and  the  constructive  idea 
which  the  Associated  Advertising  Clubs 
are  developing  for  the  service  of  re- 
tailers.

■'Tlie  Mexican  Review"  is  the  name  of  a  new  period- 
ical the  first  issue  of  which  is  dated  October.  It  is  pub- 
lished at  Washington,  D.C.,  and  its  object  is  to  enlighten 
the  American  people  in  respect  to  the  hopes,  ambitions, 
beneficent  intentions  and  accomplishments  of  the  consti- 
tutional government  of  Mexico. 

Randolph  Wellford  Smith,  author  of  "Benighted 
Mexico,"  comes  in  for  attention  in  this  issue  as  follows: 

"  'Benighted  Mexico' — This  is  the  title  of  a  book  that 
lias  just  been  issued  by  Mr.  Randolph  Wellford  Smith, 
and  which  is  described  as  an  'absolutely  impartial'  state- 
ment of  conditions  in  that  country,  which  'may  make 
history."  The  author  alleges  tiiat  he  is  a  'trained  journal- 
ist' who  has  been  a  'deep  student  ...  of  Mexico's 
many  sociological  and  humanitarian  problems. ' 

"Perusual  of  the  work  discloses  one  prominent  fact — 
that  Mr.  R.  W.  Smith  has  never  been  in  Mexico,  has 
never  met  any  of  the  revolutionary  leaders,  and  knows 
nothing  at  first  hand  of  actual  Mexican  conditions.  Or  if 
he  may  have  made  a  personal  study  of  men  and  conditions, 
he  has  succeeded  most  skilfully  in  concealing  that  fact. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  book  presents  indisputable  evi- 
dence to  any  trained  writer  of  being  a  mere  rehash  of  the 
most  ultra  sensational  and  untruthful  newspaper  reports 
regarding  Mexico  that  have  appeared  during  the  last  six 
years,  as  well  as  a  most  careful  avoidance  of  anything 
that  might  serve  to  disclose  the  real  nature  of  those  re- 
ports and  to  convey  a  truthful  conception  of  actual  condi- 
tions. It  would  require  a  volume  fully  as  large  as  Mr.

But  those 
who  wish  to  obtain  even  a  modicum  of  truth  in  that  con- 
nection should  sive  it  no  heed."

Paper 

Sale  May  be  Widely  Extended — Stationers  Should 
Proclaim  it«  Manifold  Merits 

WllILK  vv-a.xed  paper  lias  been  used  for  many  jJur- 
poses  ever  since  it  came  into  existence,  it  is  as  a 
protective  covering'  for  food  that  it  is  now  besl 
l<nf)wn.  The  pure-food  movement  lias  given  a  liemendous 
nr.|petus  to  the  waxed-pajper  business.  In  tlie  case  of 
food  it  is  certainly  most  imperative  that  what  is  inside 
shoiuld  be  kept  in,  and  that  what  is  outside  should  he 
kept  out. 

Tims  it  has  come  about  that  almost  everj-  article  of 
food  from  a  caramel  to  a  should'er  of  .beef  is  provided 
for  in  the  manufacture  of  waxed  paper,  the  most  suitable 
size  artd  (juality  being  obtainable  for  each  (me.  Besides 
keeiping  the  foods  piure,  it  ]M-events  waste,  because  things 
do  not  stick  to  it,  and  gi-catjy  facilitates  the  handling  of 
the™. 

Why  sliD'uhl  the  housewife  not  Hnd  the  use  of  t\'axed 
paj)er  as  advantageous  as  does  the  man  whose  cliief 
thoiug'ht  in  regard  to  foodstuffs  is  the  deriving!  of  profit 
therefrom?  It  seems  somewhat  strange  that  at  j)resent 
the  household  use  of  this  article  is  almost  entirely  negli- 
gible. This  may  be  due  in  part  to  lack  of  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  the  housewife  as  to  the  valuable  service  it  is 
cHipablo  of  rendiering,  but  must  also  be  attributed,  like  so 
many  other  things  which  are  not  as  they  should  be,  to  a 
want  oif  understanding  between  jjroducer  and"  consumer. 

The  manufacturer  of  waxed  paper  has  seen  no  iudiea- 
ti(in  tliat  it  would  be  profitable  for  him  to  give  any  par- 
ticular thought  to  the  needs  of  the  housewife,  and  she  has 
usied  little  or  none  of  his  product  because  it-  has  been  im- 
lH)Ssii});Ie  for  her  to  buy  it  in  a  form  that  was  i)rotitable 
to  her.  The  few  flimsy  sheets  wliich  she  has  been  aide  to 
buy  for  five  cents  she  has  regarded  as  a  luxury  and  not 
as  a  serious  need  of  ber  establishment.  When  she  begins 
to  be  critical  she  will  demand  that,  if  sue  gets  no  more  in 
((uanltity  for  her  five  cents,  the  article  shall  at  least  be  a 
real  "protective  coating"  of  parallin.  and  not  merely 
thin  pa,per  waxed  enough  to  make  it  semi-transparent. 

One  manufacturer,  who  as'pires  to  being  an  educator 
of  tbe  housewife,  has,  after  some  study.  ])roduced  a  rol! 
of  waxed  paper  for  her  use  which  he  says  should  last  the 
average  family  a  year.  The  pa,per  is  heavier  than  that 
usually  sold  in  tlie  small  packages,  there  is  a  cutter  at- 
tached, andi  the  whole  will  be  retailed  for  a  little  over  a 
dollar.  With  a  generous  supiply  like  this  at  hand,  there 
should  be  no  passing  ef  flavor  from  one  article  of  food  to 
another. 

Nature  has  strangely  ordained  that  some  of  the  most 
delectable  of  foods,  like  the  cantaloupe,  for  insitance, 
should  annoy  ns  exceedingly  by  their  odor  during  their 
progress  to  the  table.  Wrapped  in  waxed  paper,  the 
cantaloupe  may  inhabit  the  refriserator  without  danger 
of  injury  to  its  neighbors  there. 

Even  the  necessary  onions  may  also  be  rendered  harm- 
less by  such  a  covering,  while  the  freshness  and  flavor 
of  un'a^gressive  articles,  such  as  sandwiches,  'cake  and 
bultter,  can  be  preserved  by  the  same  means.  Portions  of 
the  larger  fruits,  such  as  melons  and  grape  fruit,  or  the 
slices  of  lemon  that  have  been  left  from  afternoon  tea, 
are  other  things  that  can  be  kept  fresh  by  waxed  paper, 
while  the  iproblcm  of  preserving  in  a  palatable  condition 
the  roast  of  meat  or  fowl  which  has  not  been  entirely 
consumed  at  its  first  appearance  on  the  table  may  be 
solved  in  the  same  way. — Housevnves  League  Magazine. 


Holiday  Lines 


Ivory  Goods  Growing  in  Demand — Japanese  China 

— lirass  Goods  From  Shells — Hand  Bags 

Are  Smaller 

DESPITE  the  difficulties  of  obtaining  ivory,  toilet  ar- 
ticles of  that  material  are  shown  in  much  greater 
numbers  than  in  anything  else.  Ebony  goods  have 
a  demand  and  some  tortoise  shell  also,  but  ivory  is 
fashion's'  decree. 

The  usual  articles,  some  in  slightly  new  designs,  are 
shown — brushes,  mirrors,  trays,  jewel  boxes,  hair-receiv- 
ers, candle-sticks,  combs,  picture  frames,  etc.  One  new 
jewel-box  is  shaped  like  a  square  piano  with  Louis  XIV. 
leg's  and  hinged  lid.  Some  sets  are  hand-painted  in  dainty 
pale  colors,  or  elaborately  ornamented  in  gold  or  silver, 
with  enamel. 

Fancy  China 

Japanese  hand-painted  china  is  being  shown  in  con- 
siderable quantities  for  the  Christmas  trade.  Many 
pieces  have  Japanese  designs,  while  others  are  in  imita- 
tion of  the  English  and  French  patterns  or  the  regula- 
tion floral  designs.  The  quality  of  both  china  and  paint- 
ing is  very  commendable. 

In  other  lines,  a  novelty  noticed  in  one  house  was  in 
nut  bowls,  which  had  painted  designs  of  nut-tree  branches 
and  to  make  the  nuts  more  life-like,  the  china  was  raised 
in  the  natural  shape  and  size  of  the  nut  painted  on  it. 
Acorns,  walnuts,  almonds,  and  peanuts  were  among  the 
deceptions. 

Brass  Articles  from  Shells 

It  is  very  probable  that  brass  articles,  particularly  in 
the  smaller  pieces,  will  be  in  demand  for  Christmas  trade. 
Fern  dishes,  correspondence  requisites,  crumb  trays,  etc., 
come  in  various  designs.  A  dinner  gong  noticed  was 
mounted  on  a  real  six-inch  shell.  Other  novelties  either 
made  of  shells  or  with  shells  for  base,  are  new  and  selling 
well. 

Large  leather  bags  seem  to  have  gone  out  completely. 
The  medium  sized  pouch  bag  and  hand-strap  purse  hold 
the  field  just  now,  so  far  as  leather  goods  are  concerned. 
The  dull  pin-grained  seal  and  morocco  are  leathers  most 
ill  use.  These  are  very  suitable  for  the  soft  fancy  pleated 
effects  that  are  seen  so  much.  Art-craft  work  of  dull 
colored  leather  appliqued  to  black  leather  and  with  dull 
brass  trimmings,  adds  a  novel  touch  to  some  of  the  higher 
priced  bags.    These  retail  at  from  eight  to  fifteen  dollars. 

A  neat  little  black  moire  bag  in  one  collection  had 
three  little  frills  around  it,  suggesting  the  crinoline  skirt, 
and  was  very  quaint. 

Buffed  llama  calf;  grey,  navy,  brown,  or  green  beaver 
calf,  crepe  grain  seal,  and  "Falkland"  leather  (a  fancy 
grey),  are  some  of  the  new  finishes' given  to  leather  which 
make  the  bags  very  attractive  and  to  match  costumes. 

Richly  beaded  bass  are  very  popular  this  winter,  but 
it  is  thought  that  the  strap-handle  purse  will  come  in 
stronger  than  a.ny  other  line  before  the  season  is  over. 
All  bags  are  lined  with  si'.k  in  floral  and  fancy  sti-ipe 
effects. 

In  the  special  lines,  a  new  idea  is  expressed  in  th" 
dressing  bags  for  ladies.  These  are  of  leather,  silk  lined, 
with  draw-cord  top.  A  round  mirror  forms  the  "floor" 
and  in  the  sides  are  many  pockets  fitted  with  ivory  toilet 
articles:  brushes,  comb,  tooth  brush,  soap  box.  tooth  pow- 
der box,   talcum  box,  and   manicure   fittings. 

Men's  leather  collar  bag»  have  stationary  round  boxes 
inside,'  witli  spring  covers,  for  buttons.  Ivory  manicum 
sets  are  done  up  in  leather  cases,  so  are  collapsible  drink- 
ing cups.

STATE  OF  THE  BOOK  MARKET 

A  CORRESPONDENT  in  We.stern  Canada  takes 
issue  with  statements  contained  in  last  month's 
issue  dealing  with  the  available  supply  of  books.  He 
says  that  there  is  cause  for  alarm,  and  adds  that 
wherever  one  goes,  the  difficulty  in  getting  supplies 
is  felt,  and  that  now  is  the  time  for  retailers  to  buy. 

After  drawing  attentiitii  to  the  fact  that  some 
American  pul)Iis]iers  have  refrained  from  putting 
certain  Jjooks  on  the  market  this  year  on  account  of 
paper  shortage,  he  adds  that  certain  English  six- 
pennies  arc  now  costing  sevenpence,  and  that  English 
publishers  are  only  printing  what  is  actually  re- 
quired. Tt  is  necessary  for  them  to  prove  to  the  gov- 
ernment that  what  is  being  printed  can  be  sold. 

This  correspondent  cites  from  a  letter  received 
from  a  London  publisher  to  the  effect  that  he  would 
strongly  urge  dealers  in  Canada  to  place  orders  at 
once,  a«  in  many  cases  publishers  were  not  printing 
anything  more  until  after  the  war. 

This  correspondent  c(msiders  this  question  in  a 
different  light  than  was  intended  in  the  editorial  in 
last  month's  issue.  The  intention  was  not  to  convey 
the  idea  that  all  wavS  smooth  sailing  with  the  book 
publi-shers,  because  it  is  only  too  evident  from  the 
many  articles  which  have  appeared  in  Bookseller 
AND  Stationer  this  year  dealing  with  the  ])aper  situ- 
ation, including  some  directly  referring  to  contin- 
gencies which  had  cau.sed  sharp  price  advances  in 
books  and  discontinuations  of  some  well-known  series 
of  books  until  after  the  war,  that  the  disorganized 
condition  of  the  paper  market  has  hit  book  publish- 
ers very  severely. 

The  point  that  the  editorial  sought  to  make  was 
that  there  were. enough  books  in  print  and  in  fact, 
in  many  bookstores,  in  stock,  that  there  was  no 
occasion  for  any  booksellers  to  slacken  their  effortvS 
in  pushing  the  sale  of  books. 

Notwithstanding  this,  the  views  in  the  foregoing 
paragraphs  as  expre.ssed  to  Bookseller  and  Sta- 
tioner are  well  taken  and  merit  the  very  careful  at- 
tention of  all  booksellers. 


MORE  USE  OF  COOK  BOOKS 
T\  EADERS  of  Bookseller  and  Stationer  will 
-^^    recall  that  articles  have  appeared  from  time  to 
time  advocating  that  greater  effort  be  exerted  in  pro- 
moting the  sale  and  use  of  cookerv  books.     In  this 


connection  it  is  interesting  to  reproduce  the  follow- 
ing from  a  newspaper  report  of  what  Controller 
Cameron  of  Toronto,  had  to  say  at  the  recent  open- 
ing of  the  new  Public  Library  in  the  High  Park 
district  in  Toronto: 

"Controller  Cameron,  after  congratulating  the 
Board  upon  its  most  recently  con.structed  branch, 
urged  that  cook  books  be  given  greater  prominence 
upon  the  .-^helves.  More  frequent  use  of  them  would 
give  better  bread,  reduce  the  cost  of  living,  and  wipe 
out  dy.«pepsia." 


( T I ILITY  A  S  A  BUSINESS  ASSET 

IT  is  only  a  decade  or  two  ago  that  Jay  Gould,  the 
railroad  magnate,  stated  the  business  standards  of 
his  time  in  the  well-known  phrase,  "Tlie  Public  Be 
Danmed."  It  was  not  a  word  used  in  anger,  merely  a 
statement  of  policy.  It  was  followed  out  in  the  rail- 
ways of  the  Gould  sy.<tem.  It  was  followed  out  on 
other  railway.s.  With  wliat  result?  As7)ne  writer  on 
the  subject  states:  "Every  woman  who  was  insulted 
by  an  underling  railway  employee  went  home  and 
taught  her  children  to  fear  God  and  hate  a  rail- 
road." These  children  growing  up  into  manhood  did 
not  forget  the  les.son,  and  out  of  this  feeling  grew 
the  mass  of  anti-railroad  legislation  of  recent  years. 
Even  trifles  will  cause  a  prejudice  and  i)rejudice  is  no 
trifle.  It  has  co.^t  American  railroads  twenty  years 
labor  and  millions  of  dollars  to,  in  a  meiisure,  eradi- 
cate a  feeling  that  common  courtesy  would  have 
smothered  in  its  infancy.  More  and  more  great  cor- 
porations are  realizing  this.  The  management  of 
one  large  chain  of  stores,  outlines  the  policy  of  ihe 
business  in  the  phra.«e,  "The  public  is  always  right." 
This  is  the  extreme  in  the  other  direction.  The  idea 
is  that  it  is  better  to  lose  money  by  the  mistakes  of  a 
customer,  than  to  lose  the  good  opinion  of  a  customer, 
thi'ough  lack  of  consideration  or  civility  on  the  part 
of  the  store. 

Some  large  corporations  are  going  even  farther 
to  catch  the  kindly  feeling  of  their  patrons.  One 
large  insurance  company  .sends  a  small  gift  with 
greetings  to  all  its  members  on  their  birthdays.  It's 
a  small  courtesy,  but  it  amuses  and  warms  the  heart, 
even  when  one  smiles  at  the  knowledge  that  it  is  only 
office  routine.  It  is  office  routine  backed  by  courtesy 
— and  courtesy  has  wonderful  potentialities  in  the 
way  of  business-getting  and  holiday. 
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A  clerk  who  aii.swers  a  customer  sharply  may 
leave  an  impression  that  months  of  careful,  costly 
advertising  could  not  eradicate.  The  rude  retort  of  a 
delivery  hoy,  even  under  provocation,  may  do  you  in- 
estimahle  harm.  It's  a  sad  fact  hut  more  people  will 
pay  more  attention  to  a  knock  than  to  a  hoost.  The 
days  of  business  civility  are  here.  The  days  when  the 
telephone  girl  would  give  you  back  as  good  as  you 
gave  are  i)assed.  If  you  are  abusive  you  will  have  to 
explain  to  one  of  the  heads.  Employees  are  not  per- 
mitted to  meet  incivility  with  incivility — Incivility  is 
too  costly.    Civility  the  be.st  business  asset.

more  a  habit  with  the  city  woman.

IF  PAPER  keeps  on  going  higher  it  will  be  neces- 
.sary  to  find  some  substitute  for  wrapping  purposes.

SIX  HOURS  a  day  is  now  suggested  as  a  po.ssibility 
in  some  industrial  plants.  It  .seems  too  ))ad  to  cut 
into  a  day  like  that.

DO  NOT  confine  your  efforts  to  your  own  town,  in 
.soliciting  advance  orders  for  Christmas  gift  books  but 
extend  these  effortvs  to  the  surrounding  villages  as 
well. 

*  *         * 

MAKE  a  systematic  canvass  of  all  the  Smiday  schools 
and  Sunday  school  teachers  bringing  to  their  atten- 
tion the  books  you  have  in  stock  that  are  suitable  for 
boys  and  girls. 

*  *         * 

AS  A  companion  phrase  for  the  old  "To  earn  more 
learn  more,"  how  about  "To  .sell  more  tell  more." 
Tell  more  about  the  good.s — tell  it  interestingly,  and 
the  sale  just  naturally  comes,  bringing  in  its  wake 
other  sales. 

*  *        * 

TO  TELL  more,  of  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
delve  more — delve  into  the  rea.son  of  advances,  the 
process  of  manufacture.  That's  where  a  good  trade 
paper,  with  its  agencies  for  the  collection  of  news 
and  information,  is  of  value. 

*  *         * 

SPEAKING  of  this  problem  of  competition  from 
out.side,  the  only  .solution  is  for  the  local  merchant 
to  convince  pro.spective  purchasers  that  it  is  to  their 
advantage  to  buy  at  home.  There  are  various  ways 
to  effectively  advertise  this  big  fact,  but  the  greatest 
of  these  is  PERSONAL  SOLICITATION. 

*  *        * 

THE  SHOW  window  is  a  wonderful  force  for  at- 
tracting Christmas  busine.ss  to  a  store  and  the  mer- 
chant should  plan  with  extreme  care  a  series  of  dis- 
plays for  each  week  between  now  and  Christmas  day. 


There  should  be  similar  preparedness  as  to  displays 
of  goods  inside  the  store. 

*  *         * 

RETAILERS  are  sometimes  penny  wise  and  pound 
foolish  in  the  last  week  of  Christmas  trade  by  trying 
to  get  along  with  too  little  help.  People  coming  in 
with  the  full  intention  of, buying  in  a  particular  store 
go  out  because  they  cannot  get  waited  upon.  Ade- 
quate help  would  .save  much  of  this  busine.ss. 

*  *         * 

NOTWITHSTANDING  the  outstanding  import- 
ance of  the  next  few  weeks'  business,  the  bookseller's 
greatest  harvest  time  of  the  whole  year,  due  thought 
should  be  given  to  the  good  selling  season  that  im- 
mediately follows  the  holiday  season.  The  beginning 
of  the  New  Year  always  brings  heavy  demands  for 
various  blank  books  and  other  office  supplies. 

*  *         * 

MANY  an  order  for  Sunday  school  prize  l)0()ks  goes 
from  the  smaller  towns  to  some  department  store  in 
one  of  the  larger  cities  .simply  becau.se  the  latter 
appeal  for  this  and  other  business  aggressively  by 
means  of  catalogues  that  are  prepared  at  great  ex- 
pen.se.  The  local  merchant  must,  therefore,  extend 
him.self  by  some  special  effort  to  overcome  this  cata- 
logue competition. 

*  *        * 

ONE  bookseller  made  a  hit  last  year  by  sugge.sting  to 
certain  customers  that  they  could  do  their  friends  in 
smaller  places  a  good  turn  by  offering  to  make  pur- 
chases of  books  for  them  that  would  be  particularly 
adaptable  for  Christmas  gifts  for  relatives  and  friends. 
This  little  idea  brought  this  merchant  quite  an  addi- 
tional grist  of  business  not  only  in  books  but  greet- 
ing cards  and  other  novelties  as  well. 


BOOKSELLERS  will  find  it  a  good  idea  to  suggest 
to  many  of  their  customers  purchases  of  one  or  more 
of  the  best  books  of  the  season  sufficiently  ahead  of 
time  so  that  they  may  have  a  chance  of  reading  the 
books  themselves  and  thus  know  exactly  what  they 
are  giving  to  their  friends.  The  re.sult  will  very  fre- 
quently be  that  such  people,  delighted  with  a  book, 
will  buy  that  same  book  for  presentation  to  some 

other  friend  or  friends. 

*         *         * 

WHAT  about  year  books  and  office  diaries  for  1917? 
Why  not  canva.ss  your  trade  well  ahead  of  time.  If 
this  is  done  it  w'ill  be  found  that  a  considerably  in- 
creased volume  of  business  will  be  done.  This  applies 
with  special  force  to  tho.se  dealers  .situated  in  the 
towns  of  goodly  size  which  are,  periodically  visited  by 
salesmen  sent  out  by  commercial  stationery  concerns 
in  the  larger  cities  who  frequently  steal  a  march  on 
the  home  merchant  by  booking  orders  for  such  pub- 
lications well  in  advance.

PAPER  NAPKINS  ARE  SCARCE 

The  increase  in  the  price  of  paper  napkins  has  some- 
thing to  do  with  the  present  high  cost  of  living,  or  helps 
it  along.  A  big  paper  house  in  the  city,  which  supplies 
many  of  the  popular  priced  restaurants  with  the  useful 
commodity,  says  that  making  2,000,000  a  day  they  cannot 
keep  up  with  the  demand,  and  they  cannot  increase  the 
supply  because  the  paper  mills  have  better  business  in 
making  other  lines  of  goods  and  refuse  to  hand  out  the 
paper  napkin  material.  The  result  is  that  the  smaller 
restaurants  don't  get  napkins  at  all,  wihile  the  bigger 
houses,  chain  restaurants  which  use  a  supply  of  500,000  a 
week  and  which  have  regular  contracts,  are  supplied,  but 
pay  mmrly  double  the  normal  price.  New  orders,  which 
might  not  be  filled  until  another  year,  are  not  taken.

What  He  Saw  in  a  Bookstore  in  a  (Jood  Little  Western  Ontario  City 


The  otiier  day  when  I  happened  to  be  in  a  good  little 
Western  Ontario  city,  I  dropped  into  one  of  the  bookstores 
just  to  look  around  and  bring'  back  pleasant  memories  of 
the  time  when  I  was  in  the  same  business.  This  was  one 
of  those  tine,  l)right  afternoons  that  always  brings  out 
the  ladies  and  the  store  was  literally  tlironged  with  them. 
A  large  jiroportion  of  them  were  clustered  about  the  table 
where  tiie  fashion  papers  were  laid  out,  while  others  were 
buying_paper  patterns  or  were  waiting  their  turn  to  be 
served,  iiaving  the  numbers  of  the  patterns  they  had  chosen 
all  ready  to  reel  off  to  the  saleslady  in  charge  of  that 
dei)artment.  Two  things  struck  me  forcibly — there  should 
iiave  been  some  help  for  the  young  woman  who  was  doing 
her  best  to  wait  upon  all  these  customers  satisfactorily 
and  there  was  not  sufficient  table  space  devoted  to  the 
fashion  magazines  and  catalogues  so  that  the  ladies  seek- 
ing to  peruse  them  and  make  selections  of  patterns,  could 
do  so  in  comfort. 

Tt  is  a  good  sign  when  as  many  fine  women  as  I  saw 
there  that  afternoon,  come  to  a  store  and  the  shortcomings 
that  I  have  mentioned  indicate  tliat  the  proprietor  of  that 
store  is  not  fully  appreciative  of  what  this  means  or 
should  mean  to  him.  It  proves  that  their  attitude  is 
fa'-orable  to  his  store  in  spite  of  these  handicaps.     Think 


Sending  Parcels  for  Prisoners 
in  Germany 

Must  1)0  kStioiigly  Packed — Regulations  As  Set  Forth 
By  British  Post  Office. 

Tlie  Post  Office  Department  has  been  notified  by  tiie 
British  Post  Office  that  many  parcels  sent  from  Canada 
to  Prisoners  of  War  in  Germany  are  being  received  in 
London  in  a  damaged  condition,  so  that  frequently  they 
have  to  be  repacked  before  they  can  be  forwarded  to  Hol- 
land for  transmission  to  Germany.  The  British  Post  Office 
adds  that  in  most  cases  the  damage  appears  to  be  due  to 
the  fact  tliat  the  parcels  were  inadequately  packed  by  the 
senders. 

The  public  should  be  warned,  therefore,  that  parcels 
for  Prisoners  of  War,  unless  they  are  very  strongly  pack- 
ed, will  probably  arrive  in  such  a  condition  as  to  be  of 
little  or  no  use  to  the  recipients. 

Ordinary  thin  cardboard  boxes,  .such  as  shoe  boxes,  and 
thin  wooden  boxes  should  not  be  used;  nor  does  a  single 
sheet  of  ordinary  brown  paper  afford  sufficient  protection. 
Even  where  proper  materials  are  usedi,  it  is  important  that 
the  cont/ents  should  be  tightly  packed  so  as  not  to  shake 
about  during  transit.  The  following  forms  of  packing  are 
recommended : — 

(1)  Strong  double  cardboard  or  strawboard  boxes. 
Those  made  of  corrugated  cardboard  and  having  lids  which 
completely  enclose  the  sides  of  the  box  are  the  most 
suitable. 

(2)  Tin  boxes,  such  as  are  u.sed  for  packing  biscuits. 

(3)  Strong  wooden  boxes. 

(4)  Several  folds  of  stout  packing  paper. 

The  British  authorities  advise  that  parcels  for  Pris- 
oners of  War  in  Germany  must  not  be  wrapped  in  linen, 
calico,  canvas,  or  any  other  textile  material. 


then  what  it  would  mean  to  the  merchant  were  he  to 
measure  up  to  his  possibilities  in  creating  additional  busi- 
ness by  reason  of  this  propitious  circumstance! 

Let  me  pursue  this  thought  a  little  further.  The  addi- 
tional attention  which  I  seek  to  suggest  and  to  strongly 
advocate,  would  mean  not  only  a  largely  increased  sale  of 
patterns,  fashion  magazines  and  associated  publications, 
but  a  benefit  to  the  business  that  would  be  immeasurably 
greater  than  that.  It  would  be  taking  advantage  of  the 
visits  of  these  people  to  the  store  so  that  the  pleasant  im- 
pression made  upon  them  by  good  accommodation  and 
prompt,  efficient  service,  would  make  tliem  really  want  to 
come  back  to  the  same  store  for  other  requirements  of 
goods  sold  there,  as  occasion  arose.  Not  only  that,  but  it 
would  naturally  make  them  say  things  favorable  to  the 
store  when  talking  to  their  friends. 

Think  this  over.  It  is  worthy  of  the  cartful  consid- 
eration of  every  retail  bookseller  and  stationer  and  before 
I  drop  tiie  subject  let  me  put  in  another  word  for  this 
business  of  selling  fashion  magazines,  paper  patterns  and 
catalogues,  listing  and  illustrating  them.  It  should  be  a 
department  in  itself  and  can  be  made  a  good  profit  pro- 
ducer even  in  a  comparatively  small  town.

Royal  Coni- 
mission  this  afternoon  that  American  nuigazines  and  jiei'- 
iodicals  appealed  to  'Canadians  more  than  'British  publi- 
cations.

WINDOW  DISPLAYS  OF  TOYS 

Any  toy  window  will  attract  attention.  That  is  as- 
sured iby  the  very  nature  of  the  goods  and  this  applies 
to  influence  upon  both  old  and  young,  but  some  windows 
fail  to  be  as  effective  as  others  because  of  the  too  great 
variety  of  toys  shown  simultaneously.  In  other  words, 
the  mind  of  the  onlooker  is  confused  by  numerous  arti- 
cles being  massed  in  the  window. 

One  toy  retailer  injected  human  interest  into  his  win- 
dows in  the  manner  described  in  the  following  from 
' '  Toi/s  and  Plai/th inij.s ' ' : — , 

The  dealer's  fir.5t  "masterpiece"  was  a  scene  entitle(. 
"The  Great  Battle."  Tlie  bottom  of  the  window  had  been 
covered  witli  earth  and  sand,  and  frftm  this  material  had 
been  modeled  a  miniature  "battlefield,"  roadways, 
trenches,  and  all.  Rocks  and  trees  had  been  placed  in  na- 
tural positions.  In  the  rear  of  the  field  were  railroad 
tracks  and  military  supply  trains. 

Upon  the  battlefield  a  terrible  fight  was  taking  place 
between  the  armies  of  various  nations.  Many  soldiers 
were  in  action,  and  apparently  the  losses  on  all  sides 
were  heavy,  for  it  could  be  seen  that  numerous  men  had 
fallen.  Bodies  were  being  carried  to  the  red  cross  tents 
on  the  right  and  left  of  the  battlefield.  It  was  a  bis 
fi(ght.  Tlie  long  row.^  of  'cannon  lined  up  in  'back  of 
trenches  proved  that.  In  the  trenches  were  strings  of 
"first-line  troops,"  and  in  one  place  where  the  enemy 
had  broken  through  the  first  and  second  line  trenches,  h 
hand-to-hand  fight  was  in  progTess. 

The  reasons  why  this  unique  window  display  attract- 
ed the  attention  of  hundreds  of  men,  women  and  children 
are  no  doubt  very  plain  to  the  reader.     Here  was  i\  win- 
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dow  trim  which  told  a  fascinating  story — a  story  old,  but 
ever  new.  The  red  wheels  of  the  cannon,  the  various 
colors  of  the  soldiers'  uniforms  added  excitement  to  the 
scene.  It  was  overflowing  with  "human  interest,"  and 
that  is  the  cliief  reason  why  crowd  after  crowd  of  de- 
lighted people  stood  in  front  of  the  .show  window  day  and 
night. 

The  display  was  responsible  for  the  dealer  sellinj; 
more  toy  soldiers,  cannon,  tents,  flags,  electric  trains,  etc., 
than  he  had  ever  sold  within  any  period  corresponding 
with  that  of  the  exhibit.  "The  Great  Battle"  made  suc!i 
a  hit  with  the  public  that  it  was  decided  to  give  it  a 
"continuous  run"  of  three  months,  and  even  after  thai 
length  of  time  sales  of  toy  soldiers,  and  other  things 
which  had  been  shown  in  the  battlefield  picture  continued 
very  lively.

TOYS  NONE  TOO  PLENTIFUL 

New  York,  Nov.  1. — ^^There  is  great  tron])le  in  filling 
the  repeat  orders  for  toys  this  year,  they  say  at  a  big  toy 
liouse  in  this  city.  The  war  has  revolutionized  the  toy 
season  for  wholesale  business.  In  ordinary  times  the  big 
buyers  stopped  at  the  domestic  houses  in  January  and 
February  on  their  way  to  Europe,  and  again  when  they 
returned  in  July  and  August.  Last  year  the  buyers  werf 
uncertain.  Some  of  them  bought  at  home  early,  and 
others,  hoping  tliat  war  conditions  might  cliange,  waited 
until  Summer  and  rei'.Tetted  it.  This  year  the  bulk  of 
the  buying  was  in  the  very  early  Spring.  The  later  ibuy- 
ers  and  those  giving  tlie  repeat  orders  are  having  trouble.- 
With   a   liundred    factories  sii]ip!ying  tlieni.  orders  caiiiKrl 

be  filled.

ON  GETTING  CLOSE  TO  THE  CHILDREN 

Tiierc  is  nothing  in  the  world  so  trade-l)inding  as  the 
intimate  touch  in  retail  selling,  says  "Toys  and  Novel- 
ties." And  by  this  we  mean  to  totally  disclaim  any  tiling 
that  flavors  of  familiarity.  We  refer  to  that  quiet,  little 
intimate  touch  which  means  real  personal  interest,  and 
conseciuently  puts  your  small  customer  and  yourself  on  a 
sort  of  social  basis  which  utterly  defies  your  competitors' 
best  efforts.  Specifically?  Suppose  tlie  store  is  crowded 
and  a  mother  and  child  are  anxious  to  see  a  demonstra- 
tion of  the  ever-wonderful  toy  trains.  Why  not  suggest 
retreating  to  tlie  more  private  confines  of  the  office  and 
there  give  the  demonstration.  Such  little  trouble-takings 
are  not  soon  forgotten.  They  suggest  to  the  customer 
that  special  attention  has  been  shown,  and  nothino:  haunti 
one  so  long  as  special  attention.     Try  some  of  it! 

SMALL  vs.  LARGE  CAMERAS 

The  small  cameras,  as  now  made,  in  the  hands  of  one 
who  wishes  to  do  good  work  but  is  limited  as  regards 
cash,  are  as  effective  as  the  larger  cameras  and  cost  far 
less  to  operate,  the  2Vi  x  21/4  machines  taking  pictures 
that  can  ibe  enlarged  up  to  8  x  10  with  perfect  detail  and 
compare  favorably  with  the  same  sized  enlargement  made 
from  cameras  as  large  as  4  x  5  which  cost  much  more, 
both  to  buy  and  operate. 

The  cost  of  the  pictures  is  one  of  the  oreatest  draw- 
backa  to  those  who  give  copies  to  their  friends  and  not 
the  least  to  those  who  are  working  for  thiemselves,  so  that 
anything  that  will  reduce  the  cosjt  is  welcomed.  This  is 
the  cause  of  the  popularity  of  the  small,  cheap  camera,  but 
no  real  camera  fiend  was  ever  satisfied  to  stop  at  the  sma.l, 
cheap  camera.  They  start  with  one,  get  the  fever,  for 
it  is  a  fever,  and  soon  they  go  to  a  bigger  as  well  as  more 
expensive  one.  Then  they  find  that  they  cannot  swing 
the  expense  and  drop  photography  entirely,  for  the  cost 
of  a  3^/4  X  41/4  camera  of  good  quality  is  not  small  and 
the  operating  cost,  if  many  pictures  are  given  away,  is 


often  prohibitive.  The  answer  to  this  question  is  the 
small  hand  or  pocket  camera  of  good  quality  in  connec- 
tion with  an  enlarging  camera. 

The  foregoing  extracts  from  the  Amateur  Photograph- 
ers' Weekly,  are  of  suggestive  value  to  retailers,  wlio  can 
use  this  argument  to  promote  the  sale  of  enlarging  cam- 
eras and  outfits. 

PRICE  ADVANCES 

While  much  has  been  written  of  late  regarding  the 
advances  in  tlie  price  of  paper,  the  extent  of  the  advance 
does  not  come  home  to  the  business  man  until  he  startj 
to  replace  his  depleted  stocks  of  stationery. 

Paper  men  tell  you  that  there  is  hardly  a  day  passes 
when  an  advance  is  not  made  in  the  price  of  some  one 
grade  of  paper  and  the  top  is  not  in  sight  yet.  Job  prin- 
ters who,  six,  eight,  or  ten  months  ago  saw  the  advance 
coming  and  laid  in  heavy  stocks  of  paper,  stand  to  make 
almost  as  much  money  as  the  speculators  who  bought 
Wayagamack  and  Riordon  down   around  the  bottom. 

The  manner  in  which  some  of  the  ])opular  grades  of 
paper  used  for  stationery  has  advanced  during  the  past 
year  is  shown  by  the  following  prices:  A  year  ago  sul- 
phites, which  compose  aibout  50  per  cent,  of  the  cheap 
bond  paper,  cost  from  $45  to  .fGO  per  ton,  while  to-day  it 
is  quoted  as  high  as  .$190.  Cheap  white  bond  has  ad- 
vanced from  8c  to  H^Ac,  and  cheap  colored  bond  from 
Sy^c  to  I6V2C  per  pound,  while  a  special  color  (golden 
rod)  costs  18e  per  pound.  ;Not  only  has  the  price  advanc- 
ed more  than  100  per  cent.,  but  the  stock  is  extremely 
iiard  to  get  and  delivery  in  no  case  is  guaranteed  by  the 
mills  in  less  than  six  months. 

Many  of  the  paper  mills  have  sent  out  notices  to  the 
effect  that  they  will  not  supply  colored  papers  at  all.  This. 
it  is  said,  is  not  due  to  their  inability  to  get  dyes,  but 
rather  to  the  fact  that  the  making  of  a  colored  paper  ne- 
cessitates the  washing  of  the  machines,  which  is  a  day'i 
job  every  time  they  change  a  color,  and  as  they  can  easily 
keep  them  busy  on  white  paper,  do  not  wisli  to  lay  them 
up. 

Another  striking  instance  has  been  the  increase  in 
tlie  price  of  wrapping  tissue,  which  has  advanced  from 
35c  a  ream  a  year  ago,  to  $1.50. 

The  higher  grades  of  writing  papers,  manufactured 
from  rags,  have  not  kept  up  with  the  sulphites  in  the  mat- 
ter of  advance  and  are  only  from  25  to  liO  per  cent,  hisih- 
er  than  a  year  ago. 

*  *  * 

The  most  important  factor  in  the  increased  cost  of 
paper  in  Canada  is  the  increase  in  cost  of  labor.  Canadian 
mills  are  exporting  about  2,000  tons  of  paper  daily  as 
against  less  than  1,000  during  the  same  time  in  1914.  All 
publishers  will  rejoice  that  Canadian  mills  are  so  pros- 
perous. They  deserve  it,  for  many  of  them  have  been 
through  most  troublous  periods.  But  is  it  quite  fair  to 
Canadian  publishers,  who  are  the  mouthpiece  of  the  people 
of  Canada,  that  this  country  should  suffer  in  any  way  in 
order  to  supply  our  neighbors — and  many  of  them  our 
competitors — across  the  border? 

In  some  big  lines  of  steel,  U.S.  manufacturers  have  two 
prices,  one  for  their  home  buyers,  the  other  for  export. 
The  price  to  the  home  buyer  is  sometimes  a  third  to  half 
less  than  the  price  to  Canadian  and  other  foreigners.  A 
Pittsburg  metal  market  report  recently  quoted  bars  for 
home  consumption  $2.60,  for  export  $3.50.  This  has 
handicapped  some  Canadian  manufacturers  in  their  com- 
petition with  U.S.  manufacturers  in  the  same  lines.  We 
think  shareholders  in  Canadian  paper  mill  securities  would 
not  object — but  rather  encourage — the  adoption  of  the 
same  policy  on  paper  in  this  country. — Financial  Post. 
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The  Stationer  and  the  Phonograph  Business 

A    Brief   Review    of   the    Situation    With    Special  Reference  to  Recent  Developments 
Greatly  Extending  the  Trade  Possibilities  of  This  Field. 


TALKING  machines  were  never  before  so  prominent 
in  trade  as  they  are  to-day  and  by  reason  of  the 
vastly  increasied  number  of  good  productions  both  in 
machines  and  records  the  possibilities  for  developing-  trade 
with  these  goods  were  never  so  good. 

There  seems  to  be  (piite  a  trade  paper  fight  develoj)- 
ing — a  fight  of  the  healtliy  sort  tliat  can  produce  nothing 
but  good: — As  to  the  suitability  of  department  stores  for 
handling  this  business.  One  of  the  biggest  trade  papers  in 
the  United  States  in  an  active  campaign  to  get  these  stores 
to  take  up  the  talking  machine  businessi  more  actively 
incidentally  warns  them  against  exi)eTimenting  with  un- 
known makes  and  attempting  to  handle  a  variety  of  makes. 
This  pajier  in  a  recent  issue  said: 

"r)evele|)uments  are  occurring  in  the  talking  machine 
business  whicii  are  of  great  interest  to  progressive  re- 
tailers. In  a  word,  the  business  promises  to  become  with- 
in a  short  time  a  mercliandising  rather  than  a  specialty 
proposition. 

"The  basic  patents  under  whicli  the  specialty  organ- 
izations were  built  u[)  are  expiring.  Disputes  as  to 
secondary  patents  are  being  settled.  Every  one  of  these 
suits,  no  matter  what  its  immediate  outcome,  clears  the 
business  atmosphere  and  shows  the  talking  machine  manu- 
facturers in  wiiich  direction  safe  and  sure  development 
will  lie. 

"There  are  plenty  of  precedents  to  indicate  the  con- 
ditions we  may  expect  to  see  during  the  next  few  years 
in  the  talking  machine  trade. 

"There  will  be  a  rusli  of  inexperienced  men  into 
this  field  as  manufacturers.  Under  patent  protection 
talking  machine  sales  have  grown  to  enormous  propor- 
tions. The  profits  are  known  to  be  big  and,  as  usual, 
they  are  'understood'  to  be  bigger  than  they  actually  are. 

"Attracted  by  prospects  of  large  profits  men  with  no 
(jualifieations  except  a  burning  desire  to  get  some  of  this 
'easy  money'  will  enter  on  the  manufacture  of  talking- 
machines.  And,  having  produced  tbe  machines,  tliese 
manufacturers  will  make  strenuous  efforts  to  sell  them. 

"This  situation  will  have  its  good  and  its  bad  features 
for  the  retailer.  The  rush  to  create  new  machines  and 
the  advertising  and  selling  efforts  put  forth  by  manu- 
facturers will  further  stimulate  an  already  active  de- 
mand from  consumers.  Consequently  retail  sales  of  talk- 
ing machines  will  largely  increase. 

"All  this  will  create  a  big  opportunity  for  the  wide- 
awake dejiartment  store.  There  are,  however,  certain 
precautions  wliicli  should  be  taken.  For  one  thing,  the 
retailer  must  select  machines — one  or  two  lines  of  them — 
which  will  satisfy  his  trade  customers,  and  to  these  he 
must  closely  confine  his  efforts. 

"Contrary  to  general  belief,  the  judging  of  a  talking 
machine's  merits  is  not  a  difficult  proposition.  Stripped 
nf  the  mystery  and  'hocus-pocus,'  such  a  machine  is  a 
'•omparatively  simple  device.  There  are  just  tliree  main 
features  in  regard  to  which  the  buyer  must  beware:  the 
cabinet,  the  motor  and  the  sound  box. 

"Our  putting  the  cabinet  first  may  occasion  surprise. 
But  it  is  the  cabinet  that  customers  see  first,  and  if  this 
is  not  to  their  liking  the  store  will  have  little  chance  to 
demonstrate  the  machine's  otlier  features. 

"Successful  dealers  find  that  the  talking  machine  is 
usually  regarded   by   consumers   as  a  piece  of   furniture. 


They  demand  a  neat,  simple  and  substantial  looking  ma- 
chine and  are  willing  to  pay  a  good  price  for  it.  There- 
fore, as  the  cabinet  is  the  first  selling  feature,  it  should 
receive  the  merchant's  first  attention. 

"The  next  point  to  consider  in  selecting  a  line  of 
machines  is  the  motor.  This  is  the  weak  point  in  many 
of  the  talking  machines  now  being  put  upon  the  market 
and  is  the  chief  source  of  dissatisfa'-tion  on  tiie  part  of 
consumers. 

"The  first  requisite  of  a  motor  is  that  it  shall  run 
smoothly  and  evenly.  A  change  in  speed  means  a  change 
in  'the  musical  key  of  the  talking  machine;  therefore  a 
motor  that  does  not  maintain  absolute  regularity  will 
produce  discords  no  matter  how  fine  the  record. 

"To  insure  this  regularity  the  spring  in  the  motor 
must  be  of  sufficient  length  and  strength  to  play  both 
sides  of  a  12-inch  record  without  re-winding. 

"The  next  requisite  of  a  good  motor  is  silence.  Obvi- 
ously, any  motor  noisv  would  clash  with  the  music.  No 
motor  can  be  silent  for  any  length  of  time  unless  the  gears 
are  made  of  fibre,  rather  than  metal.  Fibre  gears,  then, 
are  another  requisite  of  a  good  motor. 

"To  further  insure  silent  working  the  motor  must  be 
"packed"  witli  graphite  of  the  be.st  grade.  Otiierwise,  the 
leaves  of  the  spring  will  stick  and  in  unwinding  will  cause 
the  'knocking'  wiiich  occasionally  detracts  so  much  from 
the  effect  of  a  record. 

"The  tiiird  requisite  of  a  good  talking  machine  is  a 
well-made  sound  box;  in  other  words,  the  simple  little 
device  which  transmits  to  the  horn  the  vibrations  pro- 
duced as  the  needle  passes  over  the  indentations  in  the 
record. 

"The  soul  of  the  sound-box  is  its  disc  of  mica,  the 
only  substance  yet  discovered  which  responds  to  vibra- 
tion quickly  enough  to  reproduce  sounds  with  aceura'-y 
and  fidelity.  For  this  disc  mica  of  the  best  grade  must 
be  employed ;  otherwise  not  only  will  the  sound  repro- 
duction be  unsatisfactory,  but  the  disc  will  soon  be  shat- 
tered by  the  rapid  and  constant  vibration. 

"The  dealer  who  assures  himself  that  the  maciiines 
he  handles  are  right  in  the  foregoing  particulars  can  go 
aiicad  with  assurance  that  he  has  made  the  riu'ht  start.'' 

How  Music  Dealer  is  Affected 

The  Canadian  Music  Trade's  Journal  in  meeting  this 
attitude  of  developing  tlie  talking  machine  and  record 
trade  in  department  stores,  argues  that  mu.sic  dealers 
siiould  conserve  it  against  the  competition  of  such  stores 
and  all  other  merchants.     To  ((uote: 

"The  music  dealer  cannot  afford  to  view  with  indiffer- 
ence the  inroads  these  dealers  in  other  lines  are  planning 
to  make  up(m  what  he  has  come  to  regard  as  the  private 
preserve  of  his  own  line  of  business.  Indeed  these  inroads 
are  more  than  threatened.  They  are  in  process.  The 
trade  periodicals  in  this  country  and  in  the  United  States, 
representing  a  variety  of  lines,  are  editorially  and  pic- 
torially  garnishing  the  talking  machine  departments  with 
such  allurements  of  profit,  clean  business  and  ready  de- 
mand that  many  of  their  readers  who  hitherto  regarded 
talking  machines  as  a  foreign  commodity  are  .stocking  the 
line. 

But  what  can  the  legitimate  dealer  do  to  head  off  com- 
petition from  out  of  his  own  field?    Broadly  speaking,  the 
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answer  is  covered  by  the  words  service  and  advertising. 
Service  embraces  the  carrying  of  stock  sufficient  in  vari- 
ety and  quantity  to  meet  the  demand.  It  embraces  an  in- 
viting, comfortable  and  convenient  arrangement  of  store 
and  demonstration  rooms.  It  embraces  a  staff  of  men  or 
women,  or  both,  who  can  handle  the  customers  promptly, 
efficiently  and  with  tact.  In  siiort,  the  business  requires 
the  best  salesmanship.  Being  in  a  position  to  give  service 
it  is  only  necessary  for  the  dealer  to  let  the  people  know. 
He  may  do  so  by  means  of  the  newspapers,  by  means  of 
the  window,  by  personal  letters  and  by  public  and  invita- 
tion recitals.  With  a  better  stock,  a  better  store,  a  better 
service  and  better  advertising  than  any  other  store  the 
music  dealer  need  not  worry  about  the  competition  of 
merchants  in  lines  that  do  not  make  congenial  environ- 
ment for  the  talking  raacliine  trade  so  long  as  he  confines 
his  efforts  to  lines  that  he  knows  will  give  satisfaction." 

What  About  Stationers 

Readers  of  BOOKSELLER  AND  STATIONER  will 
appreciate  the  good  sense  exhibited  by  both  of  the  articles 
quoted  in  the  foregoing.  Now  where  does  the  book  and 
stationery  store  stand  in  this  matter? 

The  figlit  for  the  music  dealer  can  be  a  fight  against 
the  book  and  stationery  trad«  only  in  the  towns  of  larger 
size,  able  to  support  stores  devoted  exclusively  to  musical 
merchandise,  because  in  the  smaller  towns  the  book  and 
stationery  stores  are  the  music  stores  as  well. 

However,  even  in  tlie  larger  towns  and  cities,  book- 
sellers and  stationers  find  it  profitable  to  engage  in  this 
trade  to  some  extent.  Some  of  them  have  one  of  the  best 
known,  long  establislied  lines  of  macliines  -and  records, 
supplementing  tliese  witii  low-priced  macliines  for  which 
there  is  a  decided  demand.  As  to  the  effect  of  latter  on 
the  more  expensive  phonographs,  it  is  pretty  well  estab- 
lished that  the  latter  instead  of  being  injured  are  really 
helped  by  the  low-priced  products.  A  customer  may  for 
instance  buy  a  ten  dollar  talking  maciiine  to-day  and  get 
a  lot  of  satisfaction  out  of  it,  but  tlie  chances  are  that 
a  desire  for  one  of  the  high  grade  machines  will  soon 
manifest  itself  and  thus  the  cheap  machine  is  really  the 
developing  agency  of  the  sale  of  the  liigii  priced  outfit. 
Thus  the  dealer  liandling  both  kinds  finds  that  one  helps 
the  other  and  similarly  in  the  case  of  the  bookseller  and 
stationer  in  the  large  cities  who  deems  it  advisable  to 
restrict  himself  to  the  low-priced  machines  and  records, 
he  is  really  doing  good  misiiionarv  work  for  the  specialized 
music  stores  in  that  city. 

There  is  a  growing  field  in  tlie  talking  maciiine  business 
generally  and  the  average  bookseller  and  stationer,  with 
his  store  carrying  various  associated  lines,  is  l)lin(l  to  his

"FATHER  AND  SON" 

Readers  of  BOOKSELLB^R  AND  STATIONER  no 
doubt  noticed  the  reproduction  of  a  newspaper  advertise- 
ment of  Sulmans.  of  Chatham,  Ontario,  in  the  last  num- 
ber. The  editor  was  inquisitive  as  to  whether  the  idea, 
"father  and  son,"  used  below  the  name  "Sulmans,"  was 
inspired  by  this  same  term  used  by  Cyrus  Townsend 
Brady,  "father  and  son,"  in  their  recently  published 
book,  "The  Web  of  Steel,"  and  wrote  the  Sulmans  in 
that    connection,    bringing   forth    the    following   reply: —

BUSINESS  GOOD  IN  WINNIPEG 

Writing  from  Winnipeg,  the  Western  editor  of  BOOK- 
SELLER AND  STATIOxNER  states  that  wholesaler., 
there  have  experienced  a  remarkable  improvement  in  the 
demand  for  periodicals,  magazines,  and  the  cheajier  lines 
of  books,  and  continued  slack  until  three  or  four  months 
ago.  The  reading  season  is  approaching,  which  no  doubt 
has  something  to  do  with  this  trade  reviva'..  but  tliere 
must  be  something  more,  because  the  ap- 
proach of  winter  in  1915  did  not  see  any 
improvement  in  demand.  This  is  attributed 
by  some  to  the  fact  that  stuff  is  being  sold 
on  a  non-returnable  basis,  and  dealers  are 
])ushing  goods,  knowing  that  if  they  are 
not  sold  tliey  are  a  total  loss.  Wholesale 
dealers  in  Wmnipeg  also  report  money  com- 
ing in  more  regularly,  and  in  larger  volume. 


How  many  Canadian  Bookstores  are  Ag- 
gressively Developing  Music  Roll  Trade? 
It  offers  a  big  field  for  getting  additional 
and  profitable  business.

Christmas  Lesson  in  Card  Writing  Course 

Number  21  iu  the  Series — Some  Good  Pointers  for  Practical  Use  in  Producing  Show  Cards 

That  Will  Help  to  Sell  More  Goods. 

By  R.   T.  D.  Edwards. 


WJT'H  the  Christmas  season  almost  upon  us,  and 
with  the  knowledig-e  tliat  fancy  decorative  iChrist- 
masi  cards  will  be  needed  to  ^be  placed  on  mer- 
chandise through'out  the  store,  let  all  us  cardwriters  strive 
to  prepare  our  work  to  avoid  as  mucii  as  possible  that 
eleventh  hour  rush. 

We  all  know  how  much  work  we  will  have  in  hand 
with  fancy  window  backgrounds  to  giet  out,  windows  to 
trim,  with  stores  to  deoorate,  with  extra  efforts  in  news- 
paper advertisements,  and  with  extra  rush  of  customers; 
so  it  behooves  us  all  to  prepare  now,  and  without  delay, 
our  cards  and'  style'  of  lettering  while  tiiere  is  time  to 
think  with  a  good  clear  brain. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  we  can  avoid  conges- 
tion of  our  work  in  the  cardwriting  line.  One  is,  if  you 
intend  to  use  a  certain  style  of  lettering,  get  at   it   and 


To  get  these  ideas  it  is  necessary  to  coll&ct  every  kind 
of  Christmas  material  you  can  tind.  Many  cardvvriteri 
save  designs  from  year  to  year,  taken  from  magazines, 
newspapers,  ^Christmas  cards  and  books  of  all  sorts,  and 
have  these  to  refer  to  when  an  idea  is  recinired.  If  these 
are  not  obtainable,  a  search  in  the  advertising  otifice  will 
reveal  good  material.  It  a  suitable  cut  is  obtained  and 
only  a  few  cards  are  wanted,  the  cut  can  Ibe  stamped  on 
the  card  :by  first  inking  it  off  a  jod,  then  placing  it  in  the 
desired  place  on  the  card.  Tap  all  over  tl)e  iback  of  the 
cut  with  a  hammer.  This  will  leave  an  impression  visi'ble 
enough  to  trace  over  with  pen  and  black  waterproof  ink. 
When  the  ink  is  dry,  color  with  transparent  water  color.^ 
in  tlie  natural  shades. 


practice  until  you  have  it  in  your  mind's  eye  and  able  to 
form  all  the  letters  without  reference  to  a  chart. 

Another  is  to  have  many  cards  designed  already  to 
letter.  Cards  with  Santa  Claus'  smiling  face  in  the  cor- 
ner, cards  with  sprays  of  holly  and  mistletoe,  cards  with 
Wintry  scenery  which  suggest  the  festive  'Christmas 
season  and  Old  St.  Nick  with  his  prancing  reindeers. 
These  are  only  a  few  suggestions,  which,  when  worked 
upon  cards,  impart  that  spirit  of  gladness  which  puts  the 
customer  in  a  better  frame  of  mind  to  do  their  Christmas 
shopping.

Practice  Exercises-  Fip.l.    • 
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There  are  some  things  which  should  always  be  kept  in 
mind  when  makinjr  fancy  cards,  such  as  these.  Don't  put 
too  much  on  it.  When  the  card  looks  well  enout^h  leave 
it  alone.  Cards  with  little  sprays  of  holly  in  the  corner 
look  better  than  a  card  with  Christmas  designs  around  the 
entire  cardi,  no  matter  how  s:ood  the  art  work  may  be. 

The  lettering  lesson  this  month  is  a  modernized'  Old 
English.  As  you  all  know,  Old  English  is  a  very  difficult 
one  to  read  quickly,  and  that  is  the  reason  it  has  never 
been  extensively  used  for  commercial  advertising,  hut 
many  artists  leave  out  a  number  of  the  line.5  and  curves. 
They  just  take  the  main  part  of  the  letter.  This  gives  a 
clear,  readable  letter  without  losing  the  characteristics 
of  the  Old  English  alphalbet. 

In  the  chart  shown  there  is  a  collection  of  letters 
which  may  he  called  modernized  Old  English,  and  I  think 
that  you  will  agree  that  they  make  a  hetter  card  for 
modern  merchandise  advertising  than  do  the  older  type. 
"Read  as  you  run"  must  be  the  card  writer's  motto.

Care  must  he  taken  to 
Strokes  1  and  3  should 


"A"  is  a  four-stroke  letter, 
get  this  letter  balanced  up  evenly 
be  at  the  same  opposite  angles. 

"B"  is  a  letter  that  requires  much  practice.  Special 
attention  should  be  paid  to  strokes  4,  5  and  6.  Put  them 
together  to  appear  graceful. 

"iC."     This  letter  is  not  so  difficult  to  form   as  the 


"B. "  Note  how  stroke  1  sweeps  under  and  projects  out 
heyond  the  other  part  of  the  letter. 

Stroke  2  of  "D''  you  will  find  to  be  the  most  difficult 
in  that  letter.  It  requires  much  practice  and  if  a  good 
suggestion  for  the  practice,  exercise. 

"E"  and  "F"  show  similar  formations  and  have  the 
same  number  of  strokes.  These  letters  can  be  made  very 
quickly  because  all  strokes  liave  tlie  same  sweep  t-o  them. 
'Stroke  5  of  "F"  is  mad^e  shorter  than  that  of  "F. " 

The  "G"  .shows  much  the  same  formation  as  "C,'' 
with  strokes  5  and  6  added. 

"H"  is  made  in  many  forms,  hut  this  one  is  selected 
because  of  its  gTacefulness.  Strokes  1,  2  and  3  make  ex- 
cellent food'  for  practice  work.  Note  the  relation  stroke 
4  has  to  the  two  outside  parts  of  the  letter. 

The  only  difference  between  "I"  and  "J"  is  in  stroke 
3.  In  these  two  points  the  letters  must  be  made  to  differ 
pronouncedly,  so  that  one  won't  he  mistaken  for  the 
other. 

The  "K"  is  a  nice  letter  to  make.  See  that  stroke  5 
does  not  extend  to  the  right  any  further  than  does  stroke 
6.  'Note  how  often  strokes  1,  2  and  3  appear  in  other 
letters. 

The  "'L"  is  the  same  as  the  "E,"  with  the  centre 
stroke  left  out. 

"M"  is  made  in  many  varieties.  This  makes  a  good, 
readable  letter.  Note  the  round  finish  of  stroke  9  instead 
of  the  square. 
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In  "N"  we  have  the  com'bination  of  strokes  1,  2  and 
'A,  which  so  often  appear  in  other  letters.  Practise  these 
often. 

The  "0"  is  an  interesting-  letter  to  make.  Note  that 
the  beginning  of  stroke  4  is  made  straight  before  it  starts 
to  curve.  Stroke  2  must  be  at  right  angles  witli  the  guide 
lines. 

"P'"  is  made  of  5  strokes.  Strokes  4  and  5  are  good 
ones  to  select  for  practice  work.  You  will  find  that  this 
letter  needs  a  lot  of  attention  so  as  to  make  it  appear 
gTaeefuI. 

"Q"  is  a  reputaticm  of  "O"  with  stroke  5  added. 

The  "R''  sliows  the  same  numiber  of  strokes  as  the 
"P."  Note  that  stroke  5  projects  slightly  more  to  the 
right  than  does  stroke  4. 

"S"  is  said  by  beginners  to  be  a  stumbling  block,  and 
tiiere  is  no  doubt  that  it  needs  a  good  bit  of  attention. 
The  ditticulty  is  in  placing  strokes  1  and  2  together,  so 
that  they  will  appear  graceful.  Stroke  4  should  not  ex- 
tend a.^  far  to  the  right  as  does  stroke  2.  and  stroke  3 
should  be  aibont  even  with  that  of  stroke  1. 

'    Stroke  2  of  "T"  needs  much  i)ractice,  as  it  is  the  only 
appearance  of  this  stroke  throughout  the  alphaibet. 

All  the  strokes  of  "U"  are  shown  in  other  letters. 
Note  how  close  at  the  toji  of  tlie  letter  strokes  1  and  .S  arc 
placed. 

The  "V"  show.5  a  reverse  of  "A"'  with  stroke  4 
omitted.  Care  must  also  be  taken  to  get  the  strokes  1  and 
2  at  the  proper  angles. 

"W"  sliows  a  nine-stroke  letter.  Stroke  1  sliow^  a 
little  variety  in  the  beginning. 

"X"  is  not  a  difficult  letter  to  make,  but  neverth.-.-less 
you  will  find  much  practice  necessary  before  it  can  be 
made  properly.  Stroke  2  is  made  with  the  narrow  side 
of  the  brush. 

This  is  only  one  of  the  many  forms  of  "Y"  that  are 
used  in  modernized  Old  English.  Note  the  graceful  ap^ 
pearanee  of  the  entire  letter.  The  join  of  strokes  4  and  5 
should  be  made  sio  as  to  appear  as  one  continuous  stroke. 

"Z,"  while  not  used  as  often  as  the  other  letters,  ils 
form.'ition  should  be  known  off  by  heart.    • 

The  sign  "&"  is  one  that  is  used  every  day  in  the 
daily  work  of  a  cardwriter.  This  is  only  one  of  tiie  many 
good  forms  that  can  he  made.

The  lower  ease  alpliahet  shows  much  the  same  strai'jrhr 
line  strokes,  with  very  little  curve,  so  they  need  little  or 
'!iO  explanation. 

Follow  the  numbers  indicated,  and  draw  tlie  brush  in 
the  direction  the  arrows  are  pointing,  and  you  should 
find  little  difficulty  in  mastering  them. 

The  lower  case  letters  .should  be  kept  as  plain  as  pos- 
sible because  tliev  form  the  body  of  the  words,  and  the 
plainer  letter  makes  the  word  more  readable. 
Practice  Work 

The  student  must  never  forget  the  importance  of  prac- 
tising the  various  strokes,  especially  when  a  new  alphabet 
is  taken  up.  The  strokes  of  the  modernized  Old  Engli-ili 
lettering  are  somewhat  different  to  those  shown  previously 
in  these  lessons.  Pick  out  the  strokes  that  are  the  most 
difficult  for  you  to  make  and  practise  them  as  suggested 
in  Fig.  1,  only  practise  them  many  times  more  than  is 
here  shown.  You  will  note  that  combinations  of  strokes 
are  shown  to  be  practised  together.  This  is  especially 
good  exercise.  These  with  practice  can  'be  made  without 
lifting  the  brush  off  the  card. 

Ag  in  all  other  lessons  when  brush  stroke  letters  arc 
taught,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  you  keep  the  brush 
with  a  flat  chisel  point  in  order  to  get  the  desired  effect 


that  this  type  must  have.  Fill  the  brush  first  with  color 
and  then  work  out  on  a  piece  of  waste  card  or  glass  to  a 
good  working  flat  point. 

It  is  a  good  practice  to  have  a  few  gTeeting  cards 
around  the  store,  placed  in  prominent  places  so  that  they 
may  ibe  read  by  the  customer.  These  should  be  more 
decorative  than  the  ordinary  merchandise  card.  These 
can  be  mad'C  up  in  very  attractive  designs  and  colorings. 
Different  wordings  can  he  used  as  follows: — 

"We  extend  to  (uir  many  customers  a  happy  and 
lirosperous  New  Year. 

"To  one  and  all  a  Merry  Christmas." 

"We  wish  you  a  Merry  Christmas  and  prosperity  dur- 
ing the  coming  year." 

"Hemeniiber  the  soldier  boy.  A;>k  about  our  Xmas 
()\crseas  Boxes." 

The  card,  "The  iSeason's  Greetings,"  shows  a  very 
decorative  design.  Tlie  black  outlines  are  made  with 
black  waterproof  ink.  The  'background,  which  appears 
grey,  can  be  made  any  pale  neutral  shade.  The  holly  and 
poinsettia  are  of  natural  colors.  The  circle  is  of  bright 
red  with  darker  red  spots.  Tho  lettering  is  of  a  semi- 
script  formation.  It  is  outlined,  with  a  stub  pencil  and 
filled  in  afterwards.  This  type  is  shown  for  a  variety 
from  that  shown  in  the  lesson,  but  the  modernized  Old 
Knglish  is  just  as  effective. 

The  accompanying  card'  illustrates  the  u.5e  of  tiie  alpha- 
bet shown  in  tliis  lesson.  This  card  is  an  example  of  a 
sood  Christmas  card.

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Why  Business  Men  Fail 

An  Analysis   of  the  Reasons   Which  Account  for  Failure  —  How  Some  Successful 
Business  Men  Have  Managed  to  Overcome  Their  Weakest  Points. 


AN  article  appears  in  System,  the 
Magazine  of  Business,  under 
the  title  "'Can  we  explain  why 
business  men  fail?"  It  deals  very  cum- 
prehensively  with  the  elements  that 
make  for  success  or  failure  and,  al- 
though the  points  adduced  do  not  al- 
ways bear  on  direct  retailing  problems, 
the  whole  article  is  of  such  vital  inter- 
est for  the  merchant  that  it  is  repro- 
duced herewith: — 

Business  is  full  of  contradictory  le- 
gends of  its  men  of  genius;  of  amazing- 
judges  of  human  nature;  men  who  fol- 
lowed one  idea  through  life — had  a 
thousand;  managers  who  labored  "like 
horses,"  attributing  their  success  to 
good  old-fashioned  hard  work  —  and 
others  who  won  as  by  a  flash  of  insight; 
men  who  rose  by  sheer  hanging  on — 
and  others  who  shewed  their  gift  by 
making  a  complete  change  after  forty. 
How  much  of  it,  when  all's  said,  holds 
good?  What  personal  qualities  actual- 
ly distinguish  the  man  who  goes  march- 
ing up  through  achievement  after 
achievement  from  his  desk  neighbor  who 
cracks  under  the  responsibility  of 
guarding  a  ten  or  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lar investment? 

Broach  this  question  and  you  have  the 
ear  of  every  manager,  everyone  who  is 
employing,  using — attempting  to  devel- 
op— other  men.  For  you  are  not  merely 
dealing  with  a  side  of  business  which 
is  still  in  the  stage  of  tradition — you 
are  tackling  the  inmost  mysterious  ques- 
tion ot  personal  efficiency.  And  the  rea- 
sons for  success  or  failure,  the  chances 
of  the  game  and  the  run  of  the  cards, 
make  poker  seem  mathematical  by  com- 
parison. 

Every  man  in  business  who  expects  to 
be  a  general  officer — and  every  group  of 
men  in  control  of  a  great  enterprise — 
is  effective  in  proportion  as  he  or,  they 
show  a  blend  of  personal  qualities  that 
meets  all  the  needs  of  the  business  and 
checks  whatever  weaknesses  exist.  Wliat, 
in  the  opinion  of  practical  business  men, 
should  this  blend  include — and  how  can 
an  employer  develop  it  in,  his  men  ? 

'Marshall,  the  English  economist,  says 
that  promptness,  judsrment.  resource, 
carefulness,  and  steadfastness  of  pur- 
pose are  the  chief  materials  of  which, 
business  ability'  consists,  rather  'than 
any  specialized  skill  'or  craftsmanship. 
Having  these  qualities,  he  asserts,  a  man 
should  not  only  rise  rapidlv  in  one  line, 
bat  .may  chanee  to  a  quite  different  busi- 
ness an^d  continue  successfully.  ,■  I  have 
rpcentlv  been  working,  with  a  man  who 
illustrates  this   belief.      At   forty   he   i? 


king  pin  of  three  successful  corporations 
making  quite  different  products.  He 
lias  never  had  any  "specialized  skill." 
but  the  five  prime  qualitias  Marshall 
names  are  certainly  native  in  him. 

These  causes  of  failure  split  roug'hly 
into  three  classes.  A  few  of  them,  such 
as  "laziness"  and  "bad  temper,"  may 
go  back  to  poor  physical  condition.  Oth- 
ers, such  as  "guesswork,"  "lack  of 
study,"  "untrained  employees,"  and 
"lack  of  system,"  are  probably  mere 
habits  of  work.  But  most  of  the  trou- 
bles, after  all,  strike  deeper;  .they  are 
plainly  mental  kinks  of  flat  sides  on 
the  wheel  of  character.  Here  is  an  ab- 
breviated list: — 

Suspicion. 
Lack  of  decision. 
Failure. 

"Do  it  to-morrow." 
Over-indulgence. 
Conceit. 

"Nobody  can  tell  me  anything." 
"My  grandfather  did  it  this  way." 
"I  never  learn  from  others." 
"My  mind  is  made  up."     ' 
Indifference. 
Carelessness. 

"Mv  theorv  would  have  worked, 
but—" 

Temptation. 
Misuse  of  credit. 
Stubbornness. 
Poor   memory. 
Poor  supervision. 

Every  manager  will  recognize  in  this 
list  many  a  little  blue  devil  that  spoiled 
a  good  man  for  him.     But  will  he  apply 
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the  set  to  himself?  Will  he  take  seri- 
ously any  of  the  similar  lists  which 
various  efficiency  "fans"  have  put  into 
print? 

Hoyd  Fisher  has  been  reminding  fac- 
tory managers  over  at  Detroit  that  "a 
stream  can  rise  no  higher  than  its 
source."  "I  am  convinced,"  says  he; 
"that  one-third  of  the  average  mana- 
ger's time  is  properly  taken  up  with 
the  effort  to  improve  his  thinking,  his 
work  habits  and  his  health."  So  thor- 
oughly does  System  believe  in  this  new 
item  of  "manager  maintenance"  that  it 
asked  the  three  hundred  men  who  con- 
tributed to  this  series  some  very  frank 
questions  about  their  own  mistakes  and 
successes,  and  about  their  most  valuable 
men.  The  replies  are  at  least  interest- 
ing, as  showing  what  the  actual  heads 
of  concerns  and  departments  think 
about  business  iability.  Coupled  with 
careful  cliaracter  studies  which  were 
made  by  members  of  System's  -staff  of 
many  prominent  business  men  daring  ex- 
tended interviews,  they  may  be  more 
than  merely  interesting. 

The  first  thing  that  is  evident  from  a 
survey  of  these  thousands  of  replies  is 
that  business  men  are  not  stoppins:  with 
outward  effieiency-^mere  time  schedules, 
filing  schemes  and  desk  methods.  They 
are  going  even  deeper  than  questions  of 
health,  help  and  social  life^ — though  they 
have  some  things  to  say  about  this  side 
of  efficiency  which  might  warrant  an 
article.  Beyond  question,  they  are  di- 
rectly and  earnesitly  engaged  in  the  te- 
dious, rather  abstract  work  of  further 
balancing  up  their  own  faults  and  de- 
veloping their  personal   powers.

Best  Ways  to  Remedy  Common  Faults 

Four  questions  were  asked  by  System, 
with  the  purpose  of  showing  up  busi- 
ness men's  weak  points,  indicating  their 
most  valuable  qualities,  contributing 
suggestions  on  how  to  pick  men  of  cali- 
bre and  how  to  strengthen  oneself  or 
one's  associates.     The  questions  were: — 

(1)  What  blunders  do  you  observe 
men  in  business  making  most  frequently 
and  what  qualities  de  they  seem  to  lack? 

(2)  Think  of  the  three  best  men  in 
your  business — what  qualities  brought 
them  promotion? 

(3)  How  would  you  train  a  son  of 
yours  to  take  your  place  and  go  ahead 
with  the  business? 

(4)  In  yourself,  how  have  you  streng- 
thened the  business  qualities  that  seem- 
ed weakest? 

Practically  half  of  those  who  answer- 
ed the  first  query  put  at  the  head  of  the 
list  the  inability  to  think,  to  analyze, 
to  exercise  judgiment  —  or  narrowness 
and  unwillingness  to  see  more  than  one 
side  to  a  question.  Sometimes  the 
charge  is  put  in  a  general  way,  as:  "fee- 
ble  thinking,"   "snap   decisions,"  "ar- 


guing,' 


'doesn't  cut  to  the  core  of  a 


problem  and  settle  that,"  "fails  to  eli- 
minate non-essentials,"  "fails  to  un- 
derstand 'basic  conditions,"  "not  mak- 
ing a  thorough  study  of  the  problem," 
"not  getting  a  broad  view,"  "seeing 
only   his   own   side,"      "not    seeing   all 


sides,  including  the  customer's,  and  de- 
ciding for  himself,"  "inability  or  un- 
willingness to  adopt  new  ideas." 

Other  men  suggest  how  this  inability 
to  think  works  out  in  particular  cases 
thoy  have  observed.  "Never  know  they 
are  losing  ground,"  says  one.  "Lack  of 
observation,"  writes  another.  Lack  of 
foresight,  working  too  much  in  the  pres- 
ent, ignoring  suggestions  of  subordin- 
ates, not  reading  what  other  men  have 
learned,  not  recognizing  that  a  work- 
ing force  must  be  educated  before  it 
can  do  intelligent  work,  not  recogniz- 
ing when  they  (salesmen)  have  closed 
their  argument,  and  lack  of  judgment 
due  to  over-enthusiasm,  are  a  few  of 
the  pertinent  answers. 

That  men  in  business  still  hang  on  to 
detail  too  closely  is  a  common  criticism 
among  those  brought  together  by  Sys- 
tem's investigation.  One  answer  in 
twelve  included  this  point.  "The  man- 
ager confines  his  attention  to  one  or  two 
departments  and  neglects  the  others," 
one  executive  saidi  emphatically.  "Too 
much  routine — failure  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  brains  of  the  staff,"  wrote 
another.  "They  don't  'let  George  do 
it,'  while  they  keep  a  steady  hand  on 
the  pulse  of  things,"  runs  a  third  reply. 

Human  Nature  With  Success 

Knowledge  of  men  is  always  attribut- 
ed to   practically   every  one   of  the   fa- 
mous old-time  heads  of  big  enterprises, 
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such  as  railroads  and  packing  indus 
tries,  and  the  lack  of  it  was  mentioned 
many  times  among  the  replies  as  one 
of  the  serious  defects  in  ambitious  men. 
That  business  men  too  often  do  not 
analyze  themselves,  that  they  fail  to 
appreciate  the  all-important  viewpoint 
of  their  customers,  that  they  neglect  the 
rights,  feelings  and  suggestions  of  in- 
feriors, falsely  estimate  the  strength  of 
those  whom  they  make  their  opponents, 
and  do  not  bring  out  all  that  is  in  their 
help,  are  some  of  the  explanations  of 
failures  given  by  the  men  who  answered 
System's  questions. 

"A  florist  failed,"  says  a  university 
professor  by  way  of  illustration,  "be- 
cause he  attempted  to  run  a  small-town 
business  on  the  city  plan  of  separating 
green  house  from  store,  and  invested  too 
mucli  in  novelties  which  did  not  sell  out 
clean.  lie  was  probably  driven  to  these 
illogical  expedients  because  he  had  fail- 
ed to  understand  people.  He  had  been 
economizing,  for  instance,  on  inefficient 
help,  and  had  handled  his  credits  in  such 
a  blundering  way  as  to  offend  many 
.sood  'risks'  without  dodging  the  really 
bad  accounts." 

Blunders  in  buying  and  credit  mak- 
ing are  frequently  mentioned  among  the 
answers,  but  the  inability  to  read  peo- 
ple seems  to  ibe  the  underlying  fault  in 
most  of  the  cases.  "Men  are  too  free 
with  credits,"  says  one;  "poor  buy- 
ers," writes  another.  "Too  sympathe- 
tic"; "too  lenient";  "try  to  sell  some- 
thing scarcely  anyone  wants";  "pay 
more  attention  to  selling  than  to  buy- 
ing and  collecting";  "advertise  them- 
selves insteadi  of  their  goods";  "cater 
to  their  own  tastes  rather  than  the  pub- 
lic's"-— several   men   suggest. 

Some  of  the  criticisms  offered  take  an 
even  more  frank  tack.  That  business 
men  lack  courtesy  is  acknowledged  by 
several.  One  believes  they  can  not  say 
"No!"  as  they  should,  and  another  that 
they  say  it  too  easily,  when  a  salesman 
has  something  worth  their  attention. 
That  they  are  often  not  suited  nor  pre- 
pared for  the  positions  they  try  to  fill, 
yet  have  exalted  opinions  of  themselves 
and  readily  take  on  things  outside  their 
specific  training,  is  the  observation  of 
a  number.  This  happy-go-lucky  way  of 
doing  things  expresses  itself,  according 
to  one  executive,  in  "poor  and  illogical 
organization,"  and  particularly  in  de- 
partments rooted  in  tradition,  where  un- 
defined zones  of  work  keep  men  clash- 
ing and  jealous. 

Cultivate  the  Point  of  View  of 
"the  Other  Fellow." 

"Acquisitiveness,"  the  character 
analyst  will  tell  you,  is  essential  to  suc- 
cess in  business.  "Selfishness,"  accord- 
ing to  four  men  who  answered  this  ques- 
tion, is  a  common  handicap  to  men  who 
otherwise  might  go  high.  "Business  men 
too  often  have  ignoble  aims,"  says  one 
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executive.  "We  all  overreach  our- 
selves at  times,"  a  high  official  told  me. 
"Poise  and  self-confidence  are  fine 
things,"  commented  another,  "but  it  is 
easy  to  be  so  self-centred  that  you  fail 
to  give  customers  tlie  enthusiastic  at- 
tention and  deft  service  which  will 
bring  them  back  in  a  buying  state  of 
mind.  In  fact,  many  houses  'barely 
exist'  simply  because  they  have  never 
got  acquainted  with  their  true  selves." 
How  the  positive  of  this  quality  can 
be  developed  is  told  by  an  automobile 
dealer  out  in  Iowa.  "Just  think  of  the 
other  fellow  and  you'll  succeed,"  he 
writes.  "I  was  weak  in  my  ability  to 
meet  men.  So  I  have  practised  this. 
When  a  customer  comes  in,  I  go  and 
sliake  hands  with  him  and  tell  him,  'Gee 
but  I'm  glad  to  see  you' — and  I've  train- 
ed myself  not  only  to  feel  that  way,  but 


health  and  time  and  study  they  lay 
down";  "neglect  the  necessity  of  ex- 
perience"; "become  perfunctory"; 
"have  not  the  imagination  essential  to 
the  creation  of  great  enterprises"  — 
these  are  some  of  the  observations  on 
this  subject.  And  judging  from  System's 
extended  contact  with  many  business 
men,  no  criticism  apparently  comes 
nearer  home. 

Did  Not  Like  to  Take  Responsibility 

I  was  sitting  recently  with  the  head 
of  the  foreign  department  of  a  bank 
when  a  young  business  man  came  in  and 
attempted  to  persuade  that  seasoned 
financier  that  tlie  bank  rather  than  he 
should  take  the  risk  of  a  certain  inter- 
national credit.  The  debtor  house  had 
repeatedly  been  a  customer  of  his,  but 
the  bank  had  never  heard  of  it.       The 
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Chart  of  a  young  man  who,  though  gift  ed,  has  not  made  a  very  great  success. 

The  reason  is  found  here. 


to  speak  in  a  tone  that  absolutely  con- 
vinces him  I  am  in  earnest.  A  custo- 
mer told  me  just  recently:  "I  always 
come  to  your  store  first  when  I  am  in 
town,  because  you  make  me  feel  so  wel- 
come that  I  have  to.  whether  I  need 
anything  or  not.'  " 

How  much  these  qualities  may  add  to 
the  total  of  a  man 's  business  power 
may  be  debated,  but  there  are  three 
other  criticisms  among  those  brought 
together  by  System  which  are  fundamen- 
tal: that  men  fail  to  measure  up  to  the 
calls  of  business  because  they  lack  (1) 
carefulness;  (2)  concentration;  (3)  re- 
sponsibility. "Business  men  do  not 
know  their  costs" — "are  careless  and 
ignorant  of  figures" — "often  overdraw 
their  accounts  in  sheer  ignorance"  • — 
"are  too  lenient  with  those  who  owe 
them" — these  are  some  of  the  charges. 

A  half  dozen  men  among  those  who 
replied  to  System's  questions  emphasiz- 
ed the  first  of  these  points:  that  men 
cannot  concentrate,  or  as  Marshall  has 
it,  lack  "steadfastness."  "They  can- 
not keep  up  a  sustained  effort";  "allow 
themselves  to  become  distracted";  "can- 
not   hold    themselves     to    the    rules     of 


banker  tried  to  laugh  the  young  fellow 
out  of  the  idea  that  the  bank,  a  total 
stranger,  could  pass  credit  on  a  risk  he 
was  unwilling  to  assume.  But  when  we 
were  alone  again,  the  banker  tlirew  up 
his  hands  impatiently.  "Why  is  it," 
he  exclaimed;  "that  business  men  will 
not  accept  the  responsibilities  which  be- 
long only  to  them?" 

How  Some  Executives  Train  Their 
Assistants 

'It  is  a  criticism  that  bobs  up  again 
and  again  among  the  answers  to  Sys- 
tem's questions.  The  "boss,"  growing 
old.  cannot  find  assistants  who  can  and 
will  see  that  things  are  done.  Many 
men  seem  to  take  the  position  of  work- 
ing by  the  clock  and  waiting  for  orders. 
Among  the  excuses  advanced  by  them, 
one  may  be  sound;  that  the  authority 
delegated  them  is  often  mere  pretence. 
The  general  superintendent  of  one  of  the 
nation's  largest  steel  mills  told  me  with 
modest  pride  how  he  had  developed 
twelve  general  superintendents  out  of 
his  staff  of  young  men.  He  seems  to 
have  no  trouble  finding  men  who  will 
take  the  responsibility;  but  he  gives 
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them  a  load  to  carry  and  leaves  them 
no  doubt  that  it  is  theirs — to  handle  or 
to   drop. 

The  man  who  makes  excuses  —  who 
seems  unable  to  decide  or  act  without 
being  prompted — usually  is  in  a  mental 
rut  that  calls  for  the  application  of  a 
shrewd  psychology  by  his  superiors.  It 
may  be  laziness  or  dullness  that  makes 
him  iiang  fire;  but  plain  fear,  several 
executives  charge,  is  often  the  bottom 
trouble.  "Druggists  are  afraid,"  says  a 
druggist,  who  by  working  along  original 
lines  has  in  a  decade  built  a  struggling 
store  into  a  flourishing  one.  The  ability 
to  trust  oneself  to  disregard  the  con- 
ventional method,  to  see  straight  and 
act  without  looking  behind  you  for  back- 
ing, is  a  scarce  article — but  one  that 
grows  with  each  success  and  each  bit  of 
encouragement. 

"There  is  too  much  conferring  and 
not  enough  trusting  to  the  initiative  of 
well-chosen  department  heads,"  con- 
clude two  successful  executives.  Obser- 
vations suggest  that  business  men  do 
not  yet  value  as  they  should  the  inter- 
change of  ideas — the  efficacy  of  "talk- 
ins  things  out  in  committee."  But  the 
idea  some  men  have  tliat  a  confer- 
ence must  vote  every  time  it  assembles 
is  pathetic.  Only  by  carrying  greater 
and  greater  weights  can  a  man  develop 
his  ability  to  handle  steel  or  concrete; 
only  by  assuming  increasing  responsi- 
bility can  men  grow  in  initiative.  And 
the  demand  of  a  business  for  quick  ac- 
tion on  hundreds  of  matters  usually 
finds  the  committee  method  too  cum- 
brous as  well  as  too  vague.  Everybody's 
business  is  still   nobody's  business. 

The  same  two  points  that  stand  out 
as  criticisms  lead  the  list  of  reasons  for 
promoting  men  assembled  as  a  result  of 
investigations:  (1)  ability  to  think  and 
plan;  (2)  ability  to  take  the  initdative 
and  assume  responsibility.  "Construc- 
tive initiative  coupled  with  tlie  applica- 
tion of  good  common  sense,  added  to 
whatever  native  abilities  a  man  may 
have,  'make  good' — and  deserve  it,"  one 
manager  writes.  "Resourcefulness  in 
emer2"encies"  is  a  special  statement  of 
the  same  idea. 

Some  of  the  Qualities 

Loyalty  to  the  business  ranks  very 
hio-h — ^but  it  is  still  the  kind  of  loyalty 
tliat  beains  at  the  bottom,  works  through 
all  departments  and  spends  long  hours 
in  the  business  or  in  special  studies  bear- 
ing on  it.  Tact,  diplomacy,  affability 
and  knack  in  handling  men  ("especial- 
ly union  men")  are  other  much-sought 
qualities.  Enthusiasm,  honesty,  steadi- 
ness and  enersy  or  "interest"  or 
"alertness"  evidently  have  a  live  mar- 
ket. "Desire  for  authority  and  respon- 
sibility, backed  by  sufficient  will 
power,"  is  the  less  perfunctory  way  one 
manager  has  of  expressing  the  ambition 
he  must  see  in  the  man  he  advances. 
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PICTURES  PIONEER  LIFE

Action  and  adventure  there  are  a-plenty  in  tliis  tale  of 
tiie  "Flying  U"  boys  in  New  Mexico,  in  which  a  fake  bank 
robbery  for  film  purpo.ses  precedes  a  real  one  for  lust  of 
gold;  and  the  Happy  Family,  sworn  in  as  deputy  sheriffs, 
follow  a  trail  through  miles  and  miles  of  arid  desert  in 
quest  of  the  robbers,  only  to  encounter  instead'  a  band  of 
frightened  Navajo  Indians  who  might  have  annihilated 
them  if  Luck  Lindsay  hadn't  understood  sign-talk.  And 
finally,  when  their  search  succeeded,  Annie-Many-Ponies, 
daughter  of  a  chief,  showed  iier  Sioux  heritage  and  Ramon 
Chavez  received  his  just  deserts.  It  is  a  strong-,  emotional 
story  that  will  appeal  to  tliis  favorite  author's  many 
readers.

MILDRED  ALDRICH 

Before  tlie  jiuljiication  of  "A  Hilltop  on  the  Marne," 
many  of  us  had  never  heard  of  Mildred  Aldrich,  and  one 
of  the  principal  reasons  for  this  is  that  Mildred  Aldricli 
seldom  talks  albout  herself  and  makes  precious  little 
effort  to  let  her  old  friends,  and  the  public  generally,  know 
about  herself  and  her  work.  She  is  an  artist  to  her  finger- 
tips, and  artists,  real  artists,  as  a  rule,  are  not  in  tiie 
habit  of  advertising  their  own  gifts  and  aceomplishmentj. 

To  those  who  have  read  "A  Hilltop  on  the  Marne," 


these  words  will  seem  almost  superfluous.  But  those  for 
whom  this  treat  is  still  reserved  may  be  interested  to 
know  what  they  have  missed  and  what  they  have  in  store 
for  them.  Miss  Aldrich '9  new  book  is  entitled  "Told  in 
a  French  Garden,  August,  1914." 

VON  BUELOW'S  IMPERIAL  GERMANY 

The  new  and  revised  edition  of  "Imperial  Germany," 
by  von  Buelow,  is  tiie  first  book  printed  in  the  Britisli 
Empire  by  license  of  the  iComptroller-General  of  Patents 
under  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  (Copyrigiit)  Act,  1916. 

In  the  autumn  of  1913,  the  cop>Tight  of  "Imperial 
Germany,"  by  Prince  von  Buelow,  was  acquired  by  Cas- 
se'.l  &  Co.,  for  the  British  Empire.  The  volume  was  pub- 
lisiied in  January,  1914.  After  the  outbreak  of  the  war, 
a  cheap  popular  edition  was  issued,  and  eiglit  impres- 
sions were  printed. 

In  the  early  summer  of  this  year  Prince  von  Buelow 
issued  a  revised  edition  in  Germany,  and  negotiations 
were  conducted  for  the  purchase  of  tlie  Britisii  riglits  in 
the  new  matter  from  a  Dutch  firm,  who  had  acquired 
them  from  Prince  von  Bnelow's  publisher.  This  transac- 
tion became  null  and  void  through  the  passing  of  the 
above-mentioned  Act,  wliicii  vested  in  the  Puiblic  Trus- 
tee the  British  copyrigiit  of  all  works  jnibiished  in  Ger- 
many since  August  4tii,  1914.  Hence  the  need  for  tlie 
license,  wiiicli  was  duly  granted  on  October  5,  lOKi. 

More  than  one-half  of  the  letterpress  of  the  original 
volume  has  been  re-written,  and  for  the  assistance  of 
the  historical  student  and  the  guidance  of  the  general 
reader,  tlie  new  passages  are  indicated  in  the  present 
volume  by  brackets. 

Tiie  introduction,  by  Prince  von  Buelow,  is  entircdy 
new,  and  so  are  the  two  chapters  on  Militarism  and  the 
ciiapter  on  tiie  Social  Democrats.  The  latter  part  of  the 
Conclusion,  in  which  the  author  advances  the  argument 
that  "dogmatic  adiierence  to  ))rinciples  is  misi'liievous," 
is  also  new.

WELLS  AT  HIS  BEST 

".Mr.  liiitling  Sees  It  Through,"  recently  publisiied  by 
Macmilian's,  is  at  once  H.  G.  Wells  at  his  best  and  indis- 
putably a  most  noteworthy  novel  on  the  great  war.  This 
is  a  double  achievement  of  merit.  No  one  but  Wells  could 
liave  written  of  Mr.  Britling  in  (|uite  tiie  same  way.  He 
is  tiie  ty])ifieation  of  tlic  modern  Englisliman,  tlie  English- 
man in  pre-war  days.  He  has  all  tiie  complaceticy,  the 
somewhat  disdainful  indifference  to  vital  national  issues 
wiiicii  ciiaracterized  the  great  majority  of  men  in  the 
Britisii  Isles  up  to  August,  1914.  "Mr.  Britling  Sees  It 
Througii"  is  tiie  record  of  the  cumulative  effect  of  the 
consecutive  unfolding  of  the  terrible  chapters  of  the  first 
year  of  the  war.  The  telling  of  the  story  is  the  detailed 
statement  of  the  mental  metamorpliosis  of  tiie  average 
Englisliman  by  the  iiand  of  war.  Mr.  Britling  lives  in 
Essex  (perhaps  not  far  from  Dunmow  itself!)  His  village, 
Matching's  Easy,  in  1914  is  calm  and  unruffled  enough, 
a  type  of  the  British  country  village,  quiet,  torpid,  pleas- 
antly dull.  But  war  ciianges  all  that  as  it  changed  the 
national  face  of  all  England  itself.  It  vastly  alters  Mr. 
Britling.  It  carries  iiim,  in  process  of  carrying  his  nation, 
from  tlie  old  and  false  to  tiie  new  and  true.  And  a  new 
Matching's  Easy  at  the  end  of  the  book  is  index  to  a 
new  England. 

The  novel  is  Wells  at  his  best.  It  paints  in  great, 
broad  sweeps  the  intimate  and  detailed  features  of  a 
country  as  those  features  are  ciianging.  Mr.  Wells's 
genius  has  never  done  better.  His  swift  and  amazingly 
accurate  diagnosis  of  the  mental  illness  of  a  set  of  people 
is  masterly.     All  the  divination     and     power  of  analysis 
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wiiich  the  author  brought  to  "The  New  Machiavelli"  and 
"The  Research  Magnificent"  he  brings,  tempered  and 
developed,  to  "Mr.  Britling  Sees  It  Through"  and  here 
and  there  he  breaks  in  on  his  searching  character  dissec- 
tion with  that  quaint  humor,  quintessentially  his  own  that 
he  gave  us  in  "Kipps"  and  "  Ton-bungay. " 

This  book  brings  the  war  home  to  one.  Perhaps  that 
phrase  most  nearly  expresses  it.  From  the  heterogeneous 
hotcli-potch  of  newspaper  report  as  to  the  causes  of  and 
items  in  the  great  war  one  may  turn  to  this  Iwok  and  learn 
the  answer  to  a  thousand  questionings.  Mr.  Wells  has- 
talked  plainly  and  directly  in  "Mr.  Britling  Sees  It 
Through."  The  wayfaring  man  ....  may  not  err 
therein.

WAXWEILER'S  LAST  BOOK 

"Belgium  and  the  Great  Powers,"  is  the  name  of  a 
book  which  comes  from  Putnam's,  being  the  work  of  the 
late  Emile  Waxweiler,  explaining  and  vindicating  the 
neutrality  of  his  native  country.  This  eminent  scholar 
was  director  of  the  Solvay  Institute  of  Sociology  at 
Brussels,  and  this  book  presents  a  thesis  which  it  will  be 
difficult  for  his  opponents  to  disprove. 

With  calm,  dispassionate  judgment,  he  upholds  Bel- 
gium's right  to  oppose  the  violation  of  her  territory  by 
Germany,  citing  with  telling  force  the  Treaty  of  1839,  and 
subsequent  events  of  international  importance,  such  as 
Lord  Palmerston  's  action  at  the  time  of  threatened  French 
aggression  in  1848. 

"Taff'rail"  the  anonymous  author  wl'.ose  book  "Carry 
On"  had  sucIl  a  tremendous  success  in  England,  has 
written  a  new  story  of  the  Navy,  "Pincher  Martin  O.D. " 
The  story  is  running  serially  in  Chambers's  Journal,  and 
will  be  published  in  book  fonu  by  The  Musson  Book  Co., 

early  in  November.

His  fear  at  the  thought  of  the  new 
life  that  he  was  about  to  enter,  left  him  almost  in  a  state 
of  coma,  and  his  resret  at  leaving  his  ibenefactor  who  had 
picked  iiim  uj)  for  dead  and  almost  miraculously  restored 
him  to  life  was  keen  enough  to  have  graced  the  mind  of 
a  philosopher.  But  sail  he  did,  and  many  were  his  experi- 
ences, always  making  for  iiis  development  despite  the  fact 
that  his  companions  were  often  brutish  and  kindness  was 
at  a  premium.  And  thus  do  we  follow  the  fortunes  of 
tiiis  hoy,  meeting  the  people  he  meets,  sharing  his  experi- 
ences until  finally  we  find  him  in  London,  penniless  and 
looking  for  work.  Then  for  the  first  time  he  seems  to 
meet  the  people  who  can  be  of  real  service  to  him,  and 
gradually  hut  surely  he  cliiribs  the  ladder  of  success, 
round  by  round.  Into  these  experiences  is  woven  mucii 
of  trasedy,  of  misplaced  love,  and  love  that  cannot  be  ex- 
pr(>sse(l.  But  out  of  it  all  there  comes  a  romance  that  is 
sure  and  iastins,  and  which  proves  to  tiie  Sailor  to  he  the 
supreme  experience  through  wliich  he  produces  his  Ibest 
work.

Another  small  room, 
oft'  the  main  slielf  room,  is  kept  for  the  use  of  girls  and 
women  who  are  working-.  The  women  of  Windsor,  having 
more  opportunity,  are  devoting  themselves  to  war  work  of 
various  kinds  more  than  perhaps  in  other  Ontario  cities 
and  it  is  a  boon  for  them  to  have  this  quiet  room  where 
they  may  drop  in  at  noon  after  lunch  for  half  an  hour. 
Miss  Ma«rae,  the  Librarian,  notes  the  likes  and  dislikes 
of  the  girls  and  when  they  come  in  from  day  to  day  they 
find  the  book  they  are  reading-  or  what  they  want  ready 
beside  their  comfortable  arm  chair. 

War  books  are  much  in  demand  by  the  book-borrowers 
at  this  library.  "The  First  Hundred  Thousand,"  "Be- 
tween the  Lines,''  "Action  Front,"  "Hilltop  on  the 
Marne,".and  "My  Home  on  the  Field  of  Honor."  have 
been  prime  favorites.  Fiction  appears  to  be  read  more 
than  in  Toronto  proportionately,  although  tlie  booksellers 
do  not  report  a  very  brisk  sale  of  the  new  books.  The 
Library  has  not  noticed  any  falling  off  in  the  demand  for 
good  stories. 

Among  the  books  of  which  the  Librarian  is  very  proud 
is  a  complete  set  of  Punch  and  a  set  of  The  Ix)ndon  Illus- 
trated complete  save  for  a  single  volume.  Altliougli  there 
is  no  children's  room  as  yet  Miss  Macrae  hopes  in  time  to 
liave  one.  The  little  folk  use  the  library  a  grent  deal  and 
the  story  hour  twice  a  week  is  well  patronized,  over  a 
hundred  attending-  a  recent  meeting.  Windsor  has  a  pecu- 
liar foreign  problem  and  her  library  is  doing  niucii  towards 
Canadianizing  the  little  new  citizens.

ANOTHER  NEW  LIBRARY 

The  new  High  Park  branch  Public  Lil)rary,  in  Toron- 
to, situated  at  Honcesvalles  and  Wright  Avenues,  was  for- 
mally opened  to  tiie  puiblic,  on  Nov.  1st.  A  large  number 
of  the  resident  ratepayers  attended  and  W.  T.  J.  Lee,  of 
the  Library  Board,  presided.  Addresses  were  delivered, 
highly  praising-  the  work  of  the  Board  in  erecting  such  a 
splendid  building.  The  children '.5  room  was  particularly 
praised. 

The  patronage  of  tlie  Wychwood  Library,  opened  last 
May,  lias  so  increased  that  it  is  likely  it  will  ,'be  added  to 
the  list  of  those  open  daily.  Ps  opening  was  in  celebra- 
tion of  the  tercentenary  of  Shakespeare.  This  is  ])rob- 
ably  the  only  instance  in  Canada  of  the  ceIel)ration  of 
this  great  literary  event  by  a  public  board. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  of  getting  books,  tlie 
Toronto  Public  Library,  Dr.  Locke,  the  Chief  Librarian, 
reports,  has  itieen  able  to  keep  up  with  the  average  of 
purchases,  and  so  far  they  are  fully  up  to  recent  years. 

The  development  of  work  among  the  boys  and  girls  in 
the  western  branch  (West  Toronto),  has  been  so  rapid 
that  we  have  been  compelled  to  make  arrangements  for  a 
nuu'h  larger  children's  room. 

Rev.  Father  Minehan  lauded  Librarian  Locke  as  "the 
one  public  official  who  selects  all  his  assistants  upon  merit 
and  efficiency,  as  demonstrated  by  competitive  examina- 
tion.?."

THE  SUCCESSFUL  TRA  VELER 

HATS  off  to  the  good  traveling  man!  The  t^uc- 
cessful  traveHng  salesman  usually  has  a  "per- 
sonality" that  figures  very  largely  in  his  success  in 
selling  and  a  great  measure  of  this  personality  is  due 
to  his  recognition  of  certain  requirements  that  make 
for  success  in  any  line  of  business. 

They  post  themselves  on  questions  and  })rol)leins 
of  the  hour  and  thus  are  able  to  acquit  themselves 
creditably  in  discussing  any  subject  looming  large  in 
the  world;  but  more  important  still  they  jxist  them- 
selves thoroughly  not  only  aljout  the  goods  they  sell 
but  the  other  goods  sold  in  the  same  line  of  trade. 
Conseuqently  they  are  veritable  walking  encyclo- 
paedias. 

Tliese  "top  notch"  traveling  salesmen  arc  of  the 
kind  who  thoroughly  read  their  trade  jTaper. 

A  prominent  manufacturer  in  the  United  States, 
Avho  in  his  younger  days  was  a  traveling  salesman, 
in  recounting  some  of  his  experiences,  said  that 
his  success  had  come  slowly  and  by  hard  work.,  lie 
had  to  study  and  learn  the  game.  He  happened, 
when  a  young  salesman,  to  read  a  well-kiiown  trade 
journal  in  a  customer's  store.  He  became  a  subscriber 
and  he  regularly  read  that  trade  paper.  lie  found 
that  instead  of  only  being  interested  in  his  own  little 
territory  he  became  interested  in  business  in  a  na- 
tional way.  As  he  was  promoted  to  a  more  important 
route,  where  he  called  on  larger  merchants,  he  was 
able  to  discuss  que,strons  of  general  interest  with  this 
class  of  dealers. 

With  this  experience  of  his  owm  he  was  often  sur- 
prised to  hear  young  salesmen  in  various  lines  say 
that  they  never  read  a  trade  journal.  A  good  trade 
paper  costs  so  little,  and  salesmen  have  so  much  spare 
time  on  trains  to  read,  that  one  would  imagine  every 
ambitious,  determined-to-get-there  salesman  would 
have  his  trade  journal  in  his  grip  and  that  he  would 
study  it  at  every  opportunity. 

Playing  cards  is  an  innocent  enough  amusement, 
but  as  a  matter  of  fact  very  little  is  learned  from 
games  of  cards.  The  yoiuig  salesman  who  has  a  lot 
to  learn  surely  has  no  time  to  waste  on  his  trips  in 
card'  games. 

Of  course,  gambling  for  money  is  out  of  the 
question  with  a  salesman  who  has  made  up  his  mind 
to  succeed.    A  man  cannot  sit  up  a  large  part  of  the 
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night  .-moking  and  drinking  and  be  fit  for  bu.siness 
the  next  day. 

The  older  salesman  should  l)e  ashamed  to  invite 
the  young  salesman  to  "sit  in"  a  game.  We  all  know 
the  "cul)  salesman"  has  temptations  enough  on  the 
road.  Take  my  word  for  it,  there's  nothing  in  tha«e 
sociable  .salesmen's  games.  You  will  lose  money,  time 
and  Imputation,  and  make  "cocktail  acquaintances" 
wliose  I.  ().  U.'s  are  not  negotiable  at  any  bank. 


I'RO MPT  SERVICE 

"P  ATIENCP]  is  a  virtue  seldom  possessed  by  man 
-■-  and  of  course  the  writer  who  penned  tho.se  words 
had  women  in  mind  as  well.  Both  men  and  women 
are  sometimes  credited  with  having  an  extraordinary 
store  of  this  virtue  judging  by  the  manner  in  which 
it  is  taxed  in  some  retail  .-tores,  not  excepting  book 
and  stationery  stores  in  Canada. 

It  is  not  an  uncommon  .sight  to  see  a  customer 
patiently  waiting  to  be  .«erved,  sometimes  not  too 
I)atiently,  and  to  the  casual  onlooker  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  patience  is  frequently  exhausted  because 
of  lack  of  service  that  could  be  given  without  very 
great  exertion  on  the  part  of  the  salespeople. 

The  merchant's  endeavor  should  be  to  adequately 
serve  even  those  who  are  unduly  impatient,  because 
it  is  a  bad  thing  for  any  business  for  a  customer  to  be 
permitted  to  leave  a  store  displeased  in  any  way  by 
reason  of  the  treatment  accorded  such  customer  or 
regarding  anything  else  about  the  store  for  that 
matter. 

Therefore  serve  every  customer  with  the  utmost 
promptitude  and  just  now  on  the  threshhold  of  the 
final  Christmas  rush,  when  there  will  be  so  many  to 
serve,  the  greatest  possible  care  should  be  observed 
in  this  particular. 


ABOUT  RETURNING  DRAFTS 

ATTENTION  is  frequently  drawn  to  the  habit 
that  persists  with  too  many  retailers  of  returning 
drafts  without  .sufficient  cause  for  such  action  and 
without  consideration  for  the  wholesale  house  thus 
incommoded. 

Merchants  should  remember  that  payment  by 
draft  besides  being  of  advantage  to  the  wholesale  con- 
cerns in  conducting  their  businesses,  is  helpful  also 
to  them,  particularly  the  many  smaller  dealers  who

have  not  a  great  deal  of  time  to  s{)end  looking  after 
a  number  of  books. 

When  a  draft  comes  in  and  is  correct,  it  should  be 
promptly  accepted  and  any  necessity  for  returning 
drafts  because  of  lack  of  immediate  funds  should  be 
guarded  against  in  advance.  This  is  a  most  import- 
ant element  in  conserving  credit.  He  should  guard 
the  credit  of  his  business  as  he  would  his  life  for  the 
good  credit  of  any  business  is  its  real  life. 

There  is  in  some  quarters  a  prejudice  against  the 
system  of  payment  by  draft,  but  any  business  man 
who  will  take  the  trouble  to  thoroughly  investigate 
and  post  himself  on  the  whole  question  will  find  that 
the  system  is  for  the  general  good  of  trade  and  a- com- 
plete grounding  on  this  subject  will  also  promote 
greater  consideration  for  the  wholesale  houses,  be- 
cause the  retailers  themselves  are  not  more  keenly 
anxious  for  good  business  in  the  retail  stores  than  the 
wholesalers.  So  interdependent  are  the  wholesale 
and  retail  interests  that  any  a.<sistance  which  the  re- 
tailers can  extend  to  the  wholesale  houses  in  the  way 
of  co-operation,  will  in  the  final  analysis  redound  to 
the  benefit  of  the  retail  trade  as  well. 


PERSISTENCY  THAT  PAYS 

IT  LS  a  strange  paradox  of  advertising  that  many  a 
man  will  boost,  for  all  he  is  worth  on  a  proposition 
that  is  losing  heavily ;  will  spend  money  and  hours 
in  finding  new  ways  and  arguments  to  make  the 
thing  go,  only  to  drop  it  at  the  Hood  tide  of  its  suc- 
cess to  shift  for  itself. 

It  is  a  short-sighted  policy  that  enables  this  to 
happen  time  and  again,  that  fosters  the  impression 
that  advertising  will  carry  on  under  the  power  of  its 
momentum. 

The  men  who  have  achieved  their  success  through 
advertising  never  desist.  No  matter  how  good  their 
product,  they  know  that  the  public  needs  to  be  told, 
and  needs  to  be  told  repeatedly.  Persistent  hammer- 
ing is  the  basis  of  successful  advertising.  There  are 
■SO  few  things  to  make  the  public  remember,  a  thou- 
sand outside  influences  to  make  them  forget. 

There  are  thousands  of  instances  that  might  be 
enumerated^  Many  of  the  fads  of  yesterday  are  dead 
and  gone,  not  because  what  virtues  they  had  have 
departed.  They  were  as  good  or  as  bad  now  as  then, 
but  their  virtues  have  ceased  to  scream  at  you  from  the 
newspapers  and  to  glare  at  you  from  the  signboards. 
You  remembered  somebody  else's  pills  or  lotions, 
because  they  speak  so  highly  for  themselves,  but  the 
old  reliable  much  vaunted  remedies  forgotten  in  a 
moment.  Think  of  it  yourself.  You  can  remember 
advertisements  you  have  seen.  The  tinge  of  them 
still  lingers  in  your  memory,  a  shadowy  suggestion 
of  something,  but  the  focusing  power  has  gone. 
Memory  has  failed  you.  It  is  dead  advertising,  a 
pitifully  pointless  thing. 

Men  will  find  a  thousand  reasons  for  discontinu- 
ing successful  advertising.    His  trade  is  as  good  now 


as  he  needs.  He  is  oversold  in  many  lines  and  does 
not  need  to  push. 

Here  is  the  vital  mistake,  the  false  .security  is  a 
chimera.  Good  business  may  drift  into  failure,  and 
a  word  that  is  not  on  everyone's  lips  is  soon  forgot- 
ten. You  may  not  need  the  advertising  to-day  but 
you  will  to-morrow  and  to-morrow  you  will  have  to 
face  two  days  of  forgetfulness. 

This  is  one  of  the  mistakes  of  advertising  and  it 
applies  to  retailer  as  well  as  manufacturer.  Intermit- 
tent advertising  loses  half  of  its  punch,  a  persistent 
advertising  campaign  is  better  than  starting  incur- 
sions into  the  field.  Becau.«e  retention  of  an  idea  is 
what  is  aimed  at  in  the  advertising  field,  and  few  ad- 
vertisements have  attraction  enough  to  carry  them- 
selves in  memory  for  any  length  of  time.  No,  adver- 
tising is  the  science  of  persistence,  and  its  motto, 
Boost — winning  or  losing,  boost  all  the  time. 


.1  JUST  COMPLAINT 

WHEN  is  a  store  a  stationery  store?  This  ques- 
tion is  raised  by  a  protest  made  by  an  Ottawa 
bookseller  and  stationer,  D.  B.  Craig,  against  encour- 
agement being  extended  to  drug  .stores  in  the  hand- 
ling of  stationery'  lina«.  This  sentiment  has  the  sup- 
port of  Bookseller  ano  Stationer. 

It  is  only  fair  that  every  community  should  give 
its  support  in  the  purchase  of  books  and  stationery  to 
stores  that  can  truly  be  classed  under  this  trade  head- 
ing, and  it  is  ridiculous  for  a  druggist  having  only  a 
minimum  stock  of  stationery  items  to  represent  him- 
self as  being  a  stationer.  But  what  of  the  many  .stores 
,that  carry  comprehensive  stocks  of  books,  stationery 
and  associated  lines  in  addition  to  drugs?  Are  these 
not  truly  book  and  stationery  stores? 

Readers  of  Bookseller  and  Stationer  will 
recall,  for  instance,  the  extended  write-up  with  illus- 
trations of  the  store  of  E.  C.  Eraser,  Sherbrooke, 
Quebec,  which  appeared  in  our  issue  for  December, 
1915,  the  distinctive  feature  of  this  whole  article,  as 
well  as  of  the  illustrations,  being  that  this  store  was 
shown  to  be  to  a  greater  extent  a  book  and  station,ery 
store  than  a  drug  store. 

This  is  equally  true  of  many  other  stores  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  Canada.  In  the  Western  Provinces 
especially,  these  ''duplex"  stores  are  very  numerous, 
to  the  extent,  in  fact,  of  being  the  rule  rather  than 
the  exception. 

Getting  back  to  the  case  of  the  druggist  who  stocks 
a  small  quantity  of  stationery,  Mr.  Craig  is  right  in 
the  stand  he  takes  that  this  poaching  on  the  preserves 
of  the  legitimate  book  and  stationery  merchants 
should  not  be  encouraged. 

Once  again  the  need  of  a  trade  a.ssociation  is  thus 
emphasized.  When  are  the  booksellers  and  .station- 
ers throughout  Canada  going  to  rise  to  the  occasion 
and  by  united  action  through  a  trade  organization 
assert  themselves  and  gain  recognition  that  will  en- 
able them  to  cope  with  .such  trade  evils? 
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Potentialities  of  Some  Holiday  Lines 

Some  Observations  That  Will  be  of  Suggestive  Value  to  Retailers,  Pertaining  to  Few 
Ready-Selling  Christmas  Items  in  Stationer}^  Shops. 


POTENTIALITIES  OF  SOME  HOLIDAY  LINES 

ART  calendars  continue  to  find  favor  as  holiday  gifts 
and  rig-htly  so.  It  is  not  necessary  here  to  range 
over  the  immense  varieties  in  which  calendars  are 
offered  to  the  trade.  A  great  proportion  of  them  are 
highly  attractive  pictures  and  are  calendars  just  incident- 
ally, the  calendar  feature  being  merely  an  inconspicuous 
little  calendar  pad.  They  are  treasured  for  their  artistic 
merit  long  after  tlic  calendar  itself  lias  run  its  course.  It 
goes  without  saying  therefore  tliat  they  carry  with  them 
a  large  measure  of  satisfaction  for  the  recipients.  There  is 
another  type  of  calendar  which,  whiJe  not  sold  nearly  so 
extensively,  is  equally  meritorious  and  appreciated  per- 
haps to  an  even  greater  extent  by  those  who  receive  them, 
especially  if  they  are  given  to  the  right  type  of  people. 
What  is  referred  to  is  the  calendar  with  a  page  for  each 
day  of  the  year,  each  page  having  a  quotation  from  the 
works  of  some  famous  author  or  jioet.  In  these  calendars 
there  are  various  classes  of  quotations,  but  perhaps  those 
of  the  strongest  appeal  are  the  ones  expressive  of  kindly 
sentiment  and  those  of  an  inspirational  character.  Others 
have  devotional  and  Biblical  quotations  and  humorous 
quotations,  naturally,  are  also  quite  popular.

FOUNTAIN  PENS 

Stationers  as  a  rule  will  doubtless  be  fully  alive  to  the 
chances  they  have  for  making  good  money  in  the  sale  of 
fountain  pens  as  holiday  gifts.  This  is  one  of  the  lines 
not  likely  to  be  neglected,  because  a  fountain  pen  makes 
a  particularly  suitable  present  and,  with  most  people  at 
least,  being  an  article  of  daily  use,  serves  as  a  constant 
reminder  of  the  giver.  A  fountain  pen  is  a  good  gift  for 
a  man  or  woman,  boy  or  girl.  In  the  case  of  gifts  suit- 
able for  ladies  or  for  children  the  problem  is  not  nearly 
so  great  as  with  the  selection  of  articles  intended  for  men. 
Fountain  pens  should  be  featured  prominently  in  the  win- 
dows in  displays  of  articles  especially  suitable  as  gifts  for 
men  and  so  with  other  mediums  of  advertising  as  well.

LEATHER  GOODS  FOR  MEN 

Among  the  articles  that  may  be  introduced  with  par- 
ticular success  as  gifts  for  men  are  such  items  in  the  flat 
leather  goods  line  as  wallets,  letter  cases,  pocket  books 
and  card  cases.  These  are  obtainable  from  very  low  prices 
up  as  far  as  most  people  are  willing  to  go.  In  wallets  and 
letter  cases  the  very  fine  grade  of  leather  used  in  those 
retailing  at  four  or  five  dollars  each,  make  these  items 
popular  Christmas  sellers.  From  wholesalers  it  is  learned 
that  it  is  difficult,  with  quite  a  number  of  dealers,  to  get 
them  to  stock  the  higher  priced  qualities  in  these  goods 
but  once  a  dealer  takes  the  step,  re-orders  are  regular.  It 
has  been  found  in  the  experience  of  many  a  merchant  that 
in  cases  such  as  selling  goods  coming  in  a  number  of  differ- 
ent qualities  and  retailing  at  such  prices  as,  for  instance, 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  dollars  each,  that  it  is  far 
easier  to  interest  a  customer  in  the  highest  priced  of  these 
by  means  of  showing  all  five  qualities  than  by  jumping 
from  one  or  two  dollar  items  to  the  one  priced  at  five 
dollars.  This  illustration  applies  very  well  to  the  selling 
of  the  articles  in  flat  leather  goods  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
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going  and  is  a  subject  worthy  of  the  most  careful  con- 
sideration on  the  part  of  merchants  who  have  not  hereto- 
fore adopted  this  particular  selling  method.

CHRISTMAS  PAPETERIES 

It  will  be  ai)preciated  by  the  reader  that  the  idea  of 
this  article  is  not  to  provide  running  comments  on  the 
whole  gamut  of  holiday  merchandise  as  found  in  the  aver- 
age stationery  store.  That  would  he  too  big  a  contract.  It 
would  be  attempting  something  in  the  nature  of  telling  a 
story  without  an  end  because  of  the  multifarious  nature 
of  the  stationer's  stock.  But  it  will  never  do  to  omit  say- 
ing something  about  Christmas  papeteries.  This  sliould  be, 
and  with  some  stationers  is,  one  of  the  very  best  selling 
Christmas  lines.  The  range  to  choose  from,  considering  as 
a  whole  tlie  products  of  the  different  writing  paper  manu- 
lacturing  houses  and  the  wholesale  houses,  is  so  extensive 
that  there  is  no  excuse  for  any  retail  stationers  not  having 
a  comprehensive  stock  of  these  holiday  boxes  of  writing 
l)aper  and  envelopes  running  from  the  clieapest  ones  up  to 
five  dollars  each.  Some  merchants,  so  the  traveling  sales- 
men say,  absolutely  refuse  to  stock  any  papeteries  to  sell 
at  over  $1.50  or  $2  each.  They  are  standing  in  their  own 
light  by  adoj)ting  this  attitude.  Their  business  is  to  sell 
stationery  and  what  comes  more  directly  under  the  heading' 
of  stationery  proper  than  boxed  correspondence  paper  and 
envelopes  and  why  shouldn't  the  stationer  work  to  try 
to  get  the  public  to  appreciate  and  desire  higher  tyi)es  of 
these  products  than  have  heretofore  been  generally  .sold? 
A  man  behind  the  counter  in  a  store  in  any  average  Cana- 
dian community  who  cannot  sell  at  least  one  five  dollar 
Christmas  papeterie  isn't  a  salesman  at  all  but  merely 
an  order-taker  simply  handing  over  to  a  customer  what  he 
selects  from  the  stock  on  display.  And  even  if  the  three, 
four  or  five  dollar  papeteries  are  not  sold,  it  is  advisable 
to  have  them  in  stock  if  only  for  their  value  as  window 
pieces  to  help  the  sale  of  the  other  boxes.  The  same  mer- 
chant who  will  not  pay  the  wholesale  price  of  $3  for 
papeterie  designed  to  retail  at  $5  will  probably  not  hesi- 
tate to  spend  much  more  than  that  amount  for  some  me- 
chanical window  display  specialty  that  he  cannot  sell  at 
all  and  which  is  a  thing  of  questionable  value  at  best, 
frequently  distracting  attention  from  the  actual  merchan- 
dise on  display  in  a  window  thus  being  really  an  encour- 
agement to  window-gazers.  The  confirmed  window-gazer 
as  a  general  rule  is  not  the  type  of  person  that  is  induced 
to  come  into  the  store  to  buy.  Instead  of  that  he  goes  on 
his  window-gazing  way  to  the  display  of  the  haberdasher 
next  door,  then  on  to  the  show  to  be  seen  in  the  grocer's 
window,  stopping  long  to  enjoy  the  sight  of  the  little 
squirrel  in  his  treadmill  in  the  window  of  the  hardware 
shop  next  in  line  in  his  progress  along  the  street.

While  most  stationery  stores  now  include  in  their 
stock  a  line  of  cameras  and  supplies  it  is  a  remarkable 
fact  that  there  are  still  quite  a  number  of  booksellers  and 
stationers  that  have  not  fallen  into  line  in  this  respect. 
With  some  of  them  the  trouble  seems  to  be  a  fear  of  going 
up  against  the  strong  competition  of  established  dealers

iiandling  an  exclusive  line,  but  the  experience  of  hundreds 
of  other  dealers  successfully  breaking  into  the  field  with  a 
range  of  cameras  and  photo  supplies  not  sold  by  any  re- 
tailer before  that  time  in  the  particular  towns  in  which 
such  dealers  were  located,  siiould  be  sufficient  incentive  to 
all  such  Doubting  Thomases.  Here  again  is  a  line  or  all- 
round  appeal.  Young  men  will  greatly  appreciate  receiv- 
ing a  good  kodak  or  pocket  camera  of  some  creditable  make 
of  which  there  are  several — all  of  them  high-class  products. 
Young  women  will  be  similarly  appreciative  of  such  a 
gift  and  as  for  boys  and  girls,  thousands  of  them  are  de- 
lighted by  Santa  Claus  every  year  with  gifts  of  cameras, 
a  vast  proportion  of  these  being  the  small  box  cameras 
retailing  at  $1  to  $3  each.  The  retailer's  profit  does  not 
end  with  the  money  he  makes  on  the  individual  sale  of 
the  camera  itself  for  the  new  "camera  fiend"  will  of 
course  have  to  buy  films  and  other  supplies.  Many  at  first 
are  satisfied  with  paying  somebody  else  to  do  the  develop- 
ing and  printing  and  most  dealers  find  the  operating  of  a 
developing  and  printing  service  a  means  of  adding  still 
further  to  the  profits  of  the  camera  department  of  his 
business.  Quite  an  important  branch  of  the  photo  supply 
trade  is  tliat  pertaining  to  the  sale  of  albums  for  photo- 
graphs. "Photo  albums"  in  the  stationery  trade  is  a 
term  that  refers  to  an  altogether  different  article  of  mer- 
chandise than  it  did  a  score  of  years  ago.  Then,  the 
familiar  old  albums  with  the  highly  ornate  covers  and 
gold-edged  leaves  of- heavy  board  with  slip-in  receptacles 
for  the  then  popular  "cabinet"  photographs,  were  still  in 
favor,  providing  picture  galleries  of  the  different  members 
of  a  family,  their  relatives  and  close  friends,  going  back 
for  generations.  Who  does  not  recall  the  experience  of 
turning  over  the  leaves  of  these  family  heirlooms  in  many 
a  different  home?  And  who  wouldn't  gladly  have  the  op- 
portunity of  looking  through  one  of  them  again  for  the 
fun  there  is  in  it?  But  specially  privileged  and  fortunate 
is  such  an  individual  these  days.  Those  old  albums  are 
objects  of  ridicule  now,  as  are  the  chromos  they  accommo- 
date and  they  ai'e  packed  deep  down  and  out  of  sight  with 
other  relics  of  the  past.  To-day  the  term  "photo  album" 
refers  to  a  book  in  which  to  mount  photographs  taken  by 
amateur  photographers  whose  name  is  legion!  This  is 
another  line  in  which  the  prices  range  from  twenty-five 
cents,  and  even  less,  up  to  five,  yes,  ten  dollars,  and  more. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  ready-selling  lines  in  book  and  sta- 
tionery stores  and  naturally  those  dealers  who  sell  a 
general  line  of  cameras  and  various  supplies  have  the  best 
chance  of  doing  good  business  in  these  albums.

Coming  of  Transfer  Time 

What  it  Means  to  the  Commercial  Stationer— Just  as 

Seasonable  as  Christmas  Trade — Offices 

Should  be  Canvassed 

AS  a  dealer  in  stationery  and  odice  equipment,  wliat 
plans  have  you  laid  or  what  do  you  propose  to  do 
in  order  to  make  the  most  of  transfer  time  in  busi- 
ness offices  generally? 

All  over  the  country  office  men  will  soon  be  devoting 
attention  to  the  transfer  of  correspondence,  invoices, 
statements,  cards  and  otlier  guides  tiiat  will  have  practic- 
ally outlined  their  usefulness  with  the  passing  of  1910. 
This  work  begins  about  tlic  middle  of  December  and  from 
that  time  until  February  there  will  be  good  business  done 
in  various  transfer  appurtenances.  Business  has  been  so 
good  and  correspondence  as  well  as  invoicing,  etc.,  so 
heavy,  that  the  volume  of  this  business  will  be  well  above 
the  average. 

It  will  not  do  for  the  local  stationers,  in  the  smaller 
cities  and  towns  particularly,  to  wait  until  the  eleventh 
hour  before  canvassing  prospective  i)urchasers  of  these 
lines,  and  it  goes  without  saying  that  they  should  not  wait 
for  this  business  to  come  to  them  without  solicitation, 
because  to  adopt  that  method  would  be  playing  right  into 
the  hands  of  competitors  from  the  larger  cities  who  send 
their  traveling  representatives  all  over  the  country  after 
business  in  all  commercial  stationery  goods. 

There  is  another  element  to  consider  and  that  is  the 
danger  of  being  unable  to  get  delivery  of  goods  later  on, 
consequently  those  stationers  who  have  not  already 
ordered  sufficiently  to  anticipate  business  likely  to  be 
done  with  these  and  other  ofliee  supplies  early  in  the  New 
Year,  should  act  immediatelv-  Tlie  paper  market,  as 
BOOKSELLER  AND  STATIONER  has  pointed  out  time 
and  again,  is  so  unsettled  this  year  that  stationei;s  must 
realize  that  conditions  are  extraordinary  and  not  only  must 
they  adequately  consider  the  difficulties  of  the  situation  as 
to  available  supply  and  price,  but  there  is  also  the  ques- 
tion of  delivery  and  danger  of  too  heavy  a  demand  on 
freighting  facilities. 

Getting  back  to  the  prospects  in  this  business  of  selling 
transfer  cases  and  the  many  other  items  usually  renewed  or 
replaced  at  the  end  of  the  year,  can  you  think  of  one 
office,  whether  in  a  large  manufacturing  plant,  wholesale 
or  financial  concern,  public  institution  or  the  offices  of 
brother  merchants  in  other  mercantile  lines,  where  these 
supplies  will  not  be  required  to  some  extent? 

In  this  connection  do  not  fail  to  make  due  use  of  your 
windows  in  order  to  introduce  new  and  improved  lines,  not 
only  the  particular  items  referred  to  in  the  foregoing,  but 
office  appliances  of  all  kinds. 


The  playing  up  of  this  branch  should  not  be  altogether 
overshadowed  by  the  goods  essentially  connected  with 
Christmas  and  the  holiday  season.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  these  office  lines  are  seasonable  too,  and  if  neglected, 
a  good  volume  of  business  will  be  irretrievably  lost,  not 
only  that,  but  failure  to  give  due  attention  to  this  import- 
ant brancii  of  the  stationery  business  at  tiiis  exceptionally 
important  time,  will  encourage  possible  customers  to  place 
future  business  with  other  concerns  who  give  them  good 
service  at  this  time.

TllK  report  of  tlie  Loose  Leaf  Committee  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Stationers  and  Manufacturers 
of  the  United  States  is  of  just  as  much  interest  to 
Canadian  stationers  in  most  respects  as  to  the  stationers 
in  convention  at   Atlanta,  Georijia,  when   the  report    was 
presented. 

Followint;-  are  some  extracts  from  this  cDmmittee's 
report : — 

This  committee  has  been  in  session  with  tlu  manufac- 
turers at  three  different  times,  and  has  jjone  over  the  loose 
leaf  proposition  ihorounlily.  There  are  a  number  of  elianges 
that  they  would  like  to  make,  hut  on  account  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  market  it  is  impossible  for  tlieni  to  do  so  until 
things   become  more  settled. 

A  closer  relation  is  now  existing  between  tlie  manu- 
facturers of  loose  leaf  devices  and  the  Committee  of  the 
National  Association,  and  a  number  of  chan.ffcs  of  s"''cater 
or  lesser  importance  have  been  effected,  all  of  which  are 
working  to  the  decided  advantage  of  tlie  trade  in  general. 
The  manufacturers  of  loose  leaf  devices  have  arranged 
two  committees  to  work  closely  with  the  Loose  Leaf  Com- 
mittee of  the  National  Association: 

First:  A  committee  on  standardization  to  establisli 
standard  styles,  srrades  and  sizes  of  binders  and  to  assist 
in  the  simplification  of  loose  leaf  lines  by  the  elimination  of 
sides  and  grades  for  which  there  is  hut  little  demand. 

Second :  A  committee  on  trade  relationship  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  Loose  Leaf  Committee  in  establishing  better  , 
trade  conditions  for  dealers  and  manufacturers,  and,  if 
possible,  to  develop  a  plan  which  will  afford  a  greater  pro- 
tection to  the  dealers  carrying-  stocks  of  loose  leaf  goods 
from  the  competition  of  brokers  and  printers. 

Loose  leaf  ledgers  are  here  to  stay,  and  the  only  way 
this  line  can  be  made  profitable  to  dealers  is  to  have  as  few 
styles  and  sizes  as  possible,  which  will  enable  him  to  carry 
a  full  line  and  a  larger  stock,  thus  doing  away  with  the 
expense  of  small  shipments  by  parcel  post  or  express. 

The  various  ledger  outfits  on  the  market  are  the  most 
serious  problem  with  tlie  dealer  at  the  present  time,  each 
manufacturer  trying  to  outdo  his  competitor,  either  in 
price,  style,  or  binding,  consequently,  the  market  is  flooded 
with  cheap  binders,  which  are  of  no  benefit  to  either  the 
customer,  dealer  or  manufacturer. 

As  a  suggestion,  we  would  recommend  the  following: 
Current  ledger  binders  in  three  classes: 
Class  1 :  Grade  A — Red  pigskin  and  tan  corduroy  over 
double  beveled  boards. 

Grade  B — No.  1  red  cowhide  and  best  grade  of  tan  cord-

Size  71/2  X  10% — Imitation  red  leather  and  corduroy.

Transfer  and  Sectional  Post  Binders. 

A  suggestion  made  to  the  manufacturers  several  years 
ago  to  combine  tlie  5-16  and  %  inch  posts  into  one,  namely, 
the  5-lf)  inch  for  all  purposes,  I  am  sorry  to  say  has  not 
been  acted  upon  as  yet,  and  1  again  strongly  urge  its  adop- 
tion, as  this  use  of  posts  of  two  different  gauges  so  near 
alike  is  a  constant  source  of  annoyance  and  trouble. 

Wliile  tiie  ciiange  would,  for  a  year  or  two,  cause  some 
sliglit  inconvenience,  tiie  move,  however,  is  such  an  im- 
|)rovement  that  the  trade  would  cheerfully  co-operate  with 
tlie  manufacturers  to  attain  tliis  result  and  undoubtedly  the 
change  would  meet  with  universal  approval. 

It  miglit  he  arranged  tliat  the  trade  agree  that  at  an 
early  date  all  special  forms  ruled  or  printed  be  punched 
with  holes  for  5-16  incli  gauge  posts  and  all  manufac- 
turers be  requested  to  furnish  only  posts  of  these  dimen- 
sions after  that  time,  and  in  this  way  tlie  change  would  be 
made  with  very  little  trouble. 

The  suggestion  that  was  made  by  the  Loose  Leaf  Com- 
mittee in  their  report  of  1915,  in  reference  to  reducing  the 
number  of  sizes  in  ring  book  covers,  would  suggest  that 
the  manufacturers  for  the  coming  year  adopt  the  recom- 
mendation made,  as  they  have  proven  correct. 

As  to  binding,  would  suggest  as  a  stock  proposition  the 
following: 

Price  book  covers — 1st  grade — cowliide  leather,  with 
pocket. 

Second  grade — Artificial  leather  without  pocket. 
Large  ring  binders — Class  1 — Bound  in  full  canvas. 
Large  ring  binders — Class  2 — Bound  in  imitation  leath- 
er back  and  corners,  cloth  sides. 

We  note  that  the  manufacturers  have  taken  a  forward 
step  in  the  pricing  of  ledger  sheets,  the  three  important  rul- 
ings which  are  made  and  sold  in  large  quantities,  bear  one 
price,  whereas,  the  less  important  rulings  which  necessarily 
are  produced  and  sold  in  small  quantities,  take  a  higher 
price. 

Price  book  sheets:  Plain  should  be  sold  at  a  lower  rate 
than  the  ruled.  This  question  has  been  put  to  the  dealer  a 
number  of  times,  "Why  are  the  plain  sheets  the  same  price 
number  of  times,  "Why  are  the  plain  sheets  the  same 
price  as  the  ruled?" 

We  feel  sure  that  the  one  evil  that  has  done  much  to  re-

We  recommend  that  the  dealers  and  manufacturers  bill 
all  goods  net. 

Each  manufacturer  siiould  publisli  a  standard  retail 
selling  price  list  of  loose  leaf  devices,  of  only  stock  sizes; 
this  catalogue  to  be  used  by  the  dealer  to  distribute  to  his 
customers,  as  a  catalogue  composed  of  stock  and  special 
sizes  is  confusing  to  the  consumer. 

As  a  separate  catalogue  giving  prices  on  all  special  sizes 
of  binders,  sheets  and  specialties,  not  given  in  the  retail  list.

Good  Practical  Suggestions  That  Will  Show    Alert  Dealers  the  Way  to  Bigger  Business 


WHAT  DO  THEY  SAY  ABOUT  YOUR  STORE? - 

An  article  in  the  last  issue  by  "An  Old  Timer"  in 
which  he  took  occasion  to  speak  of  the  great  value  of 
good  words  spoken  by  customers  of  a  store,  inspires  us  to 
urpre  booksellers  and  stationers  to  give  some  thouglit  to 
this  question  of  what  is  being-  said  about  tlieir  stores. 
Most  of  the  customers  are  women  and  in  some  common 
interest  or  other,  women  meet  in  assemblages  such  as 
Sewing:  Circles,  meetings  of  Church,  Fraternal  or  other 
societies,  not  to  mention  innumerable  social  gatherings. 
If  common  report  be  true,  and  the  premise  is  supported  by 
testimony  coming  down  to  us  from  all  through  the  ages, 
these  meetings  are  not  like  a  Quaker  service;  there  is  no 
lack  of  verbal  communication  and  for  the  purpose  of  this 
article  perhaps  it  will  be  as  well  to  refer  particularly  to 


CHRISTMAS  DISPLAY  METHODS. 

As  usual  in  his  November  issue  of  "Cassel's  Rook 
Talk,"  Robb.  Lawson  has  some  good  timely  advice  to  book- 
sellers in  the  Old  Land  and  BOOKSELLER  AND  STA- 
TIONER takes  the  liberty  of  (pioting  a  few  of  his  sug- 
gestions: 

"I  strongly  recommend  frequent  changes  of  books. 
Many  of  the  shop-shy  people  who  are  liabitual  Chri.stmas 
buyers  makes  notes  of  wiiat  they  want  to  purcliase  before- 
hand. The  fresh  displays  help  to  give  them  ideas.  Try  an 
'All  Picture  Book  Window,'  'Artistic  Volume  Window,' 
'A  Soldiers'  Parcel  Window'  (these  siiould  consist  of  small 
parcels  of  pocket  volumes  and  'Shilling'  series).  Your 
own  experience  of  the  needs  of  your  district  shouhl  suggest 
other  displays,  such  as  'Technical   Volume  Window,'     if 
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This  l.'-page   hook   advertisoniont   is   bolicved   to   bp  the   largest   ad    vcrtisement   of   its    kind   over   published   in  Canada.      It   appeared   in 
the  Winnipeg  Free  Press  in  its  issue  of  November  1.    The  Free  Press   has  a  very  good  book  page,  greatly  appreciated  by  its  readers,  and 
also  by   advertisers. 


the  conversation  that  is  incidental  to  the  actual  sessions 
of  these  various  organizations. 

It  is  safe  to  assume  that  when  the  women  of  a  given 
town  or  city  meet  together,  the  bookstores  of  that  town 
will  occasionally  come  in  for  attention.  That  is  the  time 
when  the  good  or  bad  points  of  a  store  are  brought  out  in 
bold  relief,  especially  the  bad  points.  Now  isn't  this 
enough  to  make  any  bookseller  wonder  what  is  said  about 
his  store  on  such  occasions"? 

Think  of  the  advertising  value  of  having  good  reports 
thus  noised  abroad  in  the  community.  The  moral  of  this 
little  homily  is  that  retail  merchants  should  endeavor  so  to 
conduct  their  stores  as  to  make  its  good  features  so  out- 
standing as  to  have  them  become  the  subjects  of  this 
word-of-mouth  publicity,  rather  than  any  bad  points  that 
still  remain'  to  be  overcome. 


you  happen  to  be  in  an  artisan  district. 

"Make  the  windows  look  as  Chrismassy  as  you  can,  but 
|)ut  out  no  shelf  decorations.  They  only  serve  to  confuse 
the  onlooker. 

Window  Tickets. 

"Priced  volumes  help  to  make  (piick  sales.  Tickets 
should  not  be  bigger  than  two  inches  square — state  number 
of  illustrations  where  possible. 

"It  is  bad  policy  to  use  cheap  materials  for  decorative 
purposes.  Crinkly  paper  and  muslin  should  be  avoided. 
Tiiey  cheapen  the  effects. 

"Avoid  mechanical  device  attractions.  They  draw 
mostly  window-gazers  —  seldom  genuine  buyers.  Avoid 
violent  colors — try  and  harmonize  the  various  covers  with 
the  o-eneral  sclieme.     Glass  shelves  show  dust  traces  and 
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finger-marks  easily — and  detract  from  the  general  air  of 
refinement. 

"Your  window  is  worth  as  much  or  more  than  your 
best  salesman.  Make  it  attraetive,  for  it  represents  you 
to  the  passers-by. 

Inside  the  Shop. 

"1  suggest  placing  the  books  on  as  many  tables  as  you 
can  muster — so  that  customers  need  not  feel  the  shop  is  too 
crowded  for  them  to  do  justice  to  the  books. 

"Where  time  affords  and  the  children's  books  can  be 
graded,  such  as  'Books  for  Juveniles,  ages  6-8  years,' 
'Hooks  for  Juveniles,  10-14  years,'  etc.,  it  is  advisable  to 
follow  that  system. 

"A  typewritten  invitation  to  your  customers  to  come 
and  inspect  your  stock  of  Christmas  gift  books  will  l)e 
productive  of  good  results.'" 


STOP  PRICE-CUTTING 

The  following  remarks  of  E.  Y.  Horder,  who  operates 
several  large  stationery  stores  in  Chicago,  were  made  dur- 
ing a  discussion  of  the  report  on  drawing  and  artists' 
materials  at  the  recent  convention  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Stationers  at  Atlanta. 

"Couldn't  we  get  the  drawing  material  men  together? 
In  Chicago  1  went  to  one  man  and  asked  him  what  he  was 
selling  black  drawing  ink  for,  and  he  said  twenty  cents. 
I  asked  him  why  he  was  selling  it  at  that,  and  he  said 
because  the  man  down  the  street  was  selling  it  at  that.  I 
went  to  the  man  down  the  street,  and  asked  him  the  same 
questions.  He  was  selling  at  twenty  cents  because  a  man 
up  on  Monroe  street  was.  I  went  to  the  third  one,  and 
asked  him  the  same  question.  He  said  he  was  selling  it  at 
twenty  cents,  and  wasn't  making  any  money  on  it,  but 
some  one  else  was  selling  it  at  twenty  cents.  I  asked  them 
if  they  would  sell  it  for  25  cents  if  the  otliers  would. 
They  said  they  would  try  it,  and  see  liow  many  sales  they 
lost.  I  went  back  afterwards  and  asked  them  how  many 
.sales  they  had  lost.  The  first  one  said  one,  and  every  one 
of  those  men  are  selling  it  at  25  cents,  tiie  same  as  the  rest 
of  us." 

This  sets  a  good  e.xample  to  retail  stationers  in  certain 
Canadian  towns  as  respects  different  items  of  stationery 
that  are  being  sold  at  prices  that  do  not  show  a  profit. 

The  foregoing  quotation,  by  the  way,  is  a  good  in- 
stance going  to  prove  that  co-operation  is  just  as  import- 
ant, if  not  more  important  than  competition,  toward 
making  business  truly  successful. 


COLORING  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  GLOBES 

In  book  and  stationery  stores,  it  is  often  necessary  to 
secure  a  lighting  scheme  to  match  up  a  window  or  interior 
store  display.  The  following  is  a  very  simple  way  to  make 
the  ordinary  clear  electric  light  globes  look  like  frosted 
glass.  Take  a  little  white  shellac,  thin  with  alcohol,  dip 
the  globe  into  it  and  hang  to  dry.  It  is  a  good  imitation  of 
frosted  glass.  If  a  color  is  desired,  get  egg  dyes  and 
dissolve  the  mixture  in  wood  alcohol  and  mix  into  it  a 
little  shellac.  Dip  the  globes  into  the  mixture  and  you 
get  a  pretty  shade.  If  at  any  time  you  wish  to  have  the 
clear  globe  again  the  color  can  be  removed  by  soaking  the 
globe  in  wood   alcohol.

STORE  COSTS 

At  a  recent  convention  Seeley  Conover,  a  bookseller 
and  stationer  of  Amsterdam,  N.Y.  said  : 

"I  can  give  you  to  a  cent  just  what  my  store  cost  me 
and  I  can  give  it  to  you  in  items.    I  know  just  how  much 


I  pay  for  expressage,  rent,  clerk  iiire,  insurance,  and  evei-y 
otiier  expense.  Now,  it  doesn't  take  very  long  to  know 
how  much  profit  there  is.  When  I  get  through  I  know 
whether  I  pay  too  much  rent  or  too  much  for  clerk  hire, 
or  whether  I  ought  to  order  more  by  express,  whether  the 
lighting  is  too  high."  The  book  tliat  records  all  this  he 
prepared  himself. 


USING  THE  SHOW  WINDOWS 

The  Canadian  Music  Trades  Journal  take.^  uiie  music 
dealers  of  Canada  to  task  for  neglect  in  the  matter  of 
using  show  windows  to  promote  sheet  music  sales,  point- 
ing out  that  this  is  the  more  surprising-  because  they  do 
.50  little  newsipaper  advertising. 

It  has  been  said  that  advertising  in  its  last  analysis 
is  to  get  one's  sign  displayed  as  closely  as  possible  to 
where  the  goods  are  on  sale,  and  then  keep  it  there.  In 
a  well  laid  out  window  dispJay  not  only  lis  the  sign  put 
where  people  can  see  it,  but  in  a  most  attractive  man- 
ner, and  stands  as  a  constant  invitation  to  the  passer-by 
to  come  in  and  spend  his  mcmcy.  and,  in  that  sense,  is 
a  most  efficient  solicitor. 

A  real  novel,  attractive  sheet  music  window  to  a  store 
is  like  a  fresih  co'at  of  paint  on  a  house.  It  makes  all 
the  difference  in  the  world;.  The  cosit  of  the  material  is 
so  nominal  it  scarcely  counts,  so  that  the  exiK.'nse  is  rep- 
resented by  time  and  labor  only.  Trimmiuig  the  windov/ 
is  worth  doing,  worth  doing  often,  and  wortii  doino-  well. 
»  «  * 

Another  good  metliod  urged  by  the  .>anre  autlioiity  is 
the  telephone.  Telephoning  bas  been  used  as  a  success- 
ful means  in  disposing  of  slieet  music  as  it  has  in  records 
and  otlver  lines  of  goods.  One  ^dealer  said  that  whenever 
his  salesman  had  a  few  minutes'  leisure  he  would  ring 
lip  some  of  their  customers  saying  tO'  one  that  a  new  song 
by  a  favorite  composer  had  just  come  in;  to  anotiier  that 
the  morning's  post  had  brought  a  couple  of  good  duets 
for  female  voices;  calling  a  third's  attention  to  some  new 
piano  music  he  could  recommend,  and  so  on. 

To  the  salesman  who  knows +11.?  goods  and  bis  clientele 
the  pieces  to  ring  up  about  will  suggest  themselves. 
Taking  the  trouble  to  mention  certain  specific  music, 
coupled  with  an  invitation  to  drop  in  the  first  time  the 
customer  is  down  town  to  look  it  over  is  almost  invari- 
ably productive  of  more  sales.  In  addition  to  this  it 
impresses  the  buyers  of  music  with  the  fact  that  you  are 
trving  to  give  good  service.

Fire  broke  out  in  the  Baiber-Ellis  Co's.  Winnipeg 
warehouse,  on  Nov.  23  but  by  prompt  and  effective  work 
by  the  fire  brigade  the  damage  was  kept  down  so  that 
it  did  not  amount  to  over  a   few  hundred  dollars. 
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YOUTllFTL  Canadians  to-day  demand  absolute  detail 
perfection  in  toys,  and  here  is  a  point  which  the 
"youthful"  (as  regards  manufacturina-  experience) 
Canadian  toy  manufacturer  siiould  carefully  note.  In 
sleighs,  and  all  the  winter  toys  for  out  of  doors,  no  coun- 
try manufacturing  toys  can  hold  a  candle  to  Canada.  But 
in  certain  other  lines,  Canadian  manufacturers  are  frankly 
declared  to  be  behind  their  competitors  in  the  toy  trade. 
The  children  want  their  aeroplanes  to  be  as  nearly  real  as 
possible.  They  want  their  soldiers  to  have  real  accoutre- 
ments, their  horses  to  have  real  harness,  even  thou'ih 
leather  is  away  up  in  the  clouds  as  to  price. 

Christmas  Toys 

All  tlie  tiny  details  of  toy  manufacture,  painting,  fas- 
tenings of  parts,  fitting  of  moving  parts,  and,  above  all, 
simlarity  to  the  real  horse,  or  auto,  or  railway  engine, 
need  more  careful  attention  from  the  manufacturers  now 
starting  up  in  Canada  in  the  toy  trade,  if  they  are  to 
meet  and  beat  competitors. 

Tn  attracting  children  to  Christmas  toy  displays  it 
seems  to  he  the  recognized  tiling  to  foster  tiie  belief  of 
the  younger  ones  at  least,  in  the  fiction  that  Santa  Claus 
— the  real  and  only  Father  Christmas — has  his  head- 
quarters at  your  store,  even  if  only  for  an  hour  or  two 
each  day.  The  store  in  any  city  wiiich  secures  tliat  r('])u- 
tation  is  assured  of  much  profitable  Christmas  business, 
even  though  the  belief  in  the  Christmas  Saint  is  declared 
to  be  on  the  wane  amongst  the  children.  On  tlie  otlier 
hand,  however,  no  store  featuring  Chrstimas  toys  and 
fancy  goods  needs  despair  of  large  patronage  from  chil- 
dren and  their  elders  as  long  as  it  features  the  lines  the 
youngsters  and  their  guardians  like,  in  a  manner  to  make 
purchasing  as  easy  and  as  inviting  as  possible. 

Play  Up  the  "Shop  Early"  Idea 

Encourage  the  Shop  Early  idea  as  much  as  possible 
in  doing  Christmas  business,  because  it  makes  both  for 
more  business,  and  for  better  business.  Customers  have 
a  better  selection,  get  the  goods  in  less  handled  condition, 
have  time  to  change  goods  if  necessary,  and  tlie  sales 
people  can  take  more  time  and  please  the  customers.  As 
a  result,  when  the  great  test  is  applied  to  the  goods,  that 
is,  when  they  are  taken  home  and  looked  over  carefully, 
customers  are  better  satisfied. 


were  wide  spaces  representing  drill  and  parade  grounds, 
communicating  with  each  other  by  winding  roads. 
Regiments  of  cavalry,  infantry,  and  artillery,  rifle  regi- 
ments, and  boy  scouts  Avere  shown  on  parade  or  drill, 
and  guns  were  being  pulled  by  teams  of  horses  up  the 
miniature  hills  and  down  inclines.

Provision  for  floating  ships  is  another  good  attrac- 
tion. Some  stores  provide  large  metal  tanks,  and  there 
is  some  one  told  off  to  wind  the  toys  up  and  keep  them 
moving.  If  the  tank  is  backed  by  a  level  platform  the 
same  height  on  which  the  mechanical  toys  are  displayed 
the  interest  is  doubled.  In  the  majority  of  stores  elec- 
tricity can  be  utilized  and  a  very  attractive  display 
built  up.

SOME  TRADE  HISTORY 

Association  with  the  cricket  and  tennis  goods  manufac- 
ture for  five  generations  is  the  interesting  record  of  tlie 
Bentley  family,  of  Niagara   Falls,   Ontario. 

Away  hack  in  1786  Henry  and  John  Bentley  began  mak- 
ing these  and  other  sporting  goods.  They  were  both  crick- 
eters of  renown.  The  Bentley  concern  was  the  first  to 
make  bats  for  the  public,  previous  to  that  all  players 
iia\iiig  made  their  own. 

Chni'les  Bentley,  son  of  John,  born  in  1815,  was  a  promi- 
nent cj-icket  player,  and  at  Oxford  was  tutor  to  tl:e  Cui- 
versity  for  five  or  six  seasons.  Subsequently  he  w  >nt  to 
Torquay,  coaching  and  also  managing-  his  business,  and 
V  as  actively  engaged  there  as  late  as  the  1889  season. 

Ne.xt  came  his  son  John,  who  represented  Devon  in 
luatclies  when  only  1(5.  He  is  still  manufacturing  sporting 
goods  in  England.  His  son  Walter,  born  in  1868',  came  to 
Canada  seven  years  ago,  settling  at  Niagara  Falls,  Out., 
wliere,  associated  with  him  are  his  sons  Arthur  and  Cecil, 
representing  the  fifth  generation  of  Bentleys  in  the  sport- 
ing goods  trade.

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PAYZANT    PEN    WORK 

TO  the  professional  cardwriter  the 
art  of  proper  pen  lettering  pre- 
sents numerous  features  of  in- 
terest and  many  difficulties  that  do  not 
occur  or  appeal  to  the  uninitiated.  This 
art  'has  gradually  become  one  of  the  most 
important  branches  in  card  writers' 
work.  Consequently  cardwriters  who 
wish  to  do  up-to-date  work  should  also 
keep  up-to-date  in  the  different  devices 
for  lettering,  providing  those  devices  are 
practical. 

The  Payzant  pen,  while  not  one  of  the 
latest  cardwriting  tools,  is  one  of  the 
most  practical  pens  for  lettering  with 
black  ink.  With  it  you  can  develop  a 
speed  and  an  accuracy,  in  small  black 
lettering,  never  before  known  to  the 
cardwriter. 

A  study  of  the  accompanying  illus- 
tration (Fig.  I.)  shows  the  lower  part 
of  the  pen.  It  consists  of  four  parts — 
the  pen,  the  reservoir,  set  screw  and 
handle.  The  first  three  are  made  from 
brass  and  the  latter  from  wood. 

This  pen  was  first  invented  and  used 
for  mechanical  drawing  purposes,  but 
its  usefulness  for  sliow  card  letterins: 
being  discovered,  it  has  become  more  of 
a  cardwriting  tool  than  for  the  purpose 
it  was  originally  intended. 

The  point  of  the  pen  is  round  like  a 
,wire  and  flat  on  the  end.  It  is  split  up 
the  centre,  and  through  this  passage  the 
ink  flows  from  the  reservoir.  To  make 
a  stroke  the  flat  end  is  drawn  along  the 
surface  of  t'he  card. 

Cardwriters  in  the  largest  depart- 
mental stores  in  America  use  them  witli 
great  success  for  very  rapid  lettering, 
and  make  a  quick  style  of  knock-out  let- 
tering with  them.  They  also  use  them 
for  very  neat  small  upright  lettering. 
Outline  lettering  can  also  be  done  with 
it  with  great  success.  Many  varieties 
of  letter  formation  can  be  made,  as  the 
accompanying  illusitrations  shows.  A 
cardwriter  can  work  up  many  styles  of 
Nttering  of  his  own  with  this  pen. 

With  the  round  writinsr  pen,  which 
was  taken  up  in  a  previous  lesson,  you 
can  make  small,  very  neat  Roman  let- 
tering, but  with  t'he  Payzant  pen  yon 
can  make  just  a  neat  small  block  letter. 


Lesson  22, 

The  Payzant  pen  is  made  in  six  dif- 
ferent sizes,  but  an  assortment  of  three 
sizes  is  plenty  for  the  best  cardwriter. 
Extra  large  sizes  are  made,  but  are  not 
advisable. 

Keep   Pens  Clean 

In  order  that  tlic  best  results  may  l)e 
obtainable,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
the  pens  be  kept  perfectly  clean  at  all 
times.  The  ink  when  left  in  the  pen 
dries  and  causes  the  ink  passage  to  be- 
come blocked  up,  and  tiie  result  is  an 
uneven  flow  of  ink.  Do  not  put  the  pen 
away  without  first  opening  the  reservoir, 
rinsing  in  clean  water  and  drawing  a 
sheet  of  paper  through  ink  passage.  Do 
this  with  set  screw  loosened.  This  re- 
moves anything  which  may  tend  to  hard- 
en and  stop  the  flow  of  ink.  If  you  dip 
the  pen  in  benzine  occasionally  it  will 
cut  any  hard  substances  that  often 
form. 

How  to  Letter 

As  soon  as  you  have  experimented 
with  the  pen  enough  to  be  able  to  make 
it  mark,  start  at  practice  work.  Hold  it 
the  same  as  you  would  a  brush,  between 
the  thumb  and  first  and  second  finger. 
Keep  the  flat  end  of  the  pen  squarely  on 
the  card  at  all  times  while  drawing 
strokes.  Remember  no  fine  spurred  let- 
ters can  be  made  with  this  pen,  so  don't 
expect  it.  Keep  the  pen  stiff  in  the 
fingers.  Don't  allow  it  to  roll  as  you  do 
a  brush.  It  must  be  held  rigid.  Draw 
the  strokes  fairly  quickly,  having  all 
guide  lines  and  layout  ready  before 
starting.  One  of  the  features  of  this  pen 
is  that  you  can  work  for  quite  a  while 
with  only  one  filling  of  ink. 

Ink 

Care  must  be  taken  to  keep  the  ink 
perfectly  cleani.  No  matter  how  good 
the  ink  is,  a  sediment  will  form  if  it  is 
allowed  to  stand.  This  is  especially  true 
if  dust  gets  into  it.  The  vessel  the  ink 
is  kept  in  should  be  covered  while  not 
in  use.  If  ink  becomes  dirty,  strain 
through  two  or  three  thicknesses  of 
cheese  eloth.  The  best  ink  to  use  is  a 
good  carbon  black  ink,  not  necessarily 
the  most  expensive  grade.  A  medium 
ink  very  often  flows  better,  because  it  is 
nnt  so  thick. 
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The  manufacturer  advises  the  use  of 
an  ink  dropper  to  fill  the  reservoir 
and  not  to  put  more  than  two  drops  in 
at  one  time.  This  may  work  all  right, 
but  if  a  cardwriter  is  busy,  he  cannot 
afford  to  wait  to  fill  the  pen  with  a  drop- 
per. It  has  been  used  successfully  by 
experienced  cardwriters  by  dipping  in 
the  ink  well.  Do  not  fill  too  full  or  the 
ink  will  drop  on  the  card  from  the  pen. 

The  Chart 

In  the  chart  this  month  we  have  many 
different  forms  of  lettering  made  with 
the  Payzant' free  hand  lettering  pen. 
These  are  only  a  few  of  tlie  many  varie- 
ties that  can  be  worked  up.  You  will 
notice  that  the  first  two  full  alphabets 
and  numerals  are  of  practically  the  same 
formations,  with  the  exception  that  the 
first  is  slanting  to  the  right  and  the  sec- 
ond is  straight  up  and  down.  Of  course, 
with  the  slant  type  you  can  obtain  great- 
er speed,  and  it  should  be  used  on  what 
is  termed  "rush"  or  "knock-out"  work. 
'Cards  that  have  to  be  done  in  a  hurry 
and  that  probably  won't  be  up  for  more 
than  a  day  or  two  can  be  done  with  this 
form,  but  if  you  want  a  better  appear- 
ing card,  one  that  is  to  remain  up  for  a 
more  extended  period,  it  is  advisable  to 
use  the  upright  type.  Either  of  these 
alphabets  can  be  used  for  small  or  large 
cards;  in  fact,  in  large  stores  quarter 
sheets  are  lettered  with  no  larger  letters 
than  these,  from  half  to  three-quarters 
of  an  inch  in  height.  The  lettering  is 
not  as  heavy  or  prominent  as  outline  or 
heavy  brush  stroke  lettering,  but  it 
makes  an  exceedingly  smart  and  attrac- 
tive card,  especially  when  hundreds  are 
used  throughout  the  store  and  unifor- 
mity and  neatness  are  the  first  things  to 
be   considered. 

These  letters  and  numerals  are  all 
made  with  the  one  stroke  method.  That 
is,  one  stroke  of  the  pen  completes  one 
stroke.  No  second  time  over  to  make 
it  heavier.  If  you  want  a  heavier  let- 
ter use  a  larger  pen.  The  strokes  are 
all  drawn  pretty  much  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  in  brush  stroke  lettering,  name- 
ly from  left  to  right,  and  from  top  to 
bottom.  This  rule,  with  few  exceptions, 
holds  good.     An   exception   to  this  rule 
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is  the  "0."  This  letter  can  be  made 
with  one  continaous  stroke,  starting  at 
the  top  and  ending  at  the  top.  This 
takes  more  practice,  but  gives  a  better 
formed  letter.  "C,"  "J,"  and  "S," 
are  also  letters  that  can  be  made  with 
one  stroke  of  the  pen;  with  the  brush 
it  takes  two  or  more  strokes. 

One  of  the  most  important  points 
about  the  formation  of  these  letters  is 
to  have  all  lettering  at  the  s^ame  angle. 
In  case  of  the  first  alphabet,  all  the  main 
down  strokes  must  slope  at  the  same 
angle  or  tlie  word  will  not  appear  con- 
nected. 

As  was  said  before,  a  fine  spurred  let- 
ter cannot  be  made  with  this  pen  on 
account  of  its  bluntness,  but  a  heavily 
spurred  letter  can  be  made  with  good 
success  as  shown  on  the  chart. 

The  words  "Heavy  Spurred  Eiivp- 
tian,"  sliows  what  is  tei-med  a  liaht 
faced  Egyptian.  This  is  formed  after 
the  same  style  as  the  alphabet  above  it. 
but  it  has  the  heavy  spurs  added.  This. 
in  my  estimation,  is  a  great  improve- 
ment, but  of  course  it  takes  more  time 
to  execute.  This  form  is  a  favorite 
witli  many  cardwriters  for  the  better 
class  of  work. 

Outline  Letters 

For  making  outline  letters  and  figures, 
this  pen  is  excellent.  A  glance  at  the 
chart  shows  three  distinct  types,  whicli 
were  outlined   with   this  pen.     The  first 


shows  a  sparless  Roman  letter.  This 
type  is  especially  adapted  for  empha- 
sizing words  on  a  card. 

For  outline  script  lettering,  this  pen 
is  also  valuable.  It  slides  so  easily  over 
the  surface  of  the  card  that  a  free  and 
easy  swing  to  the  lettering  is  obtained. 

The  bottom  line  shows  a  form  of  let- 
tering which  takes  some  time  to  make, 
but  is  very  effective.  Don't  use  this 
style  of  letter  on  a  card  unless  it  is  to 
remain  up  for  a  considerable  period.  It 
does  not  pay  to  spend  the  time  on  it  if 
it  is  to  be  only  used  for  a  short  period. 


making  large  showeards,  is  excellent  for 
making  small  price  cards. 

The  complete  showeards  give  excel- 
lent examples  of  what  can  be  done  with 
this  pen.  All  the  black  work  on  the 
cards  is  the  work  of  the  pen  except 
where  a  brush  was  used  to  fill  in  an  out- 
line letter.  Special  attention  to  the 
fancy  borders  which  are  shown.  These 
are  entirely  the  work  of  this  pen.  'The 
grey  color  used  is  applied  with  a  brush. 
Many  varieties  of  fancy  borders  can  be 
orisinated. 
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Fill  in  outline  letter  witii  small  brusl: 
and  cardwriters'  black. 

Practice  Work 

In  Fig.  2  is  shown  a  collection  of  sin- 
gle strokes  which  give  you  an  idea  of 
how  to  proceed  to  practice.  Draw  up- 
per and  lower  guide  lines  and  pick  oui 
a  stroke  in  the  chart  and  practise  it 
until  perfect  beforr  proceeding  to  the 
next.  Don't  purpos«'v  avoid  the  ones 
that  are  hard  to  niM  those  are  the 
ones  that  you  sliould  s]ki   '  most  time  at.

Tlie  events  narrated  in  "Tlie  Last  Voyaue  of  tlie  Kar- 
luk"'  occurred  as  tlie  result  of  unforeseen  conditions 
wliicli  brou<;ht  about  the  complete  separation  of  the  ship 
and  lier  company  from  Stefansson  and  tlie  rest  of  the 
expedition  and  led  to  a  series  of  perii.^  ami  adventures 
unique  in  Arctic  annals.

DICKENS  WORKS  AS  SCHOOL  Ti^iTS 

It  is  interesting  to  note  to  what  extent  the  works  of 
Dickens  are  specified  as  texts  in  connection  with  the  high 
school  entrance  examinations  and  in  the  school  course  in 
Canada.  Mr.  H.  Gerald  Wade,  speaking  at  the  Winnipeg 
Branch  of  the  Fellowship,  said  he  had  been  informed  that 
it  has  been  the  general  f)ractice  of  the  Department  of 
Education  to  specify,  alternately,  in  connection  with  the 
high  school  course,  the  works  of  Shakespeare,  Eliot  and 
Dickens.  By  this  arrangement  every  pupil  completing  the 
high  school  course  is  required  during  the  course  to  study 
one  of  Dicken's  works.  For  the  school  year  just  opened, 
Martin  Chuzzlewit  has  been  siiecified  as  a  text  for  Grade 
Eleven,  the  final  year  in  the  hig-h  school  course.  Mr.  Wade 
also  understands  that  in  connection  with  the  high  school 
examinations,  one  of  Dickens's  works  is  specified  as  a 
text  each  year,  alternating  between  "A  Christmas  Carol" 
and  "The  Cricket  on  the  Hearth."  In  last  year's  entrance 
examination,  the  former  was  specified;  in  the  coming-  year, 
the  latter  has  been  specified.  In  Ontario,  in  the  Junior 
High  School  entrance  examination  for  1917,  "A  Christmas 
Carol,"  "The  Cricket  on  the  Hearth,"  "The  Chimes" 
and  "Oliver  Twist"  are  S])ecified.  And  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  Public  School  Diploma,  Senior  High  School  Ent- 
rance and  Entrance  to  Model  School  examinations  "David 
Copperfield,"  "Tale  of  Two  Cities,"  "Oliver  Twi.st "  and 
the  "Old  Curiosity  Shop"  are  si)ecified. — The  Dickennian. 


NEW  VOLUME  OF  VERSE 

Tlie  name  of  L.  1\I.  Montgomery  has  heretofore  been 
associated  with  fiction  and  witii  her  goodly  list  of  novels 
including  "Anne  of  Green  Gables"  and  the  other  "Anne 
Books,"  she  has  come  to  be  one  of  the  most  widely  read  of 
Canadian  novelists.  This  year,  however,  she  is  represented 
in  the  season's  new  books  with  a  volume  of  poems,  a  copy 
of"  which  has  just  come  to  the  editor  from  McClelland, 
Goodchild  and  Stewart.

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LOCKE'S  NEW  NOVEL 

The  coining-  of  a  book  by  William  J.  Locke  is  always 
an  event  and  each  new  story  from  this  prolific  writer's 
pen  is  "like  its  predecessor  in  at  least  one  particular  and 
that  is  it  creates  a  desire  for  more.  Locke's  books  are 
of  varying:  quality  and  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  in 
the  minds  of  many  as  to  which  really  are  the  best  of  his 
stories.  Some  will  even  pick  as  the  favorite  the  one  that 
would  get  the  least  reeognition  in  a  general  vote.  This  of 
course  is  just  one  way  of  sayins:  that  Locke's  books  are  all 
good  and  the  latest  of  his  tales  "The  Wonderful  Year"  is 
particularly  good.  This  book  which  has  just  been  put 
out  by  the  Oxford  University  Press,  Toronto,  relates  the 
wanderings  of  a  young  Englishman  who  has  been  a  teacher  ' 
of  French  in  his  own  country.  He  migrates  to  France  and 
there  finds  nourishment  for  his  soul  even  in  the  humble 
role  of  waiter  in  a  provincial  inn.  To  the  long  list  of 
lovable  characters  for  whom  we  are  indebted  to  Locke  is 
added  Fortinbras,  Merchant  of  Happiness  and  god-father 
to  all  the  storm-tossed  dreamers  of  tlie  Quartier  Latin. 
The  book  also  gives  an  interesting  glimpse  of  Egypt  and 
the  war  is  introduced  in  an  effective  manner. 


Charles  Alden  Seltzer  is  on  hand  with  another  of  his 

typical   Western   stories.  The   new   one  is   "Tlie   Range 
Boss."

Remi  is  a  sturdy  little  waif  of  hereditary  refinement, 
whose  friendships  and  feelings,  through  the  severest  hard- 
ships and  perils,  grips  the  continued  interest  of  young  and 
old. 

Vitalis,  once  a  renowned  singer,  but  now  a  strolling 
street  performer,  with  monkey  and  dogs,  buys  the  lost  boy 
from  his  brutal  foster  father,  and  makes  him  a  part  of  the 
wandering  show  by  wliich  the  old  man  secures  his  precari- 
ous living.  In  the  course  of  many  desperate  hardships, 
the  kind  old  master  and  the  trained  animals  perish,  leav- 
ing Remi  and  one  dog  to  continue  the  struggle  of  living. 
Meanwhile  the  boy  gets  a  clue  to  his  parentage,  and, 
through  many  perilous  adventures,  in  which  tlie  highest 
ideals  of  child  life  are  developed,  he  finds  his  real  mother.

"WHERE  DUTY  LEADS" 

'Kather  an  interesting  .sitory  hang's  around  the  la.st  two 
years'  experience  of  ('apt.  H.  B.  MacConnell,  the  autlior 
of  "Where  Duty  Leads."  a  dainty  patriotic  volume  of 
blank  verse  which  comes  from  William  Bri.mas.  At  the 
outbreak  of  the  war,  ("apt.  MacConndl  was  a  contractor 
in  Oshawa.  Jn  due  time  duty  called,  and  he  offered  him- 
self for  overseas  service.  He  secured  a  connection  with 
the  lOOth  Overseas  Battalion,  and  ultimately  climbed  to 
the  i)ost  of  adjutant  of  the  battalion.  Here  his  executive 
and  organization  ability  was  so  apparent  that  a  number 
of  his  methods  and  chanties  instituted  in  the  109th  were 
adopted  as  headquarters  re^'nlations.  In  the  midst  of  his 
military  duties,  wbicli  it  may  be  imagined  kept  him  rather 
l)usily  engaged,  ('apt.  MacConnell  found  time  to  write  his 
impressions  regarding  the  situation  which,  rather 
peculiarly,  he  put  in  blank  verse,  ('apt.  MacConnell  was 
ratVer  eaucrly  lookiiiu'  forward  to  overseas  service  with 
his  battalion  when  he  came  under  tiie  powerful  finger  of 
the  head  of  the  Militia  Dejjartment,  and  was  removed  to 
the  liead<piarters  staff  at  Ottawa,  where,  it  was  said,  he 
could  be  more  useful  tlmn  he  would  be  in  France. 

SUBMERSIBLE  VESSEL  IN  FICTION 

Kidiiewcll  Cullum.  who  has  produced  some  very  credit- 
able tales  of  adventure,  is-  rei)resented  in  this  season'.- 
new  books  with  "The  Men  Who  Wrought."  iniblished  by 
the  Copp,  Clark  Co.,  in.  which  he  tells  a  story  hiniging  on 
the  use  of  a  submersible  merchantman.  The  principals  of 
the  story  include  a  member  of  the  British  Cabinet,  the 
head  of  an  English  shipbuilding  firm,  a  Polish  inventor 
and  his  daughter,  a  Pru.ssian  military  officer,  and  a  band 
of  German  spies  are  the  chief  actors — a  strangely  assorted 
group.

This  has  actually  been  done,  how- 
ever, as  is  seen  in  a  new  volume,  "Maple  Leaves  in 
Flanders'  Fields."  [""'or  several  reasons  the  author's  name 
is  being  withheld,  though  it  is  known  that  he  is  one  who 
went  with  (me  of  the  first  Western  battalions  as  a  junior 
officer,  and  has  climbed  about  as  far  as  is  i)os.5ible  through 
the  service  he  has  seen  since.  The  book  itself  is  a  some- 
what unicjue  description  of  the  particular  work  the  Can- 
adians have  done  on  the  ijattlefields  of  Flanders. 


SERVICE'S  PICTURES  OF  THE  WAR 

It  will  be  recalled  how  graphically  Robert  W.  Service 
pictured  the  wonderful  aspects  of  the  Yukon  in  a  way  never 
l)efnre  accom))lislied.  He  has  brought  something  of  the 
same  genious  to  his  verse  pictures  of  war  conditions  and 
has  achieved  in  "Rhymes  of  a  Red  Cross  Man,"  published 
by  William  Briggs,  Toronto,  a  similar  success.  Service 
makes  one  see  not  only  the  pathetic,  but  also  the  humorous 
side  of  the  war.  His  verse  in  the  new  book  is  drawn  from 
first-hand  experience  since  he  has  spent  the  best  part  of  the 
last  two  years  in  driving  an  ambulance  in  the  thick  of  the 
fighting,  for  the  French  Government.  Here  is  a  sample  of

Public  Library  News 


TECHNICAL  LIBRARIES 

Professor  J.  ('.  McLennan,  tlie^  new  ])residenl  of  the 
Royal  CanadiaH  Institute,  in  the  course  of  an  addre&s  on 
"Industrial  Research  in  Canada,"  at  the  Physics  Build- 
inji',  Toronto  University,  on  No\einl)er  4,  advocated  the 
formation  of  teelinicai  libraries  in  large  centres,  and  said 
that  in  Great  Britain  some  of  the  indusfries  were  nvarked 
as  "key"  or  uiaster  imlustries,  those  for  whose  articles 
there  was  only  a  limited  field,  but  which  were  invaluable 
for  the  l)uil(linu  up  of  other  industries.  For  these  State 
support  is  now  con-idered  necessary. 

Of  reseai-ch  work  in  laboratories  there  was  little  ye! 
in  'Canada  except  in  the  rubber,  farm  implement  and  steel 
trades,  in  which  a  heainning  had  been  made.  The  C.  P.  R. 
was  takinii'  its  own  ste])s  foi-  (levelopiiiu-  tl:e  natural  I'e- 
sourccs  which,  it  possessed. 

"We  must  eucouraiie  the  manufacturers,"  conlinued 
the  prf>fessor,  "to  call  in  to  their  aid  the  assistance  of  the 
trained  in\-e>tigai(n  s  whom  we  are  at  picseut  turning  out 
in  large  numbei's  li'oiu  t.ie  univei.-ilies.  Lack  ct  openinus 
has  forced  many  into  re.*earcli  laiioratories  in  the  I'nited 
States.  There  they  are  assisting  in  l)n;ld:ng  u])  great 
industries  as  rivals  to  our  own. 

"What  is  wanted  is,  first,  a  consolidation  and  cDrrela- 
tion  of  the  research  work  now  being-  carried  on  at  Ottawa 
in  different  departments-  and  under  different  Ministers; 
second,  I  think  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  universities 
should  be  supplemented  by  t!ie  establishment  of  physical 
and  chemical  bureaus  in  the  centre  of  those  localities  where 
industrial  activity  is  greatest."

Contributions  may  be  sent  to  the  Do- 
minion Bank,  West  Toronto  Branch,  or  .sent  directly  to 
the  Library,  and  should  he  maile  payable  to  the  Canalian 
Free  Library  for  the  Blind.

CHILDREN'S  LIBRARY 

The  St.  Catharines,  Ont.,  public  library  has  now  a  chil- 
dren's department.  Tt  is  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Cameron,  a 
former  public  school  teacher.  Rows  of  shelves  around 
the  room  contain  all  kinds  of  interesting  books  for  the 
children.  The  walls  are  hung  with  interesting  pictures 
and  in  fact  every  small  detail  has  been  worked  out  to  at- 
tract the  child.  Already  there  are  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  members  paid  uj)  and  forty-six  applications  waiting. 
The  hours  are  from  one  to  six  and  seven  to  eight,  daily, 
except  Saturday  when  the  hours  are  ten  to  twelve  and  two 
to  six.  Every  Saturday  morning  at  ten  o'clock  it  is  pro- 
liosed  to  hold  a  story  hour.  For  this  purpose  a  small  plat- 
form has  been  erected  and  little  chairs  installed,  and  in 
order  that  there  will  be  no  noise  the  little  chairs  have  all 
been  joined. 
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The  library  board  of  Hamilton,  Ont.,  has  interested  it- 
self in  the  soldiers  quartered  in  the  city.  Adam  Hunter, 
librarian,  stated  this  morning  that  libraries  were  being 
opened-  up  in  the  x'arious  military  barracks,  books  being 
loaned  free  of  charge  to  the  soldiers.  Magazines  are  also 
being  supplied.  That  the  boys  in  khaki  appreciate  this 
action  of  the  board  is  evidenced  by  the  manner  in  which 
t!iey  are  patronizing  the  reading  rooms.

LIBRARY  INSTITUTES 

At  the  Liljraiv  Institute  meeting  in  Ottawa  on  Nov. 
](j,  W.  0.  Carson,  Inspector  of  Public  Libraries  told  of  the 
immense  stride  which  the  public  libraries  have  made  du?-- 
ing  the  past  eight  or  ten  years,  and  the  educational  benefit 
which  has  been  derived  by  the  general  public.  In  referring 
to  the  work  accomplished,  he  said  that  while  naturally 
it  had  not  been  spectacular,  it  had  none  the  less  been 
most  encouraging,  and  the  big  libraries  were  straining 
e\ery  jierve  to  meet  the  demand  of  the  public  for  good 
reading  matter  which  was  slowly  hut  surely  taking  the 
place  of  fiction.  He  voiced  several  prominent  instances 
where  plodders  with  the  aid  of  books  from  the  library  had 
succeeded  in  attaining  heights  undreamed  of  in  his  phil- 
osophy. 

Suitable  books  to  meet  the  demand  of  every  class  of 
reader,  a  study  of  the  patrons  of  the  library,  and  public 
statements  as  to  the  work  accomplished  were  some  of  the 
necessary  attributes  of  a  successful  librarian. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  London  District  Library 
Institute  comprising  Middlesex  and  Elgin,  the  following 
officers  were  elected :  President,  R.  H.  Bellamy,  Mount 
Brydges;  vice-president,  Mrs.  A.  Height,  Aylmer;  secre- 
tary, Fred  Landon,  London.

Carson,  Provincial  Inspector  of 
Libraries,  de])lored  the  sui)('rabundance  of  trashy  books, 
also  the  failure  of  many  libraries  in  this  district  to  keep 
faith  with  Andrew  Carnegie  in  the  matter  of  their  annual 
exi)enditure  in  accordance  with  the  terms  under  which  the 
buildings  were  erected.

Change  in  Old  Established 
Firm 

New  Organization  Takes  Over  Business  of  Nimmo, 

Hay  and  Mitchell,  with  J.  H.  Bruce 

as  Director 

THE  old-established  firm  of  Nimmo,  Hay  and  Mit- 
chell, of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  lias  been  changed  to  a 
limited  liability  company  with  .).  H.  Bruce  as  direc- 
tor.   Mr.  Bruce  was  for  many  years  manager  of  tliis  house. 

The  late  W.  P.  Nimmo,  founder  of  the  firm,  was  ap- 
prenticed to  and  trained  in  the  well-known  house  of 
Blackwood.  After  he  had  completed  his  apprenticeship 
he  served  for  a  time  vvitli  Messrs.  Simpkin,  Marshall  & 
Co.,  but,  like  most  Seottisli  lads  who  went  there  to  com- 
plete their  business  education,  he  had  to  go  out  collecting, 
which  ofttimes  necessitated  carrying  very  heavy  loads.  He 
liad  a  lively  recollection  of  the  iiardships  of  a  collector's 
life  for  a  great  trade-clearing  house  like  Simpkins !  He 
began  business  on  liis  own  account  in  Edinburgh  in  the 
year  1859  at  No.  2  St.  David  Street.  His  first  venture  was 
in  wholesale  distril)ution,  but  this  was  very  soon  given  up 
for  the  more  ventuiesome  but  profitable  business  of  pub- 
lishing. 

He  was  highly  successful  from  the  first,  being  bcfld  and 
enterprising  at  a  time  when  there  was  plenty  of  scope  for 
courage  and  mother  wit.  One  of  his  first  successes  was 
"Heaven  Our  Home,"  the  sale  of  which  ran  into  several 
hundred  thousand  copies.  Its  author  was  anonymous  and 
many  guesses  were  made  as  to  his  identity.  It  afterwards 
appeared  tiiat  he  was  Parish  Minister  in  a  very  humble 
church  in  the  South-west  of  Scotland.  It  was  a  sad  fact 
that  most  of  the  money  received  by  the  author  in  royalties 
was  lost  in  the  city  of  Glasgow  Bank  failure,  he  being  a 
shareholder  at  the  time  of  its  collapse.  One  of  the  little 
incidents  which  liclped  to  boom  this  book  (and  which  as 
an  astute  jniblisiier  Mr.  Nimmo  knew  how  to  make  the 
most  of)  was  tlie  fact  of  the  Prince  Consort  asking  Queen 
Victoria  to  read  some  passages  from  the  book  in  the  illness 
which  proved  to  be  his  last.  As  an  advertisement  Mr. 
Nimmo  printed  a  tiny  leaflet  entitled  "The  Dying  Words 
of  Prince  Albert,"  whereon  the  request  was  set  forth. 
Tliese  were  distributed  far  and  wide  and  created  an  enor- 
mous demand  for  the  book. 

" Nimmo 's  Standard  Library"  and  " Nimmo 's  Poets" 
were  among  the  undertakings  witli  which  the  firm  scored 
conspicuous  successes.  They  were  great  producers  of 
reward  and  gift  books  in  the  seventies,  when  America  still 
imported  immense  (|uantities  of  these  from  Britain. 

In  recent  years  their  different  series  in  velvet-calf  bind- 
ings, including  miniatures,  have  been  prominent  in  tlie 
trade.  This  is  true  also  of  their  extensive  range  of  birtli- 
<lay  books. 

Alexander  Hay  joined  the  firm  in  1879,  having  been 
with  Mr.  Nimmo  from  boyhood.  Upon  Mr.  Nimmo 's  deatli 
in  1883,  Norman  R.  Mitchell  was  taken  into  the  firm.  The 
latter  had  served  his  apprenticeship  with  the  late  John 
MacLaren,  of  Princes  Street,  Edinburgh,  on  the  comple- 
tion of  which  he  was  for  a  time  witli  Messrs.  George 
Philip  &  Son,  Liverpool,  and  then  became  country  repre- 
sentative of  Messrs.  Strahen  &  Co.,  afterwards  known 
under  the  style  of  Daldy,  Isbister  &  Co.  When  he  joined 
the  Nimmo  business  he  had  established  a  wholesale  ven- 
ture in  Frederick  St.,  Edinburgh,  including  the  Scotch 
Agency  for  Messrs.  Isbister "s  general  publications  and 
also  for  "Good  Words,"  which  at  that  time  had  an  enor- 
mous circulation.  These  agencies  were  taken  over  by  the 
.Messrs.  Nimnio  and  worked  for  some  time,  but  were  ulti- 


mately  given   up   in   favor     of     publishing  on   their   own 

account. 

Messrs.  Hay  &  Mitchell  carried  on  the  concern  until 

Mr.  Hay's  death  in  1899,  and  Mr.  Mitchell  continued  the 

work  until  ins  death. 

_  In  addition  to  the  rights  and  stock, 

the  new  company  has  acquired  the 
premises  of  the  firm  at  18  Clyde  street, 
Edinburgh,  and  for  the  convenience  of 
the  English  trade,  are  opening  a  Lon- 
don branch  at  100  Southwark  Street, 
London,  S.E. 

J.  H.  Bruee,  whose  poi trait  we  are 
privileged  to  present,  has  been  with 
the  old  firm  from  boyhood  and  has 
been  carrying  on  the  business  for  the 
proprietors    since    the    death    of    Mr. 

Mitchel!.  tlie  last  of  the  partners. 


DEATH  OF  JACK  LONDON 

Jack  London,  the  noted  author  died  at  Glen  Allen. 
Cal.,  on  Nov.  22.  The  funeral  was  held  without  religious 
service  of  any  kind. 

The  New  York  Tribune  has  published  a  letter  from 
Edgar  Sissons,  wiio  takes  exception  to  a  statement  that 
Jack  London  had  written  an  anti-militarist  pamphlet, 
Mr.  Sissons  says:  "What  his  feelings  were  in  regard 
to  the  Great  War  I,  know  exactly,  both  by  his  word  and 
Ills  deed.  In  the  first  year  of  the  war  he  told  me  that, 
except  for  his  personal  responsibilities  for  the  welfare 
of  the  many  persons  dependent  upon  him,  he  would  have 
been  over  tlie  northern  border,  to  enlist  as  a  soldier  in 
England's  outgoing  colonial  army.  He  did  not  tell  me 
what  he  did  in  place  of  going,  but  Mrs.  London  did, 
last  week.  He  has  been  supporting  the  mother  of  a 
soldier. 

"Jack  London  was  a  fighting  man.  He  would  not 
defame  fighting  men."

Selling  Leather  Goods  and 
Novelties 

Study  Wants  of  Your  Trade — Keep  a  Stock  Record 

—Keep  Stf)ck  Clean  and  Well  Displayed— Be 

Sure  of  a  Profit  Regardless  of  Competition 

THE    Committee    on    Leather    Goods    and    No\leities 
appointed  by  the  National  Association  of  Stationers 
(United   States)    presented   the   foilo\vin<j'  report   at 
the   Convention   at   Atlanta,   Georgia: — 

"The  carrying-  of  a  line  of  leather  goods  and  novelties 
by  the  stationer  if  properly  iiandfed  should  pi'ove  to  be 
one  of  the  most  profitable  departments  of  his  business. 

"To  make  a  department  of  this  kind,  however,  bring 
good  returns  on  the  investment,  the  stationer  must  give 
it  the  same  attention  and  study  that  other  departments  of 
iiis  business  receive.  He  must  first  consider  the  location 
of  his  store,  whether  he  is  justified  in  handling  leather  in 
botl)  men's  and  ladies'  goods.  If  located  in  the  l)est  shoji- 
ping  district,  it  might  be  desirable  to  handle  ladies'  goods; 
if  not,  we  doubt  if  tiie  investment  would  be  a  good  one,  as 
the  styles  in  ladies'  goods  change  with  the  seasons  and  the 
leftovers  and  sacrifices  in  price  that  must  be  made  are 
liable  to  make  the  department  prove  a  po«r  investment, 
whereas  if  ladies'  goods  were  not  handled  it  might  show  a 
good  profit. 

"Leather  goods  for  men  to-day  can  be  handled  almost 
as  staples,  as  manufacturers  are  making  lines  of  one  style 
and  running  them  in  sizes  from  the  small  card  case  up  to 
the  large  wallet.  Careful  selection  of  your  stock,  and  above 
all  a  stock  record,  tliat  siiows  tlie  numl)ers  and  sizes  mov- 
ing, and  the  slow  ones,  which  should  be  eliminated,  will  soon 
jjut  your  stock  in  sliajie  where  a  profit  will  l:e  the  result. 

"Brief  cases  are  now  one  of  the  staples  of  tlie  commer- 
cial stationer.  Keep  a  good  assortment  of  this  item  (we 
would  recommend  mostly  the  better  grades).  A  stock 
record  of  tliese  should  be  kept  by  which  you  can  keep  your 
stock  well  assorted. 

"Writing  cases,  which  at  one  time  were  considered  a 
holiday  stock,  are  now  a  staple,  and  here  is  an  idea  which 
may  increase  your  sales  on  tiiis  item.  Keep  your  stock 
convenient  to  counter  where  writing  tablets  are  sold  and 
when  a  customer  asks  for  a  tablet  show  and  suggest  a 
writing  case,  which  will  not  only  take  care  of  the  tablet, 
but  envelopes,  address  book,  stamps,  etc. 

"Novelties:  Wliat  is  considered  as  novelties  by  one 
stationer  may  be  staples  wilii  others.  We  take  it,  how- 
ever, that  this  is  merchandise  which  is  sold  principally  at 
tile  holiday  season.  While  the  sales  are  better  at  this  time, 
tliere  is  a  demand  all  tlie  year  for  such  items  as  desk  pads, 
inkstands,  calendars,  clocks,  paperweights,  memo  pads, 
trays  and  otlier  desk  ac<'essories  (even  Frank  Bailey's  litter 
of  Black  Cats  and  other  novelties  which  his  firm  sends  out 
occasionally).    A  fair  stock  should  be  kept  at  all  times. 

"In  conclusion,  in  order  to  make  the  leather  goods  and 
novelties  department  profitable:  First,  study  tlie  wants  of 
your  trade  and  make  a  careful  selection  of  your  stock. 
Second,  keep  a  stock  record  where  possible  which  will  show 
the  items  that  move  and  are  profitable  and  cut  out  the  slow 
sellers.  Third,  keep  your  stock  clean  and  display  in  a 
manner  that  will  appeal  to  your  trade  (dirt  and  a  poor 
display  will  not  do  this).  P'ourth,  regardless  of  competition 
put  a  profit  on  every  item.  We  would  suggest  not  less  than 
double  the  invoice  cost  and  in  some  cases  a  little  more 
would  not  do  any  harm." 


"GIVE  BOOKS  THIS  CHRISTMAS" 

FROM   now  on.  1   have  no  doubt,  we  shall   see,  as  in 
former  years,  signs  distributed  around  the  bookstores 
bidding  us  "Give  books  this  Christmas" — sound  ad- 
vice fraught  with  pleasurable  [jossibilities  for  the  fortunate 
recipients.      There    will    be   displayed    for   our   choice   old 
classics  in  new  garb,  more  modern  works  handsomely  illus- 
trated and  bound  in   sumptuously  decorated  covers,  and, 
cheek  by  jowl  with  these,  books  that  are  frankly  modern  in 
style,   modern    in    viewpoint   and    modern    in    appearance. 
These  will  be  mostly  novels — for  outside  of  the  big  centres 
one  rarely  finds  the  more  serious  and,  therefore,  in  my  view, 
better   worth   while   books.     To  the   discriminating  reader 
this  \-ariety  will  he  welcome  for  knowing  his  autliors  and 
knowing  his  friends  he  will  be  able  to  choose  a  book  suit- 
able  for   each   recipient.     But    the   advice   is   clearly   not 
meant  for  him.    It  is  intended  for  that  large  class  of  buyers 
who  decide  on  books  mainly  because  for  $1  or  $1.50  nothing 
that  would  look  so  well  or  would  bulk  as  large  can  be  ob- 
tained, or  for  those  others  who,  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to 
give,  fall  back  upon  books.     Usually  they  are  not  readers 
and  rely  entirely  on  the  bookseller.     They  naturally  want 
to  know  something  about   the   books  they   select   so   that 
they  can  receive  the  thanks  of  their  friends  intelligently. 
Beyond  displaying  his  wares  and  his  signs  what  steps  does 
the  bookseller  take  to  encourage  the  giving  of  hooks  for 
(^hristmas?     I  have  often  heard  a  bookseller  asked  to  re- 
commend a  book  "for  a  young  lady  who  is  fond  of  read- 
ing,'' or  for  "an  elderly  man  who  likes  something  good, 
l)ut  not  too  heavy,"  or  again  for  one  whose  preference  is 
for   something  funny.     Quite   often    1    have   seen   the   en- 
<|uirer  leave  the  store  disappointed — not  because  the  book- 
seller had  nothing  to  satisfy  the  demand,  but  simply  be- 
cause he  did  ftot  know  what  he  had.     If  the  bookseller  could 
handle   his  books  as  he  does  his  note   pajx-r  more  books 
would  be  given  at  Christmas  than  at  present.    How  is  this 
to  be  done?     He  can  reasonably  plead  that  it  is  (piite  im- 
possible for  him  to  read  all  tlie  books  he  has  to  carry  in 
stock.     That  is  quite  true.     But  he  can,  it  seems  to  me, 
utilize  to  1,'etter  advantage  the  services  of  his  staff.     In 
nearly  every  book  store  there  are  two  or  more  assistants. 
During  the  slack  jieriods  they  can  usually  be  seen  reading 
the  magazines.     Why  should  not  the  bookseller  divide  his 
stock  into  as  many  sections  as  he  has  assistants,  making 
each  one  responsible  for  the  sales  in   his  or  her  section. 
The  clerks  should  be  encouraged  to  read  the  books  them- 
selves and  compelled  to  read  some  good  review,  say  the 
New  York  Times,  and  the  publishers'  circulars,  which  do 
sometimes  tell  what  a  book  really  is  about.     In  this  way 
they  would   acquire  a   fund   of   information   which   would 
make  their  advice  worth  while  to  the  customer  and  dis- 
tinctly beneficial  to  the  sales.     It  would  add  to  the  book- 
sellers' sense  of  security,  for  no  longer  would  he  be  entirely 
dependent   on   one  assistant   whose   departure   would   leave 
him  without  a  "book  man."     He  would,  too,  I  think,  no 
longer  find  himself  compelleil  to  sell  at  half  price  or  even 
less  books  which,  although  (juite  meritorious  in  themselves, 
are  unsaleable  under  present  conditions  because  they  are 
not  written  by  an  author  whose  name  is  on  everybody's 
lips.     And,  finally,  he  would  find  the  public  more  anxious 
than   ever  to   "give  books   for  Christmas"   because   they 
would  be  able  to  choose  intelligently  and  to  learn  something 
about  the  books  thev  had  chosen.
